MEMORIAL  OF  THE  SOCIETY. 

[Extract  from  the  minutes  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society.] 

lb  (he  Honorable  the  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepresentaiives 
of  the   Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania: 

Tho  President  and  Secretary  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society  respect- 
fully beg  leave  to  present  a  resolution  of  said  Society,  passed  at  their  annual 
meeting,  at  Harrisburg,  on  the  20th  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1863,  as  follows, 
to  wit: 

"On  motion  of  Mr.  A.  Boyd  Hamilton,  it  was  unanimously 

^* Resolved,  That  we  memorialize  the  State  Legislature  to  provide  for  and 
authorize  the  publication  of  our  proceedings,  since  the  year  1858,  together 
with  the  report  of  the  several  County  Societies,  and  the  doings  of  the  State 
Agricultural  College;  the  printing  and  distribution  of  said  reports  to  be 
under  the  control  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  matter  for  publication  to  be 
prepared  by  the  said  Society,  free  of  charge.  '* 

The  President  and  the  Secretary  of  said  Society  would  beg  leave  further 
respectfully  to  represent,  that  all  the  proceedings  of  the  said  Society  have 
been  published  up  to  the  year  1858,  and  that  during  the  years  1859  and 
1860,  two  of  its  most  important,  as  well  as  successful  exhibitions  were 
held,  one  at  Philadelphia,  and  the  other  at  Harrisburg,  and  that  the  next 
volume  will  contain  very  important  and  interesting  matter,  relative  to  the 
State  and  the  County  Societies.  In  the  last  report,  being  volume  V,  the 
proceedings  of  the  following  societies  have  been  published,  to  wit :  the 
counties  of  Allegheny,  Beaver,  Bucks,  Dauphin,  Fayette,  Huntingdon, 
Indiana,  Juniata,  Lawrence,  Mercer,  Montgomery,  Northampton,  Schuyl- 
kill, Tioga,  Union,  Venango,  Warren,  Westmoreland,  Wyoming  and  York. 
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It  is  hoped,  in  the  next  volume,  many  more  counties  will  be  represented. 
It  will,  therefore,  be  readily  perceived,  that  the  next  volume  will  be 
interesting  as  a  local  history,  as  well  as  a  faithful  record  of  the  doings  of 
the  several  County  Agricultural  Societies,  showing  their  rapid  rise  and 
continued  progress,  and  the  still  more  important  results  which  have  been 
so  wonderfully  effected  in  agricultural  advancement,  through  the  agency  of 
these  societies.  In  this  point  of  view,  it  will  be  a  most  valuable  work, 
and  will  be  much  sought  afterj  as  well  as  most  acceptable  to  your  constitu- 
ency. It  is  not  deemed  requisite,  in  this  age  of  advanced  agriculture,  to 
present  a  single  argument  in  favor  of  the  usefulness  of  Agricultural  So- 
cieties— their  acknowledged  utility  is  almost  universal.  Our  only  concern 
is,  how  can  they  best  be  promoted  ? 

Owing  to  the  disturbed  condition  of  our  country,  the  State  Society  did 
not  hold  exhibitions  during  the  years  1861  and  1862,  and  in  consequence 
thereof  the  annual  appropriation  of  $2,000,  as  provided  for  by  their  act  of 
incorporation,  has  not  been  paid  them  by  the  State  Treasurer.  Every  pre- 
paration, however,  is  being  made,  to  hold  the  Eleventh  Annual  Exhibition 
during  the  present  year;  and  from  the  interest  already  manifested,  it  is 
hoped  that  it  will  prove  to  be  eminently  successful. 

The  Treasurer's  report,  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  exhibited  a  balance 
in  the  treasury  of  $1,113  19.  This  sum  is  desired  to  be  held  to  meet  the 
ordinary  expenditures  in  preparing  for  the  next  fair.  When  it  is  remem- 
bered that  the  State  Society  has  contributed  upwards  of  eleven  thousand 
dollars  towards  the  completion  of  the  State  Agricultural  College,  it  will 
be  readily  conceded  that  it  is  no  selfish  motive,  or  prospect  of  pecuniary 
gain,  which  induces  the  members  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society  to  solicit 
this  favor,  but  that  it  is  alone  prompted  by  the  devoted  zeal  and  untiring 
energy,  which  they  have  ever  manifested  in  the  advancement  of  the  great 
agricultural  interests  of  the  Commonwealth.

AN  ACT 

To  incorporate  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society. 

Section  I,  Beit  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Bepreserdatives  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  George  W.  Woodward,  James 
Irvin,  E.  A.  Thompson,  Frederick  Watts,  T.  J.  Bigham,  and  others,  who 
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have  Babscribed  the  constitatioa  lately  adopted  by  a  conyention  assembled 
at  Harrisburg,  to  improve  the  condition  of  agriculare,  horticulture  and  the 
household  arts,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
hi  law,  by  the  name  of  ''The  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society," 
and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession,  and  have  capacity  to  sue 
and  be  sued,  and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  at  their  pleasure  may  alter 
or  renew ;  they  may  take  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  bequest  or  otherwise,  lands 
and  tenements,  goods  and  chattels,  necessary  for  all  the  purposes  for  which 
the  society  was  instituted :  Provided,  The  annual  income  therefrom  shall 
not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars,  independent  of  annual  contributions  by 
members,  and  the  same  to  convey,  lay  out,  apply  and  dispose  of,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  society,  as  they  under  their  charter  and  by-laws  may  direct.  ^ 

SionoN  2.  That  the  members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to 
make  and  enforce  such  constitution  and  by-laws  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  good  government  of  the  society,  and  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  re- 
voke, alter  and  amend,  as  they  may  think  proper :  Provided,  That  the  same 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State. 

Sbction  3.  That  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  out  of  any  money  in 
the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  appro- 
priated to  said  society ;  and  annually  hereafter  a  sum  of  equal  amount  to 
that  paid  by  the  members  thereof  into  its  treasury,  affidavit  of  which  fact, 
.  and  the  amount  so  raised  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  society,  being  first  filed 
with  the  State  Treasurer :  Provided,  Such  sum  shall  not  exceed  two  thou- 
sand dollars  in  any  one  year. 

Sbotion  4«.  That  when  any  number  of  individuals  shall  organize  them- 
selves into  an  agricultural  or  horticultural  society,  or  any  agricultural  or 
horticultural  society  now  organized  within  any  of  the  counties  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, shall  have  adopted  a  constitution  and  by-laws  for  their  govern- 
ment, elected  their  officers,  and  raised  annually,  by  the  voluntary  contribu- 
tion of  its  members,  any  sum  of  money,  which  shall  have  been  actually  paid 
into  their  treasury,  for  the  purpose  of  being  disbursed  for  the  promotion  of 
agricnltural  knowledge  and  improvement,  and  that  fact  be  attested  by  the 
affidavit  of  thei»  President  and  Treasurer,  filed  with  the  commissioners  of 
the  county,  the  said  county  society  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  annually  a 
like  sum  from  the  Treasurer  of  their  said  county :  Provided,  That  said  an- 
nual payment  out  of  the  county  funds  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars : 
Provided  furOier,  That  but  one  such  society  in  any  county  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  such  appropriation  in  any  one  year,  under  this  act. 

SxonoN  5.  That  the  President  of  -the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural 
Society,  who  shall  receive  or  expend  any  of  the  moneys  hereby  appropria- 
ted, shall,  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  transmit  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  the  Commonwealth  a  detailed  acoount  of  the  expenditure  of  all 
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the  moneys  which  shall  come  into  his  hands  under  this  act,  and  stating  to 
whom  and  for  what  purpose  paid  ;  and  a  copy  of  the  said  report  shall  be 
transmitted  to  the  Legislature  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  and  the  origi- 
nal shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth.  And 
the  presidents  of  the  several  county  agricultural  societies  shall  annually 
transmit,  in  the  month  of  December,  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  all  such  reports  or  returns  as  they 
are  required  to  demand  and  receive  from  applicants  for  premiums,  together 
with  an  abstract  of  their  proceedings  during  the  year.  This  act  shall  at  all 
times  be  within  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to  nlodify,  alter  or  repeal  the 
same.

CONSTITUTION  OP  THE   PENNSYLVANIA   STATE  AGRICUL- 
TURAL  SOCIETY. 

The  name  of  the  society  shall  be  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  So- 
ciety, The  objects  of  this  society  are  to  foster  and  improve  agriculture,  hor- 
ticulture and  the  domestic  and  household  arts. 

Section  1.  The  society  shall  consist  of  all  such  persons  as  shall  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  not  less  than  one  dollar,  and  annually  thereafter  not  less  than  one 
dollar,  and  also  of  honorary  and  corresponding  members ;  the  names  of  the 
members  to  be  recorded  by  the  Secretary. 

The  officers  of  county  agricultural  societies  in  this  State,  or  delegations 
therefrom,  shall  be  members  ex-officio  of  this  society.  • 

The  payment  of  ten  dollars  shall  constitute  life  membership,  and  exempt 
the  members  so  contributing  from  all  annual  payments. 

Section  2.  The  officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice  Presi- 
dent from  each  Congressional  district,  three-fourths  of  whom  shall  be  practi- 
cal agricujturalists  or  horticulturalists,  a  Treasurer,  a  Corresponding  Secre- 
tary, a  Recording  Secretaiiy,  a  Librarian,  an  Agricultural  Chemist  and 
Geologist,  and  such  assistants  as  the  society  may  find  essential  to  the  trans- 
action of  its  business;  an  Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  the  above 
named  officers  and  five  additional  members. 
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DUTIES  or  THB  OfTIOEBS. 

SxcnoN  3.  The  President  shall  have  a  general  snperintendency  of  all  the 
affairs  of  the  society.  In  case  of  the  death,  illness  or  inability  of  the  Presi- 
dent to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Ezecatiye  Committee  shall  select 
a  Yice  President  to  act  in  his  stead,  who  shall  have  the  same  power  and  per- 
form the  same  duties  as  the  President,  until  the  next  annual  meeting. 

VICB  PRESIDENTS. 

It  shall  be  their  duty  to  take  charge  of  the  affairs  of  the  association  in  their 
several  districts;  to  advance  all  ks  objects ;  to  call  upon  farmers  to  report  as 
to  the  condition  of  agriculture  in  their  neighborhood ;  to  ask  for  information 
as  to  the  modes  of  cultivation  adopted  by  different  farmers ;  and  as  far  as  in 
their  power  to  make  known  the  resources  of  their  districts,  the  nature  of  its 
soil,  its  geological  character,  and  all  such  matter  as  may  interest  fanners  in 
every  part  of  the  State. 

TREASUREB. 

The  Treasurer  shall  keep  an  account  of  all  moneys  paid  into  his  hands,  and 
shall  pay  bills  when  audited  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee;  each 
order  for  payment  must  be  signed  by  the  President  or  chairman  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

00RRE8P0NDINQ  SSORSTABT. 

The  duty  of  this  officer  shall  be  to  invite  a  correspondence  with  all  persons 
interested  in  agriculture,  whether  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  or  elsewhere, 
but  especially  with  our  consuls  in  foreign  countries,  that  new  seeds,  vegeta- 
bles or  live  stock  may  be  introduced,  and  their  fitness  for  cultivation  and 
propagation  in  our  climate  be  tested.  At  each  stated  meeting  of  the  society 
he  shall  read  his  correspondence,  which  shall,  either  the  whole  or  such  parts 
as  may  be  selected  by  the  society,  form  a  portion  of  the  transactions. 

He  shall  also  correspond  with  the  president  or  other  officers  of  each  State 
society  in  the  United  States,  at  least  twice  in  the  year,  for  purposes  of  com* 
bined  and  mutual  action,  and  to  be  informed  of  the  result  and  progress  of 
each  other's  efforts ;  also,  to  invite  mechanics  to  forward  models  or  imple- 
ments for  examination  and  trial. 

BBOOBDINa  SBCBaBTABT. 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  society  and  of  the 
Execntive  Committee ;  at  the  close  of  each  year  he  shall  prepare  for  publica- 
tion such  parts  of  the  minutes  and  transactions  of  the  society  as  may  be  de- 
•ignated. 
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LIBRARIAN. 

The  Librarian  shall  take  charge  of  all  books,  pamphlets,  Ac,  belonging  to 
"^he  society,  and  shall  act  as  curator  to  preserve  seeds,  implements,  or  what- 
ever property  the  society  may  possess. 

ixxounvj:  oomuittme. 

The  Executive  Committee  shiJl  transact  the  business  of  the  society  gen- 
erally, and  shall  appoint  annually,  at  their  first  quarterly  meeting,  a  Record- 
ing Secretary  and  Treasurer,  fix  their  salaries,  and  require  security  from  ihe 
Treasurer,  if  they  deem  it  necessary ;  shall  ^Superintend  and  direct  the  publi- 
cation of  such  of  the  reports  and  transactions  as  they  may  deem  proper,  and 
shall  designate  the  time  and  places  for  annual  exhibitions,  regulate  the  ex- 
penditures, examine  all  accounts,  and  keep  such  general  charge  of  the  affairs 
of  the  society  as  may  best  promote  its  interests. 

They  shall  select  their  own  chairman,  and  meet  quarterly,  and  stt  any  other 
time  when  convened  by  the  President;  five  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

They  shall  call  special  meetings  of  the  society  when  necessary. 

ANNTJAL  BfEETma  AJND  XLIOriON. 

Seotion  4.  The  society  shall  meet  annually,  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  Ji^nu- 
ary,  at  Harrisburg,  when  all  the  officers  of  the  society,  not  otherwise  ap- 
pointed, shall  be  elected  by  ballot  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  until  another 
election.  They  shall  also  hold  a  general  meeting  at  the  time  of  the  annual 
exhibition,  and  special  meetings  whenever  convoked  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

Fifteen  members  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but 
•  no  member  in  arrears  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Society. 

QUALIFICATION  OF  VOTERS. 

Section  5.  No  annual  member  hereafter  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  the 
election  of  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  unless  he 
ahall  have  been  a  member  at  the  previous  State  fair,  and  in  defavM  of  a 
State  fair,  then  three  months  previous  membership  shall  be  necessary. 

Section  6.  No  one  shall  be  eligible  to  office  hereafter,  who  has  not  obtained 
a  right  to  vote  under  section  five. 

Section  7.  This  Constitution  may  be  altered  or  amended,  at  the  annual 
meetings  in  January,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  in  attendance.

MINUTES  OF  THE  EXECUnVE  COMMIHEE. 


HARRISBURG,  March  15,  1859. 

The  first  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  thtf  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Agricultural  Society,  fot  the  year  1859,  was  held  this  day  at 
their  office,  in  Harrisburg,  at  2  o'olock  P.  M, 

Messrs.  Taggart,  Gowen,  Hamilton,  M'Allister,  Knox,  Haldeman,  Engle, 
Kapp,  Mish,  Bucher,  Murdoch,  Young,  Wright,  Rutherford  and  Hiester, 
were  present. 

Mr.  Taggart  moved  that  Mr.  Gowen  act  as  Chairman. 
Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Chairman  announced  the  first  business  in  order,  was  the  election  of 
officers,  to  serve  for  the  ensuing  year. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Young,  • 

The  salary  of  the  Treasurer  was  fixed  at  four  hundred  dollars  for  the 
ensaing  year. 

Mr.  Engle  moved  that  the  salary  of  the  Secretary  be  one  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

Which  was  agreed  to. 

Mr.  Bucher  was  unanimously  elected  Treasurer,  and  A.  0.  Hiester  Re- 
cording Secretary. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Haldeman,  it  was 
Besolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  required  to  keep  open  the  room  of  the 
State  Agricultural  Society,  on  the  Wednesdayof  every  week,  from  9  o'clock 
A.  M.,  until  2  o'clock  P.  M. 

The  circular  issued  from  the  Patent  Office,  at  Washington,  propounding  a 
Beries  of  questions  to  State  and  county  agricultural  societies,  was  read,  dis- 
eoBsed,  criticised  and  answered  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 
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Mr.  Taggart,  from  the  committee  to  visit  the  Farm  School,  and  make  re* 
port  of  its  condition,  prospects,  &c.,  reported,  that  from  a  press  of  engage- 
ments, the  committee  had  not  visited  the  institution. 

Committee  continued,  to  report  to  next  meeting.* 

On  motion, 
A  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  Taggart,  Hamilton  and  Hiester,  were 
appointed  to  revise  and  have  published  a  premium  list  for  1859. 

On  motioD, 

The  committee  adjourned.

The  second  regular  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society  was  held  at  the  Girard  House, 
Philadelphia,  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  June  15,  1859. 

Present — Messrs.  Taggart,  Woodward,  Gowen,  Engle,  Knox,  Cornell,  Cam- 
eron, Rutherford,  Mish,  Hamilton,  Sturdevant,  Maxwell,  M'Allister,  Hal- 
deman,  MTarland,  Stokes,  Murdoch,  Miles,  Bucher  and  Hiester. 

.    On  motion  of  Mr.  Haldeman, 

Gen.  E.  W.  Sturdevant  was  called  to  the  chair. 

Mr.  Taggart,  from  the  committee  appointed  to  visit  the  Farmers'  High 
School,  under  resolution  of  the  18th  of  January,  and  to  report  to  the  society 
on  its  present  condition  and  future  prospects,  made  report : 

That  the  committee  had  not  yet  visited  the  school,  bu^  that  they  would 
perfonJf  that  duty  during  the  coming  quarter,  and  report  to  the  next  meet- 
ing. 

On  motion, 
Committee  continued. 

Resolutions  being  in  order,  it  was,  on  motion, 
h'esolved,  That  the  society  will  hold  its  tenth  exhibition  at  Powelton, 
Philadelphia,  on  Tuesday,  27th,  Wednesday,  SSth,  Thursday,  29th,  and  Fri- 
day, 30th  of  September,  1859. 

On  motion, 
Besolvedy  That  Messrs.  Taggart,  Hiester  Mid  Engle  be  a  committee,  with 
full  power  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements  and  contracts  for  the  hold* 
iug  of  the  next  exhibition. 

On  motion  of  Judge  Woodward,  seconded  by  Mr.  Haldeman,  it  was 
Sesolved,  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  certifyto  the  Treasurer,  the 
amount  of  expense  incurred  by  the  printer,  in  the  illustration  of  volume  Y, 
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of  tl»  TransActions  of  the  Society,  and  that  the  Treasurer  thereupon  pay  the 
amount  of  such  certificate :  Provided,  The  expense  does  no>  exceed  one  hon- 
dred  and  fifty  dollars ;  and  also  that  three  hundred  copies,  the  number  here- 
tofore furnished  of  the  previous  volumes,  be  purchased  for  the  use  of  the 
80€iety. 

A  general  conversation  upon  matters  pertaining  to  the  prospects  and  fu- 
ture usefulness  of  the  sgciety  now  occurred  ;  a  number  of  interesting  ques- 
tions were  discussed ;  the  utmost  harmony  and  good  feeling  prevailed,  and 
the  determination  expressed  to  make  the  approaching  exhibition  creditable 
and  successful. 

The  Chairman,  Gen.  Sturdfevant,  tendered  to  the  society  an  invitation  to 
hold  the  State  fair  of  1860,  on  the  fair  grounds  of  the  Luzerne  County  Ag- 
ricultural Society,  in  Wyoming  valley,  informing  the  meeting  that  the  grounds 
embraced  seventy-two  acres,  located  on  the  Wyoming  battle  ground,  with 
a  track  or  course  of  one  mile,  with  the  necessary  buildings  and  fixtures,  and 
urged  in  behalf  of  the  Luzerne  County  society,  the  acceptance  by  the  State 
society,  of  the  free  use  of  the  grounds.  He  further  detailed  th0  conveni- 
ences of  access  by  railroad  from  every  point. 

On  motion  of  Mr  Knox,  it  was 
Besolvedf  That  the  cordial  acknowledgments  of  the  Executive  Com. 
mittee  be  extended  to  the  citizens  of  Wyoming  valley,  for  the  very  gen- 
erous invitation  extended  to  the  society,  through  their  representative.  Gen- 
eral Sturdevant,  to  hold  the  next  exhibition  in  their  beautiful  valley,  and 
that  the  committee  will  give  a  respectful  consideration  to  the  invitation 
when  the  time  for  action  upon  it  shall  arrive. 

The  Secretary  having  called  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  vacancy 
which  had  occurred  since  their  last  meeting,  by  reason  of  the  death  of  their 
esteemed  fellow  member,  Joseph  Yeager,  of  Philadelphia, 

On  motion,  it  was 
Resolvedf  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  pre- 
pare a  suitable  preamble  and  resolutions  expressive  of  their  regret,  with 
which  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  society  have  heard  of  the  decease  of 
their  fellow  member,  and  that  the  same  bo  communicated  to  the  family  of 
the  deceased.  < 

The  chair  appointed  Judge  Woodward,  Mr.  Taggart  and  Mr.  Hamilton, 
committee,  who  reported  as  follows : 

Whereas,  The  committee  have  heard  with  deep  regret,  of  the  recent 
defttb  of  Joseph  Yeager,  Esq.,  late  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  one  of 
our  most  esteemed  and  efficient  colleagues : 

And  whereas,  It  seems  fit  that  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  aAer 
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that  melancholy  event,  a  record  thereof  should  be  made,  in  perpetual  mem* 
ory  of  the  many  virtues  of  the  deceased ;  be  it  therefore 

Besolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Yeager,  the  State  Agricultural  So- 
ciety and  this,  its  Executive  Board,  have  lost  a  valuable  co-operator  in  the 
great  work  of  promoting  an  improved  agriculture  throughout  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  general  community  have  lost  an  upright  and  enterprising  citizen. 

Besolvedj  That  the  deceased,  by  his  earnest  and  Intelligent  fefforts  in  be- 
half of  the  interests  of  this  society,  and  by  his  kind  and  gentle  manners, 
won  to  himself  the  confidence  and  affection  of  all  his  associates,  by  whom 
his  memory  will  be  long  and  gratefully  cherished. 

Besolvedf  That  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  communicate  a  copy 
of  these  resolutions  to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

Whereupon, 
Messrs.   Woodward,  Taggart  and  Hamilton  were  appointed  that  com- 
mittee, and  performed  the  duty  assigned  them. 
Adjourned.

On  motion  of  Mr.  Miles, 
Bx-President  Gowen  was  called  to  the  chair. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  first  business  in  order  was  the  election  of  officers  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Taggart, 
A.  O.  Hiester,  of  Dauphin  county,  was  elected  Recording  Secretary  by 
acclamation. 

The  Secretary  returned  his  cordial  thanks  to  the  committee  for  the  flatter- 
ing vote  just  given.  He  would  endeavor  not  to  presume  upon  it,  but  rather

"Resolved,  That  the  Luzerne  County  Agricultural  Society  tender  to  the 
Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society  their  Pair  grounds,  in  Wyoming, 
for  the  next  annual  fair,  firee  of  rental  and  charge,  and  that  if  the  State  so- 
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ciety  shall  adcept  this  offer,  and  hold  the  State  fair  on  the  grounds  of  the* 
Luzerne  County  society,  the  Luzerne  society  will  hold  no  general  fair  for 
the  year  1860,  but  will  use  every  effort  to  make  the  State  fair  a  success. 

**  Resolved,  That  the  officers  of  the  Luzerne  County  society,  individually  and 
collectively,  urge  upon  the  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  society,  the 
propriety  of  holding  the  next  annual  fair  in  Luzerne  county,  believing  as 
they  do,  that  the  interests  of  the  society  and  the  great  interest  of  agriculture 
in  Northern  Pennsylvania,  would  be  promoted  by  giving  to  the  north  the 
advantages  of  a  State  fair.

^'Resolved,  That  Gen.  E.  W.  Sturdevant,  Col.  C.  Dorrance,  D.  C.  Shoe- 
maker, Henderson  Gaylord,  Esq.,  and  Steuben  Jenkins  be  a  committee  to 
address  a  letter  to  the  officers  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  So- 
ciety, upon  the  subject  of  the  resolutions  just  adopted.

The  Secretary  laid  before  the  committee  the  correspondence  and  propo- 
sitions of  the  Lancaster  County  Agricultural  Society,  offering  the  use  of 
their  grounds  at  a  rental  of  $1,500.

— Native  or 
Grade  Cattle,  Fat  Cattle,  Idlilk  Cows,  Working  Oxen. 

Premiums  in  this  Class  to  remain  as  heretofore. 

That  three  divisions  be  made  in  Glass  No.  II,  Horses  and  Mules. 

No.  1. — Foreign  Imported  Horses,  Trotting  Horses,  Matched  Horses. 
No.  2. — Stallions  and  Mares  for  all  work.     No.  3. — Jacks  and  Mules. 

In  Class  No.  Ill  that  three  divisions  be  made  : 
No.  1. — ^Foreign  Imported  Sheep,  Sheep  and  Wool,  Fat  Sheep  and  Wool. 
No.  2.— Swine.     No.  3.— Poultry. 

The  following  changes  are  also  recommended  in  Class  No.  IV : 

No.  1. — Plows  and  Plowing  Match.  No.  2 — Rollers,  Cultivators,  Grain 
Drills,  Planters  and  Sowers.  No.  3. — Wagons,  Carts,  Riggens,  Hand  Carts 
and  Barrows.  No.  4. — Reaping  and  Mowing  Machines,  Scythes,  Grain 
Cradles,  Rakes  and  Forks.  No.  5. — Threshing  Machines,  Fanning  Mills, 
Hay,  Straw,  Stalk  and  Vegetable  Cutters,  Corn  Shellers  and  Crushers, 
Horse  Power.  No.  6. — Cider  Mills,  Churns,  Pumps,  Buckets,  and  articles 
of  similar  character.  No.  7. — Leather  and  its  manufactures.  Harness, 
Whips,  ko.  No.  8. — Portable  Steam  Engines,  Wind  Mills,  and  all  other 
farm  implements  not  included  in  the  other  divisions. 

The  committee  would  suggest  the  omission  from  the  list  of  articles  for 
premiums  of  locomotive  engines,  and  such  other  as  do  not  pertain  to  any 
agricultural  or  horticultural  purpose.

Various  other  corn  shellers,  both  for  horse  and  hand  power,  manufactured 
by  Messrs.  Boyer  &  Brothers,  and  Pascljall  Morris,  of  Philadelphia,  and  by 
S.  A  M.  Pennock,  Wilmington,  Delaware,  were  exhibited,  and  all  appeared 
to  be  admirably  suited  to  the  wants  of  the  agricultural  community ;  and 
the  committee,  taking  into  consideration  their  cost  as  well  as  quality,  think 
they  would  do  injustice  were  they  to  discriminate  between  the\n  and  to  give 
a  decided  preference  to  one  machine  over  the  other.  They  are  all  excel- 
lent, and  appear  to  be  constructed  much  on  the  same  principle,  and  the 
committee  recommend  that  a  diploma  be  awarded  to  each  article  on  exhi- 
bition.

No.  28.— Reaping  and  Mowing  Machineb,  &o. 

To  the  President  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society: 

The  committee  on  Class  No.  28,  Reaping  and  Mowing  Machines,  &e.r 
report,  that  in  the  extensive  display  in  the  department  committed  to  them, 
gives  gratifying  evidence  that  the  inventive  genius  of  the  country  has  been 
industriously  exercised,  in  the  improvement  of  implements  and  machinery, 
calculated  to  relieve  the  labor  and  increase  the  resources  of  the  agricalta- 
rists. 

Standing  first  upon  the  list  of  articles  submitted  to  their  examination,  and 
deservedly  prominent  as  a  feature  of  the  exhibition,  are  machines  for  reap- 
ing and  mowing.  Some  twenty  or  more  of  these  machines  were  brought  to 
the  notice  of  your  committee.  The  peculiar  merits  claimed  for  each  were 
fully  explained  by  its  proprietor,  to  all  of  which  the  willing  attention  of 
the  committee  was  extended.     No  provisions  having  been  made,  however,  for 
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a  trial  in  the  field,  there  was  no  opportunity  to  practically  test  their  com- 
parative advantages.  There  was  no  machine  without  its  peculiar  advocate. 
Nearly  every  one  had  commendatory  certificates  from  those  who  had  used 
them,  and  many  of  them  diplomas  from  agricultural  societies  in  various 
districts.  To  discriminate  correctlf  amongst  so  many  competitors,  to  evenly 
weigh  and  justly  decide  questions  involving  so  many  details,  would  under 
the  fullest  trial  and  examination,  prove  in  the  most  experienced  hands  a  deli- 
cate and  diflBcult  task.  Your  committee  therefore  would  express  the  un- 
feigned diflSdence  accompanying  their  efforts  to  render  entire  and  perfect 
justice  in  the  performance  of  their  task  under  existing  circumstances  as 
above  directed  to. 

Yet  they  have  a  reasonable  confidence  in  the  correctness  of  their  conclu- 
sions arrived  at  without  any  stint  of  labor,  and  influenced  by  an  earnest  pur- 
pose to  render  even  justice  to  all.  In  this  branch  was  exhibited  the  inven- 
tions and  improvements  of  Allen,  Manny,  Wood,  Kirby,  Chapman,  Wheeler, 
Davis  &  Entriken,  Pennock,  Hubbard,  Huby's,  Zeller,  Reese,  Gould,  Lake 
and  Fisher. 

Amongst  the  other  articles  in  their  schedule,  there  was  a  like  show  of  com- 
mendable enterprise  and  advancing  improvement. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  list,  the  committee  was  instructed  to  examine 
and  report  upon  machines  for  extracting  stumps,  two  of  which  were  upon 
the  ground.  These  machines,  of  simple  construction,  operating  by  the  plain- 
est adaptation  of  mechanical  powers,  and  operated  with  perfect  ease,  will  in 
their  application  to  our  common  roads,  to  railroading  and  the  perfect  clear- 
ing of  woodland  upon  the  farm,  will  prove  of  inestimable  value,  and  are,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  entitled  to  special  remark.  By  them  standing  trees 
were  taken  up  by  the  roots,  and  stumps  completely  extracted,  with  the  power 
of  two  horses  only,  and  in  so  short  a  space  of  time,  as  to  one  who  had  not 
witnessed  the  operation  would  seem  almost  incredible,  occupying  but  two 
or  three  minutes  in  each  case,  and  when  it  is  considered  that  this  work,  so 
tedious,  when  performed  by  hand,  as  to  so  often  cause  its  being  unattended 
to  upon  roads  and  cleared  lands,  to  the  serious  inconvenience,  and  oftentimes 
danger  of  the  traveler,  and  to  serious  difficulty  in  tillage,  it  is  believed  that 
no  township  or  neighborhood  in  the  country  should  be  without  the  facility 
of  employing  one  for  public  and  private  purposes. 

Another  invention  of  striking  value  was  submitted  to  your  committee ; 
the  sleeping  car  invented  by  Woodruflf,  of  N.  J.  One  of  these  cars,  now 
in  use  upon  the  Pennsylvania  Central  railroad,  was  shown  to  your  commit- 
tee ;  and  the  method  of  changing  it,  in  a  few  moments,  from  a  convenient 
day  car  to  commodious  sleeping  apartments,  furnishing  a  safe  and  com- 
fortable couch  for  every  passenger,  was  satisfactorily  displayed.  This  ad- 
dition to  the  comfbrt  of  travelers,  upon  long  lines  of  travel,  entitles  its  in-

telligent  projector  to  the  farorable  consideration  of  the  public,  and  to  ample 
pecuniary  return  from  railroa<i  companies  havinj^  long  lines  of  night  travel. 
No  such  company  should  be  without  them;  and,  as  between  rival  lines,  the 
one  possessing  this  accommodation  would  have  vastly  the  preference  of  any 
with<»ut  it. 

With  these  remarks,  which  seem  due  to  the  several  objects  submitted  to 
your  committee,  they  will  only  add,  that  in  passing  upon  farming  imple- 
ments and  machinery,  they  have  estimated  simplicity  and  durability  (»f  con- 
struction as  of  great  importance;  that  whilst  many  of  the  machines,  not 
named  in  their  list  of  premiums  awarded,  had  decided  m**rit,  they  cannot, 
without  lengthening  therep  »rt,  mention  them  here.  Submitting  the  annexed 
schedule  of  premiums  and  complimtmtary  notices  awarded  and  recommended,

No.  43. — Musical  Instruments. 

To  the  President  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society: 

Report  of  committee  on  Class  8,  No.  43,  Musical  Instruments : 
In  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  the  committee  have  zealously  applied 
themselves  to  a  full  and  fair  examination  of  the  pianos  on  exhibition,  and 
unanimously  concur  in  their  views,  regarding  their  respective  merits.  They 
deeply  regret^  however,  that  for  some  yet  unexplained  reason,  the  place  pre- 
pared by  the  society,  for  exhibiting  musical  instruments,  (which  from  the 
nature  of  their  construction,  are  very  delicate  and  costly,)  was  wholly  un- 
suitable, both  in  size  and  material.  The  roof  of  such  a  building  should  al- 
ways be  of  wood,  and  a  suitable  floor  constructed  a  few  inches  above  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  to  avoid  dampness  as  much  as  possible.  In  future, 
it  is  hoped  there  will  be  an  improvement  in  this  particular. 

The  committee  cannot  withhold  an  intimation  of  the  sincere  mortification 
they  feel,  at  the  almost  total  apathy  evinced  by  many,  if  not  all  of  the  here- 
tofore distinguished  piano  manufacturers  of  Philadelphia,  in  not  presenting 
specimens  of  their  workmanship  at  the  exhibition.  Are  we  to  conclude  that 
our  energetic  eastern  friends,  the  fruits  of  whose  genius  iknd  ba&dy-work  we 
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are  called  upon  to  recommend,  have  so  far  advanced  in  improvements  upon 
what  was  the  best  ofiU  kind,  when  Philadelphia  held  the  first  rank  in  that 
tine,  as  to  leave  competition  out  of  the  question,  or  are  oar  old  friends  pene- 
trated with  snch  ntopian  ideas  of  their  own  unapproachable  superiority, 
that  they  cannot  "  stoop  to  conquer  ?"  In  the  opinion  of  the  committee; 
Philadelphia,  by  this  course,  is  losing  valuable  ground.  Ahready  has  the 
reputation  of  New  York  and  Boston  pianos  attained  an  eminence  that  can- 
not be  diminished  without  the  most  gigantic  efforts  on  the  part  of  our  own 
mechanics.  Although  we  cheerfully,  nay  gladly,  acknowledge  and  award 
merit  wherever  it  may  spring  from,  we  cannot  divest  ourselves  of  the  idea 
that  it  would  add  much  to  our  pride  of  home,  to  justly  award  prizes  to  our 
own  fellow  citizens. 

The  committee  aHard  diploma  and  ten  dollars  for  the  best  piano,  (made 
by  Rawn,  Bacon  &  Co.^  New  York,)  to  J.  E.  Gould,  Esq..  of  Philadelphia. 

Also  a»  diploma  and  ten  dollars,  to  J.  E.  Gould,  for  the  best  display  of 
pianos,  (four  superior  instruments,  from  the  manufactory  of  Rawn,  Bacon  & 
Co.) 

The  only  instruments  of  Philadelphia  manufacture  presented,  were  two 
elegantly  finished  upright  pianos,  by  Birgfield ;  they  were  of  superior  work- 
manship, but  the  committee  are  restrained  from  giving  them  a  prize,  none 
having  been  offered  by  the  society  for  instruments  in  that  style.  They  are, 
however,  very  meritorious. 

Pianos  of  handsome  finish  were  presented  by  James  Bellak ;  they  were 
made  by  Fischer,  of  New  York.  A  square  grand  piano  by  Licht  &  Brad- 
bury, was  offered  by  Messrs.  Lee  &  Walker.

To  the  President  of  ihe  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society: 

The  committee  on  No.  44,  Class  8,  House  Fitting  and  Furnishing  Mate- 
rials, respectfhlly  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  articles  enumerated 
in  the  fbre^ing  list,  and  have  come  to  the  following  conclusion  in  reference 
to  theoL 

Mr.  H.  C#ulter,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibited  a  large  assortment  of  coal  oil 
lamps  and  bnmerBi  which  are  worthy  of  high  commendation.    The  gearing 
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of  the  wicks  in  the  burners,  the  introduction  of  the  air  through  wire  gauze, 
and  the  provisions  for  preventing  it  from  becoming  choked,  appear  to  be 
perfect,  and  is  unquestionably  a  very  desirable  desideratum.  The  com- 
mittee recommend  the  first  premium,  diploma  and  $5  00. 
y  The  gas  lamps  deposited  by  George  H.  Bechtel,  of  Philadelphia,  are  an 
improvement  as  far  as  it  regards  liability  to  explosions.  The  committee, 
however,  are  reluctant  to  recommend  anything  that  has  in  view  the  burn- 
ing of  explosive  substances  in  portable  lamps. 

There  are  two  lots  of  terra  cotta  material,  vases,  &c.,  one  deposited  by 
Link,  Black  &  Harrison,  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  other  by  Wm.  Cilinger, 
of  Barren  Hill,  Montgomery  county.  The  designs  by  both  these  depositers 
are  equally  good,  the  patterns  for  chimney  tops  are  very  creditable,  and  these 
tops  are  a  very  great  improvement  on  the  old  plan  o#  finishing  chimneys 
with  bricks,  both  as  it  regards  beauty  and  durability.  The  vases,  water 
pipes,  &c.,  by  both  depositors,  exhibit  a  great  degree  of  perfection  in  the 
application  of  terra  cotta  to  such  purposes,  and  they  promise  to  be  of  great 
utility  in  building,  gardening,  Ac,  as  well  as  being  highly  ornamental. 

As  to  the  relative  merits  of  the  articles  by  these  two  depositors,  the 
committee  are  of  opinion,  that  those  deposited  by  Wm.  Cilinger  are  the  best 
in  quality — ^they  are  better  burned  and  somewhat  better  in  manipulation. 
They  therefore  recommend,  that  a  diploma  and  a  premium  of  $5  00  be 
awarded  to  Mr.  Cilinger. 

The  committee  find  nine  enamelled  slate  mantels,  four  shelves  and  five 
table  tops,  all  of  the  same  material,  deposited  by  Arnold  &  Wilson,  of 
Philadelphia.  There  is  no  competition  in  this  article ;  but  the  committee 
take  occasion  to  say,  that  they  are  very  fine  specimens,  well  wrought,  and 
of  tasteful  designs.  They  therefore  recommend,  that  a  diploma  be  awarded 
to  this  establishment.

No.  52. — Invbntionb. 
To  the  Prendent  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society : 

The  committee  on  Class  11,  No.  52,  Inventions,  respectfully  beg  leave  to 
report : 

That  from  the  extwit  and  variety  of  the  duties  enjoined  upon  them,  they 
have  not  in  many  cases  been  able  to  spend  as  much  time  upon  some  of  the 
articles  exhibited,  as  the  exhibitors  may  have  thought  they  were  entitled  to. 
Several  things  are  found  in  their  classes,  and  others  from  being  improperly 
associated,  were  with  difficulty  found. 

At  first,  and  as  a  general  thing,  the  committee  have  deemed  it  prudent  to 
confine  the  gist  of  their  labors  to  improvements  or  inventions  completed 
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within  the  last  year.  But  with  patent  safes  and  sewing  machines  this  was 
impracticable,  there  being  no  new  inventions  in  the  former,  and  a  diversity 
in  parts  of  the  latter  articles,  these  being  imperfect,  except  in  connection 
with  machines  previously  invented  and  used.  In  many  of  the  articles  passed 
upon  there  was  no  competition. 

No.  1,  is  Crane's  patent  metallic  burial  casket,  deposited  by  R.  F.  Hill, 
of  Philadelphia.  An  air  tight  coffin  with  the  upper  face  of  glass,  that  the 
body  may  be  exposed  to  the  view  of  friends  before  burial.  We  find  it  meri- 
torious but  not  new,  except  that  the  whole  upper  surface  is  glazed,  and  has 
no  competition. 

John  S.  Young,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibits  a  case  of  hats  and  caps  and  and 
other  of  furs,  handsome  fiaish  and  appearance,  well  calculated  to  gratify 
the  taste  of  the  most  fastidious  wearer.     No  competition. 

John  M.  Hancock,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibits  a  fire  escape,  presenting  con- 
siderable ingenuity  of  mechaoism,  no  doubt  valuable  to  fire  companies ;  but 
thought  too  complex  for  general  use  in  the  excitement  attendant  upon  fires 

J.  A.  Woodward,  of  Philadelphia,  and  H.  Bellfield  &  Co.,  exhibit  very 
good  gongs  in  competition.     To  each  is  awarded  a  diploma. 

Evans  <&  Watson,  of  Philadelphia,  and  Farrell  &  Herring,  of  Philadelphia, 
exhibit  safes  in  competition.  We  discover  no  new  inventions,  but  are 
highly  pleased  with  the  workmanship  and  finish  of  them  all ;  but  were  not 
particularly  charmed  with  Evans  &  Watson's  bank  vault  fire  and  burglwr 
proof  safes,  and  with  Farrell  &  Herring's  parlor  fire  and  burglar  proof  safes, 
with  secret  drawers. 

Rudolph  Dunks,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibited  a  sleeping  car  of  very  good 
construction.  It  has  no  competition  on  this  committee,  though  another 
was  on  the  ground. 

C.  B.  Eastmans — ^invalid  bed  and  bedstead-^could  not  be  found  by  the 
committee. 

Samuel  Marshall,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  presents  a  lock  for  carriage 
curtains,  of  intrinsic  merit.     To  it  is  awarded  a  diploma. 

J.  B.  Matlack,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibits  a  sample  of  very  good  machine 
made  brick.     No  competition. 

Thomas  R.  Hartell,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibits  a  model  kihi  for  burning 
lime,  bricks,  porcelain,  Ac,  of  high  merit.     A  diploma  is  awarded. 

Frick,  Cole  ft  Co.,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibited  some  water  pipe,  lined  with 
some  anti -corrosive  preparation,  said  to  have  been  in  use  10  years.  It  has 
the  appearance  of  merit,  but  the  committee  have  no  corroborative  testimony, 
and  are  compelled  to  pass  it  with  a  favorable  notice. 

J.  F.  Mascher,  of  Philadelphia ;  his  timing  clock  had  no  competition,  nor 
any  person  to  eii:plain  its  merits.  It,  no  doubt,  is  useful  to  passenger  rail- 
road cars. 
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Ball  &  Brothers,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibit  a  patent  water  proof  roofing,  of 
apparently  good  character,  which  the  committee  award  a  diploma. 

Fleming  &  Carry,  N  Y. ,  exhibit  an  excellent  sample  of  American  solidified 
milk,  of  importance  to  house-keepers  and  shippers,  but  has  no  competition. 

Cresrfon  &  Hubbard,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibit  a  patent  cold  iron  bar  cut- 
ter.    A  diploma  is  awarded. 

The  patent  turn-bucke,  of  Thomas  B.  Chapman,  of  Philadelphia,  appeared 
to  have  some  merit,  though  without  an  exhibitor  and  without  competition. 

William  Stacy,  of  Bangor,  Maine,  exhibited  a  good  spring  balance  for 
sash.  The  committee,  however,  are  more  favorably  impressed  with  the 
character  of  that  of  his  competitor,  William  Huey,  of  Columbia,  Pa.,  to 
which  they  award  a  diploma. 

William  Stacy,  of  Bangor,  Maine,  exhibits  an  alarm  lock,  and  metallic 
drawer  for  tills,  set  by  combination  starts,  which  is  a  valuable  acquisition 
to  store-keepers,  merchants,  &c. 

Damon,  Speakman  &  Co.,  of  West  Chester,  Pa.,  exhibit  a  butter  worker, 
to  which  is  awarded  a  diploma. 

Thomas  Saurman,  of  Norristown,  Pa.,  exhibits  two  car  wheels  of  some 
novelty  of  construction.  There  being  no  one  in  charge  of  them,  the  details 
were  not  explained  to  the  committee. 

J.  D.  Rice,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibits  a  lightning  rod  of  twisted  copper- 
wire;  Maitland  &  Jackson,  of  Norristown,  Pa.,  one  of  corrugated  twisted 
copper  ribbon,  and  Josiah  Locke,  of  Indianapolis,  Ind.,  one  of  a  hollow 
ribbed  twisted  copper  tube.  All  of  them  are  good,  but  to  the  latter  is 
awarded  a  diploma. 

Charles  Foster,  of  Philadelphia,  informed  the  committee  that  his  patent 
self-acting  railroad  switch  was  changed  to  another  committee. 

Paschall  Morris,  of  Philadelphia ;  green  com  cutter.  Was  not  found  by 
the  committee. 

George  W.  Atkins,  of  Milton,  Del.,  exhibits  a  registering  apparatus  for 
weighing  scales,  to  which  is  awarded  a  diploma. 

Horace  Vaughn,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibits  a  cooling  compound  of  oil  and 
water,  which  appear  to  have  some  merit.  For  his  process  for  tempering 
steel  by  a  bath  in  igneous  fusion,  is  awarded  a  diploma. 

Frederick  Stamm,  of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  an  honorable  mention  for  his  model 
power  morticing  machine. 

William  Fields,  of  Wilmington,  Del.,  for  his  process  of  bating  and  tan- 
•ning  leather,  an  honorable  mention. 

H.  G.  Buckley,  of  Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  for  his  agricultural  boiler  for  stock, 
and  for  boiling  cane  syrup,  a  diploma.

C.  W.  Russel,  of  Philadelphia,  exhibits  a  valuable  invention  for  pressing 
bonnets,  to  which  is  awarded  a  diploma. 

William  Rice,  of  Philadelphia,  presents  a  valuable  water  filter  of  novel 
construction,  to  which  is  awarded  a  diploma. 

Maitland  &  Jackson,  of  Norristown,  Pa.,  exhibit  a  good  and  cheap  foot 
stove  and  lantern,  which  is  a  valuable  article.  His  blacksmith's  foot- 
warmer  is  not  thought  to  be  of  great  practical  utility.

All  the  machines  were  considered  good ;  but  taking  into  consideration 
simplicity,  cheapness,  durability  and  doing  of  all  work,  the  committee  were 
unanimously  in  favor  of  Wilcox  and  Gibbs's,  as  a  single  thread  machine  f 
of  Harris's,  as  a  double  thread,  and  of  Ladd  &  Webster's,  as  a  shuttle 
machine.     To  each  of  these  is  awarded  a  diploma. 

The  committee  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  make  any  second  premiums. 
Chatterton's  machine  and  Gray  &  Francis's  machine  could  not  be  found.

Those  offered  by  Mr.  Drinker,  of  Montrose,  the  majority  of  which  are 
working  oxen,  not  coming  under  the  class  of  a  herd,  but  as  separate  yokes 
of  oxen.     We  think  their  superior  has  seldom  been  exhibited. 
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The  comniittee  would  earnestly  recommend  the  frequent  crossing  of  the 
pore  stock  with  the  best  animals  of  their  own  class  from  other  herds,  by 
which  the  pure  stock  is  not  only  maintained,  but  vastly  improved.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  Class  10,  No.  44,  Fruits,  respectfully  8et» 
forth  :— 

Your  committee  have  endeavored  to  fulfil  the  duties  alloted  to  them  to 
the  best  of  their  ability,  and  have  given  to  the  matters  submitted  to  them, 
all  the  investigation  and  examination  which  time  would  permit.  We  feel, 
however,  that  they  have  labored  under  difficulty  in  making  their  awards, 
fh>m  various  causes. 

The  quality  of  the  fruit  exhibited  has  generally  been  very  fine;  and 
while  the  exhibitors  have  not  been  very  numerous,  yet  there  has  been  bo 
much  worthy  of  notice,  that  the  committee  have  felt  themselves  restrained 
in  their  action  by  the  necessarily  specific  character  of  the  rules  for  premi- 
ums. Some  fine  fruit  has  been  exhibited,  not  sufficient  in  quantity  to 
receive  a  premium,  and  while  the  committee  felt  unwilling  to  overlook,  and 
in  other  cases,  particularly  as  to  apples  and  some  seedling  peaches,  novel 
and  probably  local  names,  unknown  to  the  judges,  have  rendered  the  task  of 
decision  very  arduous. 

The  committee  have  sought  to  do  their  duty  without  favor  to  any  one; 
and  in  the  present  instance,  where  they  have  not  awarded  premiums,  from 
the  presence  of  similar  fruits  entirely,  in  their  opinion,  of  a  higher  charac- 
ter, it  has  given  them  great  pleasure  to  return  the  names  of  contributors  as 
worthy  of  the  notice  of  the  society.  While  there  is  to  those  no  award  of  a 
money  remuneration,  such  a  notice  to  be  entered  on  the  records  of  the  flo- 
ciety,  will  be  considered  a  gratifying  tribute  of  praise,  leading  them,  it  is  to 
be  hoped,  to  increased  and  renewed  efforts  in  the  cultivation  of  their  fruit 
grounds.  Emulation  and  a  friendly  sincerity  in  all  such  matters,  will  be 
prized  not  only  advantageous  to  our  country,  but  will  be  personally  so  to 
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€he  indmduals  themselves,  in  the  increased  profits  of  their  orchards  and 
^rdens,  and  the  added  comforts  and  enjoyments  of  their  own  home  circles.

Gentlemen  : — I  hereby  enter  the  field  of  corn  raised  by  Mr.  Jacob  Shall- 
cross,  of  Oxford  township,  T^venty-third  ward,  city  of  Phitadelphfa,  aa  the 
beet  fiTU  acru9  of  corn*

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In  compliance  to  your  requirements,  I  hereby  send  you  the  mode  of  cul- 
tivation : 

The  field  was  a  wheat  stubble,  limed  during  the  fell  of  1858 ;  and  in  the 
spring  of  1859  it  was  manured  over  with  livery  stable  manure,  with  the  ad- 
dition of  two  bushels  of  salt  per  acre,  sown  broadcast. 

The  ground  was  ploughed  during  the  two  last  weeks  of  April,  and  after 
a  thorough  harrowing,  it  was  struck  out  three  and  one-half  feet  N.  by  S., 
and  four  feet  E.  by  W.,  the  object  being  to  get  the  rows  parallel  with  the 
noon-day  sun. 

The  corn  was  planted  between  the  14th  and  18th  days  of  May,  a  little 
home-made  guano  being  added  to  each  hill. 

The  variety  was  the  Delaware  (Jourd. 

The  corn  came  up  with  regularity,  and  was  thinned  to  three  stalks  in  a  hill. 
The  cultivator  being  the  only  implement  used,  (excepting  the  hoe.) 

The  corn  seemed  to  grow  as  if  by  magic,  and  being  aloag  the  Bustleton 
and  Somerton turnpike  road,  was  viewed  by  all  passers,  and  conceded  by  all 
to  be  the  finest  field  of  corn  they  ever  saw;  many  coming  from  the  city  and 
the  adjoining  counties  to  view  it;  and  the  Vice  President  of  your  society, 
Mr.  Engle,  passing  and  re-passing  every  day  while  in  connection  with  the 
State  fair,  had  ample  opportunity  of  attesting  to  this.  The  severe  storm  in 
September  broke  off  many  stalks  which  did  not  ear  well,  and  I  think  an  al- 
lowance of  five  bushels  per  acre  should  be  made  for  it. 

Tho  ground  was  surveyed  by  Mr.  John  Rees,  surveyor,  of  Somerton ;  and 
one  acre  measured  off  for  trial,  and  contained  ninety  shocks,  thirty-six  hills 
in  each  shock. 

October  1.  About  this  time  Mr.  J.  Shallcross  received  a  very  severe  in- 
jury, having  his  foot  badly  shattered  by  the  accidental  discharge  of  his  gun, 
by  which  he  was  deprived  of  giving  his  personal  attention  to  the  husking 
and  shoJh'ng  of  it ;  therefore  this  was  trusted  to  reponsible  persons,  but  after  a 
part  had  been  husked,  ninety  shocks,  and  in  the  absence  of  those  persons, 
a  difficulty  arose  between  Mr.  Shallcross,  (who  could  not  get  out,)  and  the 
men  who  were  husking  it,  that  they  mixed  the  remainder  all  tocrother ;  there- 
fore we  could  not  measure  it  exactly ;  but  having  these  ninety  shocks,  which 
were  .-^helled  and  measured  exactly,  we  have  the  product  of  one  acre,  112 
bush\.\.^,  six  pounds.     560  bushels  of  30  pounds  for  five  acres. 

This  is  to  certify  that  we  saw  the  corn  raised  by  Mr.  Jacob  Shallcross, 
of  Ox/ord  township.  Twenty-third  ward,  city  of  Philadelpliia,  (late  county,) 
saw  it  gathered  and  measured,  and  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  belief 
there  is  112  bushels  and  6  pounds  per  acre.

Sir  : — I  have  sent  an  affidavit  of  a  quarter  of  an  acre  of  sweet  potatoes. 
As  to  the  manner  of  cultivation,  it  was  as  follows  : 

They  were  put  out  about  the  twenty-fifth  of  May.  The  manure  was  from 
oiider  my  horse  stalls  underneath.  I  clean  them  out  once  a  year.  A  cart 
loa*!  of  it  manured  four  hundred  hills,  a  fourth  of  an  acre,  containing  one 
thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-five  hills,  at  two  feet  nine  Inches  each 
way.  The  cost  of  raising  them  is  about  twenty-five  dollars  per  acre,  which 
i^  eight  dollars  and  sixty-six  cents.  The  potatoes  were  worth,  when  dug,  fifty 
cents  per  bushel.

PLEURO  PNEUMONIA. 

(Jommunicaiion  on  the  subject  of  Pleuro  Pneumonia, prepared  by  J,  S.  Sal- 
fUman,  and  read  before  ths  Executive  Committee  at  Wyoming,  in  June, 
1H60. — See  page  4 1. 

A  crisis  is  now  impending  over  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  more  direful 
than  almost  any  other  which  could  be  imagined.  The  fearful  Pleuro 
Pneumonia,  despite  the  precautionary  measures  which  have  been  adopted, 
is  spreading  from  State  to  State,  pursuing  its  deadly  work  apparently  un- 
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checked.  Every  cattle-raising  State  is  called  upon,  at  this  important  June* 
ture,  to  demand  of  its  authorities  to  take  instant  measures  to  prevent,  if 
possible,  the  introduction  of  the  disease  within  their  borders. 

Pennsylvania  i^  the  only  large  cattle -growing  State  as  jet  afecte*!,  ftfid 
Judging  from  the  prompt  action  of  the  Western  States,  for  aelf-protectioii* 
fte  will  be  the  greatest  suiT*  rer,  the  couiaglon  having  once  eetsMiflhed 
itself  on  her  hills  and  in  her  valley b,  a  sanitary  conlun  will  bo  drawn  around 
her  geographical  boundaries,  shanned  as  s  leper/h riving  delayed  active  laea 
snres,  until  the  wolf  was  howling  around  her  barns.  Over  one  hundred 
years  ago  a  farmer  in  Populari  in  England,  imported  cattle  from  Holland 
These  were  diseased,  spreading  slowly  at  first,  but  more  rapidly  as  H  pro- 
gressed, destroying  hundreds  of  thousands  of  cattle ;  continuing  its  devas- 
tating effects  for  more  than  twelve  years.  NotwitliPtanding  the  whole  power 
of  the  Hrittflh  Government  was  employed  to  stay  its  ravages,  forty  thDosand 
cattle  periehod  In  the  county  of  Nottiughamsbiro  alone,  in  six  montba,  and 
thirty  thouKand  in  Cheshire,  in  the  same  space  of  time. 

Ooming  down  to  onr  own  times,  in  1857,  three  years  ago.  twenty  tboo- 
mnd  head  of  cattle  were  slaughtered  in  Holland  In  J859,  Mr,  Cheiieiy,of 
Massachusetts,  made  a  small  importation  from  Holland,  exhibiting  all  the  ex- 
terna! signB  of  robu.^t  bcaUh,  yet  it  is  asserted  by  the  most  eminent  vetori* 
imrj  professors,  that  no  case  of  Pneumoiiia  has  occurred  in  the  Uuitcd  Statei« 
that  cannot  bo  traced  to  Mr.  Chonery^s  herd.  Such  is  the  deadly  subtility 
of  the  contagion,  that  the  evidence  is  positive.  It  may  be  coramumcfttel  by 
the  br<'ath,  by  c3l halation,  by  mucus  discharges  from  the  nostrils^  by  persont 
Mtonding  upon  diseased  animals  cooiing  in  contact  with  healtby  one#» 
drinking  from  the  same  bucket^  feeding  from  the  same  trough.  It  is  even 
impossible  to  tell  how  soon  the  dlseflse  will  appear  after  it  is  taketi^  or  i^ 
cure  v.iu\  be  <riVected ,  wb  e  n  t  bat  cure  is  effected.  Like  li  ydrophobf  a,  they  know 
not  the  hour  it  may  break  forth,  to  curse  and  desolate  aeommunity,  Th* 
rmlj  drfiintf-  rr^iuJl  srrivrf!  at,  (and  moat  reluetantly,)  that  the  most  ftun% 
economical  and  effectual  cure  to  eradicate  the  di^sease,  b  to  fdlt^kil)  with- 
nnt  mercy  or  pity. 

It  Is  true,  that  in  thos^f*  litTds  where  its  ravage?  imvc  been  moat  fcarfat 
find  dc^strocttve,  the  committros  of  invff^ti gallon  have  genn rally  testifier! 
that  thitre>  wan  a  want  oT  proper  ventilation  of  barns  and  stnblcs,  and  clean- 
Hudsb  in  thc*m  and  yardft  attached.  The  symptoms  of  the  npproftcb  of  th^  dii»* 
vmmu  from  the  best  aulhoritios,  arc  conHictingln  d^^tail,  tboiigh  agreeing  with 
singular  ummimity  in  generalities;  commencing  with  a  alight  but  buaky 
cough,  ruoning  eyes,  laborious  breathing,  coat  starting  and  refusals  to  bM. 
A^fim,  ^nme times  the  animal  will  retain  its  u-^ual  health,  if  oxen,  working  up 
ftppnTonMy  with  their  usual  vigor  to  the  last  So  insidious  is  the  nature  of 
th&  disease,  making  its  way  stealthily,  unobserved,  until  its  FATag^s  on  thf 
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constitatioii  are  followed  by  immediate  death.     It  is  this  fact,  that  the  disease 
or  contagion  may  remain  latent  in  the  system  for  months. 

A  whole  herd  of  cattle  being  thus  stricken  by  death,  without  the  knowledge 
of  the  owner,  that  renders  it  so  fearful,  so  awfiil,  creating  tha.ttlan'yapoiig* 
apathy,  of  men  folding  their  arms,  submitting  to  an  apparent  inevitable  ne- 
cessity without  a  struggle. 

After  dissection  the  lungs  are  reduced  to  half  their  natural  size,  adhering 
to  the  ribs,  with  accumulations  of  water,  4;c.  The  remedies  suggested :  If  the 
farmersof  Pennsylvania  are  sufficiently  aroused  to  the  importance  of  the  sub- 
ject, the  only  proper  precautions  are  few  and  simple.  The  best  ventilation  the 
stables  will  afford,  cleanliness,  sufficiency  of  wholesome  food,  and  the  complete 
isolation  and  sequestration  of  all  suspected  animals,  with  the  public  an- 
nouncement of  the  fact  without  hesitation,  prevarication  or  attempt  of  con- 
cealment, that  they  believe  that  they  have  the  disease  among  them.  With 
such  a  notice,  the  neighborhoods  will  be  prepared  to  take  such  peremptory 
precautions  as  required. 

As  President  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  I  feel  it 
my  duty  to  bring  this  subject  before  this  meeting.  I  called  upon  the  Gov- 
ernor, bathe  was  absent  from  the  Capitol.  At  one  time  I  felt  disposed  to 
call  a  special  meeting  of  the  society,  but  it  not  having  been  su^^gestcd  by  a 
single  member  or  officer  of  the  society,  I  did  not  feel  authorized  to  do  so. 

The  question  naturally  suggesting  itself  to  every  mind,  what  is  the  duty 
of  the  State?  What  is  the  duty  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  So- 
ciety ?  Massachusetts  has  called  an  extra  session  of  the  Legislature ;  the 
State  society,  in  connection  with  individuals,  has  expended  fifty  thousand 
dollars  on  their  own  responsibility,  in  the  purchase  of  diseased  animals,  and 
slaughtered  them.  The  State  of  Connecticut  has  the  subject  before  their 
State  Legislature  now  in  session.  The  Governor  of  New  Jer.so}'  is  acting  in 
concert  with  the  New  Jersey  State  Agricultural  Society.  Vermont  and  New 
Hampshire  have  taken  action ;  while  Governor  Denuison,  of  Ohio,  has  ap- 
pointed, on  his  own  authority,  three  State  Commissioners,  (their  State  un- 
affected,) to  proceed  forthwith  to  Massachusetts,  and  after  personal  and 
dib'gent  examinations  to  report.  What  has  the  Governor  or  Wh^.  State  A"[^ri- 
cultural  Society  of  Pennsylvania  done?  Nothing  as  yet.  What  tliey  shall 
do,  it  is  for  you  to  determine. 

The  disease  at  the  present  time  has  apparently  subsided'  and  yielded  to 
the  energetic  measures  adopted  by  the  authorities,  acting  in  conjuuclioa 
with  the  State  societies  and  private  citizens  of  Massachusetts.  Coriiieclicut 
and  New  Jersey.  But  we  know  not  the  period  it  may  break  furth  vvith  rc- 
aewed  violence.

dfairti  tfj  faithfully  perform  the  duty  imposed  upon  them,  and  banco  tlrey 
carefully  read  them  all^  noting  the  particular  marks  of  merit  of  each,  for 
rufnrtnco  in  (ho  final  deeiiiioti.  The  report  of  Mr.  Spangler,  published  in 
the  Philadtilpbia  ^'Inquirer,"  waa  very  elaborate  and  compreheusire,  con* 
taliilDg  mut'b  gtmeral  information  desirable  to  the  agricultural  reader.  Tht 
various  ai'ticlesi  on  exhibition  were  described  with  much  ability  and  truth- 
fahiugB,  while  the  points  of  the  diCFereut  breeds  of  animala  wete  particular* 
ixcd  witU  care,  showing  that  a  marked  attention  had  been  bestowed  in  thia 
dhvetion.  The  programme  of  the  doing.^  at  the  fair,  from  day  to  day,  were 
ViifA'uetly  icivcUj  and  accompanied  with  remarks  of  a  novel  character^  tbua 
aildtiJff  vi^iy  much  to  the  attractive  features  of  the  exhibition.  To  all  thi» 
wai  appended  an  accurate  list  of  the  premiums  awarded  by  the  different 
comnMttcpj; ;  the  whole  report  throughout  showiug  a  degree  of  industry  in 
eom filiation  and  gathering  of  incidents  that  was  highly  commendable,  and 
your  euminittee  deemed  it  worthy  of  Bpeeial  consideration. 

The  report  of  Mr,  Townaend,  publishedin  the  Philadelphia  ''Press," was 
ii  literary  effort  in  descriptive  writing,  of  no  ordinary  character,  and  which, 
titbongh  it  was  confined  to  *tbe  monotonsua  routine  of  an  every  day 
fXhlUtrOi),  still  was  woven  into  such  an  absorbing  romance  of  the  real  iuci- 
den  1.9  of  the  place,  scenes  of  excitement  and  traditions  of  the  beautiful 
iflll'M  of  Wyoming^  Uiat  the  farmer  reader  coold  not  fail  to  be  greatly  in* 
terestedp  besides  awakening  a  desire  in  his  mind  to  be  better  acquainted  with 
lin  art  that  heretofore  had  been  so  little  clothed  in  the  language  of  reiioement. 
The  striking  peculiarities  of  a  visit  by  the  denizens  of  the  mines,  the 
humorous  and  fantastic  appearance  of  the  outside  exhibitions,  the  bustle  and 
t»tml"n^ion  of  the  multitude^  the  neighing  and  champing  of  the  blooded  stalltons^ 
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mnd  the  pride  of  their  grooms,  the  excitement  of  the  herdsman  placing  his 
!«tock  in  a  position  of  advantage,  with  an  eje  to  the  premium,  the  varied 
Incidents  of  the  programme  of  the  day,  the  amatuer  remarks  on  the  breeds 
of  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  swine,  the  wonder  of  the  crowd,  viewing  the  mam- 
nioth  pumpkins,  squashes  and  other  montrosities  of  the  vegetable  kingdom, 
the  refined  taste  in  the  description  of  the  fruit  and  floral  departments,  and  the 
practical  hints  on  the  manufactured  articles,  implements,  &c.,  were  all  por- 
trayed as  with  the  pencil  of  an  artist,  vividly  presenting  to  the  imagination 
the  reality  of  the  scene.  It  is  such  descriptions  of  these  festivals  of  country 
life,  that  encourages  a  desire  on  the  part  of  the  practical  farmer  to  love  his 
honorable  pursuit,  and  fixes  in  his  mind  a  more  exalted  opinion  of  his  esti- 
mation among  men.  Hence  the  apparent  good  efiect  of  this  report  impressed 
your  committee  very  favorably,  and  sensibly  affected  their  determination  in 
the  award. 

In  the  examination  of  Mr.  Geyer's  report,  published  In  the  ** Bradford 
Reporter,"  although  a  creditable  production  in  its  way,  your  committee  could 
not  discover  any  very  particular  merit  to  entitle  it  to  a  premium.  It  com- 
prised a  brief  schedule  description  of  the  buildings,  tents  and  general  doings 
during  the  fair,  quite  readable,  but  not  sufficiently  interesting  to*attract  the 
attention  of  either  the  citizen  er  rural  resident,  in  comparison  with  the  other 
two. 

The  report,  however,  of  Mr.  Peck,  published  in  the  **Pittston  Gazette," 
is  remarkably  well  written,  and  carefully  arranged  in  paragraphs,  for  conve- 
nience of  reference  to  the  different  objects  of  interest,  incidents  and  scenes  on 
the  fair  ground.  Although  this  report  was  not  of  sufficient  merit  to  affect 
the  decision  of  your  committee,  yet  they  cannot  but  express  their  highest 
approbation  of  its  attractive  style,  and  regret  that  they  could  not  award  a 
premium,  owing  to  the  limits  of  their  discretion. 

And  finally,  the  ''manuscript"  report  of  Miss  Palmer,  of  Luzerne  county, 
was  a  very  creditable  production  of  the  writer,  though  not  calculated  to  be 
brought  into  competition  with  the  more  able  in  literary  attainments;  never- 
theless, by  mental  cultivation  and  practical  experience  the  progress  will  be 
made  in  this  lady's  effusions,  that  will  ere  long  successfully  challenge  the 
ablest  mind,  and  to  this  end  she  has  the  fullest  encouragement  of  your  com- 
mittee. In  view,  therefore,  of  the  facts  as  represented  above,  your  commit- 
tee were  of  the  opinion  that  the  first  named  reports  were  of  apparent  equal 
merit,  and  hence,  in  justice  to  all  parties,  they  determined  to  award  to  each 
a  premiuln  of  $25,  and  to  each  of  the  others  a  diploma.

At  our  last  exhibition  he  was  umong  the  firat,  of  Uie  cliizend  of  PLUudiiT; 
phia,  to  tender  hospitality  to  the  Committee  of  Arraugi^mt^Dt^,  and  U)  aid,  lly 
bla  counsel,  rendered  valuable  by  loag  eJiperienee,  in  the  prelHulnury  ar* 
cangaments. 
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Joseph  Yeager,  of  Philadelphia,  also  esteemed  by  all,  for  the  consistency 
of  his  life,  and  his  genial  spirit  and  kind  manners,  has  been  callcy^  from 
labor  to  his  reward.  Their  memories  will  long  be  cherished  by  their  col- 
leagues. 

Every  exhibition  goes  to  prove  that  their  effect  is  beneficial,  that  they 
serve  to  bring  to  the  public  view  everything  that  is  valuable, from  our  land 
and  work-shops,  and  that  they  have  become  the  great,  interesting  and  inno- 
cent holidays  of  the  year,  enjoying  the  views,  extending  the  acquaintance 
and  imparting  useful  instruction  to  all  who  attend. 

The  rapid  multiplication  of  County  Societies  during  the  past  eight  years, 
throughout  our  State,  furnishes  us  the  most  conclusive  evidence  of  the  favor 
with  which  our  example  has  been  received  by  the  farmer  and  mechanic,  and 
of  their  appreciation  of  our  labors,  in  opening  for  them  a  new  source  of  plea- 
sure and  profit. 

The  east,  the  west  and  middle  portion  of  our  State,  have  received  an 
impetus,  and  derived  lasting  benefit  from  the  exhibitions  which  have  been 
held  in  their  midst.  The  north  has  claims  upon  us  and  needs  a  telling  ex- 
hibition. 

Northumberland,  Lycoming,  Montour,  Bradford,  Susquehanna,  Carbon 
and  Luzerne  are  all  fine  agricultural  counties,  and  their  citizens  are  pro- 
verbial for  their  public  spirit  and  hospitality.  Railroads  are  being  con- 
structed to  the  great  Wyoming  valley,  from  every  point  of  the  compass — 
large  hotels  and  thriving  villages  are  springing  up,  as  by  magic,  every  few 
miles;  and  from  a  single  point  on  the  fair  grounds,  the  steam  from  nine  en- 
gines may  be  seen  furnishing  power  to  operate  nine  coal  breakers,  each  one 
giving  employment  to  a  force  of  men  sufl&cientto  constitute  a  village  of  it- 
self. 

Wyoming  valley,  in  consequence  of  the  sad  remembrance  of  what  in 
early  times  her  people  did  befall,  furnishes  classic  grounds  for  an  agricul- 
tural exhibition,  that  would  attract  the  intelligent  farmer  and  the  enterpris- 
ing mechanic,  from  every  quarter,  besides  having  the  most  beautiful  exhi- 
bition grounds  in  the  State,  enclosing  the  very  spot  upon  which  the  battle 
was  fought,  with  the  railroad  leading  from  Northumberland  to  Scranton, 
passing  within  three  hundred  yards  of  the  grounds. 

Since  our  last  quarterly  meeting  the  business  of  the  ninth  annual  exhi- 
bition has  been  closed.  It  was  attended  with  more  than  ordinary  labor, 
anxiety  and  care.  Agricultural  exhibitions,  near  our  large  cities,  have  lost 
their  novelty,  and  contributions  towards  defraying  in  part  th*e  expenses  of 
preparation,  which  were  formerly  freely  offered  in  advance,  to  secure  the  ex- 
hibition in  the  neighborhood,  are  now  only  made  after  severe  and  protracted 
effort.  Labor  that  was  volunteered  and  cheerfully  performed,  without  re- 
muneration, is  now  only  to  be  secured  at  more  than  ordinary  wages ;  and 
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frauds  and  evasion  of  rules  are  every  year  more  common.  With  all  we  Lad 
a  Buctessful  exhibition  ;  and  the  report  of  our  Treasurer  will  show  a  more 
prosperous  condition  than  any  that  has  come  to  my  observation. 

As  the  society  advances  in  age,  our  exhibitions  increase  in  magnitude, 
and  the  duties  of  the  oflScers  become  more  arduous  and  responsible.  Al- 
ready, in  our  short  history,  our  receipts  have  increased  from  $4,000  to  $26,000 
a  year;  and  our  disbursements  in  a  corresponding  ratio. 

As  our  worthy  President  has  determined  to  retire  from  the  position  which 
he  has  filled  with  so  much  acceptability  for  the  past  three  years,  it  is  proper 
that  I  should  bear  my  testimony  to  the  uniform  courtesy,  and  valuable  aid 
I  have  received  at  his  hands,  both  in  the  preparation,  and  closing  up  the  busi- 
ness of  the  exhibition.  He  is  entitled  to  the  grateful  thanks  of  the  society, 
for  his  zealous  discharge  of  his  duties  as  President. 

We  have  reason  to  be  proud,  that  as  a  socie'.y,  we  have  been  the  first 
in  the  United  States  to  appropriate  a  large  portion  of  our  surplus  fund  to- 
ward the  establishment  of  an  Agricultural  school,  that  is  destined  to  con- 
fer honor  upon  all  connected  with  its  organization,  and  lasting  benefit  upon 
the  agriculture  of  the  State. 

As  early  as  the  year  1848,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Vail,  President  of  the  New  York 
State  Agricultural  Society,  in  an  address  to  the  society,  expressed  the  hope, 
referring  to  the  fact  that  there  was  a  surplus  fund  on  hand,  "That  it  might 
be  made  available  toward  the  permanent  establishment  of  an  Agricultural 
school,  connected  with  an  Experimental  farm,  an  institution  where  scien- 
tific knowledge  and  practical  skill  might  blend  their  powers  in  elevating  the 
character  of  our  farming  and  farmers,  to  the  highest  standard  to  which  they 
ought,  and  are  attainable." 

The  display  of  cattle,  though  not  so  large  as  at  Bome  of  our  previous  exhi- 
bitions, was  very  superior  in  quality.     It  was  all  good. 

The  porkers  on  exhibition  were  more  than  ordinarily  fine,  and  the  officers 
were  in  part  successful  in  withdrawing  attention  from  the  ring,  without,  so 
far  as  I  am  advised,  giving  offence  to  a  large  and  influential  class  of  pat- 
rons of  agricultural  exhibitions. 

The  show  of  manufactured  goods  was  not  so  large  as  usual.  At  the  pre- 
ceding fair,  the  officers  addressed  a  large  edition  of  a  circular  to  the  indi- 
vidual manufacturers  of  the  neighborhood,  inviting  their  co-operation,  with 
good  result.  In  a  community  of  400,000  inhabitants,  and  the  most  extensive 
manufacturing  establishments  in  the  State,  this  formality  was  thought  un- 
necessary, and  a  rather  meagre  display  was  the  consequence. 

The  same  remark  will  apply  to  the  display  of  household  fabrics,  which 
department,  it  is  to  be  regretted,  is  receiving  less  attention  at  each  succeed- 
ing fair.  An  increase  of  our  premiums  may  re-kindle  an  interest  in  this  im- 
portant department,  with  farmers'  daughters  and  farmers'  wives. 
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The  Committee  of  ArraDgements,  in  connection  with  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  revise  the  premium  list,  upon  the  suggestion  of  gentlemen  inter- 
ested in  furthering  the  mechanic  arts,  and  who  with  some  degree  of  plau- 
sihih'ty,  agreed  that  that  great  and  important  branch  of  arts  had  not  in  the 
past  received  the  attention  at  the  hands  of  the  society  that  it  deserved,  de- 
termined shortly  before  the  earhibition  to  introduce  a  new  feature,  by  having 
a  tournament  of  steam  and  hand  fire  engines. 

They  had  no  reason  to  regret  their  action,  but  are  satisfied  that  lasting 
good  was  effected  by  the  trial.  The  good  qualities  of  some,  and  the  defects 
of  machinery  in  others,  when  tested  side  by  side,  were  plain  to  the  most 
superficial  observer ;  and  the  excellent  report  of  the  able  committee,  call- 
ing particular  attention  to  size  of  cylinder,  motion  (whether  rotary  or  hori- 
lontal)  of  the  pumps,  length  of  stroke,  weight,  pressure,  size  of  nozzle,  dis- 
tance of  stream  thrown,  cost,  name  of  maker,  &c.,  furnishes  a  mass  of  use- 
ful information  in  a  condensed  form,  that  will  be  useful  and  interesting  to  the 
entire  conmiunity,  and  at  the  same  time  added  to  the  receipts  of  the  trea- 
sury.

DRAIN  TILE. 

The  Secretary  called  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the  following  corres- 
pondenoe,  March,  1861. — See  page  51.

Son,  ^.  0.  Eiester: 

Dear  Sie  : — During  a  conversation  between  ourselves  at  West  Pittston, 
you  stated  that  it  was  at  your  suggestion  that  a  premium  was  offered  for 
" best  invention  for  securing  the  run  of  water  in  tile  drains,''  and  judg- 
ing from  the  interest  manifested  by  you  in  the  matter,  I  concluded,  as  soon 
as  my  leisure  would  permit,  to  give  you  a  synopsis  of  my  plan.  Unless  my 
partiality  misleads  me,  the  improvement  will  be  really  valuable  to  farmers 
who  use  drain  tile.  It  is  in  part  patentable,  but  if  their  be  merit  in  it,  I 
am  willing  to  give  it  to  the  world.  If  on  consultation  with  such  of  your 
friends  as  may  be  interested  in  the  matter,  it  is  deemed  valuable  and  of 
sufficient  importance,  and  it  does  not  come  to  late,  you  are  at  liberty  to  in- 
corporate the  plans  and  explanations  in  the  Transactions  of  the  State  Ag- 
ricultural Society.

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P.  M.  Goodivin^s  Explanation  of  his  Improvement  in  laying  Drain  2ile. 

I  make  a  composition  of  water,  cement  and  coarse  sand  or  gravel,  half 
and  half.  The  cement  and  coarse  sand  or  gravel  to  be  mixed  with  water 
until  of  the  consistence  of  corn  mush.  I  pour  about  half  an  inch  in  depth 
into  the  narrow  space  at  the  bottom  of  the  trench  intended  for  the  reception 
of  the  tile,  and  proceed  to  laj  them  firmly  in  it.  This  forms  a  solid  bed  for 
the  tile,  and  prevents  water  from  getting  under  them,  and  washing  away  a 
portion  of  the  earth  and  displacing  them;  and,  at  the  same  time,  "secures 
the  run  of  water  in  the  tile."  In  addition  to  above,  for  drains  running  down 
hill,  small  dams  (C)  may  be  moulded  or  formed  across  a  ditch — running 
into  the  sides  and  bottom — to  prevent  washing  as  aforesaid,  and  to  turn  the 
water  into  the  tile.  The  distances  between  these  small  dams  will  be  indi- 
cated by  the  degree  of  fall  in  the  drains. 

I  have  been  laying  tile  according  to  this  plan  and  find  it  to  perform  well, 
and  very  particularly  so  when  it  is  desired  to  carry  a  drain  through  a  bank 
of  sand  or  gravel,  which  otherwise  would  take  up  the  water  and  carry  it 
away  from  the  tile.  In  this  case  the  tile  should  be  surrounded  with  the  com- 
position.

Hon.  A.  0.  Hiester: 

Dear  Sir  : — You  have  my  thanks  for  drawing  attention  to  an  apparent 
objection  to  the  use  of  water  cement  in  laying  drain  tile. 

You  ask,  *'If  the  water  which  usually  finds  its  way  into  the  tile  from  the 
bottom  would  not  be  excluded  by  the  layer  of  cement  ?"  I  answer  no.  Na- 
ture, in  her  operations,  never  permits  a  vacuum  to  exist,  and  on  this  prin- 
ciple, partly,  the  water  will  surely  find  its  way  around  the  cement  to  the  tile. 
Whether  a  drain  be  constructed  in  hard  pan  or  any  other  soil,  the  same  prin- 
ciple will  work.  The  minute  quantities  of  water  percolating  through  hard 
pan  would  probably  be  of  little  account  to  the  tile  drainer,  if  they  were  not 
taken  uj) ;  and  yet  they  must  surely  follow  the  small  ducts  and  tend  toward 
the  tile,  and  in  more  loose  soil  the  same  result  is  assured.  I  think  it  would 
be  well  to  cut  the  crease  for  the  reception  of  the  tile,  half  their  depth  in  the 
hard  pan,  with  a  concave  finish,  before  putting  in  the  cement. 

There  is  another  thing  which  I  think  essential,  that  I  neglected  to  say  in 
my  explanations  of  the  improvement,  viz :

That  the  cement  should  be  mixed  a  little  time  before  using,  perhaps  half 
an  feour,  to  partly  stiflfeo  for  all  very  wet  portions  of  drains.

An  Essay  for  ihe  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  by  JR,  M^Clure, 

V.  S.,  Philadelphia. 

The  origin  of  the  term  veterinary  is  derived  from  the  Latin  "^veterinarius, 
which  signifies  pertaining  to  the  art  of  healing  and  treating  the  diseases  of 
domestic  animals,  as  horses,  oxen,  sheep,  etc.  In  the  words  of  America's 
immortal  lexicographer,  "  The  improvement  of  the  veterinary  art  is  of  great 
importance  to  the  agricultural  interest."  Veterinary  science  owes  its  origin 
to  the  ravages  of  a  malignant  epidemic  (Murrain)  among  the  horned  cattle 
of  continental  Europe.  Seeing  the  most  able  physicians  of  that  time,  proba- 
bly prompted  by  benevolence,  or  by  the  hope  of  reward,  spent  their  time 
and  their  money  in  the  elucidation  of  its  mysteries,  and  plan  of  treatment, 
the  result  of  which  was  most  unfortunate  ;  as  the  malady  still  continued  to 
spread.  It  soon  became  evident  to  these  philanthropists,  and  the  agricul- 
turists who  had  suffered  and  lost  so  much  by  it,  that  they  had  been  warring 
against  an  enemy  in  ambush,  at  great  disadvantage,  with  weapons  they 
knew  nothing  of.  At  length  common  sense  suggested  the  establishment  of 
a  Veterinary  School,  and  in  1761  the  first  European  veterinary  school  was 
established  at  Lyons.  From  the  skill  and  perseverance  of  its  teachers  that 
pest  of  the  bovine  race  was  evidently  and  quickly  restrained.  The  altered 
character  and  the  decreased  monality,  on  every  subsequent  visit,  Were  traced 
mainly  to  one  cause,  the  curative  and  preventive  measures  suggested  and 
adopted  by  veterinarians,  and  the  latter  more  than  the  former.  In  1792, 
England  established  her  Veterinary  college  at  St.  Pancras,  near  London. 
From  physical  causes  this  college  gave  no  instruction,  and  not  even  a  lecture 
on  the  anatomy  or  diseases  of  cattle  and  sheep ;  and  the  pupils  were  sent, 
after  graduation,  to  the  agricultural  districts,  where,  of  necessity,  they  had 
the  ox  and  sheep  as  their  patients,  without  the  slightest  knowledge  of  the 
anatomy,  or  the  diseases  of  either.  Scotland  established  her  Veterinary 
college  in  Clyde  street,  Edinburg,  under  the  patronage  of  the  Highland  and 
Agricultural  societies  of  Scotland,  where  everything  that  veterinary  prac-

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titioners  oxtght  to  know  is  taught  to  the  student.  In  connection  may  it  not 
be  asked,  whj  has  the  board  of  agriculture  in  this  and  other  States  of  thi9 
great  and  glorious  republic,  so  long  neglected  one  of  the  most  u|efu1  auxilia- 
ries to  a  stock  raising  community  ?  while  in  Great  Britain,  an<^lmost  every 
continental  State,  the  improvement  of  veterinary  science  has  been  an  object 
undeviatingly  and  successfully  pursued.  The  agriculturists  of  Scotland  are 
reaping  their  reward  for  their  judicious  patronage  of  veterinary  science,  in 
the  increase  value  of  Scottish  cattle.  An  essay  forbids  me  engaging  fur- 
ther on  this  part  of  our  topic,  as  there  are  others  to  be  noticed.  Would 
that  our  American  farmers  knew  how  profitable  to  them  would  be  the  vete- 
rinary profession,  and  how  much  more  agreeable  would  it  be  if  so  much 
ignorance  did  not  exist  on  the  extent  and  causes  of  diseases  amongst  their 
animals,  and  on  the  manner  in  which  diseases  are  prevented  and  cured. 
Then,  and  then  alone,  will  farmers  be  forced  to  give  up  the  cow  leech,  the 
essence  of  igiorance  and  empericism,  f#r  the  services  of  the  educated  vete- 
rinarian, working  with  his  eyes  open  and.  his  judgment  clear.  How  oftea 
do  we  find  a  wealthy  farmer  paying  every  and  all  attention  to  his  crops  j 
spending  some  thousands  of  dollars  per  annum  for  manures,  while  veterinary 
science  is  so  lew  in  the  market ;  at  the  same  time  he  would  be  willing  to 
give  fifty  dollars  per  annum  to  a  scientific  veterinary  surgeon  for  attendance 
to  a  large  number  of  horses,  to  a  herd  of  cattle,  and  a  few  hundred  sheep. 
These  gentlemen  are  not  stingy ;  they  are  Pennsylvania  farmers,  who  are 
willing  to  pay  a  gooci  price  for  a  good  veterinarian  ;  but,  alas  I  they  have 
no  choice.     The  cow  leech  brings  their  only  prerogative. 

I  will  now  advert  to  the  points  which  will  be  found  of  the  most  practica- 
ble and  possible  good  to  the  farmer  and  owner  of  stock  far  ftrom  the  reach 
of  a  veterinarian,  and  will  enable  the  owner  of  horses  to  discriminate  be- 
tween the  man  of  science  and  the  emperie,  believing  these  to  be  the  object 
of  the  State  Agricultural  Society  of  Pennsylvania.  In  pursuance  of  these 
propositioDS,  I  will  now  refer  to  that  of  Wood  letting,  both  local  and  gen- 
eral, in  the  treatment  of  diseases  in  veterinary  ];M*aetice, 

BLEEDIN€k 

Blood-letting  at  the  present  day  is  little  practiced.  The  operation  is  sel- 
dom found  neeessary,  and  the  occasions  are  daily,  with  me,  getting  beauti- 
fully less,  and  when  useful,  one  simple  measure  should  be  adopted ;  the 
abstracting  of  a  small  quantity  quickly,  which  produces  an  equal,  if  not  a 
better,  effect  than  a  large  quantity  taken  away  slowly,  the  system  is  not 
called  upon  to  replace  the  large  quantity,  when  active  disease  is  relieved, 
and  the  weakening  of  the  sanitive  powers  of  the  constitution  is  prevented. 
Some  may  say,  why  not  bleed  now-a-days,  as  twenty  years  ago,  when  both 
and  beast  were  bled  copiously,  and  repeatedly,  not  only  when  laboring^ 
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tinder  disease,  but  periodically  those  in  perfect  health  ?  Next  arises  the 
qnestioD,  are  the  forms  of  disease  ehanged  ?  is  the  aoimal  we  treat  of  a  less 
plethoric  kind  ?  I  think  the  above,  in  some  measure,  accounts  for  the  change 
in  practice ;  but  I  am  inclined  to  the  belief,  that  the  great  change  is  au  im- 
proved state  of  veterinary  science.  In  the  spring  of  1856  there  prevailed 
an  epidemic  amongst  horses,  in  Philadelphia,  of  a  mucous  fever,  (so  called 
Inng  fever,)  with  defluctions  from  the  eyes,  drooping  head,  pulse  quick  and 
full.  From  that  time  until  now,  we  have  been  visited  by  a  class  of  diseases 
of  the  same  character,  attacking  the  living  membranes  of  the  body,  and 
sometimes  the  serous,  as  in  pleuritic,  (pleurisy,)  (pleuro-pneumonia  in  cat- 
tle, came  under  thia  category,)  and  in  all  these,  the  prevailing  and  pre- 
dominating symptom  was,  and  is,  a  great  intolerance  to  blood-letting.  In 
these  cases,  observation  forced  on  me  the  fact,  as  I  believe  it  did  on  others, 
that  if  we  bled,  our  patients  died,  and  if  we  did  not  bleed,  they  lived.  The 
majority  of  cases  of  diseases  that  come  under  the  observation  of  the  veteri- 
nary surgeon  now,  are  of  an  asthmetic  or  typhoid  kind,  requiring  a  resto- 
rative, and  not  unfrequently  a  stimulating,  rather  than  a  defective  treat- 
ment, especially  in  large  cities,  like  Philadelphia,  where  we  meet  with  a 
much  lower  type  of  disease,  than  we  do  in  animals  in  the  country.  I  dwell 
on  this  important  subject,  knowing  that  it  is  much  practiced,  and  much 
abused  in  this  city,  and  a  proper  attention  to  this  may  be  the  means  of 
saving  many  a  useful  and  valuable  animal  to  its  owner.  There  is  a  vete- 
rinary work  by  the  late  William  Touatt,  which  is  extensively  read  in  re's. 
Out  of  first  fifteen  diseases  described  by  him,  fourteen  are  treated  by  bleed- 
ing. The  book  is  open  for  every  one  to  refer  to.  Counter  irritation,  aloes, 
antim.  et.  pot.  tar  (emetic  tartar,)  have  almost  abolished  general  blood-let- 
ting, while  cold  water  has  done  the  same  for  local  bleeding. 

ClBCirMSTAKGES  TO  BE  ATTENDED  TO  IN  THE  TREATMENT  OF  DISBAfiEa 

The  treatment  of  the  many  hydra-head  diseases,  and  the  propositions  of  re- 
storing the  harp  of  a  thousand  strings  to  a  proper  unison,  when  it  is  for  a  time 
untuned,  when,  in  conformity  with  veterinary  science,  rests  upon  the  most  intel- 
ligent and  scientific  basis.  The  anatomyof  each  individual  animal  under  treat- 
ment, must  be  understood,  the  influence  of  conformation  of  the  parts  on  the 
discbarge  of  the  various  functions,  the  nature  and  cause  of  disease,  and  the 
^ects  of  medicine  in  health  and  in  sickness.  The  consideration  of  the 
many  circumstances  that  materially  aflFect  the  operation  of  a  therapeutic 
afent,  opium,  for  example,  when  administered  for  some  time,  gradually 
loses  its  effects,  while  caustics  exhibit  on  their  repeated  application,  a 
gradually  increasing  activity.  Age  of  the  patient  is  not  lost  sight  of,  as  for 
example,  in  the  treatment  of  colic  in  the  horse,  (bots,)  when  the  most  potent 
of  medicines  are  employed,  sncb  as  sulphuric  ether,  three  drachms,  opium, 
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two  drachms,  to  be  given  in  a  quart  and  a-half  of  flax-seed  oil,  or  the  same 
quantity  of  warm  water,  with  four  drachms  of  aloes  dissolved  in  it.  These 
remedies  will,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  cure  it  as  quick  as  it  came.  It  will 
be  observed  that  these  doses  are  for  a  full  grown  horse — ^young  animals  are 
more  easily  acted  on  than  old  ones — so  much  so,  that  a  colt  of  one  year  old, 
requires  one- third  of  the  above ;  one  of  two  years  old,  one-half,  and  a  three 
year  old,  two-thirds  as  much.  The  above  medicines  are  all  given  in  a  fluid 
form,  as  the  action  is  more  quickly  induced  by  it,  than  if  given  in  a  solid,  in 
the  form  of  a  ball.  A  fluid  form  should  always  be  adopted,  especially  when 
a  speedy  eflFect  is  desired,  as  in  colic  in  the  horse  and  dog,  and  are  exclu- 
sively almost  the  only  form  in  which  physic  is  ever  given  to  cattle  and  sheep. 
The  great  advantage  of  this  is,  that  all  fluids  come  immediately  into  inti- 
mate contact  with  a  large  absorbing  surface  of  mucous  membrane,  and 
passes  more  quickly  into  the  second  and  fourth  stomachs,  without  being  re- 
gurgitated as  is  the  case  with  solid  matter,  before  they  enter  the  true  or  di- 
gesting stomach,  and  'their  action  may  always  be  materially  expedited  by 
encouraging  the  animals  to  drink  water.  For  cattle  and  sheep,  the  sulphate 
of  magnesia  (epsom  salts)  is  the  best  laxative  and  purgative  that  can  be 
given.  The  dose  for  full  grown  cattle,  is  from  one  to  two  pounds,  and  for 
average  sized  calves,  of  two  to  three  months  old,  three  to  four  ounces,  and 
for  sheep,  from  four  to  six  ounces.  Epsom  salts  should  be  given  dissolved 
in  from  ten  to  twenty  parts  water.  These  doses  will  operate  in  from  twelve 
to  sixteen  hours.  To  prevent  griping,  some  carminative  should  be  added, 
such  as  a  drachm  of  ginger  to  every  ounce  of  salts.  Epsom  salts  is  a  suc- 
cessful antidote  in  cases  of  lead  poisoning,  as  it  produces  an  insolvable  sul- 
phate, and  also  calls  forth  the  action  of  the  bowels.  Lead  poisoning  is  a 
frequent  occurrence  among  all  the  domestic  animals  in  the  neighborhood  of 
lead  melting  furnaces.  During  the  height  of  the  Massachusetts  cattle  disease, 
a  few  cases  of  it  occurred  in  the  State  of  Connecticut,  which  was  supposed 
to  1)0  the  veritable  cattle  disease ;  accordingly  they  were  destroyed,  and 
proved,  on  examination,  by  a  veterinary  surgeon,  to  be  four  cases  of  lead 
poisoning. 

THE  B15ST  PURGATIVE  FOR  THE  HORSE,  ETC. 

.Barbadoes  aloes  is  unquestionably  the  best  and  safest  purgative  for  the 
horse,  and  even  for  the  dog  and  pig.  The  dose  for  an  adult  horse,  varie^ 
from  four  to  eight  drachms,  according  as  it  is  given,  as  a  mild  laxative  or 
an  active  cathartic.  If  used  for  a  young  foal  or  colt,  the  dose,  until  the 
animal  is  several  months  old,  may  always  be  readily  ascertained  by  allowing 
five  grains  for  every  week  of  its  age.  For  dogs,  from  one  to  three  scruples; 
and  for  pigs  about  four  drachms.  The  most  convenient  form  to  administer 
aloes,  is  in  the  form  of  a  balus  or  ball,  made  up  with  soft  soap  or  lard,  uid 
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the  ball  rolled  in  thin  paper.  The  action  of  snch  doses  will  be  manifest  in 
the  horse  and  dog  from  sixteen  to  twenty-four  hours ;  and  in  pigs  from 
twelve  to  sixteen  hours.  The  administering  of  cathartics  should  be  avoida- 
ble in  all  cases  of  irritation  of  the  alimentary  canal ;  in  bronchitis,  lung- 
fever,  and  other  inflammatory  affections  of  the  mucous  membranes;  and  during 
pregnancy  both  in  the  mare  and  the  bitch. 

LUNG  FEVER — TREATMENT. 

In  order  to  show  how  a  disease  is  cured  without  bleeding  and  purging, 
where  they  are  quite  inadmissible,  I  take  the  so  called  lung-fever  in  the  horse ^ 
and  ite  successful  treatment,  as  an  example;  I  say  successful,  because  the 
mortality  should  be  no  greater  than  one  to  two  per  cent.,  when  treated  ac- 
cording to  veterinary  science.  On  entering  the  stable  and  examining  the 
horse,  there  will  be  observed  a  bright  and  watery  eye,  with  drooping  head, 
the  pulse  quick  and  rather  full,  increased  heat  all  over  the  body,  with  a  low, 
half-involuntary  cough,  quickened  breathing,  and  in  a  day  or  two  there  will 
be  a  discharge  from  one  or  both  nostrils  of  an  amber  or  yellow  colored  mat- 
ter, and  the  legs  are  beginning  to  swell.  On  the  whole,  he  is  to  all  appearance 
very  much  out  of  sorts.  What  is  to  be  done — bleed  him — give  him  a  phy- 
sic ball  ?  .(purgative,)  no ;  these  would  be  as  a  dose  of  poison.  Remove  the 
animal  into  a  light  and  airy  house,  lightly  clothe  his  body — bandage  his 
legs — remove  all  dry  feed — supply  bran  mashes  instead — give  as  much  cold 
water  as  he  will  drink.  Then  rub  in  the  following  liniment :  Oil  of  olives, 
and  oil  of  turpentine,  equal  parts,  to  be  applied  two  or  three  times  a  day, 
rubbed  in  from  ear  to  ear,  and  down  the  neck,  for  a  few  days.  Then  have 
the  following :  Powder  camphor,  carbonate  of  ammonia,  each  two  ounces, 
nitre  three  ounces ;  divide  them  equally  into  eight  powders — give  one  twice 
a  day  in  a  bottle  of  cold  gruel.  If  after  those  medicines  are  gone  through 
with,  and  the  animal  is  in  low  condition  with  a  bad  appetite,  give  half-ounce 
doses  of  equal  parts  of  ginger  and  genti  root,  three  times  a  day,  in  gruel. 
It  will  be  seen  that  the  treatment  is  tonic  and  stimulant.  The  camphor  to 
prevent  gangrene,  the  ammonia  to  de-carbonize  the  blood,  and  the  nitre 
to  remove  the  products  of  inflammatory  action,  by  increasing  the  action  of  the 
kidneys  to  carry  oflf  the  effusion.  The  above  treatment  will  be  found  not 
only  successful  in  conquering  the  disease,  but  in  restoring  health  and  strength 
in  a  short  space  of  time. 

SEASON   OF  THE  YEAR,   ETC. 

I  have  hinted  at  some  of  the  many  causes  that  materially  affect  the  ope- 
ration of  a  thoraputic  agent,  as  conformation,  condition,  age,  and  the  nature 
of  the  disease.  When  speaking  of  colic,  I  will  now  consider  the  season  of 
the  year,  and  the  judicious  selection  of  a  remedy,  in  the  treatment  of  diseases 
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according  to  veterinary  science.  I  select  a  vesicant,  (blister,)  as  an  illastra- 
tion,  thus :  It  would  be  manifestly  unwise  to  blister  a  horse  with  any  se- 
verity in  the  winter  season,  as  was  done  in  Philadelphia,,  by  Mr. .     A 

fii^e  carriage  horse  belonging  to  one  of  our  best  fiB^nilies,  was  blistered  all 
around,  (barbarous,)  that  is  the  whole  four  legs.  The  result  was  as  might 
have  been  expected,  by  any  man  of  common  sense,  the  death  of  the  animal  in 
three  weeks,  from  excessive  irritation  produced  by  the  keen  irritating  winds 
of  winter. 

YETERINABY  JTBISPBUDBNOiB. 

This  same  man  serves  as  a  beautiful  illustration  of  the  progress  that  ve- 
terinary sciente  has  made  of  late  years.  He  and  I  being  on  a  case  under 
dispute  in  a  court  of  law  a  year  ago ;  he  was  on  the  part  of  the  pursuer, 
and  I  being  on  that  of  the  defender.  The  pursuer  sold  a  horse  to-day  to 
the  defender  for  so  much,  warranted  sound,  and  in  two  days  the  horse  was 
dead,  before  he  was  paid  for.  Hence  the  suit  to  recover  the  price.  Then 
naturally  arose  the  question  in  court.  What  disease  did  the  horse  die  by  ? 
As  the  animal  was  not  examined  by  any  veterinary  surgeon  previous  to,  or 
at  the  sale,  or  yet  attended  the  horse  when  sick.  But  this  man  and  I  at- 
tended a  post  mortem  examination  after  death.  Of  course  we  could  not  agree 
as  to  the  cause  of  the  animal's  death,  although  he  gave  his  testimony  as  be- 
ing thirty-four  years  in  practice.  His  reasons  as  to  the  cause  of  death  in  this 
.horse  were  more  than  one,  and  very  vague.  These  aroused  my  suspicion 
that  all  was  not  right,  so  by  way  of  cross-examination,  I  asked  a  few  ques- 
tions through  counsel,  on  veterinary  science.  His  answers  were  such  that 
the  court  refused  to  take  his  evidence  in  the  case,  so  I  had  it  all  my  own 
way. 

CHOICE  OF  A  BEMEDT. 

The  selection  of  a  remedy  is  of  the  utmost  importance  in  veterinary  prac- 
tice. Thus,  for  example,  the  best  blister  for  most  purposes  is  unquestiona- 
bly the  Spanish  fly,  (canthorides  vesicatoria,)  in  preparation  of  one  of  the 
fly  to  six  of  hogs  lard,  well  rubbed  into  the  parts,  which  will  produce 
vesication  in  from  six  to  eight  hours.  Now,  to  apply  such  a  blister  to  the 
regions  of  the  kidneys,  (in  nepheritis,)  or  to  the  belly,  (in  gastro  enteritis,) 
would  be  certain  death  as  a  dose  of  poison,  as  the  flies  are  rapidly  absorbed 
in  these  regions.  In  such  cases  of  disease  the  parts  should  be  fomented 
with  hot  water  for  a  considerable  time,  then  apply  a  mustard  poultice  im- 
mediately, which  is  safe,  and  will  answer  every  good  purpose. 

ABORTION  IN   COWS. — EOT  IN   SHEEP. 

To  understand  the  nature,  treatment,  and  prevention  of  disease,  it  is  often 
necessary  to  make  many  examinations  and  inquiries  as  to  the  character  of 
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the  pasture  land.  If  abortion  in  the  cows  has  taken  place,  then  we  may 
inqaire,  (and  examine,)  is  there  any  ergotised  grass  seed  in  the  pasture  ? 
The  action  of  ergot  of  rye  (secale  cornutum)  upon  the  womb  is  well  known 
as  ao  excitant  to  powerful  action,  which  usually  terminates  in  the  expulsion 
of  the  foetus.  We  have  a  similar  disease  appearing  on  the  seeds  of  our 
grasses,  but  especially  on  the  rye-grass,  possessing  similar  exciting  powers 
upon  the  womb  to  those  produced  by  this  ergot  of  rye.  Cows  appear  to 
eat  it  with  a  relish,  and  the  result  is,  that  abortion  spreads  rapidly  through 
the  herd.  Heifers  and  cows,  which  up  to  the  appearance  of  the  ergot  in 
the  pasture,  have  held  in  calf,  are  excited  to  cast  their  calves,  by  consuming 
it  in  their  food.  Again,  is  the  sheep  dying  off  fast  ?  If  so,  the  question 
must  be  put.  Is  the  land  wet  or  marshy  ?  This  condition  of  land  occa- 
sionally produces  a  very  fatal  disease  (chlorises — rot)  amongst  sheep,  so 
much  so  that  in  Great  Britain  in  1829-30,  two  millions  were  killed;  it  also 
prevailed  in  the  States  of  Pennsylvania  and  New  York,  in  the  spring  of  this 
present  year.  This  affection  is  characterized  by  an  enlarged  and  softened 
condition  of  the  liver;  also,  by  the  presence  of  flukes  (distomum  hepatirum) 
in  the  biliary  ducts  and  gall  bladder.  Common  salt  placed  in  covered 
troughs,  nutricious .  food  and  highland  pasture,  constitute  preventative  and 
means  of  cure. 

*VA3,BJXBY — HOBSE-SHOEIMa. 

The  branch  of  veterinary  science  and  art,  t^  which  I  now  call  your  atten- 
tion, is  the  principles  and  practice  of  shoeing  horses,  as  almost  all  dis- 
eases of  the  feet,  and  almost  every  stumble  and  fall,  during  riding  or  driving, 
ifl  proceeded  either  directly  or  indirectly  from  bad  shoeing.  The  rules  to  be 
observed  in  the  operation  of  horse  shoeing,  are,  first,  the  shoe  is  to  be  heeled 
off  so  as  to  leave  a  space,  and  prevent  pressure  to  the  sole ;  second,  it  is  not 
to  be  groved  or  fettered,  but  simply  punched,  and  the  nails  counter  sunk  ; 
third,  calkings  (corks)  is  to  be  applied  to  the  hind  shoe  only,  and  is  to  be 
confined  to  the  outside  heel,  the  inside  heel  thickened  in  proportion  ;  fourth, 
the  weight  of  the  shoe  is  to  be  from  twelve  to  fifteen  ounces,  according  to 
the  size  of  the  horse ;  fifth,  horses  are  to  be  shod  with  not  less  than  six  nails 
in  the  fore,  and  seven  in  the  hind  shoe,  nor  is  the  shoe  to  be  attached  with 
less  than  three  nails  in  each  side ;  sixth,  in  preparing  the  foot  for  the  shoe, 
as  little  as  possible  should  be  pared  out,  and  the  operation  should  be,  con- 
fined to  the  radiating  parts  of  the  foot  only ;  and  lastly,  both  the  fore  and 
the  hind  shoe  are  to  be  made  with  a  single  clip  at  the  toe. 

*  lo  traditonary  lore — a  worker  in  iron,  faber,  jarrariiUi  or  smith. 
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CAUSES  OF  DISEASE. 

The  causes  of  disease  are  invariable  divided  into  two  classes,  viz  :  predis- 
posing and  exciting.  The  predisposing  causes  are  such  as  result  from  pecu- 
liarity of  temperament,  weakened  circulation,  over- work,  impure  air,  deficient 
nutrition,  &c.  The  exciting  causes  are  such  as  act  locally  on  the  parts  that 
become  diseased  by  the  influence  of  cold,  the  introduction  of  poison  into  the 
system,  the  sudden  stoppage  of  discharges  of  long  standing,  or  are  natural 
repression  of  cutaneous  eruptions,  Ac,  all  of  which  produce  disease.  The 
manner  in  which  these  various  causes  act,  is  not  in  our  province  here.  The 
most  important  fact  is  to  bear  in  mind,  that  whatever  tends  to  lower  the 
condition  of  healthy  nutrition,  may  bring  on  disease.  Amongst  the  more 
common  causes,  however,  are  exposure  to  cold,  especially  when  heated  and 
exhausted ;  as  for  instance,  horse  shivering  out  of  doors,  to  groom  him  after 
a  long  winter  journey,  or  still  worse,  washing  him  with  cold  water.  I  might 
here  introduce  something  of  interest  to  some,  but  it  gives  place  to  a  malady 
which  commits  the  greatest  ravages  amongst  the  horned  cattle,  which  is  too 
well  known  to  be  pleuro-pneumonia,  which  may  not  prove  altogether  unin- 
teresting. 

PLEUEO-PNEUMONIA,    ETC.,   IN   CATTLE. 

This  disease  comes  on  very  insiduously,  and  often  makes  great  progress 
before  being  observed.  The  first  symptoms  are  a  starting  coat,  hair  stand- 
ing on  end,  with  a  dead  looking  appearance.  This  will  be  observed,  long 
before  any  other  outward  appearance  can  be  detected.  The  milk,  small 
in  quantity,  and  frothy.  There  is  a  half  involuntary  cough,  the  appetite 
and  rumination  irregular,  horns  and  legs  hot,  or  alternately  hot  and  cold, 
the  breathing  and  pulse  quickened,  the  animal  dull  and  inactive.  Percus- 
sion ever  the  chest  elicits  a  dull  sound,  and  ascultation  detects  a  crump- 
ling, crepitating  noise.  As  the  disease  advances,  the  noise  becomes  louder, 
and  subsequently  inaudible.  The  animal  when  standing,  turns  out  its  fore 
legs,  and  arches  its  back,  and  when  lying,  rests  on  its  sternum,  (breast.) 
The  pulse,  at  first,  tolerably  full,  becomes  small,  quick  and  indistinct.  The 
muscles  waste,  digestion  impaired,  which  leads  to  tympanitis  (distention 
of  the  belly)  in  some,  and  diarrhoea  in  others,  with  great  weakness.  Post- 
mortem examination  shows,  in  most  cases,  the  right  lung  to  be  more  exteli- 
sively  diseased  than  the  left.  The  interlobular  structures  are  filled  with 
serum-lymph  in  large  quantities,  exudative  corpuscles  and  pus.  Of  such  is 
the  lung  structure  filled  up  and  solidified,  giving  to  them  a  mottled  or  mar- 
ble appearance. 
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CAUSES. 

Pleuro-pDeumonia  in  some  cases,  to  all  appearance,  depends  upon  the 
ordinary  causes  of  epizootic  diseases ;  while  at  other  times  it  is  often  trace- 
able to  contagion.*  In  this  respect  it  resembles  typhoid  pneumonia  in  man, 
and  influenza  in  the  horse,  both  of  which  are  occasionally  contagious.  But 
I  would  by  no  means  consider  contagion  to  be  the  only  and  invariable  cause. 
The  disease,  like  other  epizootics,  certainly  seems  at  times  to  occur  indepen- 
dently of  contagion ;  and  apparently  from  atmospheric  causes.  Pleuro-pneu- 
monia  is  always  most  frequent  and  fatal  when  the  system  is  in  a  depressed 
state,  from  filth,  bad  or  insufficient  feed,  a  low  standard  of  health,  bad  ven- 
tilation, exposure  to  cold  winds,  or  whatever  impairs  the  vital  powers. 
There  is  one  other  consideration  as  to  the  cause  of  this'' disease,  which  is  en- 
titled to  some  weight ;  and  that  is  the  importation  of  cattle  from  the  con- 
tinent of  Europe,  where  the  herds  can  be  kept  out  in  the  open  air  the  most 
of  the  year,  the  climate  being  of  a  more  mild  aSd  salubrious  character  than 
with  us,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  crowding  them  into  houses  the  most 
of  the  year,  as  is  the  case  in  England  and  the  United  States,  which  is  of  a 
necessity  the  case,  as  the  climate  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year  is  so  severe, 
and  these  animals  are  of  a  constitution  in  conformity  with  their  natural 
climate ;  therefore  I  think  the  English  and  American  agriculturists  will  lind 
it  to  their  interest  and  their  profit  to  adopt  their  own  native  breed,  or  at  least 
to  cross  them  with  the  imported  stock,  which  will  in  a  measure  tend  to  keep 
pleuro-pneumonia  beefsteak  out  of  the  market.  The  Scotch  farmers  have 
almost  entirely  discarded  all  foreign  breeds  of  cattle,  and  have  adopted  their 
own  polled  (without  horns)  and  native  breeds,  or  have  crossed  them  with 
the  others.  By  such  means  they  have  an  improved  stock,  which  answers 
every  good  purpose ;  and  moreover  will  carry  more  beef  when  fattened  for 
the  market,  and  is  a  good  preventative  against  this  disease.  Indeed  it'  ig 
sometimes  scarcely  known  amongst  the  native  or  crossed  breeds ;  while  at 
the  same  time  it  is  raging  amongst  those  of  imported  stock. 

TRE^VTMENT. 

In  this  disease  exudation  (water  in  the  chest)  occurs  so  early,  indeed,  even 
before  anything  is  observed  to  be  amiss  with  the  animal.  Therefore  blood- 
letting and  other  reducing  agents  are  quite  inadmissible.  Place  the  beast 
in  a  cool,  airy  and  comfortable  house,  and  give  from  twenty  to  twenty- five 
drops  of  the  tincture  of  aconite  root,  four  times  a  day,  in  a  little  cold 
water ;  give  for  a  few  days,  onci  a  day,  two  OHnces  each  of  nitre  and  com- 
mon salt  to  keep  up  the  action  of  the  bowels,  skin  and  kidneys ;  lightly 
clothe  the  body  and  banilage  the  legs.  All  solid  food  must  be  avoidable,  but 
give  plenty  of  thin  mashes,  cold  water,  or  molasses  and  water,  or  whatever 
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simple  fluid  the  animal  will  drink  of  its  own  accord.  By  the  second  or  third 
day  apply  to  the  sides  horse-cloths  or  blankets,  wrung  out  of  boiling  water, 
and  subsequently  rub  into  the  parts,  mustard  paste,  or  what  is  much  better, 
equal  parts  of  cantharides  and  euphorbium,  which  produces  a  splendid  blis- 
ter on  the  thick  skin  of  the  ox.  By  the  third  or  fourth  day,  if  there  is' no 
perceptable  improvement,  administer  half-ounce  doses  of  commercial  sul- 
phuric acid  (oil  of  vitriol)  three  times  a  day,  in  two  quarts  of  water,  which 
will  reduce  the  pulse,  relieve  the  breathing  and  sustain  the  vital  powers.  If 
the  legs  and  ears  continue  cold,  with  arrested  secretions,  give  three  times 
per  day  a  quart  of  warm  ale  or  porter,  with  an  ounce  of  ginger,  cardamoms 
or  fenugreek.  In  milk  cows,  recovery  may  be  expected  when  the  milk  is  more 
freely  yielded,  the  appetite  returns,  the  breathing  and  pulse  becoming  more 
natural.  A  mash  diet,  with  plenty  of  molasses,  and  a  little  wheat  flour  and 
flaxseed  meal,  is  much  better  at  first  than  solid  food  requirmg  rumination. 
It  is  of  utmost  importance  that  the  nitre  and  salt  (two  ounces  each)  should 
be  given  dully,  in  order  to  remove  the  products  of  inflammatory  action.  En- 
.  join  strict  separation  of  the  sound  and  the  sick,  to  prevent  the  extension  of 
the  disease.  Inoculation  rests  upon  no  scientific  bases  whatever  to  recom- 
mend it,  and  where  it  has  been  fairly  tried,  is  found  quite  ineffectual  in  miti- 
gating or  preventing  this  disease.  The  above  treatment,  used  in  the  man- 
ner indicated,  will  cure  ten  out  of  twelve ;  and  where  the  animals  are  in 
good  condition,  and  have  not  been  much  debilitated,  a  greater  number  can  be 
saved.  I  have  saved  a  much  greater  average,  by  the  same  treatment,  this 
present  year,  in  Philadelphia  and  Delaware  counties. 

HYGIENICS. 

In  the  successful  treatment  of  iliseases  there  are  certain  hygienics  (regi- 
men and  diet)  of  equal  importance  with  the  medical  remedii^s,  and  without 
which  the  best  medical  treatment  is  unavailing.  The  sick  animal  must  be 
removed  to  a  loose-box,  clean,  airy,  moderately  lighted,  well  littered,  and 
kept  as  near  as  possible  at  a  uniform  temperature  of  about  sixty  degrees. 
The  clothing  should  be  removed  at  intervals,  and  the  animal  rubbed  over 
with  a  brnsh.  By  the  adoption  of  these  simple  remedies,  and  without  any 
medicine  whatever,  I  have  seen  the  pulse  of  a  horse  fall  six  to  eight  beats 
in  the  minute,  in  a  very  short  time.  In  all  cases  of  acute  disease  the  appe- 
tite is  gone,  but  the  animal  is  generally  thirsty;  if  so,  let  it  have  as  much 
cold  water  as  it  will  drink,  at  intervals,  which  is  by  no  means  injurious,  and 
is  infinitely  more  agreeable  and  refreshing  than  the  tepid  water  to  which 
the  po*rthirsty  beast  is  so  often  restricted.  As  soon  as  the  animal  will  eat, 
give  small  quantities  of  scalded  bran,  boiled  barley,  boiled  oats,  carrots  sliced, 
a  little  jreen  food,  or  any  light,  easily  digestible  food  that  the  animal  will  take ; 
change  the  food  often,  give  it  frequently,  and  in  small  quantites  at  a  time ; 
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never  allowing  more  than  is  eaten  up,  and  with  a  relish.  In  carrying  out  these 
measares,  it  is  ef  mach  importance  to  secnre  the  services  of  a  sensible, 
steady  person,  well  accustomed  to  horses,  who  will  go  about  the  patient 
quietly,  and  attend  carefully  to  the  amount  of  clothing,  the  temperature  of 
the  box,  the  feeding  and  other  details  of  a  similar  nature,  which  the  veteri- 
Darian  cannot  always  personally  superintend. 

IN  CONCLUSION. 

Yetermary  science  is  not  without  its  interst  to  the  philosophical  inquirer,  • 
aid  the  christian  philanthropist;  and  as  a  source  of  encouragement  to  all  I 
would  say :  That  it  was  not  beneath  the  notice  of  such  men  as  John  Hunter, 
Sir  A.  Cooper,  the  immortal  Jenner,  and  many  others  I  need  not  name,  and 
last,  though  not  least,  our  own  Warren,  a  descendant  of  that  name,  who  will 
ever  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance  in  the  story  of  love  and  liberty  for  his 
country  on  Bunker  Hill.  The  veterinarian  who  has  been  rightly  instructed 
in]]_ihe  use  of  his  anesthetic  agents,  (chloroform — ether,)  a  vast  materia 
medica,  his  scalpel  and  improved  veterinary  instruments,  can  accomplish  that 
which  will  be  both  of  pleasure  and  of  profit  to  the  patrons  of  veterinary  sci- 
ence.

To  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Fennsylvmia  State  Agricultural  Society: 

Since  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  society,  another  of  our  great  festivals 
has  been  held,  and  a  vast  concourse  of  farmers  and  citizens,  from  every  sec- 
tion of  the  State,  and  more  particularly  from  Northern  Pennsylvania,  as- 
sembled to  evidence  their  interest  in  the  cause  we  are  endeavoring  to  fos- 
ter and  advance. 

More  than  ordinary  inconvenience  was  experienced,  in  consequence  of  the 
number  of  separate  lines  of  railroads  that  had  to  be  traversed  by  exhibitors, 
with  the  necessary  shipments  and  transshipments  before  reaching  the  fair 
grounds  at  Wyoming;  and  some  difficulty  was  encountered  in  accommoda- 
ting the  numerous  visitors — the  grounds  being  remote  from  a  large  town, 
yet  the  exhibition  was  legitimate  and  creditable,  and  perhaps  mare  useful  in 
its  results,  than  any  previous  one  since  the  organization  of  the  society.  Every 
effort  was  made  by  the  officers  of  the  society,  seconded  by  a  number  of 
enterprising  and  hospitable  citizens  of  the  neighborhood,  to  remedy  the  in- 
conveniences of  location  and  limited  means  of  accommodation,  and  in  a  great 
measure  with  success,  as  many  expressions  of  approbation  received  since 
by  them  testify. 

They  are  desirous,  whenever  deficencies  occurred,  and  have  come  to  their 
knowledge,  to  remedy  them ;  and  where  they  may  have  failed  to  give  satis- 
faction to  exhibitors  or  visitors,  to  arrange  hereafter  so  as  to  remove  all  cause 
of  complaint.  Notwithstanding  the  inconveniences  of  reaching  the  grounds 
from  a  distance,  the  display  of  Ifeattle,  vegetables  and  agricultural  iraplemeflts, 
was  as  large,  and  excellent  in  quality,  as  at  most  previous  exhibitions.  Our 
expenses  during  the  past  year  were  as  great  as  those  of  former  years,  while 
our  receipts,  as  will  be  found  by  the  detailed  report  of  the  Treasurer,  «ere 
less  Yet  we  have  the  satisfaction,  in  resigning  the  onerous  and  important 
trusts  confided  to  us,  of  knowing  that  we  have  to  the  best  of  our  ability  dis- 
charged our  duty;  and  though  our  fund  has  been  somewhat  diminished,  that 
we  have  an  amount  on  hand  sufficient  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  year  and 
to  carry  the  society  safely  through  the  risks  incident  to  another  exhibition, 
and  the  Secretary  now  tenders  to  every  member  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, his  thanks  for  their  uniform  courtesy  to  him.  • 

In  consequence  of  th«  numerous  county  organizations  springing  up,  and 
the  fact  that  it  is  becoming  more  difficult  every  year  to  secure  the  attendance 
of  judges,  and  the  farther  truth,  that  if  they  do  attend,  it  is  with  a  view  of 
seeing  their  acquaintances  and  friends,  remaining  a  day  or  two  at  farthest, 
and  thus  articles  are  hurriedly  examined  and  imperfectly  reported,  a  radi- 
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cal  change  in  the  system  seems  to  be  required ;  and  it  has  occurred  to  me  that 
it  would  give  more  satisfaction  to  exhibitors,  and  and  in  the  end  contribute 
to  the  finances  of  the  society,  if  instead  of  appointing  fifty-four- committees, 
composed  of  about  three  hundred  persons,  as  heretofore,  that  but  six  com- 
mittees be  appointed,  to  consist  of  ftre  persons  each,  to  be  selected  with  great 
care,  and  peculiar  reference  to  the  class  on  which  they  are  to  serve,  say  one 
Committee  on  Cattle,  one  for  Horses,  one  for  Agricultural  Implements,  one 
for  Domestic  Manufactures  and  Machinery,  one  for  Agricultural  Productions 
and  Fruit,  and  one  for  Flour  and  Miscellaneous  Articles,  and  that  each  of 
those  gentlemen  receive,  say  five  dollars  a  day,  for  two  or  more  days  ser- 
vices. The  appointments  then  being  confined  to  a  few  persons  of  distinction 
and  skill  In  their  particular  departments,  would  be  felt  as  an  honor,  and  their  re- 
ports would  confer  credit  upon  themselves  and  do  justice  to  exhibitors.  It  has 
also  occurred  that  it  would  be  advisa*ble  to  largely  increase  the  premiums  on 
the  best  of  each  article  of  its  class,  and  dispense  entirely  with  second,  third 
and  fourth  premiums,  which  are  rather  a  judgment  of  inferiority,  than  a 
work  of  merit. 


ESSAY  ON  FARM  FAILURES.— See  po^e  53. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  society  to  read,  and 
report  upon  the  essay  presented  by  Wm.  A.  Stokes,  Esq.,  upon  Farm  Fail- 
ures, respectfully  report,  that  they  have  performed  the  duty  assigned  them, 
that  it  possesses  rare  merit  in  the  composition,  and  is  calculated  to  draw  the 
attention  of  farmers  to  the  importance  of  considering  well  before  entering 
upon  expensive  experiments.  They  recommend  that  the  premium  offered, 
of  a  silver  goblet,  be  awarded  him,  and  that  the  essay  be  published  in  the 
next  yolume  of  the  Transactions. 

The  same  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  essays  of  Mr.  Spangler, 
of  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Guyer,  of  Bradford  county,  and  Mr.  Goodwin,  of  Lu- 
zerne county,  upon  the  uses  of  Agricultural  Periodicals,  report,  that  they 
have  read  with  care  the  productions  of  each,  and  while  each  is  written  vnth 
vigor,  and  all  possess  merit,  they  award  to  A.  M.  Spangler,  of  Philadel- 
phia, the  premium  of  a  goblet,  offered  by  the  society ;  and  they  further  re- 
commend, that  each  be  permitted  to  speak  to  the  public  themselves,  by  pub- 
lishing their  essays  in  the  next  volume  of  Transactions.

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FAILURES  IN  FARMING. 

BY   WM.    A.    STOKES,    OP   WESTMORELAND   COUNTY. 

Every  farmer  who  successfuly  departs  from  his  accustomed  course  of  cul- 
tivation, very  promptly  communicates  the  result,  which  proves  his  wisdom, 
but  very  few  failures  »re  proclaimed,  and  none  are  recorded.  To  avoid 
what  is  bad,  is  at  least  as  important,  as  to  adopt  what  is  good;  and  there- 
fore the  lessons  of  warning  furnished  by  unsuccessful  experiments  are  of  great 
value,  and  to  communicate  them  to  the  public  is  part  payment  of  the  debt 
dne  by  every  farmer  to  his  brother  farmers. 

In  this  essay,  then,  I  propose  to  offer  some  suggestions  on  the  general  sub- 
ject of  the  causes  of  such  failures,  and  the  means  of  preventing  them. 

The  man  whose  whole  life  has  been  passed  in  cultivation  of  the  soil,  does 
not  generally  need  to  be  cautioned  as  to  the  danger  of  rash  experiments. 
He  pursues  the  coursf  of  his  fathers,  and  is  not  easily  diverted  from  it.  Such 
changes  as  he  may  make  are  slowly  and  reluctantly  adopted,  and  not  until 
repeated  visible  results  in  the  operations  of  others,  have  vanquithed  his 
timidity  by  irresistible  appeals,  through  reason,  to  interest.  This  is  a  safe 
course  for  the  individual,  but  it  limits  him  to  a  condition  unchauffeable,  ex- 
cept by  rare  accident.  He  may  become  richer  by  increased  value  of  land, 
or  by  accumulations,  beyond  necessary  expenditure,  of  the  product  of  la- 
,  bor.  The  former  mode  is  fortuitous ;  the  latter  is,  in  effect,  simply  the  case 
of  a  laborer  who  spends  less  than  he  earns,  and  saves  the  surplus.  Such  men 
lead  lives  of  ceaseless  physical  toil,  unaided  aid  unrelieved  by  intellectual 
effort.  Their  undue  exaltation  of  the  power  of  mere  physical  force,  leads  to 
correlative  contempt  for  results  dependent  on  mind ;  and  thus,  reversing  the 
true  order  of  nature,  the  higher  half  of  humanity  is  made  subordinate  to  the 
inferior  portion.  Nevertheless,  these  patient  and  satisfied  workers— most 
useful  citizens,  moral,  temperate,  unambitious — deserves  our  respect;  for 
their  failings  are  chiefly  against  themselves  only,  while  their  labors  feed  and 
clothe  mankind. 

Amongst  this  immense  mass  of  tillers  of  the  soil,  there  is  a  perpetual,  in- 
sensible change  of  modes  of  operations.  They  have  the  vis  inertia  of  a 
large  mass,  diflScult  to  be  overcome,  but  yielding  gradually,  and  finally  effec- 
tively, to  the  influences  of  a  higher  character  to  which  they  are  incessantly 
Bibjected.  They  re-act  also  on  those  who  influence  them  to  an  extent  not 
perceived,  but  not  tbe  less  certain.  Science,  sense,  observation,  enthusiasm, 
capital,  united  in  the  most  ardent  agriculturist,  are  still  measurably  man- 
aged by  the  invisible,  unconBcious,  ever  present  and  irresistible  influence  of 
the  solid  and  'Stolid  masses  who  disown  science  and  despise  speculation. 
Irrespective  of  the  results  of  simple  force,  the  world  could  better  spare  the 
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learning  of  philosophers  than  the  wisdom  of  imitative  instinct.  Your  phi- 
losophers of  the  plough  are  blunderers,  who  sometimes  stumble  on  truth ; 
but  your  hereditary  husbandmen  generally  manage  to  accomplish  their  ends. 
The- former  are  often  deluded  by  speculation,  as  were  the  schoolmen  by  the 
Aristotolian  and  Acquinian  abstractions,  the  latter  follow  Bacon  in  the  in- 
ductive process  which  has  revolutionized  the  world;  the  one  depends  upon 
a  logical  result,  consequent  on  assumption  which  may  be  false ;  the  other 
observes  and  follows,  and  cannot  well  wander  from  the  path  of  safety,  be- 
cause guided  by  the  footmarks  of  ages 

Disregard  of  these  truths  is  the  chief  cause  of  failures  in  farming.  Let  us 
apply  and  develop  them  to  the  case  of  a  retired  merchant,  lawyer  or  phy- 
sician, or  the  capitalist,  or  the  inheritor  of  an  estate,  any  one,  in  short,  im- 
pressed with  the  charms  of  rural  life,  and  resolved  to  enjoy  them.  We  will 
suppose  him  possessed  of  every  external  advantage — a  fine  farm,  sufficient 
capital,  good  health  and  good  sense.  Let  him  not  flatter  himself  that  he  will 
be  exempt  from  annoyance,  for  he  will  find  that  the  very  sources  of  happi- 
ness often  breed  disappointment.  The  retired  merchant  will  admire  a  hog 
in  a  corn  field  as  little  as  a  protested  note ;  the  .lawyer  will  discover  that  a 
June  frost  is  worse  than  an  adverse  verdict;  the  doctor  will  lose  his  stock 
as  he  did  his  patients;  and  the  capitalist  will  find  that  money  may  melt 
away  in  drains,  fences  and  manures,  as  well  as  in  stocks,  bonds  and  specu- 
lations ;  to  each  the  moral  of  Rasselas  will  be  confirmed,  by  another  page  in 
life's  history,  easily  read  and  sure  to  be  understood.  He,  therefore,  who  ex- 
pects to  realize  the  rural  raptures  of  the  poets,  vainly  expects  that,  going 
to  the  country,  he  can  put  off,  as  a  garment,  the  cares  of  nature.  He  will  al- 
ways, in  this  world,  see  the  Angel  with  the  flaming  sword,  barring  the  en- 
trance to  Paradise.  In  truth,  our  mistress  of  the  fields  may  be  likened  to 
the  mistress  of  our  earlier  years,  full  of  beauty  and  blessings,  but  all  the 
lovelier  for  the  contrast  of  an  occasional  frown,  and  beaming  brighter  when 
emerging  from  a  passing  cloud.  The  man  advanced  in  life,,  with  fixed  hab- 
its, and  dependent  on  conventional  comforts,  should  recollect  the  fate  of  Sir 
Peter  Teazle,  and  beware  of  rashly  becoming,  in  any  sense,  a  hv^handman ; 
but  he  who  is  yet  vigorous  for  efficient  action,  plastic  for  required  change, 
and  ready  to  bear  the  evil,  and  enjoy  the  good  of  a  new  mode  of  life,  need  not 
hesitate  to  embrace  with  ardor,  what  passion  longs  for  and  reason  sanctions. 
While  beauty  is  not  to  be  disregarded,  still  in  selecting  a  farm,  we  should 
do  as  did  the  Vicar  of  Wakefield,  who  chose  his  wife  as  she  did  her  wed- 
ding gown ;  not  for  a  fine  glossy  surface,  but  for  such  qualities  as  would 
wear  well  A  bad  farm  is  like  a  bad  wife — intolerable  to  endure  and  impos- 
sible to  get  rid  of.  The  lovliest  scenery  in  the  one,  the  most  beautiful  per- 
son in  the  other,  are  no  compensation  for  the  want  of  what  fi;uitful  farms 
and  faithful  wives  are  expected  to  afford.     A  poor  farm  is  a  total  failure. 
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Tastes  wfU  cBlfer ;  but  he  is  hard  to  please,  who  thinks  he  must  go  outside 
^  Pennsrlyania,  and  very  few  do  so  without  subsequent  regret.  It  is  true 
that  in  the  alluvial  plains  of  the  Mississippi  valley,  land  may  be  found  richer 
and  deeper  than  the  best  of  ours ;  and  so  may  be  found  also  amidst  the  mias- 
matic exhalations  of  rank  rottenness,  which  confer  fertility,  unfailing  crops 
<rf  fever  and  ag«e,  bilious  fever,  congestive  fever  and  typhoid  fever. 

Land  is  cheap,  bat  markets  are  distant,  roads  bad,  schools  scarce,  society 
often  uncongenial. 

Here  we  have  vast  variety  of  soil,  situation,  climate,  productions,  ex- 
haustless  mineral  treasures,  abundant  fertility  of  surface,  forests,  rivers, 
mosntains,  plains,  soenery  unsurpassed,  climate  cold  enough  to  brace  the 
body  to  vigor,  and  warm  enough  to  mature  delicate  fruits  and  flowers  in 
perfection — schools  for  education,  churches  for  religion — roads,  canals, 
bridges — an  industrious,  honest,  intelligent  people. 

But  for  the  delusion  of  distance,  which  ''lends  enchantment  to  the  view," 
we  should  better  appreciate  the  blessings  which  Providence  has  lavished 
on  our  land ;  we  should  recollect  that,  in  this  world,  the  korizen  of  expecta- 
tion ever  recedes-  as  we  advance,  we  should  accept  with  gratitude  the 
good  that  Ood  provides,  and  be  content  to  find  on  our  own  native  soil  the 
homely  happiness  which  touches  nearest; 

Of  the  diversity  of  advantages  which  Pennsylvania  presents,  my  prefer- 
ence is  for  our  limestone  soils,  because  they  contain  ihe  means  of  perpetual 
self-renovation,  retain  the  manures  with  which  they  are  enriched,  and  re- 
spond faithfully  to  the  labor  bestowed  upon  them.  They  require  more 
power  than  light  loams  or  sandy  soils,  but  tiiey  are  neither  hungry  nor 
ungrateful,  and,  with  fair  treatment,  always  prove  that 

**  Natare,  a  mother  kind  alike  to  all, 

Still  granu  her  bliss  to  labor's  earnest  call." 

Let  me  pay  a  passing  tribute  to  him  from  whom  I  first  heard  unanswer- 
able vindication  of  the  supremacy  of  our  limestone  lands — the  late  Mobbis 
LoirosTBrrH,  of  Montgomery  county,  in  whose  death  the  State  lost  one  of 
her  best  citsens,  and  many  who  will  read  these  lines,  lost  a  faithful  friend. 
He  was  loved  for  his  genial  virtues,  the  overflowing  kindness  of  a  pure 
heart — respected  for  the  acquirements  of  a  studious  life,  wisdom  unclouded 
by  prejudice  or  impatience — admired  for  his  gentle  manners  and  charming 
conversation,  attractive  alike  to  old  and  young — trusted  for  a  trnthftikiess 
which  never  failed,  but  never  offended — ^relied  on  for  constancy  of  conduct, 
fidelity  to  friendship.  Whether  in  the  unreserved  revelations  of  private 
confidence,  or  in  the  public  conflicts  of  poiitics-— whether,  (ull  of  health  and 
Hfe,  dispensing  the  hearty  "hospitality  of  his  home  at  Valley  Green,  or 
abroad,  suffering  and  dying,  he  was  always  superior  to  hi^  situation,  and  an 
example  to  those  who  knew  him.

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We  caniiot  all  be  sa  fortuna^  as  Longstreth  either  in  oar  liven  or  farma ; 
and  be  wbo  prides  himself  on  the  rich  deep  bottoms,  accretions  or  deposits 
of  streams,  or  on  red  shale,  slate  or  sandstone,  or  e^en  on  disintegprated 
primary  rocks,  various  in  degress  of  fertility  as  all  these  classes  of  soils  are, 
may,  by  proper  adaption  of  means  to  ends^  deyelope  the  latent  treasures 
which,  in  greater  or  less  aboDdance,  they  all  contain.  The  principle  of 
compensation,  by  which  defects  in  some  particulars  are  supplied  by  superi- 
ority in  others,  offers  a  sort  of  consolation  every  where.  If  land  will  not 
raise  wheat  it  may  produce  oats,  if  you  cannot  have  com  you  may  have 
potatoes  free  from  rot,  if  you  eanoot  fatten  bullocks  you  can  grase  sbeep. 

Some,  for  the  advantage  of  society,  will  seek  the  neighborhood  of  the 
city,  others  may  prefer  the  calm  retirement  of  purely  country  life.  One  i» 
attracted  by  the  majesty  of  mountain  scenery,  another  chooses  the  placid 
beauty  of  the  valley.  Historical  reminiscences,  family  attachments,  early 
associations,  health,  convenience,  intercourse,  interests,  inclinations,  acci- 
dents, finally  settle  all  doubts,  and  the  eouatry  becomes  a  home. 

And  so  at  lengt]|  we  have  him  on  his  farm — the  right  man  in  the  right 
place. 

He  will  adopt  measures  to  impreve  the  iMid,  so  as  to  increase  the  pro- 
duce, and  to  improve  the  stock,  so  as  to  secure  the  highest  efficiency  in  the 
various  animal& 

For  knowledge  of  how  to  do  this,  he  will  read,  listen,  observe  and  think ; 
and  his  failures  or  8ucces<%es  will  depend  on  how  he  does  these  four  things. 

If  he  takes  for  his  model  the  wise  man  of  old,  who  was  wise  because  he 
had  but  one  book,  let  him  buy  Yibqil's  Oboboios,  in  which  will  be  found 
the  soundest  system  of  agriculture  which  man  has  yet  devised.  During 
the  eighteen  hundred  years  since  Yirgil  lived,  thousands  of  volumes  have 
been  published,  of  various  degrees  of  merit  or  demerit,  and  yet  the  Roman 
poet  remains  without  a  rival.  He  was  no  fkacj  farmer,  nor  scientific  ro- 
mancer, nor  Yankee  patentee,  nor  catch-penny  scribbler,  nor  wild  speculator, 
nor  lying  puffer,  nor  adroit  swindler;  but  a  plain,  straight-forward,  old- 
fashioned,  honest  man,  as  practical  as  a  Pennsylvania  farmer,  and  as  true 
and  trusty.  He  wrote  poetry,  but  it  is  real  poetry,  which  is  genuine  truth 
and  the  soundest  wisdom.  Modem  chemists  have  certainly  aided  agricul- 
ture by  analysis  of  soils  and  manures,  tending  to  show  what  land  requires, 
and  how  to  supply  its  wants ;  but  there  are  influences  on  the  growth  of 
plants  inappreciable  by  scientific  tests,  and  there  remain  many  mysteries 
yet  unrevealed.  With  all  the  light  shed  by  Dayt,  Leibsq  and  others,  we 
stUl  grope  our  way  in  the  dark ;  or,  at  best,  in  doubtful  twilight,  amid  the 
recesses  of  nature's  great  laboratory,  and  often  stumble  or  fall  in  the  attempt 
to  penetrate  these  obscure  recesses.  We  find,  sometimes,  after  we  have 
Ascertained  and  supplied  the  deficient  elements  of  our  land,  that  the  crop 
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does  not  repay  the  cost  New  attempts  result  i&  feetih  disappointments,  and 
scientific  farming  is  rashly  denounced  as  humbug.  The  fault  is  in  ourselves — 
in  expecting  the  specific  effects  of  a  single  cause,  when  numerous  causes  may 
operate,  and  in  disregarding  the  opinions  which  are  drawn  from  experience. 

The  first  year  I  lived  on  a  farm  I  had  an  offer  made  to  me  of  a  quantity 
of  stone  quarried  from  a  railroad  cutting.  It  was  a  tem]|^ting  offer,  for  the 
stone  had  a  metallic  ring;  sparkled  with  minute  chrystals;  the  farm  needed 
lime ;  and  this  seemed  a  fine  chance  to  get  limestone  free  of  cost  The 
stratum  was  some  thirty  feet  from  the  surface,  near  which  there  was  another 
stratum,  grayer  and  heavier,  from  which  for  many  years  lime  had  been  made. 
We  began  hauling  the  stone — tbe  teamsters  declaring  that  it  would  never 
make  lime.  One  of  them  said  that,  some  years  before,  he  knew  a  man  who 
had  tried  stone  like  this  and  failed.  In  mj  imperfect  way  I  looked  into  the 
matter  again,  read  tbe  books,  tested  the  stone  with  vinegar  and  sulphuric 
acid,  found  a  brisk  effervescence,  and  was  satisfied.  After  we  had  hauled 
two  or  three  hundred  perches,  a  neighbor  came  to  see  me,  a  sensible,  but 
unpretending  man,  who  said  he  had  tried  just  such  stone,  and  had  his  trouble 
for  his  pains.  I  then  began  to  doubt  again,  went  to  a  scientific  friend,  who, 
after  due  examination,  told  me  to  go  ahead,  it  was  all  right.  I  did  go  ahead, 
and  all  the  more  pertinaciously  because  every  one  said  it  was  not  the  right 
kind  of  stone,  and  I  was  determined  to  demonstrate  the  supremacy  of  science ; 
so  the  more  people  doubted  the  more  stone  I  piled  up.  We  made  an  enor- 
mous kiln,  after  our  fashion — a  layer  of  stone  and  a  layer  of  coal  alternately, 
until  we  had  some  six  hundred  perches,  enough,  as  I  thought,  to  make  about 
eighteen  thousand  bushels  of  lime.  Then  we  set  it  on  fire,  and  it  burned 
beautifully.  When  it  had  burned  out  we  tried  it.  It  would  not  slack.  In 
short,  we  got  no  lime  ;  it  was  a  dead  failure.  It  was  not,  however,  a  total 
loss,  for  it  made  a  capital  macadamized  road  through  the  farm,  and  taught 
me  a  very  useful  lesson — both  the  road  and  the  lesson  rather  costly,  but 
each  excellent  in  its  way.  Many  who  read  this  will  assume,  in  the  same 
self-sufficient  spirit  of  superiority  which  led  me  into  this  gigantic  blunder, 
that  they  would  have  been  wiser ;  but  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  I  was 
not  tho  only  novice  who,  about  the  same  time,  was  led  by  ignorance,  rash- 
ness and  presumption  into  serious  error.  I  make  this  narrative  public  for 
the  consolation  of  my  fellow-sufferers,  for  wholesome  warning  to  beginners, 
and  as  a  sincere  tribute  to  the  common  sense  which  tendered  wise  advice, 
which  folly  blindly  rejected. 

Rely  on  it  that  what  you  find  your  experienced  neighbors  doing  is  gen- 
erally about  right.  Their  methods  may  admit  of  improvement,  but  ino 
should  feel  our  way  cautiously,  and  rather  modify  than  change,  rather  reform 
than  revolutionize.  Many  of  the  books  commonly  found  in  the  shops  are 
delusive — made,  up  of  extracts  from  foreign  works,  unsuited  to  our  climate 
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and  soil,  loosdy  conneeted  together  by  wild  epecQlstions  of  tbe  satbors, 
adorned  with  pictures  of  impossible  animals,  and  abounding  in  estimates 
fitter  for  gamblers  than  farmers.  These  are  the  catch-penny  manuals  which 
degrade  agricultural  literature.  Still  there  is  no  book  wholly  destitute  of 
information,  and  there  are  two  classes  of  works  entitled  to  high  respect — 
those  purely  scientific,  which  explain  the  nature  of  soils,  the  elements  of 
fertility,  the  constituents  of  plants,  their  nourishment  and  development,  the 
physiology  of  animals,  their  functions  and  diseases;  and  those  practical 
publications  which  give  facts,  processes  and  results. 

I  do  not  venture  to  speoiiy  particular  works,  either  for  condemnation  or 
approval ;  but  it  is  apparent  that  farming,  in  its  most  enlarged  sense,  is  a 
vast  study — and  that  as  an  unlearned  man  cannot  solve  a  complicated  law 
question  merely  because  he  has  a  law  library  before  him,  or  a  tyro  pre- 
scribe for  a  sick  patient,  only  because  he  is  in  an  apothecary  shop — that, 
in  like  manner,  a  mere  book-farmer  is  no  farmer  at  all.  Perception,  obser- 
vation, comparison,  knowledge,  experience  are  absolutely  essential — ^in 
short,  that  accumulation  of  traditional  information  and  training  of  the  facul- 
ties on  which  men  rest  in  all  human  pursuits.  From  disregarding  these 
imj^ortant  adjuncts,  failure  must  follow,  for  they  are  the  eyes  to  see  and  the 
hands  to  execute. 

Let  it  not  be  supposed  that  the  danger  of  misunderstanding  or  misapplying 
seience,  involves  its  rejection.  This  would  be  fatal  error,  for  its  effects 
would  be  general,  while  failure  is  local.  Chemistry  can  analyse  soils  so  as 
to  determine  their  constituents,  and  can  analyse  plants  so  as  to  ascertain 
their  elements,  showing  thus  what  is  to  be  supplied  to  the  former  in  order 
to  furnish  it  to  the  latter.  Although  such  comparisons  may  not  be  abso- 
lutely accurate,  because  the  tests  are  imperfect,  nor  the  results  certain,  be- 
cause the  influences  of  atmosphere,  temperature,  moisture  and  other  causes 
on  vegetable  development,  are  as  yet  but  imperfectly  ascertained — still 
these  investigations  display  to  mortal  vision  many  of  the  mysteries  of 
nature. 

When  Sit  Huicphry  Davy  published  his  work  on  Agricultural  Chemistry, 
a  gigantic  step  was  made  in  the  path  of  truth.  Many  years  ago,  in  Switz- 
erland, I  stood  by  his  tomb,  and  offered  the  silent  homage  of  the  heart  to 
the  memory  of  this  apostle  of  a  new  dispensation  of  science — revered  for 
the  discoveries  by  which  life  is  protected  in  the  caverns  of  the  earth,  and 
the  means  of  life  are  enlarged  upon  its  surface — and  not  the  less  revered 
because  he  was  sometimes  mistaken  in  the  practical  application  of  his  ab- 
stract demonstrations.  The  most  illustrious  of  ethical  philosophers  was 
inspired  to  announce  that,  even  in  that  which  concerns  our  immortal  being, 
"  we  see  through  a  glass  darkly,"  and  so  in  regard  to  Natural  Philosophy — 
though  we  have  not  the  illumination  of  the  perfect  day,  we  are  not,  there- 
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fore,  to  reject  the  light  which  finite  mind  may  be  allowed  to  shed  on  the 
works  of  infinite  intelligence. 

Oar  sabject  being  of  failures  in  farming,  this  imperfect  vindication  of  the 
means  of  success  is  digressive.  It  might  be  extended  indefinitely,  for  there 
18  no  knowledge  or  power  which  is  not,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  availa- 
ble to  convert  into  blessing  the  sentence  of  expulsion  from  Eden,  ''in  the 
8weat  of  thy  brow  shalt  thou  eat  thy  bread.''  Nay,  the  special  professional 
studies  of  an  accomplished  farmer,  embrace  a  vast  range :  Chemistry,  ge- 
ology, mechanics,  mathematics,  hydraulics,  meteorology,  minerology,  botany, 
animal  physiology,  entomology,  natural  history ;  in  short,  the  whole  coursed 
of  physical  science.  Expanded  thus  to  illimitable  extent,  never  to  be  com- 
passed by  the  highest  power  during  the  longest  life  of  greatest  industry,  we 
have  in  our  vocation  boundless  space  for  the  most  ample  grasp  of  in- 
tellect. 

I  repeat,  however,  that  we  must  not  delude  ourselves,  either  by  blind  re- 
liance on  others,  or  on  our  own  imperfect  knowledge.  Extreme  caution  is 
the  only  safety.  Do  not  risk  much  in  any  novelty.  Do  not  rely  for  exten- 
sive operations  on  any  untried  process,  however  plausible.  Distrust  rea- 
soning unconfirmed  by  experience.  Move  in  untrodden  roads  wisely  and 
slowly.  Act  boldly  only  when  you  know  that  unavoidable  peril  is  vastly 
overbalanced  by  probability  of  success,  proved,  past  controversy,  by  long 
practice. 

Let  me  caution  those  who  need  it,  against  the  indiscriminate  adoption, 
even,  of  practices  elsewhere  well  established  as  judicious.  Climate,  soil, 
markets,  the  cost  of  labor,  other  accidental  causes,  may  render  that  which,  in 
one  place  is  profitable,  in  another  place  just  the  reverse.  In  England, 
for  instance,  where  labor  is  cheap  and  land  is  dear,  and  they  cannot  raise 
Indian  com,  it  is  wise  to  cultivate  root  crops  extensively;  but  here,  where 
^hese  conditions  are  all  reversed,  it  would  be  unwise  to  imitate  the  English 
jyractice.  So,  also,  in  regard  to  naked  fallows,  now  generally  condemned, 
It  would  seem  that  where  land  is  of  small  value,  and  needs  renovation  and 
cleaning,  and  manure  is  scarce,  they  may  be  even  better,  on  the  whole,  than 
elover  or  fallow  crops,  or  any  of  the  modern  substitutes  for  this  ancient 
practice.  A  dairy  may  be  profitable  near  a  city,  and  unprofitable  elsewhere. 
Breeding  stock  may  be  more  advantageous  in  the  West  than  in  the  East. 
Ouano  and  other  concentrated  manures  may  be  cheap  at  fifty  dollars  a  ton 
in  one  place,  and  dear  at  half  the  price  in  another.  These  illustrationfl 
might  be  indefinitely  extended,  but  enough  has  been  said  to  show  that  a  man 
should  pause  before  adopting  any  particular  course,  however  wise  elsewhere, 
ontil  he  considers  all  the  special  circumstances  of  his  own  locality. 

Consultation  with  others,  especially  with  neighbors,  is  both  pleasant  and 
profitable.     There  is  no  one  from  whom  somethinic  may  not  be  learned,  and 
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not  less  effectually  if  it  be  put  in  homely  phrase.  Many  persons  reject  wbst 
a  plain  man  says,  because  they  do  not  see  the  reason  for  it,  or  because  they 
do  not  find  in  it  what  they  suppose  to  be  infallible,  merely  because  it  is  in 
print.  Under  the  delusion  of  a  false  philosophy,  this  is  really  a  denial  of 
the  inductive  process.  All  human  knoivledge  is  dependent  on  human  testi- 
mony; wherefore,  when  a  sensible  and  truthful  man  says,  that  doing  certain 
things  certain  results  invariably  follow,  we  may  believe,  in  the  absence  of 
other  assignable  reason,  that  the  former  were  causes,  and  the  latter  were 
effects.  Knowledge  thus  acquired  is  knowledge  of  facts,  and  of  facts  comr 
municated  in  the  most  reliable  manner.  What  you  read,  is  simply  what  is 
written ;  the  silent  page  makes  no  response  to  inquiry,  solves  no  doubts, 
« answers  no  objections.  But  when  a  living  man  makes  a  statement,  you  may 
pursue  the  subject  to  the  fullest  extent,  sound  the  depths  of  his  information, 
examine  his  premises,  test  their  connection  with  his  conclusions,  ascertain 
what  error  to  reject,  and  what  truth  to  adopt. 

It  is  in  this  view  that  Farmers'  Clubs  are  advantageous.  If  ten  persons 
unite  to  form  a  common  fund  of  information  for  the  benefit  of  all,  each  has 
ten  times  the  advantage  which  he  can  gain  by  his  own  unaided  observations^ 
It  expands  his  experience  by  giving  him  the  experience  of  others,  and 
guards  him  from  error  by  multiplying  the  means  of  detection.  Such  asso- 
ciations elevate  the  standard  of  intelligence,  promote  the  amenities  of  life, 
and  tend  to  that  social  elevation  without  which  we  can  never  assume  our 
proper  position,  nor  exercise  our  just  influence.  ^  If  we  were  united  by  such 
bonds,  and  were  faithful  to  the  dignity  of  our  vocation,  we  would  not  be  the 
victims  of  the  petty  politicians  and  pettifogging  lawyers  who  have  too  often 
usurped  the  legislation  which  specially  affects  us,  and  undertaken  to  de- 
termine questions  on  which  they  were  grossly  ignorant,  who  have  needlessly 
increased  our  taxes  to  fill  the  maw  of  repacious  plunderers,  and  have  mort- 
gaged our  farms  for  debts,  many  of  which  were  created  in  corruption. 

Private  intercourse  by  these  limited  associations,  gives  vitality  and  efficien- 
cy to  the  County  Societoes,  and  these,  in  their  turn,  constitutethe  strength  of 
the  State  Society  ;  all  form  a  harmonious  whole,  and  each,  in  its  respective 
sphere,  tends  to  aggregation  of  intelligence,  union  of  effort,  generous  com- 
petition, enlarged  development  of  the  riches  of  our  soils,  expansion  of  our 
National  power,  and  security  against  failures  in  farming. 

But  among  all  these  securities^  no  one  is  so  ready  and  reliable  as  the 
Farmers'  High  School,  which  combines  the  training  of  the  sons  with  in- 
struction to  the  fathers.  It  is  amazing  that  while  the  State  lavished,  for  a 
century,  thousands  on  thousands  on  colleges,  in  which  to  educate  clergymen, 
lawyers  and  physicians,  that  the  enormously  preponderating  class  of  citi- 
sens  who  cultivate  the  ground,  remained,  in  this  respect,  wholly  uncared  for. 
Learning,  to  whomever  given,  diffuses  its  blessings  throughout  the  entirt 
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body  of  the  people,  and  enters  into  the  general  treasure  of  the  Common- 
wealth. If  this  is  trae  in  regard  to  purely  intellectual  culture,  it  is  doubly 
true  in  reference  to  that  species  of  education  which,  at  the  same  time,  ex- 
pands the  mind,  confers  positive  acquirements,  sharpens  the  perceptive 
£EU!ulties,  gives  mechanical  dexterity,  and,  by  the  combined  strength  of  all, 
enlarges  the  productive  power  of  our  land.  Such  is  one  result  of  the  in- 
struction now  happily  provided  by  the  Farmers^  School — in  establishing 
which,  Pennsylvania  has  but  followed,  with  slow  and  faltering  steps,  the 
example  of  every  civilized  country  in  the  world.  Each  pupil  will  carry  home 
practical  skill  and  scientific  learning,  and  thus,  before  long,  there  will  be  ex* 
emplars  and  instructors  throughout  the  State,  competent  rightly  to  influence 
the  course  of  husbandry.  On  this  experimental  and  model  farm  also  many 
questions  maybe  satisfactorily  solved,  to  which  the  rude  examinations  of  did- 
eonected  persons  can  afiford  but  uncertain  answers.  Failures  in  farming  will 
be  measurably  prevented  by  the  accurate  observations,  and  rational  invesdga- 
tioBS  of  the  professors  of  this  institution,  of  doubtful  and  disputed  subjects. 
They  will  bring  to  their  business,  acquirements  obtained  by  devoting  their 
lives  to  the  special  studies  which  illustrate  agriculture,  and  they  will  command 
advantages  for  extended  and  continuous  investigation  possessed,  very  im- 
perfectly, even  by  the  most  favored  farmers.  Let  the  Legislature  act 
liberally,  let  the  people  act  confidingly,  let  the  school  have  a  fair  chance, 
jnd  we  shall  have  many  erroneous  practices  corrected,  many  blunders 
avoided,  and  thus  secure  certainty  m  our  operations,  which  will  at  the  same 
time  save  the  waste  of  idl-directed  experiments,  and  insure  vast  accession  to 
the  productive  power  of  our  land. 

The  conflicting  perils  of  our  profession  are  the  delusions  of  abstract 
reasoning,  and  the  indiscriminate  adoption  of  plausible  practices — ^the 
acceptance  of  dogmas  by  undue  credulity,  or  the  rejection  of  opinions  be* 
cause  we  do  not  recognize  their  reason.  Common  sense  must  be  our  guide 
througb  this  labyrinth  of  difficulties,  and  common  sense  is  never  rash.-* 
Considering  the  paramount  importanee  to  the  whole  community  of  avoiding 
failures  in  farmiug,  it  is  the  duty  of  each  of  us  to  peril  as  Utile  as  possible, 
snd  for  this  end  above  all  other  things. 


THE  USB  OF  AGRICULTURAL  PERIODICALS.

Those  who  have  given  attention  to  the  agricultural  history  of  the  United 
States  during  the  past  fourth  of  a  century,  can  scarcely  fail  to  be  struck 
with  surprise  at  the  marked  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the  dissemi- 
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nation  of  information  (raluable  and  worthless)  relating  to  the  cnltiratioit  of 
the  soil  Thirty  years  ago,  bat  a  single  agricultural  periodical  was  pvh- 
lished  in  the  United  States.  To-day,  we  have  not  only  one  in  almost  everj 
State  in  the  Union,  but  an  aggregate  of  seventy-fiye  publications,  either 
wholly  or  partially  devoted  to  agriculture  and  horticulture;  and  almost 
every  succeeding  month  heralds  the  advent  of  an  additional  one. 

This  immense  increase  in  the  number  of  journals  devoted  to  the  interestB 
of  the  farmer,  is  a  striking  evidence  of  a  strong  movement  of  the  agricul- 
tural mind  of  the  country  in  the  right  direction ;  and  if  we  aj*e  to  take  th* 
tone  of  these  journals  as  the  criterion  by  which  to  judge  of  the  support 
they  receive,  we  can  only  coQclude  that  they  are  in  a  most  flouri^ing  coi^ 
dition ;  a  conclusion  creditable  alike  to  the  liberality  and  tiie  intdligence  <rf 
our  farming  population.  It  id  a  strong  indication  of  a  decidedly  healthy 
tone  of  sentiment,  and  points  plainly  to  a  determination  to  avail  themselves 
of  all  desirable  sources  of  information  relating  to  their  profession. 

From  the  fact  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Agricultural  Society  has  deemed  it  proper  to  effer  a  handsome  premium  for 
the  best  essay  on  the  "Use  of  Agricultural  Periodicals,''  there  is  room  for 
the  supposition,  that  in  the  estimation  of  that  body  of  gfentlemen,  these 
journals  are  not  performing  as  fully,  perhaps,  as  they  should,  the  legitimate 
purposes  of  their  publication.  I  propose,  therefore,  briefly  to  consider  a 
few  of  the  points  at  which  these  failures  present  themselves  most  prominently. 

Many  persons  who  receive  journals  of  this  class,  de  so,  under  the  fixed 
impression,  that  all  they  contain  is  reliaUe,  and  may  be  put  into  actual 
practice  whenever  convenience  or  expedience  may  justify.  This  one  of  the 
errors  which  demands  a  remedy.  While  it  may  not  be  denied  that  an  agri- 
cultural periodical  should  not  present  to  its  readers  anything  calculated  to 
mislead,  it  is  equally  undeniable,  that  so  long  as  every  process  of  farming 
has  not  been  reduced  to  such  a  system  of  positive  certainty,  by  the  aid  of 
ficience,  and  the  application  of  extensive  and  thorough  practical  experi- 
ment, as  will  enable  publishers  to  know,  beyond  the  peradventure  of  a 
doubt,  that  what  their  publications  contain  may  be  implicitly  relied  upon 
by  the  farmer,  just  so  long  will  it  be  necessary  to  publish  theories  which 
may  or  not  prove  valuable  in  practice.  While  agriculture  is  ranked  as  a 
science,  and  holds  intimate  relations  with  almost  every  other  branch  of  hu- 
man science,  every  day  develops  discoveries  so  startling,  and  theories  so 
diametrically  opposite  to  the  established  practice  of  centuries,  that  even 
the  most  scientific  frequently  stand  in  doubt.  What,  then,  must  the  pub- 
lisher do  ?  Is  he  to  withhold  from  his  readers  the  views  and  opinions  of 
those  who  are  giving  their  whole  time  and  attention  to  the  development  of 
igricultural  science  ?  Sound  common  sense  replies,  "Nol"  What,  then^ 
w  the  duty  of  the  reader  f    Is  it  to  reject  all,  or  adopt  all  1    It  is  sim* 
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ply  to  do  neither.  Before  putting  its  suggestions  into  practice,  each  arti- 
cle should  be  earefuUj  analysed.  Thus,  for  instance,  if  a  writer  in  Penn- 
STlv^ania  recommends  a  particular  variety  of  wheat,  which  in  his  locality 
has  proven  very  desirable,  it  would  be  little  less  than  folly  on  the  part 
of  A  Tennessee  farmer  to  order  largely  of  that  particular  variety,  and  seed 
his  ground  with  it,  before  satisfying  himself  fully  that  it  was  adapted  to 
his  climate,  and  that  his  soil  was  the  same  in  kind  and  quality  as  that  on 
which  it  had  yielded  so  largely  in  Pennsylvania.  If  he  did  act  thus  un- 
wisely, the  blame  of  a  failure,  should  it  occur,  would  properly  rest  not  upon 
•ither  the  writer  who  recommended,  or  the  journal  which  gave  it  publicity, 
but  npon  the  farmer  himself.  Too  much  must  not  be  taken  on  faith.  Better 
evidence  than  the  mere  assertion  of  a  writer  should  always  be  demanded. 
This  would  be  the  plain  dictates  of  prudence  and  common  sense;  and  yet, 
how  frequently  do  we  find  farmers  willing  to  take  statements  of  this  kind 
without  a  grain  of  allowance ;  deeming  anything  like  careful  investigation 
superfluous.  I  need,  therefore,  scarcely  repeat,  that  common  prudence  de- 
mands care  and  circumspectioD  on  the  part  of  the  readers  of  agricultural 
journals,  and  greater  care  and  circumspection  in  applying  to  practice  the 
suggestions  tbej  contain.  This  caution  is  based,  not  upon  the  idea  that 
agricultural  editors,  wilfully  and  knowingly,  give  publicity  to  erroneous 
theories  and  suggestions ;  but  because,  in  the  present  state  of  agricultural 
science,  it  is  impossible  to  publish  a  journal,  (if  it  is  to  keep  pace  with  the 
progress  of  the  age,)  without  including  some  articles,  at  least,  which  would 
be  open  to  the  objections  I  have  named. 

One  of  the  bad  results  of  too  micch  confidence  at  first,  is  an  entire  want 
of  confidence  in  the  end.  Thus  we  find  a  well  meaning  farmer  placing  his 
seal  of  condemnation  upon  all  *'Book  farming'*  as  it  is  popularly  termed, 
simply  because,  without  due  consideration  and  examination,  he  put  into 
practice  the  suggestion  contained  in  an  agricultural  newspaper.  From  that 
hour  thenceforth,  he  rejects  all  theory — every  thing  in  fact,  which  he,  him- 
self, has  not  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  reduced  to  successful  practical 
operation.  "Extremes  will  meet,"  and  the  man  who  wholly  discards  the 
teachings  of  our  agricultural  journals,  is  no  wiser  than  the  farmer  who  in- 
discriminately adopts  the  wild  theories  of  every  scribbler  in  the  country. 
There  is  a  middle  ground — a  mean  between  the  two  positions,  which  is  the 
proper  one.  Our  agricultural  periodicals  are  neither  wholly  valuable,  nor 
entirely  worthless.  They  all,  to  a  greater  or  less  extent,  contain  an  ad- 
mixture of  valuable  truths  for  adoption,  and  of  hurtful  errors  to  be  rejected, 
and  the  proper  plan  for  the  farmer,  is  to  read  with  care,  and  adopt  with  cau- 
tion. 

But  this  is  not  the  farmer's  only  duty.  When  he  finds  in  an  agricultural 
periodical  an  article  or  articles  which  his  own  tried  experience  has  taught 
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him  to  know  are  not  based  upon  correct  principles,  and,  therefore,  calculated 
to  mislead,  he  fails' to  make  a  proper  use  of  that  journal  if  her  neglects  to 
point  out  the  error  to  the  publishers.  If  he  remains  silent,  he  gives  a  tacit 
endorsement,  at  least,  to  the  error,  and  is  to  a  certain  extent  chargeable  with 
any  mischief  it  may  cause.  This  may  seem  hard  doctrine ;  but  it  is  never- 
theless sound.  Could  farmers  but  be  prevailed  upon  generally,  to  adopt 
this  course,  what  an  immense  amount  of  hurtful  theory  would  be  done  away 
with  I  How  many  thous*ands  of  dollars  would  be  saved  annually  1  How 
much  greater  amount  of  confidence — well  placed  confidence — would  be  ex- 
tended to  the  agricultural  press,  and  how  largely  would  its  sphere  of  useful- 
ness be  extended,  and  the  interests  of  our  husbandry  be  promoted !  What 
writer,  in  view  of  such  scrutiny  and  possible  exposure,  would  be  willing  to 
advance  a  theory  which  he  could  not  sustain  by  the  unerring  tests  of  science, 
or  which,  within  his  own  personal  knowledge,  had  not  borne  the  test  of 
thorough  practical  experiment  ? 

There  are  other  points  demanding  consideration.  Agricultural  literature 
embraces  within  its  comprehensive  scope,  almost  every  department  of 
human  science.  At  the  head  of  these  stands  chemistry;  then  follow  geolo- 
gy, mineralogy,  botany,  meterology,  &c.  It  is  no  disparagement  to  far- 
mers to  say,  that  few  are  so  conversant  with  these  various  branches  of 
science,  as  to  retain  by  a  single,  or  even  a  number  of  perusals,  the  various 
abstruse,  yet  all  important  topics  usually  touched  upon  in  agricultural  peri- 
odicals. Where  the  numbers  are  carefully  read  and  as  carefully  preserved 
for  future  reference,  the  course  I  am  about  to  suggest  may  not  appear  so 
absolutely  necessary;  and  yet,  even  in  such  cases,  it  cannot  possibly  do 
harm.     The  suggestion  is  this  : — 

In  reading  journals  of  this  character,  notes  of  all  points  of  interest  should 
be  carefully  made  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  appropriately  ar- 
ranged. By  this  means,  the  farmer  would  not  only  familiarize  himself  m*»re 
completely  with  the  subject  he  was  transferring ;  but  if,  subsequently,  he 
desires  information  upon  any  particular  point,  a  reference  to  his  note  book 
enables  him  to  obtain  the  wished  for  information  there,  or  points  him  at  once 
to  the  volume  and  page  where  it  may  be  found.  Notes  of  this  kind  are 
valuable  to  all  readers,  but  especially  to  farmers,  whose  pursuits,  as  a  gen- 
eral thing,  are  of  such  a  character,  as  to  almost  preclude  the  possibility  of 
their  giving  more  than  the  hours  of  the  evening  to  reading.  In  addition  to 
this,  the  field  of  agriculture  is  so  widely  extended,  and  the  subjects  so  varied 
and  intricate,  that  nothing  short  of  Herculean  powers  of  mind  will,  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  a  farmer's  reading,  enable  him  to  retain  them  for  ready 
and  profitable  use.  This,  then,  is  another  of  the  proper  uses  of  agricultural 
periodicals. 

Assuming,  from  what  has  already  been  said  in  this  essay,  that  agricul- 
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taral  periodicals,  as  a  whole,  are  valuable  to  the  caltivators  of  the  soil,  and 
that  they,  in  a  greater  degree  than  any  other  one  agency,  have  contributed 
to  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  husbandry,  the  duty  of  the  farmer 
who  receives  and  reads  them  is  a  very  plain  one.  This  duty  is  to  be  exer- 
cised first,  towards  those  of  his  own  household.  The  evenings  which  in  too 
many  farm  houses  (and  other  houses  too)  are  frequently  passed  in  dull,  un- 
profitable conversation,  or  silent  employment,  should  be  appropriated  to 
reading  aloud  such  portions  of  the  monthly  or  weekly  journal,  as  may  pos- 
sess an  interest  for  those  assembled.  If,  as  is  usually  the  case,  the  laborers 
of  the  farm  are  admitted  to  the  family  circle,  so  much  the  better.  When 
an  article  is  read,  let  there  be  free  comment  upon  it  by  all.  Let  father  and 
mother,  son,  daughter  and  laborer,  too,  be  brought  into  council.  Let  notes 
be  compared,  and  opinions  interchanged  freely,  and  there  will  be  little  risk 
in  asserting  that  the  results  will  be  a  more  intelligent  household  and  a  better 
managed  farm  In  a  word,  the  family  resolves  itself  into  a  hom^i  debating 
society,  from  which  both  pleasure  and  profit  are  certain  to  be  derived. 

The  same  principle  of  conduct  will  apply  to  the  neighbor.  If  I,  who  am 
a  subscriber  to  an  agricultural  periodical,  find  that  I  am  benefitted  by  it, 
there  is  no  good  reason  why  I  should  not  communicate  that  fact  to  my 
neighbor.  If  it  be  asked  what  advantage  I  gain  by  so  doing,  I  reply  none, 
save  the  consciousness  of  having  discharged  a  simple  act  of  duty.  Every 
man  has  influeoce,  and  that  iofiuence,  be  it  much  or  little,  will  tell  upon  his 
family,  and  upon  the  world.  If  he  feels  that  he  has  been  benefitted  by  its  pe- 
rusal, he  should  not  withhold  a  knowledge  of  that  fact  from  his  neighbor, 
who,  perhaps,  stands  in  positive  need  of  the  very  information  which  proved 
so  beneficial  to  himself.  The  duty  is  as  binding  as  it  would  be  to  inform 
him  that  a  herd  of  cattle  had  found  their  way  into  his  wheat  field,  and  were 
doing  damage. 

An  honest  desire  for  the  advancement  of  the  interests  of  husbandry  should 
prompt  every  farmer  to  give  to  agricultural  periodicals  the  widest  possible 
circulation.  By  this,  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  every  farmer  should  become 
an  active  canvassiug  agent  for  them.  Not  so.  It  may  not  be  successfully 
denied  that  the  agricultural  press  has  exercised  a  most  potent  influence  upon 
the  interests  of  husbandry.  While  some  of  them,  it.  is  true,  are  scarcely 
more  than  agricultural  journals  in  name,  there  has  never  one  fallen  under 
my  notice,  which,  if  properly  read,  was  not  worth  five  times  its  trifling  sub- 
scription price,  to  the  farmer.  This  admitted,  what  is  the  course  plainly 
pointed  out  to  the  man  who  sincerely  desires  to  see  the  farmers  of  the  United 
States  assume  that  position  in  point  of  intelligence  and  capability,  to  which 
their  honorable  profession  justly  entitles  them  7  Should  it  not  be  to  spread, 
as  widely  as  possible,  every  means  of  acquiring  useful  information  ?  The 
relations  which  hold  between  man  and  man  are  of  a  mutual  character,  and 
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should  induce  every  well  wisher  of  his  race  to  contribute  his  quota  to  the 
general  fund  of  human  happiness.  If  a  cultivated  and  well  directed  intellect 
is  an  honor  to  its  possessor,  as  well  as  a  source  of  continual  happiness,  how 
is  its  lustre  heightened,  and  how  is  that  happiness  increased,  when  it  is  made 
to  contribute  to  the  comfort  and  prosperity  of  others.  Here,  then,  a  plain 
course  of  duty  is  marked  out ;  and,  were  it  generally  followed,  what  an  incal- 
culable amount  of  benefit  would  be  couferred  upon  our  agricultural  interests. 
Under  the  influence  of  Such  well  meaot  and  sensible  persuasion,  many  men 
who  now  regard  mere  physical  strength  as  the  great  indispensable  to  sae- 
cessful  farming,  and  **  book  farming, ^^  as  they  term  it,  superlative  folly, 
would  be  convinced  of  their  error.  Their  mistaken  views  in  regard  to  the 
legitimate  purposes  of  agricultural  periodicals,  would  be  corrected,  and 
they,  by  reading  and  study,  would  be  taught  to  know  how  much  better  an 
intelligent  head  and  a  strong  hand  work  together,  than  the  same  hand  di- 
rected by  a  head  which  discards  everything  which  comes  in  the  garb  of 
science. 

One  point  more  and  I  have  done.  If  a  periodical  is  worth  subscribing  for,  it 
is  worth  preservation  and  binding.  Agricultural  periodicals  possess  either 
a  special  value  to  the  farmer,  or  they  are  worthless.  A  properly  conduct- 
ed journal  of  this  class  is  to  a  certain  extent  an  encyclopedia — a  book  of 
reference,  and  as  such,  should  be  kept  in  such  form  as  will  enable  the  owner 
to  refer  to  it  at  any  moment.  Hence  the  necessity  for  carefully  preserving 
tie  numbers.  When  they  are  received,  it  should  be  the  special  duty  of 
some  one  to  see  that  the  leaves  (if  they  require  cutting)  are  cut  with  care. 
There  should  be  a  place  for  them,  and  it  should  be  a  fixed  rule  in  the  family 
to  have  them,  when  not  in  use,  in  t?iat  place.  These  may  seem  like  trivial 
points,  but  they  are  really  important  ones.  If  they  are  neglected,  a  very 
large  proportion  of  the  benefits  which  these  journals  are  calculated  to  confer 
upon  their  owners,  are  lost. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  say,  that  though  last  named  in  the  list  of  duties, 
the  one  to  which  I  shall  now  refer,  is  by  no  means  the  least.  Agricultural 
journals  in  the  United  States  are  furnished  at  prices  so  remarkably  low, 
when  compared  with  publications  of  the  same  kind  in  other  countries,  that 
there  should  never  be  a  moment's  hesitation  in  regard  to  paying  for  them  in 
advance.  Want  of  attention  to  this  simple  act  of  duty  entails  difficulties 
upon  the  publisher,  which  the  farmer  seated  by  his  comfortable  fireside  can- 
not appreciate.  And  yet,  if  that  farmer,  laborious  as  his  farm  duties  may 
be,  were  compelled  to  undergo  the  anziety  of  mind,  and  perform  the  same 
worrying  round  of  duties  which  falls  to  the  lot  of  an  editor  and  publisher,  he 
oould  not  read  his  monthly  agricultural  periodical  with  a  clear  conscience, 
unless  he  knew  that  he  had  paid  the  printer.  Many  persons  appear  to  think 
that  it  costs  but  a  trifle  to  publish  a  newspaper.    A  month's  experience 
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would  undeceive  them.  There  is  scarcelj  any  branch  of  business  which 
comes  nearer  to  cash,  than  publishing,  and  for  this  reason,  if  men  desire  to  ■ 
road,  they  should  feel  willing  to  pay  for  it,  and  pay  for  it  in  advance.  By 
doing  this  they  not  only  relieve  their  own  conscience,  but  they  give  to  the 
publisher  the  means  of  preparing  a  better  periodical  for  them,  as  well  as  a 
support  for  himself  and  family. 


AGRICULTURAL  NEWSPAPERS. 

BY  SMANUEL  OETEB,  OF  BRADFOBI)  OOUNTT. 

The  premium  oflPered  by  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  for 
the  best  essay  in  favor  of  agricultural  newspapers,  induces  me  to  offer  some 
suggestions  on  the  subject ;  and  I  promise,  at  the  outset,  that  mine  shall  not 
be  a  general  laudation  of  these  productions,  as  at  present  conducted. 

It  is  perhaps  well  to  observe  that  I  am  a  practical  working  farmer ;  that 
I  make  a  living  for  me  and  mine  by  that  vocation ;  that  I  have  no  expecta- 
tion of  pursuing  any  other ;  that  I  have  served  an  apprenticeship  of  twenty 
years  of  my  manhood  to  this  business ;  and  that  during  most  of  that  time, 
have  been  a  greedy  devourer  of  agricultural  publications. 

I  am  very  far  from  assuming  that  the  varied  interests  of  the  agriculturist 
may  not  be  promoted  by  properly  written  articles;  but  a  subject  in  this  de- 
partment of  human  industry,  can  only  be  successfully  elucidated  by  the  test 
of  thorough  experience ;  and  that  any  number  of  those  engaged  in  pub- 
lishing and  writing  for  the  farmer,  are  thus  prepared  to  instruct,  I  have 
ample  reason  for  doubting. 

It  is  said  that  seven-tenths  of  our  population  is  engaged  in  tilling  the  soil,  so 
that  this  useful,  elevating,  nay,  necessary  employment,  occupies  the  busy  minds 
and  hands  of  two-fifths  more  than  all  others  united ;  and  by  thus  engaging, 
con^rring  peace,  besides  furnishing  bread,  meat  and  capital  for  the  nation. 
The  great  wealth  of  our  cities,  the  prince  merchants,  the  opulent  lawyers 
and  heavy  bankers,  get  most  of  their  riches  from  the  farming  interests ;  and 
whQst  thus  insuring  contentmejit,  building  up  the  nation  in  material  wealth, 
bringing  comforts  and  luxuries  to  the  doors  of  all,  beautifying  the  diversi- 
fied hills,  and  making  our  valleys  run  with  fatness,  no  class  of  our  com- 
munity is  more  imposed  upon  by  mountebanks  and  imposters,  more  gulled 
and  swindled  by  nostrums  and  worthless  trumpery,  than  the  farmer.  What 
I  have  seen  of  this  in  its  various  forms,  leads  me  to  believe  that  one-tenth 
of  ihe  farmer's  earnicgs  is  taken  from  him  by  the  deceptive  schemes  of 
knaves;  and  that  the  agricultural  journals  of  the  present  day  are  doing 
more  to  aid  this  nefarious  work,  than  they  are  doing  to  advice  the  true  in- 
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t6r68ts  of  the  tiller  of  the  soil,  is.  my  firm  cnnviction.  There  are  exceptions 
to  all  general  rules,  and  there  must  be  to  this ;  but  the  wholesale  laudations 
of  worthless  farming  implements,  concentrated  (det^table  misnomer)  fer- 
tilizers, horse-doses  and  cattle-powders,  in  which  these  papers  abound,  makes 
them  ti  '^  instrument^  of  fraud  to  those  th^y  profess  to  serve. 

It  may  be  said  in  extenuation,  that  advertising  is  a  legitimate  part  of  ths 
newspaper  business ;  and  that  to  hold  an  editor,  or  publisher  of  an  agricultu- 
al  journal  responsible  for  all  that  appears  under  the  advertisiug  head,  would 
be  a])p1ying  a  rule  to  him  that  would  not  be  tolerated  in  other  secular  news- 
papers, and  that  would  result  in  suppressing  most,  if  not  all  the  farm  jour- 
nals in  the  country.  Besides,  the  impossibility  for  a  conductor  of  a  journal 
to  distinguish,  at  all  times,  between  a  meritorious  and  an  unworthy  article, 
in  behalf  of  which  an  advertisement  may  be  oflfered. 

In  reply  to  this,  it  must  be  said,  that  if  agricultural  journals  cannot  be 
sustained  without  advertising  frauds  upon  the  public,  we  are  better  without 
them.  Nor  is  it  any  justification  for  them  to  say,  that  their  publishers  can- 
not determine  the  character  of  the  articles  advertised.  Their  inability  to 
do  this,  proves  them  unfit  for  the  task  they  have  undertaken;  and  under 
this  plea  of  ignorance,  on  this  score,  every  villianous  deception  may  be 
excused.  In  addition,  what  is  there  to  hinder  these  publishers  from  cau- 
tioning the  public  in  all  cases  where  they  are  not  fully  informed  of  the  na- 
ture of  the  article  advertised  ?  Nothing  but  the  price  of  the  advertisement, 
and  this  is  the  excuse  that  is  offered  for  humbugging  the  farmer,  upon  whom 
they  rely  for  support.  We  have  a  number  of  well-supported  religions 
newspapers  in  the  country,  whose  editors,  as  a  general  rule,  discard  all 
improper  advertisements ;  and  they  are  well  supported,  chiefly  for  the  rea- 
son that  their  columns  are  jealously  guarded.  Why  cannot  agricultural 
journals  be  conducted  in  the  same  way  ?  And  I  aver  here,  that  any  paper 
possessing  the  essentials  of  a  farm  journal,  whose  conductor  is  skilled  in  the 
details  of  farm  operations,  and  who  is  sincerely  devoted  to  the  advancement 
of  this  interest,  cannot  fail  of  success,  if  otherwise  properly  managed ;  and 
further,  I  aver  that  judicious  agriculturists  have  lost,  and  are  continuing  to 
lose,  interest  in  the  publications  pretending  to  be  devoted  to  their  calling, 
solely  because  they  cease  not  only  to  be  serviceable,  but  for  the  reason  that 
they  are,  in  too  many  instances,  shameless  cheats. 

In  the  publication  of  farm  journals,  there  seems  to  be  an  attempt  to  imi- 
tate the  trashy  monthlies,  which  so  abound,  and  so  disgrace  our  day  and 
nation.  In  these,  unnatural  life-fine  ladies,  fine  dresses,  fine  parlors  are 
even  presented,  instilling  false  ideas  of  our  being,  and  unfiting  the  young 
for  the  real  duties  of  life.  We  see  nothing  in  them  giving  poor  people  les- 
sons in  economy — giving  them  instructions  in  the  various  departments  of 
useful  employment,  teaching  them  how  to  work,  and  where  to  find  bread,

jet  UioiiBands  suffer  from  want  of  knowing  many  thinge  these  periodioala 

should  tell  them.     So  with  the  agricultural  journals.     Their  editors  do  not 

seem  to  know  that  there  are  any  but  rich  farmers,  such  as  live  in  fine 

houses,  with  fine  lawns  surrounding  them,  where  foreign  plants,  shrubs  and 

statuary  abound;  and  who  have  large  and  costly  bams,  well  filled  with  im* 

ported  horses  and  cattle.     These  things  are  all  well  in  their  way,  but  th^ 

men  who  have  them  have  long  purses,  and  farming  is  their  amusement.     It 

is  admitted  that  this  class  do  great  good  in  their  efforts  to  improve  the  farm 

stock  of  the  country ;  but  to  call  such  men  farmers,  to  recognize  none  other, 

and  hold  up  for  imitation  their  modes  of  operation,  is  sheer  mockery. 

Kinety-nine  out  of  every  hundred  men  engaged  in  the  business  of  farming, 

follow  it  for  a  livelihood  and  for  profit.     These  have  no  sympathy,  nothing, 

indeed,  in  common  with  the  fancy  farmer  who  follows  it  as  a  diversion;  and 

the  latter  is  as  far  from  representing,  as  he  is  from  personating,  the  true 

farmer.     Yet  his  doings  are  about  all  we  hear  of  farming  operations.     Thm 

traveling  agents  of  our  farm  journals,  and  the  editors  when  they  venture 

away  from  the  sanctum,  see  no  small  farmers,  no  poor  men  engaged  in  till*- 

iog  the  soil ;  those  who  clear  the  few  acres  they  are  barely  able  to  pay  for, 

wh '  work  and  plow  to  support  wife  and  children,  none  of  their  homely 

doings,  and  wise  management,  is  extolled.     It  is  only  the  princely  farmer, 

with  his  superb  surroundings,  who  is  visited  and  gets  the  compliments  of 

these  men  who  claim  that  they  are  striving  to  build  up  the  agriculturist* 

Yet  the  heroic  and  patient  man,  who  makes  a  farm  out  of  the  rugged  forests 

of  l^cnnsylvania,  with  nothing  but  his  good  will  and  stalwart  hands,  is  a 

thousand  times  more  deserving  of  compliments,  meriting  even  the  nation's 

gratitude ;  still  because  the  stumps  stand  in  his  fields,  the  stones  are  un- 

gathered,  the  fences  are  not  perfectly  straight,  his  fields  are  undrained,  the 

muck  is  not  carted  into  the  barn-yard,  and  the  hundred  other  things  which 

cannot  well  be  done  by  a  poor  man  on  a  new  farm,  he  is  censured,  and  even 

abused  for  not  doing,  by  the  liberal  and  welUinformed  agricultural  writers. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  hard-fisted  working  farmer  is  unwilling  to  hear 

about  "book-farming,"  and  dislikes  writing  farmers? 

A  Mr.  Mapes,  of  New  York,  is  publishing  a  farm  journal  under  the  title 
of  "The  Working  Farmer;"  quite  an  attractive  name;  and  he  is  manufe^- 
turing  a  manure  which  he  sells  at  high  prices.  In  consequence  of  great 
laudations,  published  in  his  Working  Farmer,  about  the  wonderful  effects 
produced  by  this  manure,  even  on  worn-out  soil,  Mr.  M«  has  become  quite 
wealthy  by  the  sale  of  his  "phosphate,"  which,  I  believe,  is  the  name  he 
applies  to  his  fertilizer.  Now,  all  who  have  a  thought  on  the  subject,  know 
that  the  sole  object  in  publishing  "  The  Working  Farmer,"  is  to  advertise  Mr. 
Mapes's  phosphate.  Yet,  with  such  a  motive  for  its  origin  and  its  continu- 
ance, this  farmers'  journal,  as  it  claims  to  be,  looms  up  high  as  a  pretended 
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guide  to  us  stapid  fttrmera.  Mr.  MapeB's  phosphate  may  be  a  good  thing 
in  some  places,  and  tinder  some  eircumstances;  bat  that  it  is  in  all,  or  in  a 
moiety,  I  deny.  Still,  it  is  sold  to  all  alike,  and  Mr.  Mapes  cannot  tell 
where  it  will  help  a  crop,  or  where  it  will  not,  nntil  he  hears  from  it,  after 
trial ;  and  he  bears  pretty  often  that  it  failed,  but  we  hear  no  account  of 
tliis.  8ome  years  ago,  a  glowing  account  was  published  in  **The  Working 
Parmer,''  of  a  monstrous  crop  of  cabbage  that  was  raised  on  a  worn-out 
piece  of  sandy  land,  by  the  application  of  Mr.  Mapes's  concentrated  ma- 
nure. The  account  may  have  been  true ;  but  whether  so,  or  not,  it  led  to 
an  enormous  and  an  indiscriminate  sale  of  the  manure,  not  one  in  fire  realising 
any  good  therefrom.  And,  what  I  have  to  say  in  regard  to  this  is,  that  if  a 
shovel  full  of  good  sub- soil  clay  had  been  placed  into  each  cabbage  hiH, 
well  mixed  with  a  shovel- full  of  the  worn-out  sandy  soil,  the  plant  then  set 
into  it,  and  afterwards  well  cultivated,  the  crop  would  have  been  as  good, 
and  the  land  permanently  benefitted  besides ;  but  it  would  not  have  yielded 
Mr.  Mapes  so  much  money,  nor  would  it  have  led  to  defrauding  hundreds 
out  of  dollars  they  could  not  well  spare.  I  give  this  instance  to  show  that 
even  practical  men  are  often  led  astray  by  vaunting  advertisements,  and 
that,  therefore,  it  is  wrong  to  publish  them,  without  thorough  tests  of  soil, 
climate,  A;c. 

Two  or  three  years  since,  some  farmer  near  Philadelphia  published  a 
statement  of  an  extraordinary  yield  from  a  farm  of  fifty  acres.  The  kind 
of  crops,  the  yield  of  each  field,  the  price  obtained  for  the  products,  and  the 
manner  of  cultivating,  were  all  given.  This  account  found  its  way  into  one 
of  the  journals  of  New  York.  A  near  neighbor  of  mine  made  some  stric- 
tures on  the  statement,  practically  analyzing  it,  by  which  it  was  made  to 
appear  more  like  a  fiction  than  a  reality.  This  was  sent  to  the  journal  that 
had  copied  the  statement,  but  the  editors  refused  to  admit  it  into  the  paper^ 
accompanying  the  refusal  with  the  remark,  that  they  believed  the  account, 
and  that  the  man  who  did  not,  was  far  fVom  being  smart.  In  the  face  of 
this,  I  give  it  as  my  opinion,  that  not  one  practical  farmer  in  any  five  will 
credit  the  statement.  This  circumstance  is  noticed  here  for  the  purpose  of 
showing  the  light  in  which  the  real  agriculturist— the  toiling  tiller  of  the 
Boil — 18  held  by  the  farming  newspapers.  A  truthfhl  account  of  the  pro- 
ducts of  a  farm  finds  no  favor  with  them.  It  is  only  the  marvelous  of  the 
fancy  farmer  that  they  can  take  notice  of 

Some  years  ago  I  thought  I  had  made  an  important  discovery  in  the  cul- 
tivation of  wheat.  The  first,  the  second,  and  even  the  third  experiment, 
was  successftil.  I  thought  I  saw  in  it  a  full  exemplification  of  the  benefits 
resulting  from  following,  in  the  raising  of  wheat,  one  of  the  plain  laws  regu- 
lating the  vegetable  kingdom ;  and  I  had  prepared  an  elaborate  essay  detaO- 
ing  my  supposed  discovery,  the  conformity  of  this  with  one  of  the  plants 
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own  natural  laws,  and  for  this  reason  the  superiority  of  this  method,  over 
all  others,  for  the  cultivation  of  wheat.  This  was  not  published,  and  mean- 
time another  experiment  was  made,  but  with  a  very  different  result,  it  being 
an  entire  failure.  The  next  resulted  similarly,  and  there  ended  my  dis- 
covery. No  one  was  made  any  the  worse  from  my  experiments,  by  pom- 
pous publications ;  and  I  had  another  lesson  in  the  necessity  of  a  thorough 
acquaintance  with  practical  farming,  in  order  to  enable  a  man  to  write  or 
talk  profitably  on  the  subject.  And  herein  it  is,  that  most  writers  on  agri- 
eultural  subjects  commit  blunders.  Results  of  single  experiments  often  fdr- 
nish  themes  for  long  and  windy  articles.  Yet  one  or  two  experiments  are 
often  worth  but  little  in  any  kind  of  crop.  For  a  different  season  frequently 
makes  a  different  result,  in  the  same  soil,  all  else  being  equal;  and  how  can 
such  experiments  be  worth  anything  when  soil  and  climate  are  essentially 
different  ? 

Shortly  after  commencing  the  business  of  farming,  I  induced  some  of  my 
neighbors  to  subscribe  for  an  agricultural  journal.  At  the  end  of  the  first 
year  two  only  would  renew  their  subscriptions,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
second  none  would  renew,  so  that  for  years  no  paper,  claiming  to  be  a  far- 
mer's  journal,  has  been  taken  for  miles  around  me.  The  reason  assigned 
for  this  is,  that  the  products  of  fancy  farming  and  nostrum  advertisements 
is  all  that  appears  in  these  publications. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as  taking  sides  against  agricultural  wri- 
tings. This  would  be  against  the  light  of  the  age,  and  opposed  to  reason  itself. 
But  I  do  contend^  that  to  be  serviceable  to  the  farmer,  this  writing  must  be  ' 
done  by  persons  who  have  a  thorough  knowledge,,  and  a  deep  interest  in  the 
subject.  Not  such  an  interest  as  the  success  of  a  periodical,  or  dollars  and 
cents  will  beget,  but  such  an  one  as  a  true  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the 
subject  to  the  well  being  of  the  Nation  creates.  The  prejudice  against  book 
farming,  among  working  farmers,  is  deepening  ratherthan  abating,  and  solely 
because  of  the  deceptive  character  of  most  of  the  agricultural  writings  of  the 
day.  Those  having  a  concern  for  this  subject,  must  look  to  it,  that  there  is 
an  Improvement  in  this  matter,  and  I  beg  that  your  committee  will  take  the 
initiatory  step  in  the  right  direction

Tbo  pUT«nite  of  man,  from  the  cradle  to  thtj  grare,  all  haire  mfereoce  Ui 
bla  temporal  comfort  %nd  bapptaoss,  aor  neerl  he  ofUm  b^  dieappoioted  m  him 
object,  if  hofiCBtj  and  frugal  iDdustry  be  united  in  bis  endeavor.  But  iliem 
'a  a  choice  in  tbuee  pursuits,  and  it  beconiea  jouug  men,  jugt  entering  Ufu, 
to  gi^e  earnest  attentiun  to  tlio  buj^ioe^g  of  chooi^ingr  so  that  no  time  %hM\ 
be  lost  10  the  start  of  the  great  race  of  life, 

Congenialitj  ib  of  the  greateat  importance,  and  it  ia  mucb  to  bo  regreUed 
that  fal8e  ideas  of  respectabijitj  attach  to  anj  pursuit,  especially  to  thai  of 
the  noble  calling  of  the  farmer.  From  Ibe  earliest  timea^  this  calling  was 
jnatlj  looked  upon  bj  right- minded  mtiu  a^  the  noble&t  and  moat  ennobHiig 
of  the  thousand  pursuits  of  man.  The  occupation  of  the  farmer  m  nabld 
becauae  it  ia  digaiSed  and  independent  to  a  greater  degree  than  any  othur* 
«nd  ennobling  because  it  brings  the  man  in  its  pursuit  in  daily  contaet 
with  the  great  book  of  nature,  whose  pages  are  ever  open,  &ad  so  iLdmlm- 
biy  arranged  by  its  great  antbor  as  to  be  ever  new  and  ever  a  pleasul 
study.  Whether  this  puri^uit  has  been  followed  from  choice  or  n^ceaBltf* 
its  reapectability,  its  dignity  and  ita  independence  hare  been  fully  endoried 
and  established  In  n.\\  ages,  from  the  foundation  of  the  world  to  the  preseni 
time,  by  the  fact  tbat  it  has  e^er  beeOp  so  to  t^peak,  the  harbor  in  which  tlic 
thousands  who  labor  hard  during  the  greater  portiona  of  their  liFts  in  otii^r 
callings,  seek  retirement  and  repose.  This  ibt  the  home,  the  goal  at  whieli 
they  finally  hope  to  arrive. 

Father  Adam,  who  toiled  from  necessity,  reapt,  and  no  doubt  enjoyed,  ia 
tba  way  most  satisfactory  to  himaelf^  tbe  fruits  of  bis  own  industiy,  while 
gentlemen  of  a  less  ancient  date,  ever  BLnce,  have  emulated  each  oliivr  ill 
the  raising  of  large  pumpkins  and  squaebea  Well,  gentJcmeu,  tb#re  ia  » 
charm  about  this  same  pursuit  of  the  farmer,  a  charm,  tbank  Qcaveaj  of 
which  it  cannot  be  di rested,  one  which  clings  t^  it^  and  will,  J  trust,  ever 
cling  to  it  But  I  was  going  to  make  some  observations  on  one  of  the  meauft 
which  has  been  employed  to  assist  the  cultivator  of  the  soil  in  his  praise- 
worthy business.     I  refer  to  agricultural  periodical's^ — tbeir  use. 


l^oTE.^The  writer  of  this  essay  thinka  it  would  not  be  just  to  mafee  a 
difference  between  the  various  issues  of  agricultural  papers.  It  seems  prv* 
per  to  class  tbem  all,  whether  yearly,  monthly  or  weekly,  as  ''periodical,'* 
as  they  issue  at  stated,  regular  periods.  In  this  view  be  is  sustained  hj 
Webster. 
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I  regard  the  agricultural  periodical  press  as  a  great  engine  to  throw  light  on 
%  great  science.  Noah  Webster's  most  direct  definition  of  farming,  is  the 
business  of  cultivating  the  soil.  Now,  I  view  this  business  of  cultivating  the 
soil  to  be  a  great  science,  and  although  many  centuries  have  been  spent  in 
its  improvement,  but  little,  I  believe,  has  been  learned,  compared  with  that 
which  will  be  brought  to  the  light  of  ages  yet  unborn. 

Immense  achievements  have  been  won  in  Philosophy,  ^Chemistry,  Miner- 
ologj*  Geology,  Astronomy  and  the  kindred  sciences,  while  the  science  of 
the  cultivation  of  the  soil  is  comparatively  obscure ;  but,  gentlemen,  what 
would  have  been  the  condition  of  agriculture  at  this  moment,  had  we,  with 
the  whole  world,  been  entirely  deprived  the  assistance  of  the  powerful 
right  arm  of  the  Agricultural  Periodical  Press  ?  Let  all  who  feel  interested, 
as  I  feel  interested,  in  this  subject,  reflect  maturely  upon  the  question.  Why 
I  believe  our  progress  would  have  been  something  like  that  of  the  boy  who 
attempting  to  walk  up  hill  on  an  icy  surface,  takes  one  step  forward  but 
foils  two  steps  in  the  r^ar,  and  instead  of  now  having  our  beautiful  and 
efficient  American  farming  tools  and  machinery,  we  should  probably  be 
using  those  but  little  superior  to  the  plow  of  the  Moor  and  Bast  Indian, 
consisting  of  a  crooked  stick,  sharpened  suflBciently  to  cause  it  to  scarify 
the  soil,  so  as  to  render  it  fit  to  produce  a  scanty  growth  of  vegetation. 

It  is  true  that  the  inventive  genius  of  the  age  has  done,  and  is  doing, 
much  to  improve  our  agriculture,  but  without  the  agricultural  press,  we 
should  be  like  a  mariner  at  sea  without  his  compass.  It  enables  the  suc- 
cessful and  generous  minded  farmer  to  spread  before  a  world  many  use- 
ful thoughts  and  improvements,  which  otherwise  would  remain  unknown, 
without  the  power  to  aid,  to  assist  or  bless  our  common  brotherhood. 

It  was  said  by  an  old  philosopher,  that  with  a  place  to  rest  his  lever  upon, 
he  could  move  the  world.  His  vast  idea  has  been  realized  to  a  considera- 
ble extent,  by  the  introduction  of  agricultural  journals;  they,  like  the  lever, 
move  the  world,  at  least  so  far  as  the  lights  of  civilization  extend — they, 
like  the  great  arteries  of  animal  life,  supply  the  currents  which  keep  the  ag- 
ricultural world  in  motion.  Established  and  controlled,  with  few  excep- 
tions, by  men  of  liberal  views  and  generous  hearts,  they  could  not  but  ex- 
ert a  beneficial  influence  upon  the  great  agricultural  interests  of  the  world. 
The  conductors,  as  a  class,  are  well  and  truly  qualified  to  occupy  their 
posts  as  teachers  and  monitors  of  their  humbler  brethren,  men  whose  natural 
and  acquired  proclivities  lead  them  into  and  along  the  path  of  agricultural 
science,  and  who  love  their  calling  for  its  own  sake,  as  well  as  for  the  sakes 
of  those  they  are  thus  enabled  to  take  by  the  hand  and  assist  in  their  more 
humble  endeavors.  Like  the  true  man,  they  love  honesty,  because  it  is 
based  on  virtue,  and  not  because,  according  to  the  old  saying,  it  is  the  best 
policy.     Under  the  guardianship  of  such  men,  it  cannot  be  thought  wonder- 
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ful  t bat  some  eoit^iderable  adTaocement  baa  been  made  in  the  faimer^a  sd^ficr 

With  m  the  last  quarter  of  a  eentu  ry.  In ventiou  itself  ba^  been  heal  tbi  1  j  stim* 
dialed  by  the  easy  accese  to  tbe  means  of  making  itself  kaown,  while  &ltB06l 
erery  branch  of  oqf  counLry'is  indoBtry  owes  much  of  its  Bticcesa  lo  Ibie^ 
ever  uafailipg  source  of  help. 

Neither  the  farmer,  the  orchard isst,  the  stock  raiser  or  niechanic,  thongk 
h«3  poaseaa  but  a  moderate  share  of  o:£periencef  need  go  astray,  who  cod- 
suits  our  "  vade  mecnm,'^  our  *'  oracle''  of  agricultural  science  ;.  for  in  it  he 
win  find  fairly  and  plainly  written  out  all  the  aids  and  comfort,  which  the 
wise  in  onr  8cieoce  for  ages  have,  by  untiring  experiment  and  ifesearch, 
brought  to  li^ht 

The  improvement  and  multiplication  of  frnits,  implemeats  and  useful  pro- 
ducts, calculated  to  eohanee  the  eomforlB  and  happiness  of  our  racfi,  fxmj^  I 
think  in  all  fairnesi^,  be  mainly  attributed  to  the  influence  of  onr  ever  ready 
medium,  agricultural  periodicals.  Th£*se  beuefidal  reBults^  it  may  easily  be 
aeen,  do  not  alone  advance  the  phytic ai  condition  of  a  people,  hut  the  great 
iuterests  of  society  are  also  siihaervisd  in  thL*  moral,  aocial  and  intellectual 
advancement  of  its  members, 

A  truthful  illustration  of  the  diffe fence  in  farm  raanagemeut,  is  given  in 
the  Annual  Kegister  of  Rural  Affairs,  edited  by  J.  J.  Thomas,  in  1859. 

Two  farmers,  iStjuire  Slipshod  and  Farmer  Thrifty,  are  supposed  to  have 
arrived  at  the  age  of  Ofty  years  ;  with  equal  labor,  very  different  resulta 
are  shown.  The  Squire  haB  been  unlucky,  while  Farmer  Thrifty  bas  siic^ 
ceeded  as  well  as  any  farmer  could  wish  to  do.  The^e  farmers  stnrted  in  life 
with  equal  advaotages ;  the  Squire,  by  bad  management,  has  wasted  his 
fine  patrimony  of  one  hundred  acres  of  excolletit  laud,  and  become  insolvent, 
while  Farmer  Thrifty  has  iacreaacd  his  one  hundred  acres  to  eight  hundred^ 
aa  '^  his  crops  are  good  with  scarcely  an  eseeption,  his  fences  impregaable^ 
hi&  fields  without  a  weedj  his  farm  building  and  yards  models  of  neatness^ 
his  cattle  and  sheep  richly  marked  with  improved  blood,  in  fine  condition^ 
and  eagerly  sought  in  market  at  hig^h  prices}  his  fruit  trees  bending  under 
their  rich  loads^  and  his  dwelling  and  door  yard  a  gem  of  rural  beauty.'' 

Squire  Slipshod 's  barn  was  originally  the  best  in  the  neigh l>orhood,  but 
boards  Hind  shingles  have  become  detached,  and  he  has  adopted  a  ^heafi 
fastening  to  hitj  barn  doors  and  gates^  consisting  of  the  primitive  article 
kno^VB  as  '*withes/^  His  barn,  owing  to  its  dilapidated  condition,  famishea 
but  a  poor  shelter  for  his  stock,  including  his  horses,  which  may  be  seetL 
standing  in  the  snow  near  by,  and  testifying,  by  their  drooping  and  lean  ap* 
pearance,  to  the  ill  lock  of  their  master.  The  Squire,  especially,  wonders 
why  Fanner  Thrifty^  barn  and  fence  "keep  in  such  good  order/^  The 
Squire^s  mode  of  wintering  his  too  is  and  implements  is  very  simple  and 
•asy^  und  consists  in  letting  them  remain  in  the  held  or  yard.     The  Squire 'a 
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yooBg  orchard  is  also  shown.  Specimens  of  the  scraggy  and  stanted 
trees  leaning  to  all  points  of  the  compass,  beside  the  straight,  beaatifal  and 
healthy  ones  of  Farmer  Thrifty,  show  a  marked  contrast,  as  do  also  the 
fruits  produced  on  them.  The  diJQference  to  be  seen  in  the  appearance  of 
the  farms,  buildings,  orchards  and  crops  of  these  two  farmers,  is  very  pro- 
perly attributed  to  the  difference  in  management. 

Now,  I  would  ask,  if,  in  order  to  Insure  success  in  farming  certain,  it  is 
not  absolutely  necessary  that  the  farmer  should  be  booked  up  as  much  so 
«8  it  is  that  the  mechanic  or  professional  man  should  be  booked  up  f  No 
one  will  be  foolhardy  enough  to  deny  this.  He  must  understand  and  know 
what  he  is  about.  In  a  word,  he  must  be  educated,  otherwise  he  will  find 
himself,  at  fifty  years,  in  the  condition  of  Squire  Slipshod.  He  must  not 
only  speed  the  plow  diligently,  but  understandingly,  in  order  to  achieve  a 
success.  No  splintered  oar  will  serve  to  paddle  his  canoe  on  to  fort  une. 
He  will  find  that  in  accordance  with  a  law  of  nature,  the  seeds  of  noxious 
weeds  germinate  equally  well  with  those  of  the  grain  and  fruits  which  de- 
light the  heart  of  the  husbandman.  If  he  trusts  to  chance,  he  will  fidd  the 
chances  against  him ;  and  if  he  trust  to  the  old-time  traditions,  planting  by 
the  signs,  Ac,  he  will  find  that  their  devious  paths  lead  only  to  disappoint- 
ment. He  may  start  in  the  morning  of  his  farmer's  life  fresh  and  vigorous, 
4uid  animated  with  hope ;  but  like  the  son  of  Abensina,  he  will  be  under 
the  necessity  of  undergoing  the  tortures  of  uncertainty  and  final  failure. 

Agricultural  schools  in  every  county  of  every  State  of  our  Republic, 
would  undoubtedly  do  much  to  advance  the  interests  of  agriculture  ;  but 
after  all,  when  we  shall  see  an  approximation  to  this  desired  end  attained, 
we  shall  yet,  in  the  humble  opinion  of  the  writer,  find  that  the  masses  of 
our  countrymen,  who  follow  the  plow  and  guide  the  reaper,  will  look  mainly 
to  agricultural  periodicals  for  that  education  which  shall  ensure  success. 
The  jottings  of  Poor  Richard,  for  all  time,  possess  a  higher  value  than 
golden  eagles,  while  the  Country  (Gentleman  and  its  co-operators  seem  bet- 
ter Adapted  to  the  wants  of  cultivators  of  the  present  day.

by  their  attractive  contributions  to  its  annual  exhibitions.  The  display  in

THI  HUSKING  MATOH. 

The  Committee  on  the  Husking  Match  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report  of  the  performances  in  this  department  of  the  exhibition  : — 

At  11  o'clock  on  Saturday  morning — the  day  and  hour  set  apart  in  the 
programme  for  this  interesting  ''trial  of  speed," — five  gentlemen  of  color,  to 
wit; — Abraham  Jackson,  Isaac  Winters,  Wm.  Freeman,  Samuel  Miller, 
and  James  Smith,  appeared  in  th^  ring,  as  contestants  for  the  honors  and 
emoluments  to  be  awarded  on  this  occasion.  The  preliminaries  having 
been  duly  arranged,  and  each  man  standing  by  his  shock,  the  word  ''go" 
was  given,  and  the  fiery  contestants  commenced  makii^  the  corn  fly  "pret- 
ty considerably." 

It  was  soon  apparent  that  Miller  was  "getting  through"  bis  shock  faster 
than  his  competitors — but  the  strips  of  husks  left  on  a  number  of  his  ears 
jhowed  a  want  of  either  skill  or  care  on  his  part,  and  also  verified  the  old 
liroverb  of  the  tailor  who  was  stitching  with  too  long  a  thread,  that  "the 
jnore  haste  the  worse  speed."  Miller  finished  his  shock  in  7  minutes,  15 
•econds — but  in  counting  his  ears  and  overhauling  his  fodder,  8  ears  were 
Jound  unhusked.  This  delinquency  "ruled  him  out,"  as  to  time,  and  placed 
Um  bejond  the  pale  of  XM)mpetiJtion. 
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The  next  man  out  was  Abraham  Jackson — his  time  8  minutes  preciserf. 
His  com  was  hnsked  clean,  his  fodder  left  in  good  condition — and  his  whole 
performance  fairly  entitles  him  to  the  complimentary  appellation  of  a  neat, 
quick  and  accomplished  husker.  We  accordingly  award  him  the  first  pre- 
mium of  $2'. 

The  next  in  time  was  Isaac  Winters,  who  performed  his  work  in  8  min- 
utes and  5  seconds.  Isaac  proved  himself  to  be  a  quick  and  elean  busker, 
making  a  very  creditable  performance — he  therefore  takes  the  second  pre- 
mium of  $1. 

The  third  premium  we  award  to  Wm.  Freeman.  His  time  was  9  minuter 
31  seconds,  and  his  work  *'fair  to  middling,"  as  the  market  reporters  would 
term  it. 

The  other  contestant,  Jas.  Smith,  finished  a  few  seconds  after  Freeman^ 
and  performed  his  work  in  about  the  same  style. 

The  number  of  ears  in  each  shock  was  108.  Jackson  husked  them  all, 
clear  and  clean,  in  8  minutes — ^taking  less  than  4^  seconds  to  each  ear. — 
The  committee  consider  this  pretty  quick  work,  and  might  venture  to  call 
Jackson  a  ''full  hand"  at  the  business.

BEST  CULTIVATED  FARM. 

The  Committee  on  Farms  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report : 

About  the  middle  of  June  last,  the  visiting:  committee  were  notified  by 
the  secretary  of  the  society,  that  five  farms  had  been  entered  for  examina- 
tion, to  wit :  John  James's,  East  Bradford  ;  Nathan  Garrett's,  Willistown; 
Thos.  W.  Jones's,  Pennsbary ;  J.  W.  Thome's,  Sadsbury,  and  B.  Pritch- 
ett's,  West-town. 

And  upon  the  morning  of  June  25,  the  committee  commenced  their 
labors,  and  proceeded  first  to  the  farm  of  John  James. 

This  farm,  situated  near  the  Brandy  wine,  contains  one  hundred  and 
thirty-four  acres,  eight  of  which  are  woodland,  the  balance  under  cultiva- 
tion. In  common  with  our  best  Brandywine  land,  this  farm  is  beautifully 
diversified  by  meadow  and  rolling  land,  affording  the  finest  pasturage  for 
grazing  and  dairy  purposes  to  be  found  in  the  world.  This  well-known 
characteristic  of  our  Brandywine  hills  was  very  apparent  to  the  committee 
on  this  occasion,  as  we  found  Mr.  James's  cattle  luxuriating  in  as  fine  growth 
of  green  grass  and  white  clover  as  the  most  epicurean  Devon  or  Durham 
could  desire. 

At  present,  Mr.  James's  farm  is  under  cultivation  as  follows  :  About  forty- 
five  acres,  including  twenty  of  meadow,  in  pasture ;  twenty-five  acres  in 
mowing  grass  ;  ten  acres  in  corn  and  oats,  each  ;  and  nine  acres  in  wheat 
The  growing  crops  all  looked  well.  The  wheat  was  unusually  fine  and 
promising,  except  about  two  acres  which  had  been  sown  one  week  later 
than  the  remainder,  and  which  had  suffered  severely  from  the  Hessian  fly. 
This  afforded  a  striking  instance,  apparently,  of  the  advantages  of  early 
seeding  as  a  protection  agdinst  the  fly.    Here  was  a  field  containing  btn 
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nine  acres,  the  qnalitj  of  the  soil  the  same  in  all  parts  of  it,  manared 
equally  alike  all  over,  and  sown  with  the  same  qaalitj  of  wheat ;  and  yet 
the  two  later  sown  acres  are  so  much  injured  by  the  fly  as  to  indicate  less 
than  half  an  average  yield,  while  the  remainder  promised  a  crop  of  not  less 
than  thirty  bushels  to  the  acre. 

The  season  being  cold  and  bcuskward,  the  com  crop  sympathized  with  it 
to  some  extent.  Mr.  James  had  used  the  ^'Dickey  cornplauter"  in  putting 
in  his  crop,  and  to  a  very  great  advantage.  The  field  was  on  a  hill  side, 
and  very  steep  in  parts  of  it,  and  though  violent  and  heavy  rain-storms  had 
prevailed  since  planting  the  corn,  very  little  had  been  washed  up,  and  no 
gullies  worn  even  in  the  steepest  places.  If  planting  with  the  drill  pre- 
vents hilly  lands  i¥om  being  washed  and  worn  into  gullies,  and  such  is  the 
theory  of  those  who  use  the  iuplement,  the  corn-drill  has  not  yet  been  ap- 
preciated by  farmers  as  it  deserves. 

The  fences,  though  some  of  them  apparently  very  old,  were  generally  in 
repair — ^no  noxious  weeds  growing  in  the  corners.  Some  years  since  the 
farm  had  been  partially  fenced  with  thorn-hedges,  which  are  now  in  rather 
a  dilapidated  condition,  evidently  not  considered  worth  the  trouble  of  keep- 
ing up  by  re-planting  the  gaps.  These  decaying  hedges  give  the  premises 
somewhat  of  a  neglected  appearance,  and  are  in  wide  contrast  with  the  pre- 
vailing order  and  neatness  so  apparent  in  the  general  management  and  cul- 
tivation of  the  farm. 

The  fields  are  well  proportioned  to  the  size  of  the  farm,  and  free  from 
noxious  weeds  of  any  kind.  A  fine  stream  of  water  passes  through  the 
middle  of  the  farm,  which,  with  natural  springs  on  other  portions  of  it, 
affords  water  for  the  stock  in  every  field. 

Upon  visiting  the  barn  we  found  it  large,  old-fashioned  and  quite  conve- 
nient, no  doubt,  for  the  age  in  which  it  was  planned.  Twenty-five  head  of 
cattle,  besides  horses  and  sheep,  can  be  comfortably  stabled  here.  Mr. 
James  usually  winters  thrirty  head  of  cattle,  five  horses  and  forty  sheep. 
He  keeps  a  dairy  of  fifteen  cows,  is  a  regular  attendant  in  both  the  Wert 
Chester  and  Philadelphia  markets. 

We  noticed  among  his  implements  the  mowing  machine,  the  drill,  the 
hay-drag,  &c.,  &c.,  all  indicating  that  he  was  among  the  ''progressive^' 
farmers  of  our  country,  and  believed  essentially  in  the  policy  of  substitutin|^ 
brain  for  muscle  in  every  department  of  the  farm. 

After  partaking  of  Mr.  James's  hospitality,  in  the  shape  of  a  good,  sub- 
stantial dinner,  the  committee  proceeded  to  the 

FARM  or  THOMAS  W.   JOMIS. 

This  &rm,  containing  one  hundred  and  ten  acres  of  cleared  and  twelw 
fter^  of  wood  land,  is  in  Pemi^bury  toira^hip,  ^bout  one  mile  soatb-weit 
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from  Brinton's  mill,  on  the  Brandywine,  and  partakes  of  the  strong  soil 
and  endulating  face  of  country  bordering  upon  this  stream. 

Mr.  Jones,  we  noticed,  is  stocking  and  cropping  his  farm  very  moderately, 
keeping  bat  fifteen  head  of  cattle  and  three  horses,  and  cultivating  but  six 
acres  of  wheat  and  oats  each,  eight  acres  of  corn  and  twenty  acres  of  mow- 
ing grass.  He  has  occupied  the  farm  but  four  years,  and,  as  it  had  previ- 
ously been  worked  pretty  severely,  he  is  directing  his  efforts  to  bring  the 
aoil  into  full  heart  again,  and  to  make  it  improve  itself  from  its  own  re- 
sources. 

His  fences  were  found  in  most  excellent  condition.  The  pasture  fields 
looked  well,  making  a  good  show  of  green  grass  and  white  clover,  and  were 
free  from  noxious  weeds  or  rubbish  of  any  kind.  The  farm  is  well  watered 
by  springs  and  ruDuing  streams  in  every  field  but  one.  The  crops  of  grass, 
wheat  and  com  were  all  good ;  the  oats  crop  was  unusually  promising — 
having  been  drilled  in,  evidently  to  good  effect,  at  the  rate  of  only  one 
basbel  and  three  pecks  of  seed  to  the  acre. 

The  bam,  having  been  recently  built,  we  found  replete  with  all  the  mod- 
ern improvements  in  this  department  of  farm  management.  The  granaries 
are  convenient  and  entirely  rat-proof ;  the  stables  light,  airy  and  comforta- 
ble ;  the  entries  are  laid  with  mortar  floors ;  the  barn  yard  is  enclosed  with 
a  high  stone  wall,  is  supplied  with  running  water,  and  has  shedding  in 
abundance  to  shelter  cattle  from  the  blasts  of  winter ;  in  a  word,  so  com- 
plete was  every  arrangement,  and  in  such  perfect  order  was  every  thing 
connected  with  the  barn  and  its  appurtenances,  that  the  committee  looked 
•round  with  more  than  ordinary  scrutiny,  but  in  vain,  for  some  neglect  or 
emission  which  they  could  criticise,  or  for  any  thing  defective  or  injudicious 
that  might  be  susceptible  of  improvement.  The  same  may  be  said  of  Mr. 
Joneses  various  out-houses,  which  are  positive  ornaments  to  his  grounds,  and 
in  striking  contrast  with  the  unsightly  piles  of  weather-beaten  boards  and 
riiingles  which  disfigure  the  premises  of  many  of  our  farmers,  under  the 
name  of  carriage* houses,  wagon-sheds,  &c.,  &c.  Were  it  not  that  we  might 
•ctend  our  report  to  an  unreasonable  and  unreadable  length,  we  would  like 
to  describe  in  detail  some  of  the  more  useful  and  prominent  of  these  build- 
ings, we  shall  therefore  but  remark  in  passing  along,  that  we  found  a  car- 
n^o,  wagon  an<}  implement  house,  the  latter  containing  a  mowinjg  and 
reaping  machine,  grain  drill,  the  new  steel-toothed  horse-rake,  and  other 
improved  implements ;  then  we  looked  into  a  smoke-house,  fruit-drying 
kouse,  and  a  workshop  with  a  complete  set  of  carpenter  and  other  small 
tools  and  implements  arranged  against  the  sides  of  the  building,  with  tb« 
ahape  of  each  tool  marked  upon  the  wall.  The  mis-placing  of  any  article, 
•r  the  neglect  of  some  borrower  to  retum  it,  therefore,  tells  the  tale  of  its 
it^nc^,  and  informs  t)^  ow^fir  t|iat  i^  tool  is  missing.    Near  the  kitcbsB 
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door  we  came  to  a  woodshed,  a  perfect  model  in  its  location  and  arrange- 
ment, being  accessible  from  the  kitchen  without  exposure  to  the  weather. 
Next  we  visited  the  ice-house,  being  very  complete  from  its  conneeiion 
with  the  cellar  under  the  kitchen,  and  being  of  easy  and  ready  access  ;  then 
we  looked  in  upon  the  bake-house,  being  adjoining  to,  yet  separate  from  the 
kitchen — a  good  idea — where  the  bread,  pies  and  puddings  may  be  mano^ 
factured  without  annoyance  from  flies,  smoke,  dust,  &c.,  that  will  intrude  a4 
times  into  the  best  regulated  kitchens.  With  this  enumeration  of  the  more 
prominent  buildings,  we  hasten  on. 

The  grounds  about  the  barn  and  out-buildings  are  spacious  and  neatly 
enclosed  by  whitewashed  fences,  while  the  door-yard  in  front  is  ornamented 
with  evergreens,  shade  trees  and  shrubberry  of  various  kinds,  all  bearing 
earnest  evidence  that  Mr.  Jones  does  not  consider  the  work  of  a  good  farmer 
to  be  ended  by  the  successful  cultivation  of  his  soil,  but  that  it  is  eqaallj 
incumbent  upon  him  to  make  his  home  attractive,  without  which  it  can  never 
be  truly  comfortable. 

The  committee  find  among  their  notes  upon  this  farm,  other  matter* 
worthy  of  comment,  but  they  are  compelled  to  lay  them  aside  and  pass  on 
to  the 

FABM   eF   NATHAN   GABaSTT, 

which  we  visited  next  morning.  This  property  lies  about  half  a  mile  south- 
east from  Sugartown,  and  contains  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  acres,, 
eleven  of  which  are  woodland.  This  is  what  is  called  in  common  parlance 
a  "handsome  laving  farm,"  being  sufiiciently  undulating  to  carry  off  the 
falling  water,  and  at  the  same  time  lo  be  easily  cultivated.  All  of  Mr.  Gar- 
rett's fields,  excepting  two,  which  are  larger,  contain  about  twelve  acres 
each.  His  growing  crops  of  grass,  wheat,  corn  and  oats  look  well,  the  lat- 
ter drilled  iu  and  crossed  with  a  bushel  and  a  half  of  seed  each  way  to  the 
acre.  The  appearance  of  the  crop  indicates  too  much  seed,  and  does  not 
promise  so  well  as  Mr.  Jones's,  with  but  one  and  three-fourths  bushels  to 
the  acre. 

His  farm  stock  consists  of  twenty-five  steers,  five  cows,  seven  young  cat- 
tle and  thirteen  horses  and  colts.  His  fences  generally  are  good,  though 
not  in  as  complete  repair  as  they  might  be.  In  glancing  over  this  farm,  it 
was  very  evident  to  the  committee  that  Mr.  Garrett  had  not  made  the  slight- 
est effort  to  "put  his  farm  in  order,"  in  anticipation  of  our  visit.  He  had 
neither  spruced  up.  anything  nor  brushed  up  anywhere  ;  the  unhorsed  rider 
lay  in  the  fence  corner,  just  where  his  frolicsome  cattle  had  tossed  it  a  month 
previous ;  a  straggling  blackberry-bush  here  and  there  peeped  from  beneath 
the  stone  wall  by  the  road-side,  while  a  vagrant  looking  thistle  occasionally 
showed  itself  in  the  pasture -field,  perhaps  td  remind  us  that  the  anathema 
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pronounced  against  the  expelled  farmers  from  Eden  bad  descended  even  to 
the  fertile  vales  of  Willistown.  Mr.  Garrett  evidently  intended  to  show  the 
committee  his  every  day  style  of  farming,  and  not  to  put  on  a  holiday  suit 
for  a  bpecial  occasion. 

In  examining  the  barn  we  find  it  large  and  well  arranged  for  stabling 
cattle  and  horses.  The  yard  is  enclosed  by  a  substantial  stone  wall,  and 
tupplied  with  running  water,  also  with  shedding  and  shelter  for  cattle. 

Mr.  Garrett  has  used  lime  extensively  on  his  land  for  many  years  past, 
and  to  great  advantage.  He  spreads  it  upon  his  wheat- stubble  in  the  fall 
of  the  year,  at  the  rate  of  forty  bushels  to  the  acre.  He  has  put  on,  at  times, 
as  high  as  one  hundred  bushels  to  the  acre.  The  farm  is  well  watered  by 
spring.^,  and  so  arranged  that  the  cattle  have  access  to  water  from  every 
field. 

We  found  Mr.  Garrett  well  supplied  with  all  the  modern  labor-saving  im- 
plements and  machinery  in  use  among  farmers. 

FARM  OP  J.    WILLIAMS  THORNB. 

Upon  the  following  morning  we  visited  the  farm  of  J.  W.  Thome,  situated 
five  mileb  north-west  from  Parkesburg,  in  Sadsbury  township,  containing 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  twenty-four  of  which  are  woodland.  Mr. 
Thorne  purchased  this  property  about  twelve  years  since,  at  a  fev  dollars 
per  acre,  at  which  time  the  greater  part  of  it  was  lying  out  in  common,  not 
being  considered  worth  the  expense  of  fencing  by  its  owner.  It  was  desti- 
tole  of  buildings,  save  a  miserable  log  hut,  and  entirely  without  impiave- 
menls  of  any  kind.  Indeed,  neighborhood  tradition  gives  the  following  ac- 
count of  this  property  ; — It  was  occupied  by  a  fother  and  his  two  sons,  the 
mother  havmg  died  previously  from  starvation.  They  were  trying  to  make 
a  living  by  cutting  wood  and  hauling  it  through  the  neighborhood  for  sale, 
tbe  idea  of  tilling  the  land  had  never  entered  their  heads.  One  morning  the 
boys  were  in  the  woods  at  work  among  the  timber,  their  father  having  died 
a  day  or  two  previously  with  the  same  epidemic  that  had  proved  so  fatal  to 
their  mother,  and  were  discussing  whether  they  should  remain  upon  the 
property  and  run  the  risk  of  the  epidemic  which  had  made  such  inroads 
upon  the  family,  or  migrate  to  the  West,  when  a  messenger  arrived  with  the 
information  that  a  small  legacy  had  been  left  to  them  by  a  deceased  relative. 
The  boys  at  once  dropped  their  axe  and  maul  and  set  ofif  at  full  speed  in  the 
direction  of  the  legacy,  without  going  to  the  house  for  a  change  of  clothing, 
or  ever  returning  to  look  after  the  land.  The  bones  of  the  horses,  which 
bad  been  left  hitched  to  the  wood-sled,  with  the  maul-rings  and  wedges, 
were  afterwards  fonnd  by  some  venturesome  hunters  who  had  been  led  into 
tike  neighborhood  during  an  exciting  fox-chase. 

Fpon  this  property  Mr.  Tbornehad  the  nerve  to  seat  hirascifand  famlV, 
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and  by  twelve  years  of  skillful  labor,  and  by  the  judicions  application  of 
moderate  means,  has  made  himself  the  prond  proprietor  of  a  good  Chester 
county  farm.  A  neat  and  comfortable  stone  mansion,  embowered  among 
beautiful  shade  trees  and  surrounded  by  groves  of  fine  fruit,  has  taken  the 
place  of  an  unsightly  log  hovel ;  good  substantial  fences  enclose  fine  grow- 
ing crops  of  grass  and  grain,  where  briars  and  thistles  struggled  for  supre- 
macy in  open  common  but  twelve  years  ago,  while  a  noble  barn,  second  in 
size  and  convenience  to  but  few  in  the  county,  is  annually  filled  to  the  roof 
with  grain  and  hay  from  the  same  ground,  the  occupants  of  which,  a  few 
years  since,  would  have  been  fairly  entitled  to  "out-door  support"  ft-om  our 
directors  of  the  poor.  Mr.  Thome  very  complacently  quotes  the  remark  of 
the  mechanic  who  built  his  barn — that  "it  could  not  be  filled  in  ten  years 
from  his  farm,  if  every  straw  raised  upon  it  were  carried  in  and  nothing 
ever  taken  out  I"  And  yet,  in  less  than  two  years  after  its  completion,  it 
was  filled  to  the  roof. 

Mr.  Thome  has  now  in  cultivation  twenty  acres  of  wheat,  four  of  rye, 
eighteen  of  com  and  oats  each,  thirty-six  of  mowing  grass  and  one-half  acre 
of  Chinese  sugar  cane.  He  winters  thirty  head  of  cattle,  four  horses  and  a 
few  sheep,  pays  attention  to  raising  young  stock  for  sale,  finding  it  more 
profitable  than  to  fe6d  cattle.  His  farm  has  good  springs  of  water,  and  so 
arranged  that  cattle  have  access  from  every  field. 

He  has  improved  the  land  rapidly  by  a  liberal  application  of  lime,  using 
forty  bushes  to  the  acre  on  the  sod  previous  to  plowing  for  com,  and  follow- 
ing up  with  plaster  on  the  first  crop  of  grass.  He  has  used  both  guano  and 
super  phosphate  of  lime  to  advantage,  but  has  more  faith  in  good  bam-yard 
manure  than  in  either  of  them,  consequently,  pays  attention  to  his  barn- 
yard. 

Mr.  Thome's  great  forte,  however,  appears  to  be  in  the  cultivation  of 
frait,  and  he  is,  no  doubt,  the  largest  and  most  snccessful  fruit  grower  im 
the  country.  He  has  now  one  acre  of  strawberries  under  cultivation. 
Prom  one  small  patch  of  English  Hautboys,  two  rods  by  four  in  size,  he  has 
sold,  this  season,  thirty-five  dollars  worth.  His  best  market  is  Parkesburg, 
where  they  sell  reailily  at  fifteen  to  twenty  cents  per  quart.  He  cultivates 
raspberries  largely,  mostly  the  red  and  yellow  Antwerp  varieties.  Goose- 
berries and  currants  also  receive  attention  ;  from  one  square  rood  of  ground 
he  gathered,  last  season,  four  bushels  of  gooseberries.  He  has  under  cuM- 
yation  twenty  varieties  of  cherries,  but  thinks  that  the  number  for  snccess- 
ful and  profitable  culture  may  be  reduced  to  half  a  dozen,  or  even  less. 
Upon  an  acre  and  a-half  of  peach  trees,  he  averages  three  hundred  busheki 
of  peaches  per  annum.  He  has  some  seventy-five  standard  pears  and  fif- 
teen dwarfs ;  also  a  large  variety  of  apples, — ^the  committee  tasted  a  good 
specimen  of  the  "  Winter  Queen,"  kept  over  from  last  year. 
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Mr.  Thorne  has  great  success  in  growing  sweet  potatoes,  raising  anna- 
aUy  one  hundred  and  fifty  bushels,  and  has  them  in  good  condition  upon 
his  table  all  the  year  round.  The  quality  is  fully  equal  to  any  of  Jersey 
growth,  of  which  the  committee  had  occnlar  and  edible  demonstration 
around  the  well  spread  board  which  Mrs  Thome  had  provided  for  their  en- 
tertainment. 

Finding  our  report  growing  to  an  inconrenient  length,  we  must  leaye  Mr. 
Thome,  and  pass  to  the 

FARM  OF  B«   PEITCHETT. 

Visited  the  following  afternoon.  This  farm  is  situated  near  West  Towir 
boarding  school,  three  miles  south-east  from  West  Chester,  and  contains 
one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  acres,  of  which  sixteen  are  woodland.  Hay* 
ing  been  entered  as  a  dairy  farm,  and  being  managed  strictly  with  a  view 
to  dairy  purposes,  it  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  properly 
come  into  competition  with  the  other  farms  under  examination ;  but,  as  no 
provision  is  made  in  the  society's  schedule  for  dairy  farms,  we  can  do  noth- 
ing but  place  it  upon  the  same  footing  as  the  others. 

The  larger  portion  of  this  farm  is  in  mowing  grass  and  pasture,  there 
being  but  twelve  acres  each,  of  corn,  wheat  and  oats.  These  crops  all  pro- 
mise well,  particularly  the  corn  which  is  the  best  we  have  yet  met  with. 

Mr.  Pritchett's  stock  consists  of  thirty-four  cows,  two  pairs  of  oxen,  four 
horses  and  some  fifty  to  sixty  swine,  of  various  sizes  and  ages. 

His  fences  are  good  and  substantial,  and  his  fields  generally  free  from 
noxious  weeds.  The  bam  is  large  and  convenient,  well  provided  with  straw 
houses,  and  affording  fine  shelter  for  cattle ;  with  running  water  in  the 
yard. 

We  noticed  among  his  implements,  the  mower  and  reaper,  the  grain  drill, 
the  hay  drag,  and  other  valuable  labor  saving  improvements. 

The  dairy  fixtures  of  Mr.  Pritchett  are  very  complete.  His  cow  house 
contains  thirty-six  stalls,  with  a  feed  trough  in  each.  The  spring-house,— i 
with  a  neat  cottage  residence  over  part  of  it,  for  the  dairyman  and  his  fam- 
ily,— is  large  and  conveniently  arranged  for  all  the  purposes  of  an  extensive 
dairy.  The  pans,  buckets,  &c.,  all  looked  clean  and  sweet;  the  butter 
clear,  bright  and  solid,  the  quality  of  which  the  committee  tested  and  tasted 
to  their  satisfaction  on  some  very  excellent  bread  at  Mrs.  Pritchett's  tea 
Uble. 

During  the  week  previous  to  our  visit,  this  dairy  turned  out  two  hundred 
and  thirty-one  pounds  of  butter,  with  one  cow  sick,  and  one  cow  not  in 
the  usual  trim.  Mr.  P.  sends  his  butter  to  the  Philadelphia  market,  where 
it  takes  rank  among  the  first  productions  of  our  justly  celebrated  Chester 
county  daries. 
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We  have  thus,  briefly  as  we  coald  well  do  justice  to  our  subject,  worked 
up  the  notes  taken  during  our  first  visit  to  these  farms. 

On  the  twenty-second  and  twenty-third  of  September  we  again  visited 
four  of  these  farms,  to  wit : — Messrs.  Joneses,  Garrett's,  James's  and  Prit- 
chett's.  The  committee  did  not  consider  it  necessary  to  visit  Mr.  Thome's 
farm  the  second  time. 

Notwithstanding  the  dry  season,  and_  the  unusual  ravages  of  the  grass- 
hoppers, the  farmfe  all  looked  better,  comparatively,  than  at  the  time  of  our 
first  examination.  The  grass  and  grain  crops  had  yielded  abundantly,  and 
every  barn  had  been  filled  to  the  roof.  In  reply  to  our  inquiry  for  some 
more  close  and  exact  statements  of  the  yield  of  their  crops,  Mr  Jones  only 
could  respond  to  it ;  indeed,  not  one  of  these  competitors  kept  a  systematic 
account  with  his  farm  ;  nor  could  any  one  of  them  tell  what  crop,  or  what 
system  of  culture  was  the  most  profitable,  or  whether  his  farm  was  paying 
him  six  per  cent,  or  nothing  on  his  investment.  If  merchants  conducted 
their  business  in  such  a  loose,  unsystematic  manner,  they  would  soon  be 
brought  to  insolvency.  Why  should  a  farmer  be  less  systematic  in  his  busi- 
ness than  a  merchant  ? 

We  learned  from  Mr.  Jones,  that  from  twenty  acres  of  mowing  grass  he 
had  fifty  loads  of  good  hay,  averaging  one  and  a-half  tons  to  the  load.  Prom 
six  acres  he  gathered  two  hundred  and  five  dozens  of  wheat.  Of  this  crop 
he  has  threshed^one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dozens,  which  yielded  ninety- 
three  bushels  of  wheat.  His  oat  field  contained  six  acres  also,  ttom  which  be 
harvested  one  hundred  and  seventy-five  dozens ;  he  has  threshed  fifteen 
dozens,  and  cleaned  up  twenty-two  and  a-half  bushels  of  oats.  Since  our 
first  visit  ht  has  added  fifty  one  sheep  to  his  farm  stock.   ' 

Mr.  Garrett  reports  to  us, — seventy-three  large  wagon  loads  of  hay,  put 
into  his  barn  in  fine  order,  and  eleven  large  loads  of  wheat.  He  kept  no 
account  of  his -oat  crop. 

Mr.  James  reports  an  average  of  two  and  a  half  tons  of  good  hay  per 
acre  on  25  acres  of  mowing  ground ;  has  no  estimate  of  his  wheat  and  oats. 

Mr.  Pritchett  showed  us  his  barn,  filled  to  the  very  peak  of  the  roof  with 
g^ain  and  hay,  but  could  give  no  estimate  of  any  of  the  crops. 

We  found  the  com  crops  on  all  these  farms  heavily  eared,  ^nd  giving 
evidence  of  good  cultivation — Mr.  Pritchett's  giving  promise  of  the  largest 
yield. 

Having  thus  made  our  final  examination  of  the  contesting  farms,  the  im- 
portant duty  remained  of  making  up  an  impartial,  and  to  ourselves,  a  satis- 
factory award.  In  order  to  do  this^  the  committee  felt  at  once  the  neces- 
sity of  establishing  certain  points  of  merit  to  be  kept  in  view,  as  standard 
requisites  and  evidences  of  good  farming.  And,  as  we  were  about  to  pre- 
pare these  po'n^9,  we  Inckily  came  across  a  series  of  them  already  prepare 
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to  our  hands,  in  the  ^'Transactions  of  the  New  York  State  Agricnltaral  so- 
ciety,'' that  so  entirely  coincides  with  our  own  views  in  the  premises,  that 
we  have  adopted  them  almost  to  the  very  letter.  We  shall  here  introduce 
these  points,  that  6ur  contesting  friends  may  understand  what  influenced 
US  in  our  decision,  and  at  the  same  time  test  Its  fairness  and  impartiality, 
by  comparing  these  requisites  with  the  conditions  of  their  farms. 

1.  A  good  soil  well  tilled,  and  kept  free  from  noxious  wefeds,  both  in  the 
fields  and  on  the  road-side. 

2.  Fields  well  fenced,  and  suitable  in  number  to  the  size  of  the  farm,  with 
arrangements  for  watering  stock  in  each. 

3.  Substantial  and  convenient  bams  and  stables,  of  sufficient  dimensions 
to  contain  the  produce  of  the  farm,  and  comfortably  house  the  cattle  kept 
on  It. 

4.  A  judiciously  arranged  dwelling,  in  neat  condition,  with  conveniences 
and  facilities  for  household  duties. 

5.  Convenient  buildings  to  facilitate  the  economical  management  of  the 
farm ;  among  which  may  be  enumerated  a  wood  house,  a  wagon  and  tool 
house,  a  work  shop,  a  convenient  piggery,  a  corn  house,  ice  house,  smoke 
house,  &c.,  Ac,  all  secured  against  decay  by  being  well  raised  from  the 
ground  and  neatly  painted  or  white- washed. 

6.  Convenient  yards  attached  to  the  bams  and  stables,  so  arranged  as  to 
prevent  the  wastage  of  the  liquid  manure,  well  sheltered  from  the  blasts  of 
winter  and  provided  with  water  for  the  cattle. 

7.  Door  yards  well  set  witK  grass,  flowers  and  shrubbery,  and  shaded  by 
ornamental  trees,  indicating  to  the  passer-by  the  dwelling  of  taste,  health 
and  comfort. 

8.  A  kitchen  garden  highly  cultivated,  and  containing  the  best  vegeta- 
bles for  the  table  adapted  to  our  climate. 

9.  A  fruit  garden  and  orchard,  where  a  variety  of  good  fraits  are  suc- 
cessfully cultivated. 

10.  What  relation  does  the  owner  of  the  farm  bear  to  its  present  condi- 
tion ?  Has  he  brought  it  to  its  present  state  of  fertility  by  his  skill  and 
good  management ;  or,  is  the  soil  naturally  rich  and  productive,  yielding 
abundantly  through  its  own  natural  fertility  rather  than  through  his  skill 
and  attention  to  its  culture  ? 

With  these  points  before  us,  the  committee  had  no  difficulty  in  making 
an  unanimous  award  to  Mr.  Jones,  under  the  society's  schedule,  '*for  the 
best  arranged  and  best  cultivated  farm."  And  while  the  farms  of  both 
Mr,  James  and  Mr.  Pritchett  indicate  stronger  soil  than  Mr.  Jones's,  and 
equally  good  cultivation,  so  far  as  respects  the  management  and  tilling  of 
the  crops,  there  was  so  much  more  system  and  care  manifest  everywhere 
and  all  over  Mr.  Jones's  farm,  his  more  complete  and  numerous  ou^ buildings, 
21 
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with  tbeir  eoBveniences  aad  facilities  for  saccessfnl  farm  BMnogement,  lam 
fine  bam,  with  its  rat-proof  granaries  and  more  modem  arrangements  and 
fixtures,  all  combine  to  give  uno^oestioned  pre-eminenee  to  his  farm' oyer  iX» 
competitors.  Had  the  schedule,  at  the  same  time,  called  for  the  most  pro- 
JUable  farm— the  one  most  remunerative  per  acre  to  its  owner — our  deci- 
sion, perhaps,  might  hare  been  different ;  but  a&  the  schedule  now  reads, 
and  as  we  understand  it,  we  onanimouslj  award  the  silver  cup  to-  Thoma» 
W.  Jones.  To  each  of  the  other  competitors  we  award  the  "  Country 
Oentlemanr^^  foe  1859,  with  the  dosing  remark,  that  although  thej  eonld  not 
all  be  successful  in  winning  the  single  prize  set  before  then»  in  this  friendly 
contest,  they  have  cUl,  nevertheless,  been  successful  in  winning  the  admira- 
tion of  the  committee  for  the  general  good  condition  and  cultivation  of  their 
farms,  no  less  than  for  the  heart-warm  welcome  and  substantial  ''aid  and 
comfort"  extended  to  U6  during  our  visitations  at  their  hospitable  homes.

REPORT  OF  OOMMITTEB  TO  VTSIT  THE  FARMERS'  HIGH  SCHOOL  0¥  l^ENNSFTLTANIA. 

The  delegates  appointed  to  attend  the  election  of  trustees  of  the  far- 
mers* High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  report  t 

They  left  hon^e  on  Tuesday,  the  91st  of  Augi»t,,  in  the  Boraing,  and 
arrived  at  Spmee  Creek,  in  Huntingdton  county,  in  the  evening.  At  this 
place  we  met  with  delegates  from  Tarious  other  county  societies,  and  the 
interchange  of  sentiments  on  subjects  connected  with  our  ''pr(>fe8sian,^^ 
served  to  make  the  tin^  pass  very  pleasantly  Early  in  the  morning  we 
left  the  railroad  in  coaches  provided  by  the  trustees,  and  arrived  at  the 
farm  at  eleven  o'clock.  We  spent  an  hour  in  walking  over  the  grounds  and 
examining  the  grain,  vegetables  and  implements,  which  were  arranged  and 
labelled  in  a  very  convenient  manner,  giving  every  one  an  idea  of  the  vast 
amount  of  useful  information  which  may  be  gained  by  a  visit  to  the  school 
wlien  fairly  in  operation.  At  twelve  o'clock  the  election  was  held,  the 
counties  of  the  State  being  called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  the  delegates 
proceeded  to  ballot  for  trustees.  The  following  named  gentlemen  were 
elected :  • 

H.  N.  M'Allvtxr  ,of  Centre  county,  Quo.  B.  Brown,  of  Montgomery 
county,  A.  M'Aluster,  J.  T.  Hals,  of  Blair  county. 

After  the  election  we  visited  the  bam,  the  most  attractive  feature  of 
which  (at  that  time)  we  found  to  be  a  tabl^  well  loaded  with  *'  creatore 
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comforts,^'  and  capable  of  seating  eighty  or  one  handred  guests.  After  do* 
ing  what  we  considered  our  duty  as  delegates  at  the  bam,  we  adjourned  to 
the  carpenter  shop,  where  a  meeting  was  organized  by  calling  Qovernor 
Packer  to  the  chair.  Judge  Watts  addressed  the  meeting  upon  various 
topics  of  interest  relating  to  the  farm  school.  He  was  followed  by  H.  N. 
M' A  Mister.  After  which  the  several  counties  were  called  upon  for  any  te* 
marks  they  might  see  proper  to  make.  After  going  a8  far  as  A,  B,  C,  in 
alphabetical  order,  it  was  found  that  the  time  Vould  not  permit  of  many 
speeches,  as  the  delegates  were  under  the  necessity  of  returning  home  that 
evening,  there  being  no  accommodations,  as  yet,  on  the  farm.  The  meet* 
ing  adjourned  at  four  o'clock,  in  time  for  the  delegates  to  reach  the  railroad 
at  Spruce  Creek  and  take  the  evening  train.  The  college  building,  which  is 
five  stories  high,  appears  to  be  built  in  the  most  substantial  manner,  and 
the  bam  and  other  buildings  are  neat  and  durable,  without  any  expensive 
'*fanoy  touches"  or  glittering  ornaments,  being  built  for  service  rather  than 
show. 

After  the  very  elaborate  and  able  report  of  delegates  last  year,  we  deem 
it  unnecessary  to  say  more,  especially  as  two  of  the  trustees,  H.^  N.  McAl- 
lister and  George  B.  Brown,  expect  to  visit  this  county  in  a  short  time,  and 
will  give  the  citiaens  and  farmers  an  opportunity  to  hear,  from  their  lips, 
every  particular  relating  to  the  objects  and  progress  of  the  Farmers'  High 

School  of  Pennsylvania.

ADDRESS 

Of  Obobo£  W.  Robkbts,  E^Q.,beJoreihe  Chester  County  Agricultural  Soci- 
ety, October  2,  1858. 

Ladies  and  Oentlemen: — 

Peacefully,  and  silently  as  the  melting  snow,  the  harvest  season  of  the 
year  is  passing  away.  Spring,  with  its  chaplet  of  flowers,  its  laughing 
brooks  just  escaped  from  the  congealing  grasp  of  winter,  and  its  choir  of 
feathered  songsters  whose  joyous  anthem  led  the  pursuing  soul  up  among 
the  echoing  arches  of  Heaven,  to  Heaven^s  God,  has  long  since  gone.  The 
yellow  grain  has  ripened  beneath  the  warm  summer  sun,  and  been  taken 
home.  Autumn,  alone,  remains  to  shield  us  for  a  little  while  from  the  chill- 
ing breath  of  winter;  yet  even  now  the  forest  trees,  assuming  their  gor- 
geous robes,  and  the  wind,  sighing  among  the  boughs  a  plaintive  requiem, 
warn  us  that  the  sunlight  of  the  year  is  waning,  and  the  cold,  drear  night 
time  of  winter  is  enshrouding  us  again. 

We  assemble  here,  as  mourners  around  the  death-bed  of  a  loved  and 
loving  friend,  and  with  us,  as  proofs  of  our  sincerity,  we  bring  the  rich  gifts 
of  a  generous  season ;  the  yellow  maize,  the  luscious  store  of  the  industrious 
bee,  the  ponderous  steer,  and  the  flying  steed.  .Thus  surrounded  with  the 
affluence  of  the  soil,  it  is  proper  that  we  should  be  both  grateful  and  thought- 
ful ;  grateful  for  the  rich  fruits  of  an  abundant  season,  and  thoughtful  that 
by  wise  and  considerate  action  we  may  make  sure  an  equal  or  still  greater 
harvest  when  the  revolving  year  shall  bring  us  here  again. 

I  propose,  therefore,  to  consider  briefly  the  policies  of  that  occupation, 
which  Wayne  deserted  only  in  defence  of  liberty,  and  Cincinnatus  to  ascend 
a  throne.  Nor  am  I  unconscious  that  difficulties  surround  me  in  my  under- 
tftUag;  for  if  I  speak  of  flowers,  or  the  sdsthetics  of  afrriealture,  the  slight-

est  mistake  will  be  instantly  detectA  bj  the  hosts  of  ladies,  whose  presence 
here  is  the  best  pledge  of  the  propriety  of  our  exhibition ;  if  I  speak  of  the 
theory  of  farming,  and  the  principles  of  life  and  growth  in  the  yegetable 
kingdom,  my  heterodox  opinions  will  be  nailed  to  the  counter  by  numbers 
who  have  given  their  lives  to  philosophic  research ;  and  finally,  if  I  speak 
of  agriculture  as  practiced  in  the  good  old  county  of  Chester,  I  do  but  weigh 
my  limited  experience  against  the  accumulated  wisdom  of  years.  But  if  my 
audience  is.critical,  it  is  at  least  fair  and  liberal,  and  I  feel  proud  and  thank- 
ful that  here,  among  the  products  of  their  industry,  it  is  my  privilege  to  ad- 
dress the  intelligent  yeomanry  of  this  my  native  county.  In  a  spirit  of 
candor,  therefore,  rather  than  of  pedantry,  I  invite  your  attention  to  a  few 
thoughts  on  "Agricultural  Economy." 

The  geologist  explains  the  phenomena  of  his  science,  by  referring  them 
to  their  appropriate  ages.  Thus  he  marks  the  progress  of  the  world's  for- 
mation, from  chaos  up  to  the  present  order  of  matter ;  so  in  the  science  of 
agriculture,  modern  improvements  may  be  traced  back  to  past  wants,  and 
and  the  refinements  of  civilization  to  the  rudeness  of  barbarism. 

We  may  easily  conceive  of  a  period  when  mankind,  passing  from  place  to 
place,  existed  from  the  spontaneous  productions  of  the  earth  and  the  gains 
of  the  chase.  The  scantiness  of  the  population,  at  such  an  early  date,  ren- 
dered the  acquisition  of  land  of  little  or  no  importance,  and  nothing  was  es- 
teemed as  private  property,  saving  a  few  articles  in  immediate  possession. 
Contention  concerning  the  fruits  of  the  earth  would  have  been  inane,  when 
the  supply  so  greatly  exceeded  the  demand,  and  man  had  no  inducement  to 
possess  more  than  was  sufficient  fbr  his  immediate  necessities.  But  as  the 
race  increased  in  numbers,  the  uncertainty  of  such  a  life,  especially  in  scant 
seasons,  became  manifest,  and  the  most  available  spots  were  cultivated,  at 
first  with  the  least  labor  possible,  and  afterwards,  as  the  mass  of  mankind 
pressed  in  upon  the  individual,  with  more  care.  Thus  the  individual  be- 
came localized  ;  for  the  necessity  of  watching  and  protecting  the  crop,  ren- 
dered it  impossible  for  mankind  to  continue  longer  their  old  nomadtc  habits, 
and  the  idea  of  property  influenced  them  for  the  first  tim§. 

We  may  here  observe  two  interesting  facts  : — 

First  That  labor  was  resorted  to  by  compulsion,  them  being  by  naturt 
averse  to  it 

And  secondly.  That  the  love  of  property,  which  is  now  so  general,  is  not 
natural  but  acquired. 

Mankind  being  averse  to  labor,  those  who  possessed  large  tracts,  let  them 

out  to  their  less  fortunate  brethren,  who  paid  in  kind  the  annual  stipend  or 

reot     This- inequality  of  property  soon  led  to  the  distinctions  of  caste,  <n 

he  gradations  of  society;  no  one  labored  who  could  live  without;  and  in 

flie  eounse  of  events,  the  eoadftion  of  those  who  were  obliged  to  work  wm 
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little  better  tiian  that  of  slaves.  It  ia^Mkinfal  to  trace  the  ^radaal  advances 
of  the  rich  proprietor,  and  the  relnctant  recedings  of  the  poor  laborer,  nntil 
the  haaghtiness  of  the  one  was  only  -equalled  by  the  hamilitj  of  the  other. 

This  condition  of  things  may  be  called  the  second  age  of  agriculture ;  it 
was  an  advance  on  the  first  in  regard  to  the  culture  of  the  soil,  but  far  be- 
low it  in  its  social  developments.  Improvements  of  different  kinds  were 
introduced  for  the  purpose  of  raising  finer  crops,  that  the  aristocratic  table 
might  be  better  supplied,  and  the  art  of  gardening  was  developing. 

This  second  age,  if  I  may  so  call  it,  beginning  about  the  time  of  the  gath- 
ering of  the  tribes  into  nations,  continued  through  many  years  in  Asia,  and 
obtained  in  Greece  and  Italy,  where  for  many  centuries  the  land  was  almost 
exclusively  tilled  by  slaves.  The  northern  nations  of  Europe,  and  especi- 
ally the  Sclavonic  tribes  kept  up  the  ancient  order  of  things  until  a  late 
date,  few  of  them  cultivating  more  land  than  would  supply  their  wants,  and 
always  at  the  risk  of  having  the  crop  appropriated  by  some  more  powerful 
neighbor. 

Historians  speak  of  the  migrations  of  these  northern  nations,  because 
they  cannot  escape  the  fact,  but  they  assign  no  reason  which,  in  may  opin- 
ion, accounts  for  it  There  is,  however,  a  theory  which  wUl  account  for 
the  phenomena  of  this  bl^k  cloud,  which,  gathering  in  the  norUi,  swept 
southward,  extinguishing  the  light  which  literature  and  the  polite  arts  had 
caused  to  radiate  from  the  Imperial  city,  and  shrouding  Europe  like  a  pall 
for  centuries.  It  is,  that  aversion  to  labor,  togeUier  with  the  barren  soil  of 
the  north,  produced  a  dearth  of  provisions ;  which,  becoming  more  alarm- 
ing with  the  increase  of  population,  foroed  the  Northmen  down  upon  the 
luxuriant  fields  of  the  south. 

We  pass  on,  and  consider,  in  a  general  manner,  the  condition  of  agrieul^ 
tore  in  the  Middle  Ages.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  lands  belonging  to 
churches  and  monastic  institutions  were  far  better  cultivated  than  those 
leased  out  by  the  lay  nobility.  The  reason  of  this  was,  that  the  tenant  of 
the  petty  chieftain  was  by  no  means  ^  secure  as  were  the  tenants  of  the 
ecclesiastics.       » 

During  that  period  Europe  was  filled  with  discord,  from  wars  the  most 
portentous  down  to  the  bickerings  of  knights  with  half  a  dosen  follow- 
ers. Every  chieftain  looked  with  envy  upon  the  possessions  of  his  neigh*  ~ 
bor,  and  arms  were  resorted  to  that  this  passion  for  acquisition  might  be 
gratified  I  do  not  say  satiated,  for  nothing  less  thaa  absolute  dominion 
would  have  satiated  the  least  among  them  all.  This  may  be  traced  baek  to 
the  natural  aversion  of  man  to  labors  it  was  more  congenial  to  the  starving 
kaigfat  to  reap  the  profit  of  his  neighbor's  industry,  by  whi^  he  saw  fit  ta 
«aU  honorable  warfore,  than  to  eitip  himself  of  his  iron  coat»  and  ftinow  in 
the  soil    Sut  this  wutue  seldon  Invaded  thesatBrecl  prMae^of  the  ehurA 
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<»r  mottftfitery,  and  t&eee  were  ^oltiyAted  well ;  ev^ry  impro^ment  which 
BomaD  civilization  had  developed  was  broaght  into  play,  and  each  new 
<mes  as  the  ingenoity  of  the  monks  suggested  were  adopted.     ^ 

The  effect  of  this  condition  of  things  was  inevitable ;  the  monks  grew 
•wealthy,  and  the  nobility  grew  pooiL;  nor  were  the  clergy  slow  to  perceive 
the  power  this  wealth  insnped  t9  them.  They  began  to  look  beyond  the 
lonesome  «ell,  and  to  take  part  In  the  social  and  political  anenas.  State 
^x>Qnci]s  were  swayed  by  monkish  learning  and  monkish  money.  Kings  be- 
came the  hireling  abettors  of  ecclesiastical  politics,  ieind  church  and  State, 
•often  theretofore  antagonistic,  became  united  in  a  golden  bond.  True  it  is, 
the  lay  nobility  strove  bard  to  replenish  their  empty  coffers  by  exercising  the 
power  they  possessed  in  a  tyrannical  manner ;  they  compelled  rich  persons 
to  g^ve  up  tlieir  valuables  by  applying  the  most  cruel  tortures,  and  passed 
laws,  the  sole  object  of  which  were  to  enrich  the  nobility  at  the  expense  of 
Ae  commoners. 

But  experience  soon  demonstrated  the  absurdity  of  this  cruel  policy, 
which,  in  tbe  end  defeated  itself.  It  taught  those  in  power  that  labor  is  the 
true  and  only  source  of  wealth ;  and  that  unless  the  laborer  was  fully  com- 
pensated and  protected,  the  voluptuary  must  suffer. 

Thus,  as  light  begaa  to  dawn  on  the  Middle  Ages,  labor  was  looked  on 
with  more  respect;  one  after  another  the  old  laws,  which  sheltered  the  cruel 
exactions  of  the  powcrfiil,  fell  as  scales  from  the  «yes  of  the  blind  man,  and 
the  light  of  better  times  burst  in  upon  mankind. 

The  free  cities  of  Europe  had  an  immense  iniuenoe  in  bringing  the  minds 
of  men  to  a  trae  appreciation  of  labor.  The  inhabitants  of  these  cities  be> 
Ing  of  low  condition  and  obliged  to  work,  had  no  gradations  of  tank  to  star^ 
with ;  they  looked  on  the  neighboriug  nobles  with  fear  and  hatred,  for  they 
liad  just  escaped  from  their  despotic  sway.  Commercial  and  manufacturing 
pursuits  were  held  then  («s  ever  since)  in  high  repute,  and  he  who  was 
most  successful  enjoyed  their  respect  and  confidence ;  if  any  one  amassed  a 
large  fortune  he  was  elevated  to  some  post  of  importance,  as  being  well 
«ble  to  oversee  the  common  interest. 

Riches  was  the  only  standard  of  respectability,  and  no  one  was  ashamed 
of  hit  craft ;  for  he  who  had  once  been  an  apprentice,  now  sat  at  the  coun* 
cfl  board,  or  marshalled  the  sturdy  burghers  in  the  field.  With  wealth 
came  the  refinements  of  society,  and  the  poet,  painter  and  sculptor  pre-, 
ferred  to  work  for  the  rich  citizen,  who  amply  repaid  their  exertions,  rather 
than  to  starve  in  the  employ  of  noblemen,  who  promised  but  could  not  pay. 

The  example  afforded  by  these  cities,  taught  stateamen  a  lesson  in  politi* 
cal  economy ;  it  showed  them  that  where  protection  is  afforded  to  labor, 
wealth  is  rapidly  accumulated,  and  taxes,  which  befoi%  were  oppressiva, 
0Uk  he  readily  paid.    Old  systems  of  government  were  gradually  replaced 
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bj  new  ones,  in  which  the  interests  of  producers  were  eared  for.  Wealth 
rapidlj  increased  at  home,  and  demanded  an  exchange  from  abroad  ;  thas 
commerce  received  a  new  impulse,  innumerable  sails,  flitting  like  gulls  over 
old  ocean's  bosom,  brought  in  the  luxuries  of  other  climes,  and  carried  away 
in  exchange  the  superabundance  of  produce.  The  farmer  no  longer  broke 
the  soil  with  a  mere  apology  for  a  plow,  but  the  well  laid  furrow  evinced 
the  ingenuity  and  handicraft  of  the  smith.  The  excess  of  agricoltaral 
produce  above  the  wants  of  the  cultivator,  was  exchanged  with  the  mana* 
facturer  and  artizan,  for  warm  and  becoming  clothing,  and  labor  saving 
machines. 

With  increasing  capacity  for  enjoying  freedom,  came  freedom  also.  In 
England,  at  the  time  when  Bracton  wrote,  we  find  frank  tenement  and  vfl- 
lenage  existing  together,  but  the  number  of  those  who  held  lands  by  free 
socage  was  small  in  comparison  with  the  thronging  thousands  who  occu- 
pied them  by  pure  villenage.  Time  rolled  on,  bringing  changes  in  legis^ 
tion,  the  condition  of  the  serf  was  ameliorated ;  he  became  possessed  of 
rights  which  the  haughty  landlord  could  not  gainsay.  Thus  protected,  hia 
progress  was  sure  and  upward ;  freedom  followed  servitude  as  certainly  aa 
wealth  succeeded  poverty.  Copy-holders,  who  at  one  time  were  mere  terf- 
ants  at  will,  became  possessed  of  a  tenure  scarce  inferior  to  our  own  fee  sim- 
ple. Thus,  the  English  people  were  lifted  up  from  slavery- to  freedom ;  for 
what  slavery  could  be  more  base,  than  that  which  ignored  free  will  in  the 
most  ordinary  affairs  of  life  ?  Or  what  freedom  more  exajted,  than  that 
which  promises  to  the  poor  laborer  wealth,  honor  and  distinction,  as  rewards 
for  his  successful  efforts  ?  By  this  brief  history  of  labor,  which  necessarily 
must  be  of  a  general  and  imperfect  character,  it  is  my  intention  to  bring  be- 
fore your  minds,  three  facts  : 

1.  Mankind  is  naturally  averse  to  labor,  but  being  compelled  to  it,  imper- 
feet  cultivation  was  followed  by  poverty,  and  poverty  by  slavery. 

2.  Where  labor  is  esteemed  dishonorable,  the  operative  sinks  to  slavery, 
and  the  land  owner  to  poverty. 

3.  Where  the  rights  of  the  laborer,  or  even  slave,  are  respected  even 
though  those  rights  be  few  at  first,  yet  either  the  laborer  or  slave  will  in- 
evitably rise  to  freedom. 

I  have  said  that  labor  was  the  true  and  only  source  of  wealth ;  we  pass 
therefore  logically  forward  from  labor  to  its  effect,  and  inquire  what  is 
wealth!  It  is  defined  by  Bowen  to  be  "the  aggregate  of  all  things, 
whether  material  or  immaterial,  which  contribute  to  comfort  and  enjoy- 
ment, and  which  are  objects  of  frequent  barter  and  sale.^'  Thus  specie, 
which  of  all  money  we  prefer,  is  not  wealth,  but  it  is  the  mere  repre- 
sentative of  wealth,  for  it  contributes  immediately  to  neither  our  comfort 
or  enjoyment;  but  the  produce  of  the  farmer,  the  goods  of  the  manufac- 
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tarer,  the  skill  of  the  artisan  aCnd  the  learniDg  of  the  professions,  are  all 
wealth.  Keeping  this  definition  in  mind,  let  us  next  consider  how  the  far- 
mer can  produce  the  most  wealth ;  and  to  this  end  we  will  first  examine 
what  external  circumstances  are  most  favorable  to  his  interests ;  and  second- 
I7,  the  proper  development  of  the  man  himself. 

The  early  settlers  of  our  country  occupied  comparatively  small  tracts  of 
land.  Necessity  compelled  them  to  this,  not  only  because  being  thus  near 
to  each  other,  they  could  better  repel  the  attacks  of  the  savages,  but  be- 
cause the  aid  of  neighbors  was  indispensable  to  profitable  cultivation  of  the 
8oiL  The  labor  of  one  man  would  effect  but  little  in  clearing  away  the 
heavy  timber  and  in  breaking  up  the  soil,  so  that  the  farther  he  was  removed 
from  civilized  neighbors  the  worse  would  be  his  condition.  Suppose,  for 
example,  a  man,  living  remote  from  civilization,  and  provided  at  the  outset, 
with  a  comfortable  habitation,  (which  without  assistance  he  would  be  totally 
unable  to  erect)  his  land  cleared  and  plentifully  stocked,  his  implements  of 
husbandry  in  good  condition,  and  himself  perfectly  secure  from  bodily  harm, 
and  then  mark  his  progress.  In  time  his  implements  need  repair  and  he  is 
obliged  to  leave  his  business  for  several  days,  while  he  goes  to  the  nearest 
smith ;  he  must  have  clothing,  and  trades  his  grain  for  it  at  a  great  expense 
of  transportation ;  he  has  no  one  to  assist  him  in  his  field  labor,  and  of  con- 
sequence his  crops  are  small,  even  though  his  farm  contains  thousands  of 
acres.  Every  succeeding  year  legpens  his  powers  of  production;  his  work- 
ing animals  grow  old  and  feeble,  his  implements  worn  out,  and  to  crown 
his  misery  the  soil  becomes  less  productive.  But  presently  others  settle 
around  him.  buying  parts  of  his  tract,  for  he  is  now  glad  to  sell ;  a  little 
community  is  established,  the  clear  ring  of  the  anvil  is  heard,  a  mill  is  erect- 
ed, a  store  furnishes  the  necessities  of  civilized  life,  in  short,  a  market  is  fur- 
nished to  the  farmer  at  his  very  door.  Now,  mark  the  change,  our  farmer 
is  passing  from  poverty  to  affluence,  and  why  ?  because  he  can  now  devote 
to  his  land  the  time  he  formerly  spent  in  transporting  his  produce ;  more- 
over, the  artisan  provides  him  with  tools  to  facilitate  his  business,  and  takes 
his  produce  in  exchange ;  his  child  can  do  the  errand  at  the  store,  which 
formerly  occupied  days  of  travel,  and  he  is  no  longer  obliged  to  raise  those 
grains  which  are  easiest  of  transportation  year  after  year,  but  can  now  ixor 
prove  his  farm  by  a  judicious  rotation  of  crops.  Thus  he  who  was  the 
poor  owner  of  thousands  of  acres,  becomes  the  wealthy  proprietor  of  hun- 
dreds when  tie  has  a  market  at  home.

It  does  not  require  much  econoBLioal  saptaeily  to  discover  a  faarmooiy  of 
InterestB  existing  between 4he  fanner,  the  monufaotiirer  and  the  artisan; 
eitlMT  is  oomparailiTely  be^less  without  the  ethen ;  togetlief  tbey  all  ihsvm 
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and  grow  rich.  It  is  importaDt  to  the  farmer  that  the  manufactory  should 
be  in  his  vicinity,  and  that  it  should  not  lack  for  business,  for  in  that  case 
he  has  a  home  market  for  his  crops,  and  can  boy  his  goods  without  the  in- 
tervention of  the  trader,  who  otherwise  stands  between  the  producer  and 
consumer.  The  artisan  must  be  encouraged  in  his  business,  or  he  will  no 
longer  follow  it,  and  the  farmer,  and  manufacturer  will  be  deprived  of  many 
facilities  in  their  respective  employments. 

Every  one  present  is  aware  that  the  foregoing  truths  have  been  expe- 
rienced in  our  own  country.  Never  were  we  as  rich  as  we  are  at  present, 
and  never  before  was  the  land  so  subdivided.  The  owner  of  a  township, 
forty  years  ago,  was  scarcely  possessed  of  as  much  wealth  as  the  owner  of 
an  hundred  acres  is  to-day.  You  will  remember  that  every  mill  that  went 
into  operation,  and  every  trade  that  was  successfully  pursued  increased  the 
value  of  the  neighboring  land. 

The  external  circumstc^nees,  therefore,  which  are  most  conducive  to  the 
farmer's  interests,  are  identical  with  those  which  foster  the  interests  of  the 
manufacturer  and  artisan,  and  may  be  summed  up  thus: 

1.  Labor  must  be  esteemed  honorable. 

2.  The  manufacturer  and  artisan  must  be  protected  and  encouraged,  so 
that  a  home  market  may  be  established. 

Not  only  are  these  circumstances  favorable  to  the  pecuniary  interests  of 
every  American,  but  they  are  necessar]^  to  the  preservation  of  American 
liberty.  When  England  wished  to  make  us  subservient,  and  entire^ 
dependent  on  herself,  she  restricted  as  much  as  possible  all  kinds  ef 
manufacture  in  the  colonies.  The  effect  of  this  would  have  been,  to 
crush  out  every  business  except  agriculture,  and  to  render  even  that  in 
tinxe  unprofitable,  from  an  exhaustion  of  the  soil  occasioned  by  this  very 
policy  itself;  to  scatter  the  population  Arom  market  and  fh)m  each  other, 
«nd  thus  to  lower  their  social  condition  and  subtract  from  their  freedom,  and 
to  convert  the  colonists  into  mere  machines  for  wearing  out  English  fabrics. 

If,  therefore,  American  industry  is  not  protected,  we  must  depend  for  the 
most  part  on  agriculture  for  assistance,  and  look  away  from  home  for  a 
market.  We  must  pay  for  exporting  our  grain,  and  pay  for  importing  our 
manufactured  articles.  Our  lands  must  be  taxed  to  their  utmost  extent, 
with  small  returns  of  manurial  matter.  Our  fields  will  be  soon  as  vacant 
as  our  looms,  and  our  people  poor,  degraded  and  prepared  for  slavery. 

This  is  no  fancy  sketch  or  idle  prediction ;  tiie  work  of  devastation  iA 
going  on  to-day  and  in  oar  very  midst.  Look  at  our  Southern  States, 
which  depend  on  the  North  and  England  almost  entirefy  for  their  manufae* 
imreA  gooda  While  they  export  cotton,  riee,  tobaooo,  Ae.,  aro  not  tiieir 
TftUeya,  onoe  fertile,  now  barren  f  and  ia  not  emigratioii  pouring  out  ticm 
Ibtm  as  froia  a  pea^hooaal  and  bas  not  the  iTiuh^Msa  be^  aaaigiMd  I 
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Look,  also,  at  those  few  places  in  the  Soutii  where  factories  have  been  es- 
tablished— at  OranitOTille,  Macon  and  other  places — how  changed  are  all 
their  social  relations.  There,  a  home  market  is  made,  and  the  planter  can 
sell  his  cotton  at  the  same  price,  and  make  doable  profit;  the  wonderfhl 
efficiency  of  free  labor  is  felt,  and  the  slave  owner  can  no  longer  afford  to 
keep  his  negroes.  The  worn-out  plantation,  for  the  first  time,  gets  some 
return  for  its  many  lendings,  and  crops  are  more  abundant,  schools  are  eS' 
tablished,  charches  erected,  and  the  warm  snnshine  of  humanity  is  dispell- 
ing the  darkness  of  slavery  and  ignorance. 

It  has  been  well  said,  that  "  it  is  not  slavery  that  produces  exhaustion  of 
the  soil,  but  exhaustion  of  the  soil  that  causes  slavery  to  continue."  Let 
this  proposition  be  understood  by  our  statesmen  and  slavery  agitation  will 
oease,  and  forever. 

Again,  it  is  evident  that  the  same  fact  which  causes  slavery  to  continue, 
will  drag  the  free  man  down  to  the  condition  of  the  slave.  The  exhaui^on 
ot  the  lands  on  James  river  was  referred  to,  in  1856,  as  a  political  argn- 
ment,  but  those  who  advanced  it  were  careful  to  conceal  the  fact,  that  the 
rich  wheat  lands  of  New  York  had  undergone  a  similar  exhaustion.  No, 
gentlemen,  you  can  never  fathom  the  ocean  by  gliding  over  its  surface.  If 
yon  wish  to  do  away  with  slavery  at  the  south,  and  at  the  same  time 
remedy  destitution  at  the  north,  you  must  go  to  the  root  of  the  evil,  and 
adopt  such  a  system  of  protection  to  the  American  manufacturer,  artisan 
and  laborer  as  will  render  the  holding  of  slaves  an  onerous  burden  and  a 
pecuniary  loss.  When  you  have  done  this,  the  interests  of  every  Amerieaa 
are  consulted ;  for  the  slaveholder,  instead  of  being  impoverished,  is  en- 
liched  by  manumission* 

The  doctrine  of  free  trade— broad,  generous  and  hu|nanitMrian  thoagh  H 
appears  at  first  sight,  is  as  dangerous  to  our  liberties  as  it  is  ruinous  to  our 
mU.  Let  the  people  of  America  consider  this  well ;  let  the  south  as  well 
m  the  north  know  its  blasting  effects ;  force  your  representatives  to  ahjnm 
il  In  the  haUs  of  Ooagress,  and  it  wiH  fall  like  Icarus,  stripped  of  its  waxen 
phimage  by  the  penetrating  rays  of  Truth. 

Finally,  let  us  eonaider  what  development  of  the  agricutturist  fa  meet 
eonducive  to  the  production  of  wealth. 

There  is  no  waste  in  matter ;  lapse  of  ages  ommbles  the  solid  rock,  and 
fae  reduces  the  firm  oak  to  ashes,  bnt  the  rock  still  exists  in  the  tettle 
toam,  and  the  rock,  resolved  to  its  original  elements,  lives  in  the  greM 
grass,  blushes  in  the  flower,  or,  tvansfinrmed  to  a  bubble  ef  water,  dances  il 
the  sanlif  ht  on  the  bosom  of  some  noble  stream.  There  should  beiM  wtMi 
in  mind ;  oar  faenlties  ace  given  to  ua  for  use,  and  we  must  either  nee  o^ 
ahaeo  them*  They  are  given  to  na  in  tcuat^and,  as  tedpioili  of  that  tms^ 
we  wiU  be  held  aooonntable  as  well  for  want  of  notion  ae  wrong  doing. 
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That  it  is  our  dutj  to  coltiv^ate  the  mental  facalties,  no  one  who  believes 
in  the  wisdom  of  God  who  created  nothing  in  vain  will  deny ;  bat,  anfbr- 
tunatelj,  there  are  those  who,  regardless  of  this  sacred  duty,  argae  that 
the  farmer  should  remain  in  ignorance.  It  is  said  every  day  that  it  reqnirci 
little  or  no  education  to  till  the  soil,  and  if  choice  is  to  be  made  between 
high  mental  culture  and  ignorance,  the  farmer,  as  far  as  practical  success  is 
concerned,  should  choose  the  latter.  Now,  if  sophistry  were  true,  we  might 
reasonably  conclude  that  the  curse  of  Gain  had  fallen  upon  his  occupation. 
How  debasing  would  any  mode  of  life  be  that  furnished  the  means  of  pro- 
longing an  existence  darkened  and  made  miserable  by  an  uncultivated  intel- 
lect. It  is  not  true  ;  learning  does  not  retard  the  acquisition  of  wealth  in 
any  businass,  but  in  agriculture  it  is  really  indispensable. 

If  the  human  frame  languishes  with  disease,  the  skilful  phyBician  dis- 
covers the  cause  before  he  administers  the  remedy;  any  other  course 
would  be  experimental,  and  fraught  with  danger.  But  if  land  becomes 
poor  and  ceases  to  yield,  the  untaugdt  farmer  usually  spreads  it  thickly 
with  lime,  without  knowing  or  endeavoring  to  kqow  what  the  soil  renlly 
wants.  In  some  cases,  it  is  true,  the  lime  would  be  of  advantage;  in 
others  an  abundance,  or  even  excess  of  it,  may  have  existed  in  combination 
with  silica,  phosphoric  acid,  or  humus,  invisible  perhaps,  yet  still  exerting 
its  influence  on  plants.  Soil  has  many  chemical  constituents,  and  the  ab- 
sence of  either  of  them  may  be  as  fatal  to  particular  crops  as  the  want  of 
lime.  It  is  of  primary  importance,  therefore,  that  the  farmer  should  not 
only  know  what  his  soil  contains,  but  that  he  should  be  able  to  detect  and 
supply  any  want  of  organic  matter  which  may  occur. 

Agriculture  is  a  science,  let  what  will  be  said  to  the  contrary ;  noW*  every 
science  has  its  first  principles,  which  must  be  fully  understood  before  the 
most  simple  phenomenon  can  be  satisfactorily  explained.  Nevertheless,  a 
lucky  experiment  may  bring  about  a  desired  effect,  but  knowledge  grows 
slowly  when  that  alone  furnishes  the  increments  ;  for  a  successful  expert- 
tment  discovers  a  bare  fact,  and  while  the  cause  remains  hidden,  we  mtj 
stumble  on  in  ignorance  of  facts  of  a  similar  nature ;  but  let  the  principb 
be  understood,  and  we  have  a  charm  that  will  make  known  to  us  eterj 
kindred  mystery. 

Thus  Tycho  Brache  was  celebrated  for  the  accuracy  of  his  astroDomical 
observations,  but  Kepler  eclipsed  hie  renown  by  deducing  f^om  those  nff 
observations  the  laws  which  rule  the  universe ;  and  thus,  too,  the  most  care* 
All  astronomers  of  Europe  swept  the  heavens  in  search  of  a  new  plaw 
^without  success;  while  Le  Verrier,  without  other  assistance  than  his  know* 
ledge  of  mathematical  and  astronomic  truths,  sought  for  and  found  theilh** 
^ous  stranger,  shrouded  though  he  was  by  the  darkness  of  six  tboossM 
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yean.  And  the  plftnet  Neptune,  patrolling  the  heavens  in  his  m^'estie 
orfoit,  will  proclaim  his  fame  forever  among  the  brotherhood  of  stars. 

The  Chinese  are  an  experimental  people ;  little  bj  little  they  have  been 
adding  to  their  knowledge  for  many  thousand  years,  until  they  now  excel 
io  agricultare,  as  they  formerly  did  in  some  manufactures.  They  have  few 
explanations  of  process,  but  many  recipes ;  they  have  no  talent  for  classify- 
ing  effects,  and  hence  it  is  that  they  have  never  made  any  progress  in  science. 
The  Europeans  began  applying  scientific  principles  to  manufacture,  thou- 
sands of  years  after  the  Chinese  had  reached  the  ulHma  ihule  of  their  arts, 
aod  surpassed  them  in  less  than  half  a  century. 

But  the  American  farmer  need  not  experiment ;  the  chemist  has  already 
come  to  his  aid,  unfolding  to  him  the  mysterious  organism  of  plants,  the 
properties  of  the  soil,  and  the  most  economical  remedy  for  exhausted  lands. 
He  has  only  to  read  and  become  wise  ;  the  long  winter  evenings  afford  ex- 
cellent opportunities  for  scientific  research ;  let  this  be  made,  let  every  far- 
mer supply  himself  with  a  few  good  books ;  let  him  devote  a  few  hours  each 
evening  to  scientific  reading  and  scientific  thought,  and  these  little  addings 
will  soon  amount  to  a  large  and  profitable  store  of  learning. 

But  man  should  live  for  the  future,  as  well  as  for  the  present,  and  the 
scientific  farmer  must  not  be  content  to  enjoy  alone  those  blessings  which 
superior  learning  confers  on  him ;  having  lighted  his  candle,  he  must  not 
selfishly  conceal  it  beneath  a  bushel,  but  allow  its  rays  to  direct  the  steps 
of  his  benighted  neighbor,  and  guide  youth  from  ignorance  to  wisdom ;  for 
there  should  be  no  monopoly  in  science ;  in  it  alone  free  trade  is  a  correct 
theory  and  a  profitable  practice.  Common  schools  have  done  much  good 
for  America,  and  the  late  change  in  the  system  has  increased  their  efiftciency. 
Improvement  is  still  needed.  No  workshop  is  complete  which  sends  out  an 
article  in  a  half  finished  condition,  and  no  school  discharges  its  important 
duties,  where  the  quick-minded  scholar  at  the  lapse  of  a  few  sessions  finds 
his  future  progress  retarded  by  the  ignorance  of  bis  teacher.  Our  public 
schools,  as  well  as  our  private  seminaries,  should  be  under  the  direction  of 
learned  and  experienced  preceptors ;  and  opportunities  of  instruction  in  the 
higher,  as  well  as  in  the  lower  branches  of  science,  must  be  afforded  to  every 
school- boy. 

It  is  doubtless  indispensable  that  the  scholar  should  spell  and  read,  write 
and  cipher,  locate  places  upon  the  greasy  chart,  and  elucidate  the  mysteries 
of  the  multiplication  table,  and  the  single  rule  of  three ;  but  he  must  not 
stop  there,  as  though  he  had  come  upon  the  modern  pillars  of  Hercules. — 
There  is  a  pitta  ultra,  and  unless  he  passes  on  to  it,  he  can  not  fMy  profit 
by  the  little  he  has  learned ;  the  elementary  branches  are  but  stepping 
stones  to  the  great  and  profitable  truths  of  philosopby. 

It  is  strange  that  here,  in  a  country  where  four-fifths  of  the  active  popu- 
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lation  are  farmers,  agricaltural  chemistry  is  in  some  schools  saperficiaDj 
taught,  and  in  others  entirely  neglected  ?  It  really  seems  as  though  every 
man  is  rushing  blindly  forward  to  the  accumulation  of  wealth,  and  leaving 
behind  him,  in  the  eagerness  of  the  pursuit,  the  proper  means  of  insuring 
success. 

There  are  fanners  among  us  growing  prematurely  feeble  with  incesdani 
toil,  while  pursuing  a  faulty  and  unproductive  system  of  agriculture ;  like 
Sisyphus  heaving  at  there  coiling  stone,  they  plod  in  tiie  laborious  paths  of 
their  ancestors,  wasting  the  energies  of  the  body  and  the  mind,  the  one  by 
over  exertion,  and  the  other  by  inaction,  willingly  ignorant  that  the  discov- 
eries of  science  are  capital  to  the  farmer. 

If  it  is  impossible  to  improve  this  class  of  men,  care  must  at  least  be  taken 
that  their  influence  shall  not  retard  the  advance  of  civilization.  Let  us  ex- 
terminate the  whole  genus  in  the  next  generation,  by  educating  the  youth 
of  the  present.  Let  it  be  understood  that  the  farmer  was  not  destined  to 
be  a  mere  clown,  but  a  perfect  man,  whose  strength  and  beauty  of  person 
is  only  equalled  by  the  vigor  and  graces  of  his  mind. 

Learning  is  of  pecuniary  advantage  to  the  farmer,  and  the  duty  which 
rests  upon  him  of  educating  his  mental  faculties  is  really  his  best  policy. 
But,  apart  from  duty,  it  should  be  his  pleasure ;  the  supposition  that  any 
human  creature  should  choose  to  grub  in  ignorance,  without  hope  of  any- 
thing better  for  the  future,  like  the  delving  mole  whose  eyes  are  seldom  seen, 
is  simply  preposterous.  Mankind  love  honor  and  distinction ;  the  farmer's 
ear  is  not  deaf  to  the  appealings  of  an  honorable  ambition  ;  he  feels  that 
**  knowledge  is  power,"  and  would  gladly  emerge  from  the  unsatisfactory 
twilight  of  his  limited  scholarship,  and  walk  uprightly  in  the  bright  sunlij^ht 
of  science.  When,  therefore,  it  is  generally  conceded  that  the  pecuniary 
interests  of  the  farmer  are  advanced  by  education,  he  will  rapidly  rise  to 
the  proud  position  which  he  is  destined  to  occupy,  inferior  to  none  in  the 
respectability  of  his  business,  and  equal  to  any  in  his  intellectual  develop- 
ment. He  will  no  longer  despise  theory,  but  will  unite  it  with  practice, 
for  the  farmer  is  the  true  theorist,  planting  seed  in  the  spring  time,  follow- 
ing the  sun  on  his  course  and  binding  up  the  golden  sheaves  in  harvest. 

As  a  scientific  man,  the  whole  sphere  of  his  enjoyment  will  be  enlarged; 
he  will  begin  to  see  new  beauties  in  the  landscape ;  the  tall  forest  trees, 
the  varicolored  herbage,  the  brown  soil,  and  the  great  rough  rocks  are  his 
companions  and  friends  ;  each  has  its  story  to  relate,  beautiful  in  its  sim- 
plicity, and  wonderful  in  its  truth.

His  home  is  cheerfal,  and  when  the  rain  or  feryid  heat  drives  him  from 
the  field,  a  well  selected  library  affords  him  a  pleasant  and  profitable  occu- 
pation ;  while  the  neatness  of  the  surrounding  furniture,  aod  his  table  well 
supplied  with  wholesome  food,  evince  his  increasing  wealth.  His  family 
are  intelligent,  industrious,  and  of  consequence,  happy;  his  sons  prefer  the 
solid  enjoyments  of  home,  to  the  motly  crowd,  and  the  nightly  debauch, 
nor  do  they  care  to  exchange  their  certain  happiness  for  the  toils  and  strug- 
gles  of  frontier  life. 

When,  therefore,  the  science  of  agrieultnre  is  fully  developed,  when  the 
farmer  combines  the  labor  of  his  brain  with  the  labor  of  lus  hands,  and  when 
be  has  wisely  brought  around  him  as  a  defence  those  external  circumstances 
which  best  promote  his  interests,  his  store  of  all  those  things  which  contri- 
bute to  comfort  and  enjoyment  will  vastly  increase ;  or  in  other  words,  he 
will  be  possessed  of  more  wealth. 

There  will  be  no  further  occasion  for  that  saddest  of  all  sad  necessities, 
the  outpouring  of  the  people  from  the  old  States  to  the  new  territories ; 
and  the  dilapidated  mansion  house,  and  worn  out  plantation  need  never 
again  be  moistened  by  the  emigrant's  tear. 

There  are  a  thousand  associations  which,  like  the  tendrils  of  a  vine,  cling 
around  the  heart  and  bind  men  to  the  old  homesead.  Every  neighboring 
locality  is  the  scene  of  some  boyish  grief  or  some  boyish  joy.  The  fre- 
quented walk,  the  brook,  glancing  like  silvery  sheen  among  the  overarching 
trees,  the  mossy  bank,  where^  sheltered  from  the  midday  sun,  the  youth  has 
stretched  him  down,  and  conjured  back  within  the  sleepless  brain  the  grand 
old  stories  of  the  past ;  knights  in  full  armor,  and  silent  as  the  ghost  of 
Royal  Denmark  stalk  before  his  vision,  the  tourney  where  beauty  smiles  on 
valor ;  and  the  tented  field,  with  its  opposing  columns,  its  pageantry  and 
heroic  deeds,  come  and  go  like  the  ever-changing  figures  of  the  kaleidoscope, 
until  the  day  dream  is  broken  and  the  dreamer  awakes  to  the  peaceful  pre- " 
sent ;  and  the  old  church-yard,  with  its  awe-inspiring  quiet,  its  oddly  in- 
scribed tombstones,  and  the  little  mounds  beneath  which  the  solemn  family 
of  the  dead  repose,  unmindful  of  the  fretful  heavings  of  the  sea  of  life,  or 
the  worldly  distinctions  of  rank,  for  the  haughty  aristocrat  and  the  poor 
laborer,  the  child  of  genius  and  the  unlearned  boor,  sleep  side  by  side,  and 
the  careless  wind  moaning  among  the  quaint  old  aisles  lulls  them  to  a  pro- 
fund  rest.

BUCKS  COUNTY-1859. 

DoTLESTOWN,  Febviuiry  10,  18*50. 

To  the  Secretary  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society : 

Sir  : — I  enclose  yoa  an  abstract  of  the  transactions  of  the  Bucks  County 
Agricultural  society  for  the  past  year.

The  Bucks  County  Agricultural  society  was  incorporated  by  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  Bucks  county,  September  16,  1857,  under  the  name  of  the 
"Bucks  County  Agricultural  Society  and  Mechanics'  Institute."  Since  that 
time  they  have  revised  their  by-laws,  and  re-organized  the  association.  The 
payment  of  one  dollar  admits  a  person  to  membership ;  and  the  annual  pay« 
ment  of  fifty  oents,  thereafter,  continues  his  membership,  and  entitles  him 
to  tree  admission  to  the  exhibitions  of  the  society.  The  title  to  the  real 
estate  is  vested  in  such  members  as  shall  have  paid  the  amount  of  five  d(d- 
lara,  and  received  a  stock  eertificate.  The  members  all  have  an  eqtial  voice 
in  the  government  and  proceedings  of  the  society.  The  whole  management 
of  their  affairs  is  devolved  upon  a  board  of  fifteen  managers,  in  eoigunctioD 
with  the  president,  vice  president  and  secretaries,  who  are  chosen,  annually^ 
by  ballot.  The  pi^esent  officers,  elected  on  the  19th  of  January,  1860,  are 
afi  follows,  viz :

At  the  annual  meeting,  in  January,  1859,  it  was  resolved  to  hold  the  next 
exhibition  two  days,  (all  former  ones  having  been  held  one  day  only,)  and  this 
rendered  it  necessary  to  enlarge  the  society's  grounds,  erect  a  building  for 
exhibition  purposes,  and  make  other  improvements  on  the  grounds. 

By  authority  of  the  society,  the  managers  purchased  over  three  acres  of 
adjoining  ground,  erected  a  capacious,  substantial  and  neat  building,  en- 
larged the  track  for  exhibiting  horses,  and  made  other  necessary  improve- 
ments, during  the  last  fall,  involving  the  society  still  further  in  debt.  The 
time  fixed  for  the  exhibition  was  the  21st  and  *2d  of  September,  which,  it 
will  be  remembered,  was  signalized  by  a  very  severe  storm.  The  exhibi- 
tion was  adjourned  over  to  the  13th  and  14th  of  October.  The  following 
extracts  from  the  annual  report  of  the  board  of  managers,  shows  something 
of  the  operations  of  the  society  for  the  past  year,  and  its  present  condition : 

The  society  in  its  corporate  capacity  now  holds  a  clear  title  to  ten  acres 
and  fifty-seven  perches  of  land,  at  a  cost  of  $2,433  37;  well  enclosed  with 
a  substantial  board  fence,  with  stalls,  sheds  and  fixtures  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  stock,  and  offices  for  the  transaction  business ;  besides  the  sub- 
stantial and  capacious  new  building  erected  the  past  season  for  exhibition 
purposes. 

The  managers  entered  into  a  contract  with  John  Dorian,  of  Philadelphia, 
who  erected  the  exhibition  building  according  to  contract,  in  a  satisfactory 
manner;  and  it  was  ready  for  use  before  the  day  of  exhibition.  The  whole 
cost,  including  some  extra  work,  painting,  superintendence,  Ac,  amounting 
to  $2,595  85,  has  been  paid.  The  board  consider  it  creditable  to  the  socie- 
ty, and  believe  that,  considering  the  quality  of  the  mfaterials  and  workman- 
ship, it  could  not  have  been  erected  for  less  money.  The  board  have  effected 
an  insurance  upon  the  building,  and  also  upon  the  canvas  and  fixtures. 

The  schedule  of  premiums  was  thoroughly  revised,  and  rendered  as  com- 
plete and  comprehensive  as  possible,  in  order  to  enlist  an  increased  interest; 
and  the  arrangements  for  the  exhibition  were  such  as  led  to  ihe  hope  that  a 
gpreat  improvement  would  be  reajized  upon  all  our  former  exhibitions,  in  the 
display,  the  attendance,  the  satisfaction  of  exhibitors  and  visitors,  and  in 
the  pecuniary  results.  The  appointed  time  arrived,  and  with  it  one  of  the 
severest  storms  that  ordinarily  visit  us — rendering  it  necessary  to  either 
abandon  the  exhibition  with  a  heavy  loss,  or  postpone  it  to  an  early  fature 
day.  The  latter  expedient  was  adopted ;  and  fortunately  with  a  very  suc- 
cessful result — equal  to  the  most  sanguine  expectations.  The  receipts  aided 
to  some  extent  in  carrying  along  the  pecuniary  obligations  incurred  by  the 
board ;  and  the  funds  thus  used,  Aeed&d  for. the  payment  of  presutuos,  were 
M«fkU}ed  by  temporary  loans^ 
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The  whole  amoant  of  indebtedness  of  the  society  at  present  is  $3,224  34. 
This  the  managers  believe  ought  to  be  secured  oj  a  mortgage  on  the  pro- 
perty of  the  society  ;  and,  accordingly,  they  recommend  that  authority  be 
given  for  the  execution  of  a  mortgage  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $3,500,  and 
a  sinking  fund  provided  for  its  redemption. 

The  board  procured  the  printing  of  five  hundred  pamphlet  copies  of  the 
Charter,  by-laws  and  list  of  members  of  the  society,  for  the  use  of  the  mem- 
bers, some  of  which  have  already  been  distributed.  •

RteFORT  OF  COMMITTEES. 
No*  1 — Farms,  Farm  Buildings  and  Reclaimed  Meadow.  * 

The  Committee  on  Farms  and  Farm  Buildings,  report,  that  they  were 
called  upon  by  Wm.  W.  Carr,  of  Buckingham,  to  view  his  farm  buildings, 
and  after  viewing  them,  concluded  they  were  substantial  and  commodious 
structures,  of  suitable  size,  and  very  well  arranged ;  having  been  built  to  a 
considerable  extent  by  himself,  with  an  eye  to  their  usefulness  and  conve* 
nience.

REPORT. 

The  Firflrt  Annual  Fair  of  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  Industrial  Adso- 
elation  of  Franklin  county,  Pa.,  held  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday 
and  Friday,  October  ^5,  26,  27  and  28,  was  a  complete  success  in  every  re- 
spect We  have  seen  on  simitar  occasions  a  larger  gathering  of  people,  but 
never  so  many  persons  to  (ontinue  day  after  day,  and  manifest  so  much  in- 
terest, as  was  evident  during  this  fair.  The  exhibition  in  every  depart- 
lient  was  large,  and  the  articles  of  excellent  quality. 

The  horse  department  was  complete,  embracing  aknost  every'  breed  wad 
grade.     The  mule  and  jack  departments  were  also  well  represented. 

The  cattle  department  embraced  blooded  cattle  of  the  finest  quality,  na- 
tives and  grades.    Milch  cows  of  almost  all  breeds,  and  of  superior  quality. 
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The  machinery  on  exhibition  was  of  great  variety,  comprising  a  very  large 
assortment  of  farming  and  household  implements,  with  the  modern  improve- 
ments and  siyle.  The  display  in  this  department  does  great  credit  to  our 
mechanics. 

The  exhibition  of  vegetables  was  large,  and  comprised  nearly  all  that  is 
raised  in  our  section  of  country.  We  have  never  seen  a  finer  exhibition 
than  that  presented  on  this  occasion.  The  farm  productions  generally  were 
ropresented,  and  specimens  all  very  good. 

The  cabinet-ware  department  was  full,  and  embraced  specimens  of  nearly 
every  variety  of  furniture. 

The  stove  department  was  more  largely  represented  than  any  other. 

The  ladies'  department  was,  as  should  be  expected,  a  complete  success. 
It  embraced  specimens  of  all  kinds  of  needle-work  and  embroidery,  and  at- 
tracted a  great  deal  of  attention.  Their  department  of  jellies,  pickles,  pre- 
serves, butters,  cakes  and  marmalades  was  very  full,  and  the  display  of 
boQuets,  wreaths,  <fec  ,  was  much  to  be  admired. 

The  miscellaneous  department  was  full  and  praiseworthy. 

The  various  displays  of  sheep,  swine  and  poultry  were  large,  and  contained 
the  finest  specimens. 

The  address  was  delivered  on  Friday,  the  28th,  on  the  fair  grounds,  at 
ten  o'clock,  A.  M.,  by  Hon.  J.  Bixon  Roman,  of  Hagerstown,  Md.  It  was 
a  production  of  great  merit,  and  elicited  encomiums  of  the  most  glowing 
character.  It  was  learned,  beautiful  and  yet  practical,  and  doubtless  im- 
pressed all  who  heard  it  of  the  high  and  honorable  position  of  husbandry. 

The  association  is  established  upon  the  life  member  principle,  which  will 
make  permanent.  The  grounds  were  purchased  and  buildings  erected 
thereon,  without  any  capital  whatever. 

The  following  brief  statement  will  show  that  the  proceeds  of  the  fair  were 
almost  sufficient  to  liquidate  the  debts,  and  leave  the  association  on  fair  foot- 
ing for  the  next  year :

lb  the  President  and  Officers  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society : 

Oentlimin  : — At  t]ie  close  of  this  the  fifth  year  of  our  existence  as  an  as- 
sociatioD.  I  have  again,  in  behalf  of  the  society,  the  honor  of  preseotiDg  for 
joor  consideration,  a  detailed  report  of  our  history  and  practical  operations 
during  the  year  1859.  Though  oar  position  at  the  present  time,  as  well  as 
our  prospects  for  the  future,  may  not  be  as  flattering  as  we  could  wish  them 
ms  a  society,  and  though  we  have  failed  to  a  certain  extent  in  realizing  all 
the  expectations,  expressed  in  our  last  year's  report^  yet  in  contrasting  omr 
condition  as  a  community,  with  that  of  neighboring  counties,  and  especially 
when  taking  into  consideration  the  circumstances  under  which  the  present 
fear  was  commenced,  we  have  great  reason  to  be  thankful  to  that  Trov^i- 
dence  which  has  so  especially  favored  us  in  comparison  with  other  sections 
of  our  State.  The  year  1859  was  commenced  under  circumstances,  to  say 
the  least,  somewhat  depressing.  Pecuniary  embarrassment,  financial  de- 
pression, scarcity  of  employment,  paralyzed  industry,  and  a  partial  failure 
of  the  grain  crops,  are  by  no  means  flattering  pictures  to  contemplate  Per- 
haps at  no  time  in  the  history  of  our  country  has  the  surplus  of  grain  been 
so  closely  consumed,  and  the  approaching  harvest  looked  forward  to  with  a 
greater  degree  of  anxiety,  than  during  the  past  year,  whilst  the  ravages  of 
insects  and  other  enemies  to  the  growing  crops,  which  had  for  two  or  three 
successive  years  intervened  to  blast  the  prospects  of  the  husbandman,  ren- 
dered their  hopes  still  more  precarious.  Poverty  and  faith,  it  is  said,  jour- 
ney very  uncomfortably  together,  and  it  would  most  undoubtedly  have 
required  a  very  strong  exercise  of  the  latter  virtue  to  have  sustained  the 
sinking  hearts  of  many  under  a  similar  visitation.  The  most  sanguine  ex- 
pectations, however,  were  realized  in  the  harvesting  and  ingathering  of  an 
abundant  crop.  The  late  June  frost,  so  very  destructive  to  the  grain  crops 
of  some  of  our  neighboring  counties,  was  in  our  community  productive  of 
but  little  injury,  and  perhaps  should  be  regarded  more  as  a  blessing  than 
otherwise,  inasmuch  as  it  no  doubt  tended  largely  to  the  destruction  of  in- 
sects and  other  enemies  to  the  advancing  crops,  their  disappearance,  to  a 
very  great  extent,  being  mainly  attributed  to  this  cause.  Some  portions  of 
our  country  were,  during  the  early  part  of  the  summer,  visited  by  severe 
hail  storms,  which,  as  far  as  they  extended,  have  been  very  destructive,  but 
their  ravages  were  happily  confined  to  very  narrow  limits.  The  fruit  crop, 
however,  suffered  severely  from  these  visitations,  in  some  sections  being 
totally  destroyed,  and  in  others  materially  injured,  so  that  neither  in  quan- 
Mty  or  quality  could  it  be  reckoned  as  more  th^n  an  average  crop.

Aside  from  the  causes  enumerated,  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  a  frnit 
growing  region  the  attention  of  our  agriculturists  has  not  been  directed  more 
to  the  careful  cultivation  and  improvement  of  this  valuable  department,  and 
a  more  extended  and  scientific  study  of  the  habits  and  wants  of  each  tree, 
fruit,  flower  and  shrub,  which  must  be  produced,  in  order  to  their  success- 
ful cultivaHon,  and  by  which  they  would  improve  instead  of  deteriorating. 

In  accordance  with  previous  arrangements  an  annual  fair  or  exhibition 
was  held  on  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  days  of  October  last.  The  ground  selected 
by  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  was  the  same  which  has  heretofore 
been  occupied  for  this  purpose.  The  buildings  were  enlarged  and  the  ac- 
commodations ample.  The  attendance  was  unusually  large,  and  the  amoant 
of  stock,  grain,  domestic  manufactures,  fancy  needlework,  flowers  and  speci- 
mens of  fine  arts  far  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  exhibition.  The  supe- 
rior and  abundant  display  of  fruits  was  the  subject  of  universal  approbation ; 
as  an  evidence  of  which  we  would  here  take  the  privilege  of  quoting  a  por- 
tion of  the  report  of  the  committee  on  this  class  :  '*  Those  of  your  commit- 
tee who  visited  the  State  fair  at  Philadelphia,  last  week,  have  no  hesita- 
tion in  declaring  the  display  ot  apples  at  this  exhibition  superior  in  quality 
and  beauty  to  that  of  the  former."  It  may  be  well  to  remark  further  that 
the  committee  was  composed  of  gentlemen  whose  judgment  would  not  be 
disputed,  and  that  a  majority  of  them  had  attended  the  State  exhibition  the 
previous  week. 

But  our  space  would  by  no  means  permit  us  to  do  justice  to  the  articles 
eiLhibited  in  each  department,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  the  entire  exhibi- 
tion was  one  which  reflected  entire  credit  on  all  the  exhibitors,  as  well  as 
on  our  county,  and  that  in  the  distribution  of  praise  the  fair  portion  of  our 
community  are  entitled  to  the  greater  share,  inasmuch  as  we  were  indebted 
not  only  to  their  presence,  their  smiles  and  their  assistance,  but  also  to  their 
taste,  skill  and  refinement,  for  the  success  of  this  as  well  as  every  other  un- 
dertaking of  utility  and  importance.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  exhibition, 
an  agricultural  address  was  delivered  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Wintrode,a  former  Rep- 
resentative from  this  county  in  the  State  Legislature  ;  of  its  merits  we  need 
say  nothing  further  than  it  was  a  masterly  effort,  one  worthy  of  the  man 
and  fitting  for  the  occasion,  but  as  it  was  delivered  extemporaneously,,  and 
without  notes,  we  regret  that  a  copy  cannot  conveniently  be  procured  for 
transmission. 

The  weather  was  for  the  greater  portion  of  the  time  rather  favorable,  the 
season  of  the  year  well  chosen,  and  the  entire  scene  was  one  on  which  the 
eye  might  dwell  and  the  mind  contemplate  with  satisfaction  and  delight 
The  lowing  of  herds,  the  bleating  of  flocks,  the  restless  neighing  of  the  im- 
patient chargers,  the  soul-stirring  music  discoursed  b^  the  Excelsior  brass 
band,  (one  of  the  finest  in  t&e  State)  the  dense,  yet  ever  waving  mass  of 
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wiiinated  nature,  the  immense  banquet  tables  spread  over  the  rich  carpet  of 
heaven's  bounty,  and  groaning  beneath  the  weight  of  divine  benificence,  the 
whole  illuminated  by  the  mellow  rays  of  an  autumn  sun,  reflected  from  the 
pure  azure  of  an  autumn  sky,  and  decorated  with  the  thousand  varied  tints 
of  the  frost-stricken  forest,  now  vocal  with  the  farewell  melodies  of  sum- 
mer's latest  warblers,  combined  to  elicit  from  every  heart  a  ready  response 
to  the  sentiment  expressed  in  the  beautiful  and  grateful  language  of  one  of 
oor  most  gifted  poets :  * 

''Onr  common  mother  smiles,  and  sings 

Like  Rnth  among  the  garnered  sheaves ; 
Her  lap  is  full  of  pleasant  things. 

Her  brow  is  crowned  with  Antnmn  leaves ! 
Oh  favors,  old  but  ever  new  I 

Oh  blessings,  with  the  sunshine  sent  I    - 
The  bounty  overruns  our  due ; 

The  fullness  shames  our  discontent."

Taking  into  consideration  the  appropriation  received  from  the 
county  treasurer  of  $100  00 ;  together  with  a  balance  on  hand 
from  last  year  of  $151  48,  leaves  a  present  balance  of  the 
treasury  of 31  75 

That  the  exhibition  should  be  a  complete  success,  except  in  this  one  im- 
portant feature,  the  pecuniary  department,  is  to  be  regretted,  and,  were  it 
not  readily  accounted  for,  would  be  a  source  of  discouragement.  While  a 
nun^ber  of  our  incidental  expenses  might  perhaps  have  been  to  some  extent 
curtailed,  yet  our  principal  error  seems  to  have  been  the  extension  of  our 
premium  list  beyond  its  ordinary  limits  and  beyond  the  bounds  of  prudence. 
We  have  now  obtained  sufficient  data  on  which  to  base  our  calculations 
with  some  degree  of  certainty  in  future.  We  have  learned  the  maximum  as 
well  as  the  minimum  of  our  receipts  under  the  most  favorable  as  well  as  un- 
favorable circumstances,  and  will  hereafter  be  enabled  to  shape  our  ex* 
penses  accordingly.  We  have  also  learned  the  amount  of  those  expenses, 
under  the  most  rigid  system  of  economy,  which  information  will,  we  trust, 
be  sufficient  to  enablens  to  so  arrange  our  affairs  as  to  guard  against  a  simi- 
lar result  in  future. 
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We  are  happy  to  saj  that  a  movement  has  been  made,  and  agitated  to 
some  extent,  by  some  of  our  most  active  and  influential  citizens,  for  the 
purpose  of  raising  a  fund  sufficient  to  purchase  a  suitable  lot  of  ground,  to 
be  fitted  up  for  and  appropriated  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  society ;  this 
measure,  if  once  carried  into  effect  would  to  a  very  great  extent,  reduce  the 
expenditures  annually  incurred  in  fitting  up  the  grounds,  employing  a  police 
force,  Ac,  and  also  prevent  the  heavy  losses  to  which  we  are  subjected  in 
exposing  the  lumber  t#  sale  after  each  exhibition,  and  would  in  the  end,  no 
doubt,  enable  us  to  realize  a  handsome  revenue  after  paying  all  expenses. 

We  need  not  say  that  we  hail  with  feelings  of  pleasure  and  pride,  the  es- 
tablishment of  the  Pennsylvania  Agricultural  College,  or  Farmers'  High 
School,  as  a  fitting  jBxperiment  for  a  great  agricultural  State  like  ours,  or 
that  we  rejoice  in  the  success  of  this  new  and  flourishing  institution.  We 
believe  all  the  pupils  admitted  from  our  county,  in  returning  to  their  homes, 
have  expressed  themselves  as  highly  pleased,  not  only  with  the  course  of 
Instruction  there  pursued,  but  also  with  the  happy  combination  of  physical 
with  mental  labor  which  forms  one  of  its  principal  and  most  distinguishing 
features.  This  speaks  volumes  in  favor  of  the  institution,  and  may  be 
hailed  as  a  sure  precursor  of  success.  We  sincerely  hope  that  the  day  is 
not  far  distant  not  only  when  science  properly  applied  shall  be  made  sub- 
servient to  the  proper  and  successful  cultivation  of  the  soil,  and  knowledge 
be  regarded  as  truly  useful  in  any  pursuit  of  life,  but  when  the  true  dignity 
of  labor  shall  be  thoroughly  known  and  duly  appreciated,  and  the  title  of 
true  nobility  shall  be  drawn  directly  from  the  soil. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  only  say  that  even  in  the  face  of  all  prejudiet 
against  **  book  farming,"  as  well  as  opposition  to  "county  fairs,"  a  steadily 
increasing  interest  is  manifested  by  our  agriculturists,  in  a  judicious  and  suc- 
cessful cultivation  of  the  soil,  and  the  growth  of  cereal  grasses,  leguminous 
plants  and  farinaceous  roots,  which  every  candid  min!i  will  admit  has  been 
materially  strengthened  and  promoted  by  the  practical  workings  and  general 
influence  of  the  Huntingdon  County  Agricultural  Society.  If  it  be  of  no 
further  utility  than  that  of  enciting  a  spirit  of  emulation  and  inquiry,  as  to 
the  most  judicious  rotation  of  crops,  the  cheapest,  most  available  and  yet 
m<jf5t  effectual  methods  of  fertilization,  in  order  to  prevent  the  most  ampl« 
soil  from  passing  into  an  irreclaimable  waste,  or  of  restoring  the  same  from 
a  state  of  comparative  sterility  to  one  of  fruitful  fecundity,  we  shall  feel  that 
our  labors  have  not  been  unrequited.  And  now  relying  upon  the  generosity 
of  our  fellow- citizens  to  assist  in  replenishing  our  somewhat  depleted  trea^ 
sury,  together  with  the  renewed  energy  and  untiring  exertion  of  those  friends 
of  improved  agriculture  and  modem  reform,  who  have  ever  stood  by  the  so- 
ciety, even  under  far  less  favorable  circumstances  thai^  the  present,  we  would 
once  more  unfurl  our  canvas  to  the  breeze,  trusting  at  the  end  of  another 
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year  to  be  able  to  present  70a  with  a  more  farorable  and  more  satisfactor j 
account  of  our  voyage.

The  annual  fair  was  held  on  the  4th,  5th,  6th  and  7th  of  October,  on  tbt 
ground  of  the  society,  at  Nazareth.  I  herewith  transmit  to  you  the  report 
of  committees  awarding  premiama  to  exhibitors. 
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Addresses  were  delivered  both  in  the  English  and  German  languages, 
the  first  by  Judge  Maxwell,  of  Easton,  and  the  latter  by  the  Hon.  J.  Schin- 
del,  of  Lehigh  county. 

ADDRESS  OF  HON.  H.  D.  MAXWELL. 

Fellow  citizens  of  old  Northampton^  and  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  Bxhibi- 
tors  and  Visitors  here  present : — 

I  appear  before  you  at  the  request  of  the  officers  of  this  eminently  suc- 
cessful association,  to  say  a  few  words  according  to  annual  custom  ;  and  I 
know  full  well  to  make  speeches,  where  so  much  and  so  many  are  to  be 
seen,  those  words  must  be  few  to  be  accefiitable.  My  aim  will  be  rather  to 
stimulate  and  profit  than  amuse,  but  in  sa  doing  I  will  seek  to  be  succinct 
and  brief,  that  if  possible  my  audience  shall  not  wholly  leave  me  before  I 
close,  premising,  however,  that  as  I  shall  have  a  few  words  of  parting  ad- 
vice to  the  ladies  who  grace  this  attendance  by  their  presence,  I  hope  po- 
txtenesa  will  keep  the  gallant  of  our  sex  from  departing,  before  the  fair  ones 
lead  the  way.  - 

These  annual  gatherings  are  not  only  useful  for  their  beneficial  effect  in 
improving,  encouraging  and  developing  the  agricultural  and  mechanical  re- 
sources of  the  county,  which  should  alone  cause  them  to  receive  a  helping 
hand  from  every  good  citieen,  but  they  are  also  useful  in  bringing  together 
the  people  of  the  county,  and  their  neighbors,  to  greel;  each  other  face  to 
face ;  throwing  aside  the  cares  and  toils  of  life,  to  meet  with  sunny  faces 
and  joyful  hearts,  thankful  that  kind  Providence  has  not  only  fitted  them 
for  social  enjoyment,  but  given  them  the  means  and  opportunity  to  partake 
of  the  pleasures  of  life  as  well  as  to  perform  its  duties. 

Linked,  as  are,  in  closest  communion  of  interest^  the  manufacturing,  la- 
boring, commercial  and  agricultural  interests  in  this  Republic,  we  all  feel 
the  especial  importance  of  the  latter  as  the  main  stay  of  the  others.  To  it 
we,  to-day,  bring  particular  tribute,  and  seek  to  aid  its  advancement  equally 
with  the  marked  progress  making  in  the  other  grand  departments  of  indus- 
trial activity.  To  you,  farmers,  cultivators  of  the  soil,  one  of  the  most  hon- 
orable and  admittedly  one  of  the  most  independent  callings  given  to  man. 
To  you  who  provide  the  food  for  man  ^nd  beast,  so  necessary  for  the  sus- 
tenance of  life  and  growth,  what  ean  I  say  of  benefit,  more  than  words  of 
encouragement  and  commendation  ?  These  I  can  give  yon,  for,  although  no' 
farmer,  it  has  been  my  lot  to  witness,  bolii  abroad  and  at  home,  not  only  in 
our  own  Gk)d-favored  Republic,  but  also  In  the  old  world,  most  diverse  sys- 
tems of  farming;  and  while  I  have,  whei'e over-crowded  population  required 
it,  seen  close  cultivation  brought  to  ^Bt  perfection,  never  have  I  seen^  at 
any  time,  or  any  where,  more  general  comfort  among  the  masses  than  ex-^ 
27 
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i8ts  bere,  around  us,  nor  do  I  belief  e  greater  can  be  found  upon  the  wide 
spread  earth. 

I  haye  traversed  some  of  the  riehest  soil  in  Europe,  capable  of  prodncing' 
seyeral  crops  a  year,  all  in  slovenlj  waste  and  bad  cultivation,  for  want  of 
the  strong  arm  of  manhood  and  the  heart  encouraged  by  the  prospect,  that 
the  laborer  would  himself  enjoy  the  fruits  of  his  toil     Think,  ye  happy  fa^ 
mers  of  old  Northampton,  what  would  become  of  your  farms  and  your  patri- 
monies, if  all  your  able-bodied  men,  from  twenty-one  to  thirty-five  years  of 
age,  were  drafted  into  the  army  for  seven  years,  and  some  time  twice  seven 
years,  leaving  the  cultivation  of  the  land  to  your  wives,  your  daughters, 
your  children  and  your  old  men.     Yet  this  is,  to  a  great  extent,  the  flAct 
throughout  all  Europe,  and  when  these  men  return,  disdiarged  from  mili- 
tary service,  they  too  often  come  back  with  indolent,  dissipated  habits  and 
broken  down  health,  to  become  drones,  unfitted  for  work,  laying  about  ale 
houses,  and  living  off  the  labors  of  those  who  had  become  accustomed  to  do 
their  work  at  home.     It  is  owing  to  this  cause  greatly,  that  one  sees,  in 
traveling  through  those  countries  in  Continental  Europe,  rich*  in  agricul- 
tural resources,  such  a  want  of  improvement,  such  adherence  to  old,  anti- 
quated modes  of  farming,  and  use  of  clumsy  agricultural  implements  like 
you  see  in  the  Sabbath  school  books  of  your  children,  dating  back  in  simili- 
tude almost  to  the  flood.     It  is  to  the  marked  difference  of  enterprize  and 
activity  between  a  young,  growing,  intelligent  people  like  ours,  and  those 
of  the  old  worn  out  dynasties  of  Europe,  where  the  wealthy  live  off  of  tilt 
sweat  of  the  tiller  of  the  soil,  that  you  see  such  striking  contrast  in  the  pros- 
perity and  comforts  of  the  people.     No  wonder  that  our  inventions  carry 
away  the  palm  in  their  World's  fairs,  and  M'Cormick's  reapers,  and  other 
American  agricultural  implements,  take  their  premiums,  and  cause  even 
their  scientific  men  to  wonder  in  surprise.     Po  not  then,  I  beseech  you,  re- 
frise  to  avail  yourselves  of  the  improvements  and  inventions  of  this  fast  age 
of  the  world.     While  commerce  is  seeking  to  chain  old  ocean  to  its  behests, 
and  use*  the  lightning  to  minister  to  its  benefits.     While  iron  bands  are 
fast  riveting  the  country  as  with  a  net  work«  to  enable  your  products  to  be 
taken  wherever  the  best  prices  can  be  had,  keep  yourselves  up  with  the 
aids  which  science  is  bringing  to  your  help.     Make  use  of  the  resources 
which  the  developments  in  chemistry  are  manifesting;    refrain  not  from 
draining  your  swamps,  fertilizing  your  soils  and  improving  your  herds,  your 
stocks  and  your  flocks.     Eagerly  seek  to  learn  what  will  best  benefit  you, 
and  act  upon  the  information  you  receive.     Above  all,  shrink  not  from  pa- 
tient, active  industry.     Learn  your  children  and  the  members  of  your  fami- 
lies that  economy  is  wealth,  and  no  matter  how  well  you  may  be  prosper- 
ing, useless  luxury  is  destructive  of  their  best  interests. 
You  have  a  right  to  feel  a  pride  in  your  noble  calling.    Some  of  the 
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most  fllastrius  kings  and  prophets  of  Israel  were  taken  from  the  fold  or  the 
plow.  Dayid  and  Elisha  are  great  names  in  the  history  of  mral  affairs. 
And  while  yon  can  point  to  the  great,  the  ^ood,  the  immortal  Washington, 
the  Father  of  his  Goontry,  reverenced  wherever  liberty  is  prized  and  patriot- 
ism admired,  as  one  of  your  namber,  taken  from  yoar  ranks,  yon  need  no 
better  proof  of  the  dignity  of  yoar  profession.  While  the  business  of  hus- 
bandry is  of  such  singular  utility  to  mankind,  what  occupatfon  is  more 
fraught  with  happiness  ?  What  greater  pleasure  can  one  have  in  any  pur- 
suit than  you,  in  the  cultivation  of  the  soil,  "in  watching  the  springing  and 
progress  of  your  com,  the  green  blade  pushing  forth,  shooting  into  a  knotted 
stem,  nourished  and  supported  by  the  fibres  of  the  root,  terminated  in  the 
ear,  in  which  the  grain  is  lodged  in  regular  order,  and  defended  from  the  de- 
predation of  birds  by  its  bearded  spikes  V^    As  has  been  well  said : 

"You  are  indeed  like  kings  at  home,  your  house  stands  in  its  own  stately 
independence ;  your  bams  and  out-buildings  stand  round  without  any  stub- 
bom  and  limiting  contraction ;  your  acres  stretch  over  hill  and  dale ;  there 
your  flocks  and  herds  are  feeding;  there  you  and  your  people  are  indus- 
triously employed;  you  are  sole  commander,  living  among  the  purest  air 
and  most  delicious  quiet,  enjoy  then  the  blessings  given  you,  partake  freely 
of  your  pure,  unwatered,  rich  cream  and  milk;  eat  your  unadulterated  but- 
tered bread  grown  upon  your  own  lands,  sweet  as  that  which  Christ  broke 
and  blessed  as  he  gave  his  disciples,  your  fruits  ripe  and  fresh,  plucked  from 
the  sunny  wall  or  the  garden  bed,  or  the  pleasant  old  orchard. 

"There  is  a  living  principle  in  your  labors  which  distinguish  them  from 
most  other  trades.  You  work  with  nature  and  only  modulate  and  benefit 
by  her  function8>  as  she  takes  up,  quickens  and  completes  the  work  of  your 
hands.  The  earth  srives  its  strength  to  the  seed  you  throw  into  it,  to  the 
cattle  who  walk  upon  it.  The  winds  blow,  the  waters  mn  for  you.  The 
very  frosts  and  snows  of  winter  give  salutary  checks  to  the  rankness  of 
vegetation,  and  lighten  the  soil  and  destroy  what  is  noxious.  Every  prin- 
ciple of  animal  and  vegetable  existence  and  organization  operates  to  sup- 
port and  enrich  you.  There  is  in  all  this  a  charm  which  mdst  last  while 
the  spirit  of  man  feels  the  strivings  of  the  spirit  of  Ood  around  him.  But 
to  enjoy  all  these  blessings  aright,  I  repeat,  that  steady,  contented  industry 
is  necessary.  Withhold  not  your  labor  because  you  cannot  see  its  imme- 
diate fruit.  Let  me  give  you  the  advice,  Sir  Walter  Scott,  in  his  "Heart 
of  Mid  Lothian,'*  puts  into  the  mouth  of  Old  Dumbiedikes,  "Jock  when  ye 
hae  nothing  else  to  do  ye  may  be  aye  sticking  in  a  tree,  it  will  be  growing 
Jock  when  ye're  a  sleeping." 

And  thus  surrounded  as  you  are  with  comforts  and  with  beauties,  do  sot 
go  through  the  world  without  seeing  and  appreciating  them.  He  who  gave 
to  man  dominion  over  every  living  thing  that  moveth  upon  the  earth ;  wbq 
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gave  to  him  every  herb  bearing  seed  and  every  tree  in  which  is  the  fruit  of 
a  tree  yielding  seed ;  He  who  endowed  the  ep-rth  with  beiauty  and  richness 
for  man's  comfort,  pleasure  and  delight,  intended  that  man  should  use  and 
should  enjoy  them.  Look,  then,  with  understanding  eyes  upon  all  that  is 
passing,  acting  and  growing  around  you.  Ask  yourselves,  as  you  see  na- 
ture's varied  operations  going  on,  What  means  this  ?  What  causes  that  ? 
For  what  use  is  this  ?  How  can  that  be  best  adapted  to  the  other  for  im- 
provement, benefit  and  usefulness  ? 

I  see  in  view  of  me  one  of  the  most  interesting  settlements  in  Pennsylva- 
nia ;  one  founded  by  a  race  proverbial  for  ueatness,  intelligence,  good  order, 
loving  kindness  and  beautiful  taste ;  by  a  missionary  people,  whose  hearts 
took  in  the  whole  brotherhood  of  mankind.  And  among  that  people,  in- 
deed, a  trait  of  character  peculiarly  belonging  to  the  German  and  his  de- 
scendants, a  love  for  flowers,  fruits  and  music,  universally  prevails.  The 
contents  of  this  building  by  us  show  how  this  trait  of  character  continues 
with  you.  Cultivate  this  taste.  It  was  in  a  garded  iu  which  Adam  and 
Eve  were  placed.  While  they  were  inuocent  and  pure,  Otod  surrounded 
them  with  beautiful  things,  because  he  loved  them  so  much.  Before  they 
sinned  they  lived  among  the  flowers  and  trees  of  the  garden  of  Eden. 

A  few  words  of  earnest  advice  to  both  men  and  maidens,  and  I  have  done, 
thus  complying  with  the  promise  of  brevity  made  in  my  beginning. 

I  have  said  to  the  farmers,  the  manufacturers,  the  mechanics,  to  all,  that 
"Economy  is  wealth,"  that  industry  alone  leads  to  sure  prosperity. 

Young  men  of  this  age,  the  destiny  of  your  country  rests  with  you. 

Its  future  happiness  and  prosperity — ^yea,  its  very  continuance,  depends 
upon  your  action. 

Dissipation,  fast  living,  fast  racing  will  not  make  you  happy,  will  not 
inake  you  prosperous. 

But  honest,  patient  industry,  with  an  humble  reliance  on  and  reverence 
/or  that  Providence  upon  whose,  kindness  and  bounty  a  nation  can  alone 
dependj^will  not  only  make  you  happy  and  keep  your  country  free  and  in- 
dependent, but  will  enable  her  example  to  disenthral  the  world. 

You  are  inhabitants  of  one  of  the  most  delightful  portions  of  these  United 
States.  Surrounded  by  nature's  choicest  gifts,  enjoying  a  climate  equitably 
temperate,  securing  health — a  country  beautifully  romantic,  whose  streams 
and  hills  and  vales  draw  from  every  visitor  bursts  of  admiration  and  delight, 
and  whose  fertility  ensures  to  its  possessors  competency  without  stint.  You 
are  citizens  of  a  Commonwealth  renowned  for  all  that  is  praiseworthy  and 
good — ^the  land  of  the  virtuous  Penn — the  Keystone  State,  so  truly  good  and 
great  as  to  have  received  from  some  of  her  admirers  the  appellation  of 
'* Peerless  Pennsylvania." 
^You  are  fellow-members  of  the  only  traly  free  B^p^blic  on  the  globe. 
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Yes,  freemen,  citizeDS  of  a  Republic,  the  terror  of  tyrants,  the  boast  of  her 
Bons,  the  glory  and  pride  of  all  true  lovers  of  liberty ;  and  portion  of  a  people, 
too,  not  only  distinguished  for  their  freedom,  but  their  general  intelligence. 

Occupying,  then,  so  proud  a  position  on  this  earth,  what  owe  you  in  re- 
turn for  these  rich  blessings,  so  bountiftilly  showered  upon  you  by  kind 
Providence  ? 

As  men,  immortal  spfrite,  having  minds  capable  of  improvement  incalcu- 
lable, you  owe  it  to  yourselves  and  to  Him  who  has  thus  endowed  you,  to 
make  every  possible  use  of  those  privileges  you  can,  to  search  out  know- 
ledge with  untiring  zeal,  to  grasp  with  eagerness  at  everything  which  can 
improve  you,  and  not  to  slacken  in  your  endeavors  until  released  from  your 
responsibility  by  death. 

As  inhabitants  of  this  delightfhl  region,  pride  should  stimulate  you  not  to 
suffer  by  comparison  with  the  natural  advantages  so  amply  lavished  around 
you,  and  that  never  shall  strangers,  when  pointing  out  the  beauties  of  our 
lovely  locality,  have  cause  to  say  :  "  How  strange  that  with  such  a  charm- 
ing and  delightful  country  encompossing  them,  the  inhabitants  are  behind 
the  age  in  the  improvement  of  the  mind."  No,  strive  for  the  reputation, 
and  you  will  attain  it,  that  as  this  region  excelleth  in  the  beauty  and  mag- 
nificence of  its  scenery,  and  the  honest  industry  of  its  people,  so,  too,  are 
those  people  remarkable  for  their  enlightened  state  of  mind. 

But,  as  citizens  of  this  great  Commonwealth,  and  of  this  mighty  Repub- 
lic, you  have  still  higher  duties  to  perform,  t^rovidence  has  vouchsafed  us 
privileges  which  no  nation  ever  enjoyed  before.  The  rights  we  possess,  the 
advantages  we  enjoy,  the  inheritance  derived  to  us  from  the  toils  and  suf- 
ferings of  OUT  ancestors,  are  but  so  many  claims  upon  us  to  continue,  in- 
crease and  improve  them,  claims  to  which  can  be  only  satisfied  by  their  full 
discharge.  All  acknowledge  that  our  Government  rests  on  general  intelli- 
gence, that  our  public  prosperity  depends  upon  general  virtue,  and  that 
every  one  can,  within  his  sphere,  do  something  to  guide  and  mould  popular 
opinion,  enlighten  popular  sentiment  and  promote  general  happiness.  Let 
each  one,  then,  direct  his  energies  and  lead  his  efforts  to  the  accomplishment 
of  something  practically  useful  in  the  avocations  of  life,  and  in  thus  dischargf- 
ing  his  duty,  feel  and  make  feel  aright  the  truth  of  our  great  political  max- 
im, that  ''all  men  are  born  free  and  equal,"  equal  in  their  right  to  enjoy- 
ment, equal  in  their  claims  to  happiness,  and  equal  in  their  undying  desti- 
nation. 

But  not  only  are  these  obligations  incumbent  upon  you  from  regard  to 
yourselves  and  your  country.  We  stand  in  a  relation  to  the  whole  world 
different  from  any  other  people.  The  light  of  the  Republic  is  placed  upon 
a  high  hill,  casting  its  broad  blaze  over  both  iieoaispheres  to  guide  and  to 
direct.     This  is  emphatically  an  extraordinary  4ge.     Every  social  element 
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is  in  agitation — mankind  is  every  where  mored  and  in  motion.  A  conflict 
is  going  on,  perceptible  to  the  most  unobserving,  a  conflict  not  only  politi- 
cal, bnt  mental,  in  which  man  is  determined  to  take  his  place  and  rank  at 
independent  man.  The  rajs  of  science  are  scattering  its  bright  beams  lor 
a  nniversal  lighting  up,  and  while  we  feel  proud  that  hither  is  the  anxious 
eye  of  freedom's  lover  turned,  from  every  side,  we  should  also  feel  the  great 
increased  responsibility  that  is  thus  devolved  upon  us,  and  remember  and 
act  upon  the  thought,  that  to  enlighten  others  we  must  first  enlighten  our- 
selves,  to  dispense  freedom  we  must  show  ourselves  capable  ot  appreciate 
ing  its  inestimable  blessings,  to  teach  science  we  must  understand  it,  to 
exert  a  proper,  beneficial  influence,  we  must  improve  ourselves.  Such,  my 
fellow  citizens,  are  your  duties,  such  the  claims  upon  you,  and  remember 
that  in  this  age  these  duties  rest  heavily  upon  the  farmers,  the  mechanics, 
the  manufacturers  and  laboring  men  of  this  land.  It  is  you  who  so  pecu- 
liarly enhance  its  prosperity  and  contribute  to  its  reputation,  comfort  and 
well  being,  and  every  year  is  adding  to  the  peculiar  interest  of  your  situa- 
tion, and  demanding  an  increased  attention  to  the  development  of  your 
minds.  The  tendencies  of  learniug,  now,  are  to  that  which  is  practical  and 
useful  in  the  business  of  life,  and  you  are  emphatically  called  upon  to  fit 
yourselves  to  assist  in  the  improvements  going  on.  Feeling  the  importance, 
then,  of  the  duties  devolving  on  you,  let  every  one  determine  to  discharge 
his  duty  as  he  ought  Let  a  spirit  of  union  prevade  you  all.  Let  private 
preferences  yield  when  calculated  to  create  a  dispute.  Be  energetic,  be  de- 
termined, each  one  to  distinguish  himself  in  some  useful  work,  and  good, 
great  good  to  yourselves  and  your  fellow  countrymen  will  be  the  result 
Then  fondly  and  truthfully  may  you  boast  of  your  glorious  country.

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Young  ladies,  I  jast  said  that  the  destiny  of  this  fiee  and  prosperoas  Re- 
public depends  apon  the  action  of  those  now  entering  upon  manly  life  and 
duty ;  but  I  would  add  that  the  course  of  life  of  those  young  men  greatly 
depends  upon  you,  so  that  upon  you  devolves  no  small  responsibilities. 
Not  only  is  your  influence  over  young  men  great,  but  if  you  determine  to 
exercise  it  for  good,  it  will  be  paramount.    What  was  the  conduct  and  action 
of  your  mothers  in  the  Revolution  1    They  determined  to  clothe  themselves 
and  their  families  in  home  spun,  and  give  up  their  'Hea,"  then  a  luxury 
greater  than  "ice  cream"  now,  rather  than  their  husbands,  fathers  and  bro- 
thers should  pay  tribute  to  those  who  were  oppressing  them,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  laws  in  whose  enactment  they  had  no  voice.     What  is  now  the  greatest 
danger  to  this  Republic?    I  answer  promptly,  "luxury — extravagance." 
The  banes  which  have  destroyed  every  Republic  which  has  ever  yet  existed, 
but  whose  like  effects  may,  I  trust,  be  averted  from  us.     I  have  had  rare 
opportunities  of  seeing  the  splendor  of  female  dress ;  I  have  looked  upon 
royalty  and  its  homeliness,  decked  with  jewels  and  laces,  making  more 
marked  the  contrast  in  favor  of  the  inanimate  over  the  animate.    I  have  seen 
the  Qeorgian  and  Circassian  maidens,  bandied  in  costliness,  peering  from 
their  Yashmacks,  let  down  in  stealth  to  have  a  good  look  at  the  staring 
Frank.     I  have  seen  the  belles  of  European  nobility,  and  I  regret  to  say  of 
60  called  American  aristocracy,  making  such  free  exhibition  of  their  per- 
sons in  public  as  to  justify  the  belief  that  although  they  had  **  enough  to 
wear,"  they  did  not  desire  "to  use  much  of  it."    Again,  I  have  seen  those 
to  whom  God  has  assigned  rare  beauty  of  form  and  person,  so  hide  these 
with  crinoline  and  flounces  that  one  could  scarcely  tell  at  a  distance  whether 
a  balloon  or  a  moving  clothes  horse  was  approaching.     In  contrast  and  far 
more  beautiful  than  such  extravagances,  negative  and  positive,  is  the  vivid 
recollection  which  I  shall  carry  with  me  through  life,  of  a  fair,  fine  and  to 
my  eyes  very  handsome  damsel,  who,  when  I  was  a  lad  I  used  to  love  to 
look  upon  in  my  native  village,  moving  about  her  mother's  dairy,  dressed 
in  a  blue  and  white  Merrimack,  ever  since  my  favorite  above  silks  and 
lawns ;  her  arms  white  as  the  milk  in  her  shining  pans,  her  cheeks  ruddj 
with  the  health  of  industrial  exercise,  her  eye  bright  with  the  plea- 
sure of  duty  being  performed;  her  step  elastic,  as  she  tripped  from  pot  to 
pan,  all  bright  and  glistening  as  her  own  sweet  face ;  happy  in  her  home 
and  giving  happiness  to  all  aroand  her.     Her  kindest  smile  of  welcome  and 
the  saucer  of  rich,  yellow  curds,  she  used  to  frequently  give  the  boy  young- 
ster, may  have  been  long  since  forgotten  by  her,  but  never  will  be  by  the 
recipient. 

I  say  to  you  my  fair  country-women,  if  you  desire,  as  it  is  right  and 
proper  you  should  desire,  to  charm  and  please,  imitate  my  fair  friend  of  the 
dairy,  and  the  blue  and  white  Merrimack  dress.     Be  not  ashamed  to  be  in- 
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dustrious,  and  learn  that  tasteful  simplicity  of  dress  will  commend  yoa  more 
to  others  than  scores  of  yards  of  silk  or  bales  of  whalebone.    Be  not  the 
Flora  M'Flimseys,  but  be  the  Esthers,  the  Dorcases,  the  Marys,  the  Martha 
Washingtons  of  your  country.

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At  no  time  in  the  history  of  the  agricultaral  society  of  this  county,  bfts 
there  been  so  much  interest  manifested  in  its  success  as  at  the  exhibition  of 
last  week.  Never  before  has  there  been  so  large  a  number  of  people  pre- 
sent; a  fact  which  reflects  credit  not  only  to  the  people  themselves,  but  to 
the  enterprise  and  executive  industry  of  the  oflScers  of  the  society.  Never 
before  has  there  been  such  a  generous  display  of  the  real  wealth  of  our  ' 
county — the  stock,  grain,  roots,  fruits  and  flowera — as  now ;  and  never  be- 
fore has  there  been  an  exhibition  among  us,  which  has  equalled  in  variety 
and  extent  the  display  of  articles  illustrating  the  industry,  taste  and  inge- 
nuity of  our  people. 

Wednesday — the  first  day— ^opened  with  a  discouraging  rain-storm,  which 
continued  at  intervals  during  the  whole  day.  However,  a  large  number  of 
articles  were  entered,  and  people  kept  coming  into  town  in  large  numbers. 
The  second  day  was  ushered  in  with  glorious  sunshine,  and  the  weather  waft 
mild,  and  the  fair  ground  was  in  nice  condition  and  covered  with  people. 

About  noon  of  the  third  day  the  Alpha  engine  company  of  Lawrence ville, 
preceded  by  the  Charleston  band,  marched  towards  the  lower  bridge,  and 
were  there  met  by  a  cavalcade  from  Tioga,  accompanying  Horace  Greeley, 
the  orator  of  the  day.  A  procession  was  formed,  headed  by  the  Tioga 
brass  band,  which  did  itself  honor  on  this  occasion.  Then  followed  Judge 
Humphrey's  carriage,  containing  Mr.  Greeley.  Then  followed  the  Wellsboro' 
band.  Then  Alpha  fire  company — as  noble  a  set  of  fellows  as  ever  **ruD 
with  a  mersheen.'*  Then  a  long  string  of  carriages;  and  citizens  thronged 
the  sidewalks  on  either  side  of  the  street.  The  procession  halted  at  the 
residence  of  John  E.  Donaldson,  whose  guest  Mr.  Greeley  was  to  be  for  the 
time.  Three  cheers  were  given  for  Mr.  Greeley,  and  the  procession  moved  on 
up  Main  street. 

At  two  o'clock  Mr.  Greeley  appeared  upon  the  stand  at  the  &ir  ground, 
and  was  introduced  to  the  audience  by  Henry  Sherwood»  Esq.,  the  president 
of  the  society.  We  intended  to  give  an  abstract  of  the  address  but  want  of 
space  prevents.  After  the  address,  Mr.  C.  G.  Williams,  in  behalf  of  the 
ladies  of  Wellsboro',  presented  the  speaker  with  a  handsome  basket  of  flow- 
ers, prefacing  the  same  with  a  neat  and  appropriate  speech.  The  secretary 
of  the  society  then  proceeded  to  read  the  following 

LIST  OP  PREMIUMS. 

iPABMS  AND   PaRM  BuILDINQS. 

The  Committee  Appointed  to  visit  the  farms  which  might  be  offered  in 
competition  for  the  premiums  of  the  society,  would  respectfully  report : 

That  it  has  been  to  them  a  source  of  regret  that  so  small  a  number  of  our 
farmers  tiave  thought  it  worth  their  while,  on  thi»  occasion,  to  compete  for 
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the  society's  premium;  and  while  there  is  no  doubt  existing  in  the  minds  of 
the  Committee,  that  there  are  many  farms  in  the  county,  which  would  com- 
pare very  favorably,  both  in  their  cultivation  and  management,  as  well  as 
the  order  in  which  they  are  kept,  with  any  that  have  been  previously  ofifered 
to  the  society,  yet  but  few  have  been  presented  to  their  notice,  which  were 
members  of  the  society  this  year. 

On  the  28th  of  July  your  Committee  visited  the  farm  of  Mr.  E.  T  Bent- 
ly.  This  farm  is  situated  in  the  township  of  Tioga,  and  contains  two  hun- 
dred acres  of  good  land.  Some  of  the  fields  are  in  a  fine  state  of  cultivation. 
The  winter  wheat  was  harvested  and  in  the  bam,  therefore  your  Commit- 
tee could  not  judge  as  to  the  quality  of  the  wheat  so  well.  The  wheat  in 
the' sheaf  looked  very  well.  The  corn  crop,  of  about  14  acres,  looked  well, 
and  showed  signs  of  care  in  its  cultivation  and  management.  The  oat  crop 
looked  and  bids  fair  for  a  large  yield  from  the  16  acres  sown.  The  crops 
qf  grass  had  been  materially  injured  by  the  hard  frost  in  June.  The  ftnces 
and  out-buildings  on  this  farm  are  good  and  in  excellent  repair.  The 
stables,  wagon-house,  granery  and  work-shop  are  convenient  and  well  ar- 
ranged, and  a  general  air  of  neatness  pervades  the  whole,  which  was  well 
worthy  of  notice.  The  stock  on  this  farm  consists  of  3  horses  and  3  colts, 
one  yoke  of  oxen  and  8  cows.     They  are  all  in  good  condition. 

On  the  29th  of  July  your  Committee  visited  the  farm  of  Mr.  Reuben 
Hall.  This  farm  lies  in  East  Farmington,  and  contains  190  acres.  JSpring 
wheat  looked  as  if  there  had  not  been  care  taken  with  his  seed,  for  there  were 
a  great  many  oats  with  his  wheat.  Oats  crop  of  75  bushels  sowing  looked 
very  promising  for  a  good  yield  of  oats.  Corn  crop  looked  very  well.  Grass 
crop,  a  part  of  it,  was  very  good,  and  some  very  ihin  on  the  ground.  The 
stock  consisted  of  one  horse,  one  yoke  of  oxen  and  six  cows.  The  fences 
and  buildings  were  not  very  good  on  this  farm. 

On  the  29th  of  July  your  Committee  visited  the  farm  of  Mr.  Wm.  Wass. 
This  lies  in  Chatham  township,  and  contains  200  acres.  Winter  wheat 
crop  looked  fine,  and  to  all  appearance,  bids  fair  for  a  good  yield.  Spring 
wheat  crop  of  22  bushels  sowing  looked  well,  and  showed  signs  of  care  in 
selecting  good,  clean  seed  to  sow.  Oat  crop  looked  very  well  and  bids  fair  for 
a  good  yield.  Com  crop,  of  about  16  acres,  looked  well,  and  showed  signs 
of  care  in  the  cultivation  and  management.  Pea  crop,  of  about  2  acres, 
looked  well.  The  grass  or  meadows  looked  rather  poor,  and  principally  a^l 
old  meadows.  The  stock  on  this  farm  consists  of  3  horses,  one  yoke  oxen, 
9  cows  and  some  young  cattle.  They  were  all  in  good  condition.  The 
fences  and  out-buildings  on  this  farm  are  good.  The  stables,  wagon-house, 
bams  and  sheds  are  convenient  and  well  arranged. 

Your  Committee  visited  the  farm  of  H.  P.  Yaness,  August  16th. 

Found  the  farm  in  excellent  condition.      The  winter  wheat  had  betn 
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housed,  and  I  think  it  was  good  spring  wheat  and  oats  were  a  very  heavj 
crop.  A  large  portion  of  the  hay  had  been  cut.  Saw  1  hem  getting  up  hay, 
should  judge  would  yield  two  tons  to  the  acre.  The  mowing  was  done  with 
a  machine.  The  face  of  the  land  was  exceedingly  smooth  and  even.  Saw 
one  field  of  corn,  of  fifteen  acres,  which  was  very  good,  and  perfectly  clean 
from  weeds  or  grass.  Another,  of  corn  and  carrots,  intervening  rows  thirty- 
six  inches  a-part.  Mr.  Vaness  said  he  had  raised  eight  hundred  bushels  of 
carrots  and  fifty  bushels  corn  per  acre. 

The  fields  were  judiciously  arranged  and  well  fenced  with  neatly  laid 
stone  wall.  The  buildings  were  well  arranged  for  acconmiodation  and  hi 
good  repair,  both  out-buildings  and  house. 

The  stock  consisted  of  12  fine  cows  and  a  variety  of  good  horses  and 
young  stock.  He  uses  sub-soil,  side-hill  and  flat  land  plows  of  the  best 
quality,  and  everything  appeared  in  a  thriving  condition. 

Tour  Committee  have,  therefore,  after  due  consideration,  awarded  the 
first  premium  of  8  dollars  to  Mr.  E.  T.  Bently,  on  the  river  bottom  fs^m. 
Although  there  were  no  competition,  your  Committee  deem  it  worthy  of 
the  first  premium.  And  the  first  premium  of  eight  dollars  to  Mr.  Wm. 
Wass.  And  the  second  premium  of  six  dollars  to  H.  P.  Yaness,  and  the 
third  premium  of  four  dollars  to  Mr.  Reuben  Hall 

The  Committee  would  not  close  their  report  without  mentioning  the  hos- 
pitable treatment  they  met  with  on  their  visits.

Roots  and  Frxhts. 

We,  the  undersigned  Committee  on  Roots  and  Fruits,  beg  leave  to  pre* 
sent  the  following  report : 

The  labors  of  your  Committee,  in  this  department,  have  been  arduous  in 
the  extreme.  At  no  exhibition  during  the  existence  of  our  society  has  there 
been  a  more  full  and  beautiful  display  of  fruits  and  vegetables  than  at  our 
present  annual  fair.  Competition,  too,  has  been  close,  and  in  several  in- 
stances our  discretion  and  judgment  have  been  severely  tried,  especially  io 
cases  where  the  same  varieties  and  kinds  (equally  as  good)  came  in  direct 
competition :  size  and  fairness  then,  were  our  only  criterion.  Among  the 
fall  fruits  particularly  fine  was  the  Maiden's  Blush,  (exhibited  by  Messrs. 
Close  and  Freeborn)  Douse  or  Hawley,  Pumpkin  Russet,  Jersey  Sweeting 
and  Oravenstein.  Of  winter  varieties,  the  finest  on  exhibition  were  the 
Pound  Royals,  (of  Wm.  Bache,)  Rhode  Island  Oreenings,  (of  Messrs.  Free- 
bom  and  Seeley,)  Baldwins,  Northern  Spy,  Tompkins  Co.  Kings,  Wago- 
ner, (of  Messrs.  Close  and  Avery.)  The  Rhode  Island  Greenings  were 
particularly  fair,  and  fully  sustains  its  reputation  with  us.  From  the  hardi* 
ness,  and  the  good  bearing  qualities  of  the  above  named  varieties,  we  would 
earnestly  recommend  their  general  cultivation  in  this  section,  as  being  bet- 
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ter  adapted  to  our  climate  and  more  fullj  rewarding  the  caltivator  for  hia 
care  and  attention. 

The  show  of  vegetables  was  indeed  pleasing  to  every  horticulturist.  Mon- 
strous cabbages  and  cauliflowers,  enormous  pumpkins,  squashes,  beets,  tur- 
nips, rutabagas,  potatoes,  onions  and  tomatoes,  met  the  eye  on  every  side, 
Oould  they  all  have  been  served  up,  what  a  feast  would  they  have  presented 
to  the  vegetarian.  Competition  among  the  exhibitors  in  this  department 
was  also  close,  requiring  nice  distinctions  in  making  up  awards.  The  cauli- 
flowers and  celery,  of  Mr.  Chester  Robinson,  were  fine,  and  deserved  par- 
ticular notice ;  also  the  beets  of  Mr.  Wm.  Harrison.  Potatoes,  too,  were 
unusually  well  represented — all  large  and  fine,  and  turnips  hard  to  beat. 

Such  fruits  and  such  vegetables  would  prove  a  desirable  acquisition  to 
any  State  or  National  Agricultural  show,  and  we  are  proud  to  chronicle  the 
fact,  that  in  pomological  and  horticultural  knowledge,  Tioga  county  ia 
steadily  advancing,  as  shown  by  this  exhibition  as  compared  with  others, 
and  the  general  interest  manifested  by  her  population.  Our  hills  and  val- 
leys are  yearly  becoming  more  dotted  with  careiul  selections  of  trees  firom 
oar  nurseries  Choice  vegetables  and  garden  seeds  are  eagerly  sought  af- 
ter. Horticultural  works  are  more  in  demand,  and  the  masses  of  the  peo- 
ple are  waking  up  to  the  fact  that  good  trees  and  seed,  with  thorough  cul- 
ture and  care,  are  fast  overcoming  the  unfavorableness  of  locality  and  cli- 
mate and  fully  rewarding  the  cultivator  for  his  labor  and  attention.

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Report  of  the  Disobetionaby  Committ£i. 

The  Committee  would  say  that  they  are  very  favorably  impressed  with 
the  general  display  and  show  of  articles.  In  the  vegetable  department  the 
variety,  size  and  quality  far  exceeds  what  could  have  been  expected  for  the 
season.  The  apples,  pears,  turnips,  beets,  &c.,  in  size  and  quality,  exceed 
all  expectation.  In  the  department  of  agricultural  implements  the  show  is 
not  quite  what  it  has  been  heretofore.  The  domestic  manufactures  are  far 
ahead  of  what  could  be  expected  in  a  community  as  new  as  ours.  The 
stock,  though  perhaps  not  as  numerous  as  it  has  been  at  some  former  fairs, 
shows  that  our  farming  community  are  fully  alive  to  their  interests  in  this 
respect ;  and  the  thanks  of  the  society  are  due  to  the  owners  of  that  part 
from  Bradford  county,  which  in  quality  exceeds  any  had  on  exhibition  here* 
tofore.  In  the  department  of  the  fine  arts,  embroidery,  wood-graining, 
house-painting,  paper-hanging,  &c.,  the  display  shows  the  taste  and  indns- 
try  of  the  several  exhibitors.  The  picture  by  Mr.  Berwart  and  the  land- 
scape of  Mrs.  Maynard  elicited  commendation  from  all.  The  thanks  are 
due  to  the  Lawrenceville  fire  company  for  the  display  made  by  them, 
which,  perhaps,  added  more  than  any  one  item  to  the  interest  of  the  exhi- 
bition, the  Hon.  Horace  Greeley  and  the  address  excepted.  The  band,  for 
their  gentlemanly  conduct  and  good  playing,  need  no  commendation  at  our 
hands.  The  steady,  uniform  and  constant  increase  in  both  the  number  and 
quality  of  the  various  articles,  as  well  as  the  increase  of  the  number  of 
members,  shows  that  our  community  are  fully  equal  to  counties  much  older 
than  our  own.  In  the  general  management  of  the  grounds,  the  Committee 
conceive  there  might  still  be  improvements,  although  much  superior  to  what 
it  has  been  in  former  years.

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The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  address  made  by  Horace  Greeley  at  the 
close  of  the  fair: 

Mr.  Greeley  said :  In  an  Agricultural  Fair,  I  have  no  other  theme  thin 
agriculture.  There  are  many  important  subjects  upon  which  I  love  to 
speak,  but  at  this  time  I  desire  only  to  awaken  the  minds  of  farmers  to 
topics  connected  with  their  pursuit.  He  then  stated  the  following  text,  m 
the  basis  of  his  remarks  :     Water,  its  uses,  abuses,  benefits  and  mischiefe. 

He  proceeded  to  speak  first  of  the  necessity  of  water,  remarking  that  H 
was  the  only  element  of  agricultural  success  beyond  the  control  of  man. 
We  do  not  feel  the  want  of  soil  and  sunshine,  for  they  are  always  with  as; 
but  water  is  capricious,  sometimes  coming  in  great  abundance,  and  some- 
times withheld  to  an  injurious  extent.  Drought  is  one  of  the  greatest  na- 
tural dangers  of  the  farmer ;  and  rain,  so  often  a  blessing  and  a  benefit,  is 
not  unfrequently  the  cause  of  devastation,  wasting  away  our  crops,  gully- 
ing our  fields,  and  carrying  away  the  richness  of  onr  soils.  A  grumbling 
old  farmer  in  Rhode  Island  once  said  that  water  done  as  much  harm  aa 
good ;  but  without  agreeing  with  that  remark,  it  would  be  safe  to  say  that 
of  all  the  fertilizers  applied  to  the  soil  of  Tioga,  perhaps  more  had  been  car- 
ried away  by  the  rains,  than  now  remains.  Farmers  could  not  afford  to 
manure  highly  in  such  cases.  An  eminent  chemist.  Dr.  Dana,  calculated 
that  500,000  tons  of  guano  would  not  counterbalance  the  loss  by  rains  to 
the  soil  of  one  of  the  New  England  States  in  a  year.  The  Missouri,  one  of 
the  largest  rivers  in  the  world,  carries  down  every  day  material  enough  to 
fertilize  a  county.  The  vast  extent  of  country  between  the  valley  of  the 
Mississippi  and  California,  called  the  great  American  desert,  was  once  a 
rich  and  fertile  country,  judging  from  its  present  appearance.  In  passing 
over  it,  this  summer,  he  found  a  clay  soil,  that  had  been  washed  and  washed, 
until  drained  of  its  richness,  some  of  which  had  gone  to  strengthen  the  Mis- 
sissippi valley,  and  the  balance  been  lost  in  the  waters  of  the  ocean.  He 
made  these  remarks  to  call  attention  to  one  of  the  failures  of  farmers, 
namely,  the  neglect  to  counteract  the  injurious  effects  of  water.  The  first 
thing  a  farmer  should  do  after  entering  upon  his  land,  is  to  ascertain  howUie 
^east  amount  of  fertility  shall  be  carried  away.  Without  this,  they  were  like 
Sisyphus,  forever  rolling  a  stone  up  hill.  But  how  is  this  drain  upon  your 
soils  to  be  prevented  ?  In  the  first  place  by  deep  plowing.  Farmers  plow 
too  much  land,  and  plow  it  too  shallow.  He  believed  one-half  the  land  now 
plowed  should  not  be  plowed  at  all.  Roots  cost  all  they  were  worth  to 
grow  them,  while  the  grass  crop  yields  a  large  profit.  He  knew  an  im- 
pression prevailed  that  grass  lands  must  be  frequently  plowed,  or  the  crop 
soon  runs  out.  It  is  a  mistake.  The  best  grass  he  had  ever  seen  was  in 
Buckingham,  England,  and  the  land  had  not  been  plowed  for  a  hundred 
years.     One  reason  why  our  meadows  do  not  hold  out  in  that  way,  is  b  • 
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^ttose  we  feed  them  too  bard.  In  tire  spring,  when  the  gronnd  is  soft,  we 
tarn  cattle  npon  them.  Another  reason  is,  we  plow  so  shtUIow,  that  drought 
Idils  the  roots.  Then  our  side  hills,  npon  which  the  drain  is  greater,  if  plow- 
-ed  at  atit  should  only  be  plowed  once,  and  then  60  disposed  that  they  would 
hold  grass  for  years.  In  his  own  farm  there,  were  sixty  acres,  twenty-five 
of  which  was  woodland,  and  cost  him  nothing,  as  he  let  no  one  else  chop  in 
it.  Twelve  acres  of  it  was  in  swamp,  and  the  remainder  a  stony  side  hilL 
The  swamp,  by  draining  and  deep  plowing,  was  productive  land,  and  grew 
•great  wops  of  gra8&  The  side  hill,  he  had  plowed  and  subsoiled  to  the 
•depth  of  fifteen  inches.  If  he  had  plowed  it  in  the  old  way,  it  would  have 
w^ashed  into  the  swamp  below ;  but  under  his  system  he  did  not  believe 
that  one  bushel  of  soil  had  been  swept  down  in  the  last  three  years.  He 
believed  his  theory  to  be  the  true  theory,  and  in  upland  countries,  like  Tioga 
«ountj,  farmers  would  find  it  nature's  remedy  against  floods  and  droughts. 
In  a  country  like  this,  too  much  land  was  cultivated  Farmers  would  find 
it  to  their  profit  to  have  forty  acres  of  grass  to  ten  acres  of  plowed  land. 
To  return  to  the  subject  of  deep  plowing,  he  wo«ld  say  that  the  present 
system  of  shallow  plowing  was  one  of  the  fatal  defects  of  American  agri- 
culture.  He  alluded  to  the  old  style  of  plows,  the  present  improvemente, 
•nd  adding  that  greater  improvements  were  yet  to  be  made ;  and  then  spoke 
of  the  necessity  of  sub-soiling.  He  inquired  if  there  were  any  sub-soil 
plows  on  exhibition,  and  the  president  informed  him  there  was.  Have 
they  land-aides?  inquired  Mr.  Greeley.  On  being  answered  in  the  affirma- 
tive, he  replied  that  he  wanted  to  talk  of  them,  for  they  were  all  wrong. 

He  proeeeded  to  describe  the  kind  of  sub-soil  plow  that  should  be  usedi 
remarking  that  it  should  be  constructed  without  a  land-side  ;  for  its  object 
was  to  follow  in  the  furrow  of  a  common  pk>w»  and  lift  and  loosen  the 
ground  to  a  depth  of  eight  or  ten  inches  below  the  bottom  of  the  first  fur- 
row.  This  double  plowing  secured  deep  plowing,  which  is  one  of  the  great- 
est improvements  in  ag^rieultue.  An  English  farmer  had  an  old  orchard, 
which  he  wished  to  remove ;  and  in  grubbing  out  the  trees,  he  turned  over 
the  whole  soil,  spading  it  up  to  the  depth  of  thirty  inches.  It  cost  him  |6 
per  acre  to  spade,  and  he  received  from  it  $350  per  acre  in  peas.  We  could 
do  the  same  thing  here.  Our  peas  die  for  the  want  of  depth  to  the  soiL 
-Oire  them  that,  and  they  will  grow  peas,  and  grow  peas,  until  the  frost 
kills  them  in  the  fail  Marshall  P.  Wilder,  for  the  purpose  of  planting  fruit 
^eee,  plowed  his  land  four  tines,  plowing  deep>  and  sub-soiling.  Between 
each  row  of  trees,  he  planted  carrots,  and  from  one^half  of  the  land,  raised 
^00  bushels  of  earrots,  te  an  acre..  By  our  shallow  plowing,  we  cannot 
raise  such  crops  from  the  whole  ef  the  land.  In  California  they  have  no 
rains  from  May  to  December,  and  their  soil  is  parched  and  dry.  Many  of 
the  farmers  water  their  landa,  sAd  it  is  not  an  uncammon  tiling  to  s^e  a  well  • 
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with  a  wind-mill  to  draw  the  water.,  wfaidi  is  tamed  out  upon  fteir 
Bot  they  are  learning  to  raise  crops  without  water.  He  visited  one  farmer 
Who  had  fitted  com  land  by  plowing,  sab-soiling,  and  eross-plowing,  tam- 
ing the  weeds  ander.  About  the  10th  of  May  he  planted  his  corn,  and  when 
Mr.  Greeley  saw  it,  it  was  a  great  crop.  Not  a  drop  of  rain  had  fallen  «p- 
im  it,  bat  the  deep  plowing  gare  Uie  roots  a  chance  to  reach  downwards, 
in  the  cool  and  moist  earth.  This  field  of  com  was  not  hoed,  and  if  <mr  land 
was  properly  plowed,  hoeing  wonld  be  nnoeceasary.  We  took  ike  eastern 
tft  heeing  corn  from  the  Indians.  With  them,  the  sqoaws  performed  the 
Ubor.  As  they  had  no  implements,  they  made  a  little  hole  in  the  groond 
itnd  deposited  the  seed.  When  the  corn  was  up,  they  scmtched  dirt  aroond 
it,  to  protect  the  roots.  We  had  imitated  their  example  ;  and  he  could  re- 
member of  hoeing  com  all  summer  long,  when  the  summers  seetied  mueh 
tonger  than  they  do  now ;  biit  he  was  now  disposed  to  abandon  the  sqaaw 
enstom. 

The  second  prerentative  against  floods  and  droughts  was  underdraiBing. 
He  described  the  radous  modes  of  uaderdmining,  and  recommended  the 
use  of  brick,  flat  upon  the  bottom,  ro^ding  at  the  top,  with  a  hole  through 
them,  and  so  placed  as  to  make  a  channel.  They  were  duralMe,  and  not 
Kkely  to  get  out  of  order.  In  a  wet  time  they  serred  to  carry  off  the  wa- 
ter, and  in  a  dry  time  to  gather  moisture.  He  explained  the  principle  by 
what  is  termed  a  "sweating  pitcher."  Place  water  in  a  pitcher,  which  is 
colder  than  the  atmosphere,  and  moisture  will  eollect  upon  the  outside.  So 
the  passage  of  air  through  the  channels  or  underdrains,  being  cooled,  drew 
Moisture  to  the  soil.  Underdraining  is  also  a  preventative  of  freet :  and  he 
expressed  the  opinion  that  all  plowed  land  should  be  underdrained,  and  as- 
flured  the  farmers  that  money  invested  in  that  way  would  e^rtaiBly  yield  a 
f^tum. 

Mr.  G.  next  proceeded  to  speak  of  the  common  error  of  eultivating  Coo 
much  land,  and  proposed  to  the  yo«ng  men  to  ascertain  how  little  land  wiU 
produce  the  greatest  crop.  There  is  no  profit  in  farming  land  that  grows 
only  fifteen  bushels  of  corn  to  an  acre.  In  Europe,  they  grow  fifteen  tons 
of  turnips  to  an  acre,  and  call  it  a  common  crop ;  here,  ten  tons  would  be 
eonsideted  an  enormous  yield.  An  £nglish  elergyman,  who  had  but  little 
land,  and  wishing  to  make  the  most  of  it,  planted  wheat  in  drills,  as  an  ex* 
l^riment.  When  he  came  to  hurve^  it,  be  got  more  wheat  than  his  neigh- 
bors. The  next  year  he  used  the  same  Ivmd  for  wheat,  placing  hSs  rowa 
Where  the  year  before  the  land  was  unoccupied,  and  had  another  great  crop. 
The  time  is  coming  when  we  shall  grow  wheat  in  rows,  and  when  our  lands 
Win  be  put  to  profitable  use.  Mr.  Oteeley  Said  he  did  Bot  know  etreiything, 
but  he  did  know  the  best  farmer  was  the  one  who  raised  the  best  crops  f^om 
Ihe  l«ast  land.    If  a  man  could  not  aMotd  «a  fa«fla  Well  what  he  did  £arm,  he

could  not  afford  to  farm  at  all.  He  knew  farmers  complained  that  thej  were 
poor  and  could  not  buy  fertilizers ;  and  it  might  be  true  ;  but  no  man  was 
too  poor  to  make  the  best  use  of  what  he  had.  Thej  could  draw  muck  into 
their  bam  yards,  and  make  manure  in  that  way.  A.  B.  Dickinson,  in  your 
sister  county,  went  into  the  road,  dug  up  the  turf,  piled  it  in  heaps,  and 
burned  it,  and  used  the  ashes  upon  his  land  with  profit.  Manure  can  be 
tnade  cheaply,  and  faraers  should  employ  it.  Be  then  spoke  of  lime  as  a 
fertilizer,  remarking  that  it  was  comparatively  useless  as  a  manure,  but  its 
great  beneit  was  in  bringing  moisture  to  the  soil.  Every  ton  of  plaster  ab- 
sorbs five  hundred  tons  of  water.  He  concluded  this  branch  of  his  subject 
by  speaking  of  irrigation  as  a  means  of  fertilizing  the  soil.  He  would  have 
bams  built  upon  the  hills,  where  the  drain  could  go  out  in  all  directions.  It 
would  counterbalance  the  inconvenience  of  drawing  grain  and  hay  up  hilL 
Lombardy,  the  most  productive  country  in  the  world,  is  made  fertile  by  irri- 
gation. 

In  concluding  his  address,  Mr.  Greeley  directed  his  remarks  to  yonng 
men.  He  was  not  authorized  to  say  what  pursuit  they  should  select,  bwt 
imless  they  felt  sure  they  were  made  for  something  else,  he  would  advise 
them  to  engage  in  agriculture.  He  warned  them  against  the  fallacy  that 
there  was  plenty  of  land.  Already,  throughout  the  great  west,  the  best  loca- 
tions are  taken.  It  is  not  true  that  we  have  a  vast  amount  of  unoccupied 
land  awaiting  settlement.  Between  the  basin  of  the  Mississippi  and  the 
Btate  of  California,  not  one  acre  in  ten  is  worth  cultivating.  Settle  the 
question  first  as  to  the  pursuit,  and  in  doing  so,  remember  that  incur  cities 
only  one  man  in  a  hundred  becomes  rich,  while  the  man  dies  in  obscurity 
and  want.  Having  chosen  your  pursuit,  select  your  location,  and  however 
small  your  farm,  work  it  well,  and  you  will  increase.  The  farmer  of  this 
day  has  everything  to  encourage  effort.  Agricalture  is  a  science.  We 
bave  schools  that  teach  it,  and  books  that  treat  of  the  dairy,  the  field  and 
the  kitchen.  Avail  ourselves  of  these  things,  and  let  it  be  ours  to  urge  on 
Hie  system  of  enlightened  and  scientific  agriculture  to  its  magnificent  con- 
summation. 

In  spite  of  killing  frosts  on  the  5th  and  11th  of  last  June,  another  on  the 
4th  of  July,  (a  light  one,)  some  three  or  four  in  August,  and  a  half-dozen, 
Inore  or  less,  in  September,  the  sixth  annual  fair  in  this  county  has '  not 
proved  a  failure,  as  there  was  some  fear  that  it  might.  Apples  were  not 
as  abundant  on  the  stands  as  at  some  previous  seasons,  but  the  leading  i^a- 
rieties  wete  well  represented,  and  we  have  seldom  seen  larger  or  fairer 
specimens. 

TThe  show  of  agricultural  and  faorticuHural  productions  would  do  faono^ 
to  an  oldet  and  more  highly  cultivated  country  than  this,  and  we  hope  th^ 
panic  makers  who  saw  the  specimens  of  produce,  and  heard  the  accounts 
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of  the  growers  concerning  the  average  crops  of  the  county,  are  aatiaied 
that  we  shall  squeeze  through  until  another  season. 

Of  blooded  stock,  we  believe  the  show  was  better  than  on  any  preced- 
ing year.  This  is  a  move  in  the  right  direction.  If  there  is  any  kind  of 
stock  that  pajs  for  raising,  it  is  the  best.  It  costs  no  more  to  raise  a  plump, 
well-made  short  horn  steer  that  will  lay  on  seven  or  eight  cwt.  of  good, 
juicy  beef  in  three  years,  than  it  does  to  raise  a  long-legged,  scrawney  hay 
mill,  that  will  lay  on  five  or  six  cwt.  of  tough  beef,  horns  and  gristle  in  the 
same  time.  If  the  latter  will  pay  for  his  keeping,  the  former^^ill  give  a 
profit  of  two  cwt.  superior  beef,  and  the  best  brings  the  best  price. 

Of  horses,  there  was  a  good  display,  and  some  superior  oneB,  which 
would,  in  the  hands  of  competent  jockeys,  and  in  the  right  market,  bring  a 
round  price  ;  we  think  more  than  their  owners  can  ever  realize  from  them 
hereabouts  ;  and  this  is,  or  should  be,  decidedly  a  stock  raising  county. 

In  the  pork  line  we  noticed  some  nice  hogs,  with  an  evident  tendency  to 
take  on  fat  rather  than  gristle,  which,  we  are  assured  by  an  old  Tioga  far- 
mer, IS  a  great  improvement  on  the  ''  long-eared  kind,"  mostly  raised  wheo 
he  was  a  boy.  We  think  it  likely  ;  we  recollect  some  pretty  snug  scrub 
races  with  that  same  "kind,"  when  we  were  a  boy,  in  which  we  mostly 
came  out  second  best.  A  cross  from  the  Cheshire,  or  Chester  county  hogs 
on  the  old-fashioned,  slab-sided,  flap-eared  sub-soiler,  ''destroys  the  blood, 
but  much  improves  the  flesh." 

'  Cf  improved  sheep,  there  was  a  creditable  display.  They  were  not  as 
well  built  for  jumping  fences,  or  getting  an  independent  living  as  some 
flocks  we  remember  to  have  seen,  but  on  the  whole,  had  a  juicy,  muttony 
look,  that  gave  bail  for  a  respectable  appearance  on  the  table.  One  smaU 
lot  of  particularly  fine  ones  we  took  to  be  wholly  or  in  part  Bakewells,  but 
may  have  been  mistaken. 

The  cheese  and  butter  was  of  superior  quality,  and  we  doubt  if  anything 
better  in  the  dairy  line  can  be  produced  in  the  State,  than  was  on  exhibi- 
tion at  the  fair  last  week.  We  may  mention  here  that  Tioga  county  is  par- 
ticularly adapted  to  dairying,  and  in  the  opinion  of  one  of  the  most  eminent 
dairyman  in  the  Union,  is  not  excelled  in  that  respect  by  any  region  in  the 
United  States. 

There  was  a  fine  display  of  mechanical  and  artistic  skill;  of  homemade 
sauces,  syrups,  sugars,  wines,  preserves  and  pickles,  upon  some  of  which 
we  should  like  to  have  been  a  committee  of  one,  with  carte  blanche  at  the 
bread  department,  but  as  we  didn't  taste,  we  can  only  say  that  appearances 
were  in  their  favor.  We  noticed  a  particularly  neat  design  of  a  cloak  in  oil 
colors,  which  we  think,  displayed  much  artistic  skill  and  taste.  It  was  ex- 
ecuted by  Mr.  Berwart  of  this  place.  Also,  a  very  neat  robe  composed  en* 
tirely  of  cat  skins ;  we  are  informed  that  both  these  articles  drew  liberal  pra-

minms,  as  was  right.  If  the  owner  of  the  robe  wishes  ''to  enlarge,"  we  will 
make  him  a  present  of  the  seventy -two  cats  that  make  night  hideous  in  the 
neighborhood  of  our  sanctum ;  also,  if  he  wishes  to  try  his  hand  at  a  dog 
skin  robe,  we  will — but  we  digress. 

A  pleasant  feature  of  the  in-door  arrangement,  was  an  old  fashioned  flaz- 
wheel,  with  a  matronly  looking  woman  quietly  and  skillfully  spinning  at  it« 
She  was  awarded  a  liberal  premium. 

The  leading  feature  of  the  third  and  last  day  was  the  speech  of  the  Hon. 
Horace  Greeley.  The  crowd  had  collected  from  all  parts  of  the  adjoining 
country  in  expectation  of  his  arrival,  and  to  hear  him  from  the  stand,  on 
agriculture.  True  to  time  he  came  forward  in  the  identical  old  white  coat, 
and  in  a  decidedly  easy  looking  drab  hat  of  the  broad  brimmed  slouch  pat- 
tern, which  we  judge  has  made  the  California  tour  in  company  with  its  pre- 
sent owner.  We  were  sorry  to  see  the  old  white  entirely  minus  its  legiti- 
mate fastenings,  which  we  are  told  the  drivers  along  the  route  had  cribbed, 
to  the  last  button.  He  spoke  about  an  hour ;  his  themes  being  deep  sub- 
soiling,  and  underdraining.  We  think  his  remarks  were  in  the  main,  correct, 
and  we  wish  some  one  would  lay  a  few  rods  of  stone  drain  this  fall,  in 
springy,  tenacious  soil,  cultivate  the  land  well,  and  report  the  result  at  the 
next  annual  fair. 

We  did  not  see  the  plowing  or  drawing  matches,  but  are  informed  that 
the  plowing  which  drew  the  first  premium  was  particularly  skillful.  We 
noticed  among  other  things  a  pair  of  goats,  discounting  liberally  of  fun  for 
the  juveniles.  A  lot  of  drouthy  ducks  and  geese,  some  of  them  large  and 
fine ;  a  very  large  and  well  behaved  cock  and  hen  of  the  Shanghai  per- 
suasion ;  a  trio  of  dark  red  game  fowls,  the  cock  of  which  treated  his  two 
wives  worse  than  a  Turk — tearing  mouth fuls  of  feathers  from  their  dark 
brown  capes,  and  pecking  them  spitefully  on  the  least  provocation,  or  on  no 
provocation  at  all.  Several  pairs  of  large  well  feathered  turkeys ;  a  coop 
with  a  guinea  hen  and  chickens,  game  looking  as  partridges,  and  last,  but 
not  least,  a  most  decided  predisposition  on  the  part  of  the  people  in  attend- 
ance, to  please  and  be  pleased ;  to  interchange  ideas  as  well  as  seeds,  to 
compete  in  urbanity  as  well  as  production  of  the  soil,  and  in  a  word  to  make 
the  fair  what  it  should  be,  a  place  for  recreation  and  friendly  meetings,  as 
well  as  reciprocal  information  and  kindly  competition.

UNION  COUNTY-1859. 

To  the  President  of  the  Pervngylvania  StcUe  Agricultural  Society :

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The  annaal  exhibition  of  the  society  took  place  on  the  6th,  7th  and  8th 
(lays  of  October,  1S59,  and  was  very  numerously  attended,  evincing  an  in- 
creased interest  in  the  objects  of  the  society.  The  exhibition  was  a  very 
good  one.  All  kinds  of  grain,  fruit,  apples,  Ac,  were  of  a  superior  quality. 
There  was  an  excellent  display  of  farming  implements,  and  the  stock  of 
horses  and  cattle  was  very  good. 

The  society  has  purchased  ten  acres  of  land,  near  the  borough  of  Lewis- 
burg,  for  the  purpose  of  holding  their  exhibitions.  The  society  procured  a 
charter  from  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Union  county,  on  the  19th  day 
of  September,  1857,  and  we  now  number  one  hundred  and  forty  life  mem- 
bers. Certificates  of  life  membership  are  $10.  The  premiums  awarded  to 
competitors,  by  the  several  committees,  amounted,  in  the  aggregate,  to  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  five  dollars,  and  the  amount  received  at  the  same 
time,  for  family  and  single  tickets,  was  three  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dol- 
lars. 

There  is  a  great  interest  manifested  by  the  farmers  and  citizens  of  the 
county  generallv,  as  well  as  by  the  ladies,  for  its  welfare  and  prosperity. 
The  fair  ground  (ten  acres)  is  beautifully  located  one  mile  west  of  Lewis* 
burg.  We  intend  to  erect  suitable  buildings  for  the  accommodation  of  the 
society.

Miss  Martha  Mur|Ay,  of  Dover,  a  buneh  of  eoraL  Model  house,  by  Mas- 
ter Oeorge  Suite,  of  Baltii^ore.  Messrs  Jacoby  and  Schall  exhibited  a 
very  large  assortment  of  decorative  wall  paper,  embracing  fifty-three  styles 
ef  gold  and  velv^t^  numerous  styles  of  grained  pannel,  bordering,  Ac,  and 
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a  great  variety  of  curtain  and  picture  cord  and  tassels.  A  diploma  is  re- 
conimeDded,  and  a  premium  of  $5.  The  exhibition  was  much  enriched  bj 
a  display  of  very  interestiog  Chinese  and  Japanese  articles  deposited  for 
exhibition,  by  Capt  Young,  U.  S.  Navy.  Mr.  D.  Kern,  of  York,  exhibit! 
specimens  of  ornamental  marble  work.     We  recommend  a  diploma  and  $15. 

Mrs.  Joseph  Zeigler,  of  Spring  Garden,  should,  we  think  have  a  premian 
for  eighteen  young  English  rabbits,  raised  by  herself,  and  exhibited  ini 
handsome  large  cage,  neatly  finished  with  food-rack  and  other  convenienoee. 

A  map  of  Jerusalem,  deposited  by  Solomon  Oswald,  attracted  attention 
It  exhibits  the  old  city,  with  many  miles  of  surrounding  country,  embracinf 
all  the  points  of  biblical  and  historical  celebrity. 

We  would  recommend  the  thanks  of  the  association  be  specially  tendered 
to  all  exhibitors  of  articles  not  made  by  themselves,  tending  thus  greatly  to 
render  the  display  of  articles,  varied,  attractive,  interesting,  instructive,  aad 
also  thus  evincing  a  desire  on  their  part  to  further  the  object  of  the  asBO- 
ciation. 

Among  the  "Articles  for  Ornament,"  in  the  list  of  the  undersigned,  wti 
a  large  cage  of  eight  raccoons  and  one  fox,  and  we  would  recommend  a  pro* 
mium  to  Samuel  Warring  for  this  happy  family. 

Mr.  Warring  also  exhibits  four  bottles  California  snakes,  decidedly  "not 
ornamental,"  but  an  interesting  contribution  to  the  general  variMy  of  tbo 
fair.  Why  they  should  be  found  upon  the  list  of  articles  is  probably  knowi 
to  those  who  made  the  classification. 


ALLEGHENY  COUNTY-1860. 

To  the  Hon.  David  Taggart,  President  of  ike  State  AgricuUural  Sockig: 
Sir  :— In  obedience  to  the  provisions  ot  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  of  As- 
sembly, of  March  29,  1851, 1  have  the  honor  to  transmit  to  you  the  follow- 
ing report  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  Allegheny  County  Agricultaiil 
Society,  for  the  year  ending  January  2,  1$60  : 

The  society  held  its  annual  fair,  on  the  ground  occupied  by  the  State  so- 
ciety, in  1858,  on  the  13th,  14th,  15th  and  16th  days  of  September,  1859. 
But  the  display  of  grains,  fruits  and  vegetables,  owing  to  the  severity  of  tibe 
frost,  of  the  10th  of  June,  1859,  which  prevailed  throughout  this  section  of 
the  country,  was  not  as  large  as  it  other wtse.wouid  have  been  ;  however, 
the  articles  of  that  class  were  of  excellent  quality,  and  creditable  to  the  ex- 
JiibitorB.    In  the  horticultural  department  the  display  was  magnificent^  aad 
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die  arrftagement  of  Floral  Hall  was  crtditable  to  those  haying  churge  of 
that  department,  to  exhibitors  and  to  the  society.  The  display  in  the  other 
departments  was  encouraging,  except  in  that  of  manofactared  articles,  ma- 
chinery, Ac,  in  which  latter  department  the  display,  I  regret  to  state,  was 
meagre  and  nnsatisfactory.  The  society  held  oat  very  fair  indacements, 
bot  manufactorers  failed  to  respond. 

I  annex,  to  this  report,  the  statement  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  which 
win  exhibit  to  yon  concisely,  the  financial  condition  of  oor  society,  and  I 
enclose  yoa  a  copy  of  premiums  awarded  and  paid.

($88  33,)  himself.  To  enable  him  to  get  possession  of  the  aforesaid 
consideration,  your  Committee  would  offer  the  following  resolution  :  ^

BUCKS  COUNTr-1860. 

» 

The  eighteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Bucks  County  Agricultural  Society 
and  Mechanics'  Institute,  was  held  on  the  17th  of  January,  1860. 

The  board  of  managers,  in  compliance  with  a  requirement  of  the  by-laws, 
submit  the  following  report  of  their  transactions  for  the  preceding  yeaf : 

REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGERS. 

The  board  of  managers,  in  introducing  their  annual  report,  would  con- 
gratulate the  society  upon  the  continued  prosperity  and  success  which  have 
attended  their  enterprise  ;  and  remind  them  of  the  importance  of  each  indi- 
ridual  member  exerting  his  influence  and  efforts  to  sustain  it. 

The  indebtedness  of  the  society  at  present  does  not  vary  much  from  what 
it  was  a  year  ago ;  the  improvements  authorized  by  the  last  annual  meeting, 
involving  an  expenditure  of  about  $800,  having  absorbed  all  the  net  revenue 
of  the  year. 

Most  of  the  improvements  needed  upon  the  grounds  having  been  com^ 
pleted,  it  is  anticipated  that  a  large  reduction  of  the  debt  may  hereafter  be 
made  annually,  until  it  is  extinguished,  and  the  society  placed  upon  such  a 
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f^dtiBg  ikat  its  ptbgtefls  Ux  prosperity  «tid  usefofaiMs  majr  be  steady  a&d 
rapid. 

In  pursuance  of  authoritj  granted  by  tbe  societj^  at  ite  last  annual  meet^ 
lag,  the  board,  on  the  26^  of  March,  execvted  a  mortgage  to  John  B.  Pugh, 
Bsq.,  of  Dojlesiown,  in  trust,  for  $3,200 — ^th^  proceeds  of  which  were  ap- 
|>Ued  to  the  payment  of  the  temporary  loans  and  other  indebtedness  of  tiie 
society*  In  addition  to  this,  a  temporary  loan  of  $100  was  effeeted,  which 
iiaa  since  been  redeented. 

The  improvements  made  upon  Ihe  grounds  were  the  laying  of  an  upper 
floor  in  the  buildtog,  the  oonetrubtidn  of  stairs  atid  otlier  necessary  fixtures^ 
and  the  pamting  of  the  doors  and  shatters;  the  erection  of  an  adjacent 
teiiding  {6t  the  aooonrtodation  of  the  ladies,  the  putting  up  of  MXteen  ad^- 
ditional  sheds  for  stock,  and  some  other  improTements  of  minor  importanoo. 
This  work  was  all  done  in  a  substantial  manner,  and  at  a  reasonable  cost. 
An  additional  insurance  upon  the  building  was  obtaiaedi  covering  the  in* 
creased  value  of  tbe  property. 

The  Committee  on  Grounds,  by  authority  of  tbe  board,  have  rented  the 
grounds  and  buildings  for  public  meetings  of  various  kinds,  from  which  con- 
siderable revenue  has  been  received — a  part  of  which  has  been  expended  in 
providing  seats  in  the  building. 

On  the  first  of  August,  Jacob  Eastbum,  on  account  of  declining  health, 
resigned  the  office  of  treasurer.  Which  he  had  h6ld  from  the  organization  of 
the  society,  and  the  board  appointed  Silas  Gary  to  fill  his  place.  In  accord- 
ance with  tbe  by-laws,  the  new  treasurer  entered  into  bond  in  the  sum  of 
$2,500  for  the  fkithful  discbarge  of  his  duties. 

Tbe  board  revised  the  schedule  of  premiums,  making  such  alterations  and 
additions  as  seemed  needed,  with  a  view  to  exciting  the  greatest  decree  of 
emulation,  and  attracting  the  largest, possible  competition.  They  largely 
increased  the  number  of  articles  of  silver  ware,  as  they  believe,  with  a  "bencn 
ficial  effect ;  and  likewise  offered  a  number  of  bridles  as  premiums.*  They 
also  provided  for  a  public  sale,  on  the  day  following  the  exhibition,  of  such 
articles  as  exhibitors  might  wish  to  dispose  of  in  that  way.  This  new  fea- 
ture connected  with  our  exhibitions  was  less  successful  than  had  been  an- 
ticipated. An  effort  to  procure  a  speakeri  to  deliver  an  address  during  tbe 
exhibition^  was  unsuccessful. 

The  exhibition,  from  variou9  causes,  the  most  prominent  of  which  were 
tke  political  excitement  of  the  Presidential  campaign,  and  the  want  of  ear- 
nest personal  efforts  pn  the  piMrt  of  members,  to  swell  the  display,  was  not 
what  it  ought.. to  b.ave  been.  Still,  it  was  highly  creditable,  and  mainly 
eatisfactory  ;  and,  in  its  pecuniary  results,  entirely  successful  The  unfa- 
vorable weather  on  the  second  day  no  doubt  largely  curtailed  the  receipts, 
and  yet  they  were  quit^  eijual  to  antioipations.    Tbe  very  large  attendanoe 
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of  TisHors,  and  the  ftdditions  to  the  Met  of  HLembers^  indieate  an  iDcteMbg 
interest  in  the  cause,  and  give  encouraging  promise  of  jfatnre  prosperity  vid 
aaefnlDess  in  the  societj. 

In  conclosion,  we  woaM  urge  upon  each  indiridaal  member  to  use  his  io- 
inence  and  efforts  to  indooe  bis  neighbors  to  become  exhibitors,  and  also  to 
oontribnte  as  much  as  possible  from  his  own  stock  and  prodnctioos  to  swell 
the  display  at  oar  annual  exhibitipns,  as  well  to  aid  the  cause  as  to  ohtiiB 
the  premiums  offered.  While  not  more  than  two  or  three  premiums  can  U 
awarded  for  articles  of  any  one  class,,  an  hundred  specimens  placed  on  eidu- 
bition,  even  of  only  tolerable  quality,  will  look  better  than  a  meagre  dispUj^ 
show  a  more  lively  interest  in  the  cause,  contribute  greatly  to  the  pi^blit 
gpratification,  and  largely  promote  the  success  and  influence  of  the  soeie^.

Among  other  things,  we  noticed  a  dried  collection  of  some  of  the  perni- 
cious weeds  found  on  our  farms.  It  is  a  good  idea  to  call  the  attention  of 
our  farmers,  in  this  way,  to  anything  so  important  as  the  eradication  of  thost 
plants  that  eat  up  the  substance  of  the  soil  without  making  any  retan. 
Here,  at  our  county  fair,  where  we  take  such  pains  to  compete  with  each 
other  iq  vegetables  and  grain,  the  products  of  the  soil  by  proper  cultivation, 
seems  to  be  the  most  suitable  place  to  show  what  the  ground  brings  forth 
by  neglect.  As  a  general  thing,  too  little  attention  is  paid  to  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  weeds  that  infest  our  land.  While  particular  portions  are  well 
cultivated  and  cared  for,  fence-rows,  gardens,  (in  the  fall  months  particu- 
larly,)and  our  less  productive  fields  are  allowed  to  grow  up  in  the  rank  laxn- 
riance  of  worthless  vegetation.     That  a  remedy  ought  to  be  applied  for 
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tfcls  is  very  eyident,  and  if  some  of  oar  yoang  botanists  (and  old  ones,  too, 
for  that  matter)  woald  compete  with  each  other  in  making  coliectsons  for 
our  fair,  it  would  go  far  towards  awakening  the  careless  and  unthinking  in 
this  matter. 

In  conclusion,  I  am  requested  to  add,  that  the  variety  of  handsomely 
furnished  fancy  work,  presented  to  the  consideration  of  the  Committee,  ren- 
dered it  necessary  for  them  to  call  in  the  valuable  assistance  of  Harriet  W. 
Longshore  and  Mary  T.  Ivins«  to  enable  them  to  appreciate  and  do  justi<5e 
Co  the  merits.

The  society  holde  quarterly  meetings  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and 
At  these  meetings,  various  spirited  discussions  are  entered  upon,  with  a  view 
to  agricultural  improvement,  in  which  a  lively  interest  is  manifested  by 
members,  in  advancing  their  cherished  opinions,  formed  from  practical  ex- 
perience upon  their  farms. 

The  seventh  annual  exhibition  of  the  society  was  held  in  October  last, 
and  proved  in  every  respect  creditable  to  the  members.  The  display  of  fine 
horses  was  large ;  the  noble  creature  was  there  in  numbers  and  beauty, 
adapted  to  every  purpose,  from  the  full  blooded  courser,  to  the  sturdy 
draught  horse.  The  display  of  mules  and  jacks  was  of  a  superior  character, 
AS  also  the  stock  of  Durhams,  Devons  and  Native  breeds,  which  deservedly 
attracted  great  attention,  and  proved  that  our  farmers  are  anxious  to  bring 
their  stock  up  to  the  standard  of  excellence  ;  and  that  ere  long  Centre  will 
rank  among  the  foremost  of  her  sister  counties  in  improving  the  glorious 
cause  of  agriculture.     It  was  generally  conceded  that  the  display  of  fine

The  ladies'  department  was  particularly  distinguished  for  its  variety  of 
handsome  articles,  and  many  well  deserved  compliments  were  paid  to  the 
very  superior  style  m  which  their  productions  were  finished,  which  will  bo 
doubt  tend  to  insure  a  more  splendid  display  of  their  handiwork  next  year. 

In  connection  with  this  notice,  justice  requires  that  the  Farmers'  High 
School  should  receive  the  meed  of  praise.  The  professors,  ofl^ers  and  stu- 
dents of  the  school  were  in  attendance,  amd  contributed  much  to  the  int^est 
of  the  exhibition,  by  the  handsome  display  of  various  agricultural  prodacte, 
raised  upon  their  farm,  and  many  new  implements  of  husbandry,  used  iir 
their  farming  operations,  attracted  general  attention.

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The  Exeoutire  Committee  have  a^^ain  the  gratification  to  annouiiee  the 
close  of  another  prosperous  year  in  the  annals  of  the  Chester  County  Agri- 
cultural Society. 

The  late  annual  exhibition  was  eminently  snccessful  in  every  respect, —

Some  three  hundred  family  tickets  were  thus  sold  to  persons  having  no  di- 
rect interest  in  the  society's  welfare,  many  of  whom  took  unfair  advantage 
of  the  liberal  privileges  e'xtended  to  holders  of  members'  tickets,  whidi, 
with  other  abuses  within  the  power  of  the  holders  of  these  tickets,  caused  a 
reduction  of  nearly  two  hundred  dollars  below  the  receipts  of  last  year,  in 
the  face  of  a  larger  attendance  of  from  one  to  two  thousand  persons.  To 
remedy  this  abuse,  we  shall  be  compelled  to  return  to  the  system  pursued 
last  year,  and  limit  the  issue  of  family  tickets  to  the  regular  members  of  the 
society. 

To  oar  contributors,  committees,  &c.,  we  tender  the  thanks  of  the  society 
for  the  prompt  and  cheerful  discharge  of  their  respective  duties. 

Believing  that  our  society  is  surely  and  rapidly  promoting  the  agricultu- 
ral welfare  of  the  county,  and  tending  to  the  social  and  intellectual  advance- 
nient  of  the  farmer,  we  commend  its  interests  to  the  watchful  care  of  our 
members,  and  to  the  good  wishes  and  support  of  our  citizens  generally. 

The  annual  exhibition  for  1860,  was  held  upon  the  society's  grounds,  in 
the  borough  of  West  Chester,  the  5th  and  6th  days  of  October.

I  am  unable  to  funish  ^ 
pedigree,  as  Ahiemeys  are  not  herd  book  cattle,  as  are  Durhams  and  De- 
vons,  and  it  is  not  usual  to  trace  them  back  further  than  the  direct  impor- 
tation.

The  attention>f  the  Committee  was  also  called  to  several  seedlings  of 
some  promise  grown  in  West  Chester,  two  of  which,  the  Black  Filbert  uid 
Pennypacker  seedling,  deposited  by  Mrs..  Pennypacker,  and  one  not  named, 
raised  by  Mrs.  Scattergood,  and  deposited  by  Joseph  Eift,  which  Uiey  do 
not  consider  equal  in  flavor  to  Isabella  or  Baldwin,  though  they  most 
likely  will  prove  hardy. 

A.  M.  Spangler,  of  Philadelphia,  had  on  exhibition  quite  a  number  of  fine 
bunches  of  the  new  Philadelphia  seedling  "Flora,"  which  is  represented  as 
very  hardy,  standing  the  most  severe  winters  without  the  slightest  protec- 
tion, resembling  in  color,  size  and  flavor  the  Bland  or  Powel  Should  it^  on 
trial,  prove  to  be  hardy  and  free  from  mildew  and  rot  in  all  localities,  it  will 
certainly  prove  to  be  a  very  decided  acquisition  and  will  take  the  first  rank 
among  the  new  grapes. 

Although  grapes  raised  under  glass  are  not  mentioned  on  the  premium 
list,  yet  the  Committee  cannot  overlook  the  fine  display  of  foreign  varie- 
ties, comprising  Black  Hamburg,  Black  Prince,  Zinfindal,  Syrian,  Tribiana, 
Ctolden  Hamburg  and  Bowood  Muscat,  exhibited  by  Dr.  George  Thomas  of 
West  Whiteland,  for  which  collection  they  award  a  special  premium,  is 
it  has  been  satisfactorily  proven  that  some  of  the  finest  foreign  varieties 
can  be  grown  with  a  trifling  expense  and  care  under  the  several  improye 
and  cheap  gleJk  structures,  and  as  quite  a  number  of  houses  for  the  pur 
pose  have  been  and  are  about  being  erected  within  the  past  season,  in 
Chester  county,  they  wish  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Society  to  the  fact, 
and  suggest  the  propriety  of  offering  premiums  for  the  best  varieties  in  re- 
gard  to  their  constitutional  vigor  and  freedom  from  disease  and  liability  to 
be  affected  by  atmospheric  changes,  and  in  all  matters  in  relation  to  their 
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mdaption  to  the  jmrposes  of  yery  eh^ap  hoHses,  so  that  they  fan  be  within 
the  means  of  every  fianner  and  lot  owner. 

Before  concloding,  although  not  within  the  province  of  the  Committee, 
we  were  much  pleased  with  samples  of  four  varieties  of  the  cranberry, 
iprown  by  W.  &  Bates,  of  Cape  May  county,  New  Jersey,  particularly  the 
Bush  variety ;  -they  were  unusually  large  and  fine,  and  might  be  grown  in 
Hivorable  localities  in  our  own  county.

In  presenting  Aeir  report,  the  Committee  cannot  but  express  regret  that 
contributions  to  tiie  department  assigned  for  their  judgment,  were  not  more 
extensively  made. 

A^ough  a  fiair  premium  was  oifered  by  the  society  for  the  best  design 
for  a  farm  house^  or  any  one  of  the  out  buildings  necessarily  belong^g  to 
s  well  regulated  farm,  the  Committee  fonnd  but  one  design  on  exhibitioi^^ 
s  plan  for  a  bam,  on  a  large  scale,  designed  and  executed  by  Stephen  P. 
Sharpless.  The  plan  was  very  complete  in  all  of  its  arrangements— having 
sll  fixtures  and  conveniences  for  accommodating  the  stock  and  products  of 
the  farm  in  the  best  possible  manner.  We  have  accordingly  awarded  this 
design  the  first  premium. 

Our  attention  was  called  to  a  design  for  a  smoke  house,  or  "  attic  smoke 
room  for  hams,"  by  the  originator,  Mr.  Israel  Lambom,  of  this  countyi 
which  he  presented  to  the  public  through  the  columns  of  the  "American 
Agriculturist,"  for  November,  18i&9.  From  the  design  and  descriptioa 
therewith  given,  we  think  it  well  worthy  the  attention  of  farmers,  and  all 
others,  who  want  to  build  a  cheap,  convenient,  and  at  the  same  time,  a  safe 
flBioke  foom. 
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There  were  on  exhibition  six  differently  constnicted  vxuhmg  machmetf 
viz:  "Harlan's  patent,"  manufactored  at  ErcUdomn,  Chester  coonty; 
"  Madges ;"  "  Hall's,"  manu&ctared  at  Marshalton,  by  Leri  Carry ;  ^  The 
Emancipator,"  by  Davis,  Lewis  &  Co.,  of  West  Chester;  "Plowman  & 
M'Bride's,"  Philadelphia,  and  "  French's  Conical"  machine,  of  New  YorL 
Not  haying  had  any  very  extensiTe  experience  as  wmh-wamen,  the  Com- 
mittee were  somewhat  at  a  loss  to  know  which  machine  wonld  senre  the 
best  pnrpose  for  which  it  was  designed.  Being  sensible  of  their  want  of 
knowledge,  in  this  respect,  ihej  took  the  liberty  of  calfing  to  their  assist- 
ance a  namber  of  ladies,  with  whom  they  conferred,  and  after  as  complete 
an  examination  as  conld  be  made,  withoat  having  the  machines  practically 
tested,  they  feel  bound  to  award  the  premiam  to  Messrs.  Plowman  k 
M'firide,  of  Philadelphia.  They  woold  here  beg  leave  to  suggest  that  in 
ftitnre  the  Washing  Machine  department  be  left  entirdy  to  a  committee  <^ 
ladies.

The  Committee  on  "Pernicious  Plants  and  Weeds/'  in  the  agriculture  of 
Chester  county,  report,  that  four  collections  of  such  plants  were  produced 
at  the  exhibition,  which  eTinced  a  commendable  attention  to  that  interest- 
ing subject. 

Two  of  the  collections  were  arranged  in  groups  of  Natural  Families,  and 
affixed  in  convenient  yohimes,  with  the  proper  names  of  the  plants  attached. 

To  the  conection,  numbered  154,  (prepared  by  Thomas  H.  Jackson,)  con- 
taining one  hundred  and  ninety-eight  specimens,  the  first  premium,  a  silver 
plated  cream  pitcher,  was  awarded. 

To  the  collection,  numbered  2,  (prepared  by  Stephen  P.  Sharpless,)  con- 
taining one  hundred  and  twenty-six  specimens,  neatly  arranged  in  two  hand- 
some volumes,  the  second  premium,  a  copy  of  the  "Country  Gentleman/' 
for  18^1,  was  awarded. 

Two  other  collections,  of  unarranged  weeds,  were  exhibited  : — one,  by 
Rachel  Taylor,  comprising  one  hundred  and  eight  specimens,  and  the  other 
by  J.  Williams  Thorn,  containing  thirty-two  specimens.  To  each  of  these 
a  special  premium,  of  a  copy  of  the  "Parmer  &  Gardener,''  for  one  year, 
was  awarded. 

This  is  believed  to  be  the  first  instance  of  an  exhibition,  in  this  county, 
where  weeds  have  attained  to  the  importance  of  an  official  notice. 

Weeds  may  be  defined  to  be  plants  of  spontaneous  growth,  which  are 
either  pernicious,  (t.  e.  poisonous  in  their  properties,  injurious  by  reason  of 
thorns  or  prickles,  or  choking  out  usefol  plants,  by  exuberant  growth.)  or 
merely  worthless,  in  agriculture,  as  cumberers  of  the  ground.  Every  good, 
-^dy  farmer  is  carefol  to  eradicate  such  plants,  or  to  keep  them  in  due  sub- 
jection. Of  course,  his  first  step  in  the  process,  is  to  learn  to  know  them, 
when  he  sees  them.  He  cannot  satisfactorily  talk  or  write  about  them, 
without  employing  names  ;  and  every  intelligent  person  should  be  able  to 
use  appropriate  and  approved  terms,  when  treating  of  objects.  Specimens 
of  all  vegetables  concerned  in  agriculture  and  horticulture,  (weeds,  as  well 
as  useful  plants,)  should  be  neatly  prepared — arranged  in  natural  groups — 
end  kept  in  convenient,  indexed  volumes,  in  the  library  of  the  society,  for 
tSie  use  of  the  members.  In  that  way  the  volumes  could  be  consulted,  and 
Ibe  plants  become  known,  with  the  same  facility  as  words  are  learned  in  a 
Aetionary.

Report  on  Fabms. 

To  the  PresidetU  of  the  Chester  OourUy  AgricuUural  Society: 

Sib  : — Tbe  Committee  appointed  to  examine  and  report  as  to  the  "  Best 
Cultivated  Farm,"  and  '^  Best  Arranged  and  most  Convenient  set  of  Farm 
Buildings,"  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  for  tbe  first  designated  premium  two  farms  were  entered,  while  for 
the  second  there  was  but  a  single  entry. 

The  first  farm  visited  by  the  Committee  was  that  of  Mr.  Joseph  H.  Os- 
bom,  of  Westtown  township.  The  buildings  attached  to  this  farm  were  also 
entered  fo^  the  premium  on  Farm  Buildings. 

Mr.  Osbom's  place  is  pleasantly  situated,  about  two  miles  south  of  West 
Ohester,  on  the  Birmingham  road.  It  contains  about  two  hundred  acres, 
about  twenty-five  of  which  Bre  woodland.  The  portion  under  cultivation 
is  conveniently  divided  into  twelve  fields,  each  of  which  contains  from  four- 
teen to  twenty  acres,  and  is  provided  with  running  water.  They  are  in 
suitable  form,  and  the  area  of  the  farm  presents  a  very  desirable,  gently 
undulating  surface.     The  land  is  of  good  quality — a  sandy  loam. 

During  the  present  season,  thirty-two  acres  were  mowed,  with  a  yield  of 
seventy  wagon  loads  of  hay,  estimated  to  contain  about  sixty-five  tons ; 
sixteen  acres  were  in  wheat,  from  which  forty- two  wagon  loads  were  taken : 
ten  acres  in  oats,  yielding  twenty-five  wagon  loads ;  twenty-two  acres  in 
eom ;  three-fourths  of  an  acre  in  potatoes,  with  a  yield  of  seventy  bushels. 

During  the  past  winter,  the  following  amount  of  stock  was  wintered  on 
the  farm : — eighteen  feeding  cattle,  five  pairs  of  oxen,  five  horses,  five  cows, 
one  bull,  six  head  of  one  and  two-year  old  stock,  fifty-one  ewes,  and  five 
hogs.  And  in  the  succeeding  summer  there  have  been  on  pasture — ^nine- 
teen  feeding  cattle,  three  pairs  of  oxen,  five  horses,  one  colt,  seven  cows, 
one  bull,  three  two-year  olds,  ninety-eight  ewes  and  lambs,  and  five  hogs: 

The  property  had  been  farmed  on  shares  for  twenty-five  years,  previous 
to  1847.  Since  then,  it  has  received  twenty-two  thousand  bushels  of  lime. 
Mr.'Osbom  has^never  used  patent  manures,  except  about  five  hundred 
pounds  of  Columbian  guano,  last  autumn. 

The  Committee  were  not  put  in  possession,  at  either  of  the  ftirms  visited, 
of  the  net  profits  of  the  form  for  the  past  or  preceding  years.  They  would 
suggest  that  it  is  desirable  that  a  farm  account  should  be  regularly  kept  and 
presented  by  competitors  for  the  premium. 
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The  Committee  beg  to  ezpreee  their  eatisfaction  with  th^  general  artaoge- 
ments  and  cultiyation  of  Mr.  Oebom's  form. 

The  fields  are  judicionslj  divided,  handsomely  situated,  well  watered,  aod 
snugly  fenced,  well  set  with  grass  and  free  from  weeds.  There  is  compare- 
tivelj  less  old  grass  land  than  we  are  accustomed  to  see  in  this  "  green  grass 
country,"  but  there  was  abundant  evidence  of  the  capacity  of  the  farm, 
amply  and  improvingly  to  sustain  the  amount  of  stock  upon  it  Mr.  Os- 
bom's  farm  may  be  unhesitatingly  pronounced  one  of  the  best  arranged  and 
cultivated  in  the  county. 

The  afternoon  of  the  morning  spent  at  Mr.  Osbom's  was  devoted  to  ihs 
inspection  of  the  farm  of  Mr.  Lewis  Sharpless.  This  has  a  commandinf 
situation  in  East  Bradford  township,  chiefly  on  the  high  land  overlookiog  the 
Brandywine,  but  extending,  with  a  fine  piece  of  meadow  to  the  banks  of 
the  stream.  Mr.  Sharpless's  dwelling  enjoys  a  remarkably  picturesque  and 
attractive  view. 

The  land,  with  the  exception  of  a  scarcely  noticeable  patch  of  serpentine, 
is  of  the  fine  sandy  loam ;  for  every  variety  of  crops  unsurpassed,  and  for 
grass  unequalled. 

The  farm  contains  one  hundred  and  ten  acres  of  arable  land,  with  a  dae 
proportion  of  woodland.  It  is  conveniently  divided  and  well  fenced,  with 
water  throughout. 

Mr.  8harple8s  cultivates  about  ten  acres  annually  in  com,  ten  in  oats  and 
ten  in  wheat;  mowing  about  twenty-five  acres.  We  think  this  division  of 
crops  may  be  safely  recommended  as  eminently  applicable  to  land  of  tbis 
quality.  His  average  crop  of  wheat  is  about  thirty  bushels  to  the  acre; 
of  corn,  seventy- five  bushels  ;  of  oats,  seventy-five  bushels  ;  and  he  esti- 
mates his  crop  of  hay,  this  year,  at  the  high  figure  of  two  and  a  half  tons 
to  the  acre,  though  the  average  yield  one  year  with  another  will  not  exceed 
two  tons. 

Mr.  Sharpless  applies  annually  between  five  hundred  and  six  hundred 
bujshelfi  of  lime,  and  about  three  tons  of  plaster. 

The  farm  is  a  grazing  farm  The  average  number  of  cattle  and  horses 
kept  annually  upon  it  is  about  forty ;  and  the  appearance  of  the  fields,  at 
the  date  of  our  visit  (Sept.  29th)  gave  evidence  that  its  capacity  had  been 
very  lightly  drawn  upon. 

In  fact,  the  clothing  of  grass  upon  Mr.  Sharplese's  fields — ^timothy,  clover 
SAd  green  grass — ^was  such  as  to  challenge  the  unfeigned  admiration  of  the 
Committee,  and  cannot,  we  may  confidently  assert,  be  surpassed  upon  oqf 
continent  The  field  of  wheat  also  struck  the  Commil^tee  as  the  best  that 
kad  con^e  ujnder  their  notice  during  th.e  pr^s^nt  autumn.  Taking  into  eoi* 
fideration  the  amount  of  stock  fed  upon  the  farm,  its  reported  yield  in  crop^ 
and  its  appearance  at  the  late  period  of  the  summer^  when  visited,  the  Corn- 
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mittee  most  freelj  award  it  the  first  premium  for  ''tbe  best  arranged  and 
beat  cultivated  farm,"  and  we  feel  confident  that  no  amount  of  competition 
could  have  affected  this  award. 

The  Committee  have  great  pkasvre  in  assigning  the  second  premium  to 
Mr.  Joseph  H.  Osbom.  And  it  will  be  seen,  that  in  reqiect  of  farm  build** 
ings,  Mr.  Osborn's  superiority  is  very  manifest. 

Mr.  Osbom  is  the  only  competitor  for  the  premium  ''for  the  best  arranged 
and  most  convenient  set  of  farm  buildings."  And  they  may  be  very  posi'* 
tively  pronounced  to  be  in  every  respect,  model  farm  buildings. 

The  house  was  built  in  1855,  and  is  thirty-eight  feet  by  forty-six  feet  i 
the  kitchen  being  twenty-one  feet  by  twentj-two  feet  It  is  built  of  ser- 
pentine stone,  three  stories  high,  with  wash  and  wood  houses  attadied. 

The  dimensions  of  the  bam,  built  in  1848,  are  eighty  feet  long  by  fifty- 
eight  feet  wide  ;  of  stone  to  square,  with  frame  front  uid  gables ;  eontun- 
ing  stalls  for  seven  horses,  five  cows  and  twenty-five  feeding  stalls,  with 
•bedding  attached,  thirty-five  feet  by  fifty-eight  feet,  and  twenty  feet  by 
fifty-two  feet,  with  loft  above  for  hay ;  and  one  for  shelter,  sixte^a  feet  by 
e^hty  feet ;  barn,  shedding  and  yard  covering  a  square  of  115  feet  by  110 
feet 

Mr.  Osbom  has  all  the  neoeasary  out  buildings  on  hia  fiarm,  such  as  car'- 
riage-house  and  gear- house,  with  tool-house  overhead ;  cart-house,  with 
lolt  overhead  for  storing  farming  utenails ;  double  com-crib,  with  shelling 
floor  in  the  centr*;  ice-house,  hog-house,  &o.,  &e,,  &o. 

The  bam  and  house  are  both  supplied  with  running  water,  from  a  spring* 
head  sufficiently  high  for  this  purpose* 

The  Oommittee  award  the  fifsi  premium,  for  ''tke  best  arranged/and  most 
ooavenient  set  of&rm  buildings,"  to  Joseph  H.  Osfoorn.

Three  of  your  Committee  attended  the  Lancaster  county  exhibition,  and 
were  very  kindly  received  and  eiitertain^d  by  the  officers  tbereot  We 
found  their  disf  lay  in  some  departments  very  fine,  but  in  others  rather  mea-» 
gre.  The  attendance  was  not  large,  partly  owing  to  there  being  several  ad« 
jacent  county  exhibitions  goisig  on  at  the  same  time»  as  well  aa  that  of  out 
State  fair.  We  found  tbe  artiolf%  Mr  OA  exbibition  pcetly  w«U  arranged, 
and  much  att^Ajbion  paj<^  tp;tt^  bQi8#  dep^rtipe^t^  apd  gpod  prder  prevailed 
throughout 
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Tbiasurer's  Bipobt. 

To  Isaac  W.  Yamlbeb,  Esa,  PreaidetU: 

The  following  statement  will  show  the  present  finmncial  condition  of  the 
Chester  Oonntj  Agricnltnral  Society : 

With  a  yiew  to  facilitate  the  keeping  of  the  accounts,  and  at  the  same 
time,  more  readily  exhibit  onr  financial  condition,  I  have  kept  the  improve- 
ment or  real  estate  fond  separate  from  the  exhibition  ftmd.  It  was  the  in- 
tention of  the  society  to  pay  for  the  real  estate  and  all  the  improvements 
thereon,  by  the  issue  of  stock  or  certificates  of  loan,  and  to  appropriate  the 
receipts  from  onr  exhibitions  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  premiums  and 
the  usual  expenses  attendant  upon  the  exhibitions.  But  in  consequence  of 
subscribers  neglecting  to  pay  their  sSbscriptions  promptly,  we  have  been 
Impropriating  at  various  times  portions  of  our  exhibition  fund  to  the  pay* 
ment  of  pressing  demands  on  account  of  improvements,  till  we  have  drawn 
altogether  nearly  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ftt)m  this  ftmd.  This  system  of 
borrowing  from  our  exhibition  fund  to  pay  for  improvements — instead  of 
selling  our  stock  for  such  purposes — ^has  kept  our  treasury  in  low  oonditaon, 
and  compelled  us  to  trespass  upon  the  good  nature  of  some  of  our  creditors, 
by  deferring  the  payment  of  bills  that  should  have  been  promptly  met  from 
the  receipts  at  our  exhibitions. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  whole  amount  of  stock  and  certificates  of  loan  is* 
sued  is  less  than  $9,000,  whereas,  we  are  permitted  by  our  constitution  to 
{sane  $10,000.  If  ih\a  balance  of  our  stock  were  sold,  the  greater  and  more  * 
urgent  portion  of  the  society's  indebtedness  could  be  met,  and  we  could  "ea^ 
ry"  without  ineonvraienoe  the  remainder  until  gradually  paid  from  the  re* 
ceipts  at  our  annual  exhibitions.  The  eminent  success  thitt  has  invariably 
crowned  our  annual  fairs  leaves  no  doubt  whatever  of  the  society's  ability, 
in  future,  not  only  to  pay  the  interest  upon  our  stock  and  loans,  with  all 
current  expenses,  but  to  enlarge  materially  the  extent  and  value  of  our  pre- 
mium lists.  I  would  therefore  urge  upon  our  Executive  Ck>mmittee  the  im* 
portance  of  selling  an  additional  thousand  dollars  of  our  stock,  as  the  readi* 
est  way  to  place  the  society  financially  in  an  easy  condition.  And  in  dis* 
posing  of  this  stock,  I  would  suggest  the  policy  of  limiting  the  amount  sold 
to  any  one  person  to  Uoo  shares.  The  annual  six  per  cent  dividend  on  two 
shares  will  pay  the  holder's  annual  fee  of  membership,  one  dollar,  and  leave 
the  society  indebted  to  him  twenty  cents, — ^whereas,  the  holder  of  more 
than  two  shares  will  draw  six  per  cent,  on  such  amount  annually  from  the 
treasury.  Every  stockholder,  under  our  constitution,  becomes  de  focto  a 
member  of  the  society,  and  subject  to  an  annual  payment  of  one  dollar,— so 
that  tiie  holder  of  two  shares  makes  comparatively  but  a  small  annaal  de* 
mand  upon  our  treasury  for  dividends.    As  a  financial  advantage,  there* 
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fore,  beBides  adding  to  the  societj  a  greater  nnmber  of  interested  members, 
the  policy  of  limiting  the  issue  of  stock  to  two  shares  to  any  one  member 
will  be  apparent. 

The  nnmber  of  our  stockholders  at  this  time  is  two  hundred  and  forty ; 
the  nnmber  of  loanholders,  one  hundred  and  nineteen.  Total,  three  hundred 
and  fifty-nine.

ADDRESS 

By  Henry  M.  M'Intirb,  Esq.,  delivered  before  the  Chester  County  Agri- 
cultural Society,  October  6,  1860. 

The  disparity  in  the  systems  of  agriculture  pursued  in  different  parts  of 
our  country  must  have  been  observed  by  every  one.     Even  where  soil  and 
climate  and  local  situation,  are  equally  propitious,  the  advantages  of  scien- 
tific culture  and  the  development  of  the  fertility  of  the  soil,  by  a  carefdl 
attention  to  its  wants,  exhibit  themselves  -by  the  side  of  wasteful  husbandry, 
an  exhausting  system  of  culture,  and  incipient  barrenness      It  is  a  matter 
of  surprise  that  where  the  press  is  free,  where  knowledge  of  every  kind,  and 
in  the  cheapest  form,  is  in  perpetual  circulation,  that  a  greater  uniformitj 
in  the  methods  of  culture,  and  a  wider  diffusion  of  the  agricultural  skill, 
which  is  so  strikingly  displayed  in  some  parts  of  our  country,  have  not  re- 
sulted from  the  numerous  and  brilliant  examples  of  the  utility  of  scientific 
study  in  this  department     Improvements  of  this  kind  have  to  encounter  an 
almost  invincible  prejudice ;  and  the  adoption  in  one  county  or  neighbor- 
hood, of  such  better  and  more  productive  methods  of  agriculture,  as  are 
known  to  be  practiced  in  another,  is  always  a  work  of  time,  and  often  only 
accomplished  in  the  face  of  sneering  opposition.     The  introduction  of  agri- 
cultural machinery  is  much  easier  than  an  innovation  on  some  time-honored 
rotation  of  crops,  or  ancestral  custom  of  tillage.     Th6  consequence  is,  that 
the  wonderful  mechanical  ingenuity  of  the  country  is  attracted  in  this  di- 
rection.    The  numberless  implements  which  are  every  year  exhibited,  at 
our  agricultural  anniversaries,  show  in  how  many  quarters,  and  to  how 
great  an  extent,  the  purely  mechanical  and  constructive  arts  are  expending 
their  strength  in  the  advancement  of  this  cause.    Yet,  with  all  the  aid  wluch 
the  mechanic  arts  can  bring  to  her,  agriculture  itself,  pure  and  proper,  id 
making  comparatively  little  progress  in  the  country  at  large. 
^^The  whole  amooai  of  premiiuDS  awarded,  #1^080  00^ 
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There  are  one  or  two  reasons  for  this.  Men  porsne  agriculture  as  an  are 
— a  mere  means  of  livelihood,  and  not  as  a  science.  They  are  unwilling^ 
in  this  utilitarian  day,  to  listen  to  the  recommendations  of  a  theory,  unless 
the  suggestions  bear  immediate  and  palpable  fruit  They  deny  to  science 
any  credit  in  the  adrancement  of  agricultural  art,  unless  the  cultivators 
can  lay  their  hands  on  this  or  that  invention,  or  this  or  that  direct  improve- 
ment, made  at  once,  and  immediately  recommended  from,  the  laboratories 
of  science.  It  is  not  in  this  way  that  agricultural  science  developes  itself. 
The  moment  a  fact  in  nature  is  clearly  established,  or  a  principle  discovered, 
it  is  arranged  under  its  appropriate  head,  in  the  system  of  science  on  this 
sabject.  As  in  the  progress  of  time  these  facts  iSffd  principles  accumulate, 
and  the  theories  derived  from  them  increase,  the  more  numerous  must  the 
hesa  striking,  but  in  the  aggregate  most  important,  applications  of  the  sci* 
ence  of  agriculture  become.  We  must  not  undervalue  it,  because  now,  in 
its  early  history,  it  cannot  bear  many  magnificent  trophies  before  us  as  evi- 
dence of  its  might  in  this  field  of  human  art.  It  is  less  than  a  quarter  of 
a>  century  since  it  was  thought  that  agriculture  needed  nothing  for  its  suc- 
eessful  prosecution  beyond  common  industry  and  mere  brute  force ;  now,  in 
a  thousand  ways,  science  lends  her  aid  to  the  daily  operations  of  the  farmer. 
Chemical  principles  have  been  making  their  way  into  every-day  knowledge 
of  the  practical  man.  Scientific  investigation  has  been  turned  in  this  direc- 
tion. The  English  agriculturists,  who  are  in  advance  of  all  nations  in  the 
skill  with  which  they  conduct  their  farming  operations,  soon  perceived  the 
obligations  they  owed  to  those  learned  gentlemen  who  were  devoting  them- 
selves to  the  more  abstruse  and  experimental  departments  of  agriculture. 
They  gave  them  the  encouragement  they  deserved,  and  the  highest  develop- 
ment of  this  science  in  the  world  has  been  the  result.  Agricultural  labora- 
tories have  been  established,  farm -schools  founded,  professorships  of  agri- 
cultural chemistry  endowed,  and  clubs,  societies,  and  associations  for  the 
promotion  of  this  cause,  organized  throughout  the  kingdom.  In  most  of 
the  States  on  the  continent,  under  the  fostering  care  of  governmental  pa- 
tronage, through  the  establishment  of  model  and  experimental  farms,  botani- 
cal gardens,  schools,  and  colleges,  the  importance  of  the  scientific  study  of 
this  art  meets  with  due  appreciation. 

Another  reason  why  agriculture  has  not  made  greater  progress,  is  the 
want  of  adequate,  organised  effort  for  its  promotion.  Farmers  dwell  apart« 
Their  business  keeps  them  at  home.  They  do  not  combine  to  secure  gen- 
eral improvements.  Their  retirement  fh)m  the  active  strife  of  business, 
such  as  pervades  mercantile  pursuits ;  their  exemption  from  the  financial 
disasters  which  occasionally  crush  enterprise  in  other  avocations,  and  bring 
men  to  make  common  cause  against  a  common  evil ;  the  incessant  personal 
care  and  supervision  which  their  business  requires;  and,  above  all,  the 
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abandance  of  the  absolate  necessaries  of  Hfe  for  tbeir  indiyidoal  and  ioie* 
pendent  subsistence ;  make  them  indifferent  to  any  general  and  comprehen- 
sive  efforts  for  the  promotion  of  their  interests  as  a  class.  By  far  tiie  geatest 
number  of  our  citizens  are  engaged  in  this  pursuit.  They'might  mould  the 
Btate  policy  to  their  will ;  yet  the  interests  of  agriculture  in  our  legislatioB 
seem  never  to  have  been  duly  regarded.  Our  federal  government  sits  so 
slightly  on  us  that  many  of  its  acts  escape  the  scrutiny  they  deserve.  The 
consequences  of  its  great  international  treaiies  and  conventions,  are  never 
considered  with  reference  to  the  interests  of  the  great  producing  and  ex- 
porting classes  of  the  country — the  agriculturists.  Commerce  has  alwa3r8 
received  the  careful  nuitore  of  our  government.  To  manufactures,  when 
some  glut  or  panic  has  closed  her  shops,  and  turned  her  employees  upon 
the  country,  government  lends  a  helping  hand.  While  to  agriculture  al 
large,  the  great  absorbing  interest  of  the  country,  in  which  four-fifths  of  the 
nations  are  engaged,  and  nine-tenths  of  its  capital  is  invested,  has  not  paid 
it,  at  the  hands  of  our  legislators,  even  the  cold  respect  of  a  passing  notice. 

When  in  our  halls  of  Congress  the  interests  of  the  iron  masters  and  wool 
growers  of  the  country  are  at  stake,  unwonted  zeal  is  exhibited  in  their 
cause,  but  the  immediate  and  personal  interests  of  the  farmers  are  tareated 
with  comparative  indifference.  To-day,  without  a  remonstrance,  under  a 
miscalled  reciprocity  treaty,  our  markets  are  deluged  with  millions  of 
bushels  of  Canadian  wheat,  to  the  exclusion  of  our  own  productions.  The 
farmers  must  take  care  of  their  own  interests  if  they  expect  to  have  them 
regarded — not  only  for  their  own  petty,  local,  or  domestic  interests,  on 
their  own  farms,  or  in  their  own  neighborhood,  but  for  their  great  national 
class  interests.  To  obtain  this,  organization  is  necessary.  Where  single- 
handed  effort  fails,  the  union  of  many  will  succeed.  Commerce,  politics, 
education,  and  the  great  reforms  of  the  day  are  all  carried  on  with  a  due 
appreciation  of  this  principle.  And  why  should  not  agriculture,  which  un- 
derlies them  all — the  great  substructure  on  which  the  national  prosperity 
rests — call  to  her  aid  the  machinery  of  party,  if  need  be,  for  the  promotion 
of  such  desirable  ends  ? 

As  contributing  to  the  advancement  of  agriculture,  the  establishment  of 
model  and  experimental  farms  is  important  The  quiet  investigations  of 
the  laboratory  and  growing  houses  are  not  mere  trivialitiea*  Experiments 
on  growth  and  tillage,  vegetation'  and  nutrition,  are  of  the  highest  impor- 
kmce.  Our  knowledge  on  these  subjects  is  linuted,  and  it  ia  only  on  reflec- 
tion that  one  can  realize  how  little  is  known  about  them.  Who  can  tell  of 
what  a  blade  of  wheat  consists — ^whence  it  draws  its  substance — ^how  it 
takes  it  in — in  what  form — ^in  what  quantity — at  what  period  of  the  day — 
how  the  air  feeds  it — how  the  soil  sustains  it— why  it  grows  well  here,  or 
badly  there — what  are  the  special  influence  of  manures— where,  when,  and 
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of  what  kind  they  should  be  applied — how  this  or  that  effect  is  to  be  pro- 
doced — or  this  or  that  defect  remedied  ?  On  all  these  subjects,  indispensa- 
ble as  they  are  to  the  intelligent  cnltivation  of  the  grain,  oar  knowledge  is 
limited,  and  onr  nnmerons  deficiencies  are  to  be  supplied  before  we  can 
look  forward  to  the  realization  of  onr  hopes  in  this  profession. 

Nor  are  these  dry  and  irksome  studies  and  experiments  without  interest 
or  attraction.  The  life  of  a  plant  is  a  profound  and  beautiful  mastery.  Its 
still  growth  awes  and  subdues  one.  You  may  forcibly  obstruct  the  path 
of  a  growing  twig,  *but  it  turns  quietly  aside  and  moves  patiently  on.  The 
iron  and  wood  and  powerful  steam  of  a  locomotive,  all  obey  man's  will-* 
his  intellect  overmasters  their  stubbornness  and  tames  them  into  slaves- 
bat  the  life  of  a  plant  defies  him.  That  life  he  can  extinguish,  but  to  use 
the  living  plant  he  must  obey  it,  and  study  its  wants  and  tendencies.  But 
more  than  this — the  interest  is  ever  changing.  Each  new  grain  or  grass 
has  its  new  conditions  of  life,  new  wants,  new  virtues,  new  uses,  new 
whims,  if  we  may  so  speak  to  be  humored.  The  wood  and  the  iron  iare 
always  the  same  in  the  hands  of  the  machinist,  but  with  the  constitution  of 
•ach  new  grass  or  grain  and  its  habits,  a  new  series  of  difficulties  open  up 
to  its  cultivator,  which  only  time  and  experience  and  study  can  overcome. 
The  investigation  of  these  subjects  is  a  highly  honorable  and  beneficial  pro- 
fession. From  a  series  of  such  experiments,  carefully  made  and  noted, 
may  be  deduced  scientific  principles  which  are  of  the  highest  practical 
utility.  New  sources  of  wealth  may  be  discovered ;  plants  there  are  yet 
growing  wild  in  desert  wastes,  which  may,  by  culture,  assume  a  value  not 
less  than  the  cotton  plant,  the  maize,  or  the  sugar  cane.  The  mischief^ 
which  beset  onr  present  vegetation  4nay  be  cured.  If,  as  the  result  of  these 
experiments,  there  should  some  remedy  be  discovered  for  the  potato  rot, 
which  has  lost  millions  to  the  wealth  of  the  world,  and  brought  starvation 
near  to  many  a  door  ^  or  for  the  curcuiio  or  fly,  whose  ravages  the  farmer 
has  witnessed  in  his  fields  for  months ;  or  the  rust  or  mildew,  by  which  the 
hopes  of  a  harvest  are  blasted  in  a  day  ;  we  would  feel  that  we  were  re- 
paid, and  more  than  repaid,  for  the  attention  and  study  we  had  given  this 
subject. 

An  effort  is  being  made  in  one  of  our  adjoining  counties,  to  establish  an 
institution  for  the  study  of  such  subjects  as  I  have  indicated.  Its  organiza- 
tion and  operation  must  be  attended  with  beneficial  results.  Such  experi- 
ments are  needed,  and  we  must  make  them  ourselves.  The  great  difficulty 
in  the  way  of  those  gentlemen  who  are  disposed  to  treat  this  subject  in  a 
scientific  manner,  has  heretofore  been  the  want  of  scieutific  basis,  on  which 
to  proceed.  The  English  experiments  are  made  with  the  greatest  care,  but 
are  entirely  unsoited  here.  This  difference  in  soil  and  climate  having  made 
them  ahnoet  useless.     From  our  own  experiments,  when  made«  collated, 
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and  compared,  we  can  bave  reliable  data  from  which  to  make  tie  deAKtfoB» 
of  a  science. 

There  is  another  reason  for  the  establishment  of  such  an  instftntion.  The 
opportunities  of  education  are  scattered  broadcast  over  onr  land.  A  man 
maj  fit  himself  for  what  he  will.  Each  profession  has  its  special  training^ 
school.  There  are  medical  schools^  law  schools,  mercantile  coHeges,  en- 
gineering schools,  and  schools  of  every  profession,  but  farming.  Does  ft 
require  anj  less  preparation  or  intelligence  than  the  o%her  professions  of 
life  ?  Is  it  not  true  that  of  all  the  arts,  there  is  none  which  draweita 
knowledge  from  so  many  fountains  as  practical  agriculture  ?  None  so  va- 
ried in  its  demands  upon  intellectual  pursuits.  All  the  sciences  are  laid 
under  contribution^  unwittingly  it  may  be,  by  the  successful  agriculturalist 

To  teach  all  these  would  require  a  life-time  course  of  study,  but  those 
parts  of  these  sciences  which  relate  especially  to  the  farmer's  occupation^ 
can  be  embraced  within  a  reasonable  period.  As  in  other  profes^ons,  mem 
cull  from  the  treasuries  of  knowledge  what  is  useftil  for  their  purpose,  so  m 
this,  let  whatever  contributes  to  the  economical  management  of  a  fiirm — to 
ttie  intelligent  cultivation  of  the  soil  and  crops — or  bears  in  any  way  upon 
the  business  of  the  farmer,  be  gathered  into  a  plan  of  education,  and  be 
taught  systematically.  The  importance  of  such  instruction  may  not  be  folly 
demonstrated  to  us,  and  at  once,  but  our  successors  will  be  benefitted  by  it. 
The  young  men  whom  the  older  States  send  out  each  year  to  seek  their 
fortunes  among  the  fertile  prairies  of  the  west,  will  go  with  a  preparation 
for  their  business,  with  a  skill  in  the  selection  of  soils  and  sites,  and  a  facility 
Sn  their  management  that  will  avail  more  than  actual  money  capital.  Our 
farmers  at  home,  abandoning  so  much  of  our  present  system  of  culture  as  i» 
hurtful,  and  promptly  adopting  such  new  methods  and  discoveries  as  the 
progress  of  the  age  shall  bring  forward,  will  give  such  an  impulse  to  this 
great  cause  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  a  prudent  man  to  say  to  what  per- 
fection American  agriculture  will  not  come. 

.  The  defects  of  our  present  systems  of  culture,  as  practiced  by  the  farmers 
of  our  country  are  glaring  Here  in  our  midst  the  husbanding  the  resources 
of  our  farms  by  grazing,  and  the  application  of  such  fertilizers  as  have 
proven  themselves  of  benefit,  have  kept  up  the  character  of  the  soil.  Even 
here^  a  few  years  ago,  when  the  fertility  of  home  lands  declined,  it  was 
considered  better  policy  to  remove  to  new  fields,  than  to  keep  up  the  fertility 
of  the  old  by  manuring. 

When  the  incessant  cropping  ef  cetton  and  tobacco  have  impoverished 
the  soil  of  the  Southern  farmer,  his  emigration  to  the  new  and  fertile  allu- 
vials  of  the  South-west  becomes  an  inevitable  necessity.  In  Ohio  and  the 
older  Western  States,  as  soon  as  a  diminishing  yield  gives  evidence  of  de> 
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diniiig  fertiUily,  new  AeKlB  are  to  be  soaghi,  and  new  aoilB  wbjected  io  tiie 
same  depleUon. 

This  prooese  ia  conataatly  going  oa^  aad,  ae  tbe  result  of  it,  the  statntios 
of  the  coHDtrj  show  tbat  ia  oar  oldest  States,  and  under  our  besft  agricul* 
tural  systems,  the  yield  of  the  various  gprains  per  acre  is  oonstantly  diminish* 
ing  In  the  Slate  of  New  York,  eminent  for  its  intelligence  and  the  agri- 
cultural skill  of  its  citizens,  the  yield  of  wheat  per  acre  in  the  last  hundred 
years  has  fallen  off  one- half.  In  Ohio  it  has  diminished  in  the  same  propor<' 
lion  in  half  the  time,  and  the  greatest  average  yield  of  wheat  per  acre  of 
any  State  in  the  Union  is  only  sixteen  bushels ;  and  that  in  Massachusetts, 
with  the  leanest  soil  and  the  bleakest  climats,  proves  her  agricultural  sciesee 
in  advance  of  her  sister  States. 

This  declining  fertility  of  the  soil  is  a  matter  of  National  importance.  .  It 
is  one  of  the  natural  effects  of  our  present  defective  systems  of  husbandry. 
Under  these,  there  is  not  only  no  improvement  of  the  soil,  but  they  actually 
leave  the  land  poorer  year  by  year.  Under  these,  the  farmers  extract  Arom 
the  land  all  it  is  capable  of  producing,  without  giving  back  to  it  an  equiva- 
lent in  fertilizing  substances.  The  resuU  of  such  culture  must,  of  course, 
be  injurious,  and  it  has  come  to  be  a  question  whether,  after  all  the  efforts 
that  have  been  put  forth  by  our  agiicultural  societies,  by  oar  agricultural 
publications,  by  all  our  associations,  of  whatever  kind — whether,  in  point  of 
fact,  the  longer  we  inhabit  the  country,  we  do  not  make  it  the  less  produc- 
tive, whether,  in  most  parts  of  the  United  States,  the  land  has  not  deterio- 
rated just  about  in  proportion  to  the  length  of  time  the  country  has  been  in* 
habited,  and  whether  we  shall  not  go  on  impoverishiog  the  soil,  diminishing 
our  harvests,  and  desolating  our  fair  fields. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  the  duty  of  our  agriculturalists  is  plain.  This  con- 
tinual deterioration  of  the  soil,  is  the  great  danger  which  threatens  our  pros- 
perity, and  which  we  must  guard  against  by  timely  refrom. 

The  appliance  of  scientific  research  will  if  adopted,  yet  bring  fertility  out 
of  sterility.  Agricultural  improvement  is  yet  in  its  infancy.  Less  than  one 
fourth  the  fertile  surface  of  the  earth  is  under  cultivation  to-day,  and  of  the 
fiurface  cultivated  the  production  is  not,  perhaps,  one-fourth  the  capacity  to 
which  increasing  knowledge  and  skill  will  ultimately  bring  it ;  no  means 
must  be  neglected  for  the  promotion  of  this  great  revolution.  Obstacles 
lAUst  be  removed— facilities  must  be  afforded,  agricultural  instruction  must 
be  distinctly  given,  the  assistance  of  new  fertilizers  and  of  new  methods  of 
culture  must  be  adopted,  and  the  suggestion  of  science  which  bear  upon 
this  subject  must  be  regarded*  *  | 

If  as  some  of  our  statesmen  allege  the  office  of  this  country  in  the  eeon-        j 
omy  of  the  world  is  to  supply  the  means  of  subsistence  for  the  overpopu- 
lated  nations  of  Europe,  it  behooves  to  see  1m>  it  that  we  do  net  desolate  our' 
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fair  fields  by  careless  and  ezhattstive  cvltnre — ^that  we  keep  pace  with  the 
progress  which  pervades  every  other  departmeimt  of  haman  knowledge.— 
Science  and  the  arts,  commerce  and  mannfactnres  have  flourished  and  ex- 
panded till  the  wildest  dreams  of  their  advocates  seem  near  their  realisa* 
tion.     Bnt  this  cannot  be  said  of  agriculture. 

Around  us  in  our  own  county,  organized  and  intelligent  efforts  have  been 
made  in  the  great  cause,  and  have  resulted  in  the  comparative  perfection  of 
our  agricultural  practice.  This  will  not  justify  us  in  supposing  that  the 
principles  of  agriculture  are  sufficiently  understood,  or  that  the  further  pros- 
ecution  and  still  wider  diffusion  of  agricultural  science,  is  less  imperativa 
The  great  movement  of  agricultural  reform,  once  commenced  must  go  oo. 
To  every  man  who  believes  that  it  is  the  main  interest  of  the  country— that 
it  underlies  all  the  otiier  occupations  of  life ;  that  on  its  success  depends  the 
prosperity,  and  with  its  decay,  comes  the  downfall  of  our  national  instita- 
tions — ^this  cause  appeals.  Not  to  any  selfish  personal  motives  of  individual 
gain  in  the  present,  or  even  the  prospect  of  immediate  reward  in  the  fdtoie; 
but  to  his  lofUer  feelings  as  a  man,  and  his  enlarged  views  as  a  patriot, 
anxious  for  the  future  weal,  of  his  country  and  bis  race.

DiAR  Snt : — In  compliance  with  the  regulation  of  the  State  Society,  the 
following  report  is  respectfully  submitted  : 

The  Clinton  County  Agricultural  Society  was  organized  February  10, 
1857,  by  the  adoption  of  a  constitution  and  the  election  of  officers.  Jadge 
Hallenbake,  of  Beech  Creek  tovniship.  was  the  first  president.  Since  that 
time  meetings  have  been  regularly  held,  from  which  much  practical  good 
resulted.  Under  the  auspices  of  our  organization  the  citizens  of  Clintoa 
county  have  afforded  substantial  aid  to  the  Farmers'  High  School,  their  sab- 
Bcriptions  for  that  purpose  being  proportionately  greater  than  any  other 
county  in  the  State,  except  Centre  county,  in  which  t^e  school  is  located.

The  first  annual  fair  was  held  on  the  10th,  11th  and  12th  of  October,  on 
the  grounds  of  the  Lock  Haven  park  association,  which  were  fitted  up  for 
the  occasion,  and  arerwell  adapted  to  the  purpose,  having  a  trotting  track 
of  half  a  mile  in  circuit  and  ample  rooip  for  the  necessary  display  of  stock, 
implements,  etc.     The  followiDg  rules  and  regulations  were  adopted : 

Admiasiona. 

Persons  paying  one  dollar  will  receive  a  family  ticket,  which  will  admit 
the  bearer  and  the  minors  of  his  family  during  the  fair.  Single  tickets,  25 
cents. 

Entries. 

Persons  intending  to  exhibit  must  become  members,  and  their  entries 
should  be  made  on  or  before  Wednesday,  the  10th  of  October ;  and  all  ani- 
mals or  articles  for  exhibition  must  be  on  the  ground,  and  entered  in  the 
secretary's  book,  not  later  than  Tuesday,  October  11,  at  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 

AmmaU. 

The  judges  shall  in  all  cases  withhold  premiums  where  the  animal  or  ar- 
tide  is  not  worthy,  though  there  be  no  competition. 

No  horse  will  be  allowed  a  premium  unless  he  is  sound. 

A  trial  of  the  speed  of  single  and  matched  horses  will  be  held  each  day 
on  the  track  of  the  Lock  Haven  park  association,  under  the  direction  of  the 
superintendent. 

Arrangements  will  be  made  for  the  trial  of  draught  horses  and  working 
oxen,  by  testing  their  strength  and  training  at  load. 

Horses  must  be  on  the  ground  by  9  o'clock,  A.M.,  and  any^person  remov- 
ing an  animal  without  the  permission  of  the  superintendent,  will  forfeit  Um 
premium,  should  one  be  awarded. 

Grand  plowing  match  will  come  off  on  Tuesday  afternoon* 

Exhibitors  and  their  assistants  will  be  required  to  enter  at  the  exhibitors' 
gate.  Exhibitors  are  particularly  requested  to  examine  the  requirements  of 
the  premium  list,  so  as  to  be  prepared  for  the  committee,  when  ready  to  dia- 
charge  their  duties. 

The  executive  committee  will  use  all  diKgenoe  for  the  safe  preservatioa 
of  stock  and  articles,  after  their  arrival  and  arrangement  on  the  «roundi|^ 
but  will  not  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  that  may  occur.  All  ex^a 
work  on  stalls,  Ac.,  done  withoat  the  anthori^  of  the  proper  committee, 
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nmst  be  at  the  expense  of  the  exhibitor.     The  sooietj  oaniot  undertake  the 
transportation  of  anj  article ;  this  must  be  at  the  expense  of  the  exhibitor 
Forage  for  Stock, — Hay,  eomstalks,  straw,  water,  Ac,  tor  atock,  will  be 
provided  on  the  ground. 

Judges 

Are  requested  to  report  themselves  at  the  secretarj^s  office  and  enter  their 
names  on  the  register.  '  Books  of  entries,  with  blank  forms  in  which  to  make 
their  awards,  will  be  furnished  them,  &c. 

Animals  will  be  exhibited  in  the  rings  prepared  for  that  purpose,  and  the 
prizes  will  be  affixed  by  the  Judges  previous  to  their  leaving  the  enclosure. 
Pirst  prize,  blue  ribbon ;  second,  red ;  third,  white. 

Prize  animals  will  be  exhibited  on  Friday,  under  the  charge  of  the  gei- 
eral  superintendent. 

The  C^eneral  Superintendent 

Will  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  grounds  and  of  the  police  arrange- 
ments of  the  fair.  His  office  upon  the  grounds  will  be  designated  bj  a 
white  flag. 

The  secretary's  office  will  be  at  the  entrance  to  the  fair  grounds,  where 
all  entries  are  to  be  made,  and  every  desired  attention  will  be  given  to  all 
inquiries  relating  to  the  exhibition. 

The  Annual  Address 

Will  be  delivered  on  Friday  at  2  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  at  its  close  the  report 
of  the  judges  will  be  rei^l,  the  premiums  announced  and  paid  by  the  trea- 
surer at  his  office. 

The  Press  shall  have  every  facility  offered  them. 

Manufacturers  and  otliers  desirous  of  erecting  buildings  for  themselvei 
upon  the  grounds,  will  be  furnished  with  all  necessary  intormatioB,  and 
places  assigned  them,  on  applying  to  the  general  superintendent 

The  weather  was  extremely  favorable  daring  the  continuance  of  the  itSix* 
The  first  day  waa  mainly  oeenpied  in  making  entries  aad  the  arrangement 
«f  articles  for  exhibition.  The  attandanee  of  people  tbronghont  was  moeh 
larger  than  the  most  aangnine  friends  of  the  enterprise  had  been  led  to  ex- 
pect •  Any  attempted  ^tail  of  the  Ine  display  of  articles,  in  which  coa- 
petition  had  been  invited  by  the  society,  would  either  too  much  enlarge  tUs 
report  or  appear  invidious  in  the  selection.  Notwithstanding  tlw  great  crowd 
«r  peoi^e,  general  good  order  was  preaerred,  by  the  ezotUent  poliee  a^ 
rangements  adopted. 

Tbe  ejditUliton  of  hotsea  waa  very  gnad    atalliona,  earriage  and  cldiiff 
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borses,  brood  mares,  ^olts  amd  trottiDg  horses  in  great  variety.  This  de- 
partment of  the  stock  exhibition  attracted  general  attention. 

The  show  of  homed  cattle  and  sheep  was  not  as  large  as  had  been  ex- 
pected. There  were,  however,  oi  exhibition,  some  excellent  specimens  of 
balls,  cows,  heifers  and  calves.  Philip  M.  Price,  of  Philadelphia,  had  on 
exhibition  two  beaatifal  Sonthdown  bncks. 

The  exhibition  of  swine  was  ^ery  creditable  ft'om  its  goodness  and 
variety. 

The  display  of  seeds,  grain  and  flonr  was  complete,  and  erery  way 
worthy  ^  onr  excellent  natsml  advantages  for  ^e  prodacUon  of  ^eM 
articles  in  perfection.  We  tiiink,  withont  overstepping  the  bounds  of 
modesty,  we  may  claim  for  ocn*  county,  in  this  respect,  an  equality  with 
the  best  grain-producing  regions  of  this,  or  any  other  State. 

Of  agrieiiltural  implements,  the  display  was  very  large  and  attractive. 

Wagons,  buggies,  harness,  boots  and  shoes,  leather,  wearing  apperd^ 
filiingles,  boards,  carpetings,  cabinet  ware,  hardware,  marble,  oil  paintings^ 
smbrotypee,  photographs,  India  rubber  goods,  silver  ware,  flax,  tobacco, 
bome-made  linens,  draining  tiles,  boiler  iron,  and  a  thousand  other  articles 
of  handicraft  and  domestic  make,  many  very  curious  and  elaborate  in  tex- 
ture or  eonstruetion,  contributed  very  much  to  the  gratifieatton  and  instruc-

«xhibitoi«. 

The  exhlbrtion  of  potatoes  from  the  Farmers'  High  School,  was  deserv- 
ing especial  noention,  Twenty-ive  varieties  were  sent  to  our  fair.  The 
general  exhibition  of  potatoes,  pumpkins,  squashes,  celery,  carrots,  beetii 
turnips,  grapes,  plums,  peaches,  quinces,  pears  and  apples  was  good. 

There  were  seme  good  varieties  of  poultry,  and  excellent  butter  and 
lioney. 

The  competition  in  the  Ladfes'  Department  was  active,  and  the  resulting 
display  of  household  industry,  much  commended. 

On  the  lltUi  ef  October,  the  varkms  committees  m^cb  their  awardi. 
Trials  of  draught  horses  and  trials  of  speed  were  made.  The  best  ^me 
made  by  trotting  horses  was  two  minutes  and  forty-eight  seconds. 

The  annual  address  was  delivered  by  Hon.  David  Taqgaet,  of  Northum- 
berland county. 

The  success  of  the  first  fair  held  in  Clinton  county  has  been  complete  in 
every  respect.  Upon  this  result,  attained  in  the  absence  of  previous  ex- 
perience, we  may  predicate  the  belief  that  our  society  will  take  a  permar 
nent  position  among  the  auxiliary  agricultural  institutions  of  the  State.

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Crawford  County  Agricultural  Society,  for 
the  year  1860,  was  held  on  the  second  of  January.  Treasurer  reported 
three  hundred  and  ninety-six  dollars  and  twenty-seven  cents,  balance  of  all 
debts  and  accounts  in  his  hands.

Our  Executive  Committee  is  composed  of  twelve  members,  fbar  of  wbom 
are  elected  annually  for  three  years.  Thus  we  have  eight  experienced 
members  on  the  board  at  all  times. 

At  the  annual  meeting  it  was  resolved  to  hold  the  fair  at  Conneantville, 
on  the  3d.  4th  and  5th  of  October. 

Our  fair  ground  comprises  some  twelve  acres,  on  dry,  elevated  land,  and 
during  the  year  a  second  large  exhibition  building  was  erected,  at  a  cost  of 
some  four  hundred  dollars,  and  other  improvements  made  to  beep  j^Ate  with 
the  growth  of  the  society.

Added  to  the  above  were  several  hundred  entries  for  exhibition  oaly. 

Notwithstanding  the  bad  weather,  the  fair  was  a  complete  saccess  every 
way — as  an  exhibition,  in  number  of  visitors  and  amouftt  of  reeeipts,  Eaek 
department  seemed  to  rival  the  other  in  amount  and  quality  of  articles,  and 
within  the  two  buildings  every  thing  was  displayed  to  the  best  advantage. 
The  stock  was  remarked  by  all  to  be  particularly  fine. 

Altogether  the  Crawford  county  fair  of  1860  was  a  most  snecessfiil  one, 
and  demonstrated  the  fact  that  the  masses  of  people  in  the  adjacent  coootry 
are  alive  to  their  own  interests.  We  have,  perhaps,  had  as  large  eihi- 
bitions  before,  but  never  was  each  department  so  well  filled,  wfth  anlmab 
and  articles  of  superior  quality  and  character ;  a  fact  remarked  upon  with 
pleasure  by  all. 

The  rain  of  the  second  day  rendered  the  ground  very  uiH^omfortable,  and 
deterred  many  from  coming  at  all,  yet  the  attendance  was  as  large  as  osoal, 
and  the  general  interest  undiminished.  Everything  was  conducted  in  the 
utmost  good  order,  and  we  believe  that  all  went  home  satisfied  that  our  fi^ira 
are  mstitutions  of  interest,  permanence  and  usefulness.

The  ninth  annual  fair  of  the  society  was  held  on  Wednesday  and  Thiin- 
day,  September  19th  and  20th,  1860.  The  fair  grounds  occupied  bjthe 
society  are  held  by  lease  for  a  term  of  years.  Thej  contain  about  ten  teres, 
easy  of  access,  and  pleasantly  situated  on  a  gently  rolling  slope  aboat  i 
half  mile  north  of  Mercer.  Shaded  by  native  oaks,  and  watered  by  a  fonn* 
tain  supplied  from  a  neighboring  spring,  their  adaptation  to  the  purpose  is 
surpassed  only  by  their  natural  beauty. 

The  first  day  of  the  fair  was  occupied  mainly  in  the  entry  and  arrange- 
ment  of  stock  and  articles  for  exhibition.  On  Thursday,  the  day  of  exhibi- 
tion, the  grounds  were  thronged  with  visitors,  who  seemed  determined  to 
enjoy  themselves  and  gratify  their  curiostiy,  in  spite  of  the  dreaoWng 
showers  which  continued  with  but  little  intermission  through  the  dayi  to 
the  serious  disoomfort  of  so  large  an  assemblage.  The  number  in  a^^- 
ance  was  variously  estimated  at  from  eight  to  ten  thousand. 

Without  entering  minutely  into  details  which  would  extend  this  cooupa- 
nication  to  an  unreasonable  length,  I  append  the  following  statements  which 
will  likely  provd  more  satisfactory  than  those  of  a  more  general  chaiacter:

Our  annual  exhibition  was  held  on  the  U,  3d  ^and  4th  days  of  October, 
and  was  decidedly  the  most  successful  fair  during  the  fifteen  years  of  our 
organization.

Every  division  was  full.  The  display  of  stock  of  every  kind  was  uu- 
o^ually  fine. 

The  "  Home  and  Floral  Department,"  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs. 
Samuel  Tyson,  Mrs.  Martha  Stycr,  Mrs.  Joseph  Shannon,  Mrs.  Cadwalader 
Svans,  Mrs.  Andrew  Morgan,  Mrs.  William  H.  Holsteiu,  Miss  Juliet  Shau- 
iM)E^  and  Miss  Elizabeth  Anderson,  as  lady  managers,  assisted  by  numerous 
otjher  ladies,  was  the  most  attractive  feature  of  the  exhibition.  More  than 
OQO  thousand  entries  were  made  in  this  department  alone. 

The  farmers'  wives  and  daughters,  of  the  county,  generally  took  aii  active 
pitrt. 

Monthly  meetings  of  the  Executive  C.omnuttfee  are  held,  at  which  tha 
Imsiness  of  the  society  is  transacted. 

Quarterly  meetings  of  the  members  of  the  society  are  convened,  at  whicj^ 
the  transactions  of  the  Executive  Committee  are  ratified,  opinions  of  mejjfir 
^r9  interchanged,  and  topics  of  an  agricultural  nature  freely  discussed. 

Tliese  gatherings  of  the  farmers  are  apdftl  iii  their  character^  mA  ftit 
j9|t^  deeply  interesting  and  instructive. 
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A  library  is  attached  to  the  society,  numbering  several  hundred  yolumei. 
One  hundred  dollars  is  annually  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  books, 
and  we  can  soon  boast  of  am  agricultural  library  unequalled  in  the  State. 

We  number  over  seven  hundred  members. 

The  annual  address  was  delivered  by  Hon.  James  W.  Wall,  of  New  Jer- 
sey, on  the  last  day  of  the  fair,  a  copy  of  which  will  accompany  this 
transcript.

The  annual  fair  of  said  society  was  held  near  Lewisburg,  in  said  county, 
en  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday,  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  days  of  October, 
1860.  The  turn-out  at  said  fair  was  larger  than  at  any  previous  year ; 
and  considering  the  excited  state  of  the  public  mind,  in  relation  to  political 
matters  at  that  particular  period,  all  things  passed  off  very  satisfactorily, 
and  it  is  believed  much  to  the  advantage  of  the  agricultural  and  mechanical 
interests  of  our  county.  The  exhibition  of  stock,  agricultural  and  mecbani* 
cal  implements,  was  not  surpassed  by  that  of  any  previous  year  ;  and  the 
display  of  needle  work,  &c.,  bore  ample  testimony  of  the  enterprise,  the 
taste  and  industry  of  the  female  part  of  our  community,  whilst  the  samples 
of  grain,  fruit  and  vegetables,  produced  in  competition  for  premiums,  were 
numerous,  and  of  the  very  best  quality  grown  in  this  section  of  our  State. 
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The  premiumB  awarded  to  competitors,  by  the  several  committees,  amonnted 
in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  of  two  handred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  the  amoant 
received  at  the  same  time,  for  family  and  single  tickets,  was  five  handred 
and  ten  dollars ;  and  this  mast  suffice,  at  this*  time,  for  me  to  say,  that  the 
year  1860  with  us  was  an  abundant  one.  Oar  crops  of  all  kinds  were  such 
fts  were  calculated  to  gladden  the  heart  of  the  husbandman,  and  health, 
peace  and  plenty  did  mercifully  abound  within  our  borders.

ADAMS  COUNTY-1861. 

To  the  Presideni  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society: 

Dear  Sir  : — In  compliance  with  the  act  of  incorporation  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Agricultural  Society  we  forward  the  enclosed  abstract  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Adams  County  Agricultural  Society  for  the  year  1861, 
which  has  been  too  long  neglected,  and  should  have  been  forwarded  sooner. 

The  feeling  of  apathy  which  has  so  long  prevailed  amongst  our  citizens, 
preventing  them  from  holding  a  fair,  at  last  has  been  overcome.  In  this 
way  a  few  persons  met  together  in  the  town  of  Bendersville,  who  formed  a 
township  agricultural  society,  and  intended  holding  an  exhibition  for  the 
year  1860.  For  that  purpose  we  leased  a  piece  of  ground  near  the  village, 
on  the  farm  of  Wm.  B.  and  J.  Wilson,  erected  buildings  and  sheds  thereon, 
mnd  held  the  first  exhibition  ever  held  in  the  county  of  Adams  on  the  24th 
25th  and  26th  days  of  September,  I860,  having  expended  about  one  thou- 
sand one  hundred  dollars,  and  realizing  from  membership  tickets  and  admis- 
sion tickets  one  thousand  dpllars,  during  the  fair ;  after  which  the  members 
formed  themselves  into  a  county  society,  and  then  applied  for  a  charter, 
which  was  granted  at  the  November  term ;  after  which  they  held  their  first 
•ftnnnal  election  for  officers  on  Monday,  the  7th  day  of  January,  1861,  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  said  charter,  when  the  following  officers  were  elected  for 
tiie  year :

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Th^  sodetj  having  been  follj  organiaed,  it  proceeded  immediate! j  to  mkt 
arrangemente  to  hold  its  first  exbibitioD,  bj  leasing  the  same  ground  that  the 
township  fair  had  occupied,  after  ereeting  additional  buildings  uid  sheds. 
On  the  24th,  25th,  26th  andi^7th  days  of  September,  1861,  the  first  annoal 
exhibition  was  held  bj  the  association,  on  the  farm  of  Wm.  B.  and  J.  Wil* 
eon,  near  Bendersville,  at  which  time  a  large  and  respectable  representatloa 
of  our  citizens,  of  all  classes,  were  in  attendance.  Farmers,  mechamcs, 
merchants,  manufacturers,  laborers  and  men  of  science,  all  meeting  together 
in  a  common  equalitj,  and  for  a  common  object,  all  participating  in  an  agreea- 
ble, and  we  trust,  useful  association. 

Tbe  «fticles  on  exhibition  consisted  of  lire  stock,  agricultural  and  horti- 
cultural  productions,  with  numerous  and  elegant  specimens  of  floricnltiire, 
tastefulljand  elegantly  arranged,  fruits,  yegetables  of  all  kinds,  stock  and 
dairy  productions,  agricultural  and^  mechanical  implements,  domestic  mana- 
factures,  with  numerous  and  elegant  specimens  of  fancy,  needle  and  orat- 
mental  wenk,  painting,  drawing,  crayon  sketching,  &e.,  and  formed,  ontiie 
whole, «  collection  which  would  compare  favorably  with  any  exhibitioQ  we 
have  witnessed. 

The  attendance  was  large  and  respectable,  and  had  the  weather  been 
iavorable  we  would  have  realized  firom  the  receipts  of  the  exhibition  neariy 
enough  to  pay  ail  the  expenses.  As  it  was,  our  receipts  amounted  to  ene 
thousand  three  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars,  and  expenditures  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-five  dollars,  leaving  the  society  in  debt 
six  hundred  and  sixty-one  dollars. 

The  weather  was  unfavorable  the  last  day  of  the  fair,  so  much  so  that  we 
had  no  address,  which  was  to  have  been  delivered  by  the  Hon.  Frederick 
Watts,  of  CarUsle,  Pa. 

Notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  circumstances  under  which  we  labored 
everything  was  well  conducted,  and  great  credit  is  due  to  the  officers  of  the 
association,  as  well  as  the  different  committees,  for  the  faithful  manner  in 
which  they  discharged  their  several  duties,  in  assisting  the  president  to  carry 
out  the  plans,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  society  in  the  face  of  every  dlM- 
culty.    We  had  eighty  members  during  the  year,  besides  nine  life  membera 

At  the  close  of  the  exhibition  the  unanimous  sentiment  which  seemed  to 
be  entertained  by  those  present,  was,  that  the  coming  exhibition  would  be 
a  more  decided  success  than  has  yet  been  witnessed  in  this  or  a4Joinu^ 
counties.  We  feel  assured  from  interchanges  of  opinion  with  persoitfof 
other  counties,  that  our  exhibition  will  be  largely  attended  by  persoDS  ol 
other  counties,  who  speak  very  highly  of  the  mode  and  manner  of  condact- 
ing  our  exhibition,  and  of  the  success  we  had,  and  judging  from  present  tp* 
pearanceSi  we  may  reasonably  expect  our  most  sanguine  expecUtioiis 
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realized,  as  the  feeling  manifested  on  this  occasion  is  certainly  an  earnest  of 
better  things  in  future*

GREENE  COUNTY— 1861. 

The  Greene  Oonniy  Agricnltaral  and  Mannfactnring  Society  was  char- 
tered in  April,  1853,  by  an  act  of  the  State  Legislatore,  and  at  present  con- 
tains something  over  six  hundred  members,  who  pay,  annually,  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  into  the  treasury,  which  constitutes  membership  for  one  year, 
«nd  single  admissions  are  twenty  cents.  The  ladies  and  male  children  un- 
der eighteen  years  of  age,  belonging  to  members,  are  admitted  free  of  charge. 
This  sodety  has  purchased  a  lot,  the  cost  of  four  hundred  dollars,  which  is 
enclosed  by  a  strong  board  fence ;  with  a  hall  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet 
long  by  thirty  feet  wide,  with  fixtures  for  the  accommodation  of  a  large 
amount  of  articles  to  be  exhibited.  The  lot  is  well  provided  with  stalls  for 
the  accommodation  of  stock  of  all  kinds.  The  amount  of  money  paid  out, 
mt  its  last  eighth  annual  exhibition,  was  about  four  hundred  dollars,  which 
flum  being  taken  up  entirely  by  membership  and  single  admissions.  The 
appropriation,  as  made  by  the  general  law,  has  been  used  annually,  until 
the  last  year,  which  was  paid  over  to  another  junior  society  in  the  county, 
by  a  misconstruction  of  law,  by  the  board  of  county  commissioners.  The 
liighest  premium  awarded,  for  the  last  year,  was  six  dollars  for  the  best 
blooded  stallion.  Since  the  organization  of  this  society  our  county  has  re^ 
ceived  a  very  great  benefit  in  procuring  the  best  stock  of  all  kinds,  and  the 
advantage  of  grain  and  garden  seeds,  together  with  all  kinds  of  manafiae» 
tared  articles.  No  county  agricultural  society  in  the  west  has  been  more 
extensively  patronized  than  the  Greene  Oounly  Agricultural  and  Manufac- 
turing Society.  Numerous  agricultural  reports  have  been  forwarded  to  the 
officers  and  members  of  this  society,  by  the  conmiissioner  of  patents, 
Aespectfully  submitted.

In  contrast  with  the  meagre  display  of  the  preceding  year,  we  record 
the  gratifying  fact,  that  the  entries  for  the  autumnal  exhibition  of  1861 
numbered  one  hundred  and  thirty.

ADDRESS 

Of  8.  Caeroll  Tyson,  Esq.,  before  the  Montgomery  County  Agricultural 
Society^  held  at  Springtown,  October,  1861. 

Mr.  Presibent  and  Oentlxmsn  : — Sensible  of  the  honor  you  have  con- 
ferred upon  me,  in  the  invitation  to  address  the  Montgomery  Society  at  this 
its  annual  exhibition,  I  appear  before  you  to-day  with  the  hope  of  eliciting 
some  impartial  attention  to  a  few  brief  and  desultory  remarks.  The  task 
your  request  has  imposed  could  not  prove  otherwise  than  pleasing,  not  aloDe 
from  the  warm  interest  I  have  ever  entertained  in  the  advancement  of  ag- 
riculture, but  also  in  consequence  of  the  importance  of  a  subject  so  de« 
serving  of  general  regard.  I  deem  it  a  matter  for  regret  that  the  periods  oc- 
cupied in  preparing  the  present  address  were,  of  necessity,  both  hurried  and 
irregular.  Tour  .invitation  reached  me  but  a  brief  time  since;  bo  opporta- 
Bities  were  thus  afforded  for  extended  research  and  carefal  elaboratioo. 
However,  a  protracted  residence  in  the  country,  and  constant  communicatioB 
with  rural  scenes  and  an  agricultural  population,  have  enabled  me  to  gain  a 
partial  insight  into  the  mysteries  of  husbandry,  an  occupation  which,  in  my 
view,  has  ever  appeared  invested  with  the  most  absorbing  interest  and 
adorned  with  the  moat  fruitful  utility. 
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Among  the  ancients,  ftgricaltnre  bad  not  reached  that  lofty  fitatidard  of 
«ven  comparative  perfection,  which  here  it  at  presents  enjoys,  nor  was  its 
pursuit  eo  generally  accordant  to  the  taste  of  the  warlike  nations  of  those 
vanished  times.  With  them,  the  sword»  the  buckler,  or  the  battle-axe  asn- 
;ally  usurped  the  place  of  the  peaceful  implements  of  husbandry,  and  the 
scythe,  not  then  resoundiug  among  golden  grain  fields,  carried  slaughter  and 
desolation  as  it  swept  with  the  wheels  of  hostile  chariots.  Our  earliest 
histories  being  derived  from  the  Scriptures,  we  read  in  these,  sufficiently 
convincing  evidences  of  the  great  antiquity  of  the  art;  the  works  of  emi- 
nent Jewish  theologians  particularly  advert  to  this  topic,  and  in  their  com- 
prehensive chapters  we  find  its  first  mention  as  a  profession,  coupled  with 
the  names  of  those  "who  were  husbandmen  and  planted  vineyards. '' 
Although  necessarily  restricted  in  extent,  yet  the  science  of  tillage  appears 
to  have  been  viewed  with  peculiar  favor  by  such  civilized  communities  as 
the  Chinese,  PhoBDicians  and  Egyptians,  the  latter  of  whom  carried  their 
estimate  to  the  superstitious  extreme  of  worshiping  those  auimals  whose 
labor  had  aided  the  soil  in  briuging  forth  her  annual  increase.  To  then 
existing  nations,  Carthage  was  far  superior  in  her  enthusiastic  pursuit 
of  husbandry ;  indeed  the  art  was  carried  to  so  great  an  extent,  that  his- 
tory informs  us  of  the  singular  fact,  that  one  of  her  ablest  military  com 
manders  devoted  his  leisure  hours  to  the  study  of  agriculture,  and  actually 
penned  upwards  of  twenty-eight  volumes  upon  such  subjects,  his  works 
being  said  to  have  received  the  highest  encomiums  from  the  Roman  Senate. 
Homer,  Xenophon,  Hesiod,  Pliny,  Parro,  PaHadius  and  Columella  are  lus- 
trious  names  in  classic  literature;  the  profound  erudition  and  majestic 
genius  of  distinguished  men  have  been  poured  forth  in  unceasing  strains  of 
beauty  and  power,  when  led  to  the  contemplation  of  agriculture  with  its 
Undred  arts.  Who  has  not  admired  the  earnest  and  picturesque  eulogiums 
-of  Yirgil,  as  his  errant  muse  disports  among  green  fields  and  furzy  hillocks ; 
or  the  keeness  of  his  observation,  instructing  us  what  winds  to  mark,  be- 
fore passing  the  coulter  through  a  virgin  sod,  or  the  character  of  soils  suit- 
able for  the  production  of  particular  species  of  vegetation?  It  would  be 
well  for  the  farmers  of  these  latter  days  to  list  the  injunctions  of  such  a 
husbandman,  not  so  peculiarly  on  account  of  the  practical  benefit  i6  be  de- 
rived from  his  harmonious  disquisitions,  but  that  they  may  the  better  discern 
the  magnitude  and  importance  of  their  profession,  thus  set  forth  in  all  the 
purity  and  sweetness  of  melodious  versification.. 

In  connection  with  this,  it  may  not  prove  uninteresting  or  profitless,  if 
we  take  a  retrospective  glance  at  the  rough  and  awkward  implements  of 
the  primitive  husbandman  and  contrast  them  with  the  beautiful  and  ingen* 
ions  products  of  modem  agricultural  intelligence.  The  plow,  as  of  neoes- 
Biiy,  appears  to  have  been  the  first  constructed,  and  upon  this  curious  in* 
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strument,  the  mechanical  talent  of  former  days  was  eertaialy  not  larishlj 
expended,  l^  Cato,  in  a  very  voluminous  work  upon  these  topics,  states  that 
there  were  two  sorts  of  plows  in  general  use,  individually  adapted  to  the  qual- 
ity of  the  soil ;  the  earliest  of  these  was  manufactured  from  the  forked 
branch  of  a  tree,  the  strongest  portion  of  which  being  sharpened  for  entrance 
into  the  ground,  while  to  another,  the  animal — usually  an  ox — was  loosely 
harnessed.  Soon,  however,  improvements  began  to  be  perceptible  as  the 
science  of  agriculture  increased  its  proportions  and  the  requirements  of 
the  farmer  became  more  extended,  and  we  then  read  of  various  inventions 
to^  decrease  the  labor  of  tillage.  The  researches  of  antiquarians  have  failed 
to  ascertain  the  exact  form  of  these  improved  machines,  but  we  are  led  to 
infer  that  they  were  vastly  inferior  even  to  the  faiany  worthless  empiricisms 
of  the  present  age. 

From  the  plow  and  other  implements  of  ancient  husbandry,  the  transi- 
tion is  an  easy  one  to  the  cultivation  of  crops  and  general  tillage  of  the 
soil.  A  remarkable  degree  of  simplicity  characterized  the  labors  of  the 
Grecian  farmer,  and  Hesiod  states  that  the  surface  of  the  ground,  intended 
to  be  planted,  was  turned  onder  at  least  three  times  during  the  year,  ence 
in  autumn,  a  second  time  about  the  opening  of  spring,  and  a  third  occa- 
sion immediately  precedent  to  depositing  the  seed ;  this  latter  was  cast 
broadcast  and  raked  beneath  the  soil.  When  fully  matured,  the  grain  was 
garnered  without  being  bound  into  sheaves,  strewn  along  the  barn  floor^ 
threshed,  and  winnowed  by  tossing  to  and  ft'o  until  the  chaff  had  been  en- 
entirely  separated.  The  contrast  thus  presented  to  the  system  of  agricul- 
ture practiced  among  the  farmers  of  Montgomery  county,  is  too  marked  to 
require  more  than  a  harried  observation.  The  patent  mowers  and  reapers, 
the  steam  plows  and  other  evidences  of  rapid  mechanical  improvement, 
lessening  the  amount  of  physical  labor  while  they  increase  the  yield  of  the 
land,  it  is  indeed  pleasant  to  contemplate,  and  the  rattling  vibrations  of 
their  machinery,  as  they  move  with  celerity  over  the  waving  fields,  sweep- 
ing down  the  rich  frutrition  of  the  fleeting  year,  affords  us  most  i^eeable 
proofs  of  thrift  and  progress. 

It  is  the  duty,  as  it  should  be  the  inclination  of  the  husbandman  to  ad* 
vance  by  every  means  in  his  power,  the  social  station  of  that  profession 
which  he  has  ohosen  to  call  his  own.  Occupying,  as  it  does,  a  prominent 
position  in  the  views  of  statesmen  and  philosophers,  eulogized  by  poets  and 
logicians,  let  not  the  farmer  himself  cease  to  remember  its  influence  and 
magnitude ;  let  him  never  forget  that  his  sphere  of  usefulness  is  a  lofty  and 
comprehensive  one,  and  may  he  so  attune  his  actions  that  the  noble  occupa* 
pation,  for  whose  continued  welfare  he  should  be  ever  diligently  striving 
may  so  retain  its  pristine  and  present  energies,  that  the  storm  of  faction  in 
the  council  or  the  din  of  war  upon  the  field  shall  pass  away  as  ''the  eaily 
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dew  or  the  morning  cloud,"  leaving  the  husbandman  unscathed  ^nd  at 
peace.  But  there  may  be  occasions,  formers  of  Montgomery,  when  the 
happy  home  has  been  Imperilled,  or  the  continued  existence  of  a  nation's 
institutioDS  rendered  precarious,  that  should  call  forth  other  energies  than 
those  which  hare  been  devoted  to  seed  time  and  harvest.  It  must  not  be 
said  that  the  farmer  has  withheld  his  aid,  when  the  artisan  and  the  merchant 
have  together  borne  themselves  against  the  common  foe,  and  side  by  side 
f«lt  the  shock  of  conflict  and  the  joy  of  victory.  The  muse  of  history,  when 
she  looks  back  upon  the  strife  which  rages  in  our  once  happy  country,  must 
not  have  reason  to  blush  for  those  upon  whom  she  has  ever  seen  cause  to 
bestow  her  greenest  laurels ;  but  as  the  tales  of  carnage  and  misfortune 
float  toward  her  through  the  misty  intervals  of  years,  may  she  mark  the 
brave  tillers  of  the  soil,  the  stalwart  wielders  of  scythe,  plow  and  prun- 
ing hook,  forward  in  the  van  of  action,  repelling  the  enemy  from  the  soil, 
and  suppressing  treason  wheresoever  it  may  exist.  Their  return  to  homes 
which  they  have  thus  defended,  will  be  rendered  doubly  dear  by  the  absence 
which  dangers  to  those  had  caused.  It  will  then  indeed  be  a  pleasant 
source  of  contemplation,  that  hillside  and  meadow,  upland  and  intervale, 
smile  in  all  their  former  serenity,  that  theirs  were  the  arms  to  avert  the  de- 
pending blow,  theirs  the  forms  to  bear  back  the  fury  of  the  struggle. 

To  the  practical  agriculturist,  a  familiarity  with  other  natural  departments 
than  that  which  he  has  made  his  especial  study,  cannot  prove  otherwise 
than  fruitful  of  utility ;  intimately  connected  as  is  the  art  of  husbandry 
with  the  kindred  sciences  of  geology,  chemistry  and  mineralogy,  it  possesses 
no  less  affinity  with  those  of  ornithology  and  entymology.  Shall  the  care- 
ful farmer,  while  contemplating  his  fertile  and  wide-Spread  fields,  stretched 
far  a^ay  in  all  the  golden  luxuriance  of  an  abundant  harvest,  be  content 
merely  to  restrict  his  view  to  the  teeming  surface,  undesirous  of  searching 
into  the  natural  causes  which  have  produced  the  exuberant  vegetation  en- 
compassing him  on  every  hand  ?  Should  he  not  rather  mark  the  agencies 
which  have  operated  in  creating  such  results,  seeing  in  the  undulations  of 
his  meadows  a  practical  exemplification  of  geological  ascertainment ;  in 
the  color  and  substance  of  their  soils  an  evidence  of  the  reality  of  minera- 
logical  research  ;  and  in  the  fertilizers  which  have  so  enriched  his  uplands, 
as  palpable  instance  of  the  aid  afforded  by  subtle  chemical  analysis  ?  Then, 
too,  the  majestic  grandeur  of  the  world  around,  viewed  through  such  me- 
diums of  thought  and  information,  must  fill  his  soul  with  enthusiasm  and 
adoration ;  the  mighty  cliffs  reared  above  the  ocean's  level,  the  yawning 
chasms  and  precipitous  heights,  unbroken  plains  and  tide- washed  shores, 
are  indeed  prolific  subjects  for  reverential  meditation.  Noting  in  these  the 
transitions  from  chaos  and  gloom,  the  rapid  changes  which  time  has  pro- 
duced upon  an  earth, 

**Won  from  the  void  and  formleBS  infinite," 
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the  trajn  of  reflection  thus  natarallj  aronsed,  must  of  necessity  posBess  the 
concomitants  of  elevation  and  instraction.  I  would  also  urge  upon  ererj 
farmer  the  importance  of  observing  the  habits  of  birds,  those  creatures  of 
life  and  light,  which  are  not  sent  among  ns  merely  that  we  should  enjoj  th« 
beauty  of  their  plumage  or  the  melody  of  their  songs ;  apart  from  the  r»- 
tional  pleasure  such  observations  afford,  the  benefit  accruing  would  far  coun- 
terbalance the  brief  time  employed.  As  to  that  science  which  treats  of  in- 
sects, it  appears  supererogatory  to  dilate  upon  the  profit  arising  from  its 
careful  study ;  and  those  destructive  enendes  to  growing  crops,  the  perni- 
dous  vermin  which  have  prematurely  withered  the  leaves  and  decayed  the 
boughs  of  many  an  orchard^s  ornament,  are  by  this  means  exposed  to  obser- 
vation in  all  their  revolting  proportions,  and  the  readiest  methods  for  their 
annihilation  thus  distinctly  ascertained. 

Within  the  past  few  years  the  increase  of  agricultural  literature  afTords 
us  matter  for  the  liveliest  congratulation ;  we  note  its  influences  beoomiBg 
daily  more  perceptible,  and  its  importance  is  continually  increasing  in  the 
popular  estimation.  Formerly,  where  information  derived  from  works  wm 
eschewed  as  possessing  no  permanent  value,  or  suggestion  worthy  of  re- 
gard, now  we  observe  those  very  opponents  of  a  system,  contemptaooaly 
styled  **  book-farming,"  vieiog  with  each  other  in  the  aid  they  confer  npw 
writers  on  agriculture,  and  even  themselves  coming  forward  in  contributioM 
to  the  local  Journals.  In  my  humble  jadgment,  the  increased  fertm^of 
soil  in  this  vicinity,  and  the  abundant  harvests  thus  superinduced,  owe 
their  superiority  to  the  liberal  views  entertained  and  promulged  by  able 
farmers,  who  have  consented  to  aid  the  great  profession  occupying  their 
attention  by  a  bestowal  upon  the  public  of  those  experiences  by  means  of 
which  they  have  enhanced  the  fhictifying  qualities  of  the  ground,  and  id- 
vanced  the  general  interests  of  agriculture.  And  here  permit  me  to  express 
the  hope,  that  this  laodable  mode  of  imparting  information  through  the  peri- 
odicals of  the  day,  may  receive  still  greater  accessions,  and  meet  with  the 
increased  approbation  of  practical  husbandmen.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  trer, 
that  were  such  a  plan  more  generally  pursued,  the  advantages  derived  tber^ 
from  could  not  be  too  highly  estimated,  resulting  in  a  spirit  of  honorable 
emulation,  eminently  beneficial  to  the  cause  in  which  it  is  aroused 

Having  thus  indulged  in  a  variety  of  general  observations,  I  trust,  not 
inappropriately  prefacing  remarks  of  a  more  individual  and  practical  ch•^ 
acter,  allow  me,  gentleman,  to  enter  at  greater  length  into  those  detaffe  of 
your  profession,  to  whose  comprehension,  you  are  aware,  a  ditllgent  inves- 
tigation is  required.  The  vast  amount  of  natural  products  annually  elpor^ 
ed  from  this  country,  renders  a  lofty  tribute  to  the  zeal  and  hibors  of  the 
Asttriean  husbandman,  and  shouM  excite  a  still  higher  pride  in  that  ooble 
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profession  of  agriculture  which,  while  supplying  sustenance  to  other  na- 
tions, aids  in  increasing  the  wealth  of  its  own.  It  can  never  be  said  of  this 
bardj  and  influential  race,  thus  furnishing  the  sinews  of  foreign  power, 
what  Juvenal  once  applied  to  the  characteristics  of  another  people : 

**GennB  ignarum,  quod  tecto  gaudet  et  umbra." 

The  great  defect  usually  commented  upon  in  American  agriculturists,  ap- 
pears to  be  their  aversion  to  the  purchase  of  large  quantities  of  manures 
and  their  opposition  to  disposing  them  in  great  abundance  upon  the  soil. 
In  this  respect  the  farmers  of  the  United  States  present  a  decided  contrast 
to  those  of  England,  the  position  of  which  latter  would  lead  us  to  imagine 
tke  contrary  to  be  the  ease ;  as  the  costs  of  British  agriculture  are  enormous, 
when  compared  with  those  in  this  country,  although  the  ultimate  profits  are 
comparatively  more  remunerative.  Apart  from  the  exorbitant  rents  paid 
by  the  tenantry,  these  energetic  husbandmen  expend  immense  sums  in  the 
hnportation  of  fertilizers.  Unlike  the  system  pursued  by  many  tillers  of 
the  soil,  where  any  profit  accrues  from  the  land,  the  loss  necessarily  suffered 
is  returned  in  an  equal  quantity ;  thus  establishing  a  standard  of  fertility 
which  no  retention  of  labor  ever  permits  to  be  lessened.  With  them,  how- 
ever, it  will  be  observed  that  the  expenses  are  all  incurred  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  undertaking,  the  results  of  which,  in  the  end,  affording  them 
Bufficient  remuneration.  Boldly  laying  out  large  sums  of  money  in  the  im- 
provement of  their  farms,  the  effect  of  such  disbursement  in  a  few  years 
becomes  radically  visible,  and  amply  repays  and  counterbalances  the  diffi- 
culties attending  its  inauguration  ^  Not  many  years  ago  an  official  state- 
ment of  the.  quantity  of  manures  imported  into  England  was  read  before 
Parliament,  in  which  it  was  mentioned  that  about  two  hundred  thousand 
tons  of  guano  had  been  brought  into  the  country  during  that  year,  as  also 
bushels  of  bones  to  the  amount  of  several  millions.  Notwithstanding  the 
powerful  competition,  in  opposition  to  which  these  farmers  must  necessarily 
ktbor,  it  is  yet  found  that  the  profits  arising  from  such  a  liberal  system  of 
agriculture  are  amply  sufficient  to  outweigh  many  of  the  disadvantages 
against  which  they  are  obliged  to  struggle.  Were  other  methods  of  tillage 
there  generally  pursued  still  greater  would  be  the  proportion  of  breadstuffs 
requisite  to  be  imported ;  as  it  is,  the  large  introduction  of  fertilizers  won- 
derfriUy  decreases  the  amount  of  dependence  which  otherwise  England 
would  be  necessitated  to  rest  upon  contemporary  nations. 

Among  manures,  I  find  that  a  large  proportion  of.  modem  agricultural 
wrfters  eoueede  the  preference  to  ammoniated  super-phosphate  of  lime,  even 
over  the  popular  uid  more  eommonly  used  guano.  The  oljeetion  urged  by 
many  to  this  latter  species  of  fertiKzer,  is,  that  its  ammonia  is  apt  to  be  pre- 
pondemlin^  dissipated  when  spread  over  the  fields ;  while,  on  tira  other 
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hand,  the  super-phosphate  is  known  to  retain  all  its  properties,  even  when 
exposed  to  the  combined  action  of  sun  and  rain.  I  have  heard  it  frequentlj 
and  decidedly  affirmed,  that  such  a  manure  was  best  calculated  to  promote 
and  continue  the  fertility  of  soils,  and  has  been  especially  recommended  as 
a  top-dressing  for  lawns,  pastures  and  grain  fields.  The  use  of  bone  dust 
as  a  fertilizer  is  rapidly  increasing,  and  demands  an  earnest  stimulus  from 
the  progressive  agriculturist.  Mills,  for  the  preparation  of  this  valuabk 
manure,  have  been  constructed  in  various  parts  of  the  State,  and  none  pro- 
duce an  article  superior  to  that  manufactured  within  the  limits  of  our  own 
county.  The  fructifying  qualities  of  bone  dust  have  been  favorably  devel- 
oped in  the  rapid  growth  of  Indian  corn  when  the  manure  is  placed  in  tb« 
hill,  and  the  greater  size  of  the  ears  consequent  upon  so  rich  and  powerful 
an  agent.  Like  the  super-phosphate  of  lime,  it  is  frequently  strewn  broad- 
cast over  lawns,  where  its  influences  soon  become  gratifyingly  perceptible 
in  a  close  and  luxuriant  sward  of  the  freshest  and  liveliest  green.  I  have 
no  intention,  gentlemen,  to  obtrude  my  advice  upon  you  on  this  or  other 
topics,  but  simply  place  the  matter  before  your  notice,  in  like  manner  as  it 
has  been  commended  to  mine.  I  need  hardly  dilate  to  you  on  the  impor- 
tance, indeed,  absolute  necessity — if  we  wish  to  retain  the  quality  of  its  fer- 
tilizing constituents — of  preserving  the  manure,  so  protected,  that  none  of 
its  properties  may  be  liable  to  become  separated  and  mingled  with  the  sur- 
rounding air ;  the  superiority  of  covered  over  uncovered  manures  has  been 
too  frequently  demonstrated  by  convincing  experiments,  to  require  other 
than  a  cursory  observation. 

Among  the  crops  which  are  cultivated  to  any  extent  throughout  the  mid- 
dle and  northern  Slates,  there  are  two,  which,  in  my  opinion,  have  been 
too  long  neglected  by  the  farmers  of  Montgomery  county  ;  I  allude  to  the 
raising  of  tobacco  and  the  culture  of  the  cranberry.  There  can  be  no  ade- 
quate reason  presented,  why  these  plants  should  not  flourish  among  as  and 
eventually  become  profitable  sources  of  income.  The  great  objection  offered 
to  the  former  is  in  consequence  of  its  exhausting  influence  upon  the  soil, 
but  surely  this  may  be  obviated  by  the  application  of  sufficient  manure  to 
neutralize  any  deleterious  effects  produced  by  the  plant.  Tobacco  itself, 
although  delicate  in  its  immature  state,  yet  when  set  out  in  the  open  deld 
at  such  a  period  of  the  year  as  insures  its  safety  from  vernal  frosts,  is,  I 
believe,  one  the  hardiest  species  of  vegetation,  requiring  no  further  cultiva- 
tion than  that  accorded  to  other  crops,  at  the  same  time  yielding,  when 
properly  treated,  a  proportionally  greater  increase.  Of  the  cranberry,  I 
deem  it  necessary  to  speak  with  greater  particularity,  not  alone  from  the 
value  of  the  plant  as  an  article  of  commerce,  but  because  of  the  ease  with 
which  it  may  be  cultivated.  There  are  but  few  large  farms  in  Montgomery 
county  totally  devoid  of  meadow  land;  indeed,  many  exteBsive  tracts  are 
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unpleasantly  diversified  by  the  existence  of  marshy  ground  which  wonld 
require  a  considerable  outlay  of  labor  and  money  to  reclaim  for  the  ordinaiy 
purposes  of  agriculture.  These  wide  spread  and  now  worthless  swamps, 
serving  only  as  a  resort  for  the  woodcock  or  heron,  might,  by  a  small  ex- 
penditure, become  a  most  fruitful  acquisition  to  the  farmer's  resources. 
TJpon  soils  such  as  these,  through  which  constant  moisture  percolate?,  the 
cranberry  thieves  best  produces  the  richest  harvest ;  thus,  no  portion  of  a 
farm,  however  profitless  it,  at  first  glance,  should  appear,  but  may  contri- 
bute its  quota  to  the  prcneral  prosperity.  The  cranberry  is  indigenous  to  this 
country,  being  met  with  constantly  throughout  the  north  and  west ;  Cape 
Cod,  however,  is  its  peculiar  habitat,  and  upon  the  "beach  sand"  contigu- 
ous to  the  seashore,  it  produces  fruit  in  unequalled  size  and  abundance. 
Very  littie  hibor  is  required  to  promote  a  fertile  yield,  and  beyond  the  occa- 
sional hoeing  of  plants,  nature  bestows  all  the  requisite  industry;  no  manures 
ever  being  applied,  it  will  thus  be  observed  upon  what  an  economical  sys- 
tem this  prolific  vegetable  may  be  cultivated.  In  the  course  of  a  very  ffew 
years,  the  vines,  by  intertwining  their  tendrils,  form  a  matted  sod  over  the 
soil,  thus  eflfectually  preventing  the  growth  of  weeds,  and  obviating  the  ne- 
cessity for  laborious  manual  exertions.  With  advantages  such  as  these, 
why  should  not  the  cranberry  become  a  more  general  object  of  regard  ? 
Let  the  agriculturist  of  this  vicinity  test  its  worth,  and  report  their  indi- 
vidual experiences  as  to  the  susceptibility  of  our  soil  to  its  profitable  cul- 
tivation. 

It  was  a  truthful  remark  made  by  the  chairman  of  the  Hampshire  (Mass.) 
Agric"ultural  society,  that  '*  many  cultivate  their  lands  for  immediate  profit, 
rather  than  ultimate  improvement,"  and  to  this  fact  we  must  impute  the 
vast  extent  of  territory  in  many  of  the  southern  and  western  States,  where 
the  soil,  reduced  to  comparative  sterility  by  a  most  improvident  system  of 
agriculture,  finally  refuses  to  bring  forth  the  harvest,  for  whose  richness  in 
former  years,  it  has  received  no  adequate  compensation.  By  this  culpable 
neglect,  entire  tracts  of  naturally  fertile  land  have  deteriorated  into  barren 
and  unsightly  wastes,  as  disgraceful  to  the  reckless  owner,  as  they  are  un- 
pleasing  objects  in  an  otherwise  harmonious  landscape.  In  former  years, 
much  greater  care  and  attention  was  bestowed  upon  the  granaries  and 
other  farm  buildings  of  an  estate,  than  upon  the  dwelling  house  of  the  hus- 
bandman itself;  in  many  instances,  however,  at  the  present  day,  such  a 
method  has  been  reversed,  and  while  palatial  mansions  are  frequently  con- 
structed, less  regard  is  bestowed  upon  the  most  practical  and  useful  con- 
comitants of  a  **  cultivated  farm."  There  is  propably  nothing  more  indica- 
tive of  the  farmer's  character,  or  presents  more  distinctive  evidences  of  the 
farmer's  thrift,  than  a  collection  of  neatly  disposed  buildings,  in  the  con- 
struction of  which,  regard  has  been  paid  not  less  to  utility  than  respecta- 
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bility  of  appearance.  The  suggestions  for  a  model  faon,  to  he  located  in 
this  yieinage,  woald,  if  carried  into  effect,  prove  of  inestimable  value  in  Uus 
relation,  apart  from  other  advantages,  which  its  successful  progress  could 
not  do  otherwise  than  insure.  Aided  in  its  advance,  bj  an  agricultural  so- 
ciety such  as  this,  its  progress  to  comparative  perfection  would  necessarily 
prove  both  rapid  and  gratifying,  thereby  redounding  to  the  energy  of  those 
engaged,  as  well  as  enhancing  the  reputation  of  the  country  at  large.  The 
mighty  interest  of  agriculture  could  thus  be  properly  regarded,  and  the  oc- 
cupation of  the  husbandman  receive  that  attention,  which,  equally  with  the 
other  honorable  professions,  it  imperatively  requires  ;  education,  thus  meal- 
ing with  io  potent  an  ally,  would  naturally  extend  her  sphere  of  usefulness, 
and  throughout  this  and  neighboring  States,  we  should  mark  organizations, 
constantly  springing  into  life,  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  retaining  in  its 
present  influential  position,  that  noble  vocation  of  agriculture,  for  whose 
continued  prosperity  the  founders  of  such  institutions  have  ever  dedicated 
their  lifetime  energies.  And  the  cause  is  indeed  well  worthy  of  nnceaaiag 
attention,  for  its  followers  have  ever  occupied  the  loftiest  places  in  a  nation's 
regard ;  without  restoring  the  trite  and  antiquated  narratives  of  a  long 
passed  age,  there  are  sufficient  illustrations  among  us  here,  of  men  whose 
abilities,  though  the  first  gift  of  nature,  yet  have  been  nurtured  into  rich 
fruitfulness  in  the  wild  field  of  agriculture* 

•*And  some,  compared  with  whom,  your  insect  tribes 
Are  but  the  heings  of  a  summer's  day, 
Have  held  the  scale  of  empire,  ruled  the  storm 
Of  mighty  war." 

Too  little  heed,  I  have  heard  it  generally  remarked,  is  bestowed  by  the 
farmer  upon  his  kitchen  garden,  which  a  little  reflection  will  show  is  e&» 
tainly  an  error  of  the  most  radical  description.  The  want  of  such  products 
as  would  be  afforded,  even  by  a  small  plat  and  with  ordinary  attention,  is 
frequently  severely  felt  by  the  improvident  husbandman,  so  much  so  indeed, 
that  many  are  thus  obliged  to  pass  through  the  season  with  but  the  Hiber- 
nian's favorite  as  the  staple  vegetable  of  their  repast.  That  such  a  want 
might  be  readily  supplied,  and  too,  with  an  amount  of  labor,  the  temporary 
deprivation  of  which  would  effect  no  injury  to  the  interests  of  the  farm,  I 
I  feel  no  hesitation  in  affirming  ;  and  even  were  the  loss  of  oecabional  field 
work  experienced  at  all,  the  preponderating  advantages  to  be  derived  on 
the  other  hand,  would  entirely  atone  for  the  limited  time  expended.  It  has 
been  said  that  tie  truck  patch  affords  sufficient  vegetable  productions  to 
obviate  the  nece&aii  y  for  a  regularly  defined  garden,  but  I  am  very  confi- 
dent that  were  the  views  of  farmers'  wives  more  freely  consulted,  an  obvi- 
ous distinction  would  be  immediately  rendered  visible.  Indeed,  agricaltu* 
ral  exhibitions  are  indebted  for  much  of  their  interest  to  the  products  of  the 
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kitchen  garden,  and  in  many  of  the  noble  yegetables  which  eiprroond  ns  to- 
day, we  are  enabled  to  witness  a  gratifying  proof  of  its  marked  profitable- 
nesfi.  , 

Next  to  the  kitchen  garden,  and  of  minor  yet  most  decided  importance, 
are  ranked  the  culture  of  fruit  trees  and  the  propagation  of  the  grape.^- 
The  orchards  of  this  region,  with  some  few  exceptions,  have  become  re- 
markably degenerate  within  a  few  passed  years ;  the  same  attention,  as  for- 
merly, does  not  appear  to  be  bestowed ;  aged  and  decaying  trees  are  per- 
mitted to  linger  on  a  precarious  existence,  serving  only  to  burthen  the  soil, 
and  insects  abound  upon  boughs  once  laden  with  golden  fruitage.  No 
longer,  excepting  at  scattered  intervals,  do  we  mark  extended  rows  of 
graceful  trees,  clad  in  luxuriant  foliage,  and  bending  beneath  their  mellow 
abundance ;  the  creak  of  the  cider  press  fails  to  greet  us  as  of  yore,  nor 
are  we  but  rarely  permitted  now 

**To  watch  its  last  ooxinga  hoars  bj  honra.^ 

The  dwarf  trees,  where  they  have  been  properly  tried,  have  proven  ex- 
tremely successful — so  much  so  that  their  cultivation  is  rapidly  increasing. 
Although  requiring  the  application  of  considerable  care,  yet  their  diminu* 
live  size  and  the  small  space  of  ground  over  which  they  thus  extendi  render 
them  objects  of  greater  attention.  The  marked  defect  in  the  present  system 
of  fruit  culture  is  in  neglecting  that  sufficient  tillage  of  the  surrounding  soil, 
whfch  is  absolutely  requisite  to  furnish  the  requirements  of  the  roots,  and 
also  of  affording  to  these  enough  appropriate  fertilizers  to  supply  the  place 
of  those  elements  which  are  necessarily  exhausted  by  the  tree  in  the  pro- 
duction of  its  yield.  To  enable  a  cow  to  furnish  her  due  proportion  of  milk, 
or  a  horse  to  perform  the  labor  for  which  he  is  required,  we  find  it  needful 
10  supply  both  with  certain  quantities  of  nutritious  food,  not  alone  as  a 
compensation  for  past  services,  but  as  a  guarantee  for  future  use ;  so  with 
the  soil;  nor  can  we  expect  to  be  constantly  enjoying  its  benefits  without, 
on  our  part,  according  some  adequate  return. 

That  the  culture  of  the  grape  and  the  manufacture  of  wine  therefrom 
would  prove  not  only  uniujurious  to  the  people  of  a  nation,  hnt  absolutely 
conducive  to  their  morality,  may  appear  somewhat  paradoxical,  but  the  truth 
of  such  a  statement  is  readily  verified  in  the  following  fact : — A  far  less  de- 
gree of  intoxication  is  known  to  prevail  in  those  countries  where  wines  are 
manufactured  in  large  quantities,  and  the  people  have  free  and  constant  ac- 
cess to  their  use,  than  in  others  which  are  not  favored  with  so  bounteous  a 
supply  of  grapes,  and  the  inhabitants  thus  have  recourse  to  alcoholic  spirits  of 
a  much  more  exciting  and  deleterious  character.  In  controversion  of  such 
an  argument  it  will  doubtless  be  urged  that  no  necessity  exists  for  the  use  of 
either  beverage ;  but  I  reply,  that  as  we  are  unable  to  exert  immediate  con- 
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trol  over  the  actions  of  mankind,  it  appears  the  better  plan,  rather,  by  thw 
introduction  of  milder  liquors,  to  mitigate  the  violence  of  their  vices,  thao 
by  endeaForing  to  deprive  them  entirely  of  the  stimulating  medium. 

Bee  culture,  so  called,  is  now  receiving  a  greater  degree  of  attention  than 
formerly  existed,  and  it  is  highly  inportant  that  the  interest  it  is  arouMng 
should  receive  an  earnest  impulse  from  every  friend  of  agricultural  progreffi. 
The  difficulties  once  lying  in  the  path  of  the  apiarian  have  been  respectivelj 
dissipated  by  energy  and  application,  so  that,  at  this  time,  no  obstacles  re- 
main of  sufficient  proportion  to  present  the  least  impediment  to  entire  sac- 
cess.  Varieties  of  bees  have  been  imported,  numerous  hives  tried,  and 
finally,  the  art  has  reached  a  high  standard  of  perfection ;  to  the  present 
position  which  bee  culture  enjoys,  the  works  of  writers,  whose  name  is  le- 
gion, have  mainly  contributed,  and  in  this,  as  in  other  portions  of  husbandry, 
we  discern  the  utility  of  a  wide-spread  agricultural  literature.  The  economy 
of  bee  keeping,  coupled  with  the  heavy  profits  arising  from  the  sale  of  honey, 
and  the  little  difficulty  attending  the  undertaking,  should  render  its  cultiva- 
tion one  of  the  farmer's  especial  cares,  apart  from  the  interesting  associa- 
tions the  insects  aflford.  Associations  thus  connected  with  the  picturesque 
and  the  beautiful  form  one  of  the  chief  pleasures  of  rural  life,  and  it  wonld 
be  well  were  their  influences  more  generally  diflFused. 

The  beauty  of  forest  scenery  as  coupled  with  the  science  of  arboriculture— i 
fertile  ofiTshoot  from  the  original  stock — demands  at  least  a  passing  allusion 
in  an  address  of  this  character.  Few  objects  in  a  landscape  present  a  more 
desolate  or  cheerless  appearance  than  a  dwelling  upon  an  upland  or  hollow, 
standing  out  in  bare  and  bold  relief,  without  a  tree  or  shrub  to  diveraifr 
the  scene.  The  majestic  mansion  or  lordly  hall  crowning  some  barren 
height,  no  lofty  forest  monarch  to  stretch  its  broad  arms  across  the  inter- 
vening view,  or  no  festoons  of  foliage  to  subdue  the  fervid  influences  of  the 
summer  sunlight,  loses  its  beauty  and  grandeur,  aye,  is  immeasurably  inft- 
rior  in  picturesque  attractions,  when  compared  with  the  lonely  cottage  em- 
bosomed in  vines,  the  oak,  the  willow,  the  cypress,  and  many  other 

"Old  contttmporarj  trees," 
surrounding  it  with  dreamy  shadows  in  summer,  or  investing  it  with  a  wild 
poetry  as  they  sway  fitfully  beneath  the  solemn  bursts  of  the  hyemal  tem- 
pest. Jn  the  disposition  ot  trees,  the  landscape  gardener  is  afforded  a  f^li^ 
ful  opportunity  for  the  exercise  of  taste  and  judgment.  Virgil  presents 
some  practical  hints  on  this  interesting  topic,  which  he  would  do  well  not 
wholly  to  neglect ;  this  eloquent  husbandman  informs  us  that  the  ash  is 
most  beautiful  when  growing  in  the  forest,  but  the  pine  is  a  tree  for  the 
garden. 

'TopuluB  in  flavlis,  abius  in  montibos  altis." 
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TliQB,  gentlemen,  I  have  briefly  adverted  to  gome  of  the  more  prominent 
features  of  jour  profession,  and  will  not  detain  jon  bj  a  farther  disserta- 
tion upon  their  interesting  characteristics.  Permit  me  to  draw  these  re- 
marks to  a  close,  not,  howev^er,  without  a  harried  animadversion  upon  the 
social  and  political  aspect  of  onr  country,  in  its  relation  to  that  science  on 
which  I  hare  addressed  you.  The  influences  of  civil  war  upon  the  agricul- 
turist are,  to  a  oertain  extent,  necessarily  severe,  but  it  will  be  observed, 
that  the  preponderance  of  suffering  at  such  periods  is  confined  to  the  mer- 
-cantile  or  trading  classes;  these,  it  then  becomes  the  duty  of  the  farmer 
to  support,  and  to  that  end  his  labors  should  be  directed.  At  present, 
these  classes  have  foregone  their  accustomed  occupations  and  marched  forth 
in  defence  of  their  country ;  how  much  greater  then  becomes  the  oblige 
tion,  and  what  renewed  energy  should  be  instilled  into  the  farmer  who 
remains,  when  reflecting  that  the  fruits  of  his  toil  are  thus  affording  the 
sinews  of  war  and  the  rich  promise  of  future  success.  If  the  enemy  should 
advance  upon  his  soil,  or  if  there  be  not  sufficient  men  in  arms  to  meet  and 
repel  the  foe,  then  has  the  hour  arrived  for  him  to  throw  aside  the  peaeeftil 
implements  of  his  vocation,  and  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  those  who  have 
gone  before,  turn  back  the  rushing  tide  of  defeat  and  press  onward  to  the 
desired  haven  upon  the  inrolliug  wave  of  victory.  Should  such  a  period 
Arrive,  i  firmly  believe  that  there  is  not  one  of  those  whom  I  am  now  ad- 
dressing but  would  respond  to  such  a  call  i 

Farmers  of  Montgomery,  the  autum  time  has  come  upon  us,  preceded  by 
other  than  its  accustomed  harbingers ;  the  breath  of  the  falling  year  lingers 
about  other  scenes  than  those  of  fertile  fields  and  golden  uplands.  With 
the  misfortunes  of  physical  conflict,  have  come  the  terrors  of  elemental  war. 
The  declining  season  is  an  appropriate  type  of  the  sorrows  by  which  we 
Are  surrounded ;  dying  leaves  and  funeral  clouds  appear  fit  emblems  of  the 
mourning  which  is  in  our  hearts.  Uod  grant  that  here  at  least,  on  these 
fiur  fields,  these  smiling  meadows  and  waving  woodlands,  now  glowing  in 
ail  the  mellow  luxuriance  of  autumnal  fruition,  the  saddening  impress  of 
war  may  not  be  experienced.  Would  that  our  battles  might  be  those  alone 
with  sturdy  forests  and  sterile  grounds — our  weapons,  the  scythe,  the  plow- 
■bare,  or  the  woodman's  axe ;  but  otherwise  it  has  been  ordered,  and  the 
atern  alternative  presents  itself  before  us :

Sib: — The  undersigned,  secretary  of  the  Qreene  County  Agricultaral  and 
Manufacturing  Society^  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  annual  report : 

This  society  held  its  ninth  annual  fair  at  Carmichaels,  on  the  10th  and  11th 
of  October  last  The  list  of  premiums  offered  amounted  to  five  thousand 
and  twenty-five  dollars,  ($5,025.)  A  few.  premiums  were  not  awarded, 
the  articles  not  being  considered  worthy,  and  in  a  very  limited  number  of 
cases  no  article  was  entered  for  competition.  The  highest  premium  paid 
was,  for  the  best  trotting  animal,  ten  dollars. 

The  managers  were  apprehensive  lest  the  wicked  and  unprovoked  rebel- 
lion, which  aims  to  overthrow  the  best  civil  government  ever  instituted  by 
human  wisdom,  and  which  naturally  commands  more  of  public  attention  than 
any  or  indeed  all  other  topics,  might  so  engross  the  mind  of  the  public  that 
the  exhibition  would  be  to  some  extent  a  failure.  But  notwithstanding  the 
portentous  condition  of  public  affairs,  the  late  fair  was  scarcely  second,  in 
the  number  and  quality  of  the  articles  on  exhibition,  to  any  of  its  prede- 
cessors, thus  furnishing  the  most  unmistakable  evidence  of  the  deep  interest 
felt  by  the  yeomen  in  this  section  in  whatever  is  calculated  to  advance,  and 
ennoble  that  occupation  which  is  more  intimately  connected  than  any  other, 
with  the  nation's  advancement  in  prosperity  and  power.

NORTHUMBERLAND  COUNTY-1862. 

RiPOBT  ON  THB  PENNSYLVANIA   AOBIOULTUBAL  COLLEGB. 

lb  (he  Members  of  ike  Northumberland  County  Agricultural  Society : 

Sirs :— On  the  4th  of  August  last  (1862)  J.  P.  Wolfinger,  J.  H.  M'Oor- 
mick,  and  James  Armstrong,  members  of  your  society,  were  appointed  a 
committee  to  visit  "The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,"  and  after 
Cftrefully  viewing  it  and  its  grounds,  make  a  written  report  to  you  of  its 
present  condition  and  future  prospects.  Tour  committee,  in  discharging 
the  daties  assigned  them,  attended  the  annual  meeting  for  the  erection  of 
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trastees,  held  at  the  said  college,  on  Wednesday,  the  3d  of  September^ 

1862,  and  took  part  in  said  election  as  your  representatives.     And  th^ 

now  take  the  liberty  of  laying  before  you  the  following  report,  which  wiH 

give  you,  we  think,  all  the  information  that  you  desire  in  regard  to  this 

important  institution  for  the  education  of  farmers. 

1. — Obiqin  Of  THE  College. 

"  The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania  "  owes  its  origin  to  the  in- 
telligence, liberality  and  energy  of  "  The  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural 
Society,"  organized  at  Harrisburg,  on  the  21st  of  January,  1851,  with  Fred- 
erick Watts,  Esq.,  of  Cumberland  county,  as  its  first  president,  and  Br. 
Alfred  L.  Elwyn,  of  Philadelphia,  as  its  first  secretary.  On  the  8th  of 
March,  1853,  on  the  recommendation  of  this  society,  a  convention  of  the 
friends  of  agriculture,  from  the  several  counties  of  our  State,  met  at  Har- 
risburg, *'  to  adopt  measures  for  the  establishment  of  an  agrieultaral  insti- 
tution, to  be  style  The  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  with  a  model 
farm  attached  thereto."  And  as  that  convention  was  unanimously  in  favor 
of  such  a  school,  it  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  the  necessary  bill  to 
be  passed  into  a  law  for  this  purpose.  And  on  the  13th  of  April,  1854,  the 
Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  passed  the  bill  so  prepared  into  a  law,  entitled 
"An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylvania."  Bat 
as  that  law  was  found  to  be  defective,  it  was  repealed  and  supplied  by  a 
new  law  of  the  same  title,  on  the  22d  of  February,  1855 — which  is  still  in 
force  (See  Pamphlet  laws,  1855,  page  46.) 

The  board  of  trustees  named  in  this  law  were  authorized  and  required 
to  "select  and  choose  a  principal  (president)  for  the  said  institution,"  and 
also  "employ  such  other  professors,  teachers,  or  tutors,  as  shall Jbe  qualified 
to  impart  to  pupils  under  their  charge,  a  knowledge  of  the  English  lan- 
guage, grammar,  geography,  history,  mathematics,  chemistry,  and  such 
other  branches  of  the  natural  and  exact  sciences  as  will  conduce  to  the 
proper  education  of  a  farmer."  (See  act,  sections  6  and  7.)  In  Septem- 
ber, 1855,  the  trustees  accepted  of  two  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Centre 
county,  offered  them  as  a  donation  by  Gen.  James  Irwin,  of  that  county, 
and  soon  after  purchased  from  him  two  hundred  acres  of  additional  land, 
adjoining  said  donation,  for  the  use  of  the  contemplated  farm  school  In 
May,  1856,  the  trustees,  on  the  strength  of  the  ten  thousand  dollars  re- 
ceived from  the  Peousylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  and  liberal  sub- 
scriptions from  various  individuals,  commenced  the  construction  of  the 
college  buildings.  On  the  20th  of  May,  1857,  the  Legislature  of  Pennsyl- 
vania passed  a  law,  appropriating  fifty  thousand  dollars  "from  the  State 
Treasury,  in  aid  of  the  Farmers'  High  School,"  provided  a  like  sum  of 
fifty  thouftind  dollars  was  obtained  by  the  trustees  from  other  sources,  and 
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also  "provided  that  the  admission  (of  scholars)  to  said  school  from  the 
several  counties  (of  oar  State)  shall  be  in  proportion  to  their  number  of 
tazables,  respectively,  if  such  numbers  shall  apply."  (See  Pamphlet  laws 
of  1857,  page  617,  section.!.) 

By  the  close  of  the  year  1858,  one  wing  of  the  college  buildings  was 
sufficiently  completed  to  allow  of  the  school  being  opened,  and  the  trustees 
thereupon  resolved  that  the  ''Farmers'  High  School"  should  be  opened  for 
the  reception  of  students  on  the  16th  of  February,  1859,  and  due  notice  of 
the  same  was  accordingly  given  in  the  public  papers. 

2.-->0PENINa  OF  THl   COLLEOI. 

The  Farm  School  was  opened  according  to  previous  notice,  on  the  16th 
of  February,  1859,  and  soon  after  had  one  hundred  and  nineteen  scholars  on 
its  roll — one  hundred  and  seventeen  of  whom  came  from  thirty-two  different 
counties  of  our  State,  while  one  student  came  from  the  State  of  Delaware, 
and  another  from  the  State  of  Ohio.  In  1860,  the  number  of  students  was 
only  one  hundred  and  ten,  but  they  came  from  thirty-eight  diflferent  coun- 
ties of  our  State. 

In  1861  the  number  of  students,  in  consequence  of  our  unhappy  civil  war 
and  other  causes,  was  only  eighty-eight,  of  whom  eighty  were  from  twenty- 
seven  different  counties  of  Pennsylvania.  And  of  the  remaining  eight  stu- 
dents, four  were  from  the  State  of  Delaware,  two  from  Iowa,  and  one  from 
each  of  the  States  of  New  York  and  Virginia.  And  in  September,  1862, 
when  we  visited  the  college,  its  number  of  students,  in  regular  attendance, 
was  from  one  hundred  to  one*  hundred  and  four.  But  how  many  counties  of 
our  State  they  represented  this  year  we  know  not.  But  if  our  memory 
serves  us  rightly,  students  were  there  from  the  States  of  Maine,  New  York, 
Ohio  and  Missouri,  and  perhaps  other  Statea  Indeed,  frequent  applications 
for  the  admission  of  scholars  from  other  States  have  had  to  be  rejected,  purely 
for  the  want  of  room  to  accommodate  them.  But  when  the  college  build- 
ings are  once  fully  completed,  as  they  now  soon  will  be,  they  will  furnish 
ample  accommodation  for  from  three  hundred  and  thirty  to  three  hundred 
and  fifty,  if  not  four  hundred  students.  And  then  students  from  our  sister 
States  will  be  more  freely  admissible,  unless  our  own  counties  of  Pennsyl- 
vania send  on  students  enough  to  fill  the  college  walls  to  their  utmost  capa- 
city. Our  own  county  of  Northumberland  had  six  students  there  in  1859, 
and  only  one  in  1860,  and  none  in  1861  and  1862.  In  the  spring  of  1862, 
on  application  made  to  the  common  pleas  of  Centre  county,  the  name  of 
the  institution  was  changed  from  "The  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsyl- 
vania," to  "  The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,''  its  present  and 
future  standing  name. 
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3. — Manaqbes  of  thb  Colleoc 

The  act  of  twentj-second  of  Febraaiy,  1855,  pats  the  management  of  tbe 
college  under  the  care  and  control  of  thirteen  trustees,  sev^en  of  whom  (now 
altered  to  five)  are  a  quorum  to  do  business.  Pour  of  this  body,  to  wit : 
the  Governor  and  Secretary  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  President  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania State  Agricultural  Society,  and  the  President  of  the  college,  are 
ex  officio  members  of  the  board  of  trustees.  The  other  nine  trustees,  who 
are  selected  from  the  different  counties  of  our  State,  hold  their  office  for  tbe 
term  of  three  years  each,  but  have  been  so  classified  that  three  of  their  num- 
ber go  out  of  office  annually,  and  have  their  places  supplied  by  newly  elect- 
ed trustees,  chosen  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  September,  in  each  year. 
This  election  is  held  at  the  college,  and  the  trustees  are  chosen  by  the  votes 
of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agri- 
cultural Society,  and  the  votes  of  three  representatives  duly  chosen  by  each 
county  agricultural  society  in  this  Commonwealth,  which  shall  have  been 
organized  at  least  three  months  preceding  the  time  of  election,  when  those 
persons  who  have  received  the  highest  number  of  votes  for  said  office  shall 
be  declared  elected.  (See  act  of  22d  February,  1855,  section  6,  and  act  of 
20th  May,  1857,  section  4,  and  the  act  of  17th  March,  1859,  section  1.)  And 
the  same  acts  make  it  the  duty  of  this  board  of  managers  to  hold  a  quarterly 
meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  at  the  institution,  and  as  much  oftener  as 
shall  be  necessary,  and  they  shall  determine."  (Act  1855,  sec.  6.)  Now 
we  see  from  this  that  this  college  is  not  only  a  State  institution,  but  that  it 
possesses  one  other  remarkable  feature,  essential  to  its  prosperity  and  suc- 
cess— which  said  feature  consists  in  its  being  placed  mainly  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  different  county  agricultural  societies  of  our  State — a  feature  that 
must,  if  properly  attended  to,  always  secure  it  the  influence  and  services  of 
the  best  and  most  influential  agriculturists  of  our  State.  And  we  are  satis- 
fied from  what  we  heard  and  saw  during  our  stay  at  the  college,  that  its 
managers,  who  have  hitherto  controlled  and  regulated  this  college,  are  men 
of  great  energy,  prudence  and  skill,  and  that  our  Commonwealth  owes  them 
much  honor  and  praise  for  their  laborious,  self-sacrificing  and  valuable  labor 
in  establishing  and  raising  up  this  great  institution  to  its  present  dignified 
position  in  our  land.  And  if  their  successors  in  office  possess  but  a  moderate 
portion  of  the  wisdom  and  perseverance  that  they  have  manifested,  this 
college,  for  the  education  of  scientific  and  practical  farmers  of  the  highest 
Older,  must  and  will  succeed. 

4. — Location  of  Collkchl 

"  The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania"  is  located  in  Harris  township, 
Penns  valley.  Centre  county— one  of  the  richest  and  most  beautiful  valleyii 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  also  near  the  geographical  centre  of  our  State.     Tb« 
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tollege  is  about  twenty-one  miles  north-east  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad 
at  Spruce  Greek,  and  about  the  same  distance  north-west  of  Lewistown, 
and  nine  miles  south-west  of  Bellefonte,  and  four  miles  north-west  of  the 
little  yillage  of  Boalsburg.  And  when  the  Lock  Hayen  and  Tyrone  railroad 
is  completed,  as  it  soon  will  be,  persons  can  then  travel  by  railway  on  the 
Philadelphia  and  Erie  railroad,  and  the  Lock  Haven  and  Tyrone  railroad,  to 
within  six  miles  of  the  college.  And  between  that  point  and  the  college, 
there  will  then  be  constructed,  we  are  informed,  a  broad  and  smooth  wagon 
road — which  will  render  the  college  of  easy  access. 

5. — Natural  ScKNEav  Abound  the  Colleqi. 

The  natural  scenery  around  the  college  is  surpassingly  beautiful,  both  in 
mountain  and  valley  objects.  About  three  miles  north-east  of  the  college 
stands  the  rather  abrupt  terminus  or  end  of  the  Nittany  mountain,  which, 
at  that  point  and  beyond  it,  divides  the  Fenns  valley  into  two  valleys, 
called  Fenns  valley  and  Nittany  valley.  And  about  six  miles  north-west  of 
the  college  stands  the  long  range  of  the  Bald  Eagle  mountains,  and  beyond 
these  again  are  seen  the  smoky-looking  summits  of  the  Allegheny  moun- 
tains. And  on  the  opposite,  or  south-west  side  of  the  college,  and  about 
the  same  distance  of  six  miles  from  the  college,  stand  the  long  range  of  the 
Seven  mountains,  with  their  rolling  and  uneven  ridges,  while  on  the  west 
side  Fenns  valley  extends  out  with  increasing  breadth  as  far  A  the  eye 
can  reach.  And  as  this  whole  mountain-encircled  area  is  dotted  over  with 
fine  farms  and  farm  buildings,  and  orchards  and  timber  grounds,  there  are 
but  few  landscapes  in  our  State  that  afiford  a  richer  and  grander  view  of 
scenery  than  this,  as  seen  from  the  top  of  the  college  buildings. 

6. — COLLIGB  BuiLDINOa 

The  college  buildings  are  composed  of  a  leadish-colored,  silicio^s,  mag- 
nesian  limestone,  of  superior  quality  for  building  purposes,  dug  out  of  the 
ground  where  the  college  stands.  Its  foundation  walls  are  abo^t  four  feet 
thick,  and  about  three  feet  thick  at  the  first  story,  and  then  lessen  from 
about  four  to  six  inches  in  thickness  in  every  successive  story  as  the  walla 
rise  up,  and  they  are  capped  off  on  the  top  of  their  gable  ends  and  rear 
sides  with  a  neat  brick  wallage  some  four  or  five  feet  high,  or  broad.  These 
brick  were  also  made  out  of  the  clay  dug  out  of  the  ground  close  by  the 
eoUege.  The  college  is  two  hundred  and  thirty-four  feet  long  in  ftt)Qt  and 
six  stories  high,  inclusive  of  its  basement  story.  The  central  part  of  the 
college  runs  back  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet  from  its  front 
Une,  while  each  of  its  two  wings  extends  back  eighty-two  Jeet,  and  eaoh  of 
its  curtains  (the  portions  between  the  centre  and  wings)  fiffy-two  feet  back 
from  their  front  lina&  The  ftront  part  of  the  college  contains  oae  hm^4fl04tttid 
44' 
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twenty-three  large  windows,  and  each  of  its  gable  ends  has  fortj-five  win^ 
dows  of  like  size,  while  a  corresponding  number  of  like  windows  adorn  ita 
rear  sides,  and  its  central  top  is  sarmonnted  bj  a  handsome  cupola  and  bell, 
while  the  central  part  of  the  building  in  the  rear  of  the  cupola  has  a  long, 
neat  and  substantial  porch  on  the  top  of  the  comb  of  its  roof,  from  which,  ms 
well  as  the  cupola,  there  is  a  magnificent  view  of  mountain  and  yallej  scenery, 
all  around,  north,  east,  south  and  west     The  college  buildings  contain  nearly, 
if  not  quite,  two  hundred  rooms,  suited  to  ev^erj  rarietj  of  purpose,  sndi 
as  cooking,  baking,  washing,  eating,  sleeping,  &c,,  and  all  so  arranged  as  to 
make  said  different  apartments  as  convenient  and  comfortable  as  possible. 
And  of  all  these  rooms  the  dining  room  is  the  largest,  being  eighty  feet  long 
and  forty-eight  feet  wide }  and  the  chapel  is  the^nezt  largest,  being  eighty- 
feet  long  and  twenty- eight  feet  wide.     The  sleeping  rooms  are  one  hundred 
and  sixty-five  in  number,  and  from  ten  to  eighteen  feet  in  size,  and  from  nine 
to  eleven  feet  high  ;  so  that  if  but  two  students  room  together  it  will  aocom-^ 
modate  at  least  three  hundred  and  thirty  scholars.     It  also  contains  ample 
rooms  for  one  of  the  professoiip  and  his  family,  and  for  the  family  that  is  to 
do  the  washing  and  that  is  to  do  the  cooking,  in  addition  to  two  large  rooms 
for  the  reception  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  who  may  ^isit  the  college,  be- 
sides  numerous  library,  recitation  and  lecture  rooms,  society  halls,  chemical 
laboratories  and  rooms  for  the  safe  keeping  and  display  of  agricultural  pro- 
ducts, and  geological,  mineralogical  and  anatomical  substances  and  curiosi- 
ties, &c.    The  entire  college  buildings  will,  when  furnished,  be  warmed  by 
sixteen  large  coal  and  hot  air  furnaces  fixed  in  the  basement  story  of  tite 
college.     The  college  buildings  and  other  farm  buiMings  and  improvements 
on  the  farm,  when  completed,  will  cost  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars, or  more.     And  Dr.  Pugh  says :— ''  For  commodiousness,  completeness 
of  detail  and  stability  of  construction,  these  buildings  are  not  equalled  by 
the  buildings  of  any  agricultural  college  in  the  world."    And  the  Doctor 
had  fine  opportunities  for  knowing  this,  as  he  spent  six  years  of  his  time  in 
Europe,  finished  his  education  at  the  university  of  Gotengen,  in  Germany, 
and  visited  the  largest  and  most  noted  agricultural  colleges  in  GFermany, 
France  and  England.     It  is  only  necessary  to  add,  in  this  connection,  that 
the  college  buildings  aforesaid  stand  about  a  hundred  yards  from  the  public 
stage  coad  that  runs  from  Bellefonte  past  the  college  to  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad  station,  at  Spruce  Creek. 

7. — Fabm  Bmwaos. 

The  farm  buildings  stand  a  considerable  distance  back  in  the  rear  of  and 
mainly  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  college,  and  consists  of  a  barn  fifty-nine 
by  seventy-five  feet  in  size,  with  suitable  wagon  shed,  corn-crib,  water-cis- 
terns, 4c.,  attached — a  very  convenient  hog  pen  twenty-two  by  eigHttj" 
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three  feet  in  sixe,  which  includes,  nnder  the  same  roof,  a  complete  slaughter- 
house,  with  a  graoarj  on  the  second  floor  over  the  whole  building — a  black- 
smith shop  twenty  by  twenty-eight  feet  in  size — a  carpenter  shop  and  tool 
house  sixteen  by  forty-four  feet  in  size — a  wash  house  sixteen  by  forty-six 
feet  in  size,  where  all  the  students'  clothes  are  now  washed — and  also  two 
dwelling  houses,  one  twenty-eight  feet  square  in  size,  now  occupied  by  the 
carpenter  and  superintendent  of  the  washing  department,  and  the  other 
thirty-two  by  forty-four  feet  in  size,  and  now  occupied  by  the  professor  of 
botany.  All  of  these  are  frame  buildings  and  are  painted  of  a  brown  or 
chocolate  color,  excepting  the  firames  of  the  doors  and  windows,  and  the 
cornices  of  the  roofs,  which  are  painted  white,  and  so  form  a  pretty  contrast 
«nd  appearance  to  the  eye.  The  barn  has  eight  dormer  glass  windows  in 
its  roof — four  on  each  side  of  the  roof.  But  as  this  bam  is  entirely  too 
small  to  hold  the  products  of  the  farm,  the  managers  intend  erecting  another 
bam  of  the  same  size  and  appearance  on  the  other  side  of  the  college,  both 
for  the  sake  of  completing  the  beauty  of  the  place,  and  of  avoiding  the  great 
risks  of  fire  if  all  their  bamage  was  under  one  roof.  All  of  the  other  frame 
buildings  now  on  the  ground  around  the  college  are  mere  temporary  struc- 
iure8,  and  will  soon  be  removed  and  have  their  places  occupied  by  neat  or- 
namental trees,  walks,  and  the  like.  Dr.  Pugh,  the  president  of  the  college, 
is  now  building  himself  a  large  and  substantial  stone  dwelling  house  on  the 
south-west  side  of  and  in  front  of  the  college.  And  a  corresponding  build- 
ing for  one  of  the  other  professors  (Dr.  Wilson)  will,  it  is  said,  soon  grace 
the  other  front  side  of  the  college,  and  so  impart  increased  uniformity  and 
beauty  to  the  entire  group  of  buildings  on  the  farm. .  The  stone  of  these 
dwelling  houses  will  be  exactly  like  those  in  the  college  walls,  and  also 
come  mainly  out  of  the  cellars  where  said  houses  will  stand,  as  the  whole 
farm  seems  to  be  underlain  with  dense  masses  of  solid  limestone. 

8. — Farm  and  its  Soil. 

The  farm,  as  already  seen«  consists  of  four  hundred  acres  of  land — a  lime- 
stone, yellowish,  clay  soil,  of  good,  natural  quality,  and  deep  enough  for 
all  farming  purposes,  after  the  stones  imbedded  in  its  surface  have  once 
been  removed.  When  first  taken  possession  of,  it  was  new  or  wild  land, 
whose  original  growth  of  timber  had  been  cut  down,  and  was  supplied  with 
a  new  growth  of  trees  and  bushes.  And  the  soil  was  not  only  rough  and 
stony,  but  full  of  inequalities  or  hollows,  now  pretty  generally  filled  up  and 
levelled  off.  For  all  of  the  farm  grounds,  except  a  small  portion  of  them 
reserved  for  a  park,  have  been  cleared  of  their  wood,  brash,  rock,  stone, 
stamps  and.  briers,  and  enclosed  with  good  wooden  fenoee,  and  also  oma* 
mented,  here  and  theie,  with  osage,  orange,  and  other  hedge  plants  for 
iSuice  purposes,  and  ordunds  planted,  so  as  to  bring  tbe  land  into  ft  good 
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condition  for  raising  grain,  grass,  vegetables,  firait,  fruit  and  ornamental 
trees,  shrnbs,  and  vines,  and  flowers.  And  in  doing  this,  many  thoosands 
of  two-horse  and  mnle  wagon  loads  of  stone  have  been  picked  or  grabbed 
np,  and  used  in  making  turnpike  roads,  stone  fence,  and  filling  ap  the  vari- 
ous hollow  places  in  the  ground.  And  it  is  greatlj  to  the  honor  and  praise 
of  the  students,  who  were  there  during  that  time,  that  nearly  all  of  this 
rough  and  hard  work  was  done  by  them.  And  a  good  deal  of  such  wwk 
will  have  to  be  done  yet,  at  and  around  the  college  buildings,  before  said 
buildings  and  the  adjacent  grounds  can  present  that  beautiful  appearance 
that  they  will  present  when  this  shall  have  been  done.  The  farm,  when 
taken  as  a  whole,  slopes  down  gently  and  considerably  towards  the  sooth 
and  south-east — ^towards  the  stage-road  that  passes  along  its  ^nt— which 
thus  serves  to  give  the  college  buildings  a  more  elevated  appearance,  and 
so  greatly  enhance  their  beauty,  when  viewed  from  said  road.  But  the  farm's 
elevated  position,  lying  as  it  does  in  our  highest  Pennsylvania  mountain 
ranged  country,  will  always  surround  it  with  a  greater  and  longer-enduring 
degree  of  cold  than  we  experience  in  many  other  parts  of  our  State.  And 
being  a  limestone  soil,  whose  underlying  rock  abounds  in  fissures  that  wHl 
let  the  superincumbent  water  sink  gradually  away  and  disappear,  it  will 
thus  very  naturally  always  have  two  very  serious  drawbacks  to  contend 
with,  to  wit :  droughts  in  summer  and  severe  up-heaving  grain-frosts  in 
winter.  And  hence  its  professors  of  agriculture  will  have  an  admiraUe 
opportunity  here  for  exhibiting  their  skill  in  counteracting  these  two  causes, 
that  operate  so  injuriously  to  our  growing  field  and  garden  crops.  In  1859 
the  crops  of  the  farm  are  said  to  have  consisted  of  ninety-three  acres  of 
grass,  seventy-five  acres  of  Indian  corn,  seventy-five  acres  of  wheat  and 
rye,  sixty-one  acres  of  cloverseed,  six  hundred  bushels  of  potatoes  and  a 
very  large  supply  of  carrots,  parsnips,  turnips,  ruta-bagas,  Ac.  We  cannot, 
and  indeed  need  not,  particularize  the  crops  raised  there  annually  sinee 
1859,  as  the  said  crops  of  1859  will  give  you  a  sufficiently  clear  idea  of  the 
fbrm-work  done  on  this  experimental  farm. 

9. — NUBSEBT  AND  YlQBTABLB  OaSDBN. 

The  nursery  embraceis  the  best  known  varieties  of  apple,  peach,  pear, 
cherry,  plum,  apricot,  quince,  mulberry,  chestnut,  almond  and  other  fruit- 
bearing  trees — also,  the  best  varieties  of  grapes,  currants,  gooseberries, 
blackberries,  raspberries  and  strawberries-*  also,  a  large  variety  of  oraa- 
ttental  trees  and  shrulp,  both  evergreen  and  droiduous — and  a^  choice  va- 
riety of  herbaceous  and  other  flower-bearing  plants,  besides  the  hardtat 
and  best  hedge-pkmts,  such  as  the  osage,  orange,  oookspur,  red«cedar,  prim, 
or  privet,  &c.  These  trees,  shrubs  and  plants  are  ndsed  for  sale,  and  in 
1859  and  I860  yielded  an  income  of  one  tb^uMid  and  eevefity-two  deBan 
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and  eighty-two  cents,  and  left  a  stock  on  hand,  then  yalaed  at  fonr  thou* 
sand  dollars.  There  is  a  large  supply  of  such  stock  still  on  hand,  ready 
for  delivery  to  such  persons  as  desire  to  make  such  purchases.  The  vege- 
table garden  includes  such  vegetables  as  are  usually  cultivated  in  our  gar- 
dens, but  they  are  chiefly,  if  not  entirely,  grown  for  the  use  of  the  families 
and  students  on  the  farml  ^ 

10. — ^BoTANio  Oabdsn. 

The  botanic  garden  is  a  very  pretty  spot — ^very  neatly  laid  out  into  beds 
and  walks,  and  adorned  with  many  choice  flower-bearing  trees,  shrubs, 
plants  and  vines.  And  this  garden  will,  it  is  said,  be  greatly  enlarged  and 
improved.  Connected  with  this  botanic  garden,  there  is  a  beautiful  green- 
house or  conservatory,  under  glass,  of  rare  and  tender  plants  from  Califor- 
nia, China,  Japan  and  Australia,  and  other  foreign  lands.  Ladies,  who 
visit  the  college,  will  always,  especially  in  the  summer  season,  find  this  a 
very  pleasant  and  attractive  spot — one  that  will  please  the  eye,  and  give 
them  enlarged  views  of  the  botanical  kingdom.  And  the  botanical,  en- 
tomological, minerological  and  conchological  specimens  and  curiosities,  in 
the  possession  of  J.  S.  Whitman,  the  professor  of  botany,  will  be  very  in- 
teresting and  suggestive  of  thought  to  all  such  persons  as  admire  the  won- 
drous works  of  our  great  and  adorable  Creator. 

11. — Live  Stock. 
The  farm  is  still  greatly  deficient  in  its  display  of  live  stock.  For  its 
live  stock  is  nothing  n^ore  than  our  common  breeds  of  animals,  and  consist- 
ing only  of  eight  mules,  eight  cows,  a  yoke  of  oxen,  one  Durham  bull,  two 
horses,  for  the  use  of  the  professor,  and  fifty  hogs,  whereof  fifteen  are 
ehoats.  It  has  no  sheep,  heifers,  colts  or  poultry  of  any  kind.  All  the 
hauling,  plowing,  harrowing  and  other  farm  work  is  done  by  their  mules 
and  oxen.  The  best  breeds  of  live  stock,  however,  will  doubtless  gradually 
be  introduced  upon  the  farm.  It  is  manifestly  the  interest  of  the  college 
speedily  to  establish  a  good  dairy  upon  the  farm,  and,  also,  greatly  enlarge 
and  improve  the  vegetable  garden,  as  the  products  of  such  dairy  and  gar- 
den will,  if  properly  managed,  greatly  lessen  the  expenses  now  annually 
incurred  for  groceries,  and  also  for  wheat,  butter  and  milk,  purchased  from 
the  neighboring  stores  and  farmers. 

12. — HiDOE-FBNOINa.        ' 

By  the  close  of  the  year  1859,  nearly  three  miles  length  of  hedging  had 
been  set  out,  and  it  now  begins  to  make  a  fine  appearance,  and  will  in  a 
few  years  more,  answer  all  its  desired  purposes  of  ornament  and  protection. 
These  hedges  consiatf  principally  of  the  osage,  orange  and  prim  or  privet 
plants,  and  are  now  about  three  feet  high,  and  very  dense  or  busby. 
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13. — Manxtbss. 

Bat  litUe  attention  is  yet  paid  to  the  best  ways  and  means  of  making  and 
saving  barn-yard  manures.  This  item  of  business,  however,  is  to^receive 
more  carefal  attention  hereafter — and  so  will  artificial  manures  of  various 
kinds.  So  the  nightsoil,  collected  in  the  brick  privy,  fourteen  by  twenty- 
two  square  feet  in  size,  and  five  stories  high,  and  attached  to  the  rear  of  the 
central  part  of  the  college,  will  also  be  used  for  manurial  purposes.  This 
nightsoil  will  fall  from  each  story  of  the  college  walls  into  large  and  suitable 
boxes  or  vessels,  standing  on  wheels,  and  those  vessels,  when  full  enough, 
will  be  drawn  out,  by  horses  or  mules,  into  the  barn-yard,  and  there  deodor- 
ized and  converted  into  a  valuable  manure,  to  be  applied  to  certain  farm 
crops. 

14. — Water. 

The  college  has  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  limestone  water  for  all  ordi- 
nary purposes.  It  is  obtained  from  a  well  about  twenty  feet  deep,  dug  into 
the  ground  and  rock,  about  one  thousand  feet  from  the  college,  on  the  south- 
east side  of  the  college,  on  the  public  road  leading  to  Bellefonte.  Hiis 
water  is,  by  one  of  Erricsson's  hot-air  engines,  forced  up  through  the  rising 
ground  in  pipes  to  the  college,  a  distance  of  one  thousand  feet,  and  to  an 
elevation  of  ninety  feet.  And  this  engine,  when  in  operation,  throws  up  to 
the  college  at  the  rate  of  from  ten  to  sixteen  barrels  of  water  per  hour,  and 
does  this,  too,  at  an  expenditure  of  but  a  few  cents  worth  of  stone  coal  per 
day,  and  is  easily  managed.  And  this,  in  connection  with  the  very  extensive 
cistern  in  the  college  cellar,  for  receiving  and  saving  the  rain  water,  as  it 
-flows  down  there  in  numerous  pipes  from  the  college  roofage,  will,  it  is 
thought,  always  afford  water  enough  for  all  purposes,  as  well  as  for  extin- 
guishing any  fire  or  fires  that  may  occur  in  the  college  buildings. 

15. — Peofbssors  oe  Paoultt. 

The  present  Faculty  or  Professors  of  the  College  are  four  in  number,  as 
follows,  to  wit : 

Dr.  Evan  Puoh — President  of  the  College  and  Professor  of  Chemistry, 
Scientific  Agricultuire,  Mineralogy  and  Qeology. 

David  Wimon — ^Vice  President  of  the  College  and  Professor  of  the  En- 
glish Language  and  Literature,  Moral  and  Intellectual  Philosophy  and  Su- 
perintendent of  the  Agricultural  Department. 

J.  S.  Whitman— Professor  of  Botany,  Physiology,  Zoology,  Horticul- 
ture and  Gardening. 

Thobias  R.  BAKXB^—Professor  of  Mathematics,  Astvonomy,  Natural  Phi* 
OBophy  and  Analytical  Mathematics. 
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And  we  feel  a  pleasure  in  being  able  to  say  that  this  is  a  learned,  pru- 
dent, active  and  persevering  facnltj — ^the  right  men  in  the  right  place — and 
admirablj  qualified  to  perform  the  various  duties  assigned  them.  And  if 
the  additional  professors  hereafter  chosen  prove  to  be  men  of  like  stamp,  no 
fears  need  be  entertained  in  any  quarter  as  to  the  future  efficiency  and  suc- 
cess of  the  "Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania."  But  it  seems  to  us 
that  these  four  professors  have  far  too  much  to  do  to  do  it  well,  and  that 
more  professors  should  be  appointed  to  relieve  them  from  their  onerous  la* 
bors,  and  also  impart  more  completeness  to  the  college  studies ;  and  to  se« 
cure  this  there  ought  to  be  a  distinct  Professor  of  Agriculture,  to  lecture 
the  students  on  all  such  subjects  as  appertain  to  agriculture,  whether  theo- 
retical or  practical;  also,  a  Superintendent  of  the  Farm,  who  should  be  a 
good  practical  man,  and  manage  all  the  farm  work  done  on  the  farm,  and 
yet  be  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  of  Chemistry  and  Professor  of 
Agriculture,  so  that  science  may  be  fully  and  harmoniously  combined  with 
practice  in  the  cultivation  of  the  farm  grounds.  And  the  Professor  of  Bot- 
any ought,  in  our  opinion,  to  have  botany,  vegetable  physiology  and  horti- 
culture, and  the  superintendency  of  the  botanic  garden,  greenhouse  and  nur- 
sery assigned  him  as  his  department  of  the  college  course,  which  woald  give 
him  enough  to  do.  And  this  arrangement  would  render  another  professor 
necessary  to  take  charge  of  zoology,  veterinary  surgery  and  pharmacy,  and 
their  kindred  branches  of  knowledge,  as  his  proper  department,  which  would 
make  seven  professors.  And  after  awhile,  perhaps,  a  still  farther  division 
of  subjects  and  a  corresponding  increase  of  professors  might  very  profitably 
be  made. 

16. — Adbhssion  of  Stxtdentb. 

No  youth  can  be  admitted  into  the  college  as  a  student,  unless  be  has  at- 
tained the  age  of  sixteen  years — and  has  a  good  knowledge  of  English 
reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  grammar  and  geography — and  presents  satia- 
&ctory  certificates  of  his  being  of  good  moral  character  and  industrious 
habits,  (certificates  signed  by  the  student's  last  teacher,  or  by  the  president 
and  secretary  of  the  county  agricultural  society,  or  some  other  friends  of 
moral  and  agricultural  improvement,)  and  agrees  or  considers  himself  pledged 
to  conform  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  college,  among  which  is 
the  daily  performance  of  at  least  three  hours  of  manual  labor,  and  at  times 
more,  if  necessary ;  and  also  pay  one  hundred  dollars  down  to  the  president 
of  the  college,  in  advance  of  entering  the  college.  And  this  one  hundred 
dollars,  coupled  with  his  regular  three  hours  of  manual  labor,  every  day, 
Sundays  excepted,  will  be  in  full  payment  of  his  boarding,  room  rent,  tui- 
tion and  washing  for  the  term  of  ten  months,  as  the  college  session  begins 
on  the Wednesday  of  February,  and  ends  on  the Wednesday  of 
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December,  in  each  jear.  The  student,  however,  must  find  his  own  hookB, 
Btation^rj,  light/  broom,  towels,  pitcher,  wash-basin,  &c.,  and  also  'his 
chemical  apparatus  for  studying  and  making  chemical  analyses.  Bat  aO 
these  articles  will,  if  desired,  be  famished  him  at  the  college,  at  their  cost 
or  lowest  retail  city  prices.  And  each  student  must,  in  addition  to  his 
clothes  for  his  study  hours,  have  two  suits  of  strong  clothes  for  his  wear, 
while  engaged  in  dojng  such  work  as  may  be  assigned  him  in  the  field,  shops 
and  bams,  or  around  the  college  buildings.  The  students  who  come  reeom- 
mended  by  the  officers  of  the  county  agricultural  society,  always  haye  tiie 
preference  over  those  who  have  no  such  recommendations. 

17 — Studies  of  Students, 

The  Latin  and  Greek  languages  are  not  taught  here  ;  but  everything  else 
is  taught  here  that  is  usually  taught  in  our  other  colleges.  And  they  in 
addition  thereto,  pay  particular  attention  to  agriculture,  gardening  and 
pomology,  or  fruit-growing.  And  hence,  they  fully  and  carefully  stady  aU 
of  the  natural  sciences  which  have  so  constant  and  important  an  influence 
upon  these  useful  pursuits  in  life — ^to  wit :  botany,  vegetable  physiology, 
chemistry,  entomology,  physical  geography,  zoology,  astronomy,  veterinary 
surgery  and  pharmacy,  mineralogy,  geology,  meteorology,  raral  economy, 
Ac.  So  all  the  students,  who  are  sufficiently  advanced  for  this  purpose, 
are  taught  how  to  analyze  the  various  chemical  substances.  And  to  this 
end,  Dr.  Pugh  takes  a  nuipber  of  different  ctemical  substances  in  their 
finely  powdered  state,  as  for  example,  lime,  magnesia,  manganese,  iron, 
lead,  copper,  tin,  nickel,  sulphur,  ammonia,  soda,  sulphuric  acid,  hydro- 
chloric acid,  phosphoric  acid,  &c.,  and  discolors  and  mixes  all  of  these,  or 
a  part  of  them,  together  in  such  a  way  that  it  is  impossible  for  any  person 
to  tell,  either  by  the  eye,  or  the  sense  of  taste,  or  smell,  what  said  mixture 
is  composed  of.  And  then  he  hands  such  a  mixture  over  to  each  one  of  his 
analyzing  students,  as  a  task  for  him  to  analyze  and  ascertain  exactly  what 
ft  is  composed  of,  in  every  particular.  And  to  make  this  analysing  sdll 
more  useful  to  them,  as  practical  farmers,  he  also  learns  them  how  to  ana- 
lyze manures,  minerals,  stones,  rocks,  ores,  ashes,  plants,  seeds  and  soils, 
and  thus  discover  their  real  and  relative  degree  of  value  for  mannrial  pur- 
poses. The  students  have  thus  been  taught  how  to  detect  and  expose  the 
many  worthless  artificial  manures  now  in  our  markets.  And  they  have 
also,  in  this  way,  collected  a  large  amount  of  interesting  and  valuable  in- 
formation Vor  the  farmer,  which  will,  after  a  while  perhaps,  be  printed  for 
general  use.  It  will  require  a  period  of  four  years  for  such  boys  as  have 
had  nothing  more  than  a  common  English  school  education,  to  go  through 
the  full  course  of  studies  in  this  college.  But  a  student,  who  has  partially 
gone  through  with  the  studies  usually  pursued  at  an  academy,  can  enter 
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the  third  class,  fti)d  so  complete  the  coarse  in  three  years,  while  he,  who 
has  gone  through  the  whole  academical  course  of  studies,  can  enter  the 
second  class  of  this  college,  and  so  complete  his  studies  and  graduate  in 
two  years.  Students,  who  pass  through  the  full  course  of  studies  success- 
fully, will  have  the  degree  of  B.  8.  A.,  or  Bachelor  of  Scientific  and  Prac- 
tiofll  Agriculture  conferred  upon  them,  while  those  students,  who  have 
passed  through  those  studies  with  less  success,  will  have  only  the  second 
and  third  degrees  of  the  honor  given  to  them.  And  those,  who  either  there 
or  after  leaving  the  college,  exhibit  extra  skill  in,  and  attachment  to  agri- 
culture, as  an  industrial  art,  will  receive  the  highest  honor  conferable — ^to 
i^t :  the  title  of  M.  8.  A.,  or  "Master  of  Scientific  and  Practical  Agricul- 
ture." 

18. — Fabm  wobk  ot  Sttji)1nt& 

It  is  an  essential  part  of  each  student's  duties  at  this  college  to  work 
three  hours  every  day  at  any  kind  of  work  that  may  be  required  of  him  on 
the  farm  grounds,  whether  it  be  plowing,  harrowing,  seed  sowing  or  plant- 
ing, hoemg,  or  cultivating  of  growing  crops,  reaping,  mowing,  threshing  of 
grain,  planting,  budding  or  grafting  of  trees,  hauling  or  spreading  of  dung, 
working  in  the  vegetable  or  botanic  garden,  or  the  like.  And  the  farm 
work  commenced  in  the  morning  is,  if  necessary,  continued  all  day.  TMtis, 
for  example,  one  set  of  students,  called  "  a  detail,"  will  work  at  the  work 
assigned  them  from  six  to  nine  o'clock  in  the  morning,  when  they  will  be 
relieved  by  a  second  set  or  detail,  who  continue  the  same  work  from  nine  to 
twelve  o'clock.  And  in  the  afternoon  another  detail  of  students  will  re- 
sume the  same  work  from  one  to  four  o'clock,  P.  M.,  when  they  are  in  turn 
relieved  by  another  detail  who  work  on  from  four  to  seven  o'clock  in  the 
evening,  thus  making  these  fout  detaUs  do  a  whole  day's  work,  while  each 
student,  who  thus  works  three' hours  per  day,  has  nine  hours  per  day  still 
left  him  for  studying  and  reciting  his  college  lessons.  And  when  the 
weather  is  too  unfavorable  for  out-door  work,  the  students  have  work  given 
them  in  the  bam  or  in  one  or  more  of  the  shops.  These  three  hours  of 
dally  manual  labor  not  only  keep  the  student's  blood  in  a  healthy  and  vigor- 
ous circulation,  but  at  the  same  time  strengthen  his  body  and  enable  his 
mind  to  study  harder  and  also  more  successfully  than  he  could  if  he  had  to 
pursue  his  studies  with  a  body  enfeebled  or  diseased  for  the  mere  want  of 
bodily  exercise.  This  consideration  alone  should  make  every  student,  for 
his  own  health's  sake,  submit  cheerfully  to  every  kind  of  farm  work  allotted 
to  him,  however  dirty  and  disag^eable  it  may  be,  for  the  time  being.  But 
this  is  not  the  only  advantage  of  his  manual  labor.  For  it  serves  also  to 
pay  for  all  his  boarding  and  washing  expenses  at  the  college,  and  likewise 
makes  him  experimentally  acquainted  with  all  kinds  of  farm  work,  and  tboft 
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fits  and  prepares  him  for  being  a  master  workman  and  a  profoond  pbilo- 
sophic  af^ricalturist  when  he  begins  to  do  or  superintends  his  farm  work  cm 
his  own  lands  at  home ;  for  to  make  snch  farmers,  and  such  onl j,  is  the 
grand  object  of  this  college.  And  to  ensure  their  becoming  such  farmers, 
all  of  the  work  done  by  them  is  done  under  the  supervision  of  some  compe- 
tent person,  who  corrects  their  mistakes  and  tells  them  how  the  work  should 
be  done,  and  also  why  it  is  done  at  the  time  and  in  the  waj  that  it  is  done 
— and  so  a  high  degree  of  scientific  knowledge  and  practical  skill  must  be 
the  result.  And  another  advantage  is  that  the  student  becomes  here  ac- 
quainted with  the  very  best  procurable  farm  implements,  and  also  how  te 
use  them  to  the  most  profit  And  the  habits  of  industry  and  self-reliance 
here  learned,  will  have  a  good  influence  over  them  for  life. 

19. — FaSIDOM  VBOM  TXHFTATIONS  TO  IdLINBSS  AND  YlCX. 

So  the  remoteness  of  this  college  from  our  towns,  though  an  inconve- 
nience  in  some  respects,  is  upon  the  whole,  a  very  happy  arrangement, 
since  it  serves  to  keep  the  students  entirely  out  of  the  reach  and  influence 
of  those  temptations  to  vice  and  idleness,  so  common  in  and  close  around 
our  cities  and  large  towns.  And  our  State  Legislature  have  also  done  a 
very  wise  thing  in  passing  a  law,  declaring  that  no  intoxicating  liquor§ 
8h»Q  ever  be  sold  at  any  place  within  a  circuit  of  two  miles  round  the  col- 
lege. (See  Act  of  17th  March,  1859 — Sec.  2.)  And  these  things,  in  eon* 
nection  with  the  evening  meetings  for  singing,  the  reading  of  Gkni's  word, 
and  prayer  at  the  close  of  every  day,  cannot  but  have  a  salutary  influence 
over  the  students. 

20. — LiB&AJIT  AND  SodBTIEa 

And  as  the  scholar  cannot  do  without  books,  the  college,  in  its  various 
libraries,  contains  over  two  thousand  volumes  of  the  best  European  and 
American  works  on  science.  And  this  number  is  constantly  increasing  by 
donation  and  purchase.  Dr.  Pugh  has  a  very  choice  selection  of  Oermas 
books,  written  by  German  authors  who  have  everywhere  been  acknow- 
ledged to  be  the  most  profound  philosophers  of  the  world,  in  their  different 
spheres  of  science.  And,  as  the  Doctor  can  read  and  speak  the  German 
language  with  great  accuracy  and  fluency,  he  can  make  all  of  this  profound 
science  in  Germany,  fhlly  available  for  the  benefit  of  the  students  under  his 
care.  The  students  of  the  college  also  have  two  societies  of  their  own^  one 
called  "  The  Washington  Agricultural  Literary  society,"  in  honor  of  Gen* 
eral  Washington,  we  presume,  and  the  other  "The  Oresson  Literary  so- 
oiety,"  in  honor  of  Elliot  Cresson,  of  Philadelphia,  deceased,  a  liberal  patron 
of  the  college.  The  trustees  of  the  college  made  a  donation  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  to  each  of  these  societies-^which  baa  been  expended  in  the 
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parchase  of  snitable  books,  and  new  piurchases  are  added  thereto  annually. 
And  80  students,  who  wish  to  store  their  minds  with  useftil  knowledge, 
have  good  opportunities  there  for  doing  so. 

21 — Sttnday  Exbroises. 

The  students  are  not  allowed  to  stroll  around  where  they  please  on  the 
Lord's  day,  but  have  important  exeroises  to  attend  to  on  this  day.  For  in 
the  morning  they  assemble  together  in  the  lecture  room  as  b  general  Bible 
dass,  to  study  into  and  receive  instruction  from  the  Sacred  Word,  as  ex- 
pounded to  them  by  one  or  more  of  their  professors.  And  in  the  afternoon 
they  assemble  again  in  the  same  room  (that  will  be  exchanged,  however, 
for  the  chapel  as  soon  as  that  is  finished,)  to  hear  a  sermon  preached  firom 
one  of  the  various  denominations  of  clergy  in  the  neighborhood.  But  after 
these  religious  exercises  of  the  day  are  over,  they  can  either  retire  to  their 
rooms,  or  walk  on  the  farm-grounds  for  recreation,  provided  they  conduct 
themselves  in  a  quiet  and  orderly  manner,  and  do  not  go  off  the  farm 
grounds. 

22. — QOYXBNMENT  OF  THE  StTTDINTS. 

The  government  of  the  students  is  paternal ;  it  is  just  such  as  a  wise 
and  prudent  father  would  exercise  over  his  own  sons  at  home  under  his  own 
roof.  Some  boys  are  naturally  of  so  mild,  steady  and  obedient  a  disposi- 
tion that  the  professors  will  have  no  tirouble  at  all*with  them — ^while  others 
will  require  more  or  less  of  watching,  and  others  again  a  very  sharp  watch- 
ing, and  a  good  deal  of  admonition  and  reproof  to  keep  them  in  their  proper 
places.  And  once  in  a  while  there  will  be  one  or  more  hard  cases — stu- 
dents who  are  deaf  to  the  wisest  and  kindest  councils  that  can  be  used  to 
restrain  them  from  their  idle  and  mischievous  career — and  then  the  only 
remedy  in  such  cases,  severe  as  it  is,  consists  in  their  immediate  expulsion 
firom  the  college.  For  one  or  more  of  such  ungovernable  fellows  in  a  school 
or  college  will  do  an  untold  amount  of  harm,  and  so  should  be  promptly 
dismissed,  no  matter  whose  sons  they  are.  For  it  is  better  that  a  tew  per- 
sons should  be  disgraced  and  injured  than  that  the  whole  school  or  college 
should  suffer  damage  by  their  stay.  Every  thing  in  this  college  has  its 
precise  fixed  time  for  attention,  and  so  proceeds  from  day  to  day  as  regu- 
larly as  clock-work,  whether  it  refers  to  eating,  working,  studying,  reciting 
of  lessons,  attending  prayer,  Bible  class  or  sermon,  of  going  to  bed,  or  get- 
ting out  of  bed,  or  the  like.  For  when  the  proper  time  for  attending 
to  these^hings  has  come,  notice  thereof  is  immediately  given,  either  hjUhe 
ringing  of  the  college  bell,  or  by  the  sounding  of  the  steel  triangle,  so  that 
no  one  can  complain  for  the  want  of  notice.  And  this,  indeed,  is  the  only 
way  of  preserving  regular  order  among  college  students.

The  United  States  Government  has,  for  the  especial  benefit  of  the  profes- 
sors and  students  of  the  college,  established  a  post  office  on  the  public  road, 
near  the  college,  for  the  reception  and  transmission  of  such  letters,  newspa- 
pers, and  the  like,  as  are  usually  transmissable  bj  mail  And  close  by  said 
post  office  there  is  also  a  public  boarding  house,  for  the  accommodation  of 
euch  persons  as  may  at  any  time  yisit  the  college.

We  have  thus  given  you  a  general  view  of  this  great  agricultural  college^ 
and  its  experhnental  farm  grounds.  And  you  will  perceive  from  its  history, 
that  it  has  now  been  in  successful  operation  for  a  period  of  nearly  four  yeusL 
And  its  success,  amidst  the  multifarious  difficulties  that  always  closter 
around  a  new  enterprise,  has  thus  far  exceeded  the  expectations  of  its  wana* 
est  friends.  Much,  however,  very  much  remains  to  be  done  yet,  before  it 
can  be  permanently  successful,  and  greatly  advantageous  to  our  agricultocal 
interests  as  a  State.  The  first  graduating  class  of  this  college — those  who 
graduated  in  December,  1861 — ^have  already  gone  home  to  their  own  coun- 
ties, the  counties  of  Berks,  Clinton,  Erie,  Huntingdon,  Juniata,  Lebanon, 
Luzerne,  Philadelphia  and  Warren.  And  more  graduates  will  soon  follow 
from  these  and  other  counties  of  the  State.  And  the  scientific  attainments 
and  practical  skill  of  those  graduates  cannot  but  have  and  exert  a  valuable 
influence  for  agricultural,  improvement  in  and  around  their  respective  neigh- 
borhoods. And  every  successive  graduating  class  that  Returns  home  and 
engages  in  the  culture  of  the  soil,  will  not  only  enlarge  the  area  of  this  im- 
provement, but  give  it  a  new  impulse  towards  the  principles  and  practices 
that  lie  at  the  fouDdation  of  permanently  successful  husbandry.  But  as  our 
State  is  large,  and  a  vast  amount  of  prejudice  prevails  against  every  thing 
that  savors  of  what  is  called  book  farming,  farming  by  the  book,  or  by  rules 
drawn  from  books,  it  will  take  a  long  series  of  years  before  the  "Agricul- 
tural College  of  Pennsylvania"  can  have  that  wide-spread  influence  for  good 
among  our  farmers  that  it  is  designed  to  have,  and  its  founders  and  friends 
most  ardently  wish  it  to  have.  But  this,  instead  of  being  a  source  of  dis- 
couragement to  its  friends,  should  only  increase  their  zeal  and  efforts  to  pat 
down  this  prejudice,  and  convince  our  farmers  every  where  that  agriculture 
is  a  science  as  well  as  an  art,  and  that  it  therefore  can  be  learned  from  books 
just  as  well  as  any  of  our  other  sciences  are.  And  when  that  idea  is  once 
enduringly  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  our  Pennsylvania  farmers,  a  new 
era  of  study — even  of  studying  on  the  farms — ^will  begin*  and  the  banefits  oi 
this  studying  of  our  farmers  will  soon  manifest  themselves  from  every  cnltii- 
rated  hill-top  and  valley  in  the  land  of  Pennsylvania.  And  when  that  day 
comeS;  as  come  it  will  and  must,  tiien,  "The  Agricultural  College  of  Penn- 
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sylvania"  will  be  every  where  hailed  and  acknowledged  as  one  of  the  noblest 
institutions  in  America,  and  an  enduring  monument  of  honor  and  of  praise 
to  the  men  and  the  great  State  that  gave  it  birth.  And  hence  the  sum  and 
substance  of  all  our  investigations  and  inquiries  in  relation  to  this  college  is 
just  this — that  we  entertain  a  very  high  and  favorable  opinion  of  its  present 
condition  and  future  prospects  of  usefulness. 

J.  F.  Wolfioger,  of  your  Committee,  remained  at  the  college  between  ten 
and  eleven  clays  to  gather  reliable  materials  for  this  report.  And  while 
there  he  availed  himself  of  the  privilege — kindly  granted  him  by  the  presi- 
dent and  other  professors  of  the  college — of  delivering,  and  he  did  deliver 
eight  lectures  on  agriculture  before  the  professors  and  students  of  the  col- 
lege— six  in  the  evenings  and  two  in  the  mornings.  The  subjects  of  lecture 
were  as  follows,  to  wit :  the  preparation  of  the  soil  for  seedin*]; — seeding,  or 
the  sowing  and  planting  of  seeds — ^the  growth  of  plants — animal  manures — 
rotation  of  crops,  or  alternate  husbandry — fallows,  or  resting  of  the  soil — 
the  exhaustion  of  the  soil  and  the  renovation  or  improvement  of  the  soil,  &c. 
Said  lectures  are  part  of  his  manuscript  work  on  practical  agriculture,  en- 
titled **  The  Science  or  Philosophy  of  Farming,^^  which,  if  printed,  will 
make  a  large  volume  of  about  seven  hundred  pages  of  solid  small  pica  type, 
and  octavo  book  form,  and  cost  three  dollars  per  copy,  payable  on  delivery 
of  the  book.  The  president  of  the  college,  and  a  number  of  the  students 
were  so  well  pleased  with  those  parts  of  it  that  formed  the  subject  of  lec- 
ture that  they  subscribed  for  the  work  before  the  lecturer  left  the  college, 
and  expressed  a  strong  desire  to  see  it  in  print.  And  two  of  the  other  pro- 
fessors, and  nearly  all  of  the  students  who  did  not  subscribe,  in  consequence 
of  the  existing  civil  war,  and  other  causes,  declared  their  intention  of  hav- 
ing copies  of  it  as  soon  as  it  appeared  in  print  This  manuscript  work  con- 
sists of  twenty-six  chapters,  which  treat  of  nearly  every  thing  that  the  cul- 
tivator of  the  soil  ought  to  know  touching  his  art,  and  at  the  same  time  show 
him  how  he  ought  to  do  his  work,  and  when  he  ought  to  do  it,  and  also  why 
he  ought  to  do  it  in  the  particular  way,  and  at  the  particular  time  specified 
— ^thus  combining  science  with  practice.  It  also  contains  a  large  amount  of 
natural  science  or  philosophy  that  will  be  highly  useful  to  every  family  in 
our  land,  whether  tillers  of  the  soil  or  not.  And  now,  if  any  person  who 
reads  this  report  desires  to  have  a  copy  of  said  work  let  him  forward  his 
subscription,  for  as  many  eopies  as  he  may  desire,  to  the  author  who  wants 
one  thousand  subscribers  before  he  puts  his  work  to  the  press.

OSNSRAL  IlEMABES. 

It  was  our  intention,  as  remarked  in  our  catalogue  of  last  year,  to  publish 
the  grades  and  standing  of  each  student  this  year. 

These  grades  have  been  kept  with  a  view,  in  part,  to  this  end,  but  it  has 
been  deemed  advisable  to  withhold  them  until  our  college  buildings  shall 
have  been  completed,  and  all  the  departments  of  our  school  fully  organized. 

At  present  we  would  remark,  that  a  good  degree  of  success  has  attended 
all  the  classes. 

Second  Class, — The  second,  or  most  advanced  class  in  particular,  should 
be  mentioned,  with  two  exceptions,  as  having  given  very  general  satisfac- 
tion, both  in  regard  to  attention  to  duty  and  progress  in  study.  In  this  class 
we  would  mention  as  standing  highest  on  the  list  of  conduct  and  attain* 
ments,  the  names  of  Messrs,  Bollock,  Church,  M'Oormick,  Holiiday  and 
Lytle. 
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Third  QloBS — While  In  this  class  the  priDcipal  part  of  the  stadeQts  h«re 
manifested  a  creditable  interest  in  performing  all  the  duties  assigned  to  them, 
it  also  has  embraced  a  few  whose  inflnence  and  example  have  made  its 
members  the  subject  of  college  discipline  more  than  those  of  either  of  tbe 
other  classes.  As  standing  higher  on  the  list  of  good  behavior  and  ssceeM 
in  this  class^  we  would  especially  mention  the  names  of  Messrs.  BrenBOMa, 
T.  Craig,  Fisher,  Qleim,  Harvey,  Heuson,  J.  8.  Miles  and  ThompsoB. 

Fourth  Class  — This  class  was  more  backward  at  the  commencement  of 
the  session,  than  corresponded  to  the  design  of  the  institution ;  but  as  it  wae 
desirable  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  agricultural  communitj,  as  expressed  im 
the  character  of  students  sent  here,  all  were  admitted  who  came,  and  IIm 
class  was  organized  to  correspond  to  the  state  of  their  education,  and  we  are 
glad  to  be  able  to  testify  to  the  general  good  conduct  and  promising  state 
of  the  class.  Most  especially  we  would  mention  Messrs.  Brown,  Plank,

Ist  Applicants  for  admission  must  have  attained  the  age  of  sixteen  years. 

2d.  They  must  present  satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character,  and 
industrious  habits. 

dd.  Must,  on  entering,  consider  themselves  pledged  to  conform  to  all  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  institution,  and  to  perform  at  least  three  hours 
manual  labor  daily.  ^ 

4th.  Applicants  must  have  a  good  knowledge  of  the  ordinary  elementary 
branches  of  the  common  school  course. 

5th.  The  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  must  be  paid  previous  to  entering. 
This  with  the  labor  specified,  will  cover  all  expenses  of  board,  washing  and 
tuition,  except  those  implied  in  the  next  paragraph. 

6th.  Books,  stationery,  chemical  apparatus  for  studying  chemical  analy- 
sis, and  light,  will  be  supplied  to  the  students  at  the  lowest  city  retail  pricesu 
I'he  experience  of  the  past  year  shows  that  the  students  in  the  second  class, 
for  working  at  chemical  analysis,  must  purchase  about  fifteen  dollars  worth  of 
apparatus.  This  is  sold  for  cash  to  them,  and  on  the  students  leaving  at  ttie 
end  of  the  term  that  which  is  not  damaged  will  be  taken  back  again  at  a  re- 
duction of  twenty-five  to  thirty  per  cent.  With  ordinary  care  the  ultimate 
cost  for  chemical  apparatus,  when  the  materials  are  returned,  will  be  from 
five  to  ten  dollars.

It  has  not  been  deemed  necessary  to  attempt  to 
Keep  a  strict  account  of  the  transactions  amongst  the  5chool  proper,  the 
garden  and  the  farm,  as  they  are  so  intimately  associated,  that  such  an 
account  could,  with  all  possible  care  in  detail,  only  be  an  approximation  to 
the  truth.

This  account  shows  that  the  total  expenditures  of  the  two  years 
for  legitimate  current  expenses,  (including  an  estimate  from 
November  1st,  to  the  end  of  the  current  1860  term,)  is,  or

As  the  accounts  have  been  kept  it  has  not  been  possible  to  divide  the 
^um  totals  of  expenditures  with  accuracy  between  the  two  years,  nor  en- 
tirely separate  the  institution  account  from  that  of  the  nursery;  bat  the 
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flgofM  gir^n  above  are  approximatirely  true  for  eaeh  year,  and  correet  for 
tke  sum  of  the  two  years. 

Oor  total  expenditure  in  the  ieeond  year,  it  will  be  seen,  is  less  than  in 
the  first  year  by  over  three  hundred  dolkirs ;  althoagh  this  year  we  pay  one 
thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty-seren  dollars  more  for  salary  than  in  the 
first  year.  This  difference  is  due  in  part  to  the  increased  produce  of  the 
farm,  as  represented  opposite  *' Prorisions  "  and  ''Gulrnary  Department," 
and  several  other  items  of  expenditures  consequent  upoo  opening  the  first 
session,  and  in  part  to  our  increased  experience  in  the  doinestic  economy  4)f 
tlie  institution.  .        . 

We  haye  as  yet  by  no  means  reached  the  minimum  of  expenditure  requi- 
site to  carry  on  the  institution,  even  in  the  present  unfinished  state  of  our 
college  buildings,  as  otir  farm  is  by  no  means  yielding  an  adequate  return, 
in  araikble  materia],  for  the  labor  which  the  students  bestow  upon  it,  as  at 
present  this  return  is  to  be  found  in  the  inereased  yalue  of  the  land  in  the 
form  of  permanent  improvements. 

New  land  has  been  to  clear  and  break  up,  rocks  to  blast,  stones  to  pick, 
and  fences  to  make,  nearly  all  of  which  has  been  done  by  students,  from 
which  no  available  return  has  as  yet  been  received.  When  our  farm  shall 
all  be  brou^t  into  good  working  order,  and  we  have  a  sufftcient  number  of 
atudents  to  work  it  thoroughly,  it  will  yield  at  least  ten  times  as  much  as  it 
does  now. 

Our  garden  has  not  yet  donfe  as  much  towards  supplying  us  wfth  vegeta- 
Uea,  and  thus  reducing  our  grocery  bill,  as  it  may  be  made  to  do.  We  have 
not  yet  established  a  dairy,  and  thus  at  present  incur  a  very  heavy  expense 
for  milk  and  butter,  which  we  will  be  able  to  dispense  with  when  we  get  a 
good  system  of  green  cropping  and  turnip  culture. 

Again  in  the  above  account,  the  institution  is  not  credited  with  the  labor 
of  nearly  one-third  of  the  total  number  of  students  who  have  worked  in  the 
nursery.  This  credit  would  still  further  reduce  the  sum  total  of  legitimate 
expenditure.  But  our  greatest  source  of  relative  expenditure  is  to  be  found 
in  our  small  number  of  students,  and  this  is  the  result  of  our  not  having 
the  college  buildings  finished.  It  requires  nearly  as  much  expenditure  in 
professors'  salaries  and  in  farm  and  garden  superintendence,  with  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  students,  as  it  would  with  three  times  this  number. 

In  almost  any  institution  of  learning,  other  things  being  equal,  the  smaller 
the  number  of  students  the  more  expensive  the  tuition ;  but  most  especially 
must  this  be  so  in  an  institution  like  the  Farm  School,  where  the  association 
of  manual  labor  with  study,  and  the  diversified  duties  of  a  farm  worked  by 
students,  in  addition  to  that  of  the  school  requires  a  more  complicated  sys- 
tem of  internal  organization — and  where  the  instruction  is  so  intimately  as- 
sociated with  scieiitlfic  experiments  and  practical  illustrations. 
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It  requires  aearly  «8  mtioh  time  Mid  effort  to  conduct  a  single  stedrat 
through  all  the  details  of  an  experimental  science^  in  whi^  he  himeelf  mvl 
experiment,  np  to  a  high  standftrd  of  pvoficiency  in  Uie  sMne,  as  it  woaU 
to  IfiAd  fift J  students,  in  a  dasa,  to  the  aame  point.  It  costs  just  as  maeh 
to  perform  an  experiment  for  a  single  indiridual  to  see  as  for  a  large  audi- 
ence ;  we  are  therefore  to  look  for  an  increased  number  of  stodenta,  as  ybtj 
materiaily  reducing  the  price  of  tuition  from  what  the  pveeeding  statistioi 
«how  it  to  be;  the  same  remarks  applj  to  snpeiintendenee  upon  the  turn, 
and  ta  all  other  departments  of  the  inetitation; 

Thus  far  our  organization,  both  upon  the  farm  and  in  the  coUegie  has  been 
T'CCjr  imperfect,  because  it  has  not  been  deemed  advisable  to  incur  the  ex- 
p6n$as  of  a  complete  organisation  with  the  limited  number  of  student^  tUt 
Ofur  unfinished  college  buildings  admit  of  our  taking,  and  jet  this  wtut  of 
oomplete  organization  has  necessarilj  increased  the  expense  of  tMching 
those  students  who  have  been  here. 

Our  efforts  thus  far  have  demonstrated  what  the  maaevmum  of  expense 
will  be  rather  than  the  Tmmmum.  It  has  been  shown  that  the  annual  tui- 
tion of  one  hundred  and  ten  etudents  cannot  exceed  $12, 100,  rather  thtn  that 
it  could  not  be  done  for  three-fourths  of  that  sum 

The  patronage  that  it  has  received,  and  the  success  that  has  attended  it, 
has  sbowfi  that  an  agricultural  institution  has  been  wanted,  rather  than  tbtt 
it  has  supplied  that  want.  Enough  has  been  done  to  show  what  m%ht  be 
done,  were  our  efforts  properlj  sustained ;  but  in  oar  present  unorgaaieed 
eooditlen  we  have  not  been  able  to  do  what  sbouki  be  dcme  to  meet  the 
wants  of  tbe  agricultural  community^

PROPBRTY  BBLONGING  TO  THE  INSTITUTION. 

The  farm  embraces  fi>ur  hundred  acres  of  land,  of  excell^it  natural 
quality,  which  has  been  very  much  improved  since  it  came  into  the  posses- 
sion of  the  school.  All  of  it,  with  the  exoeption  of  a  small  portion,  re- 
served for  a  park,  has  been  broken  up,  and  the  principal  pi^t  of  the  stones 
picked  off  it ;  the  stumps  have  been  grubbed  up»  fences  built,  and  hedges 
and  orchards  planted,  so  as  to  bring  it  into  good  condition  for  future  crop- 
ping, and  thus  very  materially  enhance  its  value. 

The  farm  buildings  embrace  : 

1st.  An  excellent  double-decked  barn,  fifty-nine  by  seventy-five  feet,  and 
constructed  upon  the  most  approved  plan^  with  wagon  shed,  com  erifo, 
water  cisterns,  Ac. 

2d.  A  large  hog  pen,  with  a  granary  over  it,  twenty-two  by  eighty- Aret 
feet,  induding  also  a  place  for  butchering. 

3d.  A  blacksmith  shop,  twenifey  by  twenty-eif  ht  feet,  with  all  the  appli- 
ances for  doii^  smith  work. 

4tii.  A  carpenter  shop  and  tool  honse^aijito^iqr  £cafity4Mr  feet. 
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5th.  Wash  house.  This  building  is  sixteen  bj  forty  feet,  situated  near 
the  barn,  and  is  fitted  up  for  washing  the  students'  clothes. 

The  dwelling  houses  comprise  one  frame  house,  twenty-eight  by  twenty- 
eight  feet,  now  occupied  by  the  carpenter  and  superintendent  of  the  wash- 
ing departipent ;  and  another,  thirty-two  by  forty-fouf  feet,  now  occupied 
by  one  of  the  professors. 

The  college  buildings,  with  few  exceptions,  remain  as  they  were  when 
abandoned  for  want  of  funds  in  February,  1859. 

The  original  plan,  contemplated  a  building  of  two  hundred  and  thirty- 
four  feet  front,  with  a  central  part,  extending  back  one  hundred  and  thirty 
feet,  and  two  end  wings  extending  back  fifty-two  feet ;  the  whole  to  be  with 
the  basement,  six  stories  high. 

At  present  the  mason- work  of  the  entire  basement  is  up,  and  one- third 
of  the  remaining  five  stories  carried  up  and  completed,  constituting  the 
part  now  used  by  the  school,  and  affording^  furnaces,  chemical  laboratories 
and  coal  store-house,  in  the  basement,  and  in  the  other  stories  sixty-four 
dormitories,  ten  by  twenty  feet  horizontally,  and  from  nine  to  eleven  feet 
high ;  two  large  class  rooms,  several  private  rooms  for  professors,  and  a 
dwelling  house,  now  occuppied  by  Mrs.  Hunter,  who  has  charge  of  the 
eulinary  department ;  as  also  several  other  rooms  for  scientific  collections. 
In  addition  to  these  permanent  improvements  is  a  temporary  building,  that 
has  been  erected  for  a  kitchen  and  dining  hall,  which,  though  poorly  adapted 
to  the  purpose,  was  considered  adequate  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  school 
until  the  main  buildings  should  be  completed,  when  it  was  designed  to  have 
the  culinary  department  transferred  to  the  latter.  There  is  also  a  large 
amount  of  material  on  hand,  partly  worked  up  to  complete  the  building, 
and  this  is  suffering  serious  damage  for  want  of  being  used.  It  embrace! 
window  frames,  door  frames,  doors,  about  two-thirds  the  entire  quantity  of 
itone  to  complete  the  buildings,  forty  thousand  bricks,  and  a  large  quantity 
of  lumber,  cast-iron  window  and  door  sills,  &c.,  &c.,  &c. 

Corresponding  to  the  expenditure  in  the  nursery  department,  there  ie 
now  on  hand  a  large  assortment  of  choice  plants,  ready  for  sale  at  the 
proper  season. 

If  to  the  above  we  add  the  furniture  and  the  scientific  collections  in  the 
college,  and  the  stock  and  implements  on  the  farm  and  garden,  we  will 
have  the  sum  total  of  materials- belonging  to  the  institution.

You  will  see  by  the  catalogue  that  the  sohool  has  been  foil  dori]^  esek 
of  the  sessions  it  has  been  in  operation.  We  hare  bad  numerous  ^»pli- 
cants  for  positions  from  students  in  other  Statei^  whom  w#  could  not* 
consistently  with  your  instructions  to  us,  admit  We  are  still  reeeiying  saeh 
applications.  You  will  perceire  we  hare  had  three  classes  in  operaUon 
during  the  present  session.  The  fourth  class  prored  to  be  not  quite  as  hi 
advanced,  as  we  had  anticipated  this  class  to  be  in  our  programme  of  sta* 
dies  for  it,  as  published  in  our  last  catalogue;  but  none  were  turned  away 
Ibr  want  of  sufficient  knowledge,  and  the  class  has  given  us  ereiy  reason 
to  hope  that  it  will,  in  the  end,  be  able  to  attain  the  requisite  standard  (ft 
attainments,  by  the  time  it  shall  have  come  to  its  graduating  year. 

The  duties  of  carrying  on  the  farm  and  school  together,  upon  the  plan  of  the 
institution,  has  iuTolved  rather  more  responsibility  than  is  incurred  in  an  ord

tlttotlj  shown,  thateyen  in  onr  present  unorganised  state,  it  Is  practicable, 
and  if  properly  organised  would  be  entirely  successful  The  second,  or 
most  advanced  class  has  worked  on  the  farm  from  6  to  9  o'clock,  and  the 
fourth  class  from  9  to  12  A.  M. ;  and  one^half  of  the  third  class,  from  1  to 
4,  and  the  other  half  from  4  to  7,  P.  M.  This  has  enabled  us  to  have  each 
student  nine  hours,  of  twelve,  in  the  college,  and  three  hours  at  work,  and 
also  to  have  the  work  going  on  during  twelve  hours  of  the  day.  With 
very  few  exceptions,  the  students  have  attended  to  their  duties  well,  both 
at  work,  and  in  the  class  room.  Those  who  are  efllcient  in  the  class  are 
generally  most  reliable  at  work,  and  the  converse.  All  the  work  of  the 
fann  garden  and  nursery  has  been  done  by  the  students,  except  that  done 
by  the  superintendente  upon  the  farm  and  in  the  nursery. 

You  will  see  that  thirty^eight  counties  are  represented  in  the  school. 
Proper  means  have  not  yet  been  taken  to  make  known,  in  all  the  counties 
o^  the  State,  the  nature  of  the  school,  hence  several  counties  are  not  repre* 
sented,  while  others  have  many  more  than  their  proper  share.  We  have 
not  advertised  more  fully,  because  the  school  has  been  filled  without  doing 
80,  and  because  it  has  been  desirable  to  get  our  buildings  completed  before 
we  make  special  effort  to  have  all  the  counties  properly  represented. 

Our  statements  of  expenditure  show  that  the  receipts  into  the  students' 
fund  have  not  quite  met  the  expenditure  from  it  for  legitimate  current  ex- 
penses ;  but  the  balance  against  the  students'  fund  is  much  less  than  the 
increased  value  of  the  land,  due  to  the  students'  labor,  and  the  value  of  the 
students'  labor  applied  to  the  nursery.  8o  that  if  the  students'  fund  were 
credited  with  these  there  would  be  a  balance  left  in  its  fovor. 

I  have  endeavored  briefly  to  show  in  this  report,  that  our  expenses  a» 
embraced  in  the  same,  are  a  maximum  rather  than  a  minimum,  and  that  it 
all  the  elements  of  economy  that  might  be  embraced  in  the  iistitutiont 
when  completed  upon  the  original  plan,  were  made  available,  the  expensea 
would  be  reduced  much  below  what  they  now  are.  A  great  source  of  rela- 
tive expense  and  inefficiency  of  our  present  efforts  arises  out  of  our  small 
number  of  students.  Some  persons  who  have  felt  interested  in  the  Ikrm 
achool,  have  fallen  into  the  very  great  mistake  of  supposing  that  the  trus- 
tees ccmimenced  operations  here  upon  too  large  a  scale.  It  is  said  that 
they  should  have  constructed  a  building  that  would  have  been  complete  for 
one  hundred  students,  rather  than  have  commenced  with  one  for  four  hundred 
students^  which  they  have  not  been  able  thus  far  to  complete.  It  requires  but 
little  experience,  with  the  working  of  an  institution  like  this,  to  perceive  the 
fallacy  of  the  above  objection  to  the  plan  that  has  been  adopted.  A  school 
like  this  can  only  succeed  as  a  large  school  It  can  only  be  completely  organ- 
ized as  a  large  school,  and  without  complete  org^aaiwtion  it  cannot  prosper* 
A  small  agricultural  school,  complete  in  itself,  would  go  down  as  a  tmoik 
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of  its  ineflSeiency.    A  grand  idea  would  be  made  to  appear  impracUcable, 
because  attempted  upon  too  diminutive  a  scale. 

If  we  fail  in  the  present  unfinished  state  of  our  college  building,  (as  we 
must  if  they  are  not  finished,)  it  will  be  obvious  to  every  one,  who  is  ac- 
quainted with  our  circumstances,  that  our  failure  is  the  result  of  our  not 
having  received  that  pecuniary  support  which  was  absolutely  necessary  to 
fairly  bring  our  agricultural  school  into  existence.  Our  experiment  would 
fiul  because  the  conditions  upon  which  its  friends  had  predicted  its  success 
had  never  been  supplied ;  while  the  question  of  success  with  the  condidona 
supplied  would  still  be  left  open  for  another  attempt.  But  since  a  small  ag- 
ricultural college,  with  our  rates  of  admission,  could  not  live,  however  well 
started,  the  inevitable  consequence  of  an  attempt  upon  such  a  scale  woultl 
be  not  only  a  failure  in  the  act  itself,  but  a  loss  of  confidence  in  the  prin- 
ciple involved  in  agricultural  institutions  such  as  would  discourage  the  ides 
of  a  farther  attempt  to  establish  one. 

There  are  a  number  of  changes  in  the  internal  organization  of  the  insU- 
tution  and  in  its  plan  of  instruction,  that  I  would  suggest,  as  essential  to 
success,  were  we  as  able  to  carry  them  out  as  we  will  be  when  our  build- 
ings are  completed.  At  present  I  will  briefly  indicate  some  of  them.  Wt 
want  an  elementary  department,  as  preparatory  to  our  college  course ;  wt 
want  a  special  partial  course,  adapted  to  the  wants  of  students  who  cannot 
take  a  whole  course,  and  we  want  a  purely  practical  course,  for  such  as 
merely  wish  to  get  an  idea  of  practical  farming,  in  connection  with  science, 
without  taking  a  thorough  course  in  the  scientific  principles  of  agricultaral 
practice.  We  should  have  an  experimental  department,  and  should  be  abW 
to  secure  the  aid  of  several  more  professors  and  teachers. 

We  have  had  several  applicants  for  positions  from  young  men  whose  de- 
sires have  pointed  out  the  necessity  of  the  foregoing  organization.  But  at 
the  state  of  our  finances  forbids  the  consideration  of  these  questions  by  the 
board,  I  shall  not  enlarge  upon  them,  but  will  merely  state  that  too  much 
importance  cannot  be  attached  to  the  necessity  of  doing  everything  possible 
to  bring  the  affairs  of  the  institution  into  such  a  condition  as  will  enable  ui 
to  organize  upon  such  a  basis  as  will  meet  the  wants  of  the  agricultural  com- 
munity. Certainly  enough  has  been  done  to  satisfy  the  most  skeptical,  who 
will  but  take  the  trouble  to  examine  our  system  as  it  has  been  in  operation, 
that  such  an  institution  is  wanted  by  the  agricultural  community,  and  that 
if  it  is  properly  started  it  will  be  successful.  But  no  less  obvioas  than  is 
the  fact  that  it  will  succeed  if  properly  started,  is  the  converse  fact,  that  h 
will  fail  if  not  thus  started.  It  cannot  live  long  as  it  has  been  living.  The 
friends  of  agricultural  education  everywhere  1i\  the  State  should  know  that 
about  one  hundred  and  tiventy  thousand  dollars  have  already  been  expended 
bore,  and  that  fifty  thousand  dollars  are  wanted  to  make  the  material  for 
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which  thiB  sam  has  been  spent  available  for  the  purposes  it  has  been  ex- 
pendeds.  It  cannot  be  too  distinctly  understood  tJiat  without  an  additional 
expenditure  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  thousand 
dollars  already  spent  must  become  almost  a  total  loss.  Our  buildings  must 
be  completed  speedily,  or  our  school  must  cease  to  exist  I  can  see  no  mid- 
dle ground  between  these  alternatives.  Our  subscription  list  and  the  coun- 
ties represented  in  our  school  will  show  the  interest  that  has  been  mani- 
fested in  its  favor.  This  is  such  as  to  encourage  the  belief  that  our  State 
Legislature,  if  made  fully  acquainted  with  the  nature  of  our  circumstances, 
would  deem  the  institution  worthy  of  the  support  required  to  bring  it  upon 
a  sound  working  basis.  Our  circumstances  are  such  as  in  other  ^ases  al- 
ways have  peculiar  claims  upon  the  munificence  of  legislators ;  they  involve 
conditions  in  which  the  aid  of  the  State  may  redeem  from  loss  a  large  amount 
of  property  which  has  been  accumulated  for  the  use  of  the  citizens  of  the 
State,  and  this  claim  is  still  further  advanced  by  the  State  having  already 
eontributed  largely  to  its  accumulation. 

In  conclusion,  an  apology  is  due  to  the  board  for  thus  bringing  before  it  a 
number  of  considerations  with  which  its  members  were  already  familiar. 
But  it  has  been  my  intention  to  remind  them  of  several  things  which  need 
their  attention,  which  they  may  have  forgotten,  rather  than  to  bring  any 
new  matter  before  them.

OP    THE    RISE    AND    PROGRESS    OF    THE    AGRICULTURAL 
COLLEGE  OP  PENNSYLVANIA. 

The  idea  of  educational  institutions  especially  devoted  to  agriculture  and 
the  industrial  arts,  is  of  comparatively  modem  origin.  Among  ancient  au- 
thors we  find  several  very  respectable  attempts  to  lay  down  rules  for  agri- 
cultural practice,  but  the  writers  being  wholly  ignorant  of  science,  were 
unable  to  give  the  rationale  of  the  most  simple  facts  in  agriculture ;  and 
hence  agricultural  schools  for  instruction  in  agricultural  principles  were  out 
of  the  question. 

In  modem  times  the  interest  manifested  in  agricultural  education  haa 
gprown  with  the  development  of  modem  science.  In  the  first  half  of  the 
eighteenth  century  a  number  of  works  upon  agriculture  appeared,  in  which 
the  few  faint  glimpses  of  experimental  science,  at  that  time  known,  wert 
used  to  illuminate  agricultural  practice. 

As  early  as  1730,  Walleriua  was  engaged  in  chemico-agricultural  investi- 
gations in  Sweden,  while  Jethro  Tull  was  developing  his  system  of  praetl> 
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eal  ferming  in  England  ;  and  in  1761,  the  former  published  a  work  (Agri- 
enltarsB  Fondamenta  Chemica)  in  which  he  sought  to  develop  a  system  of 
manuring  founded  on  the  examination  of  the  ashes  of  planta  Quesnsj,  fa 
1747»  founded  the  Ph jsiocratio  School  in  France ;  the  principal  object  %t 
which  was  the  dissemination  of  agricultural  ideas.  A  little  later,  a^riesl- 
tural  societies  were  founded  in  Switserland,  Saxony  and  Hanorer;  andM 
the  interest  in  the  dissemination  of  agriculture  increased,  agricultoral  pn- 
feesorships  were  established  in  the  Universities  of  Gtoettingen,  (1769,)6i6i- 
sen,  Rostock,  and  Leipsic,  (1778;)  and  soon  after  this,  sajs  a  recent  writer,* 
agricultural  instruction  was  given  in  all  the  high  schools  of  the  eoutiy. 
As  yet,  however,  no  agricultural  schools  had  been  founded. 

To  the  immortal  Thaer  is  due  the  honor  of  first  conceiving,  and  attespt- 
ing  to  carry  out,  the  idea  of  founding  educational  institutions  especisUj  dt- 
voted  to  instruction  in  agricultural  science  and  practice,  f 

Not  only  did  Thaer  see  the  necessity  of  having  a  system  of  edocatiOB 
developed  to  correspond  to  the  wants  of  the  fanner,  but,  with  surprioag 
aouteness,  he  discerned  what  should  constitute  the  general  principles  m- 
cording  to  which  this  system  should  be  built  up.  In  his  principles  of  ^^ 
riculture,  (1809,)  after  dwelling  upon  the  necessity  of  a  knowledge  of 
botany,  zoology  and  chemistry,  and  other  sciences,  to  an  intelligent  sp- 
preciation  of  agricultural  practice,  he  goes  on  to  remark,  that  "  it  is  tinn 
evident  that  agriculture  ought  to  borrow  from  every  science  the  prindples 
which  she  employs  as  the  foundation  of  her  own.''  With  these  ideas  U 
founded  his  agricultural  school.  An  English  traveler  who  visited  it  is 
1820,  says: 

"  It  comprised  a  model  farm  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  acres,  and  t 
college  for  instruction.  The  education  was  partly  theoretical,  and  partly 
of  a  practical  description.  The  former  was  provided  for  by  three  pro- 
fessors, who  lived  upon  the  premises ;  one  for  mathematics,  chemiBtry  and 
geology ;  one  for  the  veterinary  art ;  and  the  third  for  botanj  and  the  uae

t  Albreoht  D.  Thaer  was  born  in  Hanover,  Qermanj,  1752.  He  studied  at  tbe  UniT^ 
sity  of  Gkwtiingen  about  the  time  (mO)  that  Prof.  Walther  oommenoed  his  oouw  of 
leotarea  on  agrionltore  at  that  institution;  and  although  he  devoted  himself;  while  a  stu- 
dent, to  the  stndj  of  medieine,  he  doubtless  saw  enough  of  the  disadvantages  of  attempt- 
ing agricultural  education  in  an  old  conservative  institution  with  stereotyped  kabitSf  tt 
aatis^"  him  that  a  course  of  instruction  so  radically  different  from  that  of  the  anireraitj, 
as  that  of  scientific  and  practical  agrlcultur-a  must  be,  eould  only  be  carried  out  prqperij 
Ib  a  new  order  of  institution  especially  adapted  to  agricultural  seienee  and  praottM* 
About  1800  he  started  a  small  agricultural  school  at  his  native  town,  Celle,  in  Hanortr, 
but  in  1803  it  was  broken  up  by  the  invasion  of  the  French.  Soon  after,  at  the  urgeat 
solicitations  of  the  King  of  Prussia,  C^^H^  ^e  went  to  Berlin  and  founded  the  Agrieal- 
tural  school,  with  model  farm,  ^400  acres  J  at  Moeglin,  about  twenty  miles  from  the 
Prussian  capital.  The  disastrous  defeat  of  the  Prussian  army  at  Jena,  and  the  subse^BSS* 
•ooupation  of  Berlin  by  Napoleon's  troops,  (1806, J  for  a  time  delayed  Thaer's  plans;  bot 
in  1807,  he  opened  Ub  sehool  with  ten  studento,  and  after  the  peace  of  lllset,  he  had  in 
nniagiieirnpted  inooeat  with  hia  aohool  and  farm  till  naav  hit  deatht  In  1828. 
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of  fhe  Tarions  vegetable  prodaetions  in  the  materia  medica,  ae  well  as  for 
entomology.  The  practical  instmction  was  commnnicated  bj  an  experi- 
enced af^icnltnrist,  who  pointed  oat  the  method  of  applying  the  principles 
of  the  eeyeral  sciences,  to  the  daily  routine  of  husbandry.  The  coarse  com- 
menced in  September.  Paring  the  winter  months  the  time  of  the  pupils 
was  occupied  in  the  study  of  mathematics,  and  the  six  books  of  Euclid  were 
mastered  by  them ;  whilst  in  the  sunmier  the  knowledge  thus  obtained  was 
Applied  to  the  measurement  of  land,  timber,  buildings,  and  other  practical 
purposes.  The  first  principles  of  chemistry  were  also  unfolded.  By  means 
of  a  good  but  economical  apparatus,  various  experiments  either  on  a  large 
or  small  scale  were  performed.  For  the  larger  ones  the  brew-house  and 
still-house,  with  their  appendages,  were  found  to  be  highly  useful  Much 
attention  was  directed  to  the  analysis  of  the  soils,  and  the  different  sorts  met 
with  distinguished  according  to  the  relative  proportion  of  their  component 
parts,  were  arranged  on  the  shelves  with  great  order  and  regularity.  There 
was  an  extensive  botanic  garden,  arranged  according  to  the  system  of  Lin- 
nseus ;  an  herbarium,  containing  a  large  collection  of  dried  plants ;  a  series 
of  the  skeletons  of  different  animals  connected  with  husbandry ;  and  models 
of  agricultural  implements,  all  open  to  the  examination  of  students.  The 
various  implements  used  upon  the  farm  were  all  made  by  smiths,  wheel- 
wrights, Ac,  residing  around  about  the  institution ;  and  the  pupils  were 
allowed  access  to  the  work  shops,  and  encouraged  to  make  themselves  mas* 
iers  by  minutely  inspecting  the  implements,  and  the  niceties  of  their  con- 
strucUon." 

Thaer's  school  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  such  institutions,  and  hence 
a  number  of  similar  ones  sprung  up,  under  liberal  government  patronage, 
in  different  parts  of  (Germany ;  as  that  of  Tharant,  near  Dresden,  (founded 
1811)  for  Sylviculture,  and  those  of  Hohenheim  in  Wurtemburg,  (1818j  and 
Weyhenstephen  in  Bavaria,  (1822)  for  agriculture. 

While  Thaer  was  thus  developing  his  system  of  agricultural  education  in 
Germany,  Pestalozzi  (bom  at  Zurich  1745  and  died  1827)  was  laboring  in 
Switzerland,  to  build  up  a  system  of  education  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor, 
that  would  combine  manual  with  mental  labor.  And  this  system,  under  tbt 
patronage  of  Fellenberg,  with  the  labor  of  Wehrli,  was  inaugurated  at  Hof> 
wyl,  near  Berne ;  where,  in  addition  to  a  school  for  the  poor,  was  also  one 
for  the  sons  of  gentlemen  of  wealth,  who  wished  to  study  ag^cultural  sci- 
ence and  practice ;  and  at  a  later  period  an  additional  department  for  the 
education  of  teachers  was  establlBhed.  After  the  death  of  Pestabzzi  and 
Thaer,  the  number  of  agricultural  schools  gradually  increased  in  Europe, 
till  about  the  year  1840.  The  system  of  Pestalozzi  (improperly  called  the 
Wehrli  system^  was  gradually  introduced,  with  various  improvements  and 
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modifications,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  and  that  of  Thaer  for  the  mxm 
independent  classes,  and  in  some  institutions  both  were  combined. 

All  these  attempts  at  agricultural  instruction  were  very  imperfect,  owinj; 
to  the  very  undeveloped  state  of  agricultural  science.  But  the  labors  of  De 
Saussure,  Gay-Lussac,  Thenard,  Lavoisier,  Sennebier,  Priestley,  Ingen- 
hauss,  Davy,  and  other  scientific  men,  were  preparing  the  way  for  an  agri- 
cultural science,  which,  in  the  length  and  breadth  of  its  domain,  and  the 
accuracy  of  its  result,  would  afford  ample  material  for  thorough  mental 
training  and  a  prolonged  college  course. 

In  1840,  Liebig,  under  the  title  of  ''Chemistry  in  relation  to  Agriculturt 
and  Physiology,"  published  a  work,  in  which  was  exhibited  all  his  charac- 
teristic power  of  presenting  in  clear  and  forcible  language,  all  that  his  pre- 
decessors had  learned  in  regard  to  agricultural  science,  combined  with  whal 
his  own  investigations  and  reflections  had  taught  him.  This  work  astounded 
the  reading  world  ;  it  was  soon  translated  into  the  different  languages  of 
all  cultivated  people,  and  awakened  the  most  active  spirit  of  inquiry  in  th» 
minds  of  all  educated  men.  Hundreds  of  scientific  and  practical  men,  in 
Europe  and  America,  betook  themselves  to  experimentation  in  the  field  and 
laboratory,  to  test  the  correctness  of  Liebig's  views. 

While  in  many  cases  of  detail,  these  investigations  led  to  the  modificatioik 
of  many  of  Liebig's  opinions,  in  the  main  they  were  found  to  be  correct,  and 
the  necessity  for  agricultural  schools  in  which  to  teach  the  newly  developed 
science  of  agriculture,  became  more  apparent  every  where,  and  accordingly 
we  find  that  the  number  of  such  schools  has  been  increasing  with  surprising 
rapidity  within  the  last  twenty  years.  So  that  at  present  we  find  aboat 
twenty  high  agricultural  schools  or  colleges  in  Germany  alone,  three  in 
France,  one  in  England,  one  in  Ireland,  one  in  Holland,  and  in  addition  to 
these,  several  hundred  elementary  agricultural  schools  for  the  peasantry, 
and  a  large  number  of  professorships  of  agriculture  in  the  different  universi- 
ties of  Europe.  Nearly  all  the  high  schools  and  colleges  have  farms  at- 
tached, and  extensive  means  in  the  laboratory  and  field  to  experiment  in 
agricultural  science  and  practice. 

The  principal  part  of  them  are  supported,  in  part,  by  state  patronage,  and 
their  increasing  number  and  importance  is  a  marked  indication  of  the  neces- 
sity of  their  existence.  Even  in  Russia,  an  agricultural  school  was  founded 
near  St.  Petersburg  about  twenty-four  years  ago,  at  which  the  Emperor 
educated  the  serfs  who  were  to  help  manage  the  immense  estates  of  his 
realm.  They  devoted  five  years  to  labor  and  study  so  as  to  become  familiar 
with  the  best  methods  of  agricultural  practice,  and  then  were  sent  one  by 
one  to  different  parts  of  the  Empire  to  infuse  a  knowledge  of  what  they  had 
learned  into  the  minds  of  others  j  about  sixty  such  were  sent  out  annually; 
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fince  thia  time  other  agricaltural  schools  have  been  founded  in  that  coun- 
try. 

It  was  hardlj  possible  that  the  subject  of  agricultural  education  should 
have  occupied  so  prominent  a  place  in  the  minds  of  European  agriculturists, 
without  attracting  a  corresponding  degree  of  interest  in  American  minds. 
Indeed,  before  any  of  the  great  modern  scientific  agricultural  schools  of 
Europe  were  founded,  the  necessity  for  the  professional  education  of  youog 
farmers  was  proclaimed  from  American  lips. 

As  early  as  1888,  thb  Hon.  Jesse  Buell  was  pleading  the  cause  of  agri- 
cultural education  of  New  York.  In  an  address  prepared  for  delivery  be- 
fore the  agricultural  and  horticultural  society  of  New  Haven,  Connecticut, 
(a  short  time  before  his  death,)  September  25,  1839,  after  dwelling  upon  the 
fact,  that  we  have  schools  for  the  study  of  the  sciences  of  medicine,  law, 
engineering  and  war,  and  declaring  that  for  agriculture,  by  which,  under 
the  blessing  of  Providence,  we  virtually  live  and  move  and  have  our  being, 
and  which  truly  embraces  a  wider  range  of  useful  science  than  either  law, 
medicine,  or  navigation,  we  have  no  means  of  professional  education  at  all, 
he  proceeds  to  point  out  the  evil  consequences  of  this  absence  of  agricultu- 
ral schools,  in  which  to  teach  the  principles  and  practice  of  agriculture,  and 
urges  upon  farmers  the  necessity  of  having  them  established,  and  closes  his 
appeal  with  the  prophetic  declaration,  that  *'many  who  now  hear  mo  will 
live  to  see  professional  schools  established  in  our  land ;  to  see  their  utilily 
extolled,  and  to  be  induced  to  consider  them  the  best  nurseries  of  republican 
virtues,  and  the  surest  guarantee  for  the  perpetuation  of  our  liberties.  They 
should  be  established,  ihey  will  he  establishedf  and  the  sooner  they  are  es- 
tablished the  better  for  our  country."  (See  page  280,  **The  Farmer's  Com- 
panion'' of  1840.)  From  1842  till  1846,  the  subject  of  agricultural  educa- 
tion was  discussed  by  prominent  citizens  of  the  New  York  Agricultural 
Society,  and  in  the  latter  year  an  effort  was  made  to  induce  the  Legislature 
to  take  some  action  upon  the  subject 

The  question  was  repeatedly  brought  before  the  Legislature  in  subsequent 
years,  but  elicited  no  action  till  1853,  whei^  a  bill  was  passed  incorporating 
the  ''New  York  Agricultural  College,"  but  providing  no  means  for  found- 
ing it.  In  1855  a  subscription  was  opened,  and  soon  after  an  act  of  Legis- 
lature passed,  loaning  the  college  $40,000,  for  twenty  years  without  interest, 
provided  a  like  sum  be  raised  by  private  subscriptions  for  the  purchasing  of 
a  farm,  erecting  of  college  buildings,  &c.,  &c.  Soon  afterwards  a  farm  was 
secured,  of  seven  hundred  acres,  between  the  village  of  Ovid  and  the  east- 
ern shore  of  Seneca  lake.  A  large  college  building  was  laid  out,  and  a  part 
of  it  finished,  so  as  to  admit  one  hundred  and  fifty  students.  The  college 
was  opened  for  students  on  the  first  day  of  December,  1860,  but  it  did  not 
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saryiTe  the  general  depression  prodaoed  by  the  war,  and  at  present  its  doon 
are  closed. 

The  People's  college,  which  was  also  designed  to  be,  in  part,  agricnltnral 
in  character,  was  incorporated  in  1853,  by  an  act  of  Legislature,  and  snb- 
seqaently  located  upon  a  tract  of  two  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Schuyler 
county.  New  York.  The  buildings  of  this  college  have  been  pajtially  con* 
pleted,  but  it  is  not  yet  in  successful  operation. 

The  State  of  Michigan  has  a  clause  in  her  Constitution  (adopted  1850) 
providing  for  an  agricultural  college,  in  accordance  with  which,  in  1855,  the 
Legislature  appropriated  fifty  thousand  dollars,  with  which  a  tract  of  seveB 
hundred  acres  of  land  was  purchased,  near  Lansing,  and  buildings  erected 
upon  it  for  an  agricultural  college.  In  1857  an  additional  forty  thoasand 
dollars  was  appropriated  to  the  college,  and  in  the  following  May,  stodents 
were  admitted.  To  Michigan  belongs  the  honor  of  thus  having  put  the  first 
State  Agricultural  college  in  the  United  States  in  operation,  but  for  some 
cause  this  college  has  been  obliged  to  suspend  operation. 

The  Massachusetts  Legislature,  as  early  as  1850,  appointed  committeee 
to  investigate  the  subject  of  agricultural  education,  and  in  1856  incorpo- 
rated a  ''School  of  Agriculture,"  and  the  question  is  still  under  consideratioa 
by  prominent  citizens  of  the  State,  but  as  yet,  the  school  has  not  been 
founded. 

The  Maryland  Agricultural  college  was  incorporated  in  the  winter  of  1856, 
and  soon  after  located  upon  the  homestead  of  the  Hon.  Charles  B.  Calvert^ 
upon  a  farm  of  four  hundred  acres,  ten  miles  north  of  Washington  city ;  the 
act  provided  for  an  annual  appropriation  of  six  thousand  dollars,  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  college,  provided  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  was  first  re- 
ceived by  subscription ;  this  amount  being  received,  the  college  was  parti- 
ally completed  and  opened  for  students  in  1860,  and  has  been  in  suceeasM 
operation  since  that  time.  It  differs  from  the  Agricultural  College  of  Penn- 
sylvania, in  its  course  of  instruction,  being  more  nearly  allied  to  that  of  oitr 
dinary  literary  colleges,  and  consequently  having  a  less  scientific  course, 
and  in  its  not  requiring  manual  labor  of  each  student  upon  the  farm. 

The  Iowa  State  Agricultural  college  and  form  was  incorporated  in  March, 
1858,  and  some  provisions  were  made  for  the  erection  of  college  buildings^ 
but  the  disturbed  state  of  the  country  has  for  some  time  suspended  opera- 
tions there. 

The  Minnesota  Agricultural  college  was  incorporated  in  1858,  and  located 
on  a  farm  of  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  in  Glen  county,  but  the  build- 
ings for  a  college  have  not  yet  been  erected. 

The  agitation  in  favor  of  agricultural  colleges  in  Illinois  was  commenced 
early  by  public-spirited  men,  and  as  early  as  1852  the  Legislature  was  me- 
morialized upon  the  subject    Repeated  efforts  have  been  made  by  the 
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flriends  of  agricaltnre  in  the  State,  to  indaee  the  Legislature  to  found  an 
agricultural  college,  yet  nothing  has  been  done  by  the  State.  But  private 
enterprise  has  succeeded  in  establishing  the  embryo  of  an  agricultural  col- 
lege near  Chicago,  though  it  is  languishing  for  that  aid  which  every  en- 
lightened State  should  confer  upon  agricultural  education. 

The  State  of  Ohio  has  had  the  subject  of  agricultural  education  before  its 
Legislature  at  different  times,  but  nothing  tangible  has,  so  far  as  we  know, 
resulted  from  its  action.  A  Farmers'  college,  with  a  few  acres  of  land,  has 
been  established  by  private  enterprise  near  Cincinnati,  but  its  course  of  in- 
atruction  does  not  differ  essentially  Arom  that  of  an  ordinary  literary  col- 
lege. 

In  several  of  the  colleges  and  universities  of  the  United  States,  agricul- 
tnral  chairs  have  been  established. 

In  the  preceding  brief  synopsis  we  have  not  mentioned  the  names  of  the 
many  public-spirited  and  liberal-minded  men,  by  whose  disinterested  efforts 
all  these  attempts  to  found  agricultural  institutions  of  learning  have  been 
made. 

It  was  sufficient  for  the  purposes  of  this  paper  to  briefly  note  what  they 
have  done,  and  leave  their  names  to  history,  which  will  yet  tell  their  deeds 
to  unborn  grateful  millions,  who,  in  ftiture  generations,  will  enjoy  the  bless- 
ings of  agricultural  education  in  institutions  originating  in  their  unrewarded 
and  unappreciated  efforts.  We  now  come  to  that  which  more  nearly  con- 
cerns us  in  the  present  history. 

The  'Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  though  about  the  first  that 
was  founded  in  this  country,  is  still  hardly  old  enough  to  constitute  a  sub- 
ject for  a  history ;  but  as  many  questions  are  often  asked  in  regard  to  its 
ongin,  it  is  deemed  proper  to  devote  a  few  pages  here  to  this  subject.' 

The  State  of  Pennsylvania  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  Union  to  adopt 
measures  for  the  diffusion  of  agricultural  intelligence.  As  early  as  1785 
the  Philadelphia  Agricultural  Society  was  founded,  and  its  members  met 
regularly  for  a  number  of  years.  In  1823  the  Pennsylvania  Agricultural 
Society,  including  the  counties  of  Philadelphia,  Chester,  Montgomery  and 
Delaware,  was  founded.     This  society  held  some  fairs  during  its  existence. 

In  1851  the  present  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society  was  organ- 
ized, under  the  auspices  of  which  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylva- 
liia  (now  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania)  originated.  As  already 
intimated,  the  primary  idea  of  educational  institutions  especially  devoted  to 
instruction  in  agriculture  and  the  industrial  arts  was  of  much  earlier  origin. 

It  was  a  legitimate  consequence  of  the  progress  of  modern  science  and 
its  important  bearings  upon  the  practical  operations  of  life,  together  with 
the  general  diffusion  of  knowledge  among  all  classes,  by  which  the  purely 
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scientific  and  purely  practical  man  were  brought  into  contact  with  eadi 
other. 

The  necessity  for  agricultural  schools  was  apparent  to  any  one  at  all  ac- 
quainted with  the  resources  of  science  or  the  demands  of  agricuitoral  prac- 
tice. 

The  importance  of  agricultural  education  being  recognized,  the  only  ques- 
tion at  issue  related  to  the  manner  in  which  a  system  of  agricultural  educa- 
tion should  be  inaugurated. 

Did  the  agricultural  interest  demand  a  course  of  instruction  as  extensiTe 
as  that  of  our  ordinary  colleges,  obliging  the  student  to  devote  three  to  firt 
years  to  the  study  of  those  sciences  which  relate  to  agricultural  and  the  in- 
dustrial arts,  as  in  the  highest  agricultural  institutions  in  Europe,  or  did  it 
demand  only  an  elementary  course,  such  as  is  there  given  in  their  schoola 
for  farm  bailiffs,  who  are  not  supposed  to  have  the  tastes  and  aspirations  of 
those  whom  they  technically  term  gentlemen  ? 

Was  it  desirable  that  the  farmer  should  have  such  a  knowledge  of  agri- 
cultural science  as  would  enable  him  to  investigate  and  develop  agricultu- 
ral principles,  or  was  it  simply  desirable  to  teach  him  to  practice  those  rules 
which  others  deduced  for  him  from  principles  he  could  not  understand  ? 
Was  it  desirable  that  one  large  agricultural  institution  be  founded  in  a  State, 
capable  of  employing  a  sufficient  number  of  professors  to  admit  of  a  proper 
division  of  labor  amongst  them,  and  consequently  enable  them  to  afford  a 
thorough  and  efficient  course  of  instruction,  in  order  to  educate  a  few  sta- 
dents  to  a  high  standard,  or  was  it  better  to  have  several  smaller  local  in- 
stitutions, capable  of  giving  only  a  popular  smattering  to  a  larger  ncmber 
of  students  ?  These  questions  were  canvassed  by  various  parties,  and  the 
sevefral  different  plans  they  refer  to,  proposed  by  different  individuals,  but 
without  any  one  being  accompanied  with  sufficient  evidence  in  its  favor, 
to  leave  no  doubt  of  its  being  the  best  system.  But  the  time  had  come  for 
trying  the  experiment, 

A  number  of  prominent  men  in  Pennsylvania  had  been  thinking  upon  ths 
necessity  of  agricultural  education  for  several  years.  An  agricultural  in- 
stitution of  learning,  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  farmer,  had  been  a  favora- 
ite  idea  with  the  present  worthy  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  for  twenty  years  before  this  institn- 
tion  was  founded ;  but  the  pressing  duties  of  public  life  prevented  him  froln 
devoting  time  to  the  advocacy  of  these  views  till,  in  1853,  the  subject  was 
brought  before  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agircultural  Society. 

The  State  Agricultural  Society  originated  in  a  call,  dated  May  15,  1850, 
for  an  agricultural  convention  to  be  held  at  Harrisburg,  on  the  21st  of  Jan- 
uary, 1851.  It  was  signed  by  James  Go  wen,  Dr.  Elwyn,  Samuel  C.  Ford, 
Algernon  S.  Roberts  and  J.  P.  WetherilL 
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This  convention  was  attended  by  delegates  from  flfty-five  counties  of  the 
State  ;  after  having  organized,  a  committee  was  appointed  to  memorialize 
the  Legislature  for  a  charter.  The  Hon.  Fred.  Watts  was  appointed  chair- 
man, and  Dr.  A.  Elwyn,  secretary  for  the  year. 

Upon  the  last  three  days  of  the  following  October,  the  first  annual  fair 
of  the  society  was  held  at  Harrisburg ;  about  twenty  thousand  persons  are 
supposed  to  have  been  present,  and  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  society 
was  held  at  the  same  place,  on  the  20th  of  the  following  January,  1852. 

The  president,  and  secretary,  and  vice  presidents  of  the  preceding  year, 
were  re-elected. 

The  second  annual  exhibition  was  held  on  the  20th,  21st  and  22d  of  Oc- 
tober, at  Lancaster,  and  proved  to  be  an  entire  and  unprecedented  success, 
and  the  report  of  premiums  awarded  by  the  judges,  was  embodied  in  the 
first  annual  report  of  the  society,  presented  by  the  president  to  Governor 
Bigler,  January  20,  1854. 

The  second  annual  meeting  convened  January  18,  1853,  at  Harrisburg. 
At  this  meeting,  Messrs.  Frederick  Watts,  John  H.  Ewing  and  H.  N.  Mc- 
Allister, were  appointed  members  of  a  board  of  agriculture,  in  pursuance 
of  a  provision  of  the  United  States  Agricultural  Society,  establishing  such  a 
board  ;  also,  the  following  gentlemen  presented  a  report  upon  the  subject  of 
an  agricultural  school :  A.  S.  Roberts,  T.  C.  Carothers,  Joseph  Konig- 
macher,  A.  O.  Hiester  and  D.  Mellinger. 

The  members  of  this  committee  state  that  they  believe  the  present  to  be 
an  auspicious  time  for  founding  an  agricultural  school ;  that  the  advantages 
to  be  derived  from  it,  are  too  obvious  to  require  demonstration,  and  that 
to  inaugurate  the  movement,  they  recommend  the  calling  of  a  general  con- 
rention  of  delegates  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  to  meet  at  Harrisburg,  to 
consider  this  subject ;  whereupon  it  was 

*'  Besolved,  That  an  agricultural  convention  bo  held  at  Harrisburg,  on 
Tuesday,  the  8th  of  Mach  next,  to  adopt  measures  for  the  establishment  of 
an  agricultural  institution,  to  be  styled  *  The  Farmers'  High  School  of  Penn- 
sylvania,' with  a  model  farm  attached  thereto,  and  that  the  convention  con- 
sists of  as  many  delegates  from  each  district,  as  there  are  Senators  and  Legis- 
lators from  the  same ;  said  delegates  to  be  chosen  by  the  agricultural 
•ocieties  where  such  are  loc^ated,  and  in  other  districts  by  the  friends  of  ag- 
ricultural education." 

This  convention  met,  and  in  the  language  of  the  Hon.  Frederick  Watts, 
in  a  letter  afterwards  addressed  to  Governor  Bigler,  **  with  an  unparalleled 
unanimity  recommended  the  establishment  of  a  school  for  the  education  of 
fanners,  and  gave  the  subject  in  charge  to  a  committee  to  have  it  enacted 
into  a  law,  and  carried  into  effect." 

This  letter,  which  Judge  Watts,  as  president  of  the  State  Agricultural  So- 
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cietj,  addressed  to  Qoremor  Bigler  on  the  oceasion  of  his  preseatiiig  tW 
first  copy  of  the  anDual  report  of  that  societj,  is  devoted  mainly  to  the  eon* 
sideration  of  the  proposed  agricultural  school. 

The  advantages  of  snch  a  school  to  the  farmer,  are  pointed  out  with  th* 
characteristic  force  and  perspicuity  of  the  author,  and  a  plan  for  its  organi- 
sation, together  with  the  probahle  expenses  of  founding  and  maintaining  it» 
is  given. 

In  accordance  with  the  decision  of  that  committee,  the  next  LegialatuM 
was  applied  to  for  an  act  of  incorporation,  which  was  granted  and  approyed, 
April  13,  1834. 

This  act  states  that ''  the  institution  shall  be  called  the  Farmers'  ETigfa 
School  of  Pennsylvania,  and  shall  be  under  the  control  of  a  board  of  tma* 
tees,  composed  of  the  presidents  of  the  county  agricultural  societies,  and 
the  president  and  vice  president  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  thirteen 
of  whom  shall  constitute  a  t|uorum.  They  are  directed  to  meet  at  Harris* 
burg,  on  thid  second  Thursday  of  June,  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  lo 
organize  and  select  a  site,  and  erect  buildings  for  an  institution,  and  pro- 
cure a  good  practical  farmer  for  its  principal,  who,  with  such  other  persons, 
as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  employed  as  teachers,  shall  compose  the 
faculty." 

The  teachers  are  to  be  capable  of  imparting  a  knowledge  of  the  English 
language,  grammar,  geography,  history,  mathematics,  and  such  oth« 
branches  of  the  natural  and  applied  sciences,  as  would  conduce  to  "tbm 
proper  education  of  a  farmer.  And  the  students  should  be  required  to  per* 
form  a  certain  amount  of  manual  labor  daily. 

It  was  also  made  lawful  for  the  State  Agricultural  Society  to  donate,  out 
of  its  funds,  for  the  purpose  of  the  act,  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars. 

It  is  obvious  that  this  act  contemplated  an  institution  for  a  very  elemen- 
tary course  of  scientific  and  literary  instruction,  combined  with  instmctioa 
in  practical  agriculture ;  but  its  most  remarkable  feature  was  the  provisioii 
(br  the  control  of  the  institution. 

It  requires  but  little  reflection  to  see  that  a  responsibility  so  divided  as 
that  devolving  upon  the  trustees  designated  in  this  act,  would  be  felt  by 
no  one. 

But  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  act,  a  few  of  the  personay 
designated  therein  as  trustees,  met  at  Harrisburg  on  the  13th  of  June,  1854, 
to  consider  its  provisions,  when  it  was  found  that  a  quorum  of  memben 
was  not  present. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  George  W.  Woodward,  it  was 

Beaolved,  That  Messrs.  Frederick  Watts,  James  Gowen,  and  Joha  Strohm, 
be  appointed  a  committee  to  report  a  plan  of  organization  to  the  next  meet- 
ing of  the  board,  to  be  held  on  the  13th  of  July  following,  at  Harrisburg. 
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At  this  ftdjoarned  meeting,  onlj  Messrs.  Watts,  of  Camberlaiid,  Mamma 
•nd  Batherford,  of  Daapbin,  M'Uvaine,  of  Oliester,  Boal,  of  Centre,  and 
Baxter,  of  Philadelphia,  were  present. 

In  behalf  of  the  committee,  to  which  was  referred  the  subject  of  a  plan  of 
organization  for  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsjlvania,  the  Hon.  Fred- 
erick  Watts  reported  that  the  committee  are  of  opinion,  that  no  good  can 
result  from  anj  effort  to  organize  under  the  existing  law,  that  it  provides 
for  too  manj  trustees  (fifty  or  sixty) — that  these  are  liable  to  be  created  or 
removed  by  causes  entirely  independent  of  the  interest  of  the  school,  and 
they  recommend  that  the  board  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  thirteen  in 
number,  of  whom  nine  shall  be  elected,  and  four  ex-officio  members.  The 
eommittee  further  state  that  the  bill  is  defective,  in  view  of  its  making  no 
appropriation  in  aid  of  the  object  to  be  attained  by  it,  and  they  go  on  to 
say  that  "  There  are  many  public-spirited  men  who  believe  that  the  estab- 
Ushment  of  such  a  school,  where  boys  may  be  educated  as  farmers,  is  of 
more  importance  than  any  design  which  could  occupy  public  attention.  It 
is  a  fact  universally  known,  that  the  literary  institutions  of  this  country,  aa 
at  present  constituted,  educate  young  men  to  a  state  of  total  unfitness,  not 
only  for  the  pursuit  of  a  farmer,  but  as  a  companion  for  his  parents,  brothers 
and  sisters,  with  whom  he  is  expected  to  spend  his  life.  He  is  therefore 
driven  from  his  father's  estate,  and  into  a  profession  for  which  he  has  per- 
haps  little  capacity,  and  where  he  is  subjected  to  all  the  temptations  of  an 
idle  life.  •  Whereas,  the  farm  school  proposes  to  impart  an  education  which 
is  appropriate  to  a  farmer,  which  educates  his  body  to  the  art,  as  well  as  his 
mind  to  the  science  of  farming  and  which  will  have  the  feature  of  making 
the  institution  so  nearly  self-sustaining,  as  to  bring  education,  in  point  of 
expense,  within  the  reach  of  every  man  who  designs  to  make  his  son  an 
educated  ilE^rmer." 

The  probable  expense  of  founding  and  sustaining  such  a  school  is  then 
given,  and  the  necessity  of  founding  it,  still  further  dwelt  upon. 

Whereupon,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  report  be  referred  to  Frederick  Watts,  George  W. 
Woodward  and  A.  L.  Elwyn,  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  address  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State  upon  the  subject,  and  to  apply  to  the  next  Legislature  to 
amend  the  bill  as  indicated  in  the  report,  and  that  said  committee  make  all 
necessary  inquiries  where  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylvania  may 
be  most  advantageously  located,  and  that  they  invite  propositions  from  all 
parts  of  the  State,  for  its  locality. 

The  committee  published  an  address,  July  21,  1854,  to  the  people  of 
Pennsylvania,  setting  forth  the  claims  of  the  school,  and  its  advantages  to 
farmers,  and  the  prospect  of  its  soon  being  located,  and  they  called  upon 
persons  for  offers  of  inducements  to  locate  it  in  specified  localities. 
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At  the  fourth  annaal  meeting  of  the  State  Agricaltnral  Society,  eon- 
vened  at  Harrisburg,  January  16,  1855,  a  resolation  was  passed  expressiyt 
of  the  deep  interest  felt  by  the  State  Agricaltural  Society  of  Pennsylrania 
in  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  and  praying  the  Legislature, 
then  in  session,  to  make  such  change  in  the  act  of  incorporatien  of  the 
Farmers'  High  School,  as  would  secure  its  establishment. 

At  this  meeting,  the  following  communication  was  received,  which,  be- 
cause of  the  liberality  of  the  donor,  and  of  its  being  the  first  of  its  kind 
received,  deserves  a  place  herfe  : 

Obntlemen  : — Believing  the  agricultural  interests  of  our  State  may  bt 
greatly  and  eminently  promoted  by  the  early  establishment  of  the  Farmers' 
High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  where  a  through,  practical  and  scientific  edu- 
cation may  be  acquired  by  the  youth  of  our  State  who  desire  to  make  th« 
tillage  of  the  soil  the  business  of  their  lives,  I  beg  to  make  known  to  you, 
and  through  you  to  the  gentlemen  who  are  or  may  be  appointed  trustees  of 
the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  that  I  will  give  to  the  institu- 
tion two  hundred  acres  of  land,  situated  in  Qirard  township,  Erie  county, 
provided  said  school  be  located  on  said  land. 

Tours  truly,

Subsequent  to  this,  the  Legislature  passed  the  following  act  of  incorpo- 
ration of  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylvania : 

Section  1.  That  there  be  and  is  hereby  erected  and  established,  at  th« 
place  which  shall  be  designated  by  the  authority,  and  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, an  institution  for  the  education  of  youth  in  the  various  branches  of 
science,  learning  and  practical  agriculture,  as  they  are  connected  with  each 
other,  by  the  name,  style  and  title  of  "  The  Farmers'  High  School  of  Penn- 
sylvania." 

Section  2.  That  the  said  institution  shall  be  under  the  management  and 
government  of  a  board  of  trustees,  of  whom  there  shall  be  thirteen,  and 
seven  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum,  competent  to  perform  the  duties  herein- 
after authorized  and  required. 

Section  3.  That  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  th« 
president  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  and  the  principal 
of  the  institution,  shall  each  be  ex-oflScio  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
and  they,  with  Dr.  Alfred  L.  Elwyn,  and  Algernon  S.  Roberts,  of  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  H.  N.  M'Allister,  of  the  county  of  Centre,  R.  C.  Walker, 
of  the  county  of  Allegheny,  James  Miles,  of  the  county  of  Erie,  John 
Strohm,  of  the  county  of  Lancaster,  A.  0.  Hiester,  of  the  county  of  Dau- 
phin, William  Jcssup,  of  the  county  of  Susquehanna,  and  Frederick  Watte, 
of  the  county  of  Cumi)erland,  shall  constitute  the  first  'board  of  trustees  ; 
which  said  trustees,  and  their  successors  in  office,  are  hereby  erected  and 
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declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate  in  law,  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion, bj  the  name,  style  and  title  of  the  **  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsyl- 
yania;"  by  which  name  and  title  the  said  trustees,  and  their  successors, 
shall  be  able  and  capable  in  law  to  take  by  gift,  grant,  sale  or  conveyance, 
by  beqaest,  devise  or  otherwise,  any  estate  in  any  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments,  goods,  chattels  or  effects,  and  at  pleasure  to  alien  or  other- 
wise  dispose  of  the  same  to  and  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  said  in- 
stirution  :  Provided  however,  That  the  annual  income  of  the  said  estate,  so 
held,  shall  at  no  time  exceed  twenty- five  thousand  dollars;  and  the  said 
corporation  shall,  by  the  same  name,  have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and 
generally  to  do  and  transact  all  and  every  business  touching  or  concerning 
the  premises,  or  which  shall  be  necessarily  incidental  thereto,  and  to  hold, 
enjoy  and  exercise  all  such  powers,  authorities  and  jurisdiction  as  are  cus- 
tomary in  the  colleges  within  this  Commonwealth. 

Sectio!?  4-.  That  the  trustees  shall  cause  to  be  made  a  seal,  with  such 
device  as  they  may  think  proper,  and  by  and  with  which  all  the  deeds  and 
diplomas,  certificates  and  acts  of  the  institution  shall  be  authenticated,  and 
they  may,  at  their  pleasure,  alter  the  same. 

Section  5.  That  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  nine 
named  who  are  not  ex- officio  members,  shall  by  themselves  and  by  lot,  be 
divided  into  three  classes,  of  three  each,  numbered  one,  two  and  three. — 
The  appointment  hereby  made  of  class  number  one,  shall  terminate  on  the 
first  Monday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  number 
two  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
seven,  and  number  three  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  fifty-eight;  and  u>)on  the  termination  of  the  office  of  such  di- 
rectors, to  wit:  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  in  every  year,  an  election 
shall  be  held  at  the  institution  to  supply  their  place,  and  such  election  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Votes  of  the  members  of  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  and  the  votes  of  three  repre- 
sentatives duly  chosen  by  each  county  agricultural  society  in  this  Common- 
wealth, which  shall  have  been  organized  at  least  three  months  preceding 
the  time  of  election ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  trustees 
to  appoint  two  of  their  number  as  judges,  to  hold  the  said  election,  to  re- 
ceive and  count  the  votes,  and  return  the  ^me  to  the  board  of  trustees, 
with  their  certificate  of  the  number  of  votes  cast,  and  for  whom;  where- 
upon, the  said  board  shall  determine  who  have  received  the  highest  number 
of  votes  cast,  and  who  are  thereby  elected. 

Sbotion  6.  That  on  the  second  Thursday  of  June,  after  the  passage  of 

this  act,  the  board  of  trustees  who  are  hereby  appointed,  shall  meet  in  Har- 

risburg,  and  proceed  to  the  organization  of  the  institution,  and  selection  of 

the  most  eligible  site,  within  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  for  its 
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location,  where  they  shall  purchase  or  obtain  by  gift,  grant  or  otberwiae,  a 
tract  of  land  containing  at  least  two  hundred  acres,  and  not  exceeding  two 
thonsand,  acres,  upon  which  thej  shall  procnre  such  improvements  and  al- 
terations to  be  made  as  will  make  it  an  institution  properly  adapted  to  the 
instruction  of  youth  in  the  art  of  farming,  according  to  the  meaning  and 
design  of  this  act ;  they  shall  select  and  choose  a  pr incipf^  for  the  said 
institution,  who,  with  such  scientific  attainment  and  capacity  to  teach, 
as  the  board  shall  deem  necessary,  shall  be  a  good  practical  farmer;  he 
with  such  other  persons  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  employed  as  teachers,. 
shall  compose  the  faculty,  under  whose  control  the  immediate  management 
of  the  institution,  and  the  instruction  of  all  the  youth  committed  to  its  care, 
shall  be  subject,  however,  to  the  revision  and  all  orders  of  the  board  of 
trustees ;  there  shall  be  a  quarterly  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  at  the 
institution,  and  as  much  oftener  as  shall  be  necessary,  and  as  they  shall  de* 
termine ;  the  board  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  such  by-laws,  ordinances 
and  rules,  as  the  good  goveromeni  of  the  institution  shall  require,  and 
therein  to  prescribe  what  shall  be  taught  to,  and  what  labor  performed  by 
the  pupils,  and  generally  to  do  and  perform  all  such  administrative  acts  as 
are  usually  performed  by  and  with  the  appropriate  duty  of  a  board  of 
trustees,  and  shall,  by  a  secretary  of  their  appointment,  keep  a  minate  of 
the  proceedings  and  action  of  the  board. 

SsoTioN  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  trustees,  as  soon 
and  as  often  as  the  exigencies  of  the  institution  shall  require,  in  addition  to 
the  principal,  to  employ  such  other  professors,  teachers  or  tutors,  as  shall 
be  qualified  to  impart  to  pupils  under  their  charge  a  knowledge  of  the  Eng- 
lish language,  grammar,  geography,  history,  mathematics,  chemistry,  and 
such  other  branches  of  the  natural  and  exact  sciences  as  will  conduce  to  the 
proper  education  of  a  farmer ;  the  pupils  shall  themselves,  at  such  proper 
times  and  seasons  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  board  of  trustees,  perform 
all  the  labor  necessary  in  the  cultivation  of  the  farm,  and  shall  thus  be  in- 
structed and  taught  all  things  necessary  to  be  known  by  a  farmer,  it  being 
the  design  and  intention  of  this  act  to  establish  an  institution  in  which 
youth  may  be  educated,  so  as  to  fit  them  for  the  occupation  of  a  farmer. 

Section  8.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  annually  elect  a  treasurer,  who 
shall  receive  and  disburse  the  i|nds  of  the  institution,  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  shall  be  required  of  him,  and  from  whom  they  shall  take 
such  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty,  as  necessity  shall  re- 
quire ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  board  of  trustees,  annually,  on 
or  before  the  first  of  December,  to  make  out  a  full  and  detailed  account  <^ 
the  operations  of  the  institution  for  the  preceding  year,  and  an  account  of 
all  its  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  report  the  same  to  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Agricultural  Society,  who  shall  embody  said  report  in  the  annual  re- 
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port,  which  by  existing  laws,  the  said  society  is  bound  to  make  and  trans- 
mit to' the  Legislatare,  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  of  January,  of  each 
and  every  year. 

Section  9.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Ponnsykania  State  Agricul- 
tural Society  to  appropriate  out  of  their  funds  to  the  object  of  this  act,  a 
sum  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  whenever  the  same  shall  be  re- 
quired, and  to  make  such  further  appropriations  annually,  out  of  their  funds, 
as  will  aid  in  the  prosecution  of  this  object,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  and 
privilege  of  the  said  society,  at  such  times  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  by 
their  committees,  officers  or  otherwise,  to  visit  the  said  institution  and  ex- 
amine into  the  details  of  its  management. 

Section  10.  That  the  act  to  incorporate  the  Farmers'  High  School  of 
Pennsylvania,  approved  the  thirteenth  day  of  April,  Anno  Domini  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-four,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed. 

(The  above  is  the  present  law,  with  the  simple  exception  of  the  time  of 
holding  the  annual  meeting  of  delegates,  which  by  act  of  Legislature,  ap- 
proved May  20,  1857,  was  changed  to  first  Wednesday  in  September.) 

The  following  members  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  State  society, 
met  at  Harrisburg,  April  17,  1855  ;  James  Gowen,  H.  N.  McAllister,  A.  O. 
Hiester,  John  Strohm,  James  Miles,  Abraham  M'lllvain,  I.  G.  M'Kinley, 
Thomas  P.  Knox,  George  H.  Bucher,  William  Bigler,  David  Mumma,  J.  S. 
Halderaan,  A.  L.  Elwyn,  A.  S.  Roberts,  J.  P.  Rutherford  and  R.  C.  Wal- 
ker. At  this  meeting,  a  communication  was  received  from  Gen.  James 
Irvin,  proposing  to  donate  two  hundred  acres  of  land,  in  Centre  county,  for 
the  purpose  of  an  agricultural  school.  The  secretary  was  directed  to  lay 
this  proposition,  together  with  that  from  Jugde  Miles,  of  Erie,  with  any 
others  that  might  be  received,  before  the  trustees  of  the  Farmers'  High 
School,  at  their  meeting  in  June  next ;  and  with  a  hope  of  exciting  emula- 
tion, and  inducing  citizens  from  other  parts  of  the  State  to  make  similar 
offers,  this  order  to  the  secretary  was  published  in  the  leading  newspapers- 
of  the  State. 

On  the  14th  of  June  following,  the  board  of  trustees  met  at  the  office  of 
the  Pennsylvania  State  Agricultural  Society,  at  Harrisburg,  and  organized 
according  to  the  provision  of  the  act  of  incorporation.  There  were  present, 
Messrs.  James  Pollock,  Governor,  A.  G.  Curtin,  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
wealth, A.  O.  Hiester,  Frederick  Watts,  H.  N.  M'Allister,  John  Strohm, 
James  Miles,  A.  L.  Elwyn  and  Robert  C.  Walker. 

The  following  proposals  to  donate  and  sell  land  for  a  site,  were  made : — 
James  Miles,  to  donate  two  hundred  acres  in  Erie  county ;  Gen.  James  Ir- 
vin, to  donate  two  hundred  acres  in  Centre  county ;  Ellas  Baker,  to  donate 
two  hundred  acres  in  Blair  county ;  James  Bailey,  to  sell  two  thousand 
acres  in  Perry  county,  and  George  A,  Bayard,  to  sell  six  hundred  acres  in

Allegheny  eounty.  On  motion  of  H.  N.  M'AlKster,  Qov,  Pollock,  Jndge 
Watts  and  Dr.  Elwyn,  were  appointed  a  committee  to  examine  the  seVeral 
sites  offered. 

At  the  next  meeting  of  the  board,  July  17,  1855,  at  Harrisbarg,  this  com- 
mittee made  an  elaborate  report,  stating  that  they  had  visited  several  sites 
offered  for  the  location  of  the  college. 

General  James  Irvin  had  offered  any  one  of  three  farms  of  two  hundred 
acres  of  good  limestone  land,  with  the  pre-emption  right  to  two  handred 
additional  acres,  adjoining  either,  at  any  time  within  five  years. 

The  two  handred  acres  offered  by  James  Miles,  were  situated  about 
eighteen  miles  west  of  the  city  of  Erie,  between  the  railroad  which  boonds 
it  on  the  soatb,  and  the  lake  shore.  The  land  was  a  sandy  loam,  highly 
fertile,  with  about  one  hundred  acres  of  cleared  land,  and  the  rest  with  heavy 
timber ;  he  would  also  give  the  pre-emption  right  to  any  additional  quan- 
tity of  land  which  may  be  desired,  at  sixty  dollars  per  acre. 

The  estate  of  George  A.  Bayard  was  situated  on  the  Youghiogheny  river, 
about  three  miles  from  its  mouth,  and  eighteen  miles  from  Pittsburg  It 
consisted  of  six  hundred  acres  of  well- watered  freestone  land,  worth  thirty- 
five  dollars  per  acre.  Very  extensive  improvements  had  been  made  upon 
the  estate,  including  several  dwelling  houses,  and  two  large  bams.  Mr. 
Bayard  would  sell  on  reasonable  terms. 

The  two  hundred  acres  offered  by  Elias  Baker,  were  situated  in  Blair 
county,  on  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  about  two  miles  south-west  of  Altoona  ; 
all  the  land,  except  about  forty  acres,  was  cleared  and  fenced,  about  sixty 
acres  (south  of  the  railroad)  was  of  good  freestone  land,  and  the  balance 
(north  of  the  railroad)  good  slate  laud.  There  were  upwards  of  two  han- 
dred acres  more  in  the  tract  that  could  be  purchased  at  about  twenty-five 
dollars  per  acre.     All  the  land  was  finely  watered. 

The  committee  farther  stated,  that  they  had  just  received  an  offer  of  two 
handred  acres  of  land,  worth  sixty  dollars  per  acre,  from  Wm.  H.  Eastoa 
of  Franklin  county ;  also,  that  in  their  examination  of  the  land,  they  had 
been  accompanied  by  several  members  of  the  board,  of  whose  opinion  they 
had  availed  themselves,  in  viewing  the  several  tracts  offered.  • 

The  committee  close  their  report  by  saying,  that  although  any  one  of  the 
several  sites  they  had  viewed  would  be  eligible,  yet  in  view  of  the  import- 
ance  of  the  sabjeot,  and  the  fact  that  the  people  of  the  state  were  not  yet 
sufficiently  acquainted  with  their  efforts,  they  did  not  then  deem  it  advisa* 
ble  to  make  a  selection  of  any  one  of  the  sites  offered. 

The  committee  was  then  continued,  and  directed  to  examine  such  other 
sites  as  might  be  offered,  and  to  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  board. 
In  order  that  i^l  friends  of  agricultoral  educadon  oyer  the  state  might  have 
an  opportonil^  to  offer  indaoements  Ui  loeate  the  college  where  they  wished 
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it,  tiie  proceedings  of  the  meeting  were  ordered  to  be  pabliebed  in  all  the 
prominent  papers  of  the  State. 

The  Hon.  Simon  Gameron  then  stated  that  he  thought  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars could  be  raised  in  Dauphin  countj  to  purchase  a  farm  there  for  a  site, 
and  that  to  this  end  he  would  lead  a  subscription  with  one  thousand  dollars. 

Messrs.  J.  W.  Patten  and  J.  Morrow,  in  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Blair 
countj,  offered  to  purchase  two  hundred  additional  acres,  adjoining  the  two 
hundred  offered  by  Colonel  Baker,  thus  offering  four  hundred  acres,  provided 
the  school  was  located  in  Blair  countj. 

The  meeting  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  State  Agricultural  Society 
also  convened  at  this  time  in  Harrisburg.  On  motion  of  H.  N.  M'Allister, 
at  this  meeting,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  be  appropriated  by  the 
State  Agricultural  Society  to  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylvania. 

iThe  third  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  convened  at  Harrisburg,  Sep- 
tember 12,  1 855. 

The  committee  appointed  to  view  sites  for  the  location  of  the  college  re- 
ported, that  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  board  they  had  viewed  three  farms 
offered  by  Mr.  Easton,  of  Franklin  county,  two  of  them  of  about  two  hun- 
dred acres  each,  were  situated  on  the  Pittsburg  turnpike,  near  the  town  of 
Loudon,  both  good  limestone  land  in  a  high  state  of  improvement,  and  on 
the  one  nearest  the  town  a  never- failing  spring  of  water.  A  third  farm, 
between  Loudon  and  Mercersburg,  of  two  hundred  and  forty  acres  limestone 
land,  in  a  high  state  of  improvement,  was  also  offered. 

The  committee  also  presented  a  letter  Just  received  from  David  Blair,  in 
which  he  offered  to  donate  two  hundred  acres,  near  Shade  Gap,  on  the  road 
leaciing  from  Mount  Union,  on  the  Pennsylvania  raihroad,  to  Chambersburg, 
containing  about  one  hundred  and  thirty  acres  of  cultivated  land,  the 
whole  well  watered,  and  limestone  quarries  on  it  In  regar^  to  the  site  in 
Centre  county,  H.  N.  M'Allister  presented  a  paper  in  which  ne,  with  James 
Lrvin  and  A.  O.  Curtin.  pledged  himself  in  behalf  of  Centre  and  Huntingdon 
counties  to  donate  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  purposes  implied 
in  the  act  of  incorporation  of  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylvania, 
provided  the  said  site  be  accepted. 

Mr.  M'Farlane  aind  Ellas  Baker  offered  to  denote  four  hundred  acres  of 
land  near  Altoona,  and  to  guarantee  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  from 
the  citizens  of  Blair  county,  provided  this  site  were  accepted. 
>     An  offer  was  also  made  by  the  trustees  of  the  estate  of  Mr.  Moore,  in 
Union  county,  to  sell  two  hundred  and  sixty-five  acres  of  land  for  a  site. 

After  due  consideration  of  all  these  offers,  the  Hon.  Fredenck  Watts,  of 
Cumberland,  offered  the  .following  resolution : 

Besolved,  That  the  adoption  of  the  proposition  of  Qen.  James  lrvin  for 
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the  location  of  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  PenDSjlyania,  will  best  pro* 
mote  the  interests  of  the  institntion,  and  that  the  same  is  hereby  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  adoption,  Mr.  Jas.  Gowen  mov^ed  to  strike  ont 
the  name  of  General  Irv^in  and  insert  that  of  Elias  Bakery  not  agreed  to. 
Dr.  Elwjn  moved  to  strike  out  the  name  of  General  Irvin  and  insert  that 
of  H.  Easton ;  not  agreed  to.  Frederick  Watts  then  moved  that  the  ques- 
tion be  postponed,  and  that  James  Gowen,  A.  0  Hiester  and  John  Strohm 
be  appointed  a  committee  of  three,  to  examine  the  propositions  and  deter- 
mine which  should  be  accepted ;  not  agreed  to.  Robert  C.  Walker  then 
moved  to  strike  from  the  resolution  the  name  of  GFeneral  James  Irvin  and 
insert  that  of  George  A.  Bayard  ;  not  agreed  to.  The  question  then  re- 
curring upon  the  original  resolution,  was  decided  in  the  affirmative. 

The  details  of  the  selection  of  a  site  as  just  given,  are  made  more  full 
than  would  otherwise  have  been  necessary,  in  order  to  satisfy  persons  who 
may  have  an  interest  in  the  subject,  that  the  present  site  of  the  Agricul- 
tural College  of  Pennsylvania  was  not  selected  without  a  full  and  free 
opportunity  for  the  friends  of  any  other  site  to  o£fer  inducements  for  its 
location  and  erection,  and  without  the  claims  thus  presented  being  fairly 
and  impartially  considered. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  held  January  4,  1856,  H.  N. 
McAllister,  A.  O.  Hiester  and  Robert  C.  Walker  were  appointed  a  commit- 
tee to  solicit  an  appropriation  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  from  the  Legisla- 
ture, then  in  session,  for  the  fi^irtherance  of  the  object  of  the  act  of  incor- 
poration of  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylvania. 

At  this  meeting  several  plans  for  college  buildings  were  presented.  One 
by  H.  N.  McAllister,  for  the  college  building,  and  one  by  Frederick  Watts, 
for  a  barn,  were  adopted,  and  H.  N.  McAllister,  Frederick  Watts  and  Jas. 
Miles  were  appointed  a  building  committee  to  contract  for  the  constructicm 
of  the  college  buildings.  Means  were  taken  to  secure  a  principal  and  com- 
petent teachers,  to  open  the  school  as  soon  as  the  buildings  were  ready  for 
the  admission  of  pupils.  The  board  also  agreed  to  take  two  hundred  addi- 
tional acres  of  land  from  Gen.  James  Irvin,  making  a  farm  of  four  hundred 
acres. 

.On  the  12th  of  May,  1856,  the  building  committee  articled  with  Messrs, 
Turner  &  Natcher,  to  construct  the  college  buildings  for  the  sum  of  fifty-five 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  work  upon  the  building  was  at  once  commenced. 

On  the  6th  of  the  following  October,  the  board  met  for  the  first  time  at 
the  site  of  the  college.  The  occasion  was  that  of  the  first  annual  mee^g^ 
of  delegates  for  the  election  of 'trustees.  The  contract  of  Turner  & 
Natcher  was  approved  by  the  board.  Measures  were  taken  to  secure  a 
sum  of  nearly  (five  thousand  dollars)  left  by  the  will  of  the  late  Elliot 
Cresson,  to  the  Farmers'  High  School ;  and  Messrs*  Frederick  Watts,  U. 
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X.  M'Allister  and  John  Strohm  were  appointed  a  committee  to  laj  the 
affaire  of  the  institution  before  the  next  Legislature. 

Accordingly,  at  the  next  session,  a  bill  to  appropriate  fifty  thousand 
dollars  to  the  Farmers'  High  School  of  Pennsylvania,  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Colonel  Oregg,  at  that  time  Senator  from  the  district  of  the  school. 
The  committee  also  found  an  earnest  influential  advocate  in  the  Hon.  Jas. 
T.  Hale,  of  Centre  county. 

Colonel  Oregg  at  once  espoused  the  cause  of  the  bill  witli  all  the  earnest- 
ness of  an  advocate ;  and,  in  conjunction  with  Judge  Hale  and  the  com- 
mittee, canvassed  it  thoroughly  before  the  Legislature,  and  finally  brought 
it  to  the  test  of  a  vote  by  which  it  became  a  law,  approved  May  20,  1857. 

The  act  in  question  appropriated  twenty-five  thousand  doUare  at  once  to 
tte  Farmers'  High  School,  in  view  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  already 
obtained;  and  appropriated  on  additional  twenty -five  thousand  dollare,  pro- 
Tided  a  like  sum  be  raised  by  subscription.  It  further  provides  that  the 
annual  meeting  of  delegates  for  the  election  of  members  to  the  board  of 
trustees  be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  September. 

At  the  seventh  meeting  of  the  board  held  at  Harrisburg  the  18th  of  March, 
1858,  H.  N.  M'Allister,  of  the  committee  appointed  for  this  purpose,  made 
%  report  upon  the  progress  of  the  buildings  under  the  contract,  and  of  the 
state  of  the  farm. 

The  passage  of  the  act  of  May,  1859,  infused  new  confidence  into  the 
movement.  It  placed  twenty-five  thousand  doUara  in  the  hands  of  the  trus- 
tees at  once,  in  addition  to  the  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  already  collect- 
ed by  subscription,  and  there  was  little  doubt  felt  that  the  other  twenty-five 
thousand  could  easily  be  raised,  thus  redeeming  the  additional  twenty-five 
thousand  dollare  from  the  Legislature,  and  making  a  total  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollare,  at  the  disposal  of  the  trustees.  With  the  main  college 
buildings  contracted  for  fifty-five  ^thousand  dollars,  there  seemed  to  be  an 
additional  surplus  quite  sufficient  for  erecting  out-buildings  and  putting  the 
farm  into  proper  order  for  opening  the  college.  At  a  meeting  of  the  board, 
July  2,  1857,  E.  C.  Humes  was  authorized  to  draw  upon  the  State  Trea- 
sury for  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  May  20, 

The  annual  meeting  of  delegates  for  the  election  of  trustees,  assembled 
September  2,  1857.  There  were  delegates  present  from  Allegheny,  Berks, 
Blair,  Bucks,  Cambria,  Chester,  Clinton,  Cumberland,  Centre,  Delaware, 
Erie,  Huntingdon,  Juniata,  Lancaster,  Mifflin,  Northumberland,  Perry, 
Schuylkill,  Westmoreland  and  Union.  This  meeting  was  opened  by  the 
Hon.  James  T.  Hale,  thanking  the  audience  for  their  attendance,  and  ex- 
pressing a  hope  that  the  honorable  president  of  the  board  of  trustees  would 
favor  them  with  some  remarks  upon  the  subject  of  the  meeting;  whereupon 
Judge  Watts  arose  and  said  tibat  observation  and  reflection  teach  that  men 
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are  classified  by  the  amount  and  qaalitj  of  their  education,  and  not  by  their 
calling. 

That  the  merchants  and  manufacturers  in  the  Eastern  States,  the  profes- 
sional men  of  the  Middle  States,  and  the  planters  of  the  Southern  States, 
were  the  most  influential  men  in  their  respective  States,  because  the  best 
educated.  The  importance  of  agriculture  in  Pennsylirania,  and  the  neces- 
sity of  the  agriculturist  exerting  a  marked  influence,  pointed  oat  the  neees- 
sity  of  agricultural  schools,  at  which  to  secure  that  education  out  of  which 
this  influence  only  can  grow.  He  dwelt  upon  the  great  benefits  conferred 
upon  the  agricultural  interests,  by  the  many  agricultural  societies  which 
have  recently  been  founded ;  and  urged  the  necessity  of  building  up  the 
Farmers'  High  School,  as  a  means  of  still  further  enlightening  the  fanner  on 
the  duties  of  his  calling,  by  affording  a  suitable  course  of  instruction  for  his 
sons,  at  prices  commensurate  with  his  means.  After  alluding  to  the  fact 
that  the  expenses  of  an  ordinary  college  course  was  too  great  to  be  met  by 
the  generalty  of  farmers,  he  said : 

"  But  the  cost  is  by  no  means  the  greatest  objection;  for  the  effect  of  this 
education  upon  the  farmer's  son  in  almost  every  case  is  that  of  utterly  es- 
tranging him  from,  and  unfitting  him  for,  the  safe  and  healthful  and  normal 
pursuit  of  his  father.  The  youth  who  returns  to  the  farm  at  home,  i^ler 
three  or  four  years'  study  of  books  at  college  desks,  and  in  purely  literary 
society,  finds  utter  uncongeniality  in  the  company  of  his  own  father  and 
brothers;  his  mind  has  been  turned  into  paths  leading  quite  away  from  rorai 
pursuits,  and  his  hands  are  untaught  and  unfitted  to  assist  in,  or  direct  the 
labors  of  the  farm.  The  moral  effect  of  this  common  but  sad  result  is 
equally  disastrous  and  pitiable  both  in  father  and  son.  It  is  a  state  of 
things  which  must  be  cured;  if  not,  it  will  act  like  a  corrosive  ulcer.  We 
must  combine  the  cultivated  intellect  and  social  amenities  of  mental  refine- 
ment, with  the  strong  practical  usefulness  and  sound  virtues  of  the  agricul- 
turist, who  giving  the  sweat  of  his  brow,  receives  from  Providence  such 
bounties  as  are  now  stored  around  us  in  this  building,*  and  spread  upon 
these  tables  for  the  daily  support  of  all  human  life,  and  who  dispenses  them 
to  all  other  classes. 

"If  these  be  not  thus  wedded,  this  great  agricultural  State  of  Pennsylva- 
nia must  remain,  as  now,  with  the  balance  of  influence  and  power  in  the 
hands  of  comparatively  few ;  for  I  may  be  allowed  to  repeat,  with  no  other 
desire  than  to  contribute  to  the  future  prosperity  of  our  glorious  Common- 
wealth, that  the  great  body  of  our  citizens,  the  great  agricuUurali>odj^,  have 
not  the  power  and  the  influence  which  they  ought  to  have  for  the  proper 
balance  of  power  in  our  political  and  social  relations.     Something  most  be 

*At  th«  dianer  table  in  the  bam. 
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done  to  increase  their  poirer — ^how  shall  we  do  it  ?  Education  will  impart 
influence,  but  it  must  be  such  education  as  will  lead  to  the  desired  end ;  it 
is  self-evident  that  it  is  no  education  unless  it  is  a  fit  one.  Science,  art  and 
labor  must  be  combined.  Here  is  our  want.  At  present  we  have  no  suita- 
ble college  m  existence.  Whatever  may  have  been  done  in  Europe  under 
the  greater  pressure  of  necessity,  we  have  no  such  institutions  as  yet,  to 
which  we  can  have  access. 

''Now  the  institution  we  are  striving  to  establish,  at  the  earliest  possible 
period,  is  intended  to  supply  this  great  social,  political,  moral  and  economi- 
cal want.  And  while  it  improves  the  mind  of  the  agriculturist,  and  trains 
his  hands,  it  will  do  both  at  less  expense  than  a  purely  literary  training  can 
be  obtained  for.  Thus,  wliile  reducing  costs  very  greatly,  it  will  educate 
better  and  fit  for  every  business  relation  of  practftal  life. 

*'We  estimate  that  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum  will  fully  cover  all  ex- 
penses for  board  and  tuition,  as  we  are  instituting  upon  the  farm  different 
branches  of  culture  adapted  for  exercise,  and  to  illustrate  fully  the  entire 
theory  and  practice  of  cultivation,  and  at  the  same  time  such  as  will  afford 
pleasant  and  profitable,  moderate,  regular  and  varied  labor  to  the  students^ 
Provision  will  be  made  for  ample  and  extensive  mathematical  training  and 
engineering  practice.  All  the  branches  of  natural  science  will  be  fully  illus- 
trated and  taught.  Moral  and  social  science,  and  all  the  arts  of  practical 
life,  excluding  nothing  but  what  is  exclusively  literary  as  the  acquisition  of 
the  dead  and  foreign  languages.  We  have  started — ^there  must  now  be  for 
us  no  such  word  as  fail.  Our  Legislature  has  done  much  to  aid  us ;  we 
have  much  to  do  ourselves.  Let  us  ask  ourselves,  each  one  of  us,  how  much 
do  we  owe  to  society,  and  especially  to  the  great  class  that  forms  its  basis? 
Let  there  be  no  adverse  feelings  founded  on  local  preference.  What  motive 
could  there  be  to  induce  those  who  examined  and  determined  the  locality  of 
this  school  to  do  else  than  right  ?  With  the  approval  of  my  associates,  I 
could  gladly  have  taken  it  into  my  own  dear  valley  of  Cumberland,  but  in 
the  exercise  of  a  sound  and  clear  judgment,  (I  speak  for  all  as  an  inconsid- 
erable one  only,)  the  board,  having  looked  over  all  proposed  lands  and  con- 
sidered all  circumstances,  believed  the  one  chosen  to  be  the  best.  It  is  pos- 
sible that  we  were  in  fault,  yet  I  have  ever  believed  the  selection  naade 
combined  more  advantages  than  any  other  offered,  and  I  ask  for  myself  and 
associates  the  credit  at  least  of  honest  motives,  and  of  all  to  consider  how 
many  of  the  most  essential  advantages  of  soil,  surface,  exposure,  health- 
fulness  and  centrality,  are  combined  in  the  ground  we  have  met  upon. 

"For  a  great  common  good,  and  in  a  spirit  of  mutual  confidence,  let  per- 
sonal feelings  not  enter  into  our  consideration  \  but  let  us  all  agree  to  the 
conclusion  that  what  is  done  is  best  I  must  only  detain  you  with  a  brirf 
detail  of  our  financial  strength.    We  have  received  from  our  State  sooiety 
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ten  thousand  dollars,  from  citizens  of  Centre  eonnty  ten  thousand  dollare, 
from  the  State  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.     From  the  estate  of  the  late 
Elliot  Cresson  five  thousand  dollars,  making  in  all  fifty  thousand  dollars. 
To. complete  the  buildings  and  open  the  institution,  we  must  have  fifty  thoa« 
sand  dollars,  and  this  is  provided  for,  if  one-half  of  the  amount  be  raised  by 
individuals.     We  shall  then  have  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  with  which 
we  can  then  start  this  institution  into  active  and  useAil  operation,  at  a  rate 
of  charge  to  each  student  of  not  over  one  hundred  dollars  per  annum.     All 
the  influence  and  industry  we  can  exercise  will  go  into  the  account,  and  if 
our  judgment  and  management  be  approved,  we  shall  not  be  allowed  in  this 
great  Commonwealth  to  fail  of  such  an  object.     The  community  under- 
standing our  aims,  will  not  let  us  fail.     We  must  obtain  the  twenty-fire 
thousand  dollars  by  individual  contribution,  and  I  say  for  myself  only  be- 
cause I  am  urged  to  say  it,  that  I  will  be  one  of  ten  to  give  one  thousand 
dollars  each  towards  making  up  that  amount." 

The  speaker  took  his  seat  amidst  the  approbation  of  his  auditors.  QeiL 
James  Irvin  oflTered  to  be  one  of  ten  to  subscribe  one  thousand  dollars. 

Hon.  James  Miles  pledged  one  thousand  dollars  for  Erie  and  Crawford 
counties.  Hon.  James  Burnside  thought  Clinton  county  would  be  good 
enough  for  one  thousand  dollars,  and  Cambria  for  five  hundred.  Hon.  Geo. 
Boal  pledged  Centre  county  for  one  thousand  dollars,  in  addition  to  the  ten 
thousand  already  subscribed.  Gen.  Snodgrass  pledged  Allegheny  county 
for  one  thousand  dollars.  H.  N.  McAllister  offered  to  be  one  of  twenty  to 
give  five  hundred  dollars  each. 

Judge  Hale  arose  and  said : 

"Centie  county  has  raised  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  one  of  her  distin- 
guished citizens  has  given  an  equal  value  in  land,  and  has  just  pledg^ 
another  thousand  dollars,  followed  by  other  conditional  pledges  from  other 
of  her  citizens  for  yet  another  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

"  The  president  of  this  meeting,  who  has  given  so  freely  of  his  valuable 
time  and  abilities  to  all  the  details  of  the  enterprise  at  the  greatest  sacrifice, 
has  offered  yet  a  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars ;  now  cannot  we  raise  the 
balance  of  the  sum  wanted  on  the  spot  ?  I  will  pledge  myself  to  raise 
five  hundred  dollars  more,  if  we  can  thus  accomplish  this.  Let  us  hear 
from  all  the  counties  represented.  As  to  the  location  of  the  school,  it  must 
necessarily  be  located  somewhere.  It  has  been  located  here,  and  we  are 
sensible  of  the  advantages  it  brings  to  us.  and  have  contributed  very  nearly 
one-fourth  of  the  entire  estimate  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Yet  all 
other  counties  will  have  an  equal  right  with  us  to  send  pupils,  and  we  feel 
that  we  have  a  right  to  ask  other  counties  to  aid  in  the  consummation  of 
tiiiB  great  work  of  the  State." 

Dr.  J.  R.  Eahelman  then  pledged  Chester  county  for  five  hundred  dollars;  ' 
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John  Strobm  pledged  five  hundred  dollars  for  Lancaster.  Several  other 
pledges  were  given  for  all  that  could  be  done  in  other  counties. 

Unfortunately  for  the  funds  of  the  school  manj  of  the  above  pledges 
were  not  redeemed,  and  the  general  depression  of  business  which  followed 
the  financial  panic  of  1857,  together  with  the  failure  of  crops  in  some  of 
the  counties,  almost  put  a  stop  to  raising  subscriptions.  In  the  meantime 
the  work  on  the  college  buildings  was  progressing,  and  the  constant  drafts 
on  the  treasury  warned  the  business  committee  that  some  effort  must  be 
made  to  obtain  subscriptions. 

At  two  pucessive  meetings  of  the  board  at  this  time,  December,  1857, 
and  March,  1858,  there  was  not  a  quorum  of  members  present,  and  the 
business  committee  were  to  a  certain  extent  left  to  their  own  resources  in 
order  to  supply  the  constant  demands  upon  the  treasury. 

It  now  became  more  and  more  apparent  that  the  contractors  would  be 
unable  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  their  contract,  as  it  was  evident 
that  they  had  taken  it  at  a  price  that  would  do  little  more  than  meet  half 
the  expense  involved  in  complying  with  the  contract,  and  being  without 
means  beyond  those  afforded  by  the  trustees,  and  the  latter  having  an 
empty  treasury  to  draw  upon,  the  prospects  of  the  school  were  anything 
but  flattering. 

At  this  time  there  is  no  doubt  the  work  would  have  been  suspended,  and 
the  Pennsylvania  Agricultural  College  would  soon,  like  a  great  many  others 
in  the  United  States,  have  been  known  only  by  the  half  finished  works  that 
marked  the  spot  where  it  was  intended  to  stand,  had  it  not  been  for  the  in- 
domitable perseverance  and  unremitting  labor  of  the  business  committee, 
and  more  especially  of  H.  N.  M'Allister,  the  local  trustee,  in  looking  after 
its  affairs. 

In  addition  to  the  ten  thousand  dollars  that  the  latter  gentleman  guaran- 
tied for  Centre  county,  in  case  the  college  were  located  upon  the  farm  of 
Oen.  James  Irvin,  he  received  nearly  six  thousand  dollars  by  subscription 
from  others  in  the  county,  to  which  he  added  five  hundred  dollars  fVom  his 
own  pocket.  He  also  visited  a  number  of  other  counties,  called  meetings, 
and  raised  collections  himself,  or  secured  the  services  of  others  in  doing  so. 

During  all  this  time  the  general  control  of  the  work  on  the  college  build- 
ings devolved  upon  him,  and  to  meet  the  demand  of  the  contractor  he  was 
obliged  to  advance  several  thousand  dollars  f^om  his  own  pocket,  trusting 
to  raise  it  by  subscriptions.  The  time  to  perform  all  this  labor  for  the 
school  was  taken  f^m  a  professional  life  already  overcrowded  with  profes- 
sional duties.  It  was  done  gratuitously,  and  all  the  expenses  involved  in 
traveling  to  collect  money,  hold  meetings,  or  do  other  labor  for  the  school 
were  paid  from  his  own  pocket.  It  has  been  remarked  that  if  for  no  other 
purpose,  it  were  sufficient  to  locate  the  college  in  Centre  eountj  to  secure 
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the  aid  of  a  laborer  so  efficient  and  self-sacrificing  in  its  behalf  as  the  pre- 
sent local  trustee.  The  thirteenth  meeting  of  the  board  of  the  trustees 
convened  at  the  Farm  School  on  the  16th  of  June,  1858.  There  were  pre- 
sent Messrs.  McAllister,  Eyre,  Hiester,  Miles,  Elwyn,  and  Watts,  president 
The  president,  as  chairman  of  the  business  committee,  reported  that  they 
had  contracted  with  General  Irvin  for  the  additional  two  hundred  acres  of 
land  adjoining  the  two  hundred  he  had  donated.  The  committee  further 
reported  upon  the  progress  of  the  buildings  stating  the  impossibility  of  tiie 
contractors  being  able  to  finish  it.  Whereupon  they  were  vested,  by  Uie 
board,  with  power  to  act  as  the  emergency  might  demand  in  order  to  secare 
the  erection  of  the  building. 

H.  N.  McAllister,  having  been  appointed  by  the  president  to  soh'cit  do- 
nations, reported  that  Centre  county  had  subscribed  five  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  sixty-nine  dollars  and  sixty-four  cents,  but  that  a  part  of  this 
was  required  to  make  up  the  ten  thousand  dollars  which  he,  with  Messrs.  Cur- 
tin  and  Hale,  had  paid  over,  as  the  subscription  of  Centre  county,  in  orderto 
secure  the  location  of  the  college;  he,  however,  expressed  his  willingnees 
to  allow  this  balance  on  the  ten  thousand  dollars  to  remain  unpaid,  that  the 
entire  sum  just  collected  might  be  made  available  for  securing  an  equal 
amount  from  the  State,  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  appropriation  of  1857, 
provided  that  the  amount  yet  due  bim  from  the  Centre  county  subscription 
be  paid  from  other  subscriptions  that  might  be  obtained  after  all  the  money 
available  from  the  State  was  obtained.  This  proviso  was  approved  by  the 
board.  The  financial  aff'airs  of  the  institution  now  presented  the  most  se- 
rious problem  for  the  solution  of  the  board,  ^ 

The  funds  were  exhausted,  the  contractors  were  about  to  fail,  and  the 
work  of  the  basement  walls  not  yet  completed,  while  the  country  was  proe- 
trated  under  fhe  influence  of  the  financial  crisis  of  the  preceding  year.  It 
was  resolved  to  present  an  address  to  the  people  of  the  State,  setting  forth 
'  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  board,  and  to  appoint  suitable  persons  to  so- 
licit donations  from  the  people ;  and  to  meet  the  emergencies  of  the  present 
it  was  resolved  to  raise  five  thousand  dollars  upon  the  individual  note  of 
some  of  the  members  of  the  board.  Under  such  circumstances  many  cor- 
porations would  have  at  once  broken  bp  in  despair,  but  the  trustees  of  the 
£arm  school,  determined  not  to  yield  to  these  difficulties,  made  arrangement 
for  the  admission  of  pupils  on  the  assumption  that  the  building  must  be  pre- 
pared for  them.  The  conditions  of  admission  and  the  course  of  instruction 
were  settled  upon,  and  it  is  not  a  little  remarkable  that  at  that  time,  and 
under  these  difficulties,  and  relying  wholly  upon  their  judgment  of  what  the 
college  should  be,  but  without  any  experience  as  to  how  it  would  meet  the 
wants  of  the  agricultural  community,  they  laid  down  the  general  plan  of 
operation  for  it,  which  has  since  been  followed  oat,  and  is  now  proving  sue- 
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cessfol.  It  was  decided  to  carry  up  about  one-third  of  the  building  and 
complete  it  for  the  admission  of  about  one  hundred  students,  leaving  the 
other  two- thirds  with  only  the  basement  walls  up. 

At  this  period  such  seemed  to  be  the  hopelessness  of  completing  the  build- 
ing that  those  who  did  not  appreciate  the  importance  of  doing  so,  nor  un- 
derstand the  devotion  of  the  trustees,  and  more  especially  of  the  building 
committee,  to  the  cause  they  had  espoused,  did  not  think  it  ever  could  be 
completed ;  nnd  their  policy  of  commencing  a  building  sufficiently  large  to 
organize  an  agricultural  college  in  was  severely  condemned,  while  a  small 
school  with  an  elementary  course  of  instruction  was  pointed  out  as  what 
could  and  should  have  been  fouoded.  To  add  to  the  discouragement  of  the 
members  of  the  board,  who  were  determined  the  work  should  not  s+op,  one 
of  the  most  prominent  members,  who  had  labored  hard  for  the  cause  from 
the  begiuning,  resigned,  but  his  place  was  supplied  at  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  delegates,  September  1,  18f)8. 

At  the  Qfteenth  meeting  of  the  board,  December  8,  1858,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  school  be  opened  for  students  on  the  16th  of  February,  1859,  and 
measures  were  taken  to  apprise  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  of  the 
fact,  as  albo  of  the  terms  and  form  of  admission.  As  already  remarked,  it 
had  become  evident  that  Turner  &  Natcher  would  be  unable  to  comply 
with  the  conditions  of  the  contract.  The  work  of  preparing  the  building* 
had,  therefore,  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  building  committee,  and  they 
were  urging  it  on  with  all  possible  speed  to  have  the  building  ready  for  pu- 
pils at  the  appointed  time  ;  and  to  meet  the  expense  involved  in  going  on 
with  the  work,  five  of  the  trustees  subscribed  five  hundred  dollars  from  their 
own  pockets,  which  enabled  them  to  draw  a  corresponding  amount  from  the 
State,  and  they  further  authorized  the  president  of  the  board,  to  secure  by 
loan  an  amount  sufficient  to  finish  and  furnish  the  part  to  be  prepared  for 
the  pupils. 

At  the  appointed  time,  February  16,  1859,  the  school  was  opened  under 
the  control  of  the  following  faculty  and  professors  : 

William  G.  Waring,  who  had  been  superintending  the  farm,  garden  and 
nursery  for  some  time  previous,  was  now  appointed  general  superintendent 
of  the  college,  and  Professor  of  Horticulture ;  S.  Baird,  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matics ;  R.  G.  Allison,  Professor  of  English  Literature ;  J.  S.  Whitman, 
A.  M. ,  Professor  of  Natural  Science.  Professor  Baird  resigned  May  18, 1859, 
and  the  board  at  that  time  assembled,  appointed  professor  David  Wilson  in 
his  stead.  Over  one  hundred  pupils  had  engaged  places,  and  sixty-nine 
were  present  on  the  first  day  of  opening  ;  during  the  session,  one  hundred 
and  nineteen  students  were  entered,  though  there  were  never  more  than 
about  one  hundred  present  at  any  one  time,  owing  to  the  dismission  and  ex- 
pulsion of  some,  and  the  withdrawal  of  others.    The  school  was  opened 
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a&der  innumerable  diffiealties  and  disadvantages.  The  bniidin^  were  oidf 
partially  finished,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  intended  dining-room  and  kitchen, 
a  board  shantee,  which  could  neither  be  kept  warm  in  cold,  nor  drj  in  wet 
and  stormy  weather,  was  used  to  cook  and  eat  in.  Proper  apartments  for 
museums,  laboratories  and  recitation  rooms  were  wanting.  The  farm  was  yet 
rough,  and  the  lumber  and  materials  for  masoh  and  brick  work  for  the  com- 
pletion of  the  building,  were  piled  round  in  shapeless  masses  on  all  sides  of 
the  latter,  rendering  it  almost  impossible  to  get  about  it,  and  presenting  a 
most  forlorn  aspect  to  the  students,  who  first  entered  the  college,  through 
the  well  tramped  mud  of  the  breaking  up  of  the  winter  frosts. 

The  limited  number  of  students  that  could  be  admitted,  did  not  allow  of 
the  employment  of  a  sufficient  number  of  professors,  teachers  and  assistants 
to  admit  of  a  proper  division  of  labor  among  them,  and  hence  an  efficient 
organization  of  the  institution  was  not  possible.  The  unprecedented  nature 
of  the  experiment  made  it  necessary  to  intrust  it  to  inexperienced  hands  ; 
and  although  every  precaution  was  taken  to  admit  none  but  students  of  the 
very  highest  character,  yet  unfortunately,  experience  soon  proved  that  this 
flock  was  not  without  its  ''black  sheep."  Add  to  all  this  the  general  senti- 
ment of  the  superficial  observers,  that  the  building  never  could  be  finished, 
and  the  unhappy  state  of  feeling  produced  in  the  minds  of  many  in  conse- 
quence of  pecuniary  losses  they  sustained  by  the  failure  of  the  first  con- 
tractor, and  bear  in  mind  the  state  of  the  finances  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
as  already  pointed  out,  and  we  have  some  of  the  difficulties  encountered  by 
the  farm  school  on  first  coming  into  existence. 

At  the  nineteenth  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  held  at  the  college, 
December  7,  1859,  the  following  faculty  were  nominated,  and  instructions 
given  to  prepare  the  first  annual  catalogue  : 

Evan  Puqh,  Ph.  D.  and  P.  C.  S.,  President. 

David  Wilson,  A.  M.,  Vice  President. 

W.  G.  Waring,  General  Superintendent  of  the  Horticultural  department. 

J.  S.  Whitman,  A.  M.,  Professor  of  Botany. 

R.  C.  Allison,  A.  M.,  Professor  of  English  Literature. 

In  view  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  board,  and  the  unfinished  state  of 
the  building,  the  Rev.  Thomas  P.  Hunt  was  appointed  to  solicit  donations 
for  the  college.  '  Mr.  Hunt  entered  upon  his  duties  with  characteristic  ear- 
nestness, but  it  was  soon  found  that  the  country  had  not  yet  sufficiently  re- 
covered from  the  financial  crisis  of  1857,  to  make  it  possible  to  raise  money 
in  this  way,  and  the  project  was  soon  abandoned. 

The  session  of  1859  closed  about  the  middle  of  December,  and  the  trus- 
tees then  thought  that  the  success  which  had  attended  the  effort  under  the 
difficulties,  met  in  making  it,  would  induce  the  Legislature  to  afford  means 
to  complete  the  buildings.     Accordingly,  a  bill  asking  money  for  this  pur- 
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pose  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  members,  to  be  brought  before 
the  House  of  Representatives.  The  bill,  however,  never  reached  its  second 
reading,  and  the  college,  encumbered  with  debt,  and  its  building  unfinished, 
was  left  to  struggle  through  another  year,  dependent  in  part  for  its  exist- 
ence upon  the  energy  and  enterprise  and  liberality  of  those  who  had  already 
sacrificed  so  much  to  bring  it  thus  far. 

The  session  of  1860  was  inaugurated  with  a  full  school,  while  several,  . 
who  applied  from  other  States,  could  not  be  admitted.  The  increased  ex- 
perience of  the  faculty  in  managing  it,  and  the  greater  experience  of  the 
students  in  performing  their  duties,  gave  additional  hope  of  the  ultimate 
success  of  the  college,  if  Its  buildings  only  could  be  completed ;  and  on 
the  other  hand  it  became  equally  evident  that  if  they  were  not  completed, 
the  school  must  stop,  and  all  the  property  accumulated  be  sacrificed  to  meet 
its  debts. 

Successive  appeals  to  private  individuals  had  failed  to  secure  the  funds 
required.  Being  a  State  institution,  and  not  a  denominational  school,  it 
had  not  the  advantage  of  being  able  to  interest  any  special  seci  in  its  favor. 
But  on  the  other  hand,  being  an  agricultural  school,  devoted  to  the  agricul- 
tural interests  of  an  agricultural  State,  and  having,  originated  in  an  e£fort^ 
of  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  and  having  been  aided  in  its  origin  by 
State  appropriations,  it  became  most  appropriately  an  object  for  State  pat- 
ronage ;  therefore,  at  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees,  held  at  the  col- 
lege, December  5th,  1860,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  was  necessary  to  finish 
the  college  buildings,  and  that  an  application  be  made  to  the  Legislature, 
at  its  approaching  session,  to  make  an  appropriation  of  that  sum  for  this 
purpose. 

Measures  were  at  once  taken  to  secure  the  passage  of  an  act,  making  this 
appropriation.  In  the  Senate,  the  interests  of  the  school  would  be  ably 
represented  by  Colonel  Gregg,  who  had  labored  so  efficiently  for  the  passage 
of  the  first  appropriation,  and  in  the  House,  where  the  greatest  difficulty 
was  anticipated,  the  college  was  fortunate  in  having  the  aid  of  the  local  mem- 
ber, William  C.  Duncan,  whose  intelligent  appreciation  of  the  necessities 
of  agricultural  practice,  and  the  financial  difficulties  of  the  institution,  made 
him  an  able  advocate  in  its  favor. 

A  few  days  after  the  close  of  the  session  of  1860,  the  bill,  to  appropriate 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  was  read  in  place  by  William  C.  Duncan,  in  the 
House  of  Representatives,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Ways  and 
Means.  The  trustees  of  the  college  appeared  before  that  committee,  and 
stated  the  aims,  objects,  financial  difficulties,  and  necessities  of  the  school. 
After  the  usual  delays  and  hindrances  common  to  legislation,  the  committee 
rendered  a  unanimous  report  in  favor  of  the  bill,  and  it  only  remained  to 
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bring  it  up  for  a  second  reading,  to  test  the  feeling  of  the  House  upon  Hs 
merits. 

In  the  meantime,  Mr.  Duncan  had  espoused  the  cause  of  the  bill  with  an 
earnestness,  and  efficiency  of  action,  and  honesty  of  purpose,  which  satis- 
fied all  its  friends  that  they  were  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  intrust 
it  to  his  hands.  His  honesty  and  uprightness  of  character,  and  personal 
acquaintance  with  all  the  leading  friends  of  the  school,  and  his  knowledge 
of  its  necessity,  were  sufficient  guarantees  to  his  fellow  members,  that  the 
money  asked  for  was  needed  for  the  purpose  stated,  and  not  for  aggran- 
dizement of  individual  or  local  interests. 

Several  of  the  county  agricultural  societies  sent  in  letters  and  resolutions 
to  the  representatives,  urging  the  passage  of  the  bill,  while  prominent 
friends  of  agricultural  reform,  from  all  parts  of  the  State,  either  by  letters 
to  members  in  the  Legislature,  or  by  visiting  Harrisburg,  and  by  talking  with 
them  themselves,  advocated  the  passage  of  the  bill,  and  the  political  press, 
without  regard  to  party,  with  singular  unanimity  united  with  the  agricul- 
tural press  in  urging  the  claims  of  the  bill  upon  the  representatives  of  the 
people  of  our  great  agricultural  State.  The  bill  was  finally  brought  to  its 
second  reading,  when  it  passed  with  an  overwhelming  majority.  A  vote 
to  suspend  the  rules,  which  forbid  the  reading  of  the  same  bill  twice  in-thc 
same  day,  was  carried,  and 

The  bill  was  read  the  third  time,  and  thus  passed  the  House. 

Col.  Gregg  had  always  assured  the  trustees  that  if  the  bill  passed  the 
lower  House,  he  would  have  no  difficulty  in  securing  its  passage  through 
the  Senate, — therefore,  a  few  days  after  it  passed  the  House,  it  passed  the 
Senate,  and  received  the  signature  of  the  Governor,  and  became  a  law. 

Thus  a  great  agricultural  State  was  saved  the  disgrace  of  allowing  an 
agricultural  college  it  had  attempted  to  found,  to  break  up  in  the  act  of  be- 
ing founded,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  worth  of  property 
that  was  collected  for  this  purpose,  was  saved  from  being  sacrificed,  and  on 
the  other  hand,  our  old  Commonwealth  has  succeeded  in  bringing  the  first 
agricultural  school  in  the  United  States  into  successful  operation. 

Amongst  those  not  members  of  the  House  who  contributed  to  this  result, 
the  name  of  Hon.  James  T.  Hale  deserves  especial  mention  as  having,  by 
his  g|[eat  influence  as  a  public  man,  and  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
done  much  for  the  passage  of  the  bill ;  as  also  did  all  the  members  of  the 
board,  and  most  particularly  the  business  conunittee,  who  were  prepared  at 
all  times  to  leave  their  own  pressing  duties  as  professional  men  at  heme,  to 
attend  to  the  advocacy  of  the  bill  while  before  the  Legislature. 

The  bill  passed  the  Senate  on  the  10th  of  April,  1861.  Fort  Sumter  was 
bombarded  about  this  time,  and  the  country  was  in  the  midst  of  the  excite- 
ment  consequent  thereon. 
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The  bo«rd  met  at  the  school,  May  Ist,  1861,  and  noiwithstandingthe  dis- 
turbed state  of  the  coontrj,  caneed  bj  die  rebellion,  determined  to  proceed 
at  once  to  the  completion  of  the  building. 

To  this  end,  Messrs.  Watts,  M'Allister  and  Pngh  were  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  examine  the  plans  for  the  building,  and  to  make  such  modifica- 
tions of  them,  as  might  seem  advisable,  and  to  take  measures  to  have  the 
walls  up  and  the  building  roofed  by  the  first  of  the  following  November. 

The  committee  at  once  advertised  for  sealed  proposals  to  the  whole,  or 
any  part  of  the  work,  of  putting  up  the  building. 

On  opening  the  proposals  thus  obtained,  that  of  Oeorge  W.  Tate,  of  Belle- 
fonte,  wad  considered  the  most  reasonable,, and  the  committee  at  once  arti- 
cled with  him  to  complete  the  entire  building,  excepting  some  items  speci- 
fied, for  the  sum  of  forty-one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars — ^the  building  to 
be  under  roof  by  the  first  of  November,  1861,  and  to  be  entirely  completed 
by  the  first  of  December,  1862. 

The  work  of  erecting  the  building  was  at  once  commenced,  and  has  been 
steadily  progressing  up  to  the  present  time,  September,  1862. 

The  third  session  of  the  college  was  opened  under  peculiarly  unfavora- 
ble circumstances.  The  country  was  in  that  ominous  calm  that  preceded 
the  storm  of  rebellion,  which  has  since  broken  upon  it.  The  work  of  finish- 
ing the  college  had  been  so  long  delayed,  that  the  public  began  to  doubt 
the  probability  of  its  being  finished  at  all,  and  it  was  evident  to  aD,  if  the 
buildings  were  not  finished,  the  school  must  go  down. 

Many  doubted  its  ability  to  survive  the  third  session,  and  some  parents 
even  hesitated  to  pay  money  in  advance  for  tuition,  lest  it  should  be  lost  by 
the  school  being  broken  up.  There  were,  however,  many  earnest  friends 
of  the  movement,  who  never  doubted,  even  at  this  time,  the  ultimate  suc- 
cess of  the  school,  and  the  timely  action  of  the  Legislature  tended  to  restore 
the  confidence  of  those  who  had  before  doubted.  But  the  result  of  this 
inauspicious  opening  of  the  eollege  was  that  for  the  first  time  it  was  not 
filled  with  students,  although  eighty-eight  were  recorded  in  the  third  annual 
catalogue,  published  at  the  close  of  the  session. 

This  session  will  always  be  interesting  to  the  students  of  the  college  w 
being  that  at  the  close  of  which  the  first  class  was  graduated.  This  was 
also  the  first  class  that  graduated  at  an  agricultural  college  in  the  Fnited 
States,  and  they  graduated  upon  a  higher  scientific  educational  standard 
than  is  required  at  any  other  agricultural  college  in  the  world.  They  had 
completed  their  course  in  three  years,  owing  to  their  having  entered  the 
third  class  the  first  year.  In  1868  the  class  had  fifly-five  students  in  it, 
and  in  1861  it  was  reduced  to  seventeen,  and  only  eleven  of  these  completed 
their  course,  passed  their  examination  and  took  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
48 
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Scientific  Agricultare.  The  following  are  the  names: — Jftmes  Miles,  Jr., 
Erie  county;  A.  C.  Gharcb,  IiQzeme  ooantj;  J.  W.  Eckman,  Lfebaoon 
county ;  Samuel  Holliday,  Erie  county,  B.  P.  M^Cormick,  Clinton  county; 
M.  S.  Lytle,  Huntingdon  county;  John  N.  Banks,  Juniata  county;  J.  D. 
Isett)  HunUngdon  county ;  L.  C.  Troutnian,  Philadelphia ;  C.  A.  South, 
Berks  county ;  G.  E.  Troutman,  Philadelphia. 

The  present  session  was  opened  on  the  19th  of  February,  1862,  and  is 
now  more  than  half  completed ;  the  college  is  full,  notwithstanding  the  dis- 
turbed state  of  the  country,  and  all  its  affairs  are  working  more  satisfacto- 
rily than  they  have  ever  done  before. 

The  name,  "Farmers'  Higl\  School  of  Pennsylvania,"  originated  partly 
in  a  feeling  that  farmers  might  be  prejudiced  against  the  word  "college,^ 
as  that  of  a  place  where  boys  only  contracted  idle  habits,  and  partly  with 
the  idea  of  founding  a  small  institution,  with  a  limited  course  of  instruc- 
tion, similar  to  the  agricultural  schools  of  Europe,  which  are  subordinate  to 
the  agricultural  colleges  there. 

But  the  school,  on  being  organized,  adopted  a  course  of  instruction  in  math- 
ematics and  the  natural  sciences  more  extensive  than  that  in  any  agricul- 
tural college  of  Europe,  and  a  correspondingly  longer  time  devoted  to  study 
was  required  for  graduating.  Its  organization  had  been  upon  a  collegiate 
basis  from  the  beginning,  and  the  trustees  only  awaited  the  time  in  whidi 
they  would  be  able  to  complete  its  buildings  to  change  its  name.  Therefore, 
at  the  solicitation  of  the  faculty  and  on  the  recommendation  of  the  presi- 
dent of  the  board  of  trustees,  H.  N.  McAllister  made  application  to  the  Cen- 
tre county  court,  at  its  spring  session,  1862,  for  a  change  of  name  to  the 
"Agricultural  Gollege  of  Pennsylvania."  The  court  granted  the  request, 
and  the  name  as  changed  was  approved  by  the  board  at  its  next  meeting, 
convened  at  Harrisburg  Al&y  6>  1862.  At  this  meeting  it  was  resolved  that 
a  committee  of  three'*'  be  appointed  to  prepare  a  history  of  the  origin  of 
the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  as  also  to  state  its  aims,  object, 
progress  and  present  condition  and  prospects.  In  accordance  with  this  reso* 
lution  the  present  pamphlet  has  been  prepared. 

The  history  of  the  college  here  closes  in  the  events  of  the  active  present 
to  which  attention  will  next  be  drawn.  The  secret  of  its  success,  it  will 
have  been  seen,  is  to  be  found  in  the  indomitable  perseverance  of  a  small 
number  of  public  spirited  men,  who  were  determined  it  should  not  faiL 

As  shown  by  the  foregoing  historical  sketch,  the  Agricultural  Gollege  of 
Pennsylvania  has  been  in  operation  for  four  years.  Its  organization  and 
mei^s  of  accomplishing  the  object  for  which  it  was  founded  have  been  very

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imperfect,  owing  io  onfinidbed  buildings  and  want  of  fnnds.  Yet  it  bae 
received  a  degree  of  patronage  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  agricultural 
colleges.  It  has  been  filled  with  students  every  session,  except  that  of  1861, 
and  many  have  applied  from  other  States  who  could  not  be  admitted.  With 
this  success  amidst  the  difficulties  of  the  past,  there  can  be  no  doubt  of  its 
ultimate  success  in  the  future,  now  that  its  college  buildings  are  completed 
and  the  agricultural  college  bill  has  passed  Congress. 

After  what  has  already  been  said  it  would  seem  superfluous  to  dwell  here 
upon  the  object  of  this  institution,  yet  a  few  words  in  detail,  may  throw 
light  upon  what  has  been  said.  The  agricultural  college  of  Pennsylvania 
has  for  its  object,  to  associate  a  high  degree  of  intelligence  with  the  prac- 
tice of  agriculture  and  the  industrial  arts,  and  to  seek  to  make  use  of  this 
intelligence  in  developing  the  agricultural  and  industrial  resources  of  the 
country,  and  protecting  its  interests.  It  proposes  to  do  this  by  several 
means. 

1st.  As  a  purely  educational  institution,  its  course  of  instruction  is  to  in- 
clude the  entire  range  of  the  natural  sciences ;  but  will  embrace  most  es- 
pecially those  that  have  a  practical  bearing  upon  the  every  day  duties  of 
life,  in  order  to  make  the  student  familiar  with  the  things  immediately 
around  him,  and  with  the  powers  of  nature  he  employs,  and  with  the  ma- 
terial through  the  instrumentality  of  which,  under  the  blessings  of  Provi- 
dence, he  lives  and  moves  and  has  his  being ;  and  since  agriculture  more 
than  any  other  of  the  industrial  arts,  is  important  to  man,  and  since  for  the 
complete  elucidation  of  its  principles  more  scientific  knowledge  is  required  > 
than  for  all  other  industrial  arts  combined,  it  follows  that  this  should  receive  * 
by  far  the  highest  degree  of  attention.  The  course  of  instruction  is  thorough, 
so  that  it  not  only  affords  the  student  the  facts  of  science,  but  it  disciplines 
his  mind  to  habits  of  thought,  and  enables  him  fully  to  comprehend  the  ab- 
stract principles  involved  in  the  practical  operations  of  life.  In  doing  this 
it  is  not  deemed  possible  to  educate  every  agriculturist,  artisan,  mechanic, 
and  business  man  in  the  State,  but  to  send  out  a  few  students  educated  in 
the  college  course  that  they,  by  the  influence  of  precept  and  example,  may 
infuse  new  life  and  intelligence  into  the  several  communities  they  enter.  A 
single  individual  who  is  thoroughly  educated  in  the  principles  and  the  prac- 
tice of  an  art,  followed  by  a  community,  will  often  exert  a  more  salutary 
'  influence  upon  the  practice  of  this  art,  by  the  community,  than  would  re- 
sult from  sending  the  whole  community  to  a  school  of  lower  order  than  that 
which  he  attended.  A  single  practical  school  of  the  highest  order  in  Paris 
(the  Ecole  Polytechnique)  during  the  last  generation  made  Prance  a  nation 
celebrated  alike  for  profound  philosophers,  great  statesmen,  able  generate 
and  military  men,  and  civil  engineers.     If  one  high  school  is  established, 
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mbordinate  schools  affSording  the  elementarj  edacation  of  the  latter,  iriD 
fbllow  in  due  time. 

2d.  As  a  practical  institotion  the  Agricaltaral  College  of  PeDnsjlrania 
has  adopted  the  fdndamental  priDciple,  that  whatever  is  necessary  for  maa 
to  have  done,  it  is  honorable  for  man  to  do,  and  that  the  grades  of  honor  at- 
taching to  all  labor,  are  dependent  npon  the  talent,  the  care  and  fidelity  ex- 
hibited in  performing  it.  It  is  fnrther  considered  essential  as  a  part  of  a 
student's  education  that  be  be  taught  the  practical  application,  in  the  field 
and  laboratory,  of  the  principles  be  studies  in  the  class-room  ;  and  manual 
labor  is  also  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  health,  and  the  maintenance 
of  habits  of  industry.  An  incidental,  but  not  unimportant  result  of  the  op- 
eration of  these  principles  is  a  reduction  of  the  cost  of  tuition  by  the  vahie 
of  the  labor,  so  that  the  college  can  take  students  at  the  present  very  low 
rates  of  admission. 

All  students  without  regard  to  pecuniary  circumstances,  are  therefore 
obliged  to  perform  manual  labor  as  an  essential  part  of  the  college  educa- 
tion and  discipline  and  training.  In  these  respects  consists  a  most  essen- 
tial difi'erence  between  the  idea  associated  with  manual  labor  at  this  college, 
and  that  of  all  other  attempts  made  heretofore  to  combine  manual  labor 
with  study.  Instead  of  the  idea  of  poverty  and  want  being  associated  with 
those  who  labor,  that  of  laziness,  worthlessness  and  vagabondry  is  assod- 
ated  with  those  who  refuse  to  work  efficiently,  and  the  experience  of  the  in- 
stitution has  already  most  assuredly  shown  that  no  young  man,  of  whom 
there  is  any  hope  for  future  usefulness  and  efficiency  in  life  at  all,  is  insen- 
sible to  the  disgrace  which  thus  attaches  to  lazy  vagabonds  who  will  work 
only  as  they  are  watched,  and  cheat  their  fellow  students  by  refusing  to  do 
their  share  of  the  labor  assigned  them  ;  and  nothing  is  more  conclusively 
settled  than  that  those  students  who  are  the  most  studious  and  industrious 
in  class,  work  the  most  efficiently  and  are  the  most  trustworthy  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  daily  three  hours'  work. 

3d.  As  an  experimental  institution,  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsyl- 
Tania  has  an  unbounded  field  for  labor.  The  principles  of  agricultural  sci- 
ence, which  shall  ultimately  constitute  the  subject  of  instruction  in  its  daas 
rooms,  are  as  yet  only  very  imperfectly  developed,  and  so  great  is  the  labor, 
expense  and  time  involved  in  making  scientific  agricultural  experimentB, 
that  as  yet  little  has  been  done  in  this  direction.  In  the  embarrassed  con* 
dicion  of  the  finances  of  the  college,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  employ  more 
eciontific  aid  than  was  absolutely  necessary  to  maintain  a  proper  degree  of 
efficiency  in  the  educational  and  practical  departments,  nor  could  the  other 
expenses  n  qaisite  for  extended  scientific  investigation  be  met  with  the 
men  \'  br^ieiofore  at  the  disposal  of  the  board ;  a  few  experiments  upon  the 
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naimhctare,  preservation  and  use  of  manores  for  the  growth  of  crops,  hare, 
however,  been  inangurated,  while  corresponding  initiatory  steps  have  been 
lAken  toezperiment  in  other  departments.  It  is  most  earnestly  to  be  hoped 
that  the  recent  appropriation  of  public  lands  by  Congress  to  the  State,  for 
agricultural  purposes,  will  afford  means  for  the  development  of  this  departr 
ment  of  the  institution.  The  development  of  no  other  department  would 
yield  richer  and  more  lasting  results,  or  would  confer  more  substantial  benefit 
upon  agricultural  practice  than  this.  It  must  not,  however,  be  supposed 
that  these  results  will  manifest  themselves  at  once,  or  that  they  will  pay  as 
experiments  are  being  made  :  as  well  might  the  farmer  expect  to  reap  his 
crop  the  day  he  sows  his  grain.  They  will,  however,  ultimately  pay  a 
thousand  fold,  as  have  the  practical  application  of  the  sciences  of  electricity, 
heat  and  optics,  in  the  present  day,  paid  for  the  half  century  of  apparently 
unpractical,  purely  scientific  investigations  that  led  to  the  results  now  ob- 
tained through  them. 

4th.  As  a  means  of  protecting  the  industrial  interests  of  the  State,  and 
most  especially  the  agricultural  interest,  from  the  sale  of  bad  or  worthless 
or  too  high  priced  material,  (as  manures,  seeds,  plants  and  implements  used 
in  agricultural  practice.)  The  only  efficient  means  of  accomplishing  this 
object  is  to  diffuse  a  higher  degree  of  intelligence,  and  a  more  extended  sci* 
entific  knowledge  amongst  farmers ;  for  so  long  as  they  are  unacquainted 
with  the  principles  of  agricultural  science,  there  will  be  quacks  and  impos* 
tors,  and  ignorant  empiricists,  who  will  prevail  on  them  to  invest  at  least  a 
little  money  in  some  new  manure,  seed,  plants  or  other  things,  in  the  hope 
of  realizing  the  large  gain  from  it,  that  they  are  told  will  follow  its  use.  Far- 
mers have  satisfactory  means  of  testing  agricultural  implements,  and  they 
also  can  test  seeds  and  plants  with  a  good  degree  of  satisfaction,  but  their 
methods  of  testing  manures,  chemical  salts,  guanoes,  phosphates,  poudrettes 
and  other  similar  articles,  are  very  imperfect,  and  hence  we  find  that  the 
market  is  filled  with  worthless  or  very  high  priced  manures,  such  as  the 
former  never  would  purchase,  if  he  knew  their  composition  and  real  value. 
A  beginning  has  already  been  made  towards  making  known  the  character 
of  some  of  these  manures,  and  although  it  is  not  expected  that  such  work 
can  be  accomplished  without  opposition  from  parties  interested  in  their  sale, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  before  long  all  the  bad  manures  will  be  driven  from 
the  market,  and  good  ones,  better  and  cheaper  than  the  best  and  cheapest 
now  sold,  will  take  their  place.  In  order  to  hasten  this  time,  farmers  are 
requested  and  particularly  urged  to  purchase  no  high  priced  artificial  ma- 
nures, without  having  a  legal  guarantee  with  it,  that  it  shall  contain-  a  spe- 
cified amount  of  valuable  matter,  equal  in  value  to  what  is  paid  for  the  ma- 
nure. 
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It  will  reqaire  some  years  to  fnllj  develop  and  perfect  all  these  depvrV 
ments,  bnt  the  success  which  has  thas  far  already  attended  the  tmdertaking, 
and  the  progress  that  has  already  been  made,  afford  the  most  satisfactory 
reason  for  hope  that  all  that  was  anticipated  by  the  fonnders  of  the  instiui- 
tioD,  and  mach  more,  will  ultimately  be  realised  in  it.

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The  main  college  bailding  is  a  stately  and  substantial  edifice,  constmcted 
of  a  silicious  magnesian  limestone,  of  excellent  qnalityfor  bailding  parposes. 
It  consists  of  a  central  part  and  two  wings,  connected  with  the  latter  by 
curtains.  The  central  part  and  the  wings  facing  on  the  same  line,  two  faiin- 
dred  and  thirty-four  feet  long  in  front,  and  the  central  part  resting  on  fifty- 
four  feet  of  the  front  line,  and  extending  back  one  hundred  and  thirty  feet, 
the  two  wings  each  resting  on  forty- two  feet  of  the  front  line,  and  extending 
back  eighty-one  feet  While  the  two  curtains  each  occupy  forty-eight  feet 
on  a  line  parallel  to  the  front  line,  but  ten  feet  back  from  it,  the  cartains 
extend  back  fifty-six  feet.  The  building  has  five  stories  above  a  commo- 
dious basement.  Each  story  has  a  large  hall  running  from  one  end  to  the 
other,  parallel  with  the  front  line,  and  extending  through  the  middle  of  the 
curtains.  From  this  hall,  and  at  right  angles  with  it,  three  halls  extend 
back,  one  on  the  middle  line  of  the  central  part,  and  one  in  each  end  wing ; 
on  each  side  of  these  halls,  doors  open  into  dormitories,  recitation-rooms, 
museums,  &c.  The  entire  building  embraces  one  hundred  and  sixty-five 
dormitories,  ten  by  eighteen  square  and  nine  to  eleven  feet  high ;  a  library 
room,  twenty-four  by  forty-six;  geological  and  mineralogical  museum, 
twenty-four  by  forty-six;  anatomieal  museum,  twenty- six  by  thirty-six ; 
museum  of  agricultural  productions,  twenty-four  by  twenty ;  chemical  lab- 
oratory for  beginners,  in  basement  twenty -four  by  fifty-six,  and  two  labora- 
tories on  the  first  story,  each  twenty  by  forty,  for  more  advanced  students ; 
two  lecture  rooms,  each  twenty-six  by  thirty-four  feet;  four  recitadon- 
rooms,  each  twenty  by  thirty-four  feet ;  and  several  smaller  rooms,  for  ap* 
paratus  for  special  scientific  investigations,  and  for  store  rooms ;  also  a 
large  room,  eighty  feet  long  and  twenty-eight  feet  wide,  for  a  chapel,  and 
two  rooms,  each  fifty-six  feet  long  and  twenty  wide,  for  society  halls ;  and 
the  entire  back  central  part,  forty-eight  feet  wide  and  eighty  feet  long  on  first 
story,  for  kitchen  and  dining  room,  and  a  room  on  the  first  story,  twenty  by 
thirty- six  feet,  for  an  elementary  or  preparatory  department,  with  an  adjoin- 
ing recitation-room,  fifteen  by  twenty  feet.  The  basement  is  mainly  to  be 
devoted  to  eoal  and  hot-air  furnaces,  of  which  there  will  be  sixteen  of  the 
largest  size,  from  which  heated  air  is  conveyed  in  separate  flues  to  every 
room  in  the  buiMing.  All  the  rooms  are  also  ventilated  by  flues  extending 
to  the  top  of  the  building  firom  each  room.  The  basement  also  contains 
the  laboratory  above  noted,  in  addition  to  store-rooms,  bake-house,  and 
kitchen  for  culinary  department,  and  three  other  laboratories  for  the  rougher 
kinds  of  scientific  work.  The  above,  in  addition  to  two  reception  parlors, 
and  commodious  apartments  for  one  professor  with  family,  and  for  the  family 
of  the  culinary  department,  constitute  the  extent  of  internal  arrangement 
oijhe  buildings.    For  commodiousness,  completeness  of  detail,  and  eta* 
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bilitj  of  construction,  these  buildings  are  not  equalled  by  the  buildings  of 
any  agricultural  college  in  the  world. 
The  other  buildings  embrace, 

1.  An  excellent  double-decked  barn,  fifty-nine  by  seventy-five  feet,  and 
constructed  upon  the  most  approved  plan,  with  wagon  shed,  corn  crib,  water^ 
cisterns,  &c. 

2.  A  large  hog-pen,  with  a  granary  over  it,  twenty-two  by  eighty-three 
feet,  including  also  a  complete  slaughter-house. 

8.  A  blacksmith  shop,  twenty  by  twenty-eight  feet,  with  all  the  appli* 
ances  for  doing  smith  worL 

4.  A  carpenter  shop  and  tool  house,  sixteen  by  forty-four  feet. 

5.  Wash  house.  This  building  is  sixteen  by  forty  feet,  situated  near  the 
barn,  and  is  fitted  up  for  washing  the  students*  clothes. 

6.  Two  frame  dwelling-houses,  one  twenty-eight  by  twenty-eight  feet, 
now  occupied  by  the  carpenter  and  superintendent  of  the  washing  depart- 
ment, and  the  other,  thirty-two  by  forty -four,  occupied  by  the  professor  of 
botany ;  in  connection  with  the  latter  house  is  a  small  green-house,  with 
cboiqe  native  and  foreign  plants. 

The  full  course  of  studies  embraces  four  years,  but  students  can  enter 
any  part  of  the  course  dependent  upon  their  degree  of  advancement. 

The  first  year  the  student  studies  arithmetic,  elementary  algebra,  horti- 
eolture,  elementary  anatomy  and  physiology,  physical  geography  and  ele- 
mentary astronomy,  English  grammar  and  composition,  elocution,  history, 
practical  agriculture  and  the  details  of  management  on  the  college  farm. 
Students,  who  have  mastered  the  common  school  branches,  will  be  pre- 
pared to  entertthe  classes  of  this  year.  In  order  to  be  fully  prepared  fof 
it,  they  are  advised  to  pay  particular  attention  to  grammar,  geography, 
reading,  writing,  spelling  and  arithmetic. 

Second  year,  advanced  algebra  and  geometry,  general  chemistry,  vege* 
table  anatomy  and  physiology,  zoology  and  veterinary,  geology,  paleontology, 
practical  agriculture  and  horticulture,  logic  and  rhetoric.  Students  who  are 
sufficiently  far  advanced  in  algebra,  geometry  and  English  grammar,  are 
admitted  to  this  class,  without  respect  to  the  other  studies  of  the  first  year. 

Third  year,  surveying,  navigation,  levelling,  drafting  with  the  use  of  in- 
struments, analytical  geometry,  trigonometry,  elementary  calculus,  natural 
philosophy,  chemical  analysis,  veterinary  surgery,  entomology,  agricultural 
botany,  practical  agriculture  and  pomology,  political  and  social  economy. 
Students  who  have  mastered  Davies's  Legendre  and  Trigonometry,  and  who 
possess  a  corresponding  degree  of  knowledge  of  the  English  branches  gen- 
erally, and  who  have  gone  through  a  good  academical  text-book  course  of 
natural  science,  are  admitted  to  this  class. 

Fourth  year,  analytical  geometry,  differential  and  integral  calcuhis,  ea> 
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ghieering,  drafting,  mecbauieal  drawing,  qaantitative  chemical  aaaljns, 
veterinary  pharmacy,  gardening,  agricultural  accounts  and  farm  manage* 
menty  moral  and  intellectual  philosophy. 

The  ability  to  enter  this  year's  courses,  is  dependent  so  much  on  the 
students  having  gone  through  the  studies  of  the  preceding  year,  and  the 
latter  being  peculiar  to  an  agricultural  college,  of  which  there  no  others  in 
tl»  country,  no  students  prepared  to  enter  it  are  likely  to  apply. 

Students  who  successfally  complete  this  course  of  studies,  and  pasra 
satisfaetory  examination,  and  prepare  a  dissertation, of  not  less  than  fifteea 
pages  of  foolscap  paper,  upon  some  scientific  or  literary  subject,  (if  scien- 
tific, it  must  embrace  an  original  investigation,)  approved  by  the  facuitj, 
and  whose  general  standing  in  the  school  shall  have  been  good,  shall  open 
the  recommendation  of  the  faculty,  have  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Scien- 
tific and  Practical  Agricolture,  B.  8.  A.,  conferred  upon  them  by  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  college. 

Fifth  year,  students,  who  after  having  taken  the  degree  of  B.  8.  A.  shall 
devote  three  years  to  practical  agrienlture,  or  to  any  intellectual  pursuit  or 
profession,  shall  take  the  degree  of  Master  of  Scientific  or  Practical  Agri- 
culture, M.  S.  A.,  or,  if  they  remain  another  year  in  the  institution,  and 
devote  their  time  to  special  investigation,  they  can  take  this  degree  at  the 
termination  of  the  year. 

Private  laboratories  with  means  for  investigation,  will  be  fitted  up  for 
graduates  of  this  or  any  other  college,  in  which  to  pursue  prolonged,  spe- 
cial, scientific  investigation.  Graduates  of  literary  colleges,  who  may  onfy 
have  pursued  an  ordinary  text-book  course  in  science,  and  who  wish  to  de- 
vote some  time  more  especially  to  science,  in  connection  wit)^  agricultural 
practice,  can  take  any  part  of  the  above  course,  or  devote  themselvea  to 
scientific  investigation  with  the  graduates  of  the  fifth  year,  at  the  same 
time  they  are  familiarising  themselves  with  the  details  of  agricultural  prac- 
tice on  the  farm. 

The  valley  and  neighboring  mountains  afford  rare  opportunities  for  bo* 
tanical  study  ;  and  for  physical  geography,  paleontology  and  geology.  This 
district  is  unsurpassed  by  any  other  in  the  country.  The  great  Synclinal 
and  Anticlinal  Palteozic  waves  east  of  the  Alleghenies,  are  here  shown  in 
every  variety  of  position  and  angle  of  inclination,  while  good  outcrops  of 
nearly  all  the  sub-divisions  of  the  pala&zoic  rocks  from  the  lowest  to  the  coal 
measure,  are  to  be  seen.  Frequent  excursions  are  made  with  classes  ta 
obeerve  theuL 

MMemaHcs, — A  transit  instrument  of  first  quality  for  field  work,  ordi- 
nary surveying  apparatus^  with  compass,  for  the  use  of  students,  and  mathe* 
matical  figures  and  forms  for  illustrating  geometrical  and  cry^tallograplnc 
priacipleg; 
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Natural  Philosophy, — ^Large  electrical  macbifle,  air-pamps,  magnetic  ma- 
ehine,  galvaDic  batteries,  an  extensive  collection  of  apparatus  for  illustrating 
the  principles  of  optics,  statics,  dynamics,  mechanics,  pneumatics,  Ac,  and 
opportunities  are  offered  for  students  learning  to  use  this  apparatus  them- 
selyes. 

Chemistry, — A  large  collection  of  apparatus  adapted  to  the  lecture  room 
md  class  recitations,  for  illustrating  principles  bj  experiments;  also,  a 
large  chemical  laboratory  for  beginners,  and  two  other  smaller  laboratories, 
each  affording  room  for  twenty-four  more  advanced  students,  and  several 
private  laboratories  for  special  agricultural  scientific  investigation,  all  fitted 
up  with  tbe  aids  and  appliances  of  the  best  German  laboratories,  where  the 
students  may  pursue  a  thorough  course  of  qualitative  and  qualitative  analy* 
sis.  Also,  collections  of  marls,  artificial  manures,  limestones,  ores,  min- 
erals, <bc.,  from  different  localities  of  America  and  Europe. 

Botany. — Herbariums  with  extensive  collections  of  American  and  Euro- 
pean plants,  microscopes^  a  botanical  garden  and  green  house  with  native 
and  foreign  plants,  nursery  for  practice  in  budding,  grafting,  &c.,  and  auatomi- 
cal  preparations  for  illustrating  vegetable  structures.  The  neigLboring  flora, 
embracing,  as  it  does,  the  wide  range  of  the  valley  and  mountain  soil,  affords 
excellent  opportunities  for  botanical  excursions. 

Geology  and  Paleontology. — A  collection  of  nearly  six  thousand  speci- 
mens of  rocks,  limestones,  fossils,  ores,  Ac,  collected  from  all  parts  of  the 
State — together  with  a  large  collection  from  Europe.  The  neighborhood  is 
one  of  the  finest  in  the  world  for  the  study  of  the  numerous  sub  divisions  of 
of  the  Palaeozoic  rocks,  from  the  "  primal "  to  the  "serai  '^  of  Rogers,  in  all 
of  which  the  student  will  have  an  opportunity  of  obtairing  good  spf^cimens 
on  geological  excursions. 

Mineralogy  and  Gry^llography, — A  good  collectioii,  embraciug  speci- 
mens of  all  the  ordinary  minerals  known,  and  many  rare  specimens ;  also, 
collections  of  models,  of  crystals,  blow-pipe  apparatus  for  mineral  testing, 
&o. 

Practical  Agriculture  and  EorticuUure.'^A  farm  of  four  hundred  acres 
limestone  land  of  excellent  natural  quality,  coming  into  a  good  state  of  cul- 
tivation, with  all  the  tools,  implements,  and  machines  for  efficient  farm  prac- 
tice. Experiments  with  all  the  chemical  elements  of  manures  are  carried 
out  every  session,  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  the  effects  of  each 
element  alone  and  in  combination,  as  also  experiments  as  to  the  time 
of  planting  and  sowing  seeds,  and  applying  manures.  Each  Htiit.rit  will 
have  an  opportunity  of  learning  all  the  varied  operations  of  or<i  >  •. y  farm, 
garden  and  nursery  work,  in  ounection  with  the  mauageiu.  .  )t  farm 
gtock.     A  small  nursery  is  et<(>fcially  devoted  te  prac  ^  j^  ^deBta. 

There  are  alio  extensive  vineyar  ,  orchards,  &c. 
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Library.-^An  extensive  collection,  comprising  several  thoasaad  yohime« 
of  choice  literarj  and  scientific  works,  with  maps,  diagrams  and  charts,  are 
accessible  to  the  student. 

Beading  Boom, — A  comfortable  room  with  all  the  leading  scientific  and 
literarj  papers  and  journals,  is  set  apart  for  a  reading  room  in  the  building. 

SiuderUs^  Societies.—- There  has  been  in  the  institution  from  the  time  of 
its  first  organization,  two  students'  societies,  the  "Gresson  Literary"  aod 
the  ''Washington  AgriculturaP'  societies.  Each  society  has  a  large  and 
commodious  room  in  which  to  hold  its  meetings,  as  also  adjoining  rooms  for 
libraries,  all  fitted  up  in  appropriate  style  by  the  members  of  the  respedire 
societies. 

The  character  of  the  full  course  of  studies  is  sufficiently  indicated  bj 
what  has  just  been  given  in  relation  to  them.  They  are  arranged  to  com- 
bine the  study  of  scientific  principles  with  their  practical  application. 

The  student  studies  each  of  the  several  sciences  purely  as  a  Bcientite 
study,  and  then  his  attention  is  devoted  to  their  practical  application  to 
agriculture  and  the  industrial  arts.  For  example,  he  studies  the  science  of 
chemistry,  in  the  class-room  and  laboratory,  until  he  is  able  to  analyse  all 
the  substances  that  will  be  presented  to  him,  as  ores,  rocks  and  minerals  for 
the  miner ;  slags,  fuel>  metals  and  alloys  for  the  furnace  operator,  reaidnal 
products  for  the  manufacturing  chemist,  poisonous  substances  and  abnor- 
mal secretions  for  the  physician,  adulterated  articles  for  the  consume,  and 
soils,  marls,  limestones,  phosphates,  guanoes,  ashes,  and  all  other  articlec 
used  or  consumed  in  agriculturo,  for  the  farmer. 

His  attention  is  then  devoted  to  the  agricultural  bearings  of  the  science. 
The  manures  found  in  the  market  are  put  in  his  hands.  He  learns  by  aaa- 
lyzing  them  to  distinguish  between  the  good  and  bad,  and  his  labors  are  bo 
superintended  that  his  results  will  be  valuable  to  the  farmers  of  the  county 
when  published.  A  large  number  of  the  analyses  of  manures  found  in  the 
market  have  already  been  published.  A  course  of  experiments  upon  the 
farm,  with  dififerent  kinds  of  manures  for  different  plants,  is  also  being 
carried  out,  from  year  to  year,  upon  a  large  scale,  while  smaller  plots,  with 
suitable  manures,  are  alloted  to  students,  that  they  may  repeat  for  them- 
selves the  experiments  of  the  larger  plot  on  a  small  scale,  and  thus  famili- 
arize themselves  with  the  experimental  processes  by  which,  with  the  use 
of  a  few  simple  manures,  they  may  ascertain  what  soils  need  to  bring  them 
to  the  highest  degree  of  perfection — a  desideratum  once  sought  by  soil  ana- 
lyses, but  never  attained  by  them. 

Experience  has  often  demonstrated  l^at  many  students  who  are  incapa- 
ble of  making  progress  in  mathematical  studies,  are  well  qualified  for  mak- 
ing successful  students  of  the  natural  sciences.  In  order  not  to  prevent 
those  who  may  not  be  able  to  go  through  the  higher  mathematics  of  the 
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fdll  coarse  ftome^jing  the  benefits  of  the  natural  scienees  of  the  whole 
course,  the  "  Partial  Scientific  and  Practical  Cooree"  has  been  instituted. 
Students  in  this  oowrBe  will  pnrsoe  the  same  studies  as  those  of  the  full 
course,  excepting  analytical  geometry,  the  differential  and  integral  calcuks, 
and  the  higher  mechanics. 

A  practical  course  is  designed  for  such  students  as  may  wish  to  remain 
for  a  limited  period  of  time,  in  order  to  see  the  various  arts  and  operations 
of  the  farm,  garden  and  nursery,  and  at  the  same  time  attend  some  of  the 
classes  in  the  college,  and  thus  get  a  general  idea  of  the  subjects  taught, 
without  studying  them  with  sufficient  thoroughness  to  graduate. 

It  is  intended  more  particularly  for  such  as  may  have  become  too  old,  or 
who  are  too  delicate  to  take  the  entire  course,  but  who  wish  to  acquire 
special  practical  and  general  scientific  knowledge,  preparatory  to  going  upon 
a  farm. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing,  that  the  Agricultural  Oollege  of  Penn- 
sylvania is  designed  to  occupy  a  place  in  our  educational  system  not  here- 
tofore occupied  rather  than  to  come  into  competition  with  any  educational 
institutions  already  in  existence.  Its  course  of  studies  and  practical  ope- 
rations are  such  that  the  student  may,  with  profit,  go  through  the  last  two 
years  of  the  latter,  either  before  or  after  he  has  completed  the  ordinary 
course  of  a  literary  college. 

The  student  has  an  opportunity  of  seeing  all  the  practical  operations  of 
the  farm,  garden  and  nursery  performed  in  the  most  approved  manner,  with 
the  use  of  the  best  manures,  seeds,  tools  and  implements ;  and,  what  is  of 
more  Importance  than  this,  he  studies  in  the  9la8S-room  and  laboratory,  the 
scientific  principles  involved  in  all  he  does,  and  by  becoming  a  scientific 
man,  and  analytical  chemist,  he  is  enabled  to  protect  himself  and  others 
against  the  A*auds  and  cheats  that  are  continually  being  practiced  upon  the 
uneducated,  by  dealers  who  are  themselves  either  ignorant  of  science,  or 
who  use  it  to  impose  upon  the  community.  He  learns  how  to  study  the 
geology,  mineralogy  and  chemistry  of  the  soil  he  cultivates,  the  botany  of 
the  plant  he  grows,  and  the  laws  of  health  and  disease  of  the  animals  he 
uses. 

In  a  word,  he  is  made  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  laws  and  pheno- 
mena of  the  material  world  with  which  he  is  in  immediate  contact,  and  about 
which  farmers  are  most  deplorably  ignorant,  but  a  knowledge  of  which  is 
essential  .to  their  material  success,  or  intellectual  pleasure,  in  the  pursuit  of 
the  duties  of  rural  life. 

To  persons  in  cities  who  may  wish  their  sons  to  become  acquainted  with 
the  details  of  practical  agriculture  and  science,  and  at  the  same  time  to  cul- 
tivate the  associations  of  rural  life,  either  with  a  view  to  ultimately  settling 
upon  farms,  or  to  increasing  their  capacity  for  busiaess  in  town,  by  the  as- 
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0O<y(ations  thus  onltiTated  with  the  habits  of  the  eoualry',  the  Agricnlisnl 
College  of  PenosylvaDia  affords  excellent  adirantages. 

Persons  wishing  a  good  scientific  aad  i^raetloal  kaowledge  of  ohemi«trj, 
with  a  view  to  draggistrj-,  pharmacy  or  the  muiafftotare  of  chemical  salts 
or  manares,  or  parsaing  the  operations  of  mining,  engiaeering,  or  aoj  of  the 
industrial  arts,  will  find  rare  oppertanities  at  a  comparatively  insignifieaiit 
eost  here. 

All  will  find  the  advantages  of  a  most  healthy  and  pleasant  location,  in  a 
neighborhood  of  good  morals,  free  from  the  allurements  of  city  or  village 
life,  and  of  an  opportunity  for  forming  acquaintances  with  young  men  of 
respectability  from  all  parts  of  the  State. 

In  addition  to  the  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  paid  in  advance,  students  will 
incur  only  the  following  expenses  : 

Books  and  Stationery. — These  will  be  supplied  at  city  retail  prices,  and 
will  cost  about  eight  dollars  per  term  for  the  third  and  fourth  classes,  and 
ten  dollars  per  term  for  the  first  and  second  classes. 

Apparatus. — The  students  of  the  second  class  will  require  about  fifteen 
dollars  worth  of  apparatus,  with  which  to  study  chemical  analysis  in  the 
laboratory.  This,  when  not  damaged,  will  be  taken  back,  if  desired,  at  the 
close  of  the  term,  at  the  reduction  of  twenty-five  per  cent  on  the  first  cxa^ 
With  ordinary  care,  when  the  apparatus  is  returned,  the  cost  of  it  per  term 
will  not  exceed  eight  dollars. 

InoidefUal  Expenses, — A  slight  incidental  expense  will  be  incurred  for 
light,  broom,  towels,  pitcher,  wash  basin,  &c.,  in  all  not  exceeding  five  dol- 
lars per  annum. 

Economy, — As  it  is  desirable  to  impress  upon  students  the  necessi^  of 
forming  habits  of  economy,  parents  are  advised  not  to  be  too  liberal  in 
giving  them  money ;  and  they  are  recommended  to  deposit  such  sums  as 
they  may  intend  for  their  sons  or  wards  in  the  hands  of  the  faculty,  who 
will  see  that  it  is  not  spent  improperly. 

Clothes. — Each  student  should  come  prepared  with  an  additional  suit  of 
clothes,  of  common  material,  for  wearing  while  working  on  the  farm.  As 
warm  weather  will  commence  soon  after  the  beginning  of  the  term,  he 
should  also  make  arrangements^  previous  to  entering,  for  a  supply  of  sum- 
mer clothing. 

Although  not  indispensable,  some  delicate  students  have  found  an  advan- 
tage in  bringing  with  them  a  thick  comfortable  for  their  beds  during  a  few 
cold  days  just  after  the  opening  of  college,  or  near  its  close. 

The  institution  is  located  in  Centre  county,  near  the  geographical  centre 
of  the  State,  at  a  distance  of  about  twenty-one  miles  north-east  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania railroad,  at  Spruce  Creek,  and  about  the  same  distance  north-west 
of  it  at  Lewistown,  and  nine  miles  south-west  of  Bellefonte.    Its  site  em- 
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bra«e9  a  limeBtone  soil  of  good  nataral  quality,  in  a  fine  healthy  district^ 
affording  a  view  of  the  beautiful  Penn's  ralley,  in  which  it  is  situated,  and 
which,  at  this  point,  is  about  ten  miles  wide.  On  the  north-west,  at  a  dis- 
tance of  about  six  miles,  is  seen  the  long  range  of  the  Bald  Eagle  mountains, 
and  beyond  these  die  smoky  summits  of  the  Alleghenies.  In  the  opposite 
direction,  at  an  equal  distance,  are  seen  the  rolling  ridges  of  the  Seven 
mountains,  while  to  the  south-west,  as  far  as  the  eye  can  reach,  extends  the 
Penn's  valley,  and  in  the  opposite  direction,  at  the  distance  of  about  three 
miles,  Nittany  mountain  rises  abruptly,  and  divides  it  into  two  valleys, 
Penn's  and  Nittany.  With  these  mountains  in  the  horizon,  and  an  inter- 
mediate landscape  of  five  to  ten  miles,  interspersed  with  farms  and  timbered 
lands,  few  points  in  the  State  afford  finer  views  than  that  from  the  cupola 
of  the  college  buildings. 
The  school  may  be  reached  by  students  or  visitors, 

1.  By  the  Pennsylvania  railroad  to  Spruce  Creek,  Lewistown  or  Tyrone. 
From  Spruce  Creek,  a  stage  leaves  on  Tuesdays,  Thursdays  and  Saturdays, 
passing  the  school  for  Bellefonte,  and  returning  on  the  intermediate  days. 
Daily  stages  from  Lewistown  and  Tyrone  run  to  Bellefonte,  which  latter 
place  is  accessible  to  the  school  by  the  Spruce  Creek  stage,  or  by  livery  ac- 
commodation. 

2.  By  the  Sunbury  and  Erie  railroad  to  Lock  Haven,  and  thence  by  stage 
to  Bellefonte  and  the  school,  as  just  mentioned.  The  Loek  Haven  and  Ty- 
rone railroad  which  passes  within  six  miles  of  the  college,  will,  it  is  hoped, 
be  finished  before  the  opening  of  the  next  session.  By  it,  studeits  can  come 
to  Bellefonte  from  either  the  Pennsylvania  Central,  or  the  Sunbury  and  Erie 
railroad.

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SUBJECTS  OF  GRADUATING  DISSERTATIONS. 

h    On  the  Manufacture  of  Super-phospTiaies  of  Lime,  by  John  F.  MUe$ 
and  Frederick  WaUSf  Jr, 

This  subject  is  considered  more  particularly  in  regard  to  manafactnnng 
snper-phosphates  upon  a  small  scale,  with  a  yiew  to  obtain  a  method  bj 
which  farmers  may  convert  bones,  phosphatic  guanos,  and  other  sources  of 
insoluble  phosphates  into  soluble  phosphates.  It  embraces  the  considera^ 
tion  of  making  raw-bone  phosphate,  and  burned-bone  phosphate,  from  the 
ordinary  bones  of  the  butcher  shop  ;  as  also  that  of  making  super-pho^hates 
from  sombrero,  guano. 

n.  On  Some  Oround  Bones,  and  Raw  Bone  Super-phosphaies  in  Uie  Mar- 
kei,  by  Robert  K  Furat  and  J.  W.  Orr. 

This  dissertation  gives  the  analysis  of  Baugh  &  Sons'  raw-bone  super- 
phosphate ;  also  their  ground  raw  bones ;  together  with  Cope's  raw-boot 
super-phosphate,  and  some  other  phosphatic  manures.  The  physical  char- 
acter of  the  manures  is  discussed,  involving  the  consideration  of  how  fu 
the  manufacturers  have  solved  the  difficult  practical  question  of  reducing 
raw  bones  to  the  requisite  degree  of  fineness  for  the  efficient  action\>f  sul- 
phuric acid.  The  chemical  examination  affords  the  data  for  caleoJating 
the  proper  commercial  value  of  the  manure,  according  to  the  established 
methods  of  scientific  agriculturists. 

in.  On  Ordinary  Super-phosphaies,  and  Other  Artificial  Manures  in  the 
Market,  by  K  T.  Harvey  and  Oeo.  Gleim,  Jr. 

In  this  dissertation  the  following  artificial  manures  have  been  considered : 
Rhodes's  super-phosphate  of  lime,  Rogers  &  Gest's  nitrogeni zed  super-phos- 
phate, Mapes's  nitrogenized  super- phosphate,  Allen  &  Needles's  super-phos- 
phate, Mycoett  &  Perkins's  super-phosphate,  Patton's  phosphatic  guano,  and 
some  other  manures  found  in  the  Philadelphia  market.  The  chemical  and 
physical  character  of  each  is  discussed ;  and  the  analysis,  and  the  calcu- 
lated proper  commercial  values  are  given. 

Note. — It  is  proper  to  stale  that  there  can  be  no  question  about  the  gen- 
uineness of  all  the  specimens  received  and  analyzed,  as  the  specimens  were 
taken  from  bags  or  barrel-fulls  of ^ach,  purchased  through  a  responsible 
fkrmer  directly  from  the  manufacturers,  or  their  accredited  agents.

TV.  On  the  IdmesUmes  of  Kishacoquillas  Valley,  by  J,  P.  Alexander  and 

A.  J.  Fisher. 

A  large  number  of  specimens  from  the  different  parts  of  this  interesting 
valley  were  analyzed.     They  were  principally  from  the  auroral  and  matinid 
rockSy  and  taken  from  parts  freshly  broken,  and  from  weathered  surfaces, 
and  from  kilns  and  lime-pits  where  the  action  of  the  lime  upon  the  land  . 
bad  been  observed  by  farmers  for  some  time. 

V.  On  the  Chemical  and  Physical  Analysis  of  Soils,  by  B,  B.  Peffer. 

Mr.  Peffer  examined  a  large  number  of  soils  and  sub-soils  from  different 
geological  formations,  and  from  under  different  topographical  conditions 
and  different  degrees  of  agricultural  improvement,  with  a  view  to  tracing 
the  relations  between  the  different  considerations  thus  involved  and  the 
peculiarities  exhibited  by  physical  analysis. 

In  common  with  all  other  educational  institutions,  in  the  loyal  States,  the 
regular  quiet  of  the  college  course  has  been  at  times  disturbed  by  the  ex- 
citing facts  and  rumors  growing  out  of  the  unfortunate  condition  of  our 
country.  Yet,  notwithstanding  this  source  of  disturbance,  the  faculty  take 
pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  success  of  the  college,  as  regards  the 
average  number  of  students  in  attendance,  their  progress  in  class,  and  the 
general  disposition  to  acknowledge  the  necessity  of  moral  discipline^  and  to 
Bubmit  to  it,  has  been  more  satisfactory  than  during  any  preceding  session 
of  the  college.  For  the  first  time  an  entire  session  has  been  passed  withoot 
any  expulsion  from  college.  Most  especially  should  the  members  of  \h» 
second  and  third  classes,  almost  without  exception,  be  honorably  noticed, 
aa  having  by  their  influence  and  example  done  much  to  produce  this  state 
of  tilings. 

This  honorary  notice  would  also  extend  to  the  principal  part  of  the  fourth 
class,  and  those  to  whom  it  would  not  extend,  owe  their  failings  rather  to 
youthful  inexperience  than  to  bad  motives. 

In  conclusion,  the  officers  of  the  institution  would  express  their  confidence 
in  the  practicability  of  combining  manual  labor  with  the  acquisition  of^ 
eeientific  and  literary  knowledge,  and  in  the  entire  success  of  the  enterprise 
AS  originally  contemplated  by  the  founders  of  the  institution. 


OPERATIONS  OP  OOLLBGB  DURING  1863. 

The  fifth  annual  session  of  the  college  opened  upon  the  18th  of  February, 
and  closed  upon  the  16th  of  December,  1863.  Owing  to  the  unexpected 
delay  in  the  principal  contractor  completing  the  work  specified  in  his  con* 
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tract,  and  to  the  difficulty  in  getting  mechanics  to  do  the  work  not  indnded 
in  his  contract,  the  college  was  not  completed  at  the  time  of  the  opening  of 
the  session,  as  was  anticipated  when  the  catalogue  of  1662  was  iseaed ; 
consequently  it  was  with  difficulty  that  accommodations  could  be  provided 
for  the  increased  number  of  students  who  applied  for  admission.  The  work 
of  completing  the  college  buildings  was  pushed  on  with  what  hands  could 
be  obtained  after  the  opening  of  the  session,  till  the  rebel  inrasion  took 
them  all  away  from  their  work ;  and  at  the  same  time  nearly  all  the  stu- 
dents of  the  first  and  second  classes,  together  with  the  professor  of  mathe- 
matics, volunteered  for  the  emergency,  to  defend  the  State.  Daring  the 
early  part  of  the  season,  the  farmer  was  afflicted  with  a  prolonged  and 
•evere  illness,  and  at  a  later  period  an  accident,  resulting  in  a  broken  bone, 
obliged  the  president  of  the  college  to  be  absent  for  several  weeks  in  Phi  a- 
delphia  to  secure  surgical  treatment. 

These  and  other  interruptions,  combined  with  the  constant  attention  re- 
quired by  the  mechanics  who  were  fitting  up  the  laboratories,  museum,  lec- 
ture and  recitation  rooms  for  use,  necessarily  interfered  very  mneh  with  the 
regpilar  order  of  the  college. 

But  the  principal  part  of  the  students,  who  went  to  war,  returned  in 
time  to  prosecute  their  studies  nearly  up  to  the  end  of  the  coarse  for  the 
year.  And  the  work  at  the  college  building  was  so  far  advanced,  that  abont 
the  middle  of  October  the  new  kitchen  and  dining  room,  in  the  main  eoUege 
building,  were  completed,  and  made  use  of  at  once,  when  it  was  found  that 
tke  several  fixtures  for  cooking  and  baking  answered  very  well  for  l^e  pur- 
pose designed  by  them.  The  old,  dilapidated  shanties,  so  long  used  as 
kitchen  and  dining  hall,  were  immediately  removed.  About  the  beginnii^ 
of  October,  the  graduating  class. and  the  resident  graduates  entered  the  new 
laboratory,  and  two  weeks  afterwards  the  second  class  entered  the  labora- 
.  tory  designed  for  them.  A  little  later  the  new  chapel  was  finished,  and 
Bear  the  close  of  the  session  was  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  college. — 
The  work  at  the  new  recitation- room,  museums  and  library,  was  just  being 
completed  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and  the  building  committee  were  at 
that  time  preparing  to  report  the  building  entirely  finished.  Every  thing 
about  the  building  so  far  has  proved  itself  admirably  adapted  to  the  pecu- 
liar purpose  designed  by  it.  And  notwithstanding  all  the  disadvantages 
under  which  the  college  has  labored  from  the  war,  and  its  associated  excite- 
ments, together  with  the  disturbances  caused  by  carrying  on  the  work  of 
completing  the  new  buildings,  the  success  of  the  last  year  has  been  very 
satisfactory.  One  hundred  and  fbrly-two  students  have  been  in  attendance 
during  the  year,  and  the  progress  made  in  study  has  been  more  than  could 
have  been  expected  with  so  many  causes  of  disturbance. 

During  the  year  an  elementary  department  has  been  organized  under  the 
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especial  charge  of  an  experienced  teacher,*in  which  students,  who  are  not 
safficientlj  far  advanced  to  enter  the  regular  college  course,  may  be  pre- 
pared to  do  so.  It  is  devoted  to  reading,  writing,  and  spelling,  English 
grammar,  arithmetic,  and  other  elementary  branches. 

Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  a  farmer  adapted 
to  the  peculiar  necessities  of  the  institution,  and  hence  several  different 
managers  have  in  succession  had  charge  of  the  farm.  It  is,  however,  now 
believed  that  this  position  is  satisfactorily  filled. 

The  productive  resources  of  the  farm  have  been  gradually  developed  ;  but 
much  is  still  wanting  to  bring  it  up  to  the  highest  possible  standing  of 
American  farming.  The  work  is  all  done  by  the  students,  as  exhibited  by 
the  following  table  of  the  daily  order  of  exercises  at  the  college,  for  1863^: 
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The  table  win  safScientlj  explain  itself.  The  work  is  kept  up  dnrlng 
twel7e  hours  of  the  day,  and  eyery  student  is  required  to  work  three  hours. 
A  number  of  students  ha7e  special  duties  assigned  them,  which  they  can 
do  any  hour  of  the  day  that  will  not  interfere  with  their  studies.  With 
Tery  few  exceptions,  they  perform  their  work  with  cheerfulness  and  etB- 
dency,  and  many  of  them  attain  a  high  degree  of  proficiency  in  the  details 
of  the  farm,  so  that  they  can  be  trusted  with  the  superintendence  of  the 
most  complicated  machinery  used  in  agricultural  practice.  The  want  of  a 
special  professor  of  practical  agriculture,  who  would'be  thoroughly  conver- 
sant with  agricultural  practice  over  the  clTilized  world,  as  well  as  with  its 
history  in  past  times,  and  who  would  be  competent  to  condense  his  know- 
ledge upon  the  subject  into  lectures  before  the  students,  has  also  been  much 
felt,  as  there  are  no  books  yet  written  in  any  language  that  contain  the 
knowledge  which  these  lectures  should  impart  It  is  hoped  that  some  en- 
terprising student  of  talent  will  yet  be  found  who,  after  going  through  the 
college  course,  will  devote  four  or  five  years  of  especial  study  to  this  sub- 
ject, in  order  to  supply  the  want  here  felt;  till  then  the  teaching  in  practi- 
cal agriculture  will  be  confined  principally  to  the  practical  operations  upon 
the  farm  and  garden,  without  that  more  extended  knowledge  of  the  whole 
subject  which  such  a  professor  might  impart. 

A  number  of  experiments  in  agricultural  practice  has  been  instituted 
upon  the  farm,  but  the  constant  care  and  great  labor  and  time  required  to 
carry  on  agricultural  experiments  with  accuracy  is  such  that  the  many  dis- 
turbing causes,  to  which  allusion  has  already  been  made^  together  with  the 
fact  that  the  teaching  force  of  the  college  has  been  small,  have  prevented 
them  from  bemg  followed  up  to  as  final  and  satisfactory  results  as  would 
have  been  desirable. 

A  careful  and  thorough  investigation  upon  the  influence  of  different  nu- 
tricient  element  on  the  growth  of  corn  was  undertaken  by  two  resident 
graduates,  G.  A.  Smith,  M.  S.  A.,  and  John  F.  Miles,  M.  8.  A.,  early  in 
ihe  spring.  It  was  in  part  a  prolongation  of  an  investigation  by  Mr.  Miles 
and  Frederick  Watts,  Jr.,  B.  S.  A.,  made  during  the  preceding  year,  upon 
the  best  method  of  manufacturing  artificial  manures. 

All  known  nutrient  elements  of  plants  were  tried  in  different  combinations 
upon  different  plots  of  com,  and  the  indications  were,  up  to  the  time  of  tlie 
State  invasion  by  the  rebel  army,  that  the  crops  would  be  doubled  by  th« 
application  of  the  super-phosphates  they  made  and  applied,  as  also  by  the 
sulphate  of  ammonia,  while  many  other  nutrient  substances  did  very  little 
good.  But  the  crops  were  subsequently  so  subjected  (during  the  absence  of 
the  experimentors  at  the  time  of  the  rebel  invasion)  to  the  incursions  of 
hog^  and  cattle,  that  the  value  of  the  experiment  was  thereby  very  much 
impaiied. 
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It  is  hoped  that  the  college  will  before  long  be  in  a  condition  to  make  ex- 
perimental inyestigatioDS  upon  that  and  similar  subjects.  As  jet  no  means 
for  experimental  purposes  hare  been  provided.  The  verj  low  rates  of  ad- 
mission for  students,  together  with  the  high  price  to  which  every  thing 
purchased  has  arisen,  makes  it  impossible  to  use  the  student  fund  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  agricultural  investigatious.  The  students  in  the  highest 
class  in  college  have,  as  a  part  of  their  course,  made  analysis  of  all  the 
principal  manures  sold  in  the  markets  of  Pennsylvania,  thus  doing  an 
amount  of  work  which*,  if  charged  for  at  the  ordinary  price  of  chemical  an- 
idysis,  would  amount  to  several  hundred  dollars. 

The  analysis  demonstrated,  beyond  the  possibility  of  contradiction,  thai 
nine-tenths  of  the  artificial  manures  sold  in  the  market  are  monstrous  swin- 
dles, and  point  to  the  imperative  necessity  of  some  legislation  upon  the 
'  subject  to  protect  the  farmer  and  those  who  sell  them. 

The  most  simple  and  effectual  and  economical  method  of  doing  this  woaM 
be  for  the  Legislature  to  pass  an  act  requiring  manure  manufacturers  to  pub- 
lish analysis  of  the  manures  they  sell,  and  then  to  attach  a  penalty  to  sell- 
ing them  with  less  of  the  several  valuable  elements  they  contain  than  the 
amount  specified  by  the  analysis.  Such  a  law  could  do  no  possible  injus- 
tice to  the  manufacturer,  and  it  would  protect  the  farmer. . 

The  analysis  should  state  the  following  particulars,  to  wit :  the  amount 
of  potash  and  phosphoric  acid,  in  combination,  soluble  in  water ;  the  amount 
of  phosphoric  acid  in  unsoluble  combination ;  the  amount  of  sulphuric  add, 
and  of  nitrogen,  in  the  form  of  ammonia  salts,  and  the  amount  in  other 
combinations. 

The  manufacturer  might  state  how  much  of  any  other  element  the  manure 
might  contain  which  he  deemed  important,  and  then  the  farmer,  knowing 
what  these  were,  could  exercise  his  own  judgment  about  whether  his  land 
wanted  those  substances  or  not.  If  any  farmer  used  a  manure  he  might 
get  it  analysed  at  once,  or  he  might  save  a  portion  from  each  barrel  before 
using  it,  and  put  it  away  for  future  reference,  if  necessary.  If  he  found  the 
nanure  used  to  meet  his  expectations,  in  increasing  the  crop,  he  might  be 
disposed  to  assume  that  it  contained  all  that  was  claimed  to  be  in  it.  I^ 
on  the  other  hand,  it  did  no  good  it  would  pay  him  to  get  it  analysed  If 
he  found  it  did  not  contain  the  proper  amount  of  nutricient  elements,  as 
•4ated  in  the  analysis  of  the  manufacturer,  he  could  recover  damages  i^m 
the  latter,  including  cost  of  analysis.  If  it  did  contain  all  that  was  claimed 
for  it,  the  farmer  would  then  know  that  his  land  did  not  want  those  elements, 
Ud  this  knowledge  would  be  of  great  value  to  him.  Suppose,  for  ejtam- 
ple,  a  manufacturer,  according  to  the  proposed  law,  was  selling  a  manure 
Which  be  claimed,  by  analysis,  to  contain  nitrogen  sufficiMit  to  make  twenty 
per  cent  of  ammonia ;  suppose  a  farmer,  under  the  idea  that  nitro§^i 
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UL  ezoellent  manure  for  wheat  crops,  were  to  pnrohase  a  few  tons  of  this 
manure,  and  on  using  it  found  no  benefit.  Then  suppose  on  analysis,  he 
found  the  manure  did  contain  nitrogen  sufficient  for  twenty  per  cent,  of  am- 
monia, he  would  know  that  nitrogen  alone  would  not  increase  his  crops. 
Without  the  analysis  he  would  know  nothing  about  it,  because  he  would 
not  know  what  the  manure  did  contain. 

He  might  next  purchase  a  phosphatio  manure — a  super-phosphate  which 
the  maDufacturer  might  claim  contained  ten  per  cent,  phosphoric  acid,  sohi«- 
ble  in  water,  and  four  per  cent,  insoluble.  He  might  use  it  with  no  better 
results — be  might,  on  analysis,  find  it  did  not  contain  one-fourth  of  the  ele- 
ments claimed  for  it — and,  hence,  he  could  recover  damages  and  cost  of  an- 
alysis. Itis  confidence  in  super-phosphates  would  not  be  impaired,  and  he 
might  try  and  get  a  better  article,  and  this  might  g^ve  him  satisfactory  re* 
suits. 

It  is  quite  time  that. our  farmers,  particularly  those  in  the  eastern  part 
of  our  State,  where  artificial  manures  are  largely  sold,  should  demand  of 
the  Legislature,  protection  of  the  kind  indicated.  Such  protection  would 
soon  drive  the  irresponsible  manufacturer  of  spurious  manures  from  the  mar* 
ket,  aod  by  concentrating  patronage  upon  the  manufactures  of  good  articles 
enable  them  to  sell  at  cheaper  rates  than  they  possibly  can  in  a  market 
where  no  distinction  is  made  between  spurious  and  good  manures.  Such 
are  the  conclusions  to  which  the  investigations  of  the  professors  and  stu- 
dent^ have  led  them. 

But  little  attention  has  yet  been  given  to  stock  raising,  and  the  cattle 
upon  the  farm  have  been  principaHy  such  as  could  be  bought  upon  the  most 
advantageous  terms  for  fattening  to  kill  for  use.  It  is,  however,  the  design 
of  the  trustees,  as  soon  as  the  income  of  the  college  will  admit  of  it,  to  en«> 
gage  the  services  of  a  professor  of  veterinary  surgery  and  pharmacy,  whose 
entire  attention  will  be  devoted  to  the  diseases  of  animals,  the  modes  of 
raising  and  improving,  fattening  and  taking  care  of  them ;  as  also,  to  ex- 
periment upon  the  relative  and  absolute  value  of  different  kinds  of  cattle 
foods. 

Some  persons  have  expressed  disappointment  that  the  Agricultural  Col* 
lege  of  Pennsylvania  has  not  already  come  up  to  the  highest  standard  of 
excellence ;  that  it  has  not  already  a  model  farm«  with  everything  upon  it^ 
a  model  of  neatness,  order  and  efficiency ;  that  all  its  fences  and  buildings 
are  not  of  the  best  kind,  and  in  the  beet  order ;  that  all  its  crops  are  not  the 
largest,  and  best  put  in,  and  cultivated,  and  harvested,  in  the  country ;  that 
it  is  not  well  stocked  with  the  very  best  working  animals,  and  the  best  stock 
for  fattening ;  that  all  manner  of  experimentation,  upon  all  questions  not 
understood  by  larmers,  are  not  carried  out,  and  that  such  vast  and  extended 
r^foims  are  not  at  once  inaugurated  in  our  system  of  farming  as  will  etarito 
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and  astoand  the  agricaltaral  world ;  that  all  its  professorships  are  not  filkd 
with  the  ablest  men  that  can  be  fbond  for  their  se7eral  departments,  &c 
The  disappointment  of  snch  is,  in  a  great  measure,  doe  to  the  fact  that  they 
are  not  familiar  with  the  pecnniary  circnmstances  of  the  institation,  nor  with 
the  labor  and  expenses  necessary  to  found  an  agricaltaral  institation  like  it 
is  designed  to  be.  They  should  at  least  attach  some  importance  to  the  fact^ 
that  the  success  of  this  college  has  been  greater  than  that  of  any  other  agri- 
cultural college  established  either  in  this  country  or  in  Europe.  They  should 
bear  in  mind  that  several  States  attempted  to  start  agricultaral  colleges 
before  Pennsylvania  had  moved  in  the  matter,  and  they  failed  ;  and  several 
that  did  succeed  in  getting  into  operation  were  obliged  to  close  under  &e 
pressure  of  the  war.  They  should  reflect  that  all  attempts  to  combine 
manual  labor  with  advanced  scientific  and  literary  study,  both  in  this  coun- 
try and  in  Europe,  have  been  abandoned  as  impracticable,  while  this  com- 
bination has  succeeded  during  five  years  of  trial  at  this  college.  They 
should  still  further  know  that  all  our  American  colleges  of  high  character 
have  annual  incomes,  independent  of  fees  from  students,  of  from  ten  thou- 
sand to  seventy  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  they  employ  from 
fifteen  to  fifty  professors  and  teachers,  while  the  Agricultural  College  of 
Pennsylvania  has  been  obliged  to  rely  upon  the  income  from  students  alone, 
and  has  hence  not  been  able  to  employ  a  large  number  of  teachers,  and  this 
income  from  students  is  derived  from  tuition  fees  which  are  unprecedentedly 
low.  / 

So  far  from  being  disappointed  that  more  has  not  been  done  in  this  noble 
enterprise,  by  those  who  have  been  engaged  in  it,  many  persons  familiar 
with  the  expenses  involved  in  carrying  on  large  educational  institutions, 
have  expressed  surprise  that  the  college  was  able  to  go  on  at  all,  with  its 
very  low  rates  of  admission,  and  without  any  income  whatever,  except  thai 
derived  from  students. 

Bearing  all  these  things  in  mind,  it  would  be  well  for  persons  whose  idea 
of  excellence  has  not  been  filled  by  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, to  reflect  on  whether  or  not  that  ideal  has  been  properly  considered  in 
connection  with  all  the  labor  and  expense  required  to  found  an  agricultaral 
college.  Although  the  act  of  founding  such  a  college  may,  to  them,  seem 
a  very  plain,  simple  duty ;  yet  the  fact  that  so  many  attempts  have  failed, 
and  this  attempt,  though  not  exhibiting  the  highest  possible  ideal,  is  yet 
the  most  successful  effort,  thus  far,  that  ever  has  been  made,  would  it  not 
be  well  for  such  as  are  disappointed  that  more  has  not  been  done,  to  refleet 
on  whether  there  may  not  be  many  difficulties  about  so  great  a  work,  with 
which  they  are  not  familiar  ? 

There  have  been  long  periods  in  the  history  of  this  college,  in  which  peo- 
{»le  claiming  to  know,  de.aiared  with  confidence  that  the  whole  effort  to  found

the  college  would  iail,  because  its  buildings  never  could  be  completef. 
Others  thought  thej  would  be  of  no  use  when  completed,  because  they 
never  could  be  filled  with  students,  and  still  others  thought  if  filled  with 
students,  no  good  could  result,  because  their  especial  idea  of  an  agricultu- 
ral institution  was  not  carried  out  in  them. 

Amidst  all  these  doubts,  the  trustees  of  the  college  have  steadily  and  per- 
severinglj  pursued  their  labors  in  its  behalf,  without  doubting  its  ultimate 
success.  And  the  time  is  not  far  distant,  when  the  most  skeptical  in  regard 
to  its  success  will  be  obliged  to  admit  that  they  were  mistaken. 

The  recent  act  of  the  Legislature,  bestowing  upon  the  college  the  pro- 
ceeds of  the  grant  of  land  scrip  from  Congress  to  the  several  States,  will, 
before  long,  begin  to  yield  something  for  the  support  of  the  college.  And 
although  even  this  will  not  endow  it  to  the  extent  that  several  of  the  first 
olass  literary  institutions  in  the  country  are  endowed,  it  will,  nevertheless, 
suffice  to  enable  the  trustees  to  employ  such  a  corps  of  professors  and  as- 
sistants as  will  elevate  the  course  of  scientific  and  practical  instruction  in 
all  its  departments^  to  the  high  standard  demanded  by  industrial  education 
founded  upon  scientific  knowledge,  while  it  will  allow  of  scientific  inveeti- 
gation  upon  questions  of  practical  importance  to  agriculture  and  the  indus- 
trial arts. 

Any  persons,  at  all  familiar  with  the  endowments  requsite  for  large  first- 
olass  educational  institutions,  will  commend  the  wisdom  of  the  legislation 
in  granting  this  all  to  one  institution. 

It  is  true  that  Pennsylvania  had  but  one  agricultural  college  to  give  this 
scrip  to,  and  it  is  also  true  that  the  trustees  of  this  college  did  more  to  se- 
cure the  passage  of  the  bill,  donating  land  to  agricultural  colleges,  than  the 
friends  of  any  other  coUege.  It  is  true  that  one  of  their  number,  a  promi- 
nent and  influential  member  of  Congress,  labored  hard  and  successfully  for 
the  passage  of  the  bill  in  Congress,  that  this  college  might  secure  the  benefit 
of  it,  and  hence  by  courtesy  was  entitled  to  it.  Yet  despite  all  this,  had 
the  members  of  the  Legislature  not  been  men  of  enlarged  and  enlightened 
views  upon  the  means  requisite  to  endow  colleges,  they  might  have  pursued 
the  ruinous  policy  of  dividing  this  fund  among  a  number  of  institutions, 
not  leaving  sufficient  endowment  anywhere  to  enable  its  recipients  to  show 
what  an  agricultural  college  should  be.  The  wisdom  of  our  Legislature  ]« 
still  vindicated  by  the  fact,  that  the  Legislature  of  New  York  has  followed 
her  example,  and  given  all  the  proceeds  of  her  land  scrip  to  one  college, 
notwithstanding  several  colleges  in  the  State,  claiming  to  have  industrial 
departments  that  needed  endowments,  applied  for  a  part  of  the  fund.  The 
vindication  is  still  more  pointed,  when  it  is  considered  that  New  York  had 
two  large  institutions,  recently  founded  for  agricultural  and  industrial  edu- 
cation, and  which  had  about  equal  claims  upon  the  Legislature ;  and  yet 
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Aftt  body  acknowledged  the  wisdom  of  endowing  aa  inBtitation  weil,  in 
praferenoe  to  hal/'endowing  two ;  and  therefore  gave  all  the  endowment  to 
one — ^the  People's  College  at  Havana. 

Several  other  States  have  since  followed  the  same  example,  and  have 
donated  the  entire  proceeds  arising  from  the  scrip  on  lands  secured  to  oni 
agricaltural  college.  Some  of  the  smaller  States,  as  Conneeticnt  and  Rhode 
Idand,  have  not  deemed  these  amonnts  snfficient  to  endow  a  special  ool* 
lege,  and  hence  have  given  all  the  proceeds  to  one  literary  institation  in 
which  to  establish  an  agricultural  class. 

In  other  States  there  has  been  an  un/oHuncUe  rivalry  between  different 
literary  institutions,  each  asking  for  a  portion  of  the  proceeds,  and  jel 
none  of  them  having  any  proper  claim  upon  it.  Such  rivalry  has,  in  some 
cases,  paralyzed  legislative  effort,  and  little  progress  has  been  madetowavda  « 
carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the  act.  If  these  disputants  succeed  in  di- 
viding up  the  agricultural  college  fund,  they  will  be  unable  to  establish  may 
agricultural  college,  whose  standing  of  education  will  come  up  to  that  of 
those  States  in  which  the  proceeds  of  the  land  scrip  are  concentrated  oi 
one  college. 

The  students  of  such  States  will  be  obliged  to  leave  their  noHve  States 
to  attend  agricultural  colleges  of  the  highest  grade.  They  will  have  along 
time  to  repent  of  the  folly  of  the  legislation  in  their  States,  which  deprived 
them  of  the  means  of  having  one  first-class  agricultural  college,  capable  of 
employing  the  best  of  teachers  in  all  its  departments.  Pennsylvania  has 
quite  recently  received  her  quota  of  the  land  scrip,  and  it  will  at  once  be 
offered  for  sale  in  the  market,  after  which  this  noble  institution,  whidi  has 
thus  far  struggled  along  without  adequate  resources  for  its  maintenance, 
will  cease  to  tax  the  generosity  of  the  few  public  spirited  men  through 
whose  liberality  it  has  thus  far  been  kept  in  successful  operation. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  was  to  have  been  held  on  the 
9th  of  December,  1863,  but  a  quorum  of  members  not  being  present,  it  was 
decided  to  call  another  meeting,  on  the  7th  of  January,  at  Harrisboig. 

Thus  closes  the  history  of  the  Agricultural  OoUege  of  Pennsylvania  with 
the  events  of  the  present.

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A  REPORT 

Upon  a  plan  for  the  organization  of  Colleges  for  Agriculture  and 
the  Mechanic  Arts,  with  especial  reference  to  the  oiganization 
of  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  in  view  of  the  en- 
dowment of  this  Institution  by  the  Land  Scrip  Fund,  donated 
by  Congress  to  the  State  of  Pennsylvania:  addressed  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania, 
convened  at  Harrisburg,  January  6,  1864,  by  Dr.  E.  PuGn, 
President  of  the  Faculty, 


The  Pecuniary  Resources  and  Educational  character  of  the  Colleges  and 
Universities  of  the  United  States. 

There  were,  preyious  to  the  rebellion,  over  two  hundred  and  twenty  Col- 
leges and  Universities  in  the  United  States,  in  addition  to  a  number  of  Schools 
for  law,  medicine  and  theology.  No  other  class  of  lostitations  bearing  a  com- 
mon name,  differed  more  widely  in  the  valae  of  their  pecuniary  resources, 
and  in  the  extent  of  their  operations  than  did  these  Colleges  and  Universities. 

A  large  number  of  them  were  without  any  endowment  whatever,  and 
were  obliged  to  rely  wholly  upon  the  fluctuating  resources  of  their  income 
from  students ;  others  were  moderately  endowed,  but  had  their  class  rooms 
almost  filled  with  students  owning  perpetual  scholarships,  the  original  sale  of 
which  secured  the  endowment  fund ;  while  a  few  were  sufficiently  well  en- 
dowed to  enable  them  to  employ  a  large  number  of  professors  and  teachers 
with  the  proceeds  of  the  Endowment  fund  alone. 

The  number  of  Professors,  in  these  Institutions,  varied  from  as  low  as  two 
in  some  of  them,  to  forty  in  others,  while  the  number  of  students  varied  from 
twenty  to  eight  hundred,  as  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  the  statistical  tables 
of  Child's  National  Almanac  for  1863. 

The  examination  of  so  large  a  number  of  Educational  Institutions,  all  of 
which  aim  at  finishing  the  education  of  students,  most  afford  valuable  data 
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for  the  consideration  and  gaidance  of  those  who  would  foand  Indostrial  Col- 
leges; for,  although  the  course  of  instruction,  in  an  Industrial  College,  most 
be  radically  different  from  that  of  a  purely  literary  Institution,  yet  there  will 
be  important  points  of  identity  between  them,  in  matters  of  organization  ud 
the  pecuniary  resources  required  to  give  them  efficiency.  The  difference  io 
the  number  of  Professors,  which  Educational  Institutions  are  enabled  to  em- 
ploy, is  one  of  the  most  marked  sourices  of  difference  in  the  extent  of  theii 
operations. 

It  is  a  difference  which,  with  few  exceptions,  corresponds  to  the  income  of 
the  Oollege,  and  to  the  extent  and  efficiency  of  its  course  of  instraction. 

A  glance  at  the  statistical  tables  referred  to  above  exhibits  the  grefttest 
difference  amongst  these  two  hundred  and  twenty  Colleges,  in  regard  to  the 
number  of  Professors  they  employ. 

So  far  as  they  afford  the  data,  the  following  sub-division,  of  Ameiku 
Colleges,  dependent  upon  the  number  of  Professors  in  each,  has  been  made, 
to  wit : —

Were  we  to  arrange  them  in  the  order  of  the  amount  of  their  endow- 
ment, or  of  their  income,  or  the  number  of  their  students,  we  would  find 
the  differences  quite  as  marked  as  those  just  given,  for  the  number  of  their 
Professors. 

Had  we  time  to  examine  closely  the  internal  organization,  and  the  sobjects 
taught,,  and  the  means  of  teaching  in  each  of  these  Colleges,*  we  would  find 
that  all  those  with  a  small  number  of  Professors,  and  with  a  limited  income, 
were  laboring  under  a  great  many  disadvantages. 

But  without  stopping  to  dwell  upon  these  disadvantages,  we  will  consider 
the  resources  and  the  operations  of  some  of  the  most  prominent  amongst 
them.  For  this  purpose  those  in  table  I  have  been  selected.  They  em- 
brace, with  a  few  exceptions, 

Fint — All  Institutions  with  15  or  more  Professors. 

Second. — All  wUh  $400,000  or  more  endowments. 

Third. — All,  the  annual  expenses  of  which  are  over  $12,000,

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  respectfnlly  inyited  to  a  careAil  consideration 
of  the  data  afforded  by  the  above  table.  The  average  number  of  Professors 
in  these  Colleges  is  twenty- five,  while  the  average  amount  of  endovnnent  fund 
is  over  $600,000.  The  figures  in  all  the  columns  are  remarkably  suggestive 
of  the  resources  required  to  carry  on  Educational  Institutions  of  even  mod- 
erately high  character.  Had  we  time  to  examine  closely  into  the  details  of 
the  working  of  these  Institutions,  as  exhibited  in  their  annual  reports,  we 
would  find,  in  all  of  them,  the  most  indubitable  evidence  of  the  insufficiency 
of  their  resources,  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  mission  thej  are  laboring  to 
fulfil.  Whether  we  examine  their  Linguistic,  their  Literary,  or  their  Scientific 
Departments,  or  any  one  of  the  several  Professional  Schools  which  some  of 
them  have,  we  will  find,  in  all  of  them,  an  absence  of  that  thorotighness  whick 
characterises  the  highest  order  of  study.  With  very  few  exceptions,  we  will 
find  Professors  obliged  to  teach  too  many  different  things  to  teach  anything 
very  thoroughly,  or  to  keep  themselves  posted  on  the  progress  of  knowledge, 
in  their  own  department,  in  the  learned  world.  If  confirmation  of  the  in- 
sufficiency of  their  resources  were  needed,  we  have  it  in  the  constant  efforts 
that  nearly  all  of  them  are  making  to  secure  additional  pecuniary  aid. 

In  order  to  examine  more  closely  the  manner  in  which  the  pecuniary  re- 
sources given  in  table  I,  are  applied  to  the  purposes  designed  by  them,  the

Persons  who  are  not  familiar  with  the  expenses  involved  in  carrying  on 
first  class  institutions,  might  be  filled  with  amazement  at,  what  would  seem, 
the  prodigality  of  spending  the  large  sum  of  $152,575  11  annually  in  one 
educational  institution.  And  when  such  persons  contemplate  the  sum  of 
$1,613  884  as  the  invested  endowment  oi  such  an  Institution,  they  are  unable 
to  comprehend  why  an  Educational  Institution  can  want  so  much  property; 
and  yet  when  we  come  to  examine  the  expenditures  in  the  different  depart- 
ments of  Harvard  University,  we  find  the  strictest  economy  exercised  in  all 
of  them.  Every  dollar  that  is  spent  goes  out  of  the  treasury  to  bring  in 
some  essential  element  of  power,  upon  which  the  success  of  the  great  Edu- 
cational Establishment  is  partially  dependent. 

If  we  examine  the  details  of  the  expenditure  of  the  $44,680  which  is  paid 
for  instruction  in  the  Academical  Department,  we  will  find  it  divided  among 
forty-three  Professors,  Assistants,  and  Superintendents,  nearly  all  of  whom 
receive  lower  salaries  than  men  of  the  same  degree  of  attainments  and  ap- 
plication would  receive  in  any  other  profession  than  that  of  teaching. 

Among  them  we  find  Agassiz,  the  greatest  living  comparative  anatomist 
and  zoologist,  whom  Louis  Napoleon  offered  a  large  salary,  and  a  seat  in  the 
French  Senate,  would  he  honor  the  French  court  by  his  presence  in  Paris. 

Professor  Pierce,  the  greatest  mathematician  in  the  world. 

Professor  Gray,  the  greatest  American  botanist,  and  other  such  men  re- 
ceive less  salaries  at  Harvard  than  the  income  of  many  second  class  profes- 
sional men  in  the  country  towns  of  our  State.  If  we  follow  these  men  to 
the  respeci  \  o  fields  of  their  laboi*  in  the  University,  we  will  find  all  their  ser- 
vices needed^.  •  ''ive  Harvard  the  high  character  as  an  Educational  Institu- 
tion j^hich  it  mu  ..tains.  And  although  Harvard  may  justly  claim  the  right 
to  stand  at  the  head  of  the  Educational  Institutions  of  America,  yet  with 
all  its  resources,  its  educational  standard  is  much  below  that  of  the  best  Uni* 
versities  of  Europe. 

The  present  President,  who  is  justly  accounted  one  of  the  finest  of  Ameri- 
can scholars,  in  his  recent  inaugural  address  to  the  overseers  of  the  College, 
says,  in  considering  the  affairs  of  the  University,  that  ''while  gratified  to  note 
the  evidence  of  her  prosperity,  he  is  even  more  forcibly  struck  with  the 
opportunity  still  offered  for  an  advantageous  employment  of  still  larger 
means." 
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**  No  department,"  continues  he,  "either  in  the  college  or  profeasionAl 
schools,  can  be  said  to  stand  above  the  need  of  improvement,  and  few  if  anj 
can  court  comparison  with  the  most  thoroughly  furnished  schools  of  Europe." 

The  suuLof  $11,368  12  is  applied  to  the  scientific  school  of  the  Uniyersity, 
and  yet  the  graduates  of  this  school  are  eimstantly  going  to  Europe  to  com- 
plete their  scientific  education,  in  the  more  eztensiye  course  of  instruction  in 
the  TTniversities  of  Germany  and  France. 

Several  thousand  dollars  are  annually  appropriated,  as  maybe  seen  by  table 
II,  to  organizing  and  filling  up  libraries  and  scientific  museums,  and  yet 
these  are  far  behind  their  prototypes  in  the  old  world,  or  what  every  sdeo- 
tific  man  must  recognize  as  complete  collections  of  the  objects  to  which  they 
relate. 

The  sum  of  nearly  $8,000  is  annually  expended  for  the  education  of  meri- 
torious, indigent  students,  and  yet  this  fund  is  inadequate  to  the  demainb 
upon  it  The  recent  President  pro  tern,  of  the  University,  in  an  address  to  the 
Trustees,  says,  "we  have  now  37  scholarships  for  indigent  students^  It  is 
impossible  to  over-estimate  their  beneficial  influence  upon  the  College.  They 
attract  to  the  University  a  large  number  of  the  very  best  of  our  students, 
who  otherwise  would  seek  less  expensive  Colleges.  They  have  raised  to  a 
degree  which  those  not  connected  with  the  school  can  hardly  appreciate,  the 
general  standard  of  scholarship  and  of  character ;  they  might  be  multiplied 
with  added  advantage  to  the  Institution." 

"  Many  of  these  students  submit  to  severe  privations,  struggle  on  with 
depressing  poverty,  and  incur  a  burden  of  indebtedness  which  must  weigh 
heavily  on  them  for  many  subsequent  years.'' 

He  then  goes  on  to  urge  the  necessity  of  securing  the  means  to  increaee 
the  number  of  scholarships. 

And  thus  it  will  be  with  all  the  items  of  thi8$153,480  53,  expended  annually 
to  support  Harvard  University ;  instead  of  the  amount  being  tor  !urge  for  an 
Educational  Institution  of  the  highest  character  to  employ  n«;  .^ntageously, 
a  dose  examination  will  show  that  it  is  not  large  enough.  , 

In  like  manner  we  might  examine  into  the  details  of  the  annual  expendi- 
ture of  the  $79,269  47  by  Columbia  College,  and  show  that  all  this  large 
sum  is  used  for  indispensable  purposes  in  the  educational  system  of  that  In- 
stitution. The  fact  is  worthy  of  note,  that  notwithstanding  fhe  College  has 
fus  income  of  over  $60,000  from  endowment,  and  that  its  price  of  tuition  is  $50 
per  annum  for  students,  yet  during  the  year  1861  its  expenditure  exceeded 
its  income  by  $5,660  62. 

No  less  decisive  are  the  facts  shown  by  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
Yale  College. 
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Of  aboat  $78,009  ezpenditare  bj  that  institatlon,  nearlj  one  half  is  de- 
rived from  endowments,  and  no  one  familiar  with  the  internal  workings  of 
the  educational  system  of  Yale,  would  fail  to  see,  as  at  Harrard,  the  neces- 
sity for  a  larger  expenditure  of  means.  ^ 

One  prominent  feature  in  connection  with  all  these  Educational  Institutions, 
of  large  pecuniarj  resources,  is  the  fact,  that  the  j  are  still  the  subject  of  more 
liberal  donations  than  anj  other  Educational  Institutions  in  the  country. 

Year  after  year  the  repeated  solicitations  of  the  friends  of  these  Institu- 
tions, for  an  extension  of  their  pecuniary  resources,  have  been  met  by  liberal 
appropriations  and  princely  endowments,  from  men  who  are  thoroughly  ac- 
quainted with  the  necessities  and  the  workings  of  them.  The  fact  that  shrewd 
business  men,  of  extended  information,  who  are  well  acquainted  with  the 
wo(^gs  of  these  Institutions^  are  willing  to  subscribe  liberally  to  their 
ftirther  endowment,  is  an  indubitable  evidence  that  the  large  sums  spent 
annually  for  their  support  are  really  required  for  the  maintenance  of  Educa- 
tional Institutions  of  high  order. 

Table  III  gives  the  annual  income  and  expenditure  of  several  prominent 
colleges,  including  the  three  to  which  table  II  is  devoted. 

Particular  attention  is  invited  to  the  amount  of  income  from  endowment, 

to  the  amount  paid  to  Professors  for  tuition,  and  to  the  last  column  of  gain 

or  loss.     The  values  are  taken  from  recent  Treasurers'  reports  of  the  Institu- 

« 
tions  given. 

After  what  has  been  said  in  relation  to  the  inadequate  resources  of 
Harvard,  Yale  and  Columbia,  it  is  needless  to  remark,  that  all  the  smaller 
Institutions  of  table  III  must  labor  under  great  disadvantage,  for  want  of 
additional  funds.  A  compariscm  of  their  course  of  instruction,  with  that  of 
the  Colleges  just  named,  no  less  than  the  balance  sheets  of  their  Treasurers, 
and  the  repeated  acknowledgment  of  their  friends,  all  point  to  the  inade- 
quate nature  of  their  resources.

Had  we  time  to  dwell  upon  the  hard  straggle  for  existence  of  smaller  in- 
stitutioQS,  and  to  show  how  many  of  them  have  broken  up  under  the  pres- 
sure of  the  war,  while  Harvard  and  Yale  have  flourished  with  their  endow- 
ments, the  value  of  extended  pecuniary  resources  would  appear  still  more 
obvious. 

Their  necessities  are  attested  by  the  constant  efforts  of  those  interested 
in  them,  to  secure  additional  pecuniary  aid  from  every  possible  source,  as 
also  by  the  balance  sheet  of  their  Treasurers.  Their  want  of  means  is  strik- 
ingly illustrated  by  the  avidity  with  which,  in  some  States,  they  have 
grappled  for  the  proceeds  of  the  Land  Grant  by  Congress  to  the  several 
States,  for  the  endowment  and  support  of  Colleges  for  Agriculture  and  the 
Mechanic  arts.  No  sooner  had  the  friends  of  Agricultural  Edacation,  after  the 
persevering  efforts  of  years,  secured  the  passage  of  the  Land  Grant  bill,  with 
a  view  of  founding  Agricultural  Colleges  in  their  respective  States,  then  they 
found  members  of  existing  Colleges  prepared  to  dispute  their  right  to  what 
they  had  thus  secured  from  Congress,  on  the  ground  that  they,  too,  had  Just 
established  Agricultural  Departments  in  their  Colleges  which  needed  endow- 
ment. This  is  all  the  more  remarkable,  because  none  of  these  Institutions 
before  had  attempted  to  develop  departments  for  Agriculture  and  the  Me- 
chanic arts,  and  many  of  them  had  taken  especial  pains  to  show,  that  all

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sabstantial  education  mnst  be  based  upon  classic  caltuiiB,  and  that  the  mod- 
ern idea  tending  towards  a  sabstitntion  of  scientific  education  for  the  study 
of  Latin  and  Greek,  was  a  pernicious  result  of  the  too  utilitarian  spirit  of 
the  age. 

An  apologj  is  due  to  the  Board  for  this  attempt  to  demonstrate  so  obvious 
4  troth  as  that  the  large  sums  of  money,  expended  by  these  Educational  In- 
stitutions, are  essential  to  give  them  the  high  character  they  maintain.  An 
apology  is,  most  especially,  due  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  is  already 
committed  upon  the  subject  of  the  means  required  to  endow  a  first  class  In- 
dustrial College,  by  their  prolonged  and  persistent  efforts  to  secure  the  pas- 
sage of  the  congressional  Land  Grant  bill,  for  the  endowment  of  the  Agricul- 
tural College  of  Pennsylvania.  I  have  devoted  this  much  space,  however, 
to  the  subject,  because  many  persons,  seemingly  not  aware  of  the  expense 
involved  in  first  class  Colleges,  have  expressed  great  surprise  that  the  friends 
of  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania  should  want  all  the  endowment 
which  they  procured  from  Congress  for  the  development  and  maintenance 
of  this  Industrial  College. 

Jtesources  required  to  siiaiain  Agricultural  and  Industrial  Colleges, 

Having  briefly  examined  the  resources  expended  in  sustaining  the  literary 
Colleges  of  our  country,  we  are  prepared  to  consider  what  may  be  required 
to  found  and  sustain  Industrial  Colleges. 

The  first  question  that  arises,  in  this  consideration,  relates  to  whether  it 
is  desirable  that  Industrial  Colleges  should  be  elevated  to  the  highest 
possible  educational  standard,  with  the  greatest  range  of  scientific  and  prac- 
tical subjects,  within  the  scope  of  their  teaching,  in  the  class  room ;  or 
whether  they  should  be  Institutions  of  an  inferior  grade,  with  contracted 
limits  to  the  variety  and  extent  of  the  subjects  taught  in  them.  This  ques- 
tion has  already  been  settled  in  this  State,  by  the  action  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature, in  conjunction  with  the  citizens  of  the  State,  in  appropriating  and 
subscribing  money  to  found  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  upon 
a  basis  capable  of  being  successfully  carried  out,  only  upon  a  large  scale, 
with  au  efficient  course  of  instruction.  But  as  the  extent  and  character  of 
the  course  of  instruction  might  still  seem  open  to  discussion,  the  attention 
of  the  Board  is  respectfully  invited  to  its  consideration. 

First, — A  complete  system  of  industrial  education  must  afford  the  means 
of  making  known  to  students  all  that  can  be  known  of  the  Principles  and 
Laws,  according  to  which  the  industrial  operations  of  life  are  regulated.  If 
the  system  does  not  do  this,  it  fails  to  afford  the  student  all  that  be  may 
wish  to  knoi/v,  and  obliges  him  to  look  beyond  it,  to  other  systems,  to  com- 
plete his  education,  in  the  very  sphere  to  which  the  Industrial  College  is 
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especially  deyoted.  If  he  must  look  beyond  it  for  the  highesi  kiruk  of 
knowledge  it  claims  to  teach,  he  will  lose  his  respect  for  it,  and  oltimatelj 
seek  elementary  instruction  in  the  same  sduree  to  which  he  is  obliged  to  go 
for  his  profounder  studies,  and  thus  industrial  education  is  left  to  obtuse 
minds,  without  aspiration  for  thoroughness,  and  the  whole  system  falls  to 
the  ground  disgraced. 

Again. — By  no  system  of  education  can  elementary  principles  be  perfectly 
taught  without  there  being  somewhere  in  the  system  a  clear  understanding 
of  all  that  is  known  in  the  advanced  studies  of  these  principles.  The  purely 
practical  Mathematics  of  elementary  instruction  would  be  a  contemptible 
part  of  education,  were  it  not  that  they  rest  upon  sublime  truths  that  are 
demonstrated  and  understood  in  the  higher  grades  of  mathematical  study. 

Second. — A  system  of  education  which  embraces  all  that  can  be  known  of 
the  Principles  and  Laws,  according  to  which  the  industrial  operations  of  M» 
are  regulated,  must  be  a  very  extensive  system.  This  follows  from  the  fact 
that  the  industrial  operations  of  life  embrace  the  entire  range  of  human  in- 
dustry, iEind  almost  the  entire  range  of  human- thought.  The  fundamental 
difference  between  man  as  a  savage  and  man  as  an  enlightened  being, 
consists  in  the  difference  in  the  extent  of  his  industrial  operations. 
The  characteristic  peculiarities  of  the  present  age,  by  which  it  is  distin- 
guished from  preceding  ages,  consist  in  its  more  extended  industrial  opera- 
tions. The  Principles  and  Laws  which  lie  at  the  basis  of  all  industrial 
operations,  must,  therefore,  be  at  the  basis  of  human  progress,  and  the  study 
of  them  as  important  and  as  extensive  as  is  huiuan  progress  itself. 

Third. — This  extensive  system  of  industrial  education  must  be  of  a  scien- 
Hfic  character.  The  industrial  operations  of  life  are  carried  on  through  the 
instrumentality  of  Matter  and  the  laws  which  govern  it.  They  extend  to 
Matter  in  all  conceivable  forms,  and  in  all  known  places,  and  for  the  sys- 
tematic and  intelligent  consideration  of  Matter  under  all  these  circum- 
stances, we  must  call  to  our  aid  the  entire  range  of  the  Natural  and  Physical 
Sciences. 

Fourth. — A  system  of  scientific  education,  embracing  the  entire  range  of 
the  Natural  and  Physical  Sciences,  can  only  be  carried  out  efficiently  upon  a 
large  and  liberal  plan,  supported  by  endowments  equal  to  those  of  the  best 
educational  Colleges  in  the  country.  This  is  proven,  no  less,  by  a  consid- 
eration of  the  subjects  to  be  taught,  than  by  the  fact  that  no  American  Col- 
lege, however  well  endowed,  has  yet  succeeded  in  establishing  a  complete 
system  of  scientific  education,  and  even  the  European  Universities,  with 
which  the  President  of  Harvard  College  says  that  University  dare  not  court 
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comparison,  do  not  pretend  yet  to  haye,  at  anj  one  of  them,  a  complete 
coarse  of  scientific  instruction. 

Bach  then  will  be  the  magnitude  of  the  demands  of  industrial  edncation 
inlndastrial  Colleges.  We  cannot  expect  to  meet  them  in  the  present  gen- 
eretion,  but  with  their  coUossal  proportions  before  as,  let  no  man  saj  that 
endowments,  eqaal  to  half  of  those  of  oar  best  literary  Colleges,  are  too  mach 
for  oar  industrial  Colleges.  But  rather  let  their  endowments  be  doubled 
and  tribled,  that  America  maj  become  in  industrial  education,  as  she-  al- 
ready  is  in  the  industrial  operations  of  ciyil  and  military  life,  the  first  coun- 
ky  in  the  world — that  the  nations  of  Europe  may  be  taught  in  our  indus- 
trial fColIeges,  as  they  now  are  taught  by  the  industrial  operations  of  our 
stupendous  military  system. 

One  other  coninderation — while  the  expenses  of  an  industrial  system  of 
education  are  thus  great,  those  for  ijohom  thai  edtuxUumis  designed  Kre  gen- 
erally persons  of  small  income.  The  education  they  receiye  is  calculated 
to  benefit  society  in  general  more  especially  than  themselyes  in  particular. 
It  does  not,  like  a  professional  education  often  does,  eleyate  them  from  an 
humble  position  in  life  to  lucratiye  posts,  in  which  they  can  retail  out  to 
community  the  knowledge  they  haye  acquired ;  but  it  enables  them  more 
effectually  to  perform  the  seyeral  duties  of  their  industrial  operations,  and 
thus  leads  to  an  ultimate  improyement  of  all  those  means  by  which,  as  be- 
fore remarked,  ciyiliieed  man  is  distinguished  from  the  sayage ;  hence  not 
only  the  necessity,  but  the  justice  to  the  industrial  classes,  of  endowing  in- 
dustrial colleges. 
• 

T?ie  Organization  of  an  Industrial  College. 

Haying  shown  the  extent  of  the  resources  of  some  of  the  best  American 
Colleges,  and  endeayored  to  show  that  Industrial  Colleges  haye  need  of  re- 
sources quite  as  ample,  the  attention  of  the  Board  is  now  inyited  to  the  con- 
sideration of  the  org^ization  of  an  Industrial  College.  For  the  sake  of 
simplicity,  I  would  present  this  subject  iSmder  seyeral  different  headings : 

1st  Officers  and  Assistants. — ^Under  this  heading  is  embraced  the  consid- 
eration of  the  number  and  kind  of  men  required  to  carry  on  all  the  yaried 
operations,  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  the  Industrial  College. 

2d.   College  buUdxngs  and  out-buildings — ike  number,  kind  and  quality. 

dd.  Apparatus,  and  natural  history  collections,  museums,  and  libcary,  and 
reading  room. 
4th.  Means  of  scientific  inyestigation. 

Mb.  Prizes,  beneficiary  fhnd  for  indigent  studenti  free  scholarships,  Ac. 
^th.  Plan  and  course  of  inatoraetiwL 
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7th.  Endowment  of  Indoslrial  Colleges. 

8th.  The  Land  Scrip  Fand  donated  bj  Congress,  its  object,  and  the  proper 
manner  of  using  it. 

OFFICERS  AND  ASSISTANTS. 

These  will  embrace  a  Presiding  Officer,  Professors,  assistant  Profesaorg, 
Tutors  and  Superintendents.  I  would  here  beg  leave  to  remark,  that  In  the 
consideration  of  the  qualifications  of  the  several  persons  to  whom  the  abovt 
titles  refer,  I  have  labored  to  look  at  the  subject  as  a  purely  nUeU^:iM§l 
question,  divested  entirely  of  any  personal  feeling  or  prejudice,  which,  as  one 
of.  the  parties  named,  I  might  be  supposed  to  have  in  the  matter.  If  I 
have  erred  in  my  estimate  of  the  character  and  quality  of  the  duUes  of  each 
of  the  officers  and  assistants,  I  trust  the  Board  will  have  the  forbearance  to 
attribute  my  error  to  a  mistake  in  judgment,  rather  than  to  a  selfish  bias  in 
favor  of  my  own  course  of  action.     To  commence  then  with  t^e 

PBESmSNT  OF  AN  INDUSTRIAL  COLLEGE. 

The  Presiding  Officer  of  any  large  educational  Institution  occupies  one  of 
the  most  responsible  positions  to  which  it  is  possible  for  man  to  attain.  To 
use  the  language  of  one  of  the  most  distinguished  friends  of  education  in 
America,  when  speaking  of  the  late  President  Felton,  of  Harvard  University: 

"Over  every  department  he  is  expected  to  exercise  a  superintending  care. 
He  is  the  representative  of  the  college,  before  the  public.  Every  parent  or 
guardian  who  has  a  son  or  a  ward  at  the  college,  looks  to  the  President  for 
information  as  to  his  condition,  and  holds  him  responsible  for  his  moral  wel- 
fare, and  intellectual  progress.  Towards  every  student  he  is  expected  to  sus- 
tain the  relation  of  a  parent,  a  kind,  sympathising,  watchful  and  interested 
friend." 

He  should  not  be  a  recluse,  inaccessible  to  the  student  on  the  one  hand, 
nor  should  he  listen  to  childish  complaints  and  unmanly  petitions  on  the  other. 
His  intercourse  with  students  should  be  characterized  by  the  most  punctili- 
ous justice  and  equity  in  the  enforcement  of  moral  government,  and  the 
nu)st  unwavering  firmness  as  to  the  privileges  he  would  grant  or  refuse  to 
students.  He  should  be  willing  and  able  to  concentrate  all  his  powers  upon 
the  immediate  sphere  of  his  duties,  rather  than  seek  duties  beyond  the  in- 
terest of  the  College.  And  lastly,  he  should  possess  as  much  knowledge  as 
is  possible  for  one  man  to  possess,  of  all  the  lectding  branches  to  which  the 
educational  system  of  the  College  is  devoted.  As  a  President  of  a  Literary 
College,  he  should  be  well  versed  in  language  and  literature;  as  a  President 
of  a  College  for  civil  and  military  Engineering,  he  should  be  well  acquainted 
with  mathematics  and  the  physical  sciences,  and  as  a  President  of  an  Indus* 
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triiil  College,  he  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  thoroughly  acqaainted  with 
the  natural  and  physical  sciences,  and  their  practical  application  to  the  in- 
dustrial operations  of  life.  It  is  more  important  that  the  presiding  officer  of 
a  Scientific  College  should  be  a  scientific  man,  than  that  the  same  officer  in  a 
Literary  College  should  be  well  versed  in  literary  studies,  because  the  ex* 
penditures  for  material,  as  aiusiliaries  to  study  in  a  Scientific  College  must 
always  be  great,  and  they  are  such  as  can  only  be  properly  regulated,  en" 
eouraged  and  controlled  by  a  scientific  man.  No  scientific  Institution  ever 
has  been,  or  ever  can  be  successful  as  such,  the  control  of  which,  either  di^ 
rectly  or  indirectly,  is  not  vested  in  a  scientific  man.  An  appeal  to  experi- 
ence, no  less  than  a  consideration  of  the  intrinsic  nature  of  the  question  will 
demonstrate  this  fact. 

The  Presiding  Officer  should  be  familliar  with  the  entire  plan  according  to 
which  all  the  departments  of  the  Institution  are  carried  out,  and  with  the 
manner  in  which  it  is  being  carried  out,  and  he  should  be  able  to  take  charge 
of  some  of  the  prominent  bjranches  taught  to  the  advanced  classes,  and  to 
consult  with  individual  Professors  as  to  plans  of  scientific  research. 

PRORSSQBS  AND  AS^STANTS  BBQUIRKD. 

Ist. — A  Professor  of  pure  Mathematics  and  the  higher  Mechanics  and  As- 
tronomy,— A  man  capableT)f  reading  the  works  of  Newton,  Laplace  and  Pierce 
on  Mathematics  and  Mechanics,  and  who  could  teach  Descriptive  Geometry, 
Perspective  and  Drawing.  A  serious  fault  with  American  teachers  of  math- 
ematics, is  an  inability  to  give  geometrical  and  stereometrical  shape  to  their 
mathematical  ideas,  a  consequence  of  their  knowledge  of  drawing  not  having 
kept  pace  with  their  study  of  mathenmtical  analysis,  and  this  again  is  the 
result  of  the  great  neglect  of  drawing,  throughout  our  whole  educational 
system,  from  the  common  schools  to  the  University.  Every  Professor  of  pure 
or  applied  mathematics  in  an  industrial  College,  should  be  free  from  this  source 
of  inefficiency.  This  Professor  should  have  one  assistant,  to  take  charge  of 
the  elementary  classes. 

2d.  Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  and  Applied  Mathematics, — A  man 
familiar  with  all  the  details  of  Civil  Engineering,  Architecture,  mechanical 
Drawing,  Topography,-  map-making,  &c.,so  that  he  could  not  only  teach  the 
students  the  mathematical  demonstrations  of  the  class-room,  but  could  make 
them  good  practical  engineers,  capable  of  delineating  with  accuracy  the 
topography  of  a  Country,  the  route  of  a  Railroad,  or  the  construction  of  an 
Edifice.  He  should  have  one  assistant,  who  should  be  a  good  draftsman, 
and  who  could  show  the  student  how  to  work  up  the  details  of  a  survey. 

3d.  A  Professor  of  Natural  Philosophy  and  Astronomy,  Mechanics  and 
Physics. — ^A  man  familiar  with  all  the  recent  extended  investigations  upon 
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light,  heat,  electricity  and  optics,  an  accomplished  experimenter,  and  a  good 
mathematician. 

An  assistani,  to  prepare  experiments  for  lectoree,  and  to  teach  classes  ia 
the  physical  laboratory,  where  students  would  learn  the  art  of  experimenta- 
tion with  philosophical  apparatus. 

4th.  A  Pbofessoe  of  Pube  Ghsmistet,  who  would  gire  a  eoocse  of  le^ 
tures  upon  the  science  in  general,  and  who  would  hare  obarge  ei  the  labo- 
ratories and  of  chemical  investigations. 

An  assistqnif  to  help  prepare  lectures  and  look  after  classes  in  the  labora- 
tory. 

A  Bub-aasistant,  to  take  charge  of  the  chemicals,  and  to  help  in  tbe  labo- 
ratory, with  no  other  salary  than  free  tuition.  A  chemical  depaitneot,  em- 
bracing laboratory  instruction,  cannot  be  efficient  with  less  aid  ^laa  one 
professor  and  two  assistants. 

5th.  A  PnorsssoB  ov  Aob^otjltubal  Chebostrt  and  Oxoloot,  who  wooU 
give  lectures  upon  these  sciences,  and  hare  charge  of  a  laboratory  for  agri- 
cultural chemistry  and  chemico-agricultural  investigations,  in  tbe  field  and 
in  the  laboratory,  and  who  would  instruct  students  in  the  science  of  field 
experimentation,  in  connection  with  the  professor  of  practical  agricnltoie. 

An  as9uUant,  to  help  with  field  experimentation,  and  work  in  the  labm- 
toiy. 

6th.  A  Pbotessob  or  Mstallubqt,  Mining  and  MnvxBAiiOOT,  and  Cbenical 
Technology,  who  would  give  practical  laboratory  instruction  in  all  the  pro- 
cesses of  Metallurgy^  and  a  course  of  experimental  lectures  upon  aU  tbe  lead- 
ing processes  of  applied  chemistry  in  the  industrial  arts. 

An  asBiatanl,  to  prepare  lectures  ajud  help  in  the  laboratories. 

7th.  A  Pbofbssob  of  Anatomy,  Physioloot  and  Vbtibinabt,  andw 
whom  students  could  be  made  familiar  with  the  laws  of  healtii  and  disease 
of  animals,  and  who  could  carry  out  investigations  in  animal  physiologj. 
Such  a  man  should  be  able  to  make  anatomical  and  pathological  prepara- 
tions of  don^stic  animals,  corresponding  to  those  of  the  human  subject  used 
for  demonstration  in  Medical  Colleges.  This  is  a  very  important  Professor- 
ship, and  one  hard  to  fill  properly.  A  candidate  for  it  should  be  a  success- 
ful graduate  of  a  Medical  College,  who  had  subsequently  studied  at  least 
two  years  in  the  Yeterinary  Schools  of  Europe,  and  hence  would  be  (axuMair 
with  the  French  and  German  literature  upon  the  subject 

8th.  A  Pbofbssob  of  Natubal  Histobt,  mobk  pabticui.abi.t  of  Z6&U3ffit 
CoBfPABATTVB  Anatomt  AND  Entomologt.— A  great  part  of  the  time  of  tbii 
professor  would  be  consumed  making  collections,  organizing  moseoms,  and 
carrying  out  investigations,  as  is  the  time  of  Prof.  Agassis,  at  Siar?iirf,  and 
Glover,  at  Washington. 
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^h.  A  Professor  op  Botany,  Horticulture  and  Entomology,  who 
would  be  devoted  to  purely  botanical  instruction,  and  to  tbe  practical  ap- 
plication of  Botany  to  Horticulture,  and  who  would  take  charge  of  the  botan- 
ical gardens,  green-house  and  Horticultural  Department,  and  who  would 
give  instructioa  in  vegetable  Anatomy  and  Physiology. 

One  a,iini4anti  io  take  charge  of  the  green-house,  and  give  field  instrae- 
tioa  in  Horticulture;  and  a  gardener^  to  take  charge  of  the  garden. 

iQih.  A  ProfLssor  op  Practical  Aqriculturb. — The  man  who  fills  .this 
position  shouliUo  thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  history  of  Agriculture  and 
with  its  present  condition  the  world  over.  He  should  not  only  have  been  a 
man  of  elose-etudy  and  ob.«ervation  at  home,  but  of  extensive  travel  abroad. 
He  should  bO  able  .to  judge,  from  having  observed  and  studied  agricultural 
practice  in  all.its  departments  all  over  the  civilised  world,  as  to  how  far  the 
agricultural  pnvctice  of  each  country  is  capable  of  being  improved  by  the 
adoption  of  new  methods.  He  should  be  familiar  with  the  whole  subject  of 
stock-raising  and  feeding  and  keeping,  with  the  cultivation  of  crops,  and 
with  the  us^  Atid  improvement  of  tools,  implements  aud  machines,  from  the 
rude  agricultural  implements  of  the  savage,  to  the  latest  improvement  of  an 
American  reaper.  He  should  bring  this  accumulated  knowledge  before  the 
student  in  the  class-room,  and  he  6h<>uld  unite  with  the  Professor  of  agricul- 
tural chemistrj^  in  scientific  experimentation  in  the  field. 

As  astiii^ianii  he  should  have  a  practical  farmer  of  the  highest  attainmente 
in  his  art,  anij  the  latter  should  l>e  assisted  by  two  good  farm  hands,  and  by 
all  the  students  in  the  .College.

We  thus  have  an  aggregate  of  twenty-nine  Professors,  Awistaats  and 
Superintendents  for  the  complete  organization  of  an  Industrial  College;  and 
after  devoting  much  thought,  during  the  last  ten  jears,  to  thia  snfaged,  1 
think  this  is  the  smallest  number  of  men  with  which  a  complete  sjstem  ooald 
be  efficiently  organized,  and  any  person  familiar  with  the  dutiea  to  wUcfa 
each  of  these  men  would  be  devoted,  will  see  that  neariy  all  of  them  will 
have  a  wider  field  of  labor,  than  is  assigned  to  men,  in  the  same  d^partmeott, 
of  those  institutions  in  the  conntry  that  have  established  scientific  aehook. 
In  the  Scientific  Departments  of  the  Universities  of  Europe  such  doti^  as 
have  been  assigned  to  a  single  Professor,  in  the  aoove  scheme,  are  divided 
amoDg  two,  three  or  fbnr  men,  and  no  class  of  teachers  in  the  world  are 
wuore  devoted  to  their  professions,  or  labor  harder  at  the  duties  of  them,  than 
do  these  Professors.  But  as  the  means  at  the  disposal  of  the  best  endowed 
Industrial  Colleges  must  for  a  long  time  be  limited,  I  have,  iu  the  above  plan 
of  organization,  given  the  minimum  number  of  Professors  and  Teachers  re- 
quired, rather  than  the  maximum  t|iat  might  be  advantageously  employed. 

College  Buildings  and  Out-Buildings,  d>c. 

Under  this  head  should  be  discussed  the  size  and  form  of  the  College  buiIdiBgs 
best  adapted  for  the  purposes  oiinstruction  and  moral  government. .  As  the  form 
best  adapted  to  secure  good  order  and  moral  discipline,  though  a  question  of  the 
.  highestimportance,  is  notdifferent  from  that  of  other  colleges,  itneed  not  be  db- 
cussed  here.  The  kind  of  building  best  adapted  for  the  purpose  of  instruc- 
tion, in  an  Industrial  College,  will  dififer  from  that  of  an  ordinary  College,  in 
its  having  much  more  space  devoted  to  Natural  History  collections,  museuoM 
and  store-rooms  for  models  of  tools  and  machinery,  and  for  scientific  appa- 
ratus, laboratories,  and  rooms  for  scientific  investigations,  Ac.  As  these 
will  be  considered  under  the  next  8ub-divi>ion  of  our  subject,  Uiey  may  ba 
omitted  here.  It  hardly  need  be  remarked  here  that  the  size  and  extent  of 
the  College  buildings  should  be  such  as  would  afford  means  of  instruction  for 
from  400  to  800  students. 
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7^  out-buildings  should  embrace  a  bam,  wagon  house,  tool  house,  black- 
floiith  shop,  and  all  the  associated  parapharnalia  for  efficient  farm  practice, 
in  addition  to  a  special  department  adapted  to  experimentation  in  agricul- 
tural field  practice  and  stock  feeding. 

Apparatus  arid  Natural  History  Collections  and  Mtiseums. 

These  may  all  be  classed  under  one  head,  as  auxUtaries  to  study.  Like  the 
^luiracter  of  an  Educational  InstitutioB,  the  scientific  collections  within  its  wails 
can  only  be  brought  to  a  high  standard  of  perfection  by  prolonged  years  of 
industrious  effort  on  the  part  of  all  those  interested  in  it;  most  especially 
cannot  these  things,  adapted  to  a  new  course  of  instruction,  be  bought  in 
imy  market  of  the  world ;  they  must  be  developed  out  of  the  ideas  and  the 
ideais  of  the  Professors  of  the  Institution ;  and  the  extent  and  character  of 
them  will  depend  on  the  number  and  the  attainments,  and  will  represent  the 
industry  of  their  Professors.  Even  the  kind  and  quality  of  philosophical 
apparatus,  in  an  Educational  Institution  of  the  highest  order,  is  more  depend- 
ent upon  the  character  of  the  Professors  who  would  use  it,  than  the  man 
who  makes  it,  or  the  science  it  illustrates;  so  that  the  material  for  the  scien- 
iiSc  collections,  adapted  to  the  necessities  of  an  Educational  Institution,  can 
only  be  accumulated  after  yeara  of  patient  effort  Yet  there  should  be  a 
general  plan,  conceived  at  the  origin  of  an  Industrial  Institution,  according  to 
which  the  labor  of  collecting  and  arranging  this  material  should  go  on. 

Prof.  Agassix,  with  $200,000,  at  Cambridge,  has  commenced  a  Zoological 
Kuseum,  which  he  estimates  will  take  over  two  million  of  dollars,  and  many 
years  labor,  to  complete.  Corresponding  to  all  the  scientific  Professors  in 
the  list  already  given,  there  should  be  extensive  scientific  collections. 

The  Professor  of  Maikemaiics  should  have  geometrical  and  stereomet- 
rical  figures,  to  illustrate  all  the  abstract  ideas  of  mathematics  that  are 
capable  of  representation  by  lines  and  surfaces,  and  not  simply  a  few  sec- 
tions of  a  cone  to  which  illustration  is  too  often  limited.  The  mathematical 
figures  of  the  Professonf  of  tl^e  schools  in  Paris  would  more  than  fill  an 
American  coal  wagon. 

The  Professor  of  Chemistry  should  have  complete  laboratories  for  begin- 
ners, advanced  students,  and  for  special  investigations;  that  students  may 
experiment  themselves,  rather  than  look  at  the  Professor  making  experiments. 
There  should  also  be  a  complete  set  of  apparatus  adapted  to  illustration  in 
chemical  lectures,  and  a  full  set  of  rare  and  common  chemical  substances  to 
illustrate  the  science. 

The  Professor  of  Agricultural  Chemistry  and  Geology  should  have  ex- 
tensive collections  of  all  the  Proximate  constituents  (as  starch,  sug^,  &c  ) 
of  plants,  and  means  in  the  laboratory  of  showing  the  student  how  to  pre- 
pare them.  He  should  have  collections  of  difforent  soils,  plants,  ashes,  ma- 
nures, and  all  other  materials  that  are  important  in  agricultural  practice. 
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He  should  hare  field  experiments,  involving  all  questions  in  rei^table  phy- 
aiologj  carried  out  upon  the  College  Farm,  and  in  an  experimental  barn  and 
stable,  have  experiments  going  on  upon  the  nutrition  of  animals,  the  ralae 
of  cattle  foods,  and  the  manufacture  and  preservation  of  manures.  H» 
should  have  a  good  geological  and  mineralogical  collection,  and  a  museum 
of  Economic  Geology,  in  connection  with  the  Professor  of  Mining  and  Metal- 
lurgy. Very  good  museums  of  this  kind  exist  in  London  and  Paris,  and 
one  is  being  inaugurated  in  the  scientific  department  of  Yale  College. 

The  Professor  of  Metallurgy  and  Mining,  and  Mineralogy,  to  ba?e  com- 
plete models  of  all  kinds  of  smelting  furnaces,  fluxing  furnaces  aud  refioin/^ 
furnaces,  and  every  thing  else  required  to  give  a  clear,  connected  idea  of  the 
entire  process  of  taking  ores  from  the  earth,  and  preparing  their  metals  for 
use.  He  should  also  have  furnaces,  muffles,  Ac,  with  which  to  teach  tb« 
science  of  Metallurgy,  and,  with  the  Professor  of  Geology,  should  hare  a 
museum  of  Mineralogy  and  Economic  Geology,  and  Technology. 

The  Professor  of  Veterinary  should  have  such  an  anatomical  maseum  of 
the  domestic  animals  as  our  medical  schools  have  of  man,  in  addition  to  i 
collection  of  all  the  preparations  of  Veterinary  Pharmacy,  and  all  the  instru- 
ments for  the  operations  of  veterinary  surgery.  He  should  have  an  anato- 
mical dissecting  room,  and  a  lab  )ratory  for  making  anatomical  preparationa 
The  finest  veterinary  collection  in  the  world  is  at  Alfort,  near  Paris,  bat 
even  it  is  susceptible  of  much  improvement  for  educational  purposes. 

The  museum  of  Natural  History  may  be  of  almost  any  size,  since  there  is 
no  limit  to  the  extent  of  such  museums.  It  should  be  one,  something  of  the 
style  of  the  museum  of  the  Academy  of  Natural  Sciences,  of  Philadelphia; 
except  that  it  should  be  collected  and  managed  more  with  reference  to  sya- 
teraatic  teaching,  and  not  so  much  as  a  repository  of  individual  spcciaens 
as  that  grand  collection  is.  In  an  adjoining  laboratory,  students  should  be 
taught  the  art  of  taxidermy. 

The  Professor  of  Civil  Engineering  should  have,  in  addition  to  all  th« 
apparatus  for  out-door  and  in-door  work,  a  complete  set  of  models  of  differ- 
ent styles  of  architecture,  and  specimens  of  the  different  kinds  of  material 
out  of  which  structures  can  bo  built.  The  schools  of  mining  and  engineer- 
ing in  Paris  atford  the  best  cxuni;»los  for  imittitioa  in  the  number  and  \'arie- 
ty  of  tlHiir  auxiliaries  to  the  study  of  these  branches. 

Tiio  rroPessor  of  Natural  PhiloiJophy  and  Astronomy  should  have  screral 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  philosophical  apparatus.  With  the  limiicd  re- 
sources to  which  the  most  wealthy  Industrial  Colleges  must  long  be  confined, 
it  would  not  be  well  to  attempt  to  establish  Astronomical  Obserratories  ifl 
connection  with  them,  but  they  should  possess  all  the  apparatus  roquiait^ 
for  a  much  more  extended  series  of  illustrations  than  are  given  in  any  Amer- 
ican College.     There  should  bo,  in  connection  with  this  collection,  a  Phja- 
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«al  Laboratory,  in  which  stadents  woald  learn  the  art  of  experimentation  in 
physical  science.  Such  is  the  case  in  the  highest  scientific  schools  of 
Burope. 

With  the  Professorship  of  Botany,  Horticulture  and  Entomology,  there 
should  be  as  full  a  collection  of  dried  plants  as  could  be  obtained.  There 
should  also  be  a  special  collection  of  Medicinal  plants.  Another  of  weeds 
and  useful  plants ;  another  of  different  parts  of  plants  exhibiting  the  anato- 
mical structure,  and  embryonic  and  advanced  forms  of  growth ;  also  micro- 
scopic preparations  of  plants;  and  a  botanical  laboratory,  with  several 
microscopes,  in  which  to  teach  students  the  habit  of  microscopic  iDvestigatioh 
in  regetable  anatomy  and  in  entomology.  There  should'also  be  a  Botanical 
(ifarden  with  all  kinds  of  plants  in  it  that  would  grow  in  the  climate,  and  an 
Economic  Garden  for  medicioal  and  useful  Plants  and  Weeds;  a  nursery  in 
which  students  could  learn  everything  about  nursery  practice ;  and  a  green 
house  and  a  collection  of  different  kinds  of  wood,  to  illustrate  their  eco- 
nomical value,  and  lastly,  a  museum  of  insects  injurious  to  vegetation. 

The  Professor  of  Practical  iLgriculture  should  have  a  collection  of  Models 
of  all  kinds  of  machines  and  implements  used  by  agriculturists  all  over  the 
world.  He  should,  as  far  as  practicable,  have  full  sized  machines  and  imple- 
ments of  each  kind,  of  the  very  beat  pattern.  Such  a  collection  m&y  be  seen 
in  the  Royal  Agricultural  College  of  Hohenhrim,  in  Germany;  and  it  might, 
iA  part,  be  selected  from  the  immense  mass  of  agricultural  models  in  the 
Patent  OflBce  at  Wasbiogton.  He  should  have  a  complete  collebtion  of  all 
kinds  of  grains,  root  crops  and  other  agricultural  productions,  as  cotton, 
wool  and  flax,  &c.,  exhibiting  each  article  in  all  the  different  states  through 
which  it  passes,  between  the  points  of  its  original  production  and  ultimate 
consumption.  Such  a  collection  is  in  part  to  be  seen  in  Paris,  and  one  of  a 
popular  character  was,  a  few  years  ago,  being  established  in  London. 

Such  is  a  brief  outline  of  the  colossal  work  of  bringing  together  all  the 
auxiliaries  to  study  required  in  an  Industrial  College  As  extensive  as  the 
lists  of  items  may  seem,  there  are  none  that  it  would  not  be  desirable  to 
have,  and  the  most  of  them  are  indispensable  to  success  in  an  Industrial 
College. 

Means  of  Scientific  InveeligcUion. 

The  characteristic  distinction  between  man  as  a  savage,  and  man  as  an  en- 
lightened creature  being,  as  already  remarked,  the  difference  in  the  extent  of 
his  industrial  operations,  it  follows  that  ell  those  agencies,  by  means  of  which 
the  field  of  industrial  operations  is  widened,  are  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the 
human  raee.  But  these  agencies  are  all  within  the  domain  of  Science,  and 
hence  they  operate  in  proportion  to  the^xtent  to  which  scientific  investigations 
are  successfully  carried  out  This  preposition  is  too  genera|l]y  recognized  to 
seed  demonstration.     The  spirit  of  the  jM-eaent  age  has^jfSen  moulded  to  itt 
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present  form  by  tbe  inyestigatioiis  of  science.  Not  only  oar  physical  cooh 
forts,  bat  oar  menial  and  fnoral  peculiarities,  are  in  no  small  degree  tbe 
result  of  the  discovery  of  some  obscure  scientific  man,  known  only  to  tibe 
few  who  are  devoted  to  his  profession.  The  almost  rebellious  spirit  of  im- 
patience with  which  we  look,  each  day,  for  news  of  events  happesiig  tte 
day  before,  all  over  our  entire  continent,  and  which  our  forefathers  wooU 
have  waited  patiently  for  a  month  to  learn,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  io  thi 
last  generation  an  obscure  scientific  investigator  in  Sweden  dncovered  that 
a  current  of  electricity  passed  around  an  iron  bar  rendered  it  magoetic 
And  the  just  indignation  with  which  a  modem  lady  contemplates  tbe  necM* 
sity  of  using  a  tallow  candle,  on  learning  that  the  village  gas  works  iuife 
been  allowed  to  get  out  of  order,  is  a  state  of  mind  due  to  a  desire  caltifated 
by  a  luxury  which  originated  in  the  investigation  of  an  obscure  EagU 
chemist. 

The  spirit  of  the  age  proclaims  the  necessity  of  scientific  researches  hi 
every  department  of  industrial  pursuits,  firom  the  peaceful  operations  of  ^ 
Agricultural  Bureau  at  Washington,  to  the  death-dealing  avengers  of  treason^ 
now  in  Charleston  Harbor.  Our  Industrial  Colleges,  to  meet  the  demands 
of  the  age,  must  be  experimental  Institutions,  no  less  than  for  teaching  whst 
is  already  known,  in  science.  It  would  prolong  these  remarks  too  much  to 
dwell  upon  the  character  of  the  experimentation  required.  Suffice  to  saj, 
that  all  the  foregoing  Professors  should  be  men  who  are  capable,  not  only 
of  teaching  all  that  is  known  in  their  several  departments,  but  who  eoald 
extend  this  knowledge  by  their  own  researches,  and  they  should  be  pro- 
vided with  means  for  this  purpose. 

There  is  scarcely  any  limit  to  the  amount  of  means  that  may  be  advan- 
tiageously  spent  in  scientific  investigations,  in  all  the  experimental  sciences. 
As  examples,  for  illustration,  we  might  cite  Mr.  Lawes,  of  England,  a  shrewd 
scientific  practical  man,  who  spends  from  $5,000  to  $10,000  annually  i^gri- 
cultural  investigations,  the  Smithsonian  Institution  at  Washington  speadft 
a  much  larger  sum  for  general  scientific  investigation ;  and  a  consideration 
of  tl^^  expenditure  of  Harvard  College,  appended  to  this  report,  will  show 
an  expenditure  of  several  thousand  dollars  for  scientific  research. 

Prizes,  Beneficiary  Fund  far  Indigent  Students,  Free  Scholarshipf 
Ac, — A  UMmt  important  item  in  the  organiiation  of  a  College  is  the  esttb- 
lishment  of  a  well  chosen  set  of  priies  as  the  reward  of  merit.  Wbaterer 
may  be  said  in  favor  of  impressing  upon  the  student  the  necessity  of  study 
as  a  duty,  ot  of  teaching  him  to  study  for  the  love  of  study,  the  fact  is 
undisputed  that  suitable  prizes  offer  an  additional  motive  for  study.  Tbe 
best  regulated  Educational  Institutions,  the  world  over,  have  admitted  tbe 
necessity  of  prizes,  and  they  grant  them  to  all  grades  of  students,  from  tbe 
mere  child,  in  the  elementary  school,  to  the  accompliahed  scholar  of  the  high* 
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<eirt  Prdfetflional  Departments  of  the  latest  XJniFendties.  Neaarhf  all  onr  mora 
prominent  American  Colleges  have  adopted,  more  or  lees,  ex^ensire  series 
of  prizes.  Thas  Harvard  UniFersity  gives  abovt  fifty  prizes  far  meritoriom 
^flbrty  varying  from  an  appropriate  book  of  moderate  vakie  to  money- 
prizes  of  $10,  $15,  $30,  $40,  $50  to  $100,  and  sometimes  ev^en  as  high  as 
$250.  Colombia  College  is  •even  more  liberal  Uian  this  in  the  distribution 
of  prizes,  and  Yale  is  committed  to  the  same  policy  by  a  long  established 
<m8tom.  This  subject  is  recommeaded  to  the  Boaid  as  one  of  the  highesl 
importance,  as  soon  as  the  resources  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  Penn- 
sylvania will  allow  of  the  distribvition  of  a  series  of  prizes  commensurate 
Willi  the  extent  tuid  character,  and  object  of  the  Institution.  So  important 
do  I  deem  these  prizes,  that  nothing  but  a  consciovsuess  of  the  fact  that  ths 
pecuuiary  resources  of  the  College  will  not  admit  of  it,  prevents  me  fr^m- 
suggesting  a  plan  for  the  distribution  of  them  at  omce. 

A  Beneficiary  Fund. — Several  Educaltioinal  Institutions  in  this  country  aaA 
Europe  have  funds  from  which  tbey  can  give  or  loan  money  to  meritorious 
students,  whose  resources  are  inadequate  to  meet  the  expenditures  in  Col« 
lege.  Harvard  University  thus  distributes  from  $2,000  to  $3,000  per  annum, 
and  the  sum  at  the  disposal  of  Hie  College  is  much  less  than  the  necessities 
of  meritorious  students  require.  As  snch  students,  straggling  in  poverty* 
realize  to  a  higher  degree  the  necessity  for  industrious  effort  than  do  their 
more  favored  companions,  they  give  a  tone  and  general  character  to  the 
classes  they  attend,  which  elevates  their  standard  of  excellence  to  a  degree 
unattainable  without  the  influence  o(  their  example.  This  was  most  striking* 
ly  illustrated,  in  my  own  observation,  during  the  year  and  a  half  which  I 
was  a  student  in  the  University  of  Leipsic,  Germany,  which  had  about  three 
huD^^ed  students  deriving  gratuitous  aid  from  the  University.  It  was  fh>m 
these  students,  much  more  than  from  their  wealthy  associates,  that  the  suo«> 
oeeding  great  men  of  the  University  were  derived.  The  pecuniary  ability, 
on  the  part  of  Colleges,  thus  to  assist  meritorious  students,  who  woald 
otherwise  be  obliged  to  leave  College  fSor  want  of  funds,  is  therefore  an  in* 
estimable  source  of  power  for  good,  lK>th  within  the  Institution  and  beyond 
its  walls. 

I  am  reminded  by  a  recent  circular,  sent  to  me  fh»m  the  "  Institute  of  Re- 
waid,^'  for  orphans  of  Patriots  in  Mew  York,  of  a  very  large  class  of  stu- 
dents who  will  hereafter  appear  at  our  Industrial  Colleges,  asking  for  an 
education,  while  they  point  to  the  graves  of  their  fathers  upon  the  batth 
fi^ds  of  the  Nation,  as  the  melancholy  evidence  of  l^ir  claims  upon  our  re- 
gard. Already  we  have  had  numerous  applicants,  from  such  that  it 
seemed  almost  unpatriotic  and  ungratefol  to  reject,  but  our  pecuniary  re* 
sources  forbid  our  affording  them  the  aid  they  required.  The  propriety  of  ^. 
devoting  a  part  of  the  income  jof  the  College  to  this  purpose,  as  soon  as  its 
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financial  affairs  will  admit  of  it,  is  respectfully  submitted  to^tbe  Board.  N9 
less  important  is  th«  subject  of  free  scholarehips ;  a  large  number  of  them  i» 
granted  by  Literary  Colleges  to  meritorious,  indigent  stu  ients,  and  the 
beneficial  influence  of  such  scholarships  is  similar  to  that  of  the  Beneficiary 
Fund. 

Flan  and  course  of  Instruction 

Having  given  the  number  and  character  of  the  Professors,  Teachers,  Super- 
intendents and  Assistance,  for  the  organi:ation  of  an  Industrial  College,  it 
now  remains  to  point  out  the  qualifications  and  the  course  of  study  of  the 
students  of  such  Colleges. 

Fird.  Then  as  regards  the  qualifications  of  students,  it  will  not  be  pos- 
sible, in  justice  to  those  for  whom  such  Colleges  are  intended,  to  fix  upon 
a^y  definite  educational  standard  of  admission,  since  there  are  no  subor- 
dinate schools  to  prepare  students  for  Industrial  Colleges,  as  there  ar# 
Academies  to  prepare  them  for  Literary  Colleges. 

I  took  particular  care  to  converse  with  all  the  prominent  teachers  of  In- 
dustrial education  in  Europe,  during  my  six  years  residence  there,  and  the 
invariable  response  to  my  inquiries  was,  that  they  labored  under  great  dis- 
advantages in  not  being  able  to  properly  class  many  of  their  students  aa 
soon  as  they  entered  the  Industrial  College,  owing  to  there  being  no  sub- 
ordinate schools  in  which  to  bring  them  up  to  a  fixed  educational  standard. 
^  The  same  difiSculty  will  be  experienced  in  America,  even  to  a  greater  ex- 
temt  than  in  Europe,  and  it  can  only  be  obviated  by  having  blementary  De- 
partments, in  connection  with  Indnstrial  Colleges,  in  which  students  ean  be 
prepared  to  enter  the  regular  College  bourse. 

These  Elementary  Departments  may  be  of  two  kinds ;  they  may  b©  either 
sufficiently  extensive  to  prepare  the  students  to  enter  at  once  upon  the 
purely  scientific  studies  of  an  Industrial  College,  or  they  may  be  devoted 
simply  to  finishing  up  the  deficiencies  of  a  good  common  school  education, 
leaving  higher  English  branches  to  be  taken  in  connection  with  the  aden- 
tific  studies  of  the  Industrial  course. 

Of  these  two  plans,  the  latter  would  seem  decidedly  the  best  adapted  to 
the  neciBssities  of  American  students,  and  hence  it  only  will  be  discussed. 

How  much  of  the  course  of  an  Industrial  College  all  students  should  be 
required  to  study,  and  what  parts  they  should  be  allowed  to  exercise  a 
choice  of  studying,  is  a  question  of  vast  importance,  though  not  peculiar  to 
an  Industrial  College. 

If  the  standard  of  admission  of  an  Industrial  College  does  not  reqaire 
familiarity  with  all  the  branches  of  a  good  English  education,  its  course  of 
instruction  should  embrace  these,  and  no  student  should  be  allowed  to  grad- 
uate without  having  acquired  them. 

There  are  also  certain  branches  of  science,  embracing  the  eonsideratioD 
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<rf  the  physical  and  physiological  laws'of  life,  with  the  elementary  branches 
of  which  every  student  should  be  familiar. 

There  are  also  the  great  fundamental  principles,  of  Morality  and  the 
Christian  Religion,  which  should  be  taught  to  all  students. 

Hence  all  cthould  be  required  to  study  these  things,  no  matter  what  their 
taste  and  inclinations,  or  their  intentions  for  future  activity,  may  be. 

But  beyond  these  the  student  should  be  allowed  the  exercise  of  choice,  within 
certain  limits,  as  to  the  studies  he  would  pursue  for  the  purpose  of  graduating. 
But  this  first  study,  preliminary  to  the  period  of  his  making  choice  of  the  final 
course  he  would  pursue,  will  make  the  student  familiar  with  the  elementary 
branches  of  nearly  all  the  natural  and  physical  sciences,  and  will  give  his 
teacher  time  to  learn  his  tastes,  intentions,  and  abilities,  and  thus  with 
proper  advice,  he  will  be  able  to  make  a  suitable  selection  of  his  final  course 
of  studies. 

This  course  should  embrace  a  thorough  knowledge  of  a  more  limited  range 
of  subjects  than  were  included  in  his  elementary  course.  He  should  pursue 
some  of  these  subjects  to  the  utmost  bounds  of  human  knowledge,  and  all  of 
them  as  near  these  limits  as  his  time  would  admit  of.  At  these  liiiits  he 
should  be  taught  the  method  of  original  research. 

Here  he  should  be  allowed  to  graduate,  but  he  should  be  urged  not  to 
close  his  studies  with  the  receipt  of  his  diploma,  but  if  possible  to  continue 
longer  in  the  institution,  as  a  resident  graduate,  and  make  original  scientific 
investigations  upon  such  subjects  as  will  most  directly  bear  upon  the  special 
industrial  operations  of  life  to  which  he  expects  to  be  devoted. 

Such  being  the  case,  there  should  be,  first,  a  general  course  of  studies  to  • 
finish  up  the  English  education  of  the  student,  and  to  indoctrinate  him  with 
the  elementary  studies  of  the  sciences. 

This  course  should  extend  through  about  two  years,  after  which  there 
should  be  several  distinct  courses,  any  one  or  more  of  which,  or  certain 
combinations  of  parts  of  which,  he  should  be  allowed  to  select.  The  number, 
extent  and  efficiency  of  the  courses  would  be  dependent  upon  the  resources 
of  the  Institution. 

The  following  classification  of  the  students,  with  the  courses  proposed,  arc 
submitted  to  the  Board,  as  that  best  adapted  to  the  organization  of  an  In- 
dustrial College : 

First. — A  course  of  Agricultural  Science  and  Practice,  which  shall  em- 
brace a  preliminary  training  in  general  Science,  and  then  a  careful  study  of 
those  sciences  that  relate  to  Agriculture,  together  with  the  details  of  all 
parts  of  agricultural  practice,  as  the  raising  of  crops,  stock,  &c. 

Such  a  course  as  that  now  pursued  at  the  Agricultural  College  of  Penn- 
sylvania, with  the  addition  of  the  instruction  of  a  special  Professor  of  Agfri- 
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cmlinra)  Practice,  and  a  Profedsor  of  Yeteritiaty  and  Z5o1ogj,  aided  by  tbi 
appropriate  musenms  of  the  foregoing  prescribed  plan  of  organization. 

The  Resident  Graduates  of  this  course  to  make  scientific  agricultural 
investigations. 

Second. — A  course  of  Engineering  and  ArMiedure,  embracing  two 
grades,  one  of  which  should  require  the  study  of  the  higher  Mathematiea 
and  Mechanics,  and  the  other  would  require  no  mathematics  higher  thaa 
the  first  eight  books  of  Davies  Legendre. 

The  lower  course  should  embrace,  in  cddition  to  applied  Mathematics  up 
to  the  extent  of  the  Qeometrical  studies,  practical  lessons  in  all  the  details 
oi  ordinary  Civil  Engineering,  Mechanical  Drawing,  Perspective,  Photo- 
graphy, and  embrace  as  much  knowledge,  Theoretical  and  Practical,  as  or- 
dinary engineers  have  occasion  to  use  in  their  ordinary  duties. 

The  higher  course  should,  in  addition  to  the  lower  course,  embrace  the 
Fluctional  Calculus,  the  higher  OeoAietry  ^nd  Mechanics,  Astronomy  and 
Navigation.  The  Resident  Graduates  of  this  course  should  devote  theo^ 
•elves  to  the  profound  studies  of  the  physical  sciences,  by  means  of  the 
fluctional  calculus,  and  to  experimentation  in  these  sciences. 

To  this  course  it  would  be  easy  to  add,  if  desired,  a  course  of  Military 
Engineering  and  Gunnery. 

Third. — An  Industrial  Course,  The  word  industrial  is  here  used  in  a 
much  more  limited  signification  than  elsewhere  in  this  paper,  simply  to  re- 
fer  to  such  branches  of  human  industry  as  are  not  included  in  the  art  and 
science  of  Agriculture,  or  of  Engineering.  It  relates  more  particularly  to 
a  practical  and  scientific  knowledge  of  those  industrial  operations  which  are 
%  the  offspring  of  the  Natural  Sciences,  as  developed  within  the  preaent 
century — as  Metallurgy,  Technological  Chemistry,  Pharmacy — giving  tfaa 
student  correct  knowledge  about  the  intrinsic  nature  of,  and  the  origin  and 
means  of  preparing  for  use,  the  various  articles  which  contribute  to  the  ne- 
cessities and  luxuries  of  every  day  life,  thus  making  him  an  intelligent 
manufacturer  of  such  articles'ss  he  makes,  and  an  intelligent  consumer  of 
such  things  as  are  made  by  others.  This  course  should  be  varied  a  little,  if 
the  resources  of  the  Institution  would  admit  of  it,  to  suit  the  peculiar  neces- 
sities of  the  person  taking  it  Resident  Graduates  of  the  course  would  de- 
vote themselves  to  experimental  researches  into  such  parts  of  it  as  wouM 
be  of  the  greatest  practical  importance  to  them.  Thus,  to  illustrate  with  m 
question  of  great  practical  interest  to  the  country,  a  student  who  expected 
to  devote  himself  to  the  manufacture  of  sugar  fW>m  the  Sorghum  Sacehar- 
atum,  would  apply  himself  not  only  to  all  the  methods  of  analyzing  sacdia* 
rine  compounds,  but,  to  estimating  the  amount  of  sugar  in  all  plants  eon* 
taining  it,  to  the  study  of  the  remarkable  transformations  in  vegetable 
jprowth  by  which  sugar  is  produced  and  consumed  in  the  growing  plaBit» 
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and  to  all  thoee  purely  chemical  processes  bj  which  sugar  is  produced  mocK- 
fied  or  destroyed,  and  to  a  close  study  of  those  organic  substances  which 
mast  be  separated  from  saccharine  juices  in  order  to  make  the  best  sugar 
and  molasses.  Such  a  sugar  refiner  would  be  an  intelligent,  scientific  man 
in  regard  to  his  profession,  and  not  a  mere  tradesman,  blindly  following  tim 
empirical  rules  and  recipes  he  had  learned  from  another  without  understand- 
ing  them. 

Fourth.  A  Purely  Practical  Counc-^Thla  course  should  embrace  only  a 
popular  •onsideration  of  science  in  its  relations  to  industrial  operations, 
such  as  is  embodied  in  the  popular  lectures  before  popular  scientific  and 
literary  societies,  but  it  should  be  more  extensive  and  more  systematically 
arranged  than  these.  The  admirable  series  of  popular  lectures  on  Agricul- 
tural  subjects,  delivered  at  Tale  College  a  few  years  ago,  will  give  an  idea 
of  the  kind  of  instruction  referred  to  in  this  course.  It  is  designed  for 
students  who  are  too  old,  or  may  not  have  time,  or  who  are  too  delicate  to 
dtand  the  close  discipline  of  a  more  extended  course,  as  also  for  grown  up 
men,  who  may  not  in  youth  have  had  the  advantages  of  a  scientific  educa* 
tion,  and  who  want  to  get  such  knowledge  of  science  as  will  enable  them  mor^ 
fhlly  to  understand  the  scientific  reading  matter  and  conversation  whicli  the 
progressive  spirit  of  the  age  is  more  and  more  infusing  into  all  the  walka 
of  social  life.  This  course  would  only  extend  through  a  year  or  part  of  a 
year,  and  would  merit  no  degree  on  being  finished. 

Fifth.  A  Commercial  Coitrse, — This  course  should  not  embrace  simply  the 
art  of  book-keepiDg,  (which  should  be  taught  during  the  first  two  years  to 
ail  students,)  but  it  should  make  the  student  familiar  with  the  laws  of  trado 
and  commercial  intercourse,  and  with  the  business  habits  and  peculiarities 
of  Nations,  and  with  all  the  channels  and  sources  through  which  the  wealth 
of  the  world  is  moved  about  and  accumulated.  This  course  could  have  two 
grades,  in  one  of  which  no  language  but  English  was  studied,  and  which 
would  extend  through  one  year,  and  the  other  of  which  should  embrace  the 
study  of  at  least  two  modem  languages,  one  of  which  should  be  German. 
This  course  should  extend  through  two  years.  Resident  Graduates  could 
devote  themselves  to  additional  studies  in  the  modem  languages. 

Sixth.  A  Literary  Department, — It  is  not  designed  that  this  shall  dispula 
with  ordinary  Oolleges  the  right  to  teach  literary  studies,  but  it  should  bear 
ttome  such  relation  to  literary  studies  as  do  the  Professorships  of  Natural 
Sciences  in  such  Colleges  to  scientific  studies. 

While  the  study  of  Latin  and  Greek  would  not  be  urged  upon  the  student 
aa  an  indispensable  part  of  mental  discipline,  or  of  practical  education, 
means  would  be  provided  for  his  studying  these  languages,  did  he  desire  to 
do  80,  in  connection  with  his  other  studies.  It  is  not  intended  by  this  remark 
to  deny  that  linguistic  studies,  and  especially  the  ancient  classics  are  not  most 
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potent  means  of  mental  caltare,  but  simplj  to  doubt  the  propriety  of  sto- 
dents  commencing  the  study  of  Latin  and  Greek  at  so  advanced  an  age, 
when  they  expect  to  devote  their  time  to  industrial  pursuits.  Besides,  the 
ordinary  Literary  Colleges  are  open  to  such  as  wish  to  study  these,  and  the? 
are  advised  to  attend  to  them. 

The  modern  languages  would  also  be  taught,  and  in  some  cases  one  or 
two  of  them  incorporated  as  part  of  the  course  in  the  forego  *ng  plan  of 
studies,  and  in  all  cases  where  the  student's  time  will  permit,  bo  should  be 
recommended  to  study  two  modern  languages,  one  of  which  should  be 
Oorman. 

In  this  Department  opportunities  should  be  afforded  for  the  study  of  such 
indispeusable  branches  of  an  English  education,  as  may  not  have  been  com- 
pleted in  the  first  two  years  of  the  four  year  course.  They  would  embrace 
Logic,  Rhetoric,  Moral  Philosophy,  Political  Economy  and  the  fundamental 
principles  of  human  government,  including  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.  Associated  with  this  department,  and  immediately  under  the  charge 
of  its  faculty,  would  be  a  primary  school  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  stu- 
dents to  enter  the  College  course. 

There  would  be  no  graduates  in  this  department,  but  it  would  have  tn 
appropriate  mission  in  helping  on  the  other  departments,  and  stadeoit 
wishing  to  take  a  literary  degree,  could  easily  do  so  by  afterwards  going  to 
a  Literary  College. 

Undowmenia  of  Industrial  Colleges. 

It  has  already  been  shown  that  large  sums  of  money  derived  from  en- 
dowments, are  requisite  to  sustain  Literary  Colleges  of  high  character. 

It  has  been  shown  that  so  far  as  these  Colleges  have  introduced  the  Natu- 
ral Sciences,  they  have  required  a  corresponding  degree  of  expense  for  mo- 
seuras,  apparatus  and  tuition. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  make  it  clear  that  Industrial  Colleges  must 
be  large,  scientific  institutions,  in  which  the  entire  range  of  the  natural  and 
physical  sciences  must  be  taught. 

In  accordance  with  this  attempi,  the  organization  of  such  an  Industrial 
College  has  been  given,  and  the  course  of  instruction  commensurate  with  tiM 
organization  has* been  laid  out. 

In  summing  up  the  number  of  Professors,  Assistants  and  Superintendents, 
and  looking  at  the  extent  of  the  auxiliaries  to  study,  we  found  an  Institutioa 
of  the  magnitude  of  some  of  the  best  Literany  Colleges  in  the  country,  with 
fully  as  extensive  a  course  of  instruction  as  they  have,  while  the  students 
who  are  expected  to  attend  them  are  less  able  to  pay  for  tuition  than  ara 
the  students  of  Literary  Colleges.  The  obvious  inference  from  all  this  is, 
that  Industrial  Colleges  require  as  large  endowments,  as  do  Literary  Col- 
leges, if  not  larger,  to  enable  them  to  fulfil  their  mission. 
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Such  being  the  conclusion  at  which  we  have  arrived,  our  plan  for  an  In- 
dustrial College  will  be  an  impracticable  ideal  if  we  cannot  secure  an  exten- 
sive endowment  for  its  support.  For  the  moment,  supposing  that  it  was 
impossible  to  do  so,  our  considerations  would,  at  all  events,  help  to  explain 
why  it  has  been  that  almost  all  attempts  to  found  Industrial  Colleges  without 
endowment  h^ve  ended  in  bankruptcy  and  failure. 

But  Industrial  Education  is  too  important  to  be  left,  by  our  enlightened 
people,  without  pecuniary  means  for  its  support,  and  hence  we  are  encour- 
aged to  sum  up  the  expenses  involved  in  it. 

For  this  purpose  the  attention  of  the  Board  is  invited  to  the  following :

The  annual  expenses  of  such  an  Industrial  College  as  we  have  been  con- 
sidering, are  stated  at  j^l7,700,  independent  of  taxes  and  interest,  or  ren^  of 
College  buildin?:»s  grounds  and  farms,  &c. 

If  any  tiiink.tba  suna. extravagantly  large,  they  are  requested  to  compare 
it  with  the  first. clji^s^  .liitcrary  Colleges  about  which  we  have  already  said 
so  much,  or  they  are  invited  to  examine  the  details  of  expenditure. 

The  price  a,llQw*^  to;eMh  Professor  ($1,500)  is  not  as  high  as  is  paid  bj 
first  class  Literary.  Colleges.  , 

And  the  compctiUiop.fo.r.sckntific  Professorships  ia  not  nearly  so  great  aa 
for  those  of  Literary  Colleges. 
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It  will  be  with  gn^A  difioolty  tikftt  men  of  the  attainmentareqaired,  in  the 
plan  of  organization  we  have  giren,  can  be  engaged  at  these  prices. 

Harvard  Univeraitj  gives  $3,000  annually  to  a  Zoological  Maseam  ia 
a  Literary  College.  The  snm  of  $5,000  would  not  seem  extra vagaat  for  t^ 
entire  range  of  scientific  collections  in  a  Scientific  College. 

When  a  private  individuiU,  Mr.  Lawes,  of  Rothamstead,  England,  ezpendp 
$10,000  annually  in  agricultural  scientific  investigation,  the  sum  of  $^,000 
for  investigations  in  all  of  the  sciences  should  not  be  deemed  prodig^L 

And  when  the  sons  of  Pennsylvania's  immortal  Patriots,  who  fell  upoiB 
oar  country's  battle-field,  in  defence  of  our  National  existence,  shall  asklbr 
an  education  at  our  Industrial  College,  shall  anyone,  who  enjoys  the libeny 
.they  preserved,  say  thaX  the  paltry  sum  of  $7,000  is  more  than  oor  State 
can  afford  them. 

Then,  if  the  items  of  the  bill  are  not  over-charged,  the  som  of  them  is 
not  uoreasonable,  and  our  next  question  is, 

Can  an  Endowmerd  Fund  sufficient  to  yield  $27,700  anniuilly  be  iccuredl 

It  was  with  some  such  question  as  this  before  the  minds  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania  that  they  labored  for 
aeveral  years  for  the  passage,  by  Congress,  of  the  bill  donating  land  to 
Agricultural  Colleges. 

It  was  with  this  question  in  his  mind  that  one  of  the  Board  tamed  ftooi 
the  State  Legislature,  where  he  had  labored  successfully  to  secare  funds  to 
complete  our  College  buildings,  to  his  seat  in  Congress,  where  he  labored 
no  less  sueceasfujly  to  secure  the  means  of  their  endowment. 

Attd  tb  is  endowment  is  to  be  found  in  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  land  scrip, 
donated  by  Congress  to  this  State  for  the  endowment  and  support  of  a 
College  for  "Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts." 

Owing  to  the  general  depreciation  of  public  lands  this  land  scrip  will 
not  bring  nearly  as  much  as  was  anticipated  at  the  time  the  bill  was'  draws 
ap,  and  hence  the  income  from  it  will  be  less  than  half  what  it  other- 
wise would  have  been,  and  therefore  the  income  will,  it  is  feared,  be 
considerable  less  than  the  amount  required  to  make  up  the  balance  sheet  in 
the  above  account. 

But  from  a  careful  consideration  of  the  subject,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  this 
income  from  the  scrip  will  yield  the  College  somewhere  between  $10,000  and 
$20,000  annually,  which  will  enable  us  to  enlarge  the  sphere  of  oar  opera- 
tions, and  to  gradually  throw  off  the  load  of  debt  that  now  presses  heavily 
apon  us  and  cripples  all  our  efforts.  And  although  this  endowment  will  not 
enable  us  to  organize  the  College,  upon  a  plan  as  extensive  as  that  proposed 
m.  this  paper  for  an  Industrial  College,  it  will,  I  doubt  not,  so  far  enable  oa 
j^>  9how  what  can  be  done  with  more  extended  resources,  that  some  wealthy, 
public  spirited  friend  of  industrial  education  will|  like  John  Harvard,  de 
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Idmseir  immortal  hoaor  hf  ftSbrding  the  College  the  reqaiBite  additional 
means  to  bring  it  np  to  the  highest  possible  standard  of  excellence. 

It  therefore  now  remains  for  those  of  us  who  have  the  immediate  oversight 
#f  the  Agricaltural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  to  labor  with  all  our  powers 
to  make^the  best  possible  use  of  the  income  from  this  endowment  fund,  not 
enlj  to  bring  the  Institution  up  to  the  expectations  of  those  who  are  inter- 
ested in  its  success,  but  to  ultimately  secure  from  private  individuals,  such 
additional  endowment  as  will  leave  nothing  further  to  be  desired  in  its  Edu- 
eational  system. 

As  no  income  from  this  endowment  will  be  made  available  to  the  Col- 
lege for  one  or  two  years  yet,  it  will  require  the  greatest  possible  economy 
on  the  part  of  the  manage  of  the  Institution,  and  an  increased  tax  upon 
oar  already  over-taxed  Treasurer  to  meet  its  expenses.  Since  with  our  pre- 
■ent  low  rates  of  admission,  and  with  the  gp-eatly  advanced  price  of  ail  arti- 
cles of  consumption,  notwithstanding  our  small  number  of  Professors,  w^ 
are  ann9ally  sinking  deeper  in  debt  Hence  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance 
that  this  fund  be  brought  into  such  shape,  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
that  it  will  yield  something  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  College,  and  enabU 
OS  to  extend  its  educational  resources. 

It  is  only  an  act  of  justice  to  the  people  of  the  State,  who  have  directly, 
or  indirectly,  through  their  Representatives  in  the  Legislature,  contributed 
about  $200,000  to  erect  the  buildings  and  purchase  and  improve  the  farm  of ^ 
this  Institution,  that  the  endowment  by  which  this  property  only  can  be 
efficiently  used,  should,  as  soon  as  possible,  be  made  available. 

The  grant  of  Land  and  Land  Scrip  from  Congress  to  the  ieveral  Stains 
for  the  endowment  of  Agricultural  Colleges. 

The  foregoing  considerations,  in  great  part,  have  had  a  general  character, 
relating  to  the  whole  subject  of  Industrial  Education,  rather  than  to  the 
Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania  in  particular.  This  form  of  consid- 
ering the  subject  has  been  adopted,  because  all  questions  involved  in  the 
general  consideration  applied  with  especial  force  to  this  College. 

In  closing  this  report  I  would  venture  a  few  remarks  upon  what  would 
aeem  to  be  the  legitimate  object  of  the  Land  Grant  by  Congress,  for  th^ 
endowment  of  Colleges  for  Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  arts. 

This  Land  Grant  was  the  result  of  the  growing  intelligence  of  the  agri- 
cultural classes  of  the  country,  and  the  modern  development  of  all  those 
sciences  which  have  a  practical  bearing  upon  the  industrial  operations  of 
HPd,  A  necessity  for  Industrial  Colleges  was  felt  throughout  the  entire 
country.  Literary  Colleges  not  only  failed  to  supply  an  education  especially 
adapted  to  the  peculiar  necessities  of  the  industrial  classes,  but  through 
their  highest  officials  they  persistently  proclaimed  that  no  such  speeiaJ 
College  education  was  re^ niike,  and  that  the  beat  education  a  young  muk 
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could  have  to  fit  him  for  practical  daties  in  life,  was  to  be  found  in  tki 
study  of  Latin  and  Greek.  The  idea  of  Industrial  Education  was  turned 
Into  ridicule,  and  Industrial  Colleges  were  denominated  visionary  ideate  of 
impracticable  men.  Determined  that  means  should  be  provided  for  a  generri 
system  of  Industrial  Education,  a  few  prominent  friends  of  such  asTStoi 
of  education  from  other  States,  in  conjunction  with  the  friends  of  the  Agri- 
<iultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  after  about  six  years  of  persistent  effort, 
rfecured  the  passage,  by  Congress,  of  the  Land  Grant  bill.  This  bill  afforded 
sufficient  land,  or  land  scrip  to  each  of  the  larger  States,  to  enable  them, 
with  a  reasonable  effort  from  the  State,  to  found  one  Agricultural  College. 
Smaller  States  could  only  use  it  by  establishing  Agricultural  Chairs  fn 
Literary  Colleges,  as  they  had  not  enough  to  endow  an  Industrial  College. 
The  object  of  the  bill,  however,  was  most  distinctly  not  simply  to  found  In- 
dustrial  Chairs  in  Literary  Colleges,  but  to  e.ndoro  Industrial  College$  sock 
as  that,  the  organization  of  which,  has  been  discussed  in  this  paper. 
^  No  sooner  was  the  bill  passed,  than  in  some  States  the  representatives  of 
several  Literary  Colleges,  with  singularly  bad  taste,  made  a  general  rush  to 
the  State  Legislature  to  secure  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the  bill,  and  in 
the  general  scramble  for  a  share  of  the  spoils,  in  some  instances,  defeated  all 
legislation  upon  the  subject.  That  Literary  Institutions  should,  with  such 
undignified  haste,  grasp  at  resources  (secured  for  the  endowment  of  Indofr 
»  trial  Colleges)  to  which  they  had  not  the  slightest  legitimate  claim,  is  a 
melancholy  illustration  of  the  terrible  extremities  to  which  they  are  dnVeo  in 
the  struggle  for  existence.  It  should  warn  those  States,  which  would  foond 
State  Industrial  Colleges,  to  endow  them  properly,  and  not  cast  them  into 
the  world  to  struggle  in  poverty  for  existence,  guided  by  a  necessity  which 
knows  no  law  and  recognizes  no  right. 

For  what  are  the  claims  of  these  Literary  Colleges  upon  the  Land  Grant 
Fund  ?  Can  they  afford  the  kind  of  education  required  in  an  Industrial 
College  ?  Can  they  organize  the  four  or  five  different  courses  of  study  required 
to  meet  the  peculiar  necessities  of  Industrial  Education  ?  Can  tbey,  with 
their  half  dozen  Professors,  do  the  work  which  fourteen  first  class  scifn- 
t'fic  men  arc  required  to  do,  in  addition  to  teaching  all  their  literary  studies? 
No  I  TLey  would  only  degrade  Industrial  Education  to  the  standard  upon 
whuh  the  J  have  heretofore  looked  with  merited  contempt.  Tiny  might 
well  eom})are  the  victims  of  their  superficial  smattering  with  the  regular 
student^*  of  their  classical  course,  as  illustrations  of  how  much  belter  the 
study  of  Latin  and  Greek  is  for  mental  discipline  than  the  study  of  any- 
thing else. 

Suppose,  for  illustration,  that  Ohio  were  to  allow  this  Land  Scrip  Fund 
to  bo  frittered  away  Upon  half  a  dozen  Colleges,  or  even  upon  two  Col lege^ 
while  Pennsylvania  concentrated  the  whole  upon  one  College,   with  sonw 
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«Mitb  organization  as  we  haT«  considered;  does  anj one  donbt  which  would 
have  the  most  desirable  plan  of  Indnstrial  Edaeation — Pennsjlrania  or 
Ohio  f  Would  net  the  ambitions  sons  of  the  indastrial  classes  in  Ohio  despise 
their  own  Industrial  Colleges,  and  come  to  Pennsylvania,  just  as  students 
now  crowd  from  all  States  to  make  up  the  800  students  of  Harvard  Uni- 
versity. 

Ohio  would  do  well  to  learn  a  lesson  of  wisdom  from  Pennsylvania,  New 
York  and  Massachusetts,  and  other  States  whose  Legislatures  have  been  wise 
enough  to  keep  this  great  perpetual  legacy  for  the  education  of  her  industrial 
classes  together. 

In  conclusion,  it  should  be  remarked,  that  it  is  due  to  the  23  Literary 
Colleges  in  Pennsylvania  to  say,  that  they  made  no  effort  to  obstruct  legis- 
lation, upon  the  bestowal  of  the  income  from  the  endowment  fund  upon  the 
Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania^  doubtless  knowing,  as  they  must 
have  known,  that  the  friends  of  this  College  had  been  mainly  instrumental 
in  getting  the  bill,  donating  the  land,  through  Congress;  and  hence,  by 
courtesy,  no  less  than  by  right,  and  according  to  the  spirit  of  the  bill,  were 
entitled  to  the  fund  for  the  endowment  of  the  State  Institution  for  which 
they  procured  it  Doubtless  these  Colleges  would  as  likely  have  thought  of 
asking  the  Trustees  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania,  to  share 
with  them  the  money  they  secured  by  private  subscription,  as  to  ask  them 
to  divide  what  was  no  less  obtained  by  their  own  efforts  to  endow  this  Col- 
lege, and  which  is  no  less  essential  to  its  prosperity.  It  would  have  been 
fortunate  for  the  interests  of  industrial  education,  had  Literary  Colleges  in 
some  other  States  been  guided  by  the  same  delicacy  of  feeling  in  regard  to 
what  they  had  no  legitimate  claim  upon.  But  it  is  not  too  late  to  hope  that 
all  the  States  may  see  the  suicidal  folly  of  dividing  their  respective  sharea 
of  this  fund,  and  that  they  will  each  concentrate  it  upon  one  first  class  State 
Institution,  and  that  all  these  Institutions  will  grow  up  in  one  great  frater- 
nity of  Industrial  Colleges,  working  together  in  harmony  upon  one  uniform 
system,  adapted  to  the  dissemination  of  professional  knowledge  amongst 
the  industrial  classes.

NoTi. — Since  the  above  was  put  into  the  hands  of  the  printer,  it  has 
transpired  that  the  above  opinion,  as  to  the  willingness  of  all  the  Literary 
Colleges  of  the  State  to  allow  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania  to 
reap  the  full  benefit  of  the  funds  which  its  friends  had  secured  from  Congress 
for  its  endowment,  was  too  hastily  expressed,  as  a  bill  has  since  been  read  in 
place,  and  referred  to  a  committee,  asking  for  one-third  of  the  land  scrip  for 
the  Allegheny  College,  at  Meadviile.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will. 
3  Afp.  Aok  TsAN& 
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give  no  enconff^pettMki  whatever  to  a  daim  so  narttaanable,  so*  u^ast,  uA 
which  will  80  eflfectually  tend  to  defeat  the  object  of  the  laad  grant  bill,  whiW 
it  must  cripple,  for  many  years  to  come»  the  cause  of  ladostrial  £<lncati(» 
in  our  State. 

The  following  are  a  few  of  many  obyious  reasons  why  this  claim  should 
not  be  encouraged : 

Ist.  As  already  shown,  in  this  report,  the  fund  will  scarcely  yield  suffi- 
cient income  to  endow  one  Industrial  College  properly. 

2d.  Two  or  more  partially  endowed  Institutions  will  be  unable  to  givt 
that  character  and  efficiency  to  Industrial  Education  without  which  the  whole 
aystem  will  fall  into  disgrace. 

3d.  The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania  is  a  State  Institution;  the 
State  has  appropriated  $100,000,  and  the  people  of  the  State  have  donated 
nearly  an  equal  sum  to  bring  it  into  existence.  It  belongs  to  the  State;  itg 
property  is  held  in  trust  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  elected  by  delegates  from 
the  County  A  gricultural  Societies  of  the  State. 

4th.  All  this  property  can  only  be  made  available  for  the  purposes  de- 
signed by  it,  with  the  aid  of  such  an  endowment  as  that  secured  iu  the  land 
scrip  i^nd  It  was  part  of  the  plan  of  the  friends  of  this  College,  when 
asking  the  Legislature  to  appropriate  money  to  put  up  its  large  buildings, 
to  secure  an  endowment  from  this  source,  and  to  this  end  they  were,  at  the 
same  time,  laboring  in  Congress  for  the  passage  of  the  Land  Grant  bill.  Jo 
view  of  their  being  confident  of  securing  an  endowment  from  this  source, 
they  promised  the  Legislature,  when  asking  for  money  to  complete  the  Col- 
lege buildings,  not  to  ask  the  State  for  an  endowment. 

5th.  The  friends  of  the  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania  secured  the 
passage  of  the  Land  Grsmt  bill  by  Congress. 

A  member  of  their  Board  of  Trustees,  (then,  as  now,  a  promineot  member 
of  Congress)  devoted  almost  an  entire  session  in  Congress  to  its  passage, 
.  and  other  friends  of  the  College  visited  Washington  several  times  for  the 
,  same  purpose.     WUhoui  their  aid  the  hill  would  noi  have  passed, 

6th.  The  Agricultural  College  of  Pennsylvania  has  no  other  endowment; 
tit  has  serious  pecuniary  embarrassments  that  will  oblige  it  to  fall  hackupoo 
(Ae  State  Legislature  to  secure  an  appropriation  to  meet,  amd  these  emhar- 
ftani^ment^i  will  be  conslantlu  recurring,  if  its  managers  are  thus  uojustljde- 
iprived  of  the  endowment  they  have  secured  from  Congress. 

7ih.  The  Allegheny  College,  at  Meadville,  is  not  a  State  Institution— it 
i€  not  under  the  control  of  the  industrial  classes  of  the  State—it  does  n(A 
belong  to  the  State — it  was  not  originated  for  Industrial  Edhcation,  nor  has 
it  been  dovoted  to  it — its  friends  did  nothing  for  the  passage  of  the  Land 
Grant  bill  in  Congress ;  and  at  the  time  this  bill  originated  they  had  not  con- 
ceived the  idea  of  Industrial  Education,  and  even  now  I  am  told  that  their 
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conceptioii  of  the  demand  for  saeh  edncatioii  is  embraced  in  what  **  a  Pro- 
flM8or  of  Agricoltiiral  Chemistry,  who  will  analyie  soils/'  (the  one  thing 
which  is  now  discarded  bj  all  good  Chemists  as  of  no  use)  can  do  in  their 
College  1 1 1  They  seem  not  to  haye  thought  of  Industrial  Education,  and 
the  **  Chemist  t6  analyie  soils,''  until  to  do  so  afforded  a  pretext  for  grap- 
pling for  the  Land  Grant  Fund.  The  industrial  interests  of  our  State  and 
posterity  never  could  pardon  an  act,  fraught  with  such  ruinous  consequences 
to  the  cause  of  Industrial  education,  upon  a  pretext  so  flimsy  as  that  upon 
which  it  is  attempted  to  divide  this  fund.  The  College  at  Meadville  was 
not  originated  with  the  expectation  of  endowment  from  this  source ;  and 
hence  it  being  deprived  of  it,  defeats  no  expectation  entertained  and  acted 
fipon  in  calling  it  into  existence.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  a  local  denomina^ 
Hanoi  literary  school,  under  the  control  of  a  particular  sect,  and  it  has  other 
sources  of  endowment. 

It  cannot  be  that  the  Legislature  of  Pennsylvania  will  encourage  this 
claim.  There  are  over  20  other  Institutions  in  the  State  with  claims  equally 
just,  or  rather  equally  preposterous.  In  order  to  promote  the  interests  of 
this  claim,  incorrect  representations  have  been  made  as  to  tilte  price  this 
land  scrip  will  bring  in  the  market,  in  order  to  show  that  it  will  yield  toe 
much  for  one  Institution.  The  values  given  on  p.  80  are,  I  thmk,  the  limits 
between  which  the  annual  income  will  be  found,  and  in  this  opinion  I  am 
sustained  by  a  number  of  prominent  gentlemen  who  have  given  the  subject 
much  attention,  and  several  of  whom  have  been,  and  some  now  are,  ejtten- 
Mve  dealers  in  land  scrip.

The  attention  of  exhibitors  is  particularly  requested  to  the  directions  at- 
tached to  the  list  of  premiums  for /a<  Cattle, /a/  Sheep,  Butter,  Cheese,  dbc,, 
and  the  statements  required  from  exhibitors  of  those  articles  most  be  lodged 
with  the  Secretary  on  or  before  the  23d  of  September. 

ExhiMora,  And  necessary  attendants  upon  stock  and  articles,  will  be  fur- 
nished with  tickets  to  pass  at  a  designated  gate.  These  tickets  will  only  be 
good  at  the  ONE  gate,  and  white  the  stock  or  article  is  on  exhibition. 

The  Executive  Committee  do  not  intend  to  assure  any  exhibitor  who  ne- 
glects these  requirements,  that  his  articles  can  be  passed  upon  by  the  Judges. 

While  every  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  the  examination  and  proper  no* 
tice  of  every  article  on  exhibition,  justice  to  those  who  comply  with  the 
roles  of  the  Society,  requires  diat  they  ehalt,  in  M  cases,  Jlr^  receive  at* 
tentiom. 
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Articles  and  animals  for  exhibition  can  be  entered  on  and  after  tbe  mrth 
of  September,  at  the  office  of  the  Secretary,  in  Easton,  until  the  first  daj 
of  the  Exhibition,  September  27,  when  an  office  for  entry  will  be  opened 
mpon  the  ground,  where  entries  can  be  made  only  during  that  day ;  after 
which  the  books  of  entry  will  positively  be  closed  against  new  entries  in 
any  of  the  classes.  This  regulation  will  be  rigidly  adhered  to  by  the  So- 
ciety. 

Articles  or  animals  removed  from  the  grounds  before  the  close  of  the  Ex* 
hibition,  (except  by  permission  of  the  President,)  cannot  receive  a  premium^ 
though  awarded.

A  room,  connected  with  tbe  Secretary's  office,  upon  tbe  grounds,  wiB  be 
prepared,  where  all  attendants  and  laborers  in  the  employment  of  die  So- 
ciety, must  remain  when  not  engaged,  so  tibai  the  Secretary  may  avaQ 
himself  of  their  services  when  needed  The  Superintendents  will  take 
the  particular  direction  of  all  aracles  in  their  respective  departments ;  they 
will  be  responsible  for  their  departments,  and  see  that  aD  such  articles  are 
anranged,  as  near  as  may  be,  in  numerical  order,  for  easy  approach  and  ex- 
amination, at  the  time  required  by  the  Judges. 

Superintendents,  attendants  and  laborers  will  meet  at  tbe  office  each  day^ 
at  7^  o'clock,  A.  M.,  to  perfect  arrangements  for  the  day.

September  28,  at  tin  o'clock,  at  the  same  place,  they  will  then  be  furnished 
with  the  books  of  entries,  when  tbey  will  proceed  to  decide  upon  the  merits 
of  the  different  animals  and  articles  entered  for  premiums 

The  Judges  will  be  governed  in  making  awards  strictly  by  the  regulations 
•et  forth  in  this  premimm  list 

Lunch  will  be  provided  for  the  Judges  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  in  a 
convenient  room,  provided  for  that  purpose,  to  which  access  will  be  had  by 
tickets. 

The  Judges  on  all  animals  will  have  regard  to  the  symmetry,  early  mata* 
rity,  size  and  general  qualities  characteristic  of  the  breeds  which  they  in- 
spect. *  They  will  make  due  allowance  for  age,  feeding,  and  other  circnm- 
•tances,  on  tiie  character  and  condition  of  the  animals. 

Hay  and  straw  will  be  furnished  free  for  all  animals  entered  for  pre« 
miums,  and  grain  will  be  provided,  at  cost  price,  for  those  who  desire  to 
purchase  feed  for  their  stock.

breeding. 

Fat  Cattlk. — The  Judges  on  Fat  Cattle  will  give  particular  attention  to 
the  animals  submitted  for  examination.  It  is  believed  that,  all  other  thiDgt 
being  equal,  those  are  the  best  cattle  that  have  the  greatest  weight  in  tbt 
smallest  superfices.  The  Judges  will  require  all  the  cattle  in  this  class  to  U 
weighed,  and  will  take  m^^sures  to  give  the  superficies  of  each,  and  pablish 
the  result  with  their  reports  so  far  as  practicable. 

No  person  will  be  allowed  to  interfere  with  the  Judges,  while  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties ;  and  any  person  inteffering,  by  letter  or  otherwise, 
will  be  excluded  from  competition. 

No  animal  or  article  can  take  more  than  ove  premium.  All  produetioni 
placed  in  competition  for  premiums  must  be  the  growth  of  the  compeMon, 

When  there  is  but  one  exhibitor,  although  he  may  show  several  animali 
or  articles  in  a  class,  or  sub-division  of  a  class,  only  one  premium  will  k 
awarded  to  one  animal ;  that  to  be  the  first,  or  otherwise,  as  the  merit  of  the 
animal  or  article  may  be  adjudged.  And  a  premium  will  not  be  awarded 
when  the  animal  or  article  is  not  worthy,  though  there  be  no  competition. 
In  any  case  the  person  to  whom  a  pecuniary  premium  may  have  been 
awarded  may  elect  to  accept  a  diploma  instead  thereof. 

The  Executive  Committee  may  revise  the  premiums  awarded,  and  if  un- 
fair means  have  been  made  to  obtain  a  premium,  reverse  the  award  of  tht 
Judges.

Persons  to  whom  cash  premiums  have  been  awarded  are  informed  that 
unless  they  call  for  them  at  the  place  and  time  specified  above,  application 
must  be  made  by  letter  to  the  Treasurer,  John  B.  RuTHBRFoaD,  Esq.,  liar- 
risburg,  with  whom  the  Book  of  Awards  will  be  left. 

Persons  to  whom  Medals  and  Diplomas  have  been  awarded,  will  pleas* 
Aimish  their  names  to  the  Recording  Secretary.  The  Recording  Secretary 
will  deliver  the  Diplomas  awarded,  or  forward  them  in  such  manner  as  may 
be  directed  by  the  persons  entitled  to  receive  them,  free  of  charge  to  tht 
exhibitor. 

Creneral  Directions. 

Persona  intending  to  exhibit  Blood  Stook  must  pfoduee  authentic  pedi- 
grees, and  lure  earnestly  deaired  to  iurnisb  the  Secretaiy,  by  the  ^d  of  S^- 
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temher,  vrUh  a  list  of  their  stock,  with  the  pedigree  of  each.  This  will  fa- 
oilitate  the  preparation  of  eatries,  and  in  case  of  defective  pedigrees,  will 
afford  the  owner  time  to  correct  the  same. 

The  Judges  nhall  in  all  cases  withhold  premiums  where  the  animal  is  not 
vx)rthy^  though  there  be  no  competition.
